The  frequent  references  tharhave  been,  made  to  t] 
Conftitution  of  the  French  Republic  have  induced  him  to  include 
it  in  the  prefent  coUedion.  There  have  already  appeared  in  this 
country^  copies  of  the  ^Conftitution,  as  fubmitted  by  the  Commif* 
fion  of  Eleven  tb  the  National  Conveiition^-^but  c6nfiderable  al* 
terations  having  been  made  in  the  plan  of  the  CommiiSon^  he  ob- 
tained from  Paris  a  correal  copy  of  the  Conftitution,  as  it  was 
finally  decreed  by  the  Convention^  and  accepted  by  the  French 
Nation*

Declaration  of  the  Rights  and  Duties  of  .Man,  and  of  a  Citi7:en0 

The  French  People  proclaim f  in  the  prefence'rf  the  Supreme  Being,  the 
following  Declaration  (f  the  Rights  and  Duties  of  Mdn,  and  of  a 
Citizen  : 

RIGHTS. 

I*  ^HE  rights  of  man  in  fociety  are— libertyi  equality^  fecurity^ 
'■•    property. 

IL  Liberty  confifts  in  the  power  of  doing  that  which  does  not 
injure  the  rights  of  another. 

III.  Equality  confifts  in  this — ^that  the  law  is  the  fame  for  all^ 
whether  it  proteA  or  punifli. — Equality  admits  no  diftindipn  of 
birthy  no  hereditary  power. 

IV.  Security  reiuits  from  the  concurrence  of  all  to  fecure  the 
rights  of  each. 

V.  Property  is  the  right  of  enjoying  and  difpofing  of  a  man's 
own  goods,  his  revenues,  the  fruit  of  his  labour,  and  his  induftry. 

Vx«  The  law  is  the  general  will  exprefled  by  the  majority, 
either  of  the  citizens,  or  of  their  reprefentatives. 

VII.  That  which  is  not  forbidden  by  the  law  cannot  be  hin« 
dered.-^No  man  can  be  conftrained  to  that  which  the  law  ordains 
not. 

VIII.  No  one  can  be  cited,  accufed,  arreiled,  or  detained,  but 
in  the  cafes  determined  by  the  law,  and  according  to  the  forms  it 
has  prelcribed. 

I  A.  Thofe  who  folicit,  expedite,  fign,  execute,  or  caufe  to  be 
executed,  arbitrary  a£ls,  are  culpable,  and  ought  to  be  puni(hed» 

X*  All  rigour  not  neceflkry  to  fecure  the  petfon  of  a  man.undec\ 
charge,  ought  to  be  feverely  repreiTed  by  the  law.

6«  The  French  colonies  are  integral  parts  of  the  Republic,  and 
fubje£l  to  the  fame  conAitutional  law. 

"J.  They  are  divided  into  departments  as  follow  : — ^The  iiland 
of  St.  Domingo,  the  legiflative  body  of  which  (hall  fettle  the  di- 
vtfion  into  four  departments  at  lead,  or  fix  at  moft.  Guadaloupo, 
Marie-Galante,  Defiada,  Les  Salntes,  and  the  French  part  of  St. 
Martin  ;  Martinico ;  French  Guiana  and  Cayenne ;  St.  Lucia  and 
Tobago ;  the  I  fie  of  France,  Les  Seychelles,  Roderigue,  and  the 
eftablifliments  of  Madagafcar.  The  ifle  of  Re-union  ;  the  Eaft 
Indies,  Pondicherry,  Chandernagor,  Mahe,  Karical,  and  other 
eftabliChments. 

HE^D    II. 

Political  State  af  Citizens. 

S.  Every  man  born  and  refident  in  France,  who,  being  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  has  infcribed  his  name  on  the  civic  regifter  of 
'  his  canton,  and  who  has  lived  afterward  one  year  on  the  territory 
,     of  the  Republic,  and  who  pays  a  direA  contribution,  real  or  per- 
fonal,  is  a  French  citizen. 

9.  Frenchmen  who  have  made  one  or  more  campaigns  for  the 
tftabliflfiment  of  the  Republic^  are  citizens  without  any  condition 
of  contribution* 

10.  A  foreigner  becomes  a  French  citizen  when,  after  having 
attained  the  age  of  twenty -one  years,  and  having  declared  his 
intention  of  fettling  in  France,  he  has  refided  there  for  feven 
years  following,  provided  he  pays  a  direft  contribution^  and 
•moreover  poffeffes  a  real  property,  or  an  eftablifliment  in  agri- 
culture or  commerce,  or  has  married  a  French  woman. 

11.  French  citizens  alone  can  vote  in  the  primary  aflemblies^ 
•   and  be  called  to  the  fundions  eftabliflied  by  the  cbnftituti(ln» 

12.  The  exercife  of  the  rights  of  a  citizen  is  loft,  ift,  by  na- 
turalization in  a  foreign  countr/;  2d,  by  affiliation  with  any 
ibreign  corporation,  which  fuppofes  diftin£lions  of  birth,  or  re- 
quires religious  vows ;  3d,  by  the  acceptance  of  fundions,  or  of 
penfions  offered  by  a  foreign  government ;  4th,  by  cbndemnation 
to  icorporal  01' infamous  punifiiment,  untilrecapacitatibn. 

13.  The  exercife  of  the  rights  of  citizens  isfufpended,  ift,  by 
a  judicial  interdi£l  on  account  of  infanity,  idiotifm,  or  imbeci* 
lity ;  2d,  by  a  ftate  of  bankruptcy,  or  being  an  immediate  heir, 
and  detaining  gratuitoufly,  the  whole  or  part  of  the  fucceffion  of 
a  bankrupt ;  3d,  by  being  a  domeftic  on  wages,  attending  on  the 
))erfon,  or  ferving  in  the  houfe;  4th,  by  being  under  accufa- 
tion ;  5th,  by  a  fentence  of  contumacy,  tmtil  that  fentence  iiall 
be  annulled.

14*  The  exercife  of  the  rights'  of  citizens  is  neither  loft  noti 
fufpended  in  the  two  preceding  articles,  but  in  cafes  pronounced 
upon. 

15.  Every  citizen  who  has  refided  feven  years  following  o^t  of 
the  territory  of  the  Republic,  without  naiflion  or  authorization 
given  in  the  name  of  the  nation,  is  reputed  a  foreigner.  He  be-< 
comes  not  a  French  citizen  until  he  has  conformed  to  the  condi-?

i6«  Young  men  cannot  be  infcribed  on  the  civic  regifter,  uh« 
leis  they  prove  that  they  can  read  and  write,  and  exercife  a  me>- 
chanical  profedion.— -The  manual  operations  of  agriculture  be- 
long to  mechanic  profefCons. — This  article  not  to  operate  till  the 
twelfth  year  of  the  Republic. 

HEAD   III, 

Prizriary  AJfembUes* 

17*  The  primary  alTemblies  are  compofed  of  citizens  domici^ 
liatc^  in  the  fame  canton. — The  domiciliation  requifite  for  voting 
in  thefe  aflemblies  is  acquired  by  fimple  refidence  during  a  year^ 
and  is  loft  by  a  year's  abfence. 

1 8.  No  manfcan  vote  by  deputy  in  the  primary  aflemblies^  or 
vote,  for  the  fame  obje£t,  in  more  than  one  of  thefe  aflemblies* 

19.  There  is  om  primary  aflembly  at  leaft  for  every  canton^-* 
When  there  are  feveral,  each  is  compofed  of  four  hundred  and 
fifty  citizens  at  leaft,  or  nine  hundred  at  moft. — Thefe  numbers 
are  tinderftood  of  citizens  prefent  or  abfent,  having  a  right  to 
vote  in  them. 

20.  The  primary  aflemblies  are  conftituted  provifionally,  under 
the  prcfidency  of  the  oldeft  man  ;  the  youngeft  fills  proviflonally 
the  office  of  fecretary* 

21.  They  are  definitively  conftituted  in  nominating,  by  ballot, 
g  pxefident,  a  fecretary,  and  three  fcrutineers. 

22.  If  difficulties  arife  on  the  right  of  voting, .  the  aflembly  de« 
cides  provifionally,  faving  recourfe  to  the  civil  tribunal  of  de« 
partments*' 

'   23'.  In  every  other  cafe,  the  legiflative  body  alone  pronounces^ 
CD  the  validity  of  the  operations  of  the  primary  aflemblies. 

24.  No  man  can  appear  in  arms  in  the  primary  aflemblies* 

^5.  Their  police  belongs  to  themfelves. 

26*  The  primary  aflemblies  meet — i*  To  accept  or  reje£l  the 
cooftitution  propofed  by  the  aflemblies  of  rpvifion.  2.  To  n^tke 
the  eledibns  which  belong  to  them  according  to  the  conftitution. 

27.  They  aflemble  in  full  right  on  the  ift  Germinal  (March  21) 

cf  eidi  year,  and  proceed,  according  as  there  may  be  occafion, 

to  the  eledioot-«-i.  Of  the  members  of  the  eleSoral  aflemblies. 

a«  Of  the  juftice  of  peace  and  his  affcflbrs.    5.  Of  the  prefident 
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ef  Aie*  mdmcipal  admlniftration  of  tKe  ^ntdh^  or  of  fbe  mani« 
dpai  officers  in  cooinittnes  of  more  thsm  five  thoufand  inhabitairts. « 

28.  Immediately  after  thefe  eledtions,  there  are  held,  in  com- 
inirnes  of  lefs  than:five  thbufand  inhabitants,  communal  affem* 
blies,  vhich  ele£l  the  iq^ents  of  each  commune  and  their  affifiants. 

29.  Whatever  is  done  in  a  primary  or  communal  aflesibly  be- 
yond the  objefk  of  its  convocation,  and  againft  the  forms  deter- 
mined by  the  CQnftitution,  is  null. 

3©.  The  afTemblies,  vf  hcthet  primary  or  communal,  make  no 
elections  but  thofe  which  are  attributed  to  them  i>y  the  conftitution. 

31.  All  the  elections  are  made  by  fecret  ballot. 

32.  Every  citizen  who  is  legally  convided  of  having  fold  or 
bought  a  fufTrage,  is  excluded  from  the  primary  and  communal 
aifemblies,  and  from  all  public  funftions,  for  twenty  years  j  in 
cafe  of  a  fecond  offence^  he  is  excluded  for  ever. 

HEAD    IV. 

EkSforaJ  AJfemblies. 

33«  Eacll  primary  aflembly  nominates  one  eleflor  for  two  hun- 
dred citizens,  prefent  or  abfent,  who  have  a  right  to  vote  in  the 
laid  alTembly.  To  the  number  of  three  hundred  citizens. inclu^ 
lively,  but  one  ele£lor  is  nominated.— Two  are  nominated,  for 
from  three  to  five  hundred. — Three,  for  from  five  hundred  and 
bne  te  teVen  hundred. — Four,  for  from  feven  hundred  and  one  to 
nine  huhdred. 

34«  The  tnetnbers  of  the  eledloral  afleinblies  are  nominated 
every  year,  and  cannot  be  re-ele£led  till  after  an  inlfry&l  of  tv(OL 
years.' 

35.  No  man  can  be  n^fminated  an  eleflor,  if  he  be  not  twenty^ 
five  years  of  age,  and  if  he  do  not  unite  to  the  qualifications  ne-> 
ccflfery  for  "exercifing  the  rights  of  a  French  citixen,  one  of*  the 
following  conditions,  vi2>T— In  communes  of  more  than  fix  thou* 
fand  inhabifant^,  that  tff  b^ing  proprietor,  or  having  the  uJvfruSi 
of  9  property,  valued  at  a  revenue  equal  to  the  local  value  or  two 
hundred  days  labour ;  or  being  leflee,  either  of  a  habitation  va^ 
Tued^  at  a  revenue  e^al  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  sind  fifty 
days  labour,  or  of  a  rural  property,  valued  at  one  hundred  and 
fifty  days-  labour.  In  communes  of  lefs  than  fix  thoufand  inha* 
bitants,  that  of  being  proprietor,  or  having  the  uJufruB  of  a  pro. 
perfy,  valued  at  a  revenue  edual  to  the  local  vahre  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  <kiys  labour;  or  of  being  lefli^e,  either  of  a  habitation^ 
valued  iit  a  revenue  equ^l  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  days  la«< 
ixnir,  <or  of  a  mral  property,  valued  at  one  hundred  days  labour* 
And  in  thti  eounfry,  that  of  being  proprietor,  or  baring  tbe  ufiiir 
frttSf  bf  a  property,  v^Iif&Sjat  a  revenue  equ^d  to  the  local  value 
>f  one  lionU^  and  fifty  days  labour  f  <N(  <^  b^^K  ^^  rtetcr 
^^  (fermiei^. 


(ftrmUr  tnk  metayir^)  of  property  valued  at  two  hundred  day< 
labour.  With  refpcft  to  thbfe  who  may  be  proprietors,  or  have 
the  ufufruSf  of  one  property^  and  b«  feflee^  or  centers  of  another^ 
their  means  under  both  he^ds  fl^all  be  t^aken  cumulatively^  to 
make  out  the  neceifary  qualification  for  being  eligible. 

36.  The  electoral  aflembW  of  each  department  meets' on  Ihc 
2oih  Germinal  (April  9)  er  each  year,  and  terminatfes  in  one- 
fingle  feffion  of  ten  days  at  moft,  and  without  the  power  of  ad- 
journingt  aII  the  eledions  to  be  made ;  after  which  it  is  diflblVe^' 
of  full  right. 

37*  The  electoral  afleoAHes  cannot  employ  themfdves  upon 
any  objed  foreign  to  the  ele£lion  with  which  they  are  charged  ;. 
they  can  neither  fend  nor  receive  any  addrefs,  any  petition^  any 
deputation* 

38.  The  electoral  aAemblies  cannot  correfpond  with  one' 
another. 

39.  No  citixen,  having  been  a  member  of  an  eleftoral  aflcm- 
bly,  can  take  the  title  of  eledor,  or  meet  in  this  quality  witti* 
thofe  who  have  been  members  of  the  fame  aflembly  with  him.«« 
The  contravention  of  this  article  is  an  infringement  of  tht  gene** 
ral  fafety. 

40.  Anides  18;  21,  23,  24,  25,  20,  30,  31,  and  32,  of  the 
preceding  title  on  the  primary  aflembfies^  are  common  to  the 
eledoral  aflemblies. 

41.  The  eledoral  afTemblies  choofe,  as  there  may  be  occafxbn 
— I.  The  members  of  the  legiflative  body,  viz.  the  members  of 
the  council  of  elders,  afterwards  the  members  of  the  council  of 
five  hundred.'  2.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  of  annulment. 
3.  The  high  jurors.  4.  The  adminiftrators  of  departments.- 
5.  The  prefideht,  public  accufer^  and  regifler  of  the  criminal 
tiibunal.     6.  Tlie  judges  of  the  civil  tribunals. 

42.  When  a  citizen  is  eleSed  by  the  electoral  aflemblies  to  re- 
place a  functionary  who  is  dead,  reflgned,  or  removed,  that  citi^ 
zen  is  ekded  only  for  the  time  that  remained  to  the  fundionary^ 
replaced. 

43.  The  coramiflary  of  the  executive  direSory  belonging  to 
the  adminiftration  of  each  department,  is  bound,  on  pain  of  re- 
moval^y  to  inform  the  dire£tory  of  the  opening  and  clofing  of  the 
dedoral  aflemblies :  this  commiflary  can  neither  (lop  nor  fufpcnd 
(he  operations,  nor  enter  the  place  of  fitting  of  the  adembly  ^  but 
he  has  a  right  to  demand  communication  of  the  minutes  cf  each 
fitting  within  the  twenty^four  hours  following^  and  he  is  bound 
'»  denounce  to  the  dtre^ory  infradions  of  the  conftitutional  z&. 
In  all  cafes  the  legiflative  body  alone  pronounces  on  the  validity 
of  theopendons  of  the  electoral  afletebhttli

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HEAD   V. 

LEGISLATIVE  POWER. 

Gemral  Difpojitions* 

44*  The  legiflative  body  is  compofed  of  a  council  of  elders  and 
a  council  of  five  hundred* 

45*  The  legiflative  body  cannot,  in  any  cafe,  delegate  to  one 
or  more  of  its  members,  or  to  any  one  whomfoever,  any  of  tlie 
funAions  attributed  to  it  by  the  prefent  conftitution. 
.  46.  It  cannot  exercife,  by  itfelf  or  by  delegates^  the  executive 
powef  or  the  judicial  authority. 

47.  There  is  an  incompatibility  between  the  quality  of  member 
of  the  legiflative  body,  and  the  exercife  of  any  other  public  func<* 
tion,  except  that  oi  archiviji  of  the  Republic. 

48.  The  law  determines  the  mode  of  the  definitive  or  temporary 
replacing  public  fundionaries  who  are  eleded  members  of  the  le- 
giflative bo4y. 

49.  Each  department  concurs,  in  proportion  to  its  population 
only,  in  the  nomination  of  members  of  the  council  of  elders^  and 
of  members  of  the  council  of  five  hundred. 

50.  Every  ten  years  the  legiflative  body,  according  to  flate- 
inents  of  population  fent  to  it,  determines  the  number  of  mem- 
bers of  either  council  which  each  department  ought  to  fumith. 

51*  No  change  can  be  made  in  this  diftribution  during  that  in* 
terval. 

52.  The  members  of  the  legiflative  body  are  not  reprefenta* 
tives  of  the  department  which  nominates  them,  but  of  the  whole 
nation ;  and  no  injun£tion  can  be  laid  on  them.  , 

53.  Both  councils  are  renewed  annually  by  thirds. 

54.  The  members  going  out  after  three  years  may  be  imme<- 
diately  eleAed  for  the  three  years  following,  after  which  there 
mud  be  an  interval  of  two  years  to  render  them  eligible  again* 

55.  No  man,  in  ahy  cafe,  can  be  a  member  of  the  legiflative 
body  during  more  than  fix  years  following. 

56.  If,  by  extraordinary  circumfl:ances,  one  of  the  two  coun- 
cils find  itfelf  reduced  to  lefs  than  two  thirds  of  its  members,  it 
gives  notice  to  the  executive  diredory,  which  is  bound  to  con- 
voke, without  delay,  the  primary  aflemblies  of  the  departaients 
which  have  members  of  the  legiflative  body  to  replace  in  confe- 
quence  of  circumftances ;  the  primary  aflemblies  immediately 
nominate  ele&ors,  who  proceed  to  the  neceflary  rep1acings» 

57.  The  members  newly  eleded  for  either  council  meet  on  the 
ift  Prairial  if  May  20)  of  each  year»  in  the  commune  pointed  out 
by  the  legiflative  bcxjjr* jpreceding,  or  in  the  commune  where  it 
held  its  lafl  fittings,  ii^axu)ther  be  not  pointed  out, 

58.  The  two  councils  relide  always  in  the  fame  commmie^ 

59*  The 


59*  The  legiflative  body  is  permanent;  it  may  nevertlielefs  ad- 
journ itfelf  for  Hated  terms, 

6o.  In  no  cafe  can  the  fame  councils  meet  in  the  fame  hall. 

6i.  The  functions  of  prefident  and  of  fecretaries  cannot  exceedt 
the  duration  of  one  month,  either  in  the  council  of  elders,  or 
in  that  of  fiye  hundred* 

62.  The  two  councils  have  refpedlively  the  right  of  police,  in 
the  place  of  their  fittings,  and  its  external  circuit,  fuch  as  they 
determine  it.  i 

63.  They  have  refpeAtvely  the  right  of  police  over  their  mem- 
bers ;  but  ttiey  cannot  pronounce  a  fentence  more  fevere  than  cen-» 
fure,  arreft  for  eight  days,  and  imprifonment  for  three. 

64.  The  fittings  of  both  councils  are  public :  the  perfons  who' 
attend  cannot  exceed  the  number  of  the  half  of  the  refpedive 
members  of  each  council.  The  minutes  of  their  fittings  are 
printed. 

65.  Every  vote  is  taken  by  fitting  down  and  rifing  up :  in  cafe 
of  doubt,  their  names  are  called  over ;  but  the  individual  votes 
axe  then  fecret. 

66.  On  the  demand '  of  one  hundred  of  its  members,  either 
council  may  form  itfelf  into  a  general  and  fecret  committee ; 
but  only  to  difcufs,  and  not  to  vote. 

67.  Neither  council  can  create,  in  its  own  body,  a  permanent 
committee.  -Only  each  Council  has  the  power,  when  a  mattet 
appears  to  it  fufceptible  of  a  preparatory  examinattoni  to  nomi« 
nate,  from^mong  its  members,  a  fpecial  commiflioh,  which  con-' 
fines  itfelf  folely  to  the  objefl  of  its  formation.  This  commiflion 
is  diflblved  as  foon  as  the  council  has  decided  upon  the  objeA  with 
which  it  was  charged. 

68.  The  members  of  the  legiflative  body  receive  an  annual  in- 
demnity :  it  is,  in  both  councils,  fixed  at  the  value  of  three  thou- 
fand  myriagrammes  of  wheat  (fix  hundred  and  thirteen  quintals^ 
thirty-two  pounds.) 

69.  The  executive  direfiory  cannot  caufe  to  pafs,  or  ftop,  any 
body  of  troops  within  the  difiance  of  fix  myriameters  (twelve 
mean  leagues)  of  the  commune  where  the  legiflative  body  holds 
its  fittings,  unlefs  upon  its  requifition,  or  with  its  authority. 

70.  'f  here  is  about  the  legiflative  body  a  guard  of  citizens, 
taken  from  the  fedentary  national  guard  of  all  the  departments, 
and  chofen  by  their  brothers  in  arms.  This  guard  cannot  be 
lefs  than  one  thoufand  five  hundred  men  in  afiivity  of  fervice. 

71.  The  legiflative  body  determines  the  mode  and  duration  of 
this  fervice. 

72.  The  legiflative  body  attends  no  public  cereijiony,  and  fends 
thither  no  deputation. 
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Council  of  Fh^  Hund'nd. 

73,  The  councit  of  five  hundred  is  invariably  fixed  at'  this 
ttumber*. 

.  74*  To  be  ele£led  a  member  of  the  council  of  fivehiiodied^  m 
maa  tniift  be  thirty  years  of  age  complete,  and  have  been  dunrii«- 
Qiliated  upon  the*  territory  of  the  Republic  during  the  ten  years 
which  immediately  preceded  the  ele&iom  The  condition  ofi 
being  thirty  years  of  age  (hali  not  be  requirable  before  the  feventh. 
year  of  the  Republic';  till  that  peritod,  the  age'  of  twenty*five  years 
complete  fhall  be  Aifficient. 

75.  The  council  of  five  hundred  cannot  deliberate»  if.  Its  fitting* 
he  not  compofed  of  two  hundred  members  at  leaft* 

76.  The  propofittg  of  Wvn  appertains  exclufively  tothe  coun* 
oil  of  five  hundred. 

77.  No  propofition  can  be  debated  or  refolved  upon  in  the 
council  of  five  hundred-  whhout  obferving  the  following  forms  : 
—The  propoiition  is  read  three  times ;  the  interval  between  two 
of  thefe  readings  cannot  be  lefs  than  ten  days.  The  difciHfion  is 
opened  after  each  reading;  and,  neverthelefs,  after  the  firft  or 
the  fecond  reading,  the  cotmcil  of  five  hundred  may  declare  that 
there  is  ground  fur  adjournment,  or,  that  there  is  not  ground 
for  deliberating*  Every  propofition  muft  be  printed  and  drftri- 
buied  two  days,  before  the  fecood  reading.  After  the  third  reading* 
the  council  of  five  hundred  decides  whether  or  not  there  be  ground 
/or  adjournment. 

78.  No  propofition^  which^  heing  fubk&itted  to  difcuffion,  has 
b.een  definitively  rejected  after  the  third  reading,  can  be  re>pro* 
duced  till  after  the  revolution  of  a  year* 

79.  The  pfopofitidhs  adopted  by  the  council  of  five  hundred  are 
called  refolOitions* 

,  8o.  The  preamble  of  every  refolution  fets  forth,,  x*  the  dates  1 
of  the  fittings  in  which  the  three  readings  of  the  propofttioa  toe|c 
place ;  a*  the  a£t  by  whieh  it-was  declared,  after  the  third  reading,  - 
tha(  there  was  not  ground  for  adjom-nment. 

8r.  Propofiiions  recognifed  as  ungent  bya  previous  deciaratioa 
of  the  council  of  five  hundredy  are  exempted  from  the  fonns  pre- 
fcribed  by  article  77.  This  declaration  fets  forth  the  motives  of 
urgency,'  and  mention  is  made  of  it  in  the  preamble  to  the  re{b-» 
lution% 

Council  of  Elders. 

82.  The  council  of  elders  is  compofed  of  two  hundred  and  fifty^ 
nteinb^rst  ^  . 

83.  No  man  can  be  ele£ted  a  member  of  the  council  of  elders, 
if  he  be  not  forty  years  of  age  complete ;  if  he  be  not  married, 
or  a  widower,  and  if  he  has  not  been  domiciliated  on  the  territory 
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of  the  Republic  during  the  fifteen  years  "wh^ch  itmxiedia'ely  pre- 
ceded the  eie&ion. 

84.  The  condition  of  domiciliation  required  by  this  article,  and 
that  prefcribed  by  article  74,  do  not  concern  the  citizens  who  are 
gone  out  of.  the  territory  of  the  ^Republic  "with  mi(fion  frdm  go- 
vernment. 

85.  The  council  of  elders  cannot  deliberate,  If  fhc  fitting  be  not 
compofed'of  one  hundred  and  twenty-ftx  members  at  lea(K 

86»  It  appertams,  exclufivety,  to  the  council  of  ciders  to  approVl^ 
or  rejeA  the  refolutions  of  the  council  of  five  hundred.  -» 

87.  As  foon  as  a  refolution  of  the  council  of  five  hundred  cohies 
to  the  council  of  eMers,  the  prefident  readsfhe  preamble.  *" 

88.  The -council  of  eiders  refufes  to  approire  the  r^olujtionsr<tl 
the  council  of  five  huiidred»  which  have  not  been  come  to  acettr« 
ding  to  the  forms  prefcrihed  by  the  conftitution, 

8o.  If  the  propoHrion  >has' been  ^declared  urgent  by  Ihe  couhcil 
of  nve  hundred,  the  council  of  elden  deliberates  upon  approving 
or  rejefiing  the  a&  of  urgency. 

90.  if  the  council  df  eldefs  rejedl  the  aft  of  urgency,  it  does 
not  dciibente  upon  the  principle  ot^the  refoiurbn.  -  '^ 

91.  If  the  refolution  be  not  preceded<by  an  ad  of  urgency,  k 
is  read  three  times :  the  interval  between  tviro  of  thefe  readings 
cannot  be  lefs  than  five  days.  The  difcuflion  is  op&ned  after  each 
reading.  Every  refolution  is  printed  and  diilrtbuted,^  twodays^ 
leaft  before  the  fecond  reading. 

ga.  The  refolucions  of  ithe  council  of  five  hundred,  adopted  by 
the  council  of  elders,  are  called  laws, 

93.  The  preamble  to  law^  fets  forth  the  dates  of  the  (ittlhgs  of 
the  council  of  elders,  in  which  the  three  readings* took  place. 

94*  The  decree  by  which  the  council  of  elders  recognifes  thd 
urgency  of  a  law  is  mentioned,  with  the  reafons  afligned  for  it^. 
in  thepreamble  10  that  law. 

95*  The  propofition  of  a  law  made  by  the  council  of  five  hutii 
dred  is  underftood  of  all  the  articles  of  one  plan  ;  the  council' c^ 
elders  muft  reject  them  all,  or  approve  the  whole. 

96.  Tlie  approbation  of  the  council  of  elders  is  eXprefled  oti 
each  propofition  of  law  by  this  formula^  figned  by  the  preiidetit 
and  fecretaries :  the  council  of  elders  afprwes* 

97*  The  refufal  to  adopt  on  account  of  omiilion  of  the  forms 
pointed  out  in  article  77  of  this  headj^  is  expreflcd  by  x)\\%fiir^ 
nmlaf  figned  by  the  prefident  and  (ecretarres:  the  conftiiutkh^annuls* 

98.  The  refufal  to  approve  the  principle  of  a  law  propofed  \fi 
exprdicd  by  this  formula^  figped;  Vy  the  prefident  and  fecretaries : 
the  C0uncil  (f  iiders  cannot  adopt;, 

99.  in  the  cafe  of  the  prefent  article,  the  {^laa  of  the  law  le- 
jeded  cannot  be  again  prefented  by  the  council  of  five  hundrcid» 
till  after  *the  revolution  of  a  year. 

^2  ^  i(OQ.  The 


f  00.  The  council  of  five  hundred  may,  neverthelefs,  prefent, 
tt  any  period  ^hatever»  a  plan  of  a  law  which  contains  articles 
that  made  part  of  a  plan  which  has  been  rejeAed. 

101.  The  council  of  elders  fends  the  laws  it  has  adopted,  within 
the  day,  both  to  the  council  of  five  hundred,  and  to  the  executive 
directory* 

loa.  The  council  of  elders  may  change  the  rcfidcnct:  of  the 
legiflative  body :  it  points  out,  in  this  cafe,  a  new  place,  and  the 
period  at  whicn  the  two  councils  are  bound  to  repair  to  it.  The 
decree  of  the  council  of  elders  upon  this  fubjed  is  irrevocable. 

X03*  On  and  after  the  day  ot  this  decree,  neither  of  thefe  coun  - 
iCiU  can  deliberate  any  more  in  the  commune  where  they  had  till 
then  refided.  The  members  who  would  there  continue  their 
funftiooa,  will  render  themfelves  guilty  of  an  ofFence  againft  the 
furety  of  the  Republic. 

X04..  The  members  of  the  executive  directory  who  (hall  retard^ 
ar  refufe  to  feal>  promulgate,  and  difpatch  the  decree  of  the  tranf- 
lation  of  the  legiflative  body,  will  be  guilty  of  the  fame  crime. 

105.  If,  within  twenty  days  after  that  fixed  by  the  council  of 
elders,  the  majority  of  each  of  the  two  councils  has  not  made 
known  to  the  Republic  its  arrival  at  the  new  place  pointed  out,  or 
its  meeting  in  fume  other  place,  the  adminiftrators  of  department, 
i>r,  in  their  default,  the  civil  tribunals  of  department,  convoke  the 
primary  aiTemblies  to  nominate  e1e£lors,  who  proceed  immedi- 
ately to  the  formation  of  a  new  legiflative  body,  by  the  eledion 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  deputies  for  the  council  of  elders,  and 
of  five  hundred  for  the  other  council. 

106.  The  adminiflrators  of  department  who,  in  the  cafe  of  the 
preceding  article,  fail  to  convoke  the  primary  aflTemblies,  render 
themfelves  gtiilty  of  high  treaibn,  and  of  an  offence  againft  the 
furety  of  the  Republic. 

107.  All  citizens  who  oppofe  any  obftacle  to  the  convocation 
of  the  primary  and  elefioraliaifemblies,  in  the  cafe  of  article  106^ 
lire  declared  guilty  of  the  fame  crime. 

io8«  The  members  of  the  new  legiflative  body  aflcmble  in  the 
place  to  which  the  council  of  elders  had  transferred  the  fittings. 
If  they  cannot  meet  in  that  place,  in  whatever  place  the  ma* 
jority  is,  there  is  the  legiflative  body. 

109.  Except  in  the  cafe  of  article  loa,  no  propofition  of  law 
can  originate  in  the  council  of  elders. 

Ofihi  Guarantee  of  the  Members  of  the  Legiflative  Body. 

1  xo.  The  citizens  who  are,  or  who  have  been,  members  of  the 
legiflative  body,  cann9t  be  examined,  accufed,  or  tried  at  any 
time,  for  what  they  have  faid  or  written  in  the  exerdfe  of  their 
fundions. 

III.  The 
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fff  I.  The  members  of  the  legiilatlve  body,  from  the  moment 
of  their  nomination  to  the  thirtieth  day  at'cer  the  cxpiratit/n  of 
their  fun^ionst  cannot  be  brought  to  trial  but  accoiaih^  to  tl«c 
forms  prefcribcd  by  the  following  articles. 

I  la.  They  mayy  for  criminal  a£t8»  be  feizcd  in  flagrante  dtlic'io  ; 
but  notice  is  given  of  it,  without  delay,  to  the  Icgjfiative  body  ; 
and  the  profecution  cannot  be  continued  till  after  the  council  of 
five  hundred  has  propofed  the  bringing  to  trial,  and  the  council  of 
ciders  has  decreed  it. 

X 13*  Except  in  the  cafe  of  flagrant  Jeliilum^  the  members  of  the 
legiflative  body  cannot  be  carried  l)efore  the  officers  of  police,  or

114.  In  the  cafe  of  the  two  preceding  articlesy  a  member  ctf

1 1 5»  They  are  carried  before  the  fame  court  for  ads  of  tretrfony 
dilapidation,  manoeuvres  to  overturn  the  conftitution,  and  offences

\%o»  li  it  be  declared  by  the  council  of  five  hundred,  that  there 
is  room  for  an  examination,  the  perfon  under  charge  is  cited  by 
the  council  of  elders ;  he  has  for  his  appearance  a  delay  of  two 
free  days ;  and  if  he  appear,  he  is  heard  in  the  interior  of  the 
place  of  fitting  of  the  council  of  elders. 

121.  Whether  the  perfon  undercharge  be  prefent  or  not,  the 
council  of  elders,  after  this  delay,  and  after  having  deliberated 
according  to  the  forms  prefcribcd  by  article  91,  pronounces  the 
accufation,  if  there  be  room  for  it ;  and  fends  the  perfon  accufed 
before  the  high  court  of  ju(lice>  which  is  bound  to  proceed  to  trial 
.|¥/thout  any  delay.

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122.  Every  difcunJon,  in  cither  council,  relative  to  chnrrging 
er  accnGng  a  member  of  the  legiflative  body,  is  had  in  general 
committee.  Every  vote  upon  the  fame  fubjeft  is  taken  by  calling 
over  the  names,  and  fecrct  ballot* 

X23.  The  accufatlon  pronounced  againft  a*member  of  the  tie- 
gidative  body  carries  with  it  fufpenfion.  If  he  be  acquitted  by 
rhe  judgment  of  the  high  court  of  juftice,  he  refumes  'hia 
funZiions. 

\Rilailom  of  the  Tim  Councils  with  om  m^other* 

124.  When  the  two  councils  are  definitively  conftitutcd,  they 
give  mutual  notice  by  «  meflenger  of  date. 

1%$*  Each  council  ttominates  four  mcflengcrs  of  ftate  for  its 
fervice.

136.  From  the  firftclay  of  the  ninth  year  of  the  Republic,  the 
members  of  the  legiflative  body  cannot  be  elefted  menibers  of  the; 
diredory,  or  minifters,  either  during  the  continuance  of  their  le* 
giflative  foniSions,  or  during  the  fxrfl  year  after  the  expiration  of: 
thofe  funSions. 

137.  The  direfiory  is  partially  renewed  by.  the  eiedion  of  m* 
new  member  every  year.  During  the  firft  four  years,  the  fuc- 
ceflive  going  out  of  thofe  nominated  the  firft  time,  (ball  be  de- 
cided by  lot. 

138.  None  of  the  members  going  out  can  be  re-elefied  till 
after  an  interval  of  five  years. 

139.  The  afcendant  and  the  defendant  in  dirediline;  thr 
brother,  the  uncle,  and  the  nephew,  coufins  in  the  firft  degree) 
and;  connedions  by  marriage' in  the  fame  degrees,  cannot  be  mem« 
bers  of  the  .dire&ory  at  tbe  fame  time,  nor  fucceed  one  another 
in  it,  till  after  an  interval- of  five  years*- 

140.  la  tliie  cafe  of.  vacancy,  by  the  death  or  otherwife,  of  a 
member  of  the  diredory,  his  fuccenor  is  elected  by  the  legrflativr 
body  within  ten  days  at  mod.

141.  Each  member  of  the  dire£lory  is  preGdent  of  it  in  turnf. 
for  three  months  only.     The  preiident  frgns  and  keeps  the  feal. 
The  laws  and  the  aAs  oS  tbe  legiflative  body  are  addrelTed  to  tli#/ 
direAory  in  the  perfon  of  its  prefident* 

142.  Thej  executive  direftory  cannot  dfellberate  if  there* be  not 
three  members  prefcnt  at  Icaft. 

143.  A  fecietary  is  chofea,  net  one  of  its  members,  who 
counterfigns'  difpatches>  and  draws  up  the  deliberations  on  a  reai 
gifter,  in  which,  each  member  ha«  a  right  of  emering  his  opinion^ 
with  his  reafoDSr  for  it<  ^hedired^ry  may,  when  it  thinks  pros- 
per, deliberate  without  the  attendance  ot  its  fecretary ;  in  thifi 
cafe  the  detibertfions  are  drawn  up  in  a  particular  regiAer  bjT 
one  of  the  ■•  meosbecs  of  the  di  redory • 

14  ^  The 
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144.  The  dire£{or]r  provides,  according  to  the  laws,  for  the  ex« 
temal  or  internal  furety  of  tixe  Republic ;  it  may  make  procia* 
mations  conformable  to  the  laws,  and  for  the  execution  of  the 
laws.  It  difpofes  of  the  armed  force,  without  in  any  cafe  th^ 
fiicAory  coUedively,  or  any  of  its  members,  being  capable  of 
commanding  it  either  during  the  time  of  their  fundions,  or  during 
the  two  years  which  immediately  follow  the  expiratton  of  thofe 
funAions. 

145.  If  the  direSory  is  informed,  that  any  confpiracy  is  plot- 
ting againft  the  external  or  internal  furety  of  the  Aate,  it  may 
jfliie  warrants  of  fummons,  or  warrants  of  arrefl,  againft  the 
piefumed  authors  or  accomplices ;  it  may  interrogate  them  ;  but 
it  is  obliged,  under  the  penalties^  againil  the  crime  of  arbitrary 
detention,  to  fend  them  before  the  officer  of  police,  within  the 
delay  of  two  days,  to  proceed  according  to  the  laws. 

146.  The  directory  nominates  the  generals  in  chief;  it  cannot 
chufe  them  among  the  relations  .or  conne£lions  of  its  members 
within  the  degrees  exprcfled  by  article  139. 

147*  It  fuperintends  and  aflures  the  execution  of  laws  in  the 

adminiftrations  and  tribunals,  by  commiflaries  of  its  nomination* 

148.  It  tiominates,  not  of  its  own  body,  the  minifters,  and  dif* 

them  when  it  thinks  fit.     It  cannot  chufe  them  under  the 

of  thirty  years,  nor  from  among  the  relations  or  connexions 

of  its  members,  within  the  degrees  fet  forth  in  article  139. 

149*  The  minifters  correfpond  immediately  with  the  authori- 
ties fubordinate  to  them. 

150.  The  legiflative  body  determines  the  attributions,  and  the 
number  of  minifters :  this  number  is  fix  at  leaft,  or  eight  at  moft* 

151.  The  minifters  do  not  form  a  council. 

152.  The  minifters  are  refpeSively  refponfible  both  for  the 
Bon-cxecution  of  laws,  and  the  non-execution  of  orders  of  the 
diie&ory. 

153.  The  diredory  nominates  the  receiver  of  dired  taxds  in 
CKh  department. 

154.  It  nominates  the  fuperintendants  in  chief  of  indirect  con^ 
tnbutions,  and  of  the  adminiftration  of  national  domains. 

155.  All  the  public  fim£tionaiies  in  the  French  colonies,  ex- 
cept the  departments  of  the  ides  of  France  and  Re-union,  (hall 
be  nominated  by  the  directory  till  peace. 

156.  The  legiflative  body  may  author! fe  the  direSory  to  (end 
into  ail  the  French  colonies,  according  to  the  exigency  of  the 
€$lkp  one  or  more  particular  agents  nominated  by  it  for  a  limited 
time.  The  particular  agents  fliall  exercife  the  fame  funftions  as 
die  difodory,  and  (ball  be  fubordinate  to  it« 

1 57*  No  member  of  the  directory  can  go  out  of  the  territory  of 
die  Republic,  till  two  years  after  the  ceflfation  of  its  funfiions. 
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158.  H«  is  bound  during  tt^at  interval  to  prove  his  refidence  to 
Ac  legillative  body.     Article  112,  and  the  following,  to  article' 
123  inclufivelyy  relative  to  the  guarantee  of  the  kgiflative  body, 
arocommon  to  the  members  of  the  dire£^ory« 

159,  In  cafe  of  more  than  two  members  of  the  direSory  being 
brought  to  trial,  the  legiflative  body  fhall  provide,  in  the  ordinary 
forms,  for  replacing  them  proviflonally  during  the  trial. 

i6o.  Except  in  the  cafe  of  articles  1 19  and  120,  neither  the  di« 
redory  nor  any  of  its  members  can  be  cited  either  by  the  council 
of  five  hundred,  or  by  the  council  of  elders 

161  •  The  accounts  and  information  demanded  of  the  diredory 
by  either  council  are  furniihed  in  writing.. 

162.  The  direSory  is  bound,  every  year,  to  prefent  to  both 
councils  in  writing,  an  eftimate  of  the  expences,  the  fituation  of 
the  finances,  the  (late  of  exiding  penfions,  and  the  plan  of  thofe 
which  it  think$  it  expedient  to  eftabliih  or  create.  It  muft  point 
out  the  abufes  that  have  come  within  its  knowledge.

165.  The  members  of  the  dire£^ory  cannot  appear  in  the  exer-* 
dfe  of  their  functions,  either  without  or  within  their  houfes,  un- 
lefs  cloathed  in  their  appropriate  drefs. 

i66»  The  dire£lory  has  its  conflant  guard,  paid  at  the  expence 
of  the  Republic,  compofed  ot  one  hundred  and  twenty  infantry^ 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty  cavalry.  1 

167.  The  direAory  is  attended  by  its  guards  in  public  ceremo- 
nies and  procefflons,  in  which  it  has  always  the  firft  rank. 

1 68.  Each  member  of  the  dire&ory  is  attended  out  of  doors  by 
two  guards. 

\Si).  Every  poft  of  armed  force  owes  to  the  dire£tory,  and  to 
each  of  its  members,  the  fuperior  military  honours.  • 

170.  Thedire&ory  has  four  meffengersof  (late,,  whom  it  nomi- 
nates and  whom  it  may  remove :— -they  carry  to  the  two  legiflative 
bodies  the  letters  and  memorials  of  the  diredory  ;  they  have  en- 
trance to  this  ^fftd  into  the  place  of  fitting  of  the  legiflative 
councils.  :-*they  march  preceded  by  two  ufliers. 

17 !•  The  dire&ory  refides  in  the  fame  commune  with  the  legif- 
lative body. 

172.  The  members  of  the  direftory  are  lodged  at  the  expence  of 
the  Republic,  and  in  the  fame  edifice.

Admiflijtrative  and  Municipal  Bodtest 

174.  In  each  department  there  is  a  central  adminiflration ;  and 
in  each  canton  one  municipal  adminidration  at  leaA. 

175.  Every  lAember  of  a  departn^entaf  or  municipal  adofinif* 
tration  ought  to  be  twenty 'five  years  of  age  at  lead. 

176.  The  afcendant  and  dcfcendant  in  direfl  line,  brothers,  the 
uncle  and  nephew,  and  connexions  by  marriage  in  the  fame  de* 
grees,  cannot  be  members  of  the  fame  adminiftration  at  the  fame 
time,  or  fucceed  one  another  in  it  till  after  an  interval  of  two 
years* 

177.  Each  adminidration  of  department  is  compofed  of  five 
members  ;  it  is  renewred  by  a  fifth  every  yean 

•"  178.  Every  commune,  of  which  the  population  is  from  five 
thoufand  to  one  hundred  thoufand  inhabitant^,  has  for  itfelf  alone 
a  municipal  adminiflration. 

179.  In  each  commune,  of  which  the  population  is  lefs  than 
five  thoufand  inhabitants,  there  is  a  municipal  agent  and  an  af* 
iiftant. 

i8o.  The  union  of  the  municipal  agents  of  each  commune 
forms  the  municipality  of  canton. 

181.  There  is,  moreover,  a  prefident  of  fnunicipal  adminiflra- 
tion chofen  out  of  the  whole  canton. 

182.  In  communes,  of  which  the  population  is  from  five  to  ten 
thoufand  inhabitants,  there  ai^e  five  municipal  officers  ;  feven  for 
from  ten  thoufand  to  fifty  thoufand ;  nine  tor  from  fifty  thoufand 
to  an  hundred  thoufand. 

183.  In  communes,  of  which  the  population  exceeds  one  hun* 
dred  thoufand  inhabitants,  there  are  three  municipal  adminiflra- 
tions  at  leafl. —  In  thefe  communes  the  divifion  of  municipalities 
is  made  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  the  population  of  the  jurirdidlion 
of  each  exceeds  not  fifty  thoufand  individuals,  and  is  not  lefs  than 
thirty  thoufand.  The  municipality  of  each  jurifdidion  is  com- 
pofed of  fcven  members. 

184.  In  communes  divided  into  feveral  municipalities,  there 
16  a  central  office  for  matters  judged  indivifible  by  the  legiflative 
body.— This  office  is  compofed  of  three  members,  nominated  by 
the  adminiflration  of  department,  and  confirmed  by  the  executive 
power. 

185.  The  members  of  every  municipal  adminiflration  are  no- 
minated for  two  years,  and  renewed  every  year  by  one  half,  or 
by  a  part  approximating  the  nearefl  to  one  half>  and  alternately 

^  by  the  larger  and  the  fmaller  fradion. 

•      186.  The 
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i86.  The  adminiftration  of  departments  and  the  members  of 
municipal  adminiftratidhs  may  be  re-<le^dd  once  without  an  in- 
terval. • 

187.  Every  citizen  who  has  been  elected  twice  following  ad- 
miniftrator  of  department,  or  member  of  municipal  adminiftra^ 
(ion,  and  who  has  difcharged  the  fun£tions  in  virtue  of  both  elec« 
(ions,  cannot  be  eledcd  again  till  after  an  interval  of  two  years. 

1 88.  In  cafe  of  a  departmental  or  municipal  adminiftratloti 
lofing  one  or  feveral  of  its  members  by  death,  refignation,  or  other- 
wife,  the  remaining  adminiflrators  may  add  to  their  number  tem« 
porary  adm'miftrators,  to  a£l  in  that  quality  till  the  next  tleSions. 

289^  The  departmental  and  municipal  adminidrations  cannot 
modify  the  afts  of  the  legiflative  body,  or  thofe  of  the  executive 
dircdlory,  or  fufpcnd  the  execution  of  them.  They  cannot  in* 
tcrfcrc  in  matters  depending  on  the  judicial  order. 

190.  The  adminiltrators  are  eflfentially  charged  with  the  afleir* 
rncnt  of  direct  taxes,  and  the  fuperintendance  of  money,  aridng 
from  the  public  revenues  in  their  territory.  The  legiflative  body 
determines  the  rules,  and  the  mode  of  their  funAions,  both  upon 
thcfe  obje£ls,  and  the  other  parts  of  the  interior  adminiftration. 

191.  The  executive  direAory  nominates  to  each  departmental 
and  municipal  adminidration  a  commiflary,  whom  it  recalls  when 
it  thinks  expedient.  This  c^prnmifTary  fupcrintends  and  requires 
the  execution  of  thelaws. 

192.  The  commiiTary  to  each  local  admjniftratiQh  mud  be  taken 
from  among  the  citizens  domiciliated  for  a  year  in  the  department 
where  that  adminiftratioh  is  eftablifhed.  He  (nuft  be  twenty-fivc 
years  of  a^e  at  lead. 

193.  T  he'  municipal  adminiftrations  are  fubordinate  to  the  ad- 
miniftrations  of  department,  and  the  latter  to  the  miniders.  In 
confequence,  the  miniders  (each  in  his  department)  may  annul  thfe 
2Sts  of  adminidratjons  of  department,  and  the  latter,  the  ads  of 
municipal  adminidrations,  when  thofe  adls  are  contrary  to  the 
laws  or  to  th^' orders  of  fuperior  authorities. 

194.  The  'miniders  may  alfo  fufpcnd  the  adrainldrafors  of  de- 
partments who  haye  contravened  the  laws,  or  the  orders  of  fupe- 
rior authorities  ;  and  the  adminidrations  of  department  have  the  < 
fame  right  with  rcfpedl  to  the  members  of  municipal  adminidra- 
tions. 

195.  No  fufpenfion  or  annulment  is  definitive  without  the  formal 
confirmktion  of  the  executive  diredory.   ^ 

196.  The  direftory  may  alfo  annul  immediately  the  afts  of  de- 
partment or  municipal  adminidration.  It  may  alfo  fufpcnd  or 
remove  immediately,  when  it  thinks  neccllary,  the  adminiltrators 
either  of  departnient  or  canton,  and  fend  them  before  the  tribu- 
paU  of  department  when  there  is  ground  for  ic 

da  197.  Every 
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197*  F.very  order  importing  an  annulment  of  tAs,  fufpenflon 
or  rcmoviil  oi  ndtninidratori,  muil  have  reafons  alTigncd  for  it. 

198.  When  the  five  members  ot'»  departmental  admininration 
Are  removed,  the  executive  dire^ory  provides  for  replacing  them 
till  the  following  ele£lion  \  but  it  cannot  chufe  their  provifional 
fucccffors  but  among  the  ancient  adminiftratora  of  the  fame  de« 
partment. 

i99f  The  admininrationi  either  of  department  or  of  canton 
cannot  correfpond  with  one  another  but  upon  the  affairs  which  are 
attributed  to  them  by  the  law^  and  not  upon  the  general  interelU 
of  the  Republic. 

aoo.  kvity  adminiflration  muft  give  an  annual  account  of  its 
roanagiment.  The  accounts  rendered  by  the  departmental  admi-^ 
nlllrarions  are  printed. 

aut.  All  ihe  adtd  of  the  adminiftrative  bodies  are  rendered  pub« 
lie  bv  a  rcf;ilteri  in  which  they  are  entered,  and  which  is  opened 
to  fill  peifons  under  their  adminiltration.

U04.  No  man  ci\\i  be  withdrawn  from  the  judges  whom  the 
law  alligiui  him,  by  any  commifTioni  or  by  any  other  attributions 
than  thofc  which  are  determined  by  an  anterior  law* 

ao<)«  Juiiicc  iiiadminiltcrcd  grntuitoutly. 

ao6.  I'hc  judges  cannot  be  removed,  but  by  forfeiture  legally 
pronounced  \  or  fufpcnded,  but  by  an  admitted  accufation. 

207.  The  afcendant  and  defcendant  in  dire  A  line»  brothers^ 
'iinclr,  or  nephew,  couHns  in  the  firft  degree,  and  connections  by 
ii))iancc  in  thefc  fcvcral  degrees,  cannot  be  tuembers  of  the  fatnc 
tiilnnul  at  the  fume  time.

509.  No  clti/cn,  if  he  be  not  thirty  years  of  age  complete, 
can  be  elcdgd  jaJ^;c  of  a  tribunal  of  department,  or  juftice  ot

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peace»  or  afleflbr  to  a  juftice  of.  peac<r,  or  juAge  of  a  tribunal  of 
commerce^  or  oiember  of  the  tribunal  of  annulment,  or  juror,  or 
commiiTary  of  the  executive  diredory  with'  the  tribunals  of  civil 
juftice.

and  their  afleflbrs  take  cognizance  en  dernier  rejort.  It  attrtbutei 
to  them  other  matters,  of  whiqh  they  judge,  fubjeft  to  appeal, 

2i4r  Tbere  are  particular  tribunals  for  commerce  b^  land  and 
fea :  the  law  determines  the  places  where  it  is  ufeful  to  eftablifli 
them : — ^thelr  powc^r  of  judging  en  dernier  rejort  cannot  be  ex- 
tended beyond  the  value  of  five  hundred  myriagrammes  of  wheat 
(one  hundred  and  two  quintals  twenty-two  pounds). 

215.  The  affaiVs  of  which  judgment  belongs  not  to  juftices  of 
peace,  or  tribunals  of  commerce,  either  in  dernier  refort^  or  fub- 
je£l  to  aweal,  are.  carried  immediately  before  the  juftice  of  peace 
and  his  afteiTors  to  be  conciliated.  If  the  juftice  of  peate  cannot 
conciliate  them^,  he  fends  them  before  the  civil  tribunal. 
J  ai6k  There  is  a  civil  tribunal  for  every  department;  Each  civil 
tpbunal  is  compofed  of  twenty  judges  at  leaft,  of  a  commiilarf 
and  a  fubftitute  nominated  and  rcmoveable  by  the  executive  di- 
reAory,  and  of  a  reglfter.  Every  five  years  the  eledion  of  all 
the  members  of  the  tribunals  is  proceeded  to.  The  judges  may 
be  always  re-ieleftedJ 

2x7.  At  the  time  of  eleSing  the  judges  five  fuppkans  arc  no- 
minated, of  whom  three  are  taken  from  among  the  citieens  refi- 
dent  in  the  commune  where  the  tribunal  fits. 

218.  The  civil  tribunal  pronounces  in  dernier  refort^  in  all  cafes 
determined  by  the  law,  oii  appeals  from  juftices  of  jpeace,  arbi- 
trators, or  tribunals  of  commerce. 

210.  The  appeal  from  judgments  pronounced  by  the  Civil  tri- 
bunal is  carried  before  the  civil  tribunal  of  one  of  the  three  neartft 
departments,  as  is  determined  by  the  law. 

220.  The  civil  tribunal  is  divided  into  fefiions :  a  feflion  can* 
not  jpdge  under  the  number  of  five  judges. 

221.  The  whole  of  the  judges  of  each  tribunal  nominate  among 
themfcIvcS|  by  f;gr^  balloti  the  prefidcnt  of  each  feSioo*

222.  No  man  can  be  fcizcd,  but  to  be  carried  before  the  officef 
oF  police ;  and  no  man  can  be  put  under  arVeft  6r  detained,  but 
1>y  virtue  of  a  warrant  from  the  officers  of  police,  or  of  the  exe« 
cutive  diredloryy  in  the  cafe  of  article  145,  or  of  an  order  of 
caption  from  a  tribuual  or  the  diredor  of  a  jury  of  accufation, 
of  z^  ilecree  of  accufation  by  the  legiflative  body,  in  the  cafe  ia 
iNrhich  it  belongs  to  it  to  pronounce  fuch  a  decree,  or  of  a  fen- 
fence  of  condemnation  to  prifon,  or  correAlonal  detention.

228.  No  keeper  or  jailor  can  receive  or  detain  any  perfon,  ex- 
i:ept  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  of  arreft,  according  to  the  forms  pre* 
fcribed  by  articles  222  and  223,  an  order  of  caption^  a  decree  of 
accufation,  or  a  fentencc  of  condemnation  to  prifon,  or  cor- 
^Aional  detention,  which  (hall  be  tranfcril;>cd  upon  his  regifler* 

229.  Every  keeper  or  jailor  is  bound,  jvithout  any  order  being 
capable  of  difpenfing  with  his  i(>  doing,  to  prefent  the  perfon  of 
the  prifoner  to  the  civil  officer  having  the  police  of  the  houfe  of 
detention,  as  often  as  fhall  be  required  by  that  civil  officer% 

230.  The  produflion  of  the  perfon  confined  cannot  be  refufejl 
to  his  relation$  and  friends  who  have  an  order  of  the  civil  officerj^ 
iivbich  he  ihall  he  bound  to  grant,  cxcepit  the  keeper  or  jailor 
prefent  a  direction  froni  the  judge,  tranfcril^edi  Mpoi>  hi$.  regifler^ 

40  detain  the  perfon  arrefled  in  fecret  cuflody* 

931.  Every  m<m,  whatever  be  his  place  or  employ ment^  ex- 
cept thofp  to  whom  the  law  gives  the  right  of  arrefl;,  who  (bail 
give^  ^ffi%  CJ^ecutCj  or  caufe  to  be  executed,  an  or<kr  to  arre^ 

a  aa 


in  Individual,  6t  vrhotnt,  cveA  in  tne^cafc  of  arreft  authorifcd 
by  the  law,  (hall  conduct,  receive,  or  detain  an  individual  in  ft 
place  of  detention  net  publicly  and  legally  appointed,  and  all 
keepers  and  jailors  who  (hall  contravene  the  regulations  of  the 
above  articles,  will  be  found  guilty  of  the  crime  of  arbitrary  de- 
tention. 

232.  All  rigours  employed  in  arrefts,  detentions,  or  executions^ 
other  than  thofe  prefcribed  by  the  law,  arc  crimes. 

233.  There  are  in  each  department  for  the  trial  of  olFences 
three  corredional  tribunals  at  leaft,  or  fix  at  mod,  the  punifhment 
of  which  is  neither  corporeal  nor  infamous: — thefe  tribunal! 
cannot  pronounce  heavier  puniihmentsthan  imprifonment  for.  two 
years.  The  cognizance  of  offences,  the  punifhment  of  which 
exceed^  not  the  value  of  three  days  labour,  or  imprifonment  tor 
three  days,  is  delegated  to  the  juftice  of  peace  who  pronounces  in 
dernier  refcrt. 

234.  Each  correftional  tribunal  is  compofed  of  a  prcfidenf^ 
two  judices  of  peace,  or  afTeflbrs  to  a  juftice  of  peace  of  the 
commune  in  which  it  ib  eftabliftied,  of  a  commiflary  of  the  exe^^ 
cutive  power,  nominated  and  removeable  by  the  executive  di« 
re^ory,  and  of  a  regifter. 

235.  The  prefident  of  each  corre£lional  tribunal  is  taken  every 
lix  months,  «nd  by  turn»  from  among  the  members  of  the  fedions 
of  the  civil  tribunal  of  department,  the  prefrdents  excepted. 

236.  There  is  an  appeal  from  the  judgments  of  the  correSional 
tribunal  to  the  criminal  tribunal  of  department. 

237.  In  matters  of  offences  fubjed  to  corporal  or  infamous  pu- 
niihment,  no  perfon  can  be  tried  but  upon  an  accufation  admhted 
by  the  jurors,  or  decreed  by  the  legiflative  body,  in  the  cafe  ih 
which  it  belongs  to  it  to  decree  accufation. 

238*  A  firft  jury  declares,  if  the  accufation  otight  to  be  admit- 
ted or  rejeded;  the  fa£t  is  tried  by  a  fecond  jury,  and  the  pu-  . 
nifliment  determined  by  the  law  is  applied  by  the  Criminal  tri« 
bunals* 

239.  The  juries  voti  only  by  fecret  ballot. 

240.  There  are  in  each  department  as  many  juries  of  accufatipti 
as  cortedional  tribunals: — the  prcfidents  of  the  corre£tional  tri- 
bunals are  the  diredors  of  the  jurie.<;,  each  in  his  diftrid : — in 
commt\nes  of  more  than  fifty  thoufand  fouls,  there  tnay  be  efta- 
blifhed  by  law,  befides  the  prefident  of  the  correAional  tribunal^ 
as  many  diredors  of  juries  of  accufation  as  the  difpatch  of  trialf 
may  require,  ^ 

241.  The  funftions  of  commiflary  of  executive  power,  and  of 
regifter  to  the  jur;^  of  accufation,  are  drfcharged  by  the  commiflary 
and  the  regifter  of  the  corre£tional  tribunal. 

242.  Each  director  of  a  jury  of  accufation  has  the  immediate 
fuperintendance  of  ay  the  officers  of  police  in  his  diftridt. 

243.  The 
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243.  The  diretftor  of  the  jury  profecutes  immediately,  as  of- 
ficer of  police,  upon  the  demmciations  made  to  him  by  the  public 
accufer,  either  officially,  or  by  cfrder  of  the  executive  direfiory : 
^— I.  Offences  againft  the  liberty  or  individual  furety  of  citizens. 
2.  Thofe  committed  againft  the  right  of  perfons.  3.  Refiflance 
to  the  execution  of  judgments,  and  of  all  executive  a6ts  iiTuing 
from  the  conftituted  authorities*  4.  Troubles  occafioned^  and 
a£ls  of  violence  committed,  to  impede  the  colledion  of  contri- 
butions, the  fr^  circulation  of  provilions,  and  other  objeSs  of 
tommerce. 

244.  There  is  a  criminal  tribunal  for  each  department. 

245.  The  criminal  tribunal  is  compofed  of  a  prefident,  a  public 
accufer,  four  judges  taken  from  among  thofe  of  the  civil  tribunal^ 
the  commiflary  of  the  executive  power  at  the  fame  tribunal,  or 
his  fubftitute^  and  a  regifter : — ^there  are  in  the  criminal  tribunal 

.  of  the  department  of  the  Seine  a  vice-prefident,  and  a  fubllitute 
of  the  public  accufer :  this  tribunal  is  divided  into  two  fei^ions  : 
eight  members  of  the  civil  tribunal  exercife  in  it  the  funftions  of 
judges. 

246.  The  preHdents  of  fe£tions  of  the  civil  tribunals  cannot 
difcharge  the  funfbions  of  judges  in  the  criminal  tribunal. 

247*  The  other  judges  do  the  duty  in  it,  each  in  turn  for  fix 
months,  in  the  order  of  their  nomination,  and  cannot,  during  that 
period,  exercife  any  fundlion  in  the  civil  tribunal. 

248.  The  public  accufer  is  charged : — i.  With  profecuting  of- 
fences on  afts  of  accufation  admitted  by  the  firft  juries.  2.  With 
tranfmitting  to  the  officers  of  police  denunciations  addrefled  to 
him  direftly,  3.  With  fuperintending  the  officers  of  police  of 
the  department,  and  afiing  againft  them  according  to  the  law,  in 
.  cafe  of  negligence  or  more  grave  offences. 

249-  The  commiflary  of  the  executive  power  is  charged : — i. 
With  requiring,  in  the  courfe  of  procefs,  the  regularity  of  forms, 
and,  before  judgment,  the  application  of  the  law.  2.  With  fol- 
lowing up  the  execution  of  judgments  pafled  by  the  tribunal. 

250.  The  judges  <:annot  propofe  any  complex  queftion  to  the 

251.  The  jury  to  try,  confifts  of  twelve  jurors  at  leaft ;  the 
perfon  accufed  may  challenge,  without  affigning  any  reafon,  a 
number  determined  by  the  law. 

252.  The  procefs  before  the  jury  to  try  is  public ;  and  perfons 
accufed  cannot  be  refufed  the  aid  of  council,  whom  they  may 

'   choofe,  or  who  are  nominated  officially. 

253«  No  perfon  acquitted  by  a  legal  jury  can  be  apprehended 
or  accufed  again  upon  account  of  the  fame  fad. 


or 
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Of  the  Tribunal  ef  Annulmfttt* 

154.  There  IS  ohc  tribunal  of  annulment  for  the  whole  Re- 
public; it '  pronounces : — i.  On  demands  of  annulment  agnind 
dcciftons  in  the  luft  rcfort  given  by  the  tribunals.  2,  On  de- 
mands of  reference  from  one  tribunal  to  another,  on  grounds  of 
lawful  fufpicion,  or  public  fccuriiy.  3.  On  the  regulations  of 
the  judges,  and  oxocpHrtns  taken  to  a  whole  tribunal. 

255.  The  tribunal  of  annulment  can  never  invedigate  the  merits 
of  the  cafe,  but  it  annuls  fcntenccs  palled  on  trials,  in  which  the 
forms  have  Been  violated,  or  which  have  been  attended  with  any  ' 
deviation  from  the  cxprcfs  terms  of  the  law,  and  refers  the  merits' 
of  the  procefs  to  the  tribunal  which  ought  to  take  cognizance  of 
them. 

256.  When,  after  one  annulment,  the  ftcond  judgment  on  the. 
merits  is  attacked  by  the  fame  means  as  the  firft,the  queflion  can 
be  no  lonj^rr  agitated  in  the  tribunal  of  annulment  without  having 
been  fubn\ittc(l  to  the  legiflativc  body,  which  palfes  a  law  to  which 
the  tribunal  of  annulment  is  bound  to  conform. 

?,57,  Every  year  the  tribunal  of  annulment  is  bound  to  fend  to 
cnch  of  the  fedions^of  the  legillativc  body  a  deputation  to  pre- 
fcnt  to  it  a  ftatcment  of  the  fentenCes  pafled,  m  ith  a  notice  on  the 
margin,  and  the  text  of  the  law  which  determined  the  fcntence. 

a ^8.  The  number  of  the  judges  of  the  tribunal  of  annulment 
cannot  exceed  two -thirds  of  the  number  of  departments. 

259.  One-fifth  of  this  tribunal  is  renewed  cveiy  year.  The 
clciloral  aircmblies  of  departments  nominate  fuccellivcly  and  al- 
ternately, the  judges  vvho  are  to  fuccecd  thofc  who  cjo  out  of  the 
tribunal  of  annulment.  The  judges  of  this  tribunal  may  always 
be  re-cle6ted. 

260.  Each  jtidge  of  the  tribunal  of  annulment  has  zfuppUan 
clcfted  by  the  fame  eleftoral  alfembly, 

261.  There  are  with  the  tribunal  of  annulment  a  commilftry 
and  fubllhuics,  nominated  and  rcmoveable  by*the  executive  di* 
ruflory, 

262.  The  oiccutivedircflory  denounces  to  the  tribunal  of  an- 
nulment, throifgh  the  national  cotnmilfary,  and  without  prejudice 
to  the  light  of  parties  intercflcd,  the  a^ls  by  which  tlie  judge« 
have  exceeded  their  powers, 

263.  The  tribunal  annuls  thefe  a<5ls ;  and  if  they  afford  a 
ground  of  crimination,  the  afl  is  denounced  to  the  legiilaiive 
body,  who  pafs  a  decree  of  accufation,  after  having  heard  or 
cited  the  parties  under  charge, 

264.  The  legillativo  body  cannot  annul  the  judgments  of  the 
tribunal  of  annulment  without  prolccuting  perlonally  the  judges 
who  have  been  guilty  of  the  offence. 

Vox.  1 1 1. —Par  Til.  e  //rj* 
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High  Court  of  Jujiice* 

265*  There  is  a  high  court  of  juftice,  to  try  acctifations  ad** 
mitted  by  the  legiflative  body,  cither  againft  its  own  mcmbersi  or 
thofe  of  the  executive  direflory. 

266.  The  high  court  of  jufticc  is  compofcd  of  five  judges,  and 
of  two  national  accufcrs,  taken  from  the  tribunal  of  annuhnent, 
and  of  high  jurors^  nominated  by  the  elefloral  afremblics  of  de- 
partments. 

2671  The  high  court  of  jufticc  i?  not  formed  till  after  a  pro- 
.  clamation  of  the  legiilativc  body,  diawn  up  and  publilhcd  by  the 
council  of  five  hundred. 

268.  It  is  formed  and  holds  its  fittings  in  the  place  appointed 
by  the  proclamation  of  the  council  of  five  hundred.  This  place 
cannot  be  nearer  than  twelve  niyriameiers  to  that  where  the  Icgiila- 
tive  body  refides. 

269.  When  the  legiflative  body  has  proclaimed  the  formation 
of  the  high  court  of  jufticc,  the  tribunal  of  annulment  draws  by 
lot  fifteen  of  its  members  in  a  public  fitting;  it  afterward^,  in 
the  fame  fitting,  nominates  five  of  tliofc  fifteen  by  a  fecict  ballot; 
the  five  judges  thus  nominated  arc  the  judges  of  the  high  Court 
of  juftice  ;  they  chufe  among  them  a  prefuient. 

270.  The  tribunal  of  annuhnent  nominates,  in  tfie  fame  fitting, 
by  ballot,  with  the  abfolutc  majority,  two  of  its  members  to  ex- 
ercife  in  the  high  court  of  juftice  the  fundions  of  national  ac- 
cufers* 

271.  The  a^ls  of  accufation  are  prepared  and  drawn  up  bj 
the  council  of  five  hundred. 

272.  The  ele£loral  aflcmblics  of  each  department  nominate 
every  year  a  juror  for  the  high  court  of  juftice. 

273.  The  executive  diredory  caufes  to  be  printed  and  publiflied, 
a  month  after  the  date  of  the  eledioUi  a  lift  of  all  the  jurors  no- 
minated for  the  high  court  of  juftice. 

HEAD    IX. 

Of  the  Public  Force. 

• '  274*  The  public  force  is  inftituted  to  defend  the  ftate  againft 
enemies  abroad,  and  to  fecure  at  home  the  maintenance  of  ordcr^ 
and  the  execution  of  the  laws. 

275.  The  public  force  is  eifentially  obedient ;  no  armed  bodjr 
can  deliberate. 

276*  It  is  divided  into  national  guard  fedcntary,  and  national 
guard  in  a£livity. 

Of  the  National  Guards^  fedentary^ 

277.  The  national  guard  fedentary  is  (^ompofed  of  all  the  citU 
sens  and  fons  of  citizens  capable  of  bearing  arms. 

^78,  Itf 
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27$.  Its  organization  and  difcipline  are  the  fame  through  all 
the  Republic  ;  determined  by  the  law. 

279.  No  Frenchman  can  exercife  the  rights  of  citi35en,  if  he  is 
not  Infcribcd  on  the  rolKof  the  national  guard  fedentary. 

280*  The  diftindion  of  ranks  and  fubordination  fubfift  only 
with  relation  to  the  fervice,  and  for  the  period  of  its  duration. 

281.  The  oflScers  of  the  national  guard  fedentary  are  cliofen 
for  a  time  by  the  citizens  who  compofe  it,  and  cannot  be  re-elefted 
till  after  an  interval. 

282.  The  command  of  a  national  guard  of  a  whole  depart-r 
mem  cannot  be  conftantly  entrufted  to  one  citizen. 

283.  If  it  be  judged  neccfTary  to  aflemble  all  the  national  guard 
of  a  department,  the  executive  direflfory  may  nominate  a  tempo- 
rary commandant, 

284.  The  command  of  the  national  guard  fedentary  in  cities  of 
an  hundred  thoufand  fouls  and  upwards,  cannot  l)e  conflantly 
cntnifted  to  one  man. 

Of  the  liaUonal  Guard  in  ASfivity. 

285.  The  Republic  maintains  in  its  pay,  even  in  time  of  pe^ice, 
under  the  name  of  national  guards  in  adivity,  an  army  by  land 
and  fea.  . 

286.  The  army  is  formed  oy  voluntary  enrolment,  and  in  cafe 
of  neceffity,  by  the  mode  which  the  law  determines, 

287.  No  foreigner  who  has  not  acquired  the  rights  of  French 
citizen  can  be  admitted  into  the  French  armies,  unlefs  he  has 
made  one  or  more  campaigns  for  the  eftablifhment  of  the  Republic* 

288*  The  commanders  in  chief,  by  land  and  fea,  are  only  no* 
minated  in  cafe  of  war ;  they  receive  commiflions  revokable  at 
pleafure  from  the  executive  power.  The  duration  of  thefe  com- 
miffions  is  limited  to  one  campaign,  but  they  may  be  renewed. 

289.  The  general  command  of  the  armies  of  the  Republic 
cannot  be  confided  to  a  fmgle  man* 

290.  The  army  by  land  and  fea  is  fubje£l  to  particular  laws, 
with  refpe6l  to  its  difcipline,  the  form  of  fentences,  and  the  na- 
ture of  puni(hments. 

29 1  •  No  part  of  the  national  guard  fedentary,  or  of  the  na-i 
f  tonal  guard  in  adivity,  can  a£i  for  the  fervice  of  the  interior  of 
the  Republic,  except  on  the  requifition  in  writing,  of  the  civil 
authority,  according  to  forms  prefcribed  by  law. 

092.  The  public  force  cannot  be  called  out  by  the  civil  autho- 
rities, except  in  the  extent  of  their  territory.  It  cannot  be  re-« 
n>aved  from  one  canton  to  another,  without  being  authorifed  by 
the  adminiftration  of  department,  or  from  one  department  to  ano» 
ther^  without  the  orders  of  the  executive  direftory. 

293.  The  legiflative  body,  heverthelefs,  deterqdioe;  thf  means 
cf  Iccuring  by  the  public  force,  the  execution  pf  ^e^tence5^  and 

e  a  th« 
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the  profecution  of  accufed  perfons  throughout  all  the  French  ter- 
ritory. 

294.  In  cafe  of  imminent  danger,  the  municipal  adrniniflra- 
tion  6f  one  canton  may  call  out  the  national  guard  of  the  neigh- 
bouring cantons ;  in  that  cafe  the  adminidration  which  has  fo 
called  out,  and  the  chiefs  of  the  national  guard  called  out,  arc 

'  equally  bound  to  render  an  account,  at  the  fame  moment,  to  the 
departmental  adminillration. 

295.  No  foreign  troops  can  be  introduced  upon  the  French  ter- 
ritory, without  the  previous  confent  of  the  legjllativc  body. 

HEAD    X. 

Public  lnJlru6llon. 

296.  There  are  in  the  Republic  primary  fchopls,  where  the 
pupils  learn  to  rtad,  to  write,  the  elements  of  arithmetic  and 
thqfe  of  morality.  The  public  provides  only  for  the  cxpcnce  of 
the  lodging  of  the  inftruflors  appointed  for  thcfe  fchools. 

297.  There  are,  in  different  parts  of  the  Republic,  fchools 
fuperior  to  the  primary  fchools,  and  tp  fuch  a  number,  that  there 
fhall  be  at  lealt  one  for  every  two  departments. 

298.  There  is  a  national  inflitution  charged  to  collet  difcove- 
ries,  and  to  improvic  the  arts  and  fciences  for  the  whole  Republic. 

299.  The  different  eftablifhments  of  public  inftruclion  have 
not,  with  refpcft  to  each  other,  any  connection  of  fubordinktion, 
or  adminiftrative  corrcfpondence. 

300.  Citizens  have  a  right  to  form  particular  eflablifliment*?  of 
education  and  inftruftion,  as  well  as  free  focieties,  to  promote  the 
progrefs  of  the  (ciences  of  letters  and  of  arts. 

301.  There  lhall.be  eftabliihed,  to  keep  alive  fraternity  among 
the  citizens,  and  to  attach  them  to  the  conllitution,  to  thtir 
country,  and  to  the  laws,  national  feilivals. 

HE^D    XI. 

Finances — Contributions. 

302.  The  public  contributions  are  difciiircd  and  fixed  every  year 
by  the  I'egiflativc  body  :  to  it  alone  it  belongs  to  eltablilh  thcni  ; 
they  cannot  fubfilt  beyond  that  period,  if  they  are  not  exprcfs^y 
renewed. 

^03.  The  Icgiflative  body  may  create  fuch  kind  of  contributions 
as  it  fhall  judge  neceflary ;  but  it  mult  eilablifh  every  year  ai» 
impofition  upon  land,  and  a  pcrfonal  impcfiiion. 

304.  Every  individual,  who,  not  coming  within  articles  12  and 
13  of  the  condituiion,  is  not  included  in  the  roll  of  dircft  ct:i\- 
tributions,  has  the  right  of  prefeniing  himfclf  to  the  municip.*! 
adminillration  of  his  commune,  and  to  infcribe  himfelf  for  a  per- 


'> 
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fonal  contributiony  equal  to  the  local  value' of  three,  day's  agricul- 
Xursil  labour. 

305.  The  infcription  iwentioned  in  the  preceding  article  cannot 
be  made  but  duri^ng  the  nnonth  of  Mcflldor  cy9ry  year. 

306.  Contributiops  of  every  defcription  are  alfeircd  upon  thofi 
who  contribute  in  proportion  to  their  means. 

307.  The  executive* direflojy  orders  and  fupcrintcnds  the  re- 
ceipt and  the  paying  in  of  contributions,  and  gives  all  the  necefr 
fary  orders  for  ijiat  piirpofc. 

308.  The  detailed  accounts  of  the  expenccs  of  minifters  figncd 
and  certified  by  them,  are  made  public  at  the  commencement  of 
each  year.  The  fame  (hall  be  dona  with  all  the  ftatements  of  the 
receipt  of  different  contribution.^,  and  of  all  the  public  revenues. 

309.  The  liatcmcnts  of  thefe  expenccs  and  receipts  arc  diftin- 
guKhcd  according  to  their  nature  ;  they  cxprefs  the  lums  received 
and  expended,  year  by  year,  in  each  part  of  the  general  admi- 
nidration. 

310.  There  arc  alfo  publirtied,  accounts  of  the 'expenccs  par- 
ticular to  the  departments,  and  relative  to  the  tribunals,  to  the  ad- 
miniflrations,  to  the  promotion  of  the  fclcnccs,  and  to  all  public 
works  and  cftablinimcuts. 

311.  The  aslnunilhations  of  department,  and  the  municipali- 
ties*  cannot  make  any  iiiicirmcnt  beyond  the  fnms  fixed  by  the 
Icgillaiivu  body,  nor  difcufs  nor  permit,  without  being  authorifcj 
by  it,  any  local  loan  at  the  charge  of  ihe  citizens  of  the  depart- 
ment, of  the  commune,  or  of  the  canton, 

312.  To  the  legiflative  body  iilone  belongs  the  right  of  regur 
lating  the  coining  and  ilTuing  of  all  kinds  of  money,  fixing  the 
value,  the  weight,  and  ihe  imprelfion. 

313.  The  diredory  fuperintends  the  coining  of  money,  and 
fiominatcs  (he  officers  charged  immediately  with  the  infpcSion 

of  it. 

314.  The  legiflativc  bcdy  dcterniincs  the  contributions  of  the 
colonies,  and  their  commercial  cunnedions  with  the  mother 
country. 

National  Treafury  and  its  Account, 

315.  There  arc  five  commiiraries  of  rife  nationaltreafury  chofeix 
by  the  council  of  elders  from  a  treble  lilt  prcfented  by  that  of  five 
hundred. 

316.  The  duration  of  their  funftions  is  for  five  years,  and  one 
of  them  is  renewed  every  year,  and  may  be  rc-elccled  indefinitely 
without  interval. 

317., The  commifTaries  of  the  treafury  are  charged  to  fup'Tin- 
tcnd  the  receipt  of  all  the  national  money  : — to  order  the  move- 
ments of  funds,  and  the  payment  of  all  public  expences  con-, 
fenicd  to  by  the  fcgiflativc  body  :— to  keep  anopen  acct)unt  of  re- 
ceipt and  expcnce  with  the  receiver  of  dircdl  contributions  lor 
4  each, 
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each  department ;  with  the  dIflFerent  national  boardsi  and  with  the 
payers  eftabliftied  in  the  departments : — to  maintain  with  the  faid 
leceivers  and  payers,  with  the  boards  and  adminiftrations,  the 
correfpondencc  neceflary  for  afluring  the  exaft  and  regular  paying 
in  of  moneyi 

3i8>  They  can  pay  nothing  under  penalty  of  forfeiturci  but 
by  virtue,  firft,  of  a  decree  of  the  legiflative  body,  and  to  the 
amount  of  the  fum  decreed  by  it  for  each  objeft :  fecond,  of  a 
decifion  of  the  diredlory :  third,  of  the  flgnature  of  the  minifter 
who  direfts  the  expence.

323,  The  commiflaries  of  accounts  give  notice  to  the  legiflative 
body,  of  abufes,  malverfations,  and  all  cafes  of  refponflbility^ 
which  they  difcover  in  the  courfe  of  their  operations;  they  pro- 
pofe  meafures  agreeable  to  the  interefls  of  the  Republic, 

324.  The  reiult  of  the  accounts  pafled  by  the  commiifaries  of 
accounts  is  printed  and  made  public. 

325,  The  commiflaries  of  the  national  treafury  and  accounts 
cannot  be  fufpended  or  removed,  but  by  the  legillati^ve  body :— • 
but  during  the  adjournment  of  the  legiflative  body,  the  executiva 
dire£lory  may  fufpend  and  replace  provifionally  the  commilfaries 
of  the  national  treafury,  to  the  number  of  two  at  the  mod,  and 
is  bound  to  refer  them  to  both  councils  of  the  legiflative  body,  a& 
foon  as  they  have  refumed  their  fittings.

329.  The  direflory  alone  can  maintain  political  relations 
abroad,  condu£l  negoti^itions,  diftribtite  the  land  and  naval  forces 
as  it  judges  neceflary,  and  regulate  their  dire£):ions  >n  cafe  of  wat« 

330.  It  is  authorifed  to  make  preliminary  flipulations,  fuch  as 
armiftices,  treaties  of  neutrality ;  it  may  likewife  agree  upon  fe- 
cret  conventions. 

331.  The  executive  dire£lory  agrees  to  fign,  or  caufes  to  be 
iigned  with  foreign  powers,  all  treaties  of -peace,  alliance,  truce, 
neutrality,  commerce,  and  other  conventions,  which  it  may  judge 
to  be  neceflary  for  the  intereft  of  the  ftate.  Thefe  treaties  and 
conventions  are  negotiated  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic 
by  diplomatic  agents,  nominated  by  the  executive  diredory,  and 
charg^  with  its  inftru£tions. 

332.  In  the'cafe  of  a  treaty  containing  fecret  articles,  the  regu- 
btions  of  thefe  articles  cannot  be  fubverfive  of  the  open  articles,  or 
contain  any  alienation  of  the  territory  of  the  Republic. 

333.  Treaties  are  not  binding  till  after  having  been  examined 
and  ratified  by  the  legiflative  body ;  neverthelefs,  the  fecret  con- 
ditions proviflonally  receive  their  execution  from  the  moment  thef 
fliall  have  been  agreed  upon  by  the  executive  direSory.  ' 

334*  Neither  of  the  legiflative  councils  deliberates  upon  war  or 
peace,  but  in  general  committee.  ^ 

335.  Foreigners,  whether  eftabliflied  in  France  pr  not,  fucceed 
to  their  foreign  or  French  relations ;  they  may  contract  for,  ac* 
quire,  and  receive  property  fltuated  in  France,  and  difpofe  of  it 
in  the  fame  manner  as  French  citizens,  by  all  the  means  autho- 
rifed by  the  laws.

366.  Every  aflemblage  not  armed  ought  alfo  to  be  dilperfedy  Ik 
firft  by  means  of  verbal  command,  and,  if  neceffiury,  by  tne  caUing

*    367.  Several  conOituted  authorities  cannot  me«t  to  deHheraCt 
together ;  no  a£t  ifluing  from  fuch  a  meeting  can  be  executed.

TREATIES. 

Yrtaty  *  of  Amtfyf  Commerei,  and  Navigation,  hetween  his  Sritannit 

Majifty  and  tht  United  States  of  America. 

By  their  Prefident^  with  the  Advice  and  Gonfent  of  their  Senate. 

XJIS  .Britannic  Majefty  and  the  United  States  of  America  being 
*^  defirous,  by  a  Treaty  of  Amity,  Commerce,  and  Navigation^ 
to  terminate  their  differences  in  fuch  a  manner  as,  without  re* 
ference  to  the  merits  of -their  refpe£iive  complaints  and  preteniions^ 
may  be  the  beft  calculated  to  produce  mutual  fatisfadion  and  good 
underftanding :  and  alfo  to  regulate  the  commerce  and  navigationi 
between  their  refpe£live  cguntries,  territories,  and  people,  in  fuch 
a  manner  as  to  render. the  fame  reciprocal,  beneficial,  andfatis- 
fadory ;  they  have  refpedively  named  their  plenipotentiaries,  and 
given  them  full  power  to  treat  of,  and  conclude  the  faid  treaty  ; 
that  is  to  fay,  his  Britannic  Ma|diy  has  named^  for  his  plenipo- 

*  The  Treaty  as  catiEcd  by  hi&  Britaimic  Majefty  and  the  United  States  of 
America  has  not  vet  been  made  public— Tlie  following  conditional  rati- 
fication was  agreed  to  by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  on  the  a4th  o£ 
January,  i795» 

Refmved,  That  the  Senate  do  coofent  to,  and  advife  the  FreTident  of  the 
United  States  to  ratify  the  Treaty  of  Amity,  Commerce,  and  Navigation 
between  his  Britannic  Majefty  and  the  United  States  of  America,  concluded 
at  London  the  19th  of  November, '1794,  on  condition  that  there  be  added 
to  the  faid  Treaty,  an  article  whereby  it  ftiall  be  agreed  to  fufjpend  the  ope* 
ration  of  fo  OHich  of  the  i  ath  article,  aS  re(pe^s  the  trade  which  his  faid  Ma- 
jetty  thereby  confents  may  be  carried, on  between  the  United  States  and  hit 
iOands  in  the  Weft  Indies,  in  the  manner,  and  on  the  terms  and  conditions 
therein  fpecified. 

And  the  Senate  tecommends  fo  the  Preftdent  to  proceed  withiait  delay,  to 
further  irieodly  n^ociatiofls  with  his  Majefty  on  the  A)hje4l  of  the  faid 
bade,  and  of  the  terms  ahd  conditions  in  queftioQ* 
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tentiary  the  Right  Hon.  Win.  "Windhani^  Baron  Grenville  of 
Wotton,  one  of  his  Majefty's  Privy  Council,  and  hisMajeftyt 
Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  foreign  affairs :  and  the  Prefident 
of  the  fatd  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of 
the  Senate  thereof,  hath  appointed  for  their  plenipotentiary  the 
Hon.  John  Jay,  Chief  JuAice  of  the  faid  United  States,  and  their 
Envoy  Extraordinary  to  his  Majedy,  who  have  agreed  oo>  and 
concluded  the  following 

ARTICLES: 

Art.  I.  There  (hall be  a  firm,  inviolable,  and  vniverfa}  peace, 
and  a  true  and  fincere  friendfhip  between  his  Britannic  Majefty, 
his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  and  the  United  States  of  America ;  and 
between  their  refpedive  countries,  territories,  cities,  towns,  and 
people  of  every  degree,  without  exception  of  perfons  or  places. 

II.  His  Majefty  will  withdraw  all  his  troops  and  garrifons 
from  all  pofts  and  places  within  the  boundary  lines  afligned  by  the 
treaty  of  peace  to  the  United  States.  This  evacuation  (hall  take 
f  lace  on  or  before  the  irrft  day  of  June,  1796,  and  ril  the  proper 
meafures  (hall,  in  the  interval,  be  taken  by  concert  between  the 
government  of  the  United  States  and  his  Majefty 's  Governor-ge- 
neral Hi  America,  for  fettling  the  previous  arrangements  which 
may  be  neceffary  refpefiing  the  delivery  of  the  faid  pofts :  the 
United  States,  in  the  mean  time,  at  their  difcretion,  extending 
their  fettlements  to  any  part  within  the  faid  boundary  line,  except 
within  the  precinds  or  jurifdi£tion  of  any  of  the  faid  pofts.  AM 
fettlersand  traders  within  the  precinds  orjur^fdidion  of  the  faid 
pofts  (hall  continue  to  enjoy,  unmohefted^  all  their  property  of 
every  kind,  and  (hall  be  proteded  therein.  They  fliall  be  at  full 
liberty  to  remain  there,  or  to  remove  with  all  or  any  part  of  their 
tffc&s ;  and  it  (hall  alfo  be  free  to  them  to  fell  their  lands,  houfes, 
oreiFcas,  orto  retain  the  property  thereof,  at  their  difcretion: 
fuch  of  them  as  (hall  continue  to  refide  within  the  faid  boundary 
lines  (hall  not  be  compelled  to  become  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  or  to  take  any  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  government  thereof  ; 
but  they  (hall  be  at  fuH  liberty  fo  to  do  if  they  think  proper,  and 
they  (hall  make  and  declare  their  eledion  within  one  year  after 
the  evacuation  aforefaid.  And  all  perfons  who  (hall  continue  there 
after  the  expiration  of  the  faid  year  without  having  declared  their 
intention  of  remaining  fubjeds  of  his  Britannic  Majefty>  (hall  be 
confidered  as  having  eleded  to  become  citizens  of  the  United 
States. 

III.  It  is  agreed,  that  it  fliall  at  all  times  be  free  to  his  Ma* 
jefty's  fubjeds,  and  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  alfo  to 
the  Indians  dwelling  on  either  fide  of  the  faid  boundary  line,  freely 
to  pafs  and  repafs,  by  land  or  inland  navigation,  into  the  re- 
fpeoiive  territories  and  countries  of  the  two  parties  on  the  continent 
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of  America  (the  country  within  the  limits  of  tlie  Hudfon'sBaf 
Company  only  excepted)i  and  to  navigate  all  the  lakes,  rivers,  and 
waters  thereof,  and  freely  to  carry  on  trade  or  commerce  with  each 
other.'  But  it  is  underftood  that  this  article  does  not  extend  lo  the 
admiflion  of  veflels  of  the  United  States  into  the  fea-^ports,  ha)^ 
bours,  bays,  or  creeks,  of  his  Majefly's  faid  territories ;  nor  into 
fuch  part3  of  the  rivers  in  his  Majefty'ls  faid  territories  as  are  be** 
tween  the  mouth  thereof  and  the  higheft  port  entry  from  the  fca, 
except  in  fmall  veffels  trading  bona  fide  between  Montreal  and 
QuebeC;  under. fuch  regulations  as  (hall  be  eftabliflied  to  prevent 
the  pofllbility  of  any  frauds  in  this  refpe£l ;  nor  to  the  admiflion 
of  Britifli  vetfels  from  the  fea  into  the  rivers  of  the  United  States^ 
beyond  the  higheft  ports  of  entry  for  foreign  veflcls  from  the  fca» 
The  river  Mifliffippi  (hall,  however,  according  to  the  treaty  of 
peace,  be  entirely  open  to  both  parties  \  and  it  is'further  a'greed, 
that  all  the  ports  and  places  on  its^eaftern  fide,  to  which  foever  of 
the  parties'belonging,  may  freely  1)e  reforted  to,  and  ufed  by  botl^ 
parties,  in  as  ample  a  manner  as  any  of  the  Atlantic  ports  or  places 
of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  the  ports  or  places  of  bis  Nlajefty 
in  Great  Britain. 

Ail  goods  and  merchandife,  whofe  importation  into  his  Majefly's 
faid  territories  in  America  (hall  not  be  entirely  prohibited,  may 
freely,  for  the  purpofe  of  commerce,  be  carried  into  the  fame,  iix 
the  manner  aforefaid,  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  andl 
Aich  goods  and  merchandife  (hall  be  fubjedl  to  no  higher  or  other 
duties  than  would  be  payable  by  his  Majefly's  fubjeds  on  the  im- 
portation of  the  fame  from  Europe  into  the  faid  territories.  .  And" 
in  like  manner  all  goods  and  merchandife,  whofe  importation  into 
the  United  States  (hall  not  be  wholly  prohibited,  may  freely,  for 
the  purpofe  of  commerce,  be  carried  intothe  fame,  in  the  manner 
aforefaid,  by  his  Majefly^s  fubje£ts ;  and  fuch  goods  or  merchant 
dife  ftall  be  fubje£t  to  no  higher  or  other  duties  than  would  be 
payable  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  on  the  importation  of 
the  fame,  in  American  veffels,  into  the  Atlantic  ports  of  the  faid 
States.  And  all  goods  not  prohibited  to  be  exported  Into  the  faid' 
territories  refpedively,  may  In  like  manner  b^  carried  out  of  the 
fame  by  the  two  parties  refpedively,  paying  duty  a?  aforefaid. 

No  duty  of  entry  (hall  ever  be  levied  by  either  party,  on  pel- 
tries brought  by  Idnd  or  inlan^  navigation  into  the  faid  territories 
refpe£tively  ;  nor  (hall  the  Indians,  pafling  or  re-pafling  with  their 
own  proper  goods  andeiFefls,  of  whatever  nature,  pay  foe  the  fame 
any  tmpoft  or  duty  whatever.  But  goods  in  bales,  or  other  large 
packages  unufual  among  Indians,  (hall  not  be  confidered  as  goods 
belonging  bona  fide  to  Indians. 

No  higher  or  other  tolls  or  rates  of  ferriage  than  what  are  or 
(hall  be  payable  by  natives,  (hall  be  demanded  on  either  fide ;  and 
oo  duties  (ball  be  payable  on  any  goods  whiqh  (hall  merely  be  t^t- 
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flefl  over  any  of  th#  portagf  ^  or  carrying  placef  on  either  fide,  for 
thr  purpofe  of  tielr^;  immediately  rt'embarkedand  carried  to  fome 
other  p|g(.e  or  placei.     But  an  by  this  (lipulation  it  is  only  meant 

50  fecure  to  each  p^irty  a  free  pa^Fagc  ai-'rof*  the  portages  on  both 
ides  it  h  it^teed,  that  thi*  cKcinption  from  duty  fhall  extend  only 
to  fuch  grjoifjn  aft  are  carried  in  the  iirual  and  dircA  road  acroft  the 
portage,  and  are  not  attempted  to  he  in  any  manner  fold  or  ex* 
changed  during  Hteir  pallage  acrof*  the  famcy  and  proper  regula* 
lion*  ffiay  be  eiiabliOicd  to  prevent  the  poifibility  of  any  frauds  in 
this  rcff.e-ft.  ' 

Aft  tnift  article  is  intended  to  render  in  a  great  degree  the  local 
advanta^^en  of  e^chp^irty  common  toboth«  and  thereby  to  promote 
a  difpodtion  favorable  to  fricndfliip  and  good  neigh bourhoodi  it  is 
agreed,  thttt  the  refpu£Uve  gnvrrnmems  will  mutually  promote 
ihift  amicable  intercotirfei  by  caitfing  fpcedy  and  impartial  judice 
to  be  done,  and  nerelfary  proie£lion  to  be  extended  to  all  who 
may  he  concerned  therein. 

I  V#  Whereaft  it  is  uncertain  whether  the  river  Mifliflippi  extends 
fo  far  to  tho  northward  a»  to  be  interfcfled  by  a  line  to  be  drawn 
dtie  weft  fr(jm  the  lalcc  of  the  wo(xlfc  in  the  manner  mentioned  in 
the  treaty  of  peace  between  htM  Majefty  and  the  United  Statesi  it 
is  Agreed,  that  mcafureft  fttall  be  taken  to  concert  with  his  Ma« 
jefty*ft  government  in  America,  and  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  for  making  a  joint  furvey  of  the  laid  river  from  one  degree 
of  latitude  below  the  falls  of  St.  Anthony,  to  the  principal  fource 
or  fourceft  of  the  faid  river,  and  alfo  of  the  parts  adjacent  thereto ; 
and  that  if  on  the  refult  of  fuch  furvev,  it  ihould  appear  that  tho 
faid  river  would  not  be  interfedled  by  fuch  a  line  at  is  above-men* 
tionedi  the  two  parties  will  thereupon  proceed  by  amicable  nego* 
ciation  to  regulate  the  boundary  line  in  that  quarter,  as  well  as  all 
other  poiutft  to  be  adjufted  between  the  faid  parties,  according  to 
juflUc  and  tnutual  convenience,  and  in  conforuuty  to  the  intent  of 
the  fuid  treaty* 

V.  Whereaft  doubts  have  arifcn  what  river  was  truly  intended- 
under  the  nante  of  the  river  St.  Croix,  mentioned  in  the  faid  treaty 
of  peace,  and  forming  a  part  of  the  boundary   therein  defcribed, 
that  (juellion  fttall  be  referred  to  the  final  drcilion  of  the  commuf* 
fiontrs  to  be  appointed  in  the  lollowin^^  manner,  viz. 

One  commimoner  (h*\\\  4>e  namrd  by  his  Majefty,  and  one 
by  the  Prelulent  of  ihe  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
confent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  and  the  faid  (wo  comminionersihall 
agree  on  the  choice  of  a  thirds  or  if  they  cannot  fo  a^rce,  they 
fljall  each  propofe  one  perfon,  and  of  the  two  names .fopropofed, 
one  Ihull  be  drawn  by  lot  in  the  prcfi-nce  of  the  two  oiiginal  com- 
inKtioners.  And  the  three  commillioncrs  fo  appointed,  fliall  bo 
fworn  Impartially  to  examine  and  decide  the  faid  queltion  accord* 
ing  to  fnch  evidence  as  (hall  relpcdlively  be  laid  before  them  on 
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ifie  part  o£  the  Briti  (b  £jOvemro^t  and  of  the  .United  Statet*  The 
(aid  commiflioners  ihall  meet  at  Halifax,  and  fball  have  power  to 
adjourn  to  fuch  other  place  or  places  as  they  (hall  think  fit.  They 
ihall  have  power  to  appoint  a  fecretary,  and  to  employ  fuch  fur- 
yeyors  or  other  perfons  as  they  fliall  judge  neceflary.  Thefaid 
commHfioners  (hall,  by  a  declaration,  under  their  hands  and  feals, 
decide  what  river  is  the  river,  St.  Croix  intended  by  the  treaty. 
The  faid  declaration  ihall  contain  a  defcription  of  the  faid  river^ 
and  ihall  particularize. the  latitude  and  longitude  of  its  mouth,  and 
of  its  fource.  Duplicates  of  this  declaration,  and  of  the  ilatements 
of  their  accounts,  and  of  the  journal  of  their  proceedings,  (hall  bo 
delivered  by  them  to  the  agent  of  ,his  Majedy,  and  to  the  agent  of 
the  United  States,  who  may  be  refpeftively  appointed  and  autho- 
rifed  to  manage  the  bufmefs  op  bdialf  of  the  refpedive  govern- 
ments. And  both  parties  agree  to  confider  fuch  decifion  as  final 
and  conclufive,  fo  as  that  the  fame  (ball  never  thereafter  be  called 
into  queilion,  «r  made  t)ie  fubje£l  of  difpute  or  difference  betweea 
them. 

VI.   Whereas  it  is  alledged  by  divers  Britifh  merchants  andb 
others,  his  MajeAy's  fubjeds,  that  debts  to  a  confuierable  amount^ 
which  were  lena  fide  contrafl;ed  before  the  peace,  (till  remain 
owing  to  them  by  citizens  or  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  by  the  operation  of  various  lawful  impediments  fince  the  peace, 
not  only  the  full  recovery  of  the  faid  debts  has  been  delayed,  but 
alfothe  value  and  fecurity  thereof  have  been  in  feveral  in  (lances 
imptaired  and  leflened,  fo  that  by  the  ordinary  couife  of  judicial 
proceedings,  the  Britiih  creditors  cannot  now  obtain,  and  a&ually 
have  and  receive  full  and  adequate  compenfation  for  the  loiles  and 
damages  which  they  have  thereby  fuftained;  it  is  agreed,  that  in  all 
fttch  cafes  where  full  compenfation  for  fuch  loiles  and  damages* 
cannot,  for  whatever  reafpn,  .be  a^ually  obtained,  had,  and  re« 
ceived  by  the  faid  creditors  in  the  ordinary  courfe  of  juftice,  the 
United  Slates  will  make  full  and  complete  compenfation  for  the' 
fame  to*the faid  creditors:  but  it  is  diftindlly  understood,  that  this 
provifiofi  is  to  extend  to  fuch  loiles  only  as  have  been  occafioned  by ' 
the  lawful  impediments  afbrefaid,  and  is  not  to  extend  to  loiTes 
occaiiooed  by  fuch  infolvency  of  the  debtors,  or  other  caufesas- 
would  equally  have  operated  to  produce  fuch  lofs,  if  the  faid  im«- 
pediments  had  not  exifted,  nor  to  fuch  loiTes  or  damages  as  have 
been  occafioned  by  the  manifeft  delay  or  negligence,  or  wilful 
omiifion  of  the  ciahnant. 

For  the  purpofe  of  afcertaining  the  amount  of  any  fuch  lofTes' 
and  damages,  five  coouniifioners  ihall  be  appointed,  and  autho- 
rifed  to  meet  and  aA  in  manner  following,  viz. — Two  of  them ; 
ihall  be  appointed  by-his  Majsfty,  two  of  them  by  the  Prefident  of . 
the  United  States,  by  and  •with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  Senate 
thereof^  and  the  fifth  by  the  uaanimoifs  voice  of  the  other  four  ; . 
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and  if  they  (hould  not  zgrtt  in  fuch  xhoicc,   then  the  comrnif^ 
fioners  named  by  the  two  parties,  fhall  refpedively  propofe  one 
perfon,  and  of  the  two  names  fo  propofed,  one  (hall  be  drawn  by 
Jot  in  the  prefence  of  the  four  original  commiflioners. 

When  the  five  commiflioners  thus  appointed  (hall  firft  meet, 
they  fhally  before  they  proceed  to  ad,  refpedivdy  take  the  fol- 
lowing oath  or  affirmation,  in  the  prefence  of  each  other,  which 
oath  or  affirmation  being  fo  taken,  and  duly  attefted,  (hall  be  en- 
tered on  the  record  of  their  proceedings,  viz.  I,  A.  B,  one  of  the 
commiffioners  appointed  in  purfuance  of  the  6th  Article  of  the 
Treaty  of  Amity,  Commerce,  and  Navigation,  between  his  Bri-' 
tannic  Majeily  and  the  United  States  of  America,  do  folemnly 
fwear  or  affirm,  that  I  will  honeflly,  diligently,  impartially,  and 
carefully  examine,  and  to  the  befl  of  my  judgment,  according  to 
juftice  artd  equity,  decide  afl  fuch  complaints,  as  under  the  faid 
article  fhall  be  preferred  to  the  faid  commiffioners;  and  that  I  will 
forbear  to  a£t  as  a  commiffioner  in  any  cafe  in  which  I  may  be 
perfonally  interefled. 

Three  of  the  faid  eommiffioners  fhall  conftitute  a  board,  and 
ftall  have  power  to  do  any  a^  appertaining  to  the  faid  commif- 
fion,  provided  that  one  of  the  commiffioners  named  on  each  fide, 
and  the  fifth  commiffioner  fhall  be  prefent,  and  all  decifions  fhall 
be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  voices  of  the  commiffioners  then 
prefent;  eighteen  months  from  the  day  on  which  the  faid  com* 
miffioners  fhall  form  a  board,  and  be  ready  to  proceed  to  bufinefs, 
are  affigned  for  receiving  complaints  and  applications;  but  they 
are  neverthelefs  author!  fed  in  any  particular  cafes,  in  which  it  fhall 
appear  to  them  to  be  reafonable  and  jufl,  to  extend  the  faid  term 
of  eighteen  months  for  any  term  not  exceeding  fix  months,  after 
the  expiration  thereof.  The  faid  commiffioners  fhall  firfl  meet  at 
Philadelphia,  but  they  fhall  havb  power  to  adjourn  from  place  to 
place  as  they  fhall  fee  caufe. 

The  faid  commiffioners,  in  examining  the  complaints  and  ap- 
plications fo  preferred  to  them,  are  empowered  and  required,  in 
purfuance  of  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  article,  to  take 
into  their  confideration  all  claims,  whether  of  principal  or  in- 
terefl,  or  balances  of  principal  and  interefl,  and  to  determine  the 
fame  rcfpeSively,  according  to  the  merits  of  the  feveral  cafes, 
due  regard  being  had  to  all  the  circumflances  thereof,  and  as 
equity  and  juflice  fhall  appear  to  them  to  require.  And  the  faid 
commiffioners  fhall  have  power  to  examine  all  fuch  perfons  as 
fhall  come  before  them  on  oath  or  affirmation,  touching  the  pre- 
mifes;  and  alfo  to  receive  in  evidence,  according  as  they  may 
think  mofl  confiflcnt  with  equity  and  juflice,  all  written  dcpoft- 
tions,  or  books,  or  papers,  or  copies,  or  extracts  thereof;  every 
fuch  depofttion,  book,  or  paper,  or  extraA  being  duly  authentic 
catedy  either  according  to  the  legal  forms  now  refpedively  exifting 
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ia  the  two  countriesi  or  in  Aich  othe^  manner  as  die  faid  com^ 
mii&dhers  (hall  fee  caufe  to  require  or  allow. 

The  award  of  the  faid  commiflionersy  or  of  any  three  of  thetn 
as  aforefaid,  (hall  in  all  cafes  be  final  and  concIul>ve>  both  as  to 
the  juftice  of  the  clainif  and  to  the  amoqnt  of  the  fum  to  be  paid 
to  the  creditor  or  claimant^  and  the  United  States  undertake  to 
caufe  the  fum  fo  awarded  to  be  paid  in  fpecie  to  fuch  creditpr  or 
claimant  without  dedu£lton»  and  at  fuch  time  or  times,  and  at 
fuch  place  or  places,  as  (hall  be  awarded  by  the  faid  commiflioners; 
and  on  condition  of  fuch  releafes  or  aflignments  to  be  given  by  the 
creditor  or  claimant,  ashy  the  faid  commiflioners  may  be  direfied: 
provided  always  that  no  fuch  payments  fhall  be  fixed  by  the  faid 
commiflioners  to  take  place  fooner  than  twelve  months,  from  the 
day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty. 

VH.  Whereas  complaints  have  been  made  by  diyers  merchants 
an4  others,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  that  during  thecourfeof 
the  war  in  which  his  Majefty  is  now  engaged,  they  have  fuflained 
confiderable  loffes  and  damage  by  reafon  of  irregular  or  illegal  cap* 
tures  or  condemnations  of  their  veffels  and  other  property,  under 
colour  of  authority  or  commifHons  from  his  Majefly^  and  that  from 
various  circumdances  belonging  to  the  faid  cafes,  adequate  com- 
penfation  for  the  loffes  and  damages  fo  fuflained  cannot  now  be 
adually  obtained,  had,  and  received  by  the  ordinary  courfe  of  judi*- 
cial  proceedings ;  it  is  agreed  in  all  fuch  cafes  where  adequate 
compenfation  cannot,  for  whatever  reafoB,  be  now  actually  ob^^ 
uineid,  had,  and  received  by  faid  merchants  or  others  in  the  ordi* 
nary  courfe  of  juflice,  full  and  complete  compenfation  for  the  fame 
will  be  made  by  the  Briti(h  Government  to  the  faid  complainants* 
But  it  is  diflindly  underflood  that  this  provifion  is  not  to  extend 
to  fuch  loffes  or  damages  as  have  been  occafioned  by  the  manifeft. 
delay  or  negligence^  or  wilful  omiffion  of  the  claimants. 

That  for  the  purpofe  of  afcerteining  the  amount. of  any  fuch. 
lofles  or  damages,  fiye  commiffioners  Ihall  be  appointed  and  au- 
ihorifed  to  a£t  in  London,  exadly  in  the  manner  dire&ed  with 
lefped  to  thofe  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article,  and  after 
having  taken  the  fame  oath  or  affirmation  ^(mutatis  mutandis,) 
che  (ame  term  of  eighteen  ponths  is  alfo  afligned  for  the  reception 
of  claims,  and  they  are  in  like  manner  autborifed  to  extend  the 
fame  in  particular  cafes.  They  fhall  receive  teflimony,  books, 
papers,  and  evidence  in  the  fame  latitude,  and  exercife  the  like 
difcretion  and  powers  refpeding  that  fubje£l ;  and  fhall  decide  the 
claims  in  quefiion  according  to  the  merits  pf  the  feveral  cafes,  and 
to  juftice,  equity,  and  the  laws  of-  nations;  The  award  of  the 
commiflioitbrs,  or  any  fuch  three  of  them  as  aforefaid,  fhall  in  all 
cafes  be  final  and  conclufive,  both  a^  to  the  juflice  of  the  claim, 
and  the  amount  of  the  fum  to  be  paid  to  the  claimant ;  and  his 
Britannic  Majefty  unde;takes  to  caufe  the  fame  to  be  paid,  to  fuch 
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claimant  m  fpccic,  without  any  dedu&ioti,  at  fuch  place  or  plzCcSf 
and  at.  fuch  time  or  times,  as  fhall  be  awarded  by  the  fame  com- 
mifTionerSf  and  on  condition  of  fuch  releafes  or  dffignmeots  to  be 
given  by  the  claimants,  as  by  the  faid  commiiEoners  may  be  di* 
jeftcd. 

And  whereas  certain  merchants  and  others,  his  Ms^efty'sfubjefis, 
complain,  that  in  the  courfeof  the  war,  they  have  fuftained  lofs 
and  damage  by  reafon  of  the  capture  of  the  veflels  and  merchandize 
taken  within  the  linlits  and  jnrifdidion  of  the  States,  and  brought 
into  the,  ports  of  the  fame,  or  taken  by  veflels  originally  armed  in 
ports  of  the  faid  States, 

It  is  a^^reed,  that  in  all  fuch  cafes  where  reftitiition  Qiall  not 
have  been  made  agreeably  to  the  tenor  of  the  letter  from  Mr. 
Jefferfon  to  Mr.  Hammond,  dated  at  Philadelphia,  Sept.  .5,  17931 
a  copy  of  which  is  annexed  to  this  treaty;  the  complaints  of  the 
parties  fliall  be,  and  hereby  are  referred  to  the  commiffioners  to 
be  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  article,  who  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  proceed  in  the  like  manner  relative  to  thefe  as  to 
the  other  cafes  committed  to  them ;  and  the  United  States  undertake 
to  pay  to  the  complainants,  or  claimants,  in  fpecie,  without  deduc- 
tion,  the  amount  of  fuch  fums  as  fliall  be  awarded  to  them  refpec- 
tively  by  the  faid  commifl]oners,and  at  the  times  and  places  whi(^  in 
fuch  awards  fliall  be  fpeglfied ;  and  on  condition  of  fuch  releafes  or 
aflSgnments  to  be  given  by  the  claimants  as  in  the  faid  awards 
may  be  direfted:  And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  not  only  the  new 
exifling  cafes  of  both  defcriptions,  but  alfo  all  fuch  as  ihall  exift 
at  the  time  of  exchanging  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty,  fliall 
\>e  confidered  within  the  provifions,  intent,  and  meaning  of  this 
article, 

Vf  II.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  the  commiffioners  mentioned 
in  the  tWo  preceding  articles  fliall  be  refpeftively  paid  in  fuch  a 
manner  as  Ihall  be  agreed  between  the  two  parties ;  fuch  agree- 
ment being  to  be  fettled  at  the  time  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations of  this  treaty.  And  all  other  expences  attending  the  faid 
commiffioners  fliall  be  defrayed  jointly  by  the  two  parties,  the 
fame  being  previoufly  afcertained  and  allowed  by  the  majority  of 
the  commiffioners.  And  in  the  cafe  of  death,  ficknefs,  or  neccT- 
fary  abfence,  the  place  of  every  fuch  commiffioner  refpefiively 
ihall  be  fupplied  in  the  fame  manner  as  fuch  commiffioner  was  ap- 
pointed, and  the  new  commiffioners  fliall  take  the  fame  oath  or 
affirmation,  a;id  do  the  fame  duties. 

IX.  It  is  agreed  that*  Britifli  fubje6ls,  who  now  hold  lands  in 
the  territories  of  the  United  States ;  and  American  citizens,  who 
now  hold  lands  in  the  dominions  of  his  Majefty,  .fliaU  continue  to 
hold  them  according  to  the  nature  and  tenure  of  their  refpeiSive 
ftates  and  titles  therein ;  and  may  grant,  (ell,  or  devife  the  fame 
to  whom  they  pleafe,  in  like  manner  as  if  they  were  natives;  and

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Provided  alfo,  that  it  fhall  and  mzy  be  lawful^  dutlu  the  fame 
period,  for  Britifli  veflels  to  Imjport  from  the  fald  Iflandf  into  the 
united  States,  and  to  export  trom  the  United  States  to  die  faid 
iflands,  all  articles  ivhatever,  being  of  the  growth,  produce^  or 
inanufadure  of  the  faid  iflands,  or  of  the  United  States  re- 
fpeAivelv,  which  now  may  by  the  laws  of  the  faid  States  l>e  To 
imported  and  exported.  And  that  the  cargoes  of  the  faid  Britifli 
veflek  fhall  be  lubjed  to  no  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges^ 
than  fliall  be  payable  on  the  fame  articles,  if  fo  imported  or  ex- 
ported in  American  veflels. 

It  is  agreed  that  this  article,  and  every  matter  and  thing  therein 
Contained,  fliall  continue  to  be  in  force  during  the  continuance  of 
the  war  in  which  his  Majefty  is  now  engageq ;  and  alfo  for  two 
years,  from  and  after  the  day  of  the  (ignature  of  the  preliminary 
or  other  articles  of  peace  by  which  the  fame  may  be  terminated* 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  faid  term* 
the  two  contracting  parties  will  endeavour  further  to  regulate  their 
commerce  in  this  refpe£t,  accordins;  to  the  fituatton  In  which  hi$ 
Majcfty  may  then  find  himfelf  with  refpe£t  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
and  with  a  view  to  fuch  arrangements  as  may  bed  conduce  to  the 
mutual  advantage  and  extenfion  of  commerce. 

And  the  faid  parties  will  then  alfo  renew  their  difcuffions,  and 
endeavour  to  agree,  whether  In  any  or  what  cafes,  neutral  veflcit 
ihall  proted  enemy's  property;  and  in  wlut  cafes,  provUionsand 
other  articles,  not  generally  contraband,  may  become  fuch*  But 
in  the  mean  time,  their  conduA  towards  each  other  in  thele  re- 
fpe£ls  (hall  be  regulated  by  the  articles  hereinaftl^r  inferted  on 
thofe  fubjefis. 

XI I L  His  Majefty  confents  that  the  veflels  belonging  to  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America  (hall  be  admitted  ana 
hefpitably  received  in  all  the  fea  ports  and  harbotirs  of  the  Britifli 
territories  in  the  Eaft  Indies.  And  that  the  citit^ns  of  the  faid 
United  States  may  freely  carry  on  a  trade  between  the  faid  telri'* 
tories  and  the  faid  United  States  in  all  articles  of  Syhich  the  im* 

Sortation  or  exportation  refpedively  toor  from  the  faid  territories, 
tail  not  be  entirely  prohibited.  Provided  only,  that  It  fliall  not 
be  lawful  for  them,  in  any  time  of  war  between  the  Britifli  go* 
vemment  and  any  other  power  or  ftate  whatever,  to  export  from 
the  faid  territories,  without  the  fpecial  permiflion  of  the  Britiih 
eovernment  there,  any  military  ftores  or  naval  flores.or  rice.  The 
citizens  of  the  United  States  mall  pay  for  their  veflels,  when  ad* 
mitted  irito  the  faid  ports,  no  other  or  higher  tonnage  duty  than 
Ihall  be  payable  on  Britifli  veflels  when  admitted  into  the  ports  of 
the  Unitea  States.  And  they  fliall  pay  no  other  or  higher  duties 
or  chaises  on  the  importation  or  exportation  of  tbe  cargoes  of  the 
faid  veflels,  than  fliall  be  payable  on  the  fame  articles  when  im- 
ported or  exported  in  Britifli  veflels.    But  it  is  exprefsly  agreed, 
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tbt  die  vdlels  of  the  United  States  ihall  not  carry  eny  of  the  artU 
cW  exported  by  tfaem  ffom  the  faid  Britifli  territories  to  any  pof| 
or  place,  except  to  fome  port  or  place  in  America^  where  the 
iame  (hall  be  unladen»  and  fuch  regulations  (hall  be  adopted  by 
both  parties,  as  (hall  from  time  to  time  be  found  nece(rary  to  en- 
force the  due  and  faithful  dbfervance  of  this  (lipulation. 

It  is  alfo  underftood^  that  the  permi(&on  granted  by  this  article 
is  not  to  extend  to  allow  the  ve(rel8  of  the  United  States  to  carry. 
on  any  part  of  the  coafting  trade  of  the  faid  Briti(h  territories ;  bu( 
veflels  goiM  with  their  original  cargoes,  or  part  thereof^  from  one 
port  of  difcnarge  to  another^  are  not  to  be  con(idered  as  carrying 
on  the  coafting  trade.  Neither  is  this  article  to  be  condrued  to 
allow  the  Citizens  of  the  faid  States  to  fettle  or  re(ide  within  the 
^aid  territories,  or  to  go  into  the  interior  parts  thereof,  without  the 
peimUTion  of  the  Britt(h  government  eftabli(hed  there;  and 
af  any  tranfgreffion  (hould  be  attempted  againft  the  regula** 
dons  of  the  Sritilh  government  in  this  refpeS,  the  obfervance 
of  the  fame  (hall  and  may  be  enforced  againft  the  citizens  of 
America,  in  the  fame  manner  as  againft  Britifli  fubjeSs  or  others 
tranfgreffing  the  fame  rule*  And  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  'whenever  they  arrive  in  any  port  or  harbour  in  the 
faid  territories,  or  if  they  fliould  be  permitted  in  manner  aforefaid  to 
go  CO  any  other  place  therein,  (hail  always  be  fubjedi  to  the  laws* 

Svemment,  ana  jurifdidion  of  what  nature  eftabli(bed  in  fuch 
rbour,  port,  or  place,  according  as  the  fame  may  be  \  the  citv* 
Tjcns  of  the  United  States  may  alio  touch  for  refre(hment  at  the 
tfland  of  St*  Helens^,  but  fubje£l  in  all  refpeds  to  fuch  regulations 
as  tl|e  Britifli  government  may  from  time  to  time  eftablifli  there. 

XIV.'  There  fliall  be  between  all  the  dominions  df  his  Maiefty 
in  Europe,  and  the  territories  of  the  United  States,  a  reciprocal  and 

CtfcSt  liberty  of  commerce  and  navigation*  The  people  and  in- 
bitants  of  the  two  countries  refpe£^ively  ihall  have  liberty  freely 
and  feclurely,  and  without  hindrance  and  moleftation,  to  come  with 
their  (hips  and  cargoes  to  the  laods,  countries,  cities,  ports,  places^ 
and  rivers  within  the  domifrions  and  territories  aforefaid,  to  enter 
into  the  fame,  to  refort  there,  and  ft>  remain  and  refide  there 
without  any  limitation  of  time :  and  alfo  to  hire  and  poiTefs  houfea 
and  warehoufes  for  the  purpofes  of  their  commerce,  and  generally 
Ac  mtHJmnu  and  traders  on  each  fide  fliall  enjoy  the  moft  com* 
plcte  ppotedion  and.  feciurity  for  their  commerce,  but  fubje&  aU 
wajrs  aa  to  what  refpefis  this  article  to  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  the 
two  countries  refpeaively. 

XV.  It  is  agreed  that  no  other  or  higher  duties  flull  be  paid  by 
the  ihips  or  meidiandize  of  the  one  party  in  the  ports  of  the  other* 
than  fuch  as  are  paid  by  the  lilce  veiTels  or  merchandize  of  all  other 
naaiooa.  Nor  flball  any  other  or  higher  duty  be  impofed  in,  one 
CQuiitiy  on  the  importation  of  any  articles^  the  growthf  jpro* 
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Aice,  or  tnariblSaWe  of  thfe  o^ef,  <fiafe  irfe  or  Asffl  tfe  pkyate'tnl 
tfife  import  Jtioh  of 'the  like  articlet,  Being  Wthe  'growth,  bro-' 
Sictf  or  mariufa£lure  of  any  -other  fbt'cfgn  country.  *  Nor  mall 
aVy  prohibition  Ke  Ifnbofeci  oh  the  ciportatidn  oV  fmjiottatio'h  of 
any  Articles  to  bt  from  the  territories  otthe  two  jjartife  refpcftiVcly, 
which  (hall  hot  equally  extend  to  all  bth'er  hationfe. 

Biit  the  Britifh  govemm'ent  refervcs  to  itfelf  the  K^lit  of  'fm- 
pofirig  on  American  veirefsjenfering  ihto'the  Br itWh  ports  m  EuYdpfc 
a  tonnage  Huty  ^'qual  to  that  whigh  ftall  be  jiaj^abfe  t^  Bfitifli 
veffelis  in  the  ports  of  America ;  ahtialfo  fuchflbfy  as  may  bfe  dtfc- 
quate  to  countervail  the  dilference  of  "diity  how  payabrc  bh  thte 
importation  of  European  ^nd  Afiatic  goods,  when  im^oftcalritb 
the  United  Stated  ?n  Britifti  drm  AmerKan  Veflfely. 

The  two  parties  igfee  to  treat  for  tfle  rhbfc  eblaft  eduklizkfibn 
of  the  duties  oh  the  refpeflive  navi^tion  of  tHeir,  fuWefts  ^nd 
people  in  foch  hiariher  as  maybcinoft  beneficial  tbthe  "wb  douri* 
.tries.  The^arrangeniehts  for  this  pur jpbfe  fliall.  be  mWde  'at  'the 
fenie  time  with  tiicfe  mentioned  *at1hb  c6riclafibn  bf  "the  twelfth 
ariicfe  of  thts'treafy,.  and  are  lo  Be  confidered  as  >  ^krt  thefeof. 
In  the  interval  it  is  agreed,  th^t  ihe  United  Stages  Will  hot  tnipble 
any.  hew  or  additional  tonnage  duties' oh  Britilh  veflXls^nbr  intreafe 
'the  now  fubfiflihg  'difFerence  "between  the 'dutie's  payable  on  the 
importatrbh  of  any  articles  in  Britifh  or  in  Anierlcin  vdlTels, 
.  aVI.  It  fhall  be  free  'for  the  twb  contrafting  parties  refpec- 
tively  to  appoint  corifuls  for  the  prbteSlbn  of  tta'de,  to  kfefide'itt  the 
"dominions  and  tfcrKtbrfes  aforefafd,  ;ihd  the  fiJd  cbnTuls  fhair 
ehjby  thofe  liberties  and  rights  which  belong  tb  thehi  by  reafoifi  of 
their  fuhaion.  But  beiFore  'any  conftl  ft  all  aft  '^s  Iflch*,  'hc'lhill 
Tie  In  the  irfual  foVqi's  approved  khd'iidmftted  By  the 'party  to 
whom  he  is  Tent ;  and  it  is  hereby' declared  to  be  taWfnl  ahd  pro- 
per, that  in  cafe  of  illc?gal  or  ih^proper  conduft  •towards  the  laws

XVilL  i n/brder  to  regulate  ^hat  is  in  fature  to  be  deetne<( 
contraband  of  war,  it  is /agreed,-  that  under  the  fxid  denomkiatioii 
flnfti  bccdmiRrifed  ^Hftrtns  and  iibplementsTerving  for  i!he  piir- 
pofin  of  war,  by  I^md  or  by  fea,  fudi  as  cahnon,^mufquetS)  mor- 
tars,  »petards,  boinbs,  grenadoes^^  carcafes,  fauciflfes,  carriages  for 
egatamf  mofqtret*refts,  bandolierSi  gunpdwder,  match,  fahpetre^ 
ballf  pike9,  fwords,  head^pieces,  cuiraflfes,  halberts,  lanceis,  ja^ 
ireimS)  faoirfe  furniture,  holilers,  behs,  and  generally  all  dther 
impleinents  6f  war;  -asalfo  timber  for  ibip-building,  tar  or  rofini 
^apperinihbeis,  fails,  hemp  arid  cbrdage>  and  generally  whatever 
may  ierve  dtiedly  to  the  equipment  of  vefleb,  unwrdught  iron  and 
fefiihaite  only  excepted ;  and  all  the  above  articles  arb  hereby  de« 
claf«dto  be  juft  objeds  of  confi(cation)  whene^r  they  are  atteitipN 
M-to  1)6  carried  to  an  enemy. 

And  whereas  the  difficulty  of  agrdein^  on  the  pieeife  cafes  4fi 
Whidi  alori^  rirovKinils  and  other  articles  not  generally  contr^b^nd, 
inii3rbe  regaraed'us  foch,  tenders  it  exj^edient  to  provide  againft  the 
iiicciliveniendes  and  mifuhderflandings  which  might  thence  ^rifec 
it  is  ftiHher  agreed,  that  whenever  any  fuch  articles  fo  becomhig 
Cdntraband  a^cotding  to  theexifling  laws  of  nations,  ihall  for  that 
reafiraibe  feized,  the  fame  (hall  not  be  confifcated,  but  the  owher^ 
thereof  (ball  be'lpeedily  and  completely  indemnified ;  and  thje  cap^

And  whereas  it  frequently  happens  that  vefiels  fail  for  aijpoi^  M 
|>lace  belMgmg  to^an  enemy,  withodt  knowihg  tliat  the  fank  is 
'ddier  befieged,  blookaded,  or  tnvei^ed;  it  is  agreed,  that  every 
vefllbi  fo  circumftanced  may  be  tunnfd  «way  from  fuch  port  <fr 
*'tlhce,  but  llie  itiall'notbedetalned,  nor  her  cargo,,  if  ^ot  oemtm* 
baiid^  be'coniifdated^  unlefs  after  notice:  il^e^aU  again  a^tenftpt^o 
'enter;  but  ihe  ftall'be  pemrittedtnigq  to  any  other  "port  or  place 
fte  may  thhik ^i%f«r ;  fior 'fliaUatiy  veflel or  goods  of  eithei-  party 
that  may  {have  enter^  Into'fuchpol'tbr  place  before  the  fame  wils 
beiieged,  blockaded,  orinveftedby  the  other,  and  be  found  the»i|i 
Wm^itieipdltxAidti  or  f^r^nd^r  of  Ibch  place,  be 'liable  ko  iokifffca- 
HkMi^'  but  iBiatif  b«  reftoYedi  to^  the  owners  or  proprietors  ihereoff. 
'   'XIX.  Aisd  that  ikiore  libundant.care  be  taken  for  the  fecurity  of

-Itflimvi^litthtir  foi^erttlg  in^riis'  by:tl|e men  of  wkr  or  privateers 
Hrt  >ahkerJp^fr  allmdcHtioimievsof  ibips  of  ^&r  and  privateeis, 
•^  and 
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and  all  odierd  thi  faid  fubjefis  and  citixeaSf  Audi  forbear  toido  ttjf 
damage  to  thofe  of  the  other  party^  or  oonunitting  aoy  outrage 
againft  them  ;  and  if  they  zGt  to  the  contrary^  they  £all  bepunifli* 
cd,  and  (hall  alfo  be  bound  in  their  perlbns  and  eftaites  to  make 
fatisfadion  and  reparation  fbralldanu^s,  and  the  intcffeft  thereof/ 
of  whatever  nature  the  faid  damages  may  be* 

For  thia  caufe,  all  commanders  of  privateers  before  they  recdve 
their  commiiEonSy  ihall  hereafter  be  obliged  to  gtve^  before  a  com* 
petent  judge^  fufficient  iecurity  by  at  lesA  tworeljponfible  furetiesy 
who  have  no  intereft  in  the  faid  privateer,  each  of  whom^  togedier 
with  the  faid  commander,  (hall  be  jointly  and  feverally  bound  in 
the  fum  of  fifteen  hundred  pounds  flerling,  or  if  fuch  ihip  be  pro« 
vided  with  dbove  one  hundred  and  fifty  feanoen  or  foldiers^  in  the 
fum  of  three  thoufand  pounds  fterling,  to  fatisfy  all  damages  and 
injuries  which  the  (aid  privateer*  or  officers*  or  men*  or  any  of 
them*  may  do  or  commit  during  their  cniife*  contrary  to  the  tenor 
of  this  treaty*  or  to  the  laws  and  inftrudions  for  regulating  their 
ipndud ;  and  further*  that  in  all  cafes  of  aggreffioo*  the  tadd 
oommiilions  fhall  be  revoked  and  annulled. 

It  is  alfo  agreed*  that  whenever  a  judge  of  a  court  of  admiralty 
of  either  of  the  parties  fhall  pronounce  lentence  againft  any  veflfel 
of  goods  or  property  belonging  to  the  fubjeds  or  citizens  of  the 
other  party*  a  formal  and  duly  authenticated  copy  of  all  the  pro** 
/ceedi^gs  in  the  caufe*  and  of  the  faid  fentence*  Aall*  if  required, 
be  delivered  4o  the  commander  of  the  faid  veffel  without  the  fmalleft 
delav*  he  paying  all  legal  fees  and  demands  for  the  fame* 
*  AX«  It  b  further  agreed,  that  both  the  faid  contra&ing  parties 
Aall  not  only  refufe  to  receive  any  pirates  into  any  of  their  ports^ 
bavens*  or  towns*  or  permit  any  of  their  inhabitants  to  rec^ive^ 
proted*  harbour,  conceal*  or  ailift  them  in  any  manner,  but  will 
bring  to  condign  puni(hment  all  fuch  inhabitants  as  fhall  be  guilty 
of  fuch  z&t  or  ofences. 

And  all  their  fhips,  with  the  goods  or  merchandizes  taken  by 
them*  and  brought  into  the  port  of  either  of  the  faid  parties*  fhall 
be  feized  as  far  as  they  can  be  difcovered*  and  fhall  be  reflored  to 
the  owners*  or  the  fadors  or  agents  duly  deputed  and  authorifed  in 
writing  by  them*  (proper  evidence  being  firft  in  the  court  of  admi- 
ralty for  proving  the  property,)  even  in  cafe  fuch  effe^s  fbould 
bave  paifed  into  other  hands  by  fale*  if  it  be  proved  that  the  buyers 
knew  or  had  good  reafbn  to  believe  or  fuljpe&  that  they  had  been 
piratically  taken. 

XXI.  It  is  likewife  agreed*  that  the  fubjeds  and  citizens  of 
the  two  nations  fhall  not  do  any  a^s  of  hoflility  or  violence  againft 
each  other*  nor  accept  commifBons  or  inflruAions  (b  to  aA  from 
any  foreign  prince  or  flate*  enemies  to  the  other  party :  nor  ihaU 
the  enemies  of  one  of  the  parties  be  permitted  to  invite*  or  endoa* 
▼our  to  enliit  in  the  cpilitary  fervioe  any  9£  the  fubje£U  or.  citiseas 
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^  die  other  party ;  and  the  bws  asainft  all  fuch  offences  (hall  be 
punOually  executed*    And  if  any  fubjeA  or  citizen  of  the  faid- 
parties  refpedively  (hall  accept  any  foreign  commiiiion  or  letters 
of  manjue  for  arming  any  veuel  to  a£t  as  a  privateer  againft  the' 
the  other  party^*  atid  be  taken  by  the  -other  party,  it  is  hereby  de« ' 
dared  to  be  lawful  for  the  faid  party  to  treat  and  puni(h  the  faid 
fabjed  or  citizen  having  fuch  commiflion  or  letters  of  marque,  aa 
a  pirate.       * 

XXII;  It  Iff  exprefsly  ftipulated  that  neither  of  the  faid  con*- 
tra&tAg  parties  will  order  or  authorife  any  ads  of  reprifal  againft 
the  other,  on  complaints  of  injuries  or  daiirages,  until  the  faid 
party  fliall  firft  have  prefented  to  the  other  a  (latement  thereof, 
verified  by  competent  proof  and  evidence,  and  demanding  juftice 
and  latisfaAion,  and  the  fame  fhall  either  have  been  retufed  or 
unreirfbnably  delayed. 

X'XIII.  The  fliips  of  war  of  each  of  the  contrafting  par- 
ties ihall  at  all  times  be  hofpitably  received  into  the  ports  of  the 
other,  their  officers  and  crews  paying  due  refped  to  the  laws  and 
government  of  the  country.  The  officers  (hall  be  treated  with  that- 
refpeA  which  is  diie  to  the  commiflions  which  they  bear;  and  if 
any  infult  fliould  be  offered  to  them  by  any  of  the  inhabitants,  all 
offenders  in  this  refpeA  ihall  be  punifhed  as  difturbers  of  the  peace 
and  amity  between  the  two  countries.     And  his  Majefty  confents* 
liiat  in  cafe  an  American  veflel  (hould,  by  ftrefs  of  weather,  danger 
from  enemies,  or  other  misfortunes,  be  reduced  to  the  neceifity  of 
fteiuiig  flielter  in  any  of  his  Majefty*s  ports,  intowhich  fuch  veffel 
codM.  not  in  ordinary  cafes  claim  to  be  admitted,  (he  fliall^  on  ^ 
manifefling  that  neceffity  to  the  fatisfaAion  of  the  government  of ' 
Ae  Vi9ctf  be  hofpitably  received  and  permitted  to  refit  and  to  pur** 
chile  at  the  market  price  fuch  neceflaries  as  (he  may  ftand  in  need 
of,  conformably  to  nich  orders  and  regulations  as  the  government 
of  the  place,  having  refpedl  to  clrcumftances  of  each  cafe,  (hall 
prefcribe«    She  (hall  not  be  allowed  to  break  bulk  or  unload  her 
cargo,  imlefs  the  fame  (hall  be  hnafide  neceflkry  to  her  being  re- 
fitt^ ;  nor  Ihall  (be  be  permitted  to  fell  any  part  of  her  cargo, 
teleft  fb  much  only  as  may  be  neceflary  to  defray  her  expences^

and  good  underAanding. 

XXVII.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  his  Majcfty  and  the 
United  States,  on  mutual  requifitions,  by  them  refpeftively,  or 
by  their  refpe£tive  minifters  or  officers  authorifcd  to  make  the 
fame,  will  deliver  up  to  juftice  all  perfons  who  being  charged 
vith  murder  or.forgery  committed  within  the  jurifdiAion  of  either^ 
fliall  feek  an  afylum  within  any  of  the  countries  of  the  other,  pro- 
vided that  this  (hall  only  be  done  on  fuch  evidence  of  criminality^ 
as,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  place  where  the  fugitive  or  perfon 
fo  charged  (hall.be  founds  would  juftify  his  apprehenfion  and  com« 
mitment  for  trial,  if  the  offence  had  there  been  committed.  The 
expence  of  fuch  appreheniion  and  delivery  (hall  be  borne  and  de* 
fraved  by  thofe  who  make  the  requi(itipn  and  receive  the  fugitive.' 

aXVIII.  It  is  agreed  that  the  firft  ten  articles  of  this  treaty 
(hall  be  permanent,  ^nd  that  the  fubfequent  articles,  except  the 
twelfth,  (hall  be  limited  in  their  duration  to  twelve  years,  to  be 
computed  from  the  day  on  which  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty 
(hall  bp  exchanged,  but  fully  fubje£l  to  this  condition :  that 
whereas  the  faid  twelfth  article  will  expire  by  the  limitation 
therein  contained,  at  the  end  of  two  years  from  the  (igning  the 
preliminary  or  other  articles  of  peace,  which  (hall  terminate  the 
prefentwar  in  which  his  Majefty  is  engaged,  it  is  agreed  that 
proper  meafures  (hall  by  concert  be  taken  for  bringing  the  fubjeft 
of  that  article  into  amicable  treaty  and  difcudion  fo  early  betore 
the  expiration  of  the  faid  term,  as  that  new  arrangements  on  that 
head  may  by  that  time  be  perfeded  and  ready  to  take  place ;  but 
if  it  Oiould  unfortunately  happen  that  his  Majefly  and  the  United 
States  (hould  not  be  able  to  agree  on  fuch  new  arrangements,  in 
that  cafe  all  the  articles  of  this  treaty,  except  the  firft  ten,  Ihall 
then  ceafe  and  expire  together. 

Laftly.  This  treaty,  when  the  fame  (hall  have  been  ratified  by  his 
Majefty  and  by  the  Prefidenl  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  content  of  their  Senate,  and  the  refpeftive  ratifications  mu- 
tually exchanged,  (hall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on  hisMajefty  and 
on  the  faid  States,  and  (hall  be  by  them  refpeflively  executed  and 
obfervpd  w^th  punduality  and  the  moft  fincere  regard  to  good  faith; 
and  whereas  it  will  be  expedient,  in  order  the  better  to  facilitate 
intercourfe  and  obviate  difticulties,  that  other  articles  be  propofed 
and  added  to  this  treaty,  which  articles,  from  want  of  time  and 
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other  circumftances,  cannot  pow  be  perfeAed-^it  is  agreed/  that 
the  faid  parties  will,  from  time  to  time,  readily  treat  of  and  con- 
cerning fuch  articles,  and  will  fincerely  endeavour  to  form  tUem  as 
that  they  may  conduce  to  mutual  convenience,  and  tend  to  pro- 
mote mutual  fatisfadlion  and  friendship ;  and  that  the  faid  articles, 
after  having  been  dulv  ratified,  (hall  be  added  to,  and  malce  i  part 
of  this  treaty.  In  faith  whereof,  we,  the  linderfigncd  Minidcrs 
Plenipotentiary  of  bisMajefty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
United  States  of  America,  have  figncd  this  prefent  treaty,  and 
have,  caufed  to  be  affixed  thereto  the  feal  of  our  arms,*

Treaty  of  Dcfenfwe  Alliance  between  his  Britannic  Majejiy  and  the 
Emperor  of  Germany,     Signed  at  yienna^  the  toth  of  May^  1 795. 

ilJlS  Majefly  the  Emperor,  ahd  his  Majefty  the  K?ng  of  G/eat 
'*"*•  Britain,  being  defirous  to  renew  ijid  to  Ccmc;it  the  ancient 
relations  v)f  friendfhip  and  intimacy  between  their  crowns  and 
fheir  rcfpe6live  dominions,  as  well  as  to  provide,  in  a  folid  and 
permanent  manjjer,  for. their  future  fafety,  ind  for  tfhe  general 
tranquillity. of  Europe,  have  determined;  in  cbrifequence  of  thcfe 
falutary  views,  to  proceed  to  the  conclufiori  of  a  new  treaty  of 
alliance  \  and  they  have  nominated  for  th^t  oiirpofe,  viz.  his  Ma- 
jefty  the  Emperor,  his  adlual  privy  couniellor  and  Miniftef  for 
foreign  affairs.  Baron  de  Thngut,  and  his  Maje/ly  the  King  of 
iGreat  Britain,   Sir  Morton  Eden,  one  bf   his  Majefty's  privy 
counfellors,   knight  of  .the  Bath,  envoy  extraordinary,   and  mi- 
ni/ier  plenipotentiary  of  his  faid  Majefty,  at  the  couh  of  Vienna ; 
who,  after  having  compiunicatcd  to  each  other  their  fefpeflive 
full  powers,  Have  agreed. upon  the  following  articles: 
.    Article  I.  There  (hall  be  betw'ecri  his  Imperial  Majefty  and 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  their  heirs  and  AiccelTors,  and  between  all 
the  rcfpedive  dominions,  provinces;  and  ftibje£ls  6f  their  faid 
Majeftics,  a  perfcdl  and  finccre  good  underftanding,  friendfhip, 
and  defenfive  alliance.     The  high  cohtrading  parties  (hall  ufe  all 
their  endeavours  for  the  maintenance  of  their  common  interefts, 
and  (hall  employ  all  the  means  in  their  power  to  defend  :tnd  gua- 
rantee each  other  mutually  againft  every  hoftile  aggreflion. 

IL  The  high  contracting  parties  (hall  a£l  in  pcrfc A 'concert  iti 
every  thing  which  relates  to  the  re-eftabli(hment  and  to  the  main- 
tenance of  general  peace ;  and  they  (hall  employ  all  their  efforts 
Co  prevent,  by  the  means  of  friendly  negotiation,   the  Attacks

III.  In  Cftfo  either  of  tl)e:h!gh  contrufling  parties  Htould  bo 
attackodi  moteftedi  or  diAiirbed  in  the  paflbilion  of  itidominionMi 
tcrritoridti  or  cltioM  whatfocveri  or  in  the  cxercife  of  its  rights^ 
Iibertie8»  or  franchifcD  wherefocvcr,  atui  without  any  cxccntioni 
the  other  will  exert  all  its  endeavours  to  fuccour  ita  ally  without 
delay,  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

IV.  Their  Imperial  atul,I3rila^)nicMujc|iies  reciprocally  gua- 
rantee to  each  oth^ri  and  in  the  mod  exprel«  mann'cri  all  ttieir 
dominioni^  territoriesi  citiesi  rightsi  libertic»i  and  frant^hifca  what- 
foever,  fnch  ai  they  at  prcfent  poirefs,  and  fuch  as  they  (hall  pqP-  ^ 
fefs  at  the  conclufion  of  a  general  peace,  made  by  their  Conmu^n  **• 
agreement  and  coofenti  in  conformity  - )  their  mutual  engage* 
menu  in  that  refpeit  in, the  convention 'pf  the  30th  of  Augull» 
1793.  And  the  tafe  of  ihiLd^fenfive  alliance  (hall  exiilfrom  tho 
nnimeot  whenever  either  of  the  high  contracting  parties  (hall  bo 
diAurbed,  mole(t«d,  pr  djfquieted  in  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of 
its  .dominionsi  tei'ritorips,  citiesi  rights,  liberties,  or  irancliirca 
whaifoever,  according  to  the  ftate  of  a^ual  pgflclTion,  and  accord* 
ing  to  the  (late  of  polieflion  which  (t^aj)  cx>(l  at  the  above-men* 
tioned  epoch. 

V.  The  fuccc  to, be  mutuailily  furnjUied,  in  virtue  of  thli 
treaty,  (hall  conCiA  in  twenty  thoufand  infantry,  and  fix  thoufand 
cavalry,  iifhich  (hall  be  furni(hcd  it\  the  fpace  of  two  months  after 
requivtion  made  by  the  party  attacked,  and  (Itall  continue  to  be  at 
its  difpofttion  during  the  whole  courfe  of  the  war  in  which  it 
(lull  be  engaged.  Thefe  fuccours  (hall  be  paid  and  maintained 
by  the  po^er  reoulred,  wherever  its  ally  (hall  employ  them  \  but 
the  power  requirmg,  fliall  provide  them  With  the  ncccffary  bread 
and  fofage,  upqn  the  fame,  footing  witti  .its  own  troops. 

If  the  perty  requiring  prefers,  it  may  demand  the  fuccours  to 
be  furnifhed  in  money ;  and  in  that  cafe  the  fuccours  (hall  be 
computed  %x  the  following  rate,  that  is  to  fay,  ten  thoufand  Dutch 
florins  per  month  for  every  thoufand  infantry,  and  thirty  thoufand 
i>tttch  florins  per  month  for  every  thoufand  cavalry  t  and  thig 
money  (h4ll  be  paid  monthly*  in  equal  portions,  throughout  the 
wlude  ye4r. 

If.ttvafe  fuccovrs  (honld  not  funice  for  the  defence  of  the  power 
requiring,  the  other  party  (iu^ll  augment  them  according  as  the 
«ca(ion.  (hall  require,  and,, (hall  even  fuccour  its  ally  with  its    ' 
whiiie  forccii  if  the  drcumilances  fhould  render  tt  necefTary. 

VL  It  Is  agreed  that,  in  conlideration  of  the  Intimate  alliance, 
cllabliihcd  by  this  treaty  between  the  two  crowns,  neither  the 
tne  nor  the  other  of  the  high  contracting  parties  (hall  permit  the 
vefleti,  or  meh:handi;sf  belonging  to  its  ally,  or  to  the  people  or 
fubjeds  fi(  tti4llyi  aii^d  whdch  Oiall  hnv^  becn^  tak¥:n  at  (ea  by  any

Ihips  of  war  or  privateers  whatfoever,  belonging  to  enemies  or 
rebels,  to  be  brought  into  its  harbours  \  nor  any  ihip  of  war  or 
privateer  to  be  therein  armed,  in  any  cafe  or  under  any  pretext 
vrhatfoever,  in  order  to  cniife  againft  the  Ihips  and  property  of 
fuch  ally,  or  of  his  fubjeds ;  nor  that  there  be  conveyed  by  its 
fubjedsy  or  in  their  (hips,  to  the  enemies  of  its  ally,  anyprovi- 
fionsy  or  military  or  naval  ftores.  For  thefe  endsj,  as  often  as  it 
ihaU  be^ required  by  either  of  the  allies,  the  other  (hall  be  bound 
to  renew  exprefs  prohibitions,  ordering  all  perfons  to  conform 
themfelves  to  this  article,  upon  pain  of  exemplary  puniibment, 
in  addition  to  the  full  reftitotion  and  fatisfadion  to  be  made  to  the 
injured  parties. 

VIL  If,  notwithftanding  the  prohibition  and  penalties  above- 
mentioned,  any  veflels  (il  enemies  or  rebels  (hould  bring  into  the 
ports  of  either  of  the  high  contrading  partis  any  prizes  taken 
from  the  other,  or  from  its  fubje^,  the  former  (hall  oblige  tfaem 
to  quit  its  ports  in  the  fpace  of  twenty-four  hours  after  their  ar- 
rival, upon  pain  of  feizure  and  confifcation^;  and  the  crews  and 
paiTengers,  or  other  prifoners,  fubjeds  of  its  ally,  who  fliall  have 
been  brought  into  the  faid  ports,  {hall,  immediately  after  their  ar- 
rival, be  rcftored  to  their  full  liberty,  with  their  (hip  and  mer- 
chandize,  without  delay  or  exception.     And  if  any  veliel  whatfo* 
ever,  after  having  been  armed  or  equipped,  wlKf  y  or  partially,  in 
the  ports  of  either  of  the  allies,  Ihould  be  employed  in  taking 
prizes,  or  in  committing  hoftilities,  againft  the  fubjeds  of  the 
other,  fuch  veflel,  in  cafe  of  its  returning  into  the  faid  ports, 
ihall,  at.the  regulation  of  the  injured  parties,  be  feized  and  con- 
fifcated  for  their  benefit. 

The  high  contrading  parties  do  not  intend  that  the  ftipulatlons 
in  thefe  two  articles  Ihould  derogate  from  the  execution  of  ante* 
rior  treaties  aSually  exifting  with  other  powers ;  the  high  con«» 
tradling  parties  not  being,  however,  at  liberty  to  form  nevr  en- 
gagements hereafter  to  the  prejudice  of  the  faid  ftipulations. 

VIII.  Their  Imperial  and  Britannic  M^efties  engage  to  ratify 
the  prefent  treaty  of  alliance,  and  the  ratification  thereof  fhall  be 
exchanged  in  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  or  fboner,  if  it  can  be  done. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we,  the  underfigned,  being  furniflied  ^with 
the  full  powers  of  their  Imperial  and  Britannic  Majellies, 
have  figned  the  prefent  treaty  in  their  names,  and  have  caufed 
the  feals  of  our  arms  to  be  affixed  thereto.

nification  for  the  difFerence,  which,  according  to  a  juft  valuatioa 
at  the  time,  (hall  exift  between  the  expences  of  the  taking  into 
pay  and  fubfiftence  of  thofe  troops,  and  the  eftimate  in  Dulch 
florins,  which,  in  order  to  avoid  every  delay  of  difcudiqn,  has  beea 
adopted  in  the  above-mentioned  fifth  article,  in  conformity  to  tim 
eftimate  contained  in  ancient  treaties.

Their  Imperial  and  Britannic  Majefties  (hall  concert  together 
upon  the  invitation  to  be  given  to  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all 
the  RufTias,  in  order  to  form,  by  the  union  of  the  three  courts, 
in  confequence  of  the  intimate  connections  which  exift  already 
between  them,  a  fyftem  of  triple  alliance,  proper  for  the  re« 
eftabli(hment  and  maintenance  in  future  of  peace  and  general 
tranquillity  in  Europe. 

This  article  (hall  have  the  fame  force  as  if  it  were  inferted  ia 
the  prefent  treaty.

In  the  Name  of  the  ,Mofi  Holy  Trinity, 

TJIS  Britannic  Majefty,  and  her  Majefty  the  Emprefs  of  all  the 
•*'"*•  Ruflias,  animated  with  a  defire  equally  fmcere  to  ftrengthen 
more  and  more  the  ties  of  friendfhip  and  good  underflanding  which 
fo  happily  fubfift  between  them  and  their  refpeSive  monarchies, 
h^ve  thought  that  nothing  would  more  effedually  contribute  to 
this  falutary  end  than  the  conchilion  of  a  treaty  of  defenfive  al* 
liance,  concerning  which  they  (hould  occupy  themfelvcs  forth- 
'wjtfiy  and  whic^  fhpuld  haye  for  bafis  the  ftipulations  of  fimilar 
treaties  which  have  aljeady  been  heretofore  concluded^  and  have 
made  the  objefts  of  the  moft  intimate  union  between  the  two 
empires.  For  this  purpofe  their  faid  Majefties  have  named  for 
their  plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to  fay,  his  Britannic  Majefty. 
Sir  Charles  Whitworth,  his  envoy  extraordinary  and  miniftcr 
plenipotentiary  to  her  Imperial  MajeAy  of  all  the  Ruflias,  knight 
of  the  order  o^  the  Bath  ;  and  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the 
RufliaSy  the  Sieur  John  Count  Ofterman,  her  vice-chanceltbr, 
&c«  &c.  &c.  who,  after  haying  mutually  exchanged  their  full 
powers,  found  to  be  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  upon  the 
following  articles : 

Article  I.  Thcfe  (hall  be  a  fmcere  and  conftant  friendfliip  be- 
tween his  Britannic  Majefty  ancl  her  Majefty  ttie  Emprefs  of  all 
the  Ruftias,  their  heirs  and  fucceftbrs,  and,  in  confequence  of  this 
intimate  union,  the  high  contracting  parties  (hall  nave  nothing 
more  ftrongly  at  heart  than  to  promote,  by  all  poiffible  means,  their 
piutual  inferefts,  to  avert  from  each  other  whatever  might  caqfe 
thenr  any  injury,  damage,  or  prejudice,  and  to  maintain  them* 
felyes  reciprocally  in  the  undifturbed  pofleftion  of  their  dominions/ 
rights,  commerce,  and  prerogatives  whatfoever,  by  guaranteeing 
reciprocally  for  this  purpofe  all  their  countries,  dominions,  and 
pofleflions,  as  well  fuch  as  they  aAually  poffefs,  as  thofe  which 
they  may  acquire  by  tre^ity. 

11/  If,  notwithftanding  the  efforts  .which  they  (hall  employ,  by- 
common  confent,  in  order  to  obtain  this  end,  it  ihould  neverthe- 
lefs  happen  that  one  of  them  (hould  be  attacked  by  Tea  or  land, 
the  other  (hall  furnifh  him,  immediately  on  the  requilitiori  being 
jnade,  ihe  fuccours  ftipulated  by ,  the  following  articles  of  this 
treaty. 

Hi.  His  Britannic  Majefty,  and  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all 
the  Ruflias  declare,  however,  that  in  contracting  the  pre(ent  al- 
liance, their  intention  is  by  no  means  to  give  offence  thereby,  or 
to  ipjure  any  one,  but  that  their  fole  intention  is  to  provide  bv 
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tiffe  en^gem^nts  for  tlieir  reciprocal  advantage  and  fecurity^  ak 
well  as  for  the  rc-eftaHllhnient  of  peace,  and  for  the  maihtenanCii 
of  the  general  tranquillity  of  Etnrope,  ahd  above  all^  that  of  tH6 
Nortli. 

IV.  As  the'twohtgh  cohtradlng  parties  profefs  the  fame  defiW 
to  tender  to  each  othei'  their  mutual  (ticcours  ais  advahtageous  as 
poflibfe^  and  as  the  natural^  force  of  Ruflia  confifts  in  land  troop^^ 
whilrt  Great  Brifaih  can  pri'ncipaHy  furriiih  fhips  of  war*,  it  is 
agreed  upon,  ths^  if  his  Britannic  Majefty  (hbuld  l^e  attacked  OV 
difturbed  by  any  oth^t  power,  and' in  whatever  nianhei*  kt  might 
be,  iti  the  poflTcltion  of  his  dominiohs  and  provinces,  fo'that  M 
ihould  think  it  necelTary  to  require  the  afliftance  of  his  ally,  Hieif 
Inip'erial  Majeily  6f  all'  the  Ruflias  fliall  fend  him'  immipdiatdly 
ten  thonfahd  infantry,  and  two  thbufand  horfe.  If,  oii  the  other 
hand,  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  RiufHas  (hould  find  herfell 
attaCKtd  ot  diflurbed  by  any  other  power,  and  in  whatever  manner 
it  may  be,  in  the  pofleffion  of  her  dominions  and  provincesi  fd 
that  flie  (hould  think  it  htcefhrf  to  require  the  afliilance  of  her 
ally,  his  Britannic  Mafefty  fliall  fend  her  forthwith  a  fqiiadron  Of 
twelve  ftiips.of  war  and  of  the  fine,  carrying  708  guns,  according 
to  the  following  lift:  two  fhips  of  74  guns,  making  together  14! 
guns,  and  the  crews  960  men ;  fix  fhips  of  60  guns',  hiakl^g 
360  guns,  and  (he  crews  2400  m6h  ;  four  fhips  of  50  guns^ 
inaking  aobgtins,  and  the  crews'  i20d  lAen.  In  the  ^o!e,  tw'dvd 
Ihips,  708  guns,  and  thte  crews  4560  men.  This  fqiMdfott  fhall 
be  properly  equipped  and  armed  for  waif,  Thefe  fuccbur^  fhaH 
be  fcfp^aively  fent  fo  the  places  Which  fhall  be  fpe^ified  bjr  thd 
ft<Juiring  partv>  and  fhall  remain  af  hid^  f#ee  ii(pobA  J^  long  a< 
hoftillties  fiialMafta 

V-  But  it  the  h'ature  of  (he  attack  were  fiich^  as  thaf4he  party 
attacked  (hould  hoi  fliid  it  to  bis  interefl  to  denriand  the  eflle^ivd 
fitcoburs^  fuch  ts  they  have  been  ftipuUted  for  in  the  preceding 
article,  in  that  cafe  the  two  high  contrading  powers  halve  refofved 
to  change  tHe  Aid  fliccotir  into  a  pecuhiary  fubfidy ;  that  is  to  fay,* — 
if  his  Britannic  Majefty  fhould  be  attacked,  and  fhould  prefer  pe^ 
cuniary  (uccours,  her  Imperial  Msfjefty  of  all  th«  Rufflasy  affef 
the  requifition  having  beeti  previoufly  made,  fhall  piy  to  him  thtf 
fum  of  five  hundred  thdtifand  rubles  yearly,  during  the  whole  conf' 
tinuance  of  hoftiiitie's,  to  ailift  hini  to  fupport  the  expenccs  of 
the  war ;  atld  if  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruflias  fhould  h6 
attacked,  and  fhould  prefer  pecuniary  fuccours,  his  Britannic  Ma* 
jeftr  fliall  furhifli  her  with  the^  fame  ftim  yearly,  as  long  aa 
hoftilities  (hall  laft. 

VL  If  the  pirty  feqirfred,  after  having  furnifhed  the  fuccour 
ftiptilated  in  th^  fourth  article  of  this  treaty,  fhould  be  hiihfelf  zU 
tacked>  (o  as  io  piit  him  thereby  under  the  neceflity  of  re-calling 
hit  troops  for  bis  own  fafety^  be  fhall  be  at  liberty  to  do  foy  aftet 
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having  informed  the  requiring  party  thereof  two  months  hefore* 
band.  In  like  manner,  if  the  party  required  were  himfelf  at  war 
at  the  tiQie  of  the  requidtion,  fo  that  he  fliould  be  obliged  to  re- 
tain near  himfelf,  for  his  own  proper  fecurity  and  defence,  the 
forces  which  he  is  bound  to  furnifh  to  his  ally  in « virtue  of  this 
treaty ;  in  fuch  cafe  the  party  required  fball  be  difpenfed  from  fur- 
liiihing  the  faid  fuccour,  fo  long  as  the  faid  necefl|ty  (hall  laft, 

VI L  The  Ruffian  auxiliary  troops  ihall  be  provided  with  field 
iu:tillery,  ammunition,  and  every  thing  of  which  they  may  iland 
in  need,  in  proportion  to  their  number.  They  (hall  be  paid  and 
jrecruited  annually  by  the  requiring  court.  With^  regard  to  the 
.prdinary  rations  and  portions  of  provifions  and  forage,  as  well  as 
quarters,  they  ihall  be  furnifhed.  to  them  by  t,he  requiring  court, 
the  whole  on  the  footiug  upon  which  his  own  troops  are  or  (hall 
be  maintained  in  the  field  or  in  quarters^ 

VI 11*  In  cafe  the  faid  Ruffian  auxiliary  tropps  required  by  his 
Britannic  Majefty  ibould  be  obliged  to  march  by  land,  and  to 
traverfe  the  dominions  of  any  other  powers,  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty ihall  ufe  his  endeavours  jointly  with  her  Imperial  Majefty  of 
all  the  Ruffias,  to  obtain  for  them  a  free  pafTage,  and  ihall  fup- 
ply  them  on  their  march  with  the  neceifary  provifions  and  forage 
in  the  manner  ftipulated in  the  preceding  article;  and  when  they 
ihall  have  to  crofs  the  fea,  his  Britannic  Majefty  ihall  take  upon 
Jb^mfelf  either  to  tranfport  them  in  his  own  fiiips,  or  to  defray  the 
cxpences  of  their  paiTage ;  the  fame  is  alfo  to  be  underftood,  as  well 
ivith  regard,  to  th^  recruits  which  her  Imperial  Majefty  will  be 
^liged  to  fend  to  her  troops,  as  refpe&ing  their  return  to  Ruifia 
ivhenever  they  ihall  either  be  fent  back  by  his  Britannic  Majefty, 
or  recalled  by  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruilias  for  her  own 
defence,  according  to  article  VI.  of  the  treaty.  It  is  further 
agreed  upon,  that  in  cafe  of  recalling  or  fending  back  the  faid 
troops,  an  adequate  convoy  of  i^ips  of  war  Q^  efcort  them  for 
ibeir  fecurity. 

IX.  The  commanding  officer,  whether  of  the  auxiliary  tipops 
of  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruffias,  or  of  the  fquadron 
which  his  J^ritannic  Majefty  is  to  furniih  RuiEa  with,  ihall  keep 
the  command  which  has  been  intrufted  to  him,  but  the  com- 
mand in  chief  ihall  belong  moft  certainly  to  him  whom  the  requir- 
ing party  ihall  appoint  for  that  purpofe,  under  the  reftri^ion, 
however,  that  nothing  of  importance  ihall  be  undertaken,  that 
(hall  not  have  been  before  hand  regulated  and  determined  upon  in 
council  of  war,  in  the .  prefe^ce  of  the  general  and  commanding 
pfKcers  of  the  party  required* 

X.  And  in  order  to  prevent  all  difputes  about  rank,  the  re* 
quiring  party  ihall  give  due  notice  of  the  oficer  \o  whom  he  (Iiall 
give  the  command  in  chief,  whether  of  a  fleet  or  of  land  foncQS,  to 
tihe  end  tha^  the  party  required  may  regulate^  in  cooiequence  the

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nnk  cf4um  xrho  (hall  have  to  command  th»  ravxilkxy  U90ftr  9v 

XL  Moreover,  tfaefe  auxiliary  ferees  (hall  have  thejr  own 
chfiplain^  aod  the  entirely  free  escercife  of  ihcir  religion,  and  (hall 
not  be  judged  in  whatever  appertain  to  military  fcrvice,  otherwife 
than  accordtpg  to  the  laws  and  articles  of  war  (^  their  own  fove- 
veigi^.  Jit  (hall  likewife  be  permitted  for  the  general ,  and  reft  of, 
the  auxiliary  forces,  to  keep  up  a  free  correfpondence  with.th^r 
•country,  as  well  by  letters  as  expreiTes. 

%lh  The  auxiliary  forces » on  both  fides,  (hall  be  kept  together 
as  much  as  poflible ;  and  in  orc|e|r  to  avoid  their  being  (ubjeoed  to 
greater  fatigue  than  the  others »,a^d  to  theiend  that  there  may  be 
in  every  exj>edition  and  operation  a  perfeft  equality,  the  com- 
mander in  chipf  (hfill  be  bound  to  obferve,  on  every  occafion,  M 
juft  prmortioin,  according  to  the  force  of  the  whole  fleet  or  army* 

AlII.  The  fquadron  which  his  Britannic  Maje(ly  is  to  furniOi 
by  virtue  of  this  alliance,  ihall  be  admitted  into  all  the  ports  of  her 
Imperial  Maje(^  of  all  the  Ruffias ;  and  the  faid  fquadron  (hall 
be  allowed  to  return  ^very  year  to  the  ports  of  Great  Britain,  as 
foon  as  the  feafon  will  no  longer  permit  it  to  keep  the  fea ;  but  it 
is  formally,  and  from  this  time  forward  ftipulated,  that  this  fqua- 
dron (hall  return  every  j^ar  to  the  Baltic  (ea,  about  the  beginning 
of  the  Month  of  May,  and  tp  quit  it  again  before  the  month  of 
OAober,  and  that  as  often  as  the  exigency  of  th^  treaty  ihall  re- 
quire it* 

XIV.  The  requiring  party,  in  claiming  the  fuccour  (lipulated 
by  this  treaty,  (faall  point  out  at  the  fame  tin^e,  to  the  required 
party,  the  place  where  he  (hall  wiih  that  it  may  in  the  firft  inftance 
repair,  and  the  faid  acquiring  party  (ball  be  at  liberty  to  make  uie 
oi  the  (aid  fuccour  during  the  whole  time  it  (hall  be  continued  to 
him,  in  fuch  manner,  and  at  fuch  places,  as  he  (hall  judge  to  he 
moft  fuitable  for  his  fervice  againft  the  aggrelfor. 

XV.  The  conditions  of  this  treaty  of  alliance  (hall  not  be 
applicable  to  $be  wars  which  may  arife  between  her  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty  of  all  the  Ruffias,  and  the  powers  and  people  of  Afia,  refpeft* 
ing  whom,  hb  .Btitannic  Majefty  (hall  be  difpenfed  with  from 
fi»rnt(hing  the  fucco|is»  ftipulated  by  the  prefent  treaty  ;  except  in 
cafe  of  an  attack  madel>y  any  European  power  againft  the  rights 
and  pofleifions  of  Iter  Imperial  Majefty,  in  whatever  part  of  the 
world  it  may  be.  As  alfo  qn  the  other  luind,  her  Imperial  Majefty 
of  all  tlie  Ruffias  (hall  not  be  bound  to  furniih  the  liiccours  ftipu- 
lated by  the  treaty,  in  any  cafe  whatever,  excepting  that  of  an 
attack  mack  by  any  European  power  againft  the  rights  and  pof* 
fcffions  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  in  whatever  part  of  the  world  it 
may  be. 

aVI.  It  has  been  in  like  manner  agreed  upon,  that,  confider- 

ing  the  great  dtftance  of  places,  the  troops  which  her  Imperial 

Voi.  in.~PA.RT  ii,  E  Majefty 
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Majefty  of  all  the  Ruflias  will  ha\'e  to  furnifli,  by  virtue  bf  this 
alliance,  for  the- defence  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  fhalt  not  be 
Tent  to  Spain,  Portugal,  or  Italy,  and  dill  lefs  oat  of  Europe. 

XVIL  If  the  fuccours  ftipulatcd  in  the  fourth  article  of  this 
treaty  {hould  ^ot  be  fiiffiticnt,  in  that  cafe,  the  contrafling  par- 
ties* referve  to  themfelves  to  make  a  further  provifion  between 
themfelves,  with  refpeft  to  the  additional  fuccours  which  they 
flio^'ld  give  to  each  other. 

XVflK  The  requiring  party  (hall  make  neither  peace  nor  truce 
with  the  common  enemy,  without  including  the  required  party, 
to  the  end,  that  the  latter  may  not  fuffer  any  injury,  in  contequencc 
:of  the  fuccours  he  fhall  have  given  to  his  ally. 

XIX.  The  prefent  deferifive  alliance  Ihall  in  no  way  derogate 
'  from  the  treaties  and  alliances  which  the  high  contradftng  parties 

may  have  with  other  powers  ;  inafmuch  a^  the  faid  treaties  IhaU 
not  be  contrary  to  this,  nor  to  the  friendfhip  and  good  underftand* 
.  ing  which  ihey  are  refolvcd  conftantly  to  keep  up  between  them* 

XX.  Tf  any  other  power  would  accede  to  their  prefent  alliance^ 
their  faid  Majefties  have  agreed  to  concert  together  upon  the  ad- 

'  mifHon  of  fuch  power. 

XXL  The  two  high  contrading  parties,  defiring  mutually,  and 

*  with  eagernefs  to  ftrengthen  and  confolidate,  as  much  as  poffible, 

the  friendfhip  and  union  already  happily  fubfifting  between  them, 

and  to  protect  and  extend  the  commerce  between  their  refpeAive 

.  fubje^ls,  promife  to. proceed  without  delay  to  the  formation  of  a 

definitive  arrangement  of  commerce* 

XXII.  As  circumftances  may  render  it  neceflary  to  make  fbme 
changes  in  claufes  of  the  prefent  treaty,  the  hig^  contraAing. 
parties  have  thought  proper  to  fix  the  duration  of  it  to  eight  years, 
counting  from  the  day  of  exchanging  the  ratifications ;  but,  be* 
fore  the  expiration  of  the  eight  years,  it  ihall  be  renewed  aocord- 
ing  to  exifting  circumftances. 

jCXIII.  The  prefent  treaty  of  alliance  Ihall  be  ratified,  and 
the  ratificatiqns  exchanged  here,  in  the  fpace  of  two  months,  or 
fooner  if  it  can  be  done.

^H£  French  Republic  and  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Spaui> 
^  eqftally  animated  with  a  defire  to  put  a  ftop  to  the  calami- 
ties ot  the  war  which  now  difunites  them,  ftrongly  convinced 
that  there  exiil  between  the  two  nations  refpedive  Interefts^  which 
demand  a  reciprocal  return  of  friendlhip  and  good  underftandlngy 
and  wifliing  by  a  folid  and  durable  peace  to  re»eftablifti  that  de- 
sirable harmony  which  had  for  a  long  time  been  the  conftant  bafis 
of  the  relations  fubfifting  between  tl^e  two  cottntrietf  have 
charged  with  this  negociatton,  viz.  The  French  KepubliCf  citi- 
zens Francis  Barthelemi,  their  ambaflador  in  Switzerland;  and 
his  Catholic  Nf  ajefty,  his  minifter  plenipotentiary  and  envoy  ex* 
traordinary  to  the  King  and  Republic  ot  Poland,  Don  Dominjp 
d^Yfiarte,  who,  after  having  exchanged  their  powers  have  agreed 
lipon  the  following  articles ; 

L  There  ihall  be  peace,  amity,  and  good  underftanding  be* 
tween  the  French  Republic  and  the  kingdom  of  Spain. 

II.  In  confequence,  all  the  hoftilltics  between  the  two  contraQ* 
ing  powers  ihall  ceafe  from  the  date  of  the  exchange  of  the. rati- 
fications, of  tiie  prefent  treaty';  and  none  of  them  (hall,  from  that 
period,  furniih  againA  the  other^  in  any  quality  or  under  any  title, 
any  aid  or  contingent,  either  in  men,  horfes,  provifions,  moneys 
warlike  ftores,  (hips,  or  other  articles.  , 

III.  Neither  of  the  contrading  powers  (hall  grant  a  pafTagp 
through  their  territories  to  any  troops  at  war  with  the  other*    ^ 

I Y.  The  French  Republic  reftores  to  the  King  of  Spain  all  the 
conquefls  which  (be  has  made  from  him  in  the  courfe  of  the  pre<- 
fent  war ;  the  conquered  places  and  territories  (ball  be  evacuated 
by  the  French  troops  within  a  fortnight  after  the  exchange  of 
the  ratiiications  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

V.  The  fortified  places,  of  which  mention  is  noade  in  the  pre* 
ceding  article,  (hall  be  reftored  to  Spain,  with  the  cannon,  war- 
like ftores,  and  other  articles  belonging  to  thofe  places,  which  (hall 
have  been  in  them  at  the  moment  of  the  figning  of  this  treaty. 

VI.  All  fort  of  military  contributions,  requifitions,  and  pay* 
roeots,  (hall  entirely  ceafe  irom  the  date  of  a  fortnight  after  the 
fjgning  of  the  prefent  pacification ;  all  the  arrears  due  at  tl^^t 
period,  even  bills  and  promi(rory  notes,  given  for  thefo  objedls, 
ihall  be  of  no  t9t&, :  what  (hall  have  been  taken  or  received  aft^r 
the  above*named  period,  (hall  be  gratuitoufly  reftored,  or  pMd 
for  to  the  amount  of  its  value^ 

VII.  There  (ba}l  imm^uiiately  be  named  by. both  (ides,  com- 
mifTioners,  for  the  purpofe  of  adjufting  a  treaty  of  limits  between 
th^  two  powers :  they  ihall,  as  much  as  pollible,  take  as  the  bafif

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of  this  treaty  with  refped  to  the  territories  which  were  difputed 
before  the  prefent  war,  the  tops  of  the  iriountains  which  are  the 
fources  of  the  rivers  of  France  and  Spain* 

.  y  III.  Neither  of  the  contradling  powers  can,  at  the  expiration 
cf  a  month  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratification  of  the  prefent 
treaty:,  maintain  on  their  refpeAive  frontiers  more  than  the  num- 
ber of  troops  they  had  ufually  been  accuftomed  to  have  ftationed 
there  previous  to  the  prefent  war. 

IX,  In  exchange  for  the  places  reflored  by  the  fourth  article^  the 
King  of  Spain^  for  himfelf  and  his  fucceflbrs,  gives  up  and  aban- 
dons to  the  French  Republic  all  right  of  property  in  the  Spanifh 
part  of  St.  D6mingo»  one  of  the  Antilles,  a  month  after  the  rati- 
fication of  the  prefent  tre^ity  (hall  be  known  in  that  ifland,  the 
Spanffli  troops  fhail  be  in  readinefs  to  evacuate  the  places,  ports, 
aud  eftablifhmeiits  which  they  at  prefent  occupy,  in  orde^  to  give 
',them  up  to  the  troops  of  the  French  Republic,  as  foon  as  they 
''fhall  arrive  to  fake  pofleffion  of  theni :  the  places,  ports,  and  ef- 
tablifhments,  of  which  mention  is  made  above,  (hail  lie  deltveied 
*up  to  the  French  Republic  with  the  cannon,  wariike  ftoies,  and 
articles  deceflary  for  their  dbfence,  which  {halt  be  in  them  at  the 
'moment  when  the  prefent  treaty  ihail  be  known  at  St.  Domingo : 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Spanifli  part  of  St.  Domingo,  who  from 
inducenrents  of  intereft  or  other  motives  fhall  prefer  removing 
with  their  property  into  the  dominions  of  his  Catholic  Majefty, 
(hall  be  able  tb  (fe*  fb  within  the  fpace  of  a  year  firom  the  date 
of  the  treaty ;  the  refpedive  generals  and  commandor»  of  the 
two  nations  (hall  concert  f he  meafures  neceifiiry  to  be  taken  for 
execution  of  the  prefent  article. 

X.  There  (hall  be  refpedlively  granted  to  the  individuals  of  the 
two  nations,  reftitution  of  the  eiieds,  revenues,  and  property  of 
.  all  forts,  detained,  feized,  or  confifcated  on  account  of  the  war, 
which  has  fubfifted  between  the  French  Republic  and  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty;  and  likewife  the  moft  (peedy  juftice  with 
refpe£t  to  the  particular  claims  which  thefe  individuals  may  have 
in  the  (lates  of  the  two  contrading  powers. 

XL  In  the  mean  time,  till  there  (hall  be  a  new  treaty  of 
commerce  between  the  contrafting  parties,  all  correfpondencies 
and  commercial  relations  (hall  be  re»eftabli(hed  between  France 
and  Spain,  on  the  footing  on  which  they  flood  before  the  prefent 
war. 

All  French  tnerchants  (hall  be  allowed' to  pafs  into  Spain,  tliere 
to  refume  their  commercial  eftabli(hments.  They  (hall  make 
new  ones  according  to  their  convenience,  fub'tnitting,  in  common 
with  all  other  individuals,  to  the  laws  afid  ufages*6f  the  country. 
The  Spanifh  merchants  fliall  enjoy  the  fame  prfviJeges,  fubjeft 
to  the  fame  conditions,  in  Ttancc,   *  •♦' "   • 
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XI  h  AH  iheprifoneb  mfyeOivety  made  (iiice  the  commofne* 
nent  of  the  war,  without  regard  to- the  difftrence  of  numbes  and 
rank,  comprehending  the  feamen  and  maiiines  captured  on  board 
French  or  Spanifh  vefleb,  or  thofe  of  other  nations,  as  well  as  ia 
general  all  thofe  imprifoned  on  either  fide  on  account  of  the  war, 
inall  be  delivered  Ujp  within  the  fpace  of  two  months  at  latefl:,  vS- 
ler  the  exchange  of  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty,  without 
any  appeal  on  either  part,  difchargtng^  however,  the  private  debts 
whkh  the  prifoners  may  have  contraded  during  their  captivity. 
The  fame  mode  ihali  be  adopted  with  refpeft  to  the  fick  and 
wounded,  immediately  after  their  recovery  or  cure. 

Commiffioners  on  either  fide  {ball  be  imniediately  appointed  to 
proceed  to  the  execution  of  tbe  prefent  article. 

XIII.  The  PortDgnefe  prifoners  making  a  part  of  the  troops  o£ 
Portugal,  who  have  lerved  with  the  armies^  and  on  board  the  ihina 
of  his  Catholic  MajeAy,  (hall  be  in  like  manner  comprehended  m 
the  above*mentioned  exchange.  It  ihall  be  the  lame  wijtb  refpei^ 
to  the  French  troops  taken  by  the  Portuguefe  troops  in  qpedion. 

XIV*  The  fame  peace,  amity,  and  good  underdaoding,  fiipu* 
iated  by  the  prefent  treaty  between  France  and  the  King  of  Spain* 
ihall  take  place  between  the  King  of  Spain  and  the  Republic  of  the 
United  Provinces,  allies  of  the  French  Republic. 

XV.  The  French  Republic  wifliing  to  give  a  tefUmony  of 
amity  to  his  Catholic  Majefty,  accepts  his  mediation  in  favour  of 
the  kingdom  of  Portugal,  the  King  ot  Spain,  the  King  of  Sardinlat 
the  Inluita  Duke  of  Parma,  and  the  other  States  of  Italy,  for  the 
re-eftaUifbment  of  peace  between  the  French  Republic  and  each 
of  thefe  Princes  and  States. 

XVI.  The  French  Republic,  fenfible  of  the  intereft  which  his 
Catholic  Majefty  takes  in  the  general  pacification  of  Europe,  con- 
fcnts  likewife  to  accept  of  his  good  offices  in  favour  of  other  beU 
Itgerent  powers,  who  (hall  apply  to  him,  in  order  to  enter  into  nc- 
gociation  with  the  French  government. 

XVII.  The  prefent  treaty  ihall  not  have  efFeft  till  after  having 
been  ratified  by  the  contrading  parties ;  and  the  ratification  ihall 
be  exchanged  within  the  fpace  of  a  month  or  fooner,  from  the 
date  of  this  day. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we,  the  underfigned  plenipotentiaries  of  the 
French  Republic,  and  of  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Spain,  in 
virtue  of  our  full  powers,  have  figned  this  prefent  treaty  of 
peace  and  amity,  and  have  put  to  it  our  refpe^ve  feals.*

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America,  dated  the  30th  of  March,  1795,  for  negotiating  and 
cODclUdiDg^a  trbatjr  bf  peace  wkh  the  Dey  aad  governors  of  Algiers.; 
whereasi  by  inftru&ions  given  to  him  on  the  part  of  the  executive, 
dated  the  28th  of  M^irch,  and  4th  of  April,  1^95,  he  hath  been  fur- 
ther autKorifed  to  emptby  Jofeph  Donaldfon,  jun.  on'au  agency  in 
the  faid  bufinefs;  whereas,  by  a  writing  under  his  hand  and  feal, 
d^ted  the  ^ift  of  May,  'I795>  he  did  coniUtute  and  appoint  Jofeph

NOW  be  it  known,  that  I,  George  Waflungton,  Prefident  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  having  feen  and  confidered  the  faid  treaty, 
do,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  fenate,  accept,  ratify, 
and  confirm  the  fame,  and  every  claufe  and  article  thereof.  And 
to  the  end  that  the  faid  treaty  may  be  obferved  and  performed  with 
good  faith  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  I  have  ordered  the  pre- 
mifes  to  be  made  public  ;  and  I  do  hereby  enjoin  and  require  all 
pcrfons  bearing  office,  civil  or  military,  within  the  United  States, 
and  all  others,  citizens  or  inhabitants  thereof,  faithfully  to  obfervc 
and  fulfil  the  faid  treaty,  and  every  claufe  and  article  thereof. 

In  teftimony  whereof,  I  have  cnufed  the  feal  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  be  affixed  to  thefe  prefents,  and  figned  the 
fame  with  my  hand*

HIS  Catholic  Majefty  and  the  United  States  of  America,  defi* 
lous  to  confolidate  on  a  permanent  balis,  the  friendibip  and  good 
correfpondence  which  happily  prevails  between  the  two  parties, 
have  determined  to  eftablifh  by  a  convention,  feveral  points,  the 
fettlement  whereof  will  be  produdive  of  general  advantage  and 
leciprocal  utility  to  both  nations. 

With  this  intention  his  Catholic  Majefty  has  appointed  the  Moft 
Excellent  Lord  Don  Manuel  de  G<Klay,  and  Alvarez  de  Faria, 
Prince  de  Paz,  Duke  de  la  Alciidia,  grandee  of  Spain,  of  the 
firft  clafs,  &c.  &c.  &c.  And  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States, 
with  the  advice  and  confent  of  their  fenate,  has  appointed  Thomas 
Pinckney,  a  -citizen  cf  the  United  States,  and  their  envoy  extra- 
ordinary to  his  Catholic  Majefty.  And  the  fajd  plenipotentiaries 
have  agreed  upon  and  concluded  the  following  articles. 

Art.  I.  There  fhall  be  a  firm  and  inviolable  peace,  and  iincere 
friendfliip  between  his  Catholic  Majefty,  his  fucceflbrs  and  fub- 
jeQs,  and  the  United  States,  and  their  citizens,  without  excep'* 
tion  of  perfons  or  places,  v 

II.  To  prevent  all  dHpnte  on  the  ftibjeft  of  the  boundaries  which 
feparate  the  territories  of  the  two  high  contraSing  parties,  it  is 
hereby  declared  and  agreed  as  follows,  to  wit.  The  fouthern 
boundary  of  the  United  States,  which  divides  their  territory  from 
the  Spanifli  colonies  of  Eaft  and  Weft  Florida,  fhall  be  defignated 
by  a  line,  beginning  on  the  river  Miffiflippi,  at  the  northernmoft 
part  of  the  thirty.firft  degree  of  latitude,  north  of  the  equator, 
which  from  thence  fhall  be  drawn  due  eaft,  to  the  middle  of  the 
river  Apalachicola  or  Carahfuche,  thence  along  the  middle  thereof 
to  its  junction  with  the  Flint ;  then  ftraight  to  the  head  of  St.  Ma- 
ry's river,  and  thence  down  the  middle  thereof  to  the  Atlantic 
ocean.  And  it  is  agreed,  that  if  there  fbould  be  any  troops,  gar- 
rifons,  or  fettiements  of  either  party  on  the  territory  of  the  other 
according  to  the  abovementioned  boundaries,  they  fhall  be  with- 
drawn from  the  faid  territory  within  the  term  of  fix  months  after 
ihe  ratification  of  this  treaty,  or  fooner,  if  it  be  poffible ;  and  that 
ihey  fhali  be  permitted  to  take  with  them  all  the  goods  and  efFefls 
which  they  poflTefs. 

HI.  In  orde*-  to  carry  the  preceding  article  into  effed,  one 
Gommiffiuner  and  one  furvcyor  fhall  be  appointed  by  each  of  the 
ciUntraAing  parties,  who  fhall  meet  at  Natches  on  the  left  fide  of 
the  river  Miiliflippi,  before  the  expiration  of  fix  months  from  the 
ratification  of  this  convention,  and  they  fhall  proceed  to  run  and 
make  this  boundary,  according  to  the  ftipulations  of  the  faid  arti- 
cle* ^Tbey  fhall  make  plans^  and  keep  journals  of  their  proceed- 
ings, ' 
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Higtfy  which  flmllbe  ednfidefed  as  ptvt  of  thiA  ti^aipentkin,  tnA 
Ihall  have  the  fame  force  as  If  thia«  were  inferted  therein.  And,  it 
on  any' account  it  fbould  be  found  neceflary  that  the  faid  Gom-< 
miiSoners  and  fnrveyors  (ht^uld  be  accompanied  by  guardsi  they 
(hall  be  furnifhed  ia  equal  proportion  by  the  commanding  officer  of 
his  Maje(ly*s  troops  in  the  two  Floridas,  and  the  commanding  of-* 
ficer  of  the  troops  of  the  United  States  in  the  fouth  wellern  territo-* 
ry,  who  fhall  a^  by  common  confent,  and  amicably,  as  well  with 
rcfpc£l  to  this  point,  as  to  the  furnifhing  of  provifions  and  inflru- 
ments,  and  making  every  other  arrangement  which  maybe  necef-' 
(ary  or  ufeful  for  the  execution  of  this  article. 

IV.  It  is  likewife  agreed,  that  the  weflern  boundary  of  the 
United  States,  which  feparate  them  from  the  Spanifh  colony  of 
Louifiana,  is  in  the  middle  of  the  channel  or  bed  of  the  river  Mif-* 
fiflippi,  from  the  northern  boundary  of  the  fald  (tates  to  the  com** 
pletion  of  the  thirty-firft  degree  of  latitude  north  of  the  equator. 
And  his  Catholic  Majelly  has  lilcewife  agreed,  that  the  navigation. 
of  the  faid  river  from  its  fource  to  the  ocean  (hall  be  free  only  t» 
his  fubje£l8,  andthecitizensof  the  United  States,  unlefs  he  fhotild 
extend  this  privilege  to  the  fubje£i$  of  other  powers  by  a  fpeciat 
convention* 

V.  The  two  high  contraSing  parties  (hall,  by  all  means  in  their 
power,  maintain  peace  and  harmony  amongft  the  fevcral  Indiaa 
nations  who  inhabit  the  country  adjacent  to  the  lines  and  rivers 
which,  by  the  preceding  article,  form  the  boundaries  of  the  twor 
Floridas ;  and  the  better  to  attain  this  efied,  both  parties  obUgo 
themfelves  exprefsly  to  reftrain  by  force,  all  hodilitics  on  the  part 
of  the  Indian  nations  living  within  their  boundary;  foJthat  Spain 
will  not  fuffer  their  Indians  inhabiting  their  territory,  nor  will  the 
United  States  permit  their  laft*mentioned  Indians  to  eommeace 
hoQililies  agaioft  his  Catholic  Majedy,  or  his  Indians,  in  any  man** 
oer  whatfoever* 

And  whereas  feveral  treaties  of  friend(hip  exift  between  the  two 
contraQing  parties  and  the  faid  nations  of  Indians,  it  is  hereby 
agreed,  that  in  future  no  treaty  of  alliance,  or  other  whalfoevei^ 
(except  treaties  of  peace)  (hall  be  made  by  either  party,  with  ths 
Indians  living  within  the  boundary  of  the  other ;  but  both  partiee 
will  endeavour  to  make  the  advantages  of  the  Indian  trade  com<« 
men  and  mutually  beneficial  to  their  refpe£live  fubjeds  and  citi*> 
zens,  obferving  in  all  things  the  mod  complete  reciprocity,  fo 
that  both  parties  may  obtain  the  advantage.s  ariiing  from  a  good 
undcrftanding  with  the  faid  nations,  without  being  fubjed  to  ih« 
expence  which  they  have  hitherto  occafioned. 

V I.  Each  partv  (hall  endeavour,  by  all  means  in  their  power> 
to  protedl  and  defend  all  veflkls  and  other  effefls  belonging  to  the 
citizens  or  fubje6ls  of  the  other,  which  (hall  be  withm  the  extent 
of  their  jurifdidion  by  fca^  or  by  land,  and  ihall  ufe  all  their  efforts

fo  recoTcr,  and  caufc  to  be  recovered,  to  their  right  owner^ri  their 
veflels  and  ctk&t  which  may  have  been  taken  from  them  within 
the  extent  of  their  faid  jurifc|iAion|  whether  they  are  at  war  or 
not  with  the  fubjeAs  who  have  taken  pofleflion  of  the  faid  eiFeds. 

VI I.  And  it  is  agreed,  that  the  fubjefit  or  citizens  of  each  of 
the  contrading  parties,  their  veflels  or  eiFeds,  (hall  not  be  liable 
tb  any  embargo  or  detention  on  the  part  of  the  other,  for  any  mi- 
litary expedition,  or  other  public  or  private  purpofe  whatfoever. 
And  in  all  cafes  of  feifure,  detention,  or  arreft,  for  debts  con- 
trusted,  or  offences  committed  by  any  citizen  or  fubjed  of  the  one 
party  within  the  jurifdiSion  of  the  other,  the  fame  (hall  be  made 
and  profccuted  by  order  and  authority  of  law  only,  and  according 
to  the  regular  courfe  of  proceedings  ufual  in  fuch  cafes.  The  ci- 
tizens and  fubjeds  of  both  parties  (hall  be  allowed  fuch  advocates, 
fblicitors,  notaries,  agents,  and  fa£lors,  as  they  judge  proper  in 
all  their  affairs,  and  in  all  their  trials  at  law,  in  which  they  may  be 
concerned,  before  the  tribunal  of'the  other  party,  and  fuch  agents 
fcall  have  free  acccfs  to  be  prefent  at  the  proceedings  in  fuch  caufes, 
and  at  the  taking  of  examinations  and  evidence  which  may  be  ex^ 
hibited  in  the  faid  trials. 

VIII.  In  cafe  the  fubjcfls  and  inhabitants  of  either  party,  with 
their  (hipping,  whether  public  and  of  war,  or  private  and  of  mer<- 
chants,  be  forced,  through  ftrefs  of  weather,  purfuit  of  pirates  or 
enemies,  or  any  other  urgent  neceflity  for  taking  (helter  or  har- 
bour, to  retreat  and  enter  into  any  ot  the  rivers,  bays,  roads,  or 
ports  belonging  to  the  other  party,  they  (hall  be  received  and 
treated  with  all  humanity,  and  enjoy  all  favour,  protetSlion,  and 
help  ;  and  they  (hall  be  permitted  to  provide  themfelves,  at  rea« 
fonable  rates,  with  viduals,  and  all  things  needful  for  the  fuf- 
tenance  of  their  perfons,  or  reparation  of  their  (hips,  and  profecu* 
tion  of  their  voyage;  and  they  (hall  noways  be  hindered  from  re* 
turning  out  of  the  faid  ports  or  roads,  but  may  remove  and  depart 
when  and  whither  they  picafe,  withotit  any  let  or  hindrance. 

IX.  All  (hips  and  merchandize,  of  whatever  nature  focver, 
which  (hall  be  rcfcued  out  of  the  hands  of  any  pirates  or  robbers 
on  the  high  feas,  (hall  be  brought  into  fomc  port  of  either  (tate^ 
and  ihall  be  delivered  to  the  cufiody  of  the  officers  of  that  port,  in 
order  to  be  taken  care  of,  and  ref^ored  to  the  true  proprietor,  as 
foon  as  due  and  fufficicnt  proof  (hall  be  made  concerning  the  pro- 
perty  thereof, 

X.  When  any  vefTel  of  cither  party  (hall  be  wrecked,  founder- 
ed, or  otherwife  damaged,  on  the  coaft,  or  within  the  dominions 
of  the  other,  their  refpedlive  fubjeds  and  citizens,  (hall  receive, 
as  well  for  themfelves  as  for  their  veiTels  and  effcds,  the  fame  af- 
fiAancc  which  would  be  due  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  country 
where  ihe  damage  happens,  and  ihall  pay  the  fame  charges  and  du- 
ties only  as  the  (aid  inhabitapts  would  be  fubjeA  to  pay  in  a  lika 
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cafe :  and  if  the  operation  of  repairs  'would  require  that  the  whole, 
or  any  part  of  the  cargo  be  unladen,  they  iliali  pay  no  duties, 
charges,  or  fees,  on  the  part  which  fl.all  relade  and  carry  away. 

XI.  The  citizens  and  fubjeds  of  each  party  (hall  have  power 
todifpofe  of  their  pcrfonal  goods  within  the  jurifdi£lion  of  the 
other  by  tcflaments,  donatioii,  or  otherwifc  ;  and  their  reprcfen- 
tativcs, -bcingfubjcds  orcitivens  of  the  other  party,  fliall  fucceed 
to  their  faid  perfonal  goods,  whether  by  ttil'Avncnt^ov  ai  inteJiatOf 
and  they  may  take  polfeinon  thereof,  either  by  thcmfelvc*;  or  others 
ading  for  them,  and  difpofe  of  the  fame  at  their  will,  paying  fale 
duties  only,  as  the  inhabitants  of  the  country  where  the  fame 
goods  are,  or  (hall  be  fubjcfl:  to  pay  in  like  cafesl  And  in  cafe 
of  the  abfcnce  of  the  reprcfentaiive,  fuch  care  fliall  be  taken  of 
the  faid  goods  as  of  a  native  in  like  cafe,  until  the  lawful  owner 
may  take  meafures  for  receiving  them.  And  if  queflions  (hould 
arifc  among  feveral  claimants,  to  which  of  rhem  the  goods  belong, 
the  fame  (hall  be  decided  by  the  laws  and  judges  of  the  land  wherein 
the  faid  goods  are.  And  where  on  the  death  of  any  perfon  holding 
real  eftate  within  the  territories  of  the  lope  party,  each  real  eftatc 
would,  by  the  law  of  the  land,  defcend  on  a  citizen  or  fubjc£t  of 
the  other,  were  he  not  difqualified  by  being  an  alien,  fuch  fubjeft 
(hall  be  allowed  a  reafonable  time  to  fell  the  fame,  and  to  with- 
draw the  proceeds  without  moleftation,  and  exempt  from  all  right 
of  detraflion  on  the  pan  of  the  government  of  the  refpeftive  (lates. 

XII.  The  merchant  (hips  of  either  parties  which  (hall  be  mak- 
ing into  ports,  or  into  a  port  belonging  to  the  enemy  of  the  other 
party,  and  concerning  whofe  voyage,  and  the  fpecies  of  goods  on 
board  her,  there  (hall  be  juft  groimds  of  fufpicion,  fliall  be  obliged  . 
to  exhibit  as  well  upon  the  high  feas  as  in  the  ports  andliavens,  pot 
only  her  pa(rport,  but  likewife  certi(icates,  expfefsly  (hewing  that 
her  goods  are  not  of  the  nutnbcr  of  thofe  which  have  been  pro- 
hibited as  contraband. 

XIII.  For  the  better  promoting  of  cqmmerce  on  both  fides,  it 
is  agijbed,  that  if  a  war  (hall  break  out  between  the  two  faid  na- 
tions, one  year,  after  the  proclamation  of  war,  (hall  be  allowed  to  the 
merchants  in  the  cities  and  towns  where  they  (liall  live,  for  cot 
leAing  and  tranfporting  their  goods  and  merchandizes  ;  and  if  any 
thing  be  taken  from  them,  or  any  injury  done  them,  within  that 
term,  by  either  party,  or  the  people  or  fubje£ls  of  cither,  full  fa- 
tisfaAion  (h^ll  be  made  by  the  government. 

XIV.  No  fubje6l  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  (hall  apply  for,  or 
take  any  commi(non  or  letters  of  marque,  for  arming  any  (hip  or 
/hips  to  a£l  as  privateers  agalnft  the  United  States,  or  againft  the 
citizens,  people,  or  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United  States,  or  againft 
the  property  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  any  of  them,  from  any 
prince  or  (late,  with  which  the  United  States  (hall  be  at  war.  Nor 
thall  any  citizen,  fubjed,  or  Inhabitant  of  the  faid  United  States, 
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mpply  for,  or  take  any  commifnon  or  letters  of  marqueg  for  arming 
any  ihip  or  (hips  to  aA  as  privateers  aga^nft  the  fubje(5ls  of  hia 
Catholic  Majefty,  or  the  property  of  any  of  them,  from  any  prince 
Or  ftatc  with  which  the  faid  King  (hall  be  at  war.  '  And  if  any  per- 
fon  of  either  nation  (hall  take  fuch  commiflion  or  letters  of  marque^ 
he  Ihall  be  punifhed  as  a  pirate. 

XV.  It  (hall  be  lawful  for  all  and  fingular  fiibje6ls  of  hit  Ca- 
tholic Majefty,  and  the  citizens,  people,  and  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States,  to  fail  with  thrir  (hips,  with  all  manner  of  liberty 
and  fecurity,  ho  diftindion  being  made,  who  arc  the  proprietors  of 
the  merchandizes  laden  therein,  from  any  port  to  Hie  places  of 
thofe  who  now  arc,  or  hereafter  (hall  be,  arenmitv  with  his  Ca- 
tholic Majefty  or  the  United  States.  It  (hall  be  likewife  lawful 
for  the  fiibje£ls  and  inhabitants  aforefaid  to  fail  with  the  (hips  and 
merchandizes  aforc*mentioned,  and  to  trade  with  the  fame  liberty 
and  fecurity  from  the  places,  ports,  or  hayens  of  thofe  who  arc 
enemies  of  both,  or  either  party,  without  any  oppofition  or  dif- 
turbance  whatfoeyer,  not  only  from  the  places  of  the  enemy  afore- 
mentioned to  neutral  places,  but  alfo  from  one  place,  belonging  to 
an  enemy,  whether  they  be  under  the  jurifdiftion  of  the  fame  prince, 
or  under  fcvcral :  and  it  is  hereby  ftipiilated,  that  free  (hips  (hall 
alfo  give  freedom  to  goods,  and  that  every  thing  (hall  be  deemed 
free  and  exempt  which  fliall  be  found  on  board  the  fliips  belonging 
to  the  fubjcfts  of  either  of  the  contrafling  parties,  although  the 
whole  lading,  or  any  part  thereof,  (hould  appertain  to  the  enemy 
of  either,  contraband  goods  being  always  excepted.  It  is  alfo 
agreed,  that  the  fame  liberty  be  granted  to  perfons  who  arc^  on 
board  a  free  (hip,  fo  that  although  they  may  be  enemies  to  either 
party,  they '(hall  not  be  made  prifoners,  or  taken  out  of  that  free 
flilp,  unlefs  they  are  fokliers,  and  in  aflual  fervice  of  the  enemies. 

XVI.  This  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce  (hall  extend  to 
'  all  kinds  of  merchandizes,  excepting  only  thofe  which  are  diftin- 

gui(hed  by  the  name  of  contraband  ;  and  under  this  name  of  con- 
traband, or  prohibited  goods,  (hall  be  comprehended  arms, great  guns, 
bombs,  with  their  fufees,  and  the  other  things  belonging  to  them; 
cannon-balls,  gun-powder,  match,  pikes,  fwords,  lances,  fpcars, 
halberts,  mortars,  petards,  grenades,  falt-petre,  miiflccts,  mtidcct- 
bails,  bucklers,  hcliuets,  breail- plates,  coats  of  mail,  and  the  like 
kind  of  arms,  proper  for  anr*ii)g  foldiers ;  muflcet-refts,  belts, 
hbrfes  with  their  furniture,  and  all  other  warlike  inftrumcnts  what- 
ever. Thefe  merchandizes  which  follow,  (hall  not  be  reckoned 
amongft  contraband  or  prohibited  goods ;  that  is  to  fay,  all  forts  of 
cloths,  and  all  other  manufaflures  woven  of  any  wool,  flax,  filk, 
cotton;  or  any  other  materials  whatever,  al(  kinds  of  Wearing  a(>- 
'  parel,  together  witK  all  fpecirs  whereof  they  arc  ufed  to  be  made  ; 
gold  and  filver,  as  well  coined  as  uncoined,  tin,  iron,  lattcn,  brafs, 
copper,  coals ;  as  alfo  wheat,  barley,  and  cats,  and  any  other  kind 
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of  corn  and  pulfe ;  tobacco,  tnd  likewife  all  manner  of  TpiceSy 
faired  and  fmoaked  ilefh,  falted  fifhi  cheefe  and  butter,  beer»  oils, 
wines,  fugar,  and  all  forts  of  fait ;  and  in  general,  all  provifions 
"which  ferve  for  the  fuftenance  of  life :  furthermore,  all  kinds  of 
cotton,  hemp,  flax,  tar,  pitch,  ropes,  fails,  faiUcloths,  anchors,  or 
any  part  of  anchors,  alfo  (hip-mafts,  planks,  and  wood  of  all  kinds, 
and  all  things  proper  either  for  building  or  repairing  (hips,  and  ^11 
other  goods  whatever  which  have,  not  been  worked  into  the  form 
of  any  inftrumcnt  prepared  for  war  by  land  or  by  fea,  (hall  not  be 
reputed  contraband,  much  lefs  fuch  as  have  been  already  wrought 
and  made  up  for  any  other  ufe ;  all  which  fhatl1)e  wholly  reckoned 
amongft  free  good^;  as  likewife  all  other  merchandizes  and  things 
which  are  not  compiehended,  and  particularly  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  enumeration  of  contraband  goods ;  fo  that  they  may  be 
tranfported  and  carried  in  the  freed  manner  by  the  fubjeAs  of  both 
parties,  even  to  places  belonging  to  an  enemy,  fuch  towns  or  places 
being  only  excepted  as  are  at  that  time  befieged,  blocked  up,  or  in- 
reded.  And  except  the  places  in  which  any  (hip  of  war  or  fqua« 
dron  Ihall,  in  confequencc  of  dorms  or  other  accidents  at  fea,  be 
under  the  neceffity  of  taking  the  cargo  of  any  trading  veflel  or 
vcflTcls,  in  which  cafe  they  may  dop  the  faid  veflel  or  veffels,  and 
fumidi  themfelves  with  neceffaries,  giving  a  receipt,  in  order  that 
the  power  to  whom  the  faid  fliip  of  war  belongs,  may  pay  for  the 
article  fo  taken,  according  to  the  price  thereof,  at  the  port  to  which 
they  may  appear  to  have  been  dedined  by  the  (hip's  papers ;  and 
the  two  contra£ting  parties  engage,  that  the  veflTels  (hall  not  be  de- 
tained longer  than  may  be  abfolutely  neceflary  for  their  faid  (hips 
to  fupply  themfelves  with  neceifaries  \  that  they  will  immediately  pay 
the  value  of  the  receipts,  and  indemnify  the  proprietor  for  all  lodes 
which  he  may  have  fudained  in  confequence  of  fuch  tranfadlion, 

XVII.  Ta  the  end  that  all  manner  of  diflen{ions  and  quarrels 
may  be  avoided  and  prevented  on  one  (ide  and  on  the  other,  it  is 
agreed*  that  in  cafe  either  of  the  parties  hereto  (hould  be  engaged 
in  a  war,  the  fhips  and  vedels  belonging  to  fubjeSs  or  people  of  the 
other  party,  mu(l  be  furni(hed  with  fea  letters  of  pafTports,  expref- 
Tmg  the  fame,  property,  and  bulk  of  the  (hip,  as  alfo  the.  name  and 
place  of  habitation  of  the  mader  or  commander  of  the  faid  (hips, 
that  it  may  appear  thereby  that  the  (hips  really  and  truly  belong  to 
fubjcfls  of  one  of  the  parties  ^  which  pafljiort  (hall  be  made  out 
and  granted  according  to  the  form  annexed  to  this  treaty.  They 
Ihall  Ukewife  be  recalled  every  year,  that  is,  if  the  (hip  happens  to 
rrtum  home  within  the  fpace  of  a  year. 

It  is  likewife  agreed,  that  fuch  mips  being  laden,  are  to  be  pro- 
tided  not  only  with  paflports,  as  above-mentioned,  but  alfo  with 
certificates,  containing  the  feveral  particulars  of  the  cAgo,  the 
place  whence  the  (hip  failed,  that  fo  it  may  be  known  whether  any 
'  ^rbtddeo  or  contraband  goods  be  on  board  the  fame  \  which  certifi. 
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cates  (hall  be  made  out  by  the  officers  of  the  place  \vhence  the 
fhip  failed  in  ^he  accuilomed  form  ;  and  if  any  one  (hall  think 
It  fit  or  advifeable  to  exprefs  in  the  faid  certificates  the  perfon 
to  whom  the  goods  on  board  belong,  he  may  do  fo ;  without 
which  requifites  they  may  be  fent  to  one  of  the  ports  of  the 
other  contrafling  party,  and  adjudged  by  the  competent  tribunal, 
according  to  what  i*  above  fet  forth,  that  all  the  circumftances  ot 
this  oiriillion  having  been  well  examined,  they  (hall  be  adjudged  to 
be  legal  prizes,  unlcfs  they  fhall  give  legal  fatisfa£lion  of  their  pro- 
perty by  teftimony  equally  equivalent. 

XVII L  If  the  (liips  of  the  faid  fubjefls,  people  or  inhabitants 
of  either  of  the  parlies,  (hall  be  met  with,  either  failing  along  the 
coafts,  or  on  the  high  feas,  by  any  (hips  of  war  of  the  other,  or  by 
any  privateer,  the  (aid  Ihip  of  war,  or  privateer,  for  avoiding  any 
diiorder,  (hall  remain  out  of  cannon  (liot,  and  may  fend  their  boatb 
on  board  the  merchant  flilp  which  they  (hall  fo  meet  with,  ami 
may  enter  her,  to  the  number  of  two  or  three  men  only,  to  whoin 
the  mafter  or  commander  .of  fuch  fhip  or  vefTel  (hall  exhibit  his  pail'- 
ports  concerning  the  property  of  the  (liip,  made  out  according  to 
the  form  inferted  in  this  prefcnt  treaty  \  and  the  (hip,  when  (he  Ihali 
have  (hewn  fuch  paflport,  fliall  be  free  and  at  liberty  to  purfue  htr 
voyage,  fo  as  it  (hall  not  be  lawful  to  mpleft  or  give  her  chace  in 
any  manner,  or  force  her  to  quit  her  intended  courfe, 

aIX,  Confuls  (hall  be  reciprocally  e(tabli(hcd,  with  the  privi- 
leges and  power  which  thofe  of  the  moll  favoured  nations  enjoy  in 
the  ports  where  their  confuls  refide,  or  are  permitted  to  be. 

XX,  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  territories  of 
each  party  fhall  refpedively  have  free  accefsto  the  courts  of  judlco 
of  the  other  ;  and  they  (hall  be  permitted  to  profecute  fuits  for  iKc 
recovery  of  their  property,  the  payment  of  their  debts,  and  for  ob- 
taining fatisfaflion  for  the  damages  which  they  may  have  fu(tainc  J, 
whether  the  perfons  whom  they  may  fue  be  fubjccls  or  citizens  of  tha 
country  in  which  they  may  be  found,  or  any  other  perfons  whatever 
who  may  have  taken  refuge  therein  ;  and  the  proceedings  anvlj 
ifentences  of  the  courts,  fliall  be  the  fame  as  if  the  contending  p;ir 
ties  had  been  fubjcfls  or  citizens  of  the  faid  country. 

XXL  In  order  to  terminate  all  differences  on  account  of  t!- 
loffes  fuftaitied  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  in  confcquc  Pv 
of  their  veflcls  and  cargoes  having  been  taken  by  the  fubjcfls  ot  : 
Catholic  Majefty  during  the  late  war  between  Spain  and  Fraucc, 
is  agreed  that  all  fuch  cafes  fhall  be  referred  to  the  final  decifioi>  .. 
commiflioners  to  be  appointed  in  the  following  manner.  His  d; 
tholic  Majefly  ihall  appoint  one  commiflioner,  and  the  prefitien 
of  the  Uiiitcd  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  tli< 
fenatc,  ihall  appoint  another ;  and  the  faid  two  commiflioners  Ihal 
agree  on  the  choice  of  a  third,  or  if  they  cannot  fo  agree,  th  j 
(liall  each  propofe  one  perfon,  and  of  the  two  names  fo  propjfc.i 
one  (hail  be  drawn  by  lot  in  the  prefcnce  of  the  t(vo  original  com 
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tniflioners ;  and  the  perfon  whofe  name  fliall  be  drawn  fliall  be  the 
third  conimifliojier  \  and  the  three  commiflioners  fo  appointed  (hall 
be  fworn  impartially  to  examine  and  decide  the  claims  in  qucftion, 
acccfrding  to  the  merit  of  the  fever^tl  cafes,  and  to  juftice,  equity, 
and  the  laws  of  nations.  The  faid  commiflioners  fhall  meet  and 
fit  at  Philadelphia ;  and  in  cafe  of  the  death,  ficknefs,  or  neceflary 
abfenceof  any  fuch  commiffioner,  his  place  (hall  be  fupplied  in  the 
fame  manner  as  he  was  firft  appointed,  and  the  new  commiffioner 
lliall  take  the  fame  oath^,  and  go  the  fame  duties.  They  fliall  re- 
ceive all  complaints  and  applications  authorifed  by  this  article 
during  eighteen  mpnths  from  the  day  on  which  they  fhall  aflemble. 
They  Ihall  have  power  to  examine  all  fuch  perfops  as  come  before 
them  on  oath  or  affirmation  touching  the  complaints  in  queftiion, 
and  alfo  to  receive  in  evidence  all  written  teftimony  authenticated 
in  fuch  a  nianner  as  they  fliall  think  proper  to  require  or  admit* 
The  award  of  the  faid  commiflioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  fliall  be 
final  and  conclufive,  both  as  to  juftice  of  the  claim,  and  the  amount* 
of  the  fum  to  be  paid  to  the  claimants ;  and  his  Catholic  Majeflj 
undertakes  to  caufe  the  lame  to  be  paid  in  fpecie,  without  deduflion, 
at  fuch  time  and  places,  and  under  fuch  conditions,  as  fliall  be 
awarded  by  the  fame  commiflioners. 

XXII.  The  two  high  contraftlng  parties,  hoping  that  the  good 
correfpondence  and  friendftiip  which  happily  reigns  between  theoi^ 
will  be  further  increafcd  by  thi^  treaty,  and  that  it  will  contribute 
to  augment  their  profperity  and  opulence,  will  in  future  give  to 
their  mutual  commerce  all  the  extcnfion  and  favour  which  the  ad- 
vantages of  both  countries  may  require. 

And  in  confequence  of  the  ftipulations  contained  in  the  fourth 
article,  hvj  Catholic  Majefty  will  permit  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  for  the  fpace  of  three  years  from  this  time,  to  depofit  their 
merchandizes  and  effefts  in  the  port  of  New  Orleans,  and  to  ex- 
port them  from  thence  without  paying  any  other  duty  than  a  fair 
price  for  the  hire  of  the  (lores  ;  ana  his  Majefly  promifes,  either 
to  continue  this  permiflion,  if  he  finds  during  that  time  that  it  is 
not  prejudicial  to  the  intcreft  of  Spain,  or  if  he  fliould  not  agree 
to  continue,  he  will  aflign  to  them  on  another  part  of  th«  banks  of 
the  Mifllflippi  an  equivalent  eftablifliment. 

XXIII.  The  prefent  treaty  fliall  not  be  in  force  until  ratified 
by  the  contraSing  parties,  and  the  ratifications  fliall  be  exchanged 
in  fix  months  from  that  time,  or  fooner,  if  poflible. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten  plenipotentiaries  of  his 
Catholic  Majefty  and  of  the  United  States  of  America  have  figned 
this  prefent  treaty  of  friendfhipy  Hmits,  and  navigation,  and  have 
thereunto  aflixed  our  feals  refped^ively.

Art.  I.  A  LL  hoftilittes  fhall  ceafe  between  the  French  army  in 
"^*'  Italy  and  the  army  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  from  the 
&y  that  the  under-mentioned  cojiditions  fhall  be  fulfilled  until  the 
expiration  of  five  days  after  the  end  of  the  negotiations,  which  arc 
to  be  fet  on  foot  to  attain  the  conclufion  of  a  treaty  of  peace  be- 
tween the  two  powers,  viz. 

*  The  fortrefs  of  Coni  fhall  be  occupied  by  the  French  on  the 
Qth  Floreal,  6t  the  28th  of  April,  of  this  prefent  year ;  the  for- 
trefs of  Aleffandria  fhall  likewife  be  taken  pofTeflion  of  by  the 
French  as  foon  as  poffible,  and  at  the  latefl  the  nth  Floreal,  or 
30th  of  April,  until  the  fortrefs  of  Tortona  can  be  furrendered  to 
them* 

II.  The  French  army  fhall  remain  in  pofleflion  of  its  conquefts, 
that  is  to  fay,  of  all  the  country  fituated  between  the  right  banks  of 
the  Sture,and  its  confluence  with  theTanaro,  and  from  thence  along 
the  banks  of  that  river,  as  far  as  the  point  where  it  joins  the  river  Po, 
as  long  as  the  French  fhall  remain  in  the  pofieffion  of  Aleffandria  ;

'  III.  The  town  and  citadel  of  Conl,  as  well  as  the  town  and 
citadel  of  Tortona,  fhall  be  furrendered  up  to  the  French,  toother 
with  the  artillery,  ammunition,  and  provifions,  exifling  in  thofe 
places,'  of  which  an  inventory  is  to  be  drawn  up  ;  the  fame  fhall  be 
done  with  regard  to  the  town  and  citadel  of  Aleffandria,  which  are 
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proylfionally  to  be  occupied  by  the  French^  until  they  (hall  be  put 
lfl  poflelTion  of  the  town  and  citadel  of  Tortona. 

ly.  The  Freach  army  ih^U  be  at  liberty  to  crofs  the  Po  under

y.  All  extraordinary  couriers,  aides  de  camp,  or  other  C(f&cers» 
whom  the  commander  in  chief  may  think  fit  to  fend  to  Paris^  fliall 
be  allowed  to  pafs  and  repafs  by  the  fhorteft  way. 

VI.  All  the  troops  and  officers^  in  the  pay  of  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia, who  ferve  \n  the  Audrian  army  in  Iialyj^  are  to  be  comprifed 
in  the  faid  fiifpenfion  of  hodilities. 

VII.  The  citadel  of  Ceva  fliall  be  furrendcfed,  together  with  all 
its  artillery,  ammunition,  and  provifions,  and  its  garrifon  is  to  re« 
treat  into  Piedmont.  . 

VII I.  In  the  fortrefs  of  Coni  and  Tortona,  as  well  as  in.  that  of 
Aleflandria,  inventories  (hall  be  drawn  up  of  all  the  artillery, 
ammunition,  and  provifioni  delivered  up  to  the  French  troops, 
for  which  the  f^rinch  Republic  fhall  remain  anfwerable  to  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  by  reftoring  the  artillery,  and  paying  the  value  of 
fuch  part  of  the  ammunition  and  provifions  as  (hail  have  been  con- 
fumed.

Treaty  $/  Beofe^  concluded  between  the  King  of  Sardinia  and  the  Fnncb 

Republic. 

'THE  French  Republic  apd  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia, 
equally  animated  by  the  defire  of  making  a  happy  peace  fucr 
ceed  to  the  war  which  divides  them,  have  appointed,  viz.  the  exe- 
cutive dire£tory,  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic,  Citizen 
Charles  Delacroix,  minifler  of  foreign  affairs,  and  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  M.  M.  the  Chevaliers  de  Revel  and  de  Tonfo, 
to  negotiate  the  clajiifes  and  conditions  proper  for  re-e(labli(hing  and 
confolidaUng  good  harmony  between  the  two  ftates,  who,  after 
having  exchanged  their  full  and  refpe^ive  powers,  have  agreed  to 
the  following  articles: 

I.  There  (hall  be  peace  and  good  neighbourhood  between  the 
^rcDch  Republic  and  the  King  of  Sardinia.    All  hoftilities  (ball 

-^fe  between  the  two  powers,  reckoning  from  the  time  qt  figning 

•  c  prefeot  ueaty« 
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II.  The  King  of  Sardinia  revokes  all  adhefion^ confent,  or  ac« 
ceflion,  public  or  fecret,  given  by  him  to  the  armed  coalition  againft 
the  French  Republic ;  and  all  the  treaties  of  alliance,  ofFennve 
and  defenfive,  which  he  may  have  concluded  againft  the  faid  Re- 
public with  any  power  whatfoever.  He  ihall  not  furnifli  any  con- 
tingent in  men  or  money  to  any  powers  armed  againft  France, 
upon  any  pretence,  or  under  any  authority  whatfoever. 

Ill-  The  King  of  Sardinia  fairly  and  entirely  renounces  foe 
ever,  for  himfelf  or  his  fucceflbrs,  in  favour  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic, all  the  rights  which  he  can  pretend  to  have  to  Savoy,  and  the 
counties  of  Nice,  Tenda,  and  Breuil. 

IV.  The  limits  between  the  ftates  of  the  King  of  Sardinia  and 
the  departments  of  the  French  Republic  (hall  be  marked  by  a  line 
through  the  moft  advanced  points  of  the  frontier  of  Piedmont,  the 
fummits,  plateaux  (flat  tops  of  hills)  mountains,  and  other  places 
hereafter  defcribed,  as  well  as  the  intermediate  fummits  and  pk- 
teauxj  viz.  from  the  point  where  the  frontiers  of  ci-devant  Fran- 
cigny.  Duchy  of  Aoste  and  Valais,  unite  to  the  extremity  of  the 
Glaciers,  or  Monts-Maudits. 

I  ft;  The  fummits  or  plateaux  of  the  Alps  at  the  rifmg  of  the 
Col-Mayor. 

ad.  Little  Saint  Bernard,  and  the  hofpital  (ituated  there. 

3d.  The  fummits  or  plateaux  of  Mont-Alban,  of  the  Col -de 
Crefance,  and  of  Mont-Iferan. 

4th.  Turning  a  little  towards  the  fouth,  the  fummits  or  plateaux 
of  Cerat  and  of  Gros-Caval. 

5th.  Great  Mont-  Cenis,  and  the  hofpital  which  ftands  to  the 
fouth-eaft  of  the  lake  of  that  mountain. 

6th.  Little  Mont-Cenis. 

7th.  The  fummits  or  plateaux  which  feparate  the  valley  of  Bar- 
donach  from  the  Val-des-Prcs. 

8th.  Mont-Genevre. 

9th.  The  fummits  or  plateaux  which  feparate  the  valley  of  Quires 
from  that  of  Vaudois. 

lOth.  Mont-de- Vaudois. 

lith.  Mont-de- Vifo. 

12th.  Mont-de-rArgenterie. 

13th.  The  fource  of  the  Abayette  and  the  Sture» 

14th.  The  mountains  between  the  yallies  of  Sture  and  GeflTo, 
on  one  part ;  and  thofe  of  Saint  Etienne  or  Tinea,  of  Saint  Mar- 
tin or  Vezubia,  of  Tenda,  or  of  Roya,  on  the  other. 

15th.  Leroche-Barbon,  on  the  confines  of  the  State  of  Genoa* 

If  fome  communes,  habitations  or  portions  of  territories  of  the 
faid  communes,  aSually  in  friendftip  with  the  French  Republic, 
fall  without  the  line  or  frontiers  above  defcribed,  they  ftiall  con- 
tinue to  make  part  of  the  Republic,  notwithftanding  any  inference 
that  may  be  made  to  the  contrary  from  this  article. 

Y.  The 
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V*  Tiu^  King  of  Sairiima  engages  aoi  to  permit  emfgrajat^  qr 
pcrfons  tranfported  from  the  French  Republic  to  (iop  or  refid;  in 
hisdominiaina*  He  may,  however,  retain  in  his  fervice  the  emi* 
graots  of  the  dc^partmenis  of  Mont  Blanc>  and  of  the  M^ritim.e 
Alps,  fo  long  as  they  give  no  caufc  of  complaint  by  enterprifes  or 
oaiMruvres  tending  to  oppofe  the  internal  tafety  of  the  kepuUic. 

VI.  The  King  of  Sardinia  renounces  all  demand  of  recovery, 
or  perfonal  claim  which  he  might  pretend  to  exercife  againft  the 
French  Republic  for  caufes  anterior  to  the  prefent  treaty. 

VII.  There  (hall  be  immediately  concluded  between  the  two 
powers^  a  treaty  of  commerce  on  e^uitaBle  bads,  and  fuch  as  may 
fecure  to  the  French  nation  advantages^  at  lead  equal  to  thofe  en- 
joyed in  the  dominions  of  the  King  of  Sardinia  by  the  mofl;  fa« 
voured  nations.    ' 

In  the  mean  time,  all  communications  and  commercial  relations 
ftall  tue  re-eftabli(hed. 

VliL  The  King  of  Sardinia  obliges  himfelf  to  grant  a  fuH'anfi 
entire  amnefly  to  all  his  fubjeds  who  have  been  profecuted  for  pq* 
litical  opinions.  Every  procefs  which  may  have  been  raifed  on  this 
fubje^y  as  well  as  thp  judgments  which  have  intervened,  are  abo- 
lilhed.  All  their  property,  moveable  and  immoveable,  or  the  value 
thereof,  if  it  has  oeen  fold,  (hall  be  reftored  without  delay.  It 
(hall  be  lawful  for  them  to  difpofe  of  it,  to  return  and  relide  in 
the  dominions  of  the  King  of  S^^rdinia,  or  to  retire  therefrom. 

IX*  The  French  Rtpublic  and  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardi- 
nia engage  to  fuperfcde  thefequedration  of  all  efleds,  revenues^ 
or  property,  feized,  confifcated,  detained,  or  fold,  belonging  to  the 
citizens  or  fubjeds  of  either  power,  relative  to  the  a£lual  war,  and 
to  admit  them  refpe6tively  to  the  legal  exercif<?  of  the  adions  91 
rights,  yvhich  may  belong  to  them* 

X.  Ail  the  prifoners,  refpedtively  made,  (hall  be  reftored  in  one 
month,  reckoning  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  pre* 
fcnt  treaty,  on  paying  the  debts  which  they  may  have  contra^ed 
during  rh«ir  captivity. 

Th^  (ick  and  the  wounded  (halL continue  to  betaken  care  of  in 
the  refpcdive  hofpitals.     Thev  (hall  be  reftored  when  cured« 

XL  Neither  of  the  contraaing  powers  (hall  grant  a  pafTag^ 
through  its  territory  to  the  troops  of  any  enemy  of  the^other. 

XII.  Befides  the  fortreiTes  of  Coni,  Ceva,  and  Tortona,  as  well 
as  the  territory  which  the  troops  of  the  Republic  occupy,  or  ought 
to  occupy,  they  (hall  occupy  the  fortrefTes  of  Exiles^  A(Bette,  Suza, 
Brunette,  Chateau  Dauphin,  and  Alexandria  ;  for  which  la(l  place 
Valence  <hall  be  fubftitutf d>  if  the  general  in  chief  of  the  French 
Rcpoblic  prefer  it, 

XJII,  The  fortreflcsand  territories  above  defcribed  (hall  be  re- 
ftored to  the  King  of  Sardinia  upon  the  con^clufion  of  the  treaty  of 
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commerce  betweca  the  Republic  and  his  Majcfty,  of  general  peace, 
and  the  cflablifhmcnt  of  the  line  of  frontiers. 

XIV.  The  country  occupied  by  the  troops  of  the  Republic,  and 
vrhich  (hould  be  definiiively  reftored,  (hall  remain  under  the  civil 
government  of  his  Sardinian  Nfajefty,  but  (hall  be  liable  to  levies 
of  military  contributions,  and  furnifhing  provifion  on  forage 
Avhich  have  been,  or  may  be  enabled  for  the  fupply  of  the  French 
army.  ' 

XV.  The  fortifications  of  Brunette  and  Suza,  as  well  as  the  in- 
trenchments  formed  above  that  town,  (hall  be  demolilhed,  and  dc- 
ftroyed,  at  the  expence  of  hi5i  Sardinian  Majefly,  at  the  direftionof 
commiflioners  appointed  by  the  executive  direSory. 

The  King  of  Surcllnia  (hall  not  be  permitted  to  eftablUh  or  re- 
pair any  foriificatiou  on  tMis  part  of  the  frontier. 

XVI.  The  artllkry  of  occupied  places,  the  demolition  of  which 
is  notilipulatcd  by  the  prefcnt  treaty,  (hall  be  employed  for  the 
fervice  of  the  Republic;  bui  fhall  be  reftored  with  the  other  for- 
treflTts  at  the  fame  epoch  to  his  Sardinian  Majefty.  The  (lores 
and  provilions  which  may  be  there  (hall  be  confuted,  without  re- 
covery, for  the  fcrvice  of  the  republican  army. 

XVII.  The  French  troops  ihall  have  free  paffage  through  the 
(lates  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  in  entering  or  returning  from  the 
interior  of  Italy.  *  ^ 

XVIII.  The  King  of  Sardinia  accepts  the  mediation  of  the 
French  Republic  lor  definitively  terminating  the  differences  which 
have  long  fubfi.ied  between  his  Majefty  and  the  Republic  of  Genoa, 
arid  for  deciding  on  their  refpeftive  claims. 

XIX.  Conformable  to  the  fixth  article  of  the  treaty  concluded 
at  the  Hague,  on  the  27ih  Floreal,  3d  year,  the  Batavian  Repub- 
lic is  included  in  the  prefent  treaty.  There  (hall  be  peace  and 
friendihip  between  that  Republic  and  the  King  of  Sardinia.  Every 
thing  fliall  be  eftabliflied  between  them  on  the  fame  footing  as  be- 
fore the  preceding  war. 

XX.  The  King  of  Sardinia  (hall  difavow,  by  his  minifter  to 
the  French  Republic,  the  proceedings  employed  towards  the  laft 
ambaftador  of  France. 

XXI.  The  prefcnt  treaty  (hall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications 
exchanged  in  lefs  than  one  month,  reckoning  from  the  (igning  of 
^e  prefcnt  treaty. 

Done  and  concluded  at  Paris,  the  25th  Floreal,  4th  year  of  the 
French  Republic,  one  and  indivifible,  anfwcring  to  the  15th 
of  May,  1796.

Art.  I.  npQERE  (hall  be  a  fufpenfion  of  arms  between  the  army

The  Duke  of 
Parma  (hall  fend  plenipotentiaries  U^  Paris,  to  the  executive  4i*

II.  The  Duke  of  Parma  (hall  pay  a  military  .contribution  of 
two  millions  of  livres  of  French  money,  to  be  paid  either  in  billa 
of  exchange  on  Genoa,  or  in  ready  money.  Five  hundred  thou* 
(and  livres  (hall  be  paid  in  five  days,  and  the  remainder  in  the  fplr 
lowing  decade. 

III.  Twelve  hundred  dratight  horfes,  harneHed,  with  their  coU 
lars,  ihall  be  fent ;  alfo  4.00  for  dragoons,-  harnefTed,  and  a  hundre4 
laddle-horfes  for  fuperior  officers. 

IV.  There  (hall  alfo  be  fent  20  piSures,  to  be  chqfen  by  the 
pommander  in  chief,  from  among  thofe  now  in  the  duchy.

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TbeffUvmng  is  the  Speech  by  which ^  in  Maj^  1 705,  CMzen  JJalH^  4x 
PrefiditU  rf  the  dffembly  ef  the  Reprefentattves  of  the  People  tf 
Heilandf  prefaced  the  reading  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  and  Alliance 
cemluded  with  France. 

TN  order  to  form  a  correA  judgment  on  the  nature  and  value 
^  of  this  treaty,  we  ought  never  to  lofe  fight  of  the  circucn- 
ftaoces  under  which  it  has  been  negotiated  and  conchided ;  circum* 
fiances  which  form  an  epoch  unparalleled  in  the  annals  of  our 
countrj,  and  concerning  which  I  hope  to  God  that  we  (ball  ever 
gntefuUv  acl^nowledge  Qur  having  elcaped  the  numerous  dangers 
with  which  It  vras  fraught*    We  had  to  negotiate  in  that  (late  of 
relaxation,  confufion,  and  wretchednefs,   into  which  we  were 
pbiiged  by  our  ancient  government,  and  which  our  domeftic,  as 
well  as  foreign  enemies,  were  ftriving  to  render  (lill  more  helplefs ; 
and  in  this  fituation  we  had  to  treat  with  the  moft  powerful  people 
on  earthy-  whofe  numerous  armr#^,  fpread  over  all  our  provinces, 
oflfexed  that  great  and  generous  nation  an  opportunity  Of  afTuming 
the  moft  boundlefa  dominion  over  our  Republic.  JBefore  the  French 
reached  this  land,  they  had  wafted  immenfe  treafures,  and  ftreams 
of  blood,  in  the  sallant  execution  of  their  enterprife*.    They  had 
long  been  provoked  ai&d  calumniated  by  the  houfe  of  Orange, 
and  were  fmarting  under  the  fevereft  la(hes  of  war,  tyranny,  an.d 
internal  difcord,  when  they  arrived  in  this  country.    We  ought, 
therefore,  the  lefs  to  wonder  at  the  French  government  having  in- 
fifted  on  an  indemnification,  as  almoft  all  foreign  nations  entertain 
exaggerated  ideas  of  the  riches  of  the  Dutch — ideas  which  the 
houle  of  Orange  and  the  cabinet  of  St.  James's  have  infidiouOy 
VoIm  m.— Paut  ii.  F  en- 
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jCiidf  avourcd  to  fpread  among  the  French  people*  Under  thcfe  cir* 
cumllances,  the  ilipulatcd  fum  of  indemniiication  can  by  no  means 
Appear  exorbitant ;  and  we  may  well  confole  ourfelves  for  the  lois 
of  riclt^s  with  which  we  have  purchafed  the  mod  im^alaableof  all 
human  blcfTmgs — liberty  and  independence.  The  fame  obfcrva- 
tion  holds  good  with  rcfpcdt  to  our  having  facrificed  a  part  of  our 
tcrritoryior  to  fpcak  mmc  exaflly,  in  recard  of  the  French  not 
having  rcftorcd  to  us  Dutch  Flanders,  Nfaeftricht,  and  Venlo. 
Without  mentioning  either  our  hope  of  recovering  at  a  future  time 
this  part  of  our  territory,  the  indcminfications  promifcd  in  the  i6ih 
article,  although  it  be  of  great  importance,  or  the  jufl  expeflation 
that  the  French  Republic  will  take  upon  herfclf  the  national  debt 
of  the  ceded  country^  I  ihall  only  ftate,  that  I  do  not  difown  the 
value  of  the  poIFcflions  we  have  loft,  or  bid  farewell  to  my  country- 
men without  the  moft  painful  fcnfation.  Maeftricht,  which  Fre- 
deric Henry,  by  the  right  of  conqueft  united  with  the  Dutch  Re- 
piiblic,  would  certainly  never  have  been  ceded  to  any  forcii^ii 

Sower,  if  the  Auflriun  Netherlands  had  not  been  reduced  by  the 
'  rench  arms  ;  and  the  high  value  of  that  place  with  refpeA  to  our 
communication  with  Germany,  mud  be  obvious  to  every  one  who  is 
in  the  lead  acquainted  with  our  commercial  relations,  and  cafls  an 
eye  on  the  map  of  Kurope,  The  fituation  of  Vcnlo,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  Upper  Guelderland  afford  us  alfo  great  advantages,  which 
imay  ftill  be  Increafcd ;  btit,  above  all,  the  lofs  of  that  part  of 
FUujders  which  our  commonwealth  acquired  by  the  treaty  of  WcA- 
phalia,  is  important,  and  afFcdls  feverely  the  whole  confederacy, 
although  the  provinccof  Zealand  enjoys exclufively  the  greateft  part 
of  the  proceeds  of  that  country,  I  do  by  no  means  clafs  amonr; 
OUT  territorial  facrifices  the  ufe  of  the  port  of  Flushing  in  common 
with  us,  granted  to  the  French  Republic  by  the  T4th  article,  fmrt- 
the  inconveniences  which  might  arife  from  this  mutual  ufe,  ha\<: 
been  obviated,  as  much  as  poiltble,  through  the  exertions  of  our 
commiflioners  ;  all  fear  of  diforder  has  been  relieved  by  the  regii- 
lations  fubjoined  to  the  treaty,  and  the  fovereignty  of  the  ifland  f»f 
W'aUhcrcn  remains  unimpaired.*  Yet,  fenfible  as  I  am  of  the  im- 
nicnfc  value  of  thefe  facrifices,  I  cannot  but  fuppofc  the  whole 
matter  to  hinge  on  the  following  queftion  : — Whether  from  two 
rvils  we  ought  not  to  choofe  the  IcaU  ?  Whether  one  limb  ought 
not  to  be  facrificed  for  the  prefervation  of  the  whole  body  ? 
Whether  we  ought  not  to  make  a  virtue  of  ncceflity,  and  whether 
liberty  and  independence  ought  not  to  be  dearer  to  us  than  all  other 
Jmprcllions  ?  But  let  us  now  balance  with  our  facrifices  the  invahi* 
able  advantat'es  and  fignal  privileges  we  have  acquired  by  this  treaty, 
of  which  1  rtrall  attempt  to  draw  a  hafty  fketch.  They  confilt  in 
otir  liberty  and  independence  being  acknowledged,  and  guaran- 
i;ed  by  the  moft  powerful  nation  on  earth  ;  in  the  high  value  of

the  keys  of  thecovntryi  being  reinforced  in  cafes  of  hoililiticto  bv 
n  Republican*' garrifon*;  in  the  probability  of  the  iHltiieroui  Friaiicll 
nrmiea  leaving  our  provinces-— in-  the  promired  ineiiiatiotf  htt  pro-

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^HE  PriQCer  of -Orange -has  hithfrto  thought  it  unneceifuiy  to 
publiih' the  motives  which  induced  him  toabfent  hiuifclf  for 
fume  time  from  his  country,  beiuyconviucevl  that  no  pcribn  could, 
with  any  (Imdow  of  julticc,  accufc  him  of  the  fmallcfl  crime  in 
having  quitted  the  territorials  of  the  p)*ovinccs  H)f  Holland,  after 
the  States  of  that  province  had  .thought  proper  to  fend  deputies  to 
the  commanders  of  the  enemy's  forces  to  capitulate,  or  rather  to 
fubmil  to  them  ;  but  the  refolution  taken  by  -the  pretended  St;iites 
General  the  a4ihof  February  lalt,  on  the  motion  made  in  that  ai- 
fcmbly  tbc  31  It  of  January  ^  by  the  deputies  of  the  pretended  pro- 
vaIioiiaI  xeprefentatives  of  the  people  of  Holland,  having  come  to  his 
knowle<U(ei  in  which  they  thought  proper  to  abolish  the  office  of 
StadtholJrrt  Captain-General  and  Hereditary  Admiral,  with 
wbioh  this  prince  was  inveftcd,  a.Uedging,  aa  a  motive  for  this  rc- 
folutiony  that  he  himfelf  had  abdicated^them,  he  feels  it  incum- 
bent on  himfelf  to  be  no  longer  (ilent,  and  to  repel  this  calumny 
by  a  Hippie  and  exadt  itatcmcnt  of  the  fudts  which  preceded  tuul 
rendered  nccelfary  his  departure  from  the  territories  of  the  United 
Statet* 
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The  immdatioot  formed  for  the  defence  of  the  Republic,  and 
'  in  particular  for  that  of  the  province  of  Holland,  (as  well  as  tbo 
Hvers  in  that  country)  being  frozen  in  Deonnber  laft,  there  no 
longer  remained  any  means  of  defending  the  provinces  of  Utrecht 
nnd  Holland,  after  the  retreat  of  the  army  commanded  by  General 
Count  Wallmoden  from  the  borders  of  the  Waal  and  of  the  Rhine, 
and  the  troops  of  the  State,  which  might  have  been  employed  in 
the  defence  of  thefe  two  provinces,  were  reduced  (as  Mreli  by  hard«> 
fhips  whidh  the  army  fullatned  during  the  laft  campaim,  as  hj 
ficknefs)  to  too  fmall  a  number  to  garrtfon  fufficiently  m(ie  pofts, 
which  it  was  neceflary  fliould  be  occupied  in  order  to  prevent  th^ 
enemy  from  penetrating  to  tbem. 

It  muft  here  be  obferved,  that  a  great  pirt  of  the  troops  which 
were  in  thefe  two  provinces,  cooU  not  be  employed  againft  the 
enemy,  in  virtue  ot  the  capitulations  which  many  places  had 
made,  and  in  which  At  was  ftipulated  that  tlieif  garrimns  ihoald 
be  fent  into  the  interior  of  the  Republic,  after  having  fworn  not  to 
ferve  againft  the  armies  of  France  during  the  war  until  they  were 
exchanged.  The  States  of  Utrecht,  therefore,  thought  it  right 
to  capitulate  on  Friday  the  1 6th  of  January,  after  having  feme 
days  before  informed  the  States  General  of  their  intention,  and 
foiuid  themfelves  obliged  to  fubmii  to  thofe  conditions  which  the 
conqueror  thought  fit  to  grant  i  it  will  fuffice  to  ftate,  that  the 
dates  of  that  province  having  requefted  that  their  conftitution  and 
form  of  government  might  be*  prefcrvcd,  the  viAor  would  only 
proviHonally  agree  to  it,  which  afforded  no  fecurtty  for  the^ 
future. 

The  Prince  of  Orange  being  informed,  that  the  States  of  the 
provinces  of  Holland  were  about  to  adopt  the  fame  refolution  on 
the  fame  day,  found  himfelf  under  the  neceffity  of  fending  away 
the  princcflcs,  his  wife,  and  daughter-in-law,  with  the  prince  his 
grandfon,  on  board  a  fifliing-boat,  on  Sunday  morning,  the  i8th 
of  January,  and  was  himfelf  obliged  to  follow  them  on  the  fame 
dav  with  (the  two  princes)  his  fons,  whfch  however  he  did  not  do 
till  he  had  acquainted  the  States  General,^  as  alfo  all  the  States  of 
the  Seven  Provinces,  and  of  the  country  of  Dronthe,  with  his  in- 
tended departure,  writing  to  them,  *•  That  he  cafily  forefaw^ 
from  the  prefent  fituation  of  the  Republic,  what  lot  he  muft  ex- 
peft  if  the  enemy  (hould  penetrate  further  into  the  country;  and, 
not  wifhing  to  be  any  obftacle  to  peace,  he  had  refolved  to  abfent 
himfelf  and  his  family  for  a  lime  from  the  territories  of  the  States, 
and  hoped  that  their  High  MightineiTes  would  approve  of  this 
ilep."

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It  flmiU  htKt  be  fcnuurked>  that  die  Prince  did  not  depart  tUl 
after  his  letter  bad  been  iead»  as  ^cll  in  the  aflembiy  of  the  States 
Genend  as  in  that  of  the  States  of  Holland ;  that  his  departure 
fipom  the  Hague  and  his  embarkation  were  fully  known  to  both 
aftunhlict,  wno  did  not  take  any  ftep  to'  oppofe  the  meafure ;  and 
that  his  d^arture  did  not  take  place  till  the  States  of  Holland  had 
relbhred  to  capituUtey  und  had  requiitd  in  their  namci  from  the 
Pnaoe  of  Orange»  as  captain-general  of  that  province,  an  officer 
and  a  trumpet  to  announce  the  commiilion  from  the  States  of  HoU 
laodf  who  were  to  rq»ai,r  to  the  general  of  the  enemy  to  afcertain 
what  articles  (hould  ifon^  a  capitulation  for  that  province.  The 
Prince  knew  thefe  deputies  were  commiflioned  not  to  make  any 
difficulties,  but  to  yield  to  every  article.  The  fame  day,  after  the 
Ptiooe  had  notified  his  intention  of  quitting  the  Dutch  territories^ 
four  member^  of  the  college  of  counfellors,  deputed  by  Holland^ 
ikmaiyfr^  an  audience  of  the  Prince,  and  begged  he  would  haftea 
his  departure ;  that  they  could  give  no  reply  to  any  thing,  and  that 
evca  if  it  was  infifted  upon  in  the  French  genend's  anfwer  that 
the  prince  and  his  family  (hould  not  be  permitted  to  quit  the  coun- 
try,  the¥  would  be  under  the  neceflity  of  taking  meafures  to  pre* 
vent  their  departure,  efpecially  in  cafe  the  French  general,  or  the 
commiffioncrs  of  the  National  Convention,  (hould  require  that 
the  college  of  deputed  counfellors  (hould  be  made  refponfible  if  the 
Prince  abfenited  himfelf  before  the  arrival  of  the  French  troops. 
After  fuch  a  declaration  the  Prince  df  Oranse  thought  it  no  Ion* 
ger  lafe  to  remain  at  the  Hague,  and  embarked  at  Scheveling  on 
board  a  fi(hing-boat.  Having  coofulted  the  marine  officers  and 
pik>t  who  were  on  board  the  velTel,  what  courfe  he  (hould  fteer,^ 
they  weie  unanimou(^  of  opinion  that  the  beft  plan  would  be  to 
make  for  an  £ngli(h  port.  The  Prince,  before  he  quitted  the 
road  of  Schevelii^,  wrote  to  M.  Van  Spic^l,  counfeUor  pen« 
fionary  of  the  province  of  Holland,  with  the  opinion  of  the  ma- 
riae  officers  and  pilot  of  the  above-mentioned  veflet,  figned  by 
iheoi.  The  counlellor  pen(ionary  having  communicated  the  fame 
to  their  High  Mightinefles,  they,  by  tbeir  refolutien  of  the  19th 
of  January  $  approyed  of  the  Prince  of  Orange's  departure^  as  a 
OMafure  of  abiolute  neceffity ;  declaring,  moreover,  that  they 
wcsedefirous  of  htarine  of  that  Prince's  fafe  arrival  in  one  of  the 
poru  of  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  on  board  a  (hip  of  war  be- 
loogiiig  to  the  Stat^,  and  that  he  might  (hortly  be  able  to  return 
to  the  Kepublic,  in  order  to  continue  afliiling  them  with  his  coun- 
cil and  piefence  for  the  maintenance  of  the  independence  aod  eon* 
of  the  Republic    The  Prince's  intention,  of  which  he 
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had  already  informed  M.  Van  de  Spiegel," penftonary  connftHor, 
in  his  letter,  was  to  Inform  himfelf,  during- his  ftay  in  England,  of 
the  fituation  of  affairs,  as  well  in  the  province  of  Zealand  as  in  the 
provinces  of  Prize  and  Groningen^  and  to  embark  on  board  a  fhSp 
of  war  of  the  States  for  either  of  thofe  provinces  in  which  it 
fhould  appear  his  prefence  might  be  moft  ufeful.  It  is  right  to 
obfcrve,  that  all  correfpondence  between  thofe  provinces  and  the 
Hague  wa*  at  that  time  intercepted  not  only  by  the  enemy  but  by 
the  froft. 

As  foon  as  the  States  of  Holland  had  rcfolved*  to  ardmit  forces 
inimical  to  the  Republic  of  th^  United  Provinces  into  the  place 
where  the  States  General  were  affembled,  and  had  given  orders  to 
their  different  garrifons  no  longer  to  oppofe  the  progrefs  of  the 
French,  the  Prinqe  of  Orange  was  defirous  that  the  States  General, 
to  whom  this  refohition  had  been  communicated,  fliould  determine 
to  diflTolve  their  aflembly,  and  to  call  it  together  again  in  one  of 
the  provinces  which  had  not  fubmitted  to  the  yoke  of  the  con- 
queror. 

The  States  General  thought  proper  to  remain  aflcmbled  in  a 
place  where  the  enemy's  troops,  joined  by  a  number  of  malcon- 
tents, deprived  them  of  the  liberty  of  deliberating  and  doing  what 
the  public  good  required. 

The  French  troops  having  arrived  at  the  Hague,  the  States  Ge- 
neral were  compelled  to  do  every  thing  that  was  exafled  ftom 
them.  The  deputies  lawfully  named  by  the  provinces  of  Holland 
were  obliged  to  quit  that  aifembly,  and  have  been  replaced  by 
deputies  nanwd  by  thofe  who  have  taken  upon  themfclv^s  the 
fupreme  power  of  that-  province,  under  the  name  of  provifional 
reprefentativcs  of  the  people.-  Thefe  latter  being  admitted  into 
the  affembly  of  the  States  General,  that  affembiy  ceafes  to  be 
legal,  and  the  re folulioas'' taken  fince  that  time  cannot  be  confi- 
dei^d  as  refoJutions  diftated' by  the  real  States  General. 

The  Prince  of  Orange's  defign  was,  as  has  already  been  ob- 
ferved,  to  go  into  Zealand  as  foon  as  be  (hould-have  received  in- 
formation relative  to  the  fituiation-of  affairs  in  that  provlncei  hop- 
ing that  his  prefence  there*  might  hie  ufeful.  Biit.  the-  Sta^s  Ge- 
neral having  given  orders  foon  after  the  Prince's  departure,  and 
nearly  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  French  troops  at  the  Hafgue, 
to  the  comrtiandlng  officers  of  Bergen-op-Zoom,  Breda,  ^Vilhcm- 
ftadt  and  Steenbcrgen,  fortreflcs  which  ftill  hold  out,  to  capitulate^ 
likewife  to  the  troops  who  were  in  thofe  provinces  which  had  not 
yet  fubmitted  to  the  French,  as  alfo  the  ftiipi  of  the*  Statfe^  not  Uf 
defend  themfelves  agairtft  the  French,  the  States  of  Zealai^  were 
under  the  neceffity  of  following  the  example  of  thofe  of  Holland 
and  Utrecht,  in  capifulating  for  their  province,  or  rather  in  fub- 
flitting  to  the  conqueror.  •     -    *  •  * 
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The  Prince  of  Orange  being  informed  of  this  refolution,  and 
perceiving  that  his  prefence  could  no  longer  be  of  any  fervice 
tfaexe,  Was  obliged  to  give  up  his  imention  of  going  into  Zealand, 
and  the  ice  having  for  a  long  while  prevented  all  commiinication 
between  the  provinces  of  Friefland  and  Groningen  with  England, 
during  that  time  the  Prince  could  not  receive  any  intelligence  from 
thofe  provinces,  and  the  firfthe  received  was,  that  they  had  fub- 
mitted  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  others  had  done,  which  fruf- 
trated  his  plan  of  going  into  either  of  thofe  provinces. 

The  Prince  of  Orange  waits  ,with  con6dence  the  judgment 
which  every  impartial  perfon  will  pafs  on  his  conduft,  and  can- 
not think  it  was  expeded  he  (hould  remain  in  a  country  which  had 
fubmitted  to  the  French  arms,  whilft  the  French  National  Con- 
vention had  declared  war  againft  him  perfonally,  and  deliver  hini- 
fclf  into  the  hands  of  his  enemies,  without  being  able  thereby  to 
render  the  leaft  fervice  to  his  country. 

He  leaves  it  to  the  impartial  public  to  judge  if  it  is  with  reafon 
that  the  pretended  States  General  could  declare,  on  the  propofal 
of  the  fclf-named  provifional  reprcfentatives  of  the  Dutch  people, 
that  the  Stadtholderfhip  was  aboliflied,  becaufe  the  Stadtholder, 
Captain  and  Admiral  general,  had  thought  proper  to  quit  his  poft 
whilft  the  faid  provifional  reprcfentatives  of  the  people  of  Hol- 
land judged  it  right,  in  the  fame  afTembly  where  they  have  changed 
the  form  of  government,  and,  ufurped  the  Supreme  Power,  to 
abolith  thofe  charges  for  the  province  of  Holland,  without  af- 
figning  any  other  motive  than  that  the  nobility  and  hereditary 
offices  were  incompatible  with  equality. 

The  Prince  of  Orange  confi4ers  himfelf  authorized  to  appeal, 
to  the  whole  univerfe  from  a  rpfoluiion  fo  unjuil,  and  declares  that 
he  ^iU  not  apkxjiowledge  as  lawful  any  refolution  taken  by  thofe 
who  now  call  themfelves  the  States  General,  or  States  of  the  pro- 
vinces, as  long  as  the  Republic  fhall  be  occupied  by  the  French 
troo|^s.  He  flatters  himfelf,  that  if  more  fortunate  cii-cumftanccs 
Ihould  deliver  his  urthappy  country  from  a  foreign  yoke,  the  na- 
tion reftored  to  itfelf,  and  enjoying,  as  it  has  done  fpr  thcfe  two 
centuries,  a  true  liberty,  founded  upon  law,  will  do  "him  jnftice 
hy  myt  delaying  to  call  him  to  the  excrcife  of  the  hereditary  charges 
which  he  poflefles  in  that  Republic,  and  which  have  been  granted 
to  hJB  houfe^  by  the  will  of  the  nation',  with  the  view  of  contribut^ 
ingto  (he  maintenance  of  the  religion,  good  order,  independence 
and  profperity  of  the  State,  and  of  the  true  liberty  and  well-being 
of  its  inhabitants.

TTS  principal  end  is  to  enable  the  citizens  to  pledge  in  a  fecujre 
^  maBner  their  goods  and  eflPe^s  for  ready  money,  for  a  certain 
time,  to  make  good  the  extraordinary  levies  of  money  in  hard 
cafli. 

It  confifts  of  twenty-four  articles;  its  chamber  of  accounts  2s 
at  Amfterdam;  begins  the  ift  of  July,  this  year,  is  to  laft  until 
the  ift  of  July  1798;  and  is  to  be  direded  by  (ix  fworn  conunir- 
fioners,  each  of  whom  is  to  receive  6000  guilders  annually,  be- 
sides neceilary  clerks  and  book-keepers. 

All  fecurities  and  bills  accepted  by  governmeiit,  or  the  Eaft 
India  company,  and  other  public  bodies,  are  to  be  taken  by  this 
bank,  beiides  all  forts  of  immoveable  goods  and  merchandizes 
that  bear  a  current  price.  Jewels,  corOf  rice,  and  all  other  pro^ 
vifions,  are  excepted.  Whoever  has  other  kinds  of  goods  to 
pledge,  mud  apply  to  the  provifional  reprefentatives.  The 
whmrpfedge  given  on  the  goods  (hall  not  exceed  eighty  per  cent* 
Bank  bills  o^  100  guilders  and  upwards  are  given,  ivhidi  are  to 
bave  a  free  circulation  at  the  approaching  great  money  levy.   The 

{ledger  pays  four  per  cent,  for  the  capital  received,  and  thofe  that 
ave  bank  money  on  their  account,  receive  tbr^  per  cent,  intereft 
annually.

BY  the  treaty  of  alliance  conchi4ed  between  our  country  and  the 
Republic  of  France,  we  have  become  entirely  freed  fnmi  th^ 
^xiety  under  which  we  groaned  relative  to  the  fate,  and  even  the 
exiftence  of  our  Republic.  By  this  treaty,  )ts  freedom  and  inde-* 
pendence  have  been  eftabliflied  upon  the  moft  folid  foundations^ 
At  this  period,  we  have  the  fatisiaAton  of  ofiering  to  you  a  phu»» 
according  to  which  the  citizens  of  thefe  provinces  may  enjoy  the 
happieft  right  of  a  free  people— namely,  to  determine  uppn  the 
form  of  their  government . 

Your  Hi^  Mightiriefles,  but  a  very  little  time  after  wa  bad  re- 
covered our  libeny,  felt  the  neceffity  there  is  that  the  govermeent 
of  thefe  provinces  fliould  undergo  an  organization ;  and  that  in 
order  to  attain  that  defirable  obj^£l,  it  was  neceflarv  that  the  ge- 
nerality of  the  people  fliould  be  invited  to  form  tnemfelves  into

It  is  the  refult  of  a  con« 
neAed  and  laborious  work,  fupported  by  perfeverance  and  tho 
moft  ardent  seal,  which  we  this  day  fubmit  to  your  High  Mighti- 
neflesi  to  the  reprefentatives  of  provinces^  and  to  the  Batavian 
people  in  general. 

if  we  had  not  been  firmlv  convinced  that  a  convocation  of  pri- 
mary aflemblies  is  the  univerfal  wi(h  of  our  nationi  we  (hould 
have  thought  it  our  duty  to  declare  to  your  High  Mightinefles  that» 
under  the  prefent  circumftancesi  it  it  the  only  means  to  fave  our 
country.  Have  we  not  long  enough  eroaned  under  a  government 
and  under  a  conftitution  of  corruption  r  a  conftitution  which  never 
deferved  that  name.  How  many  lources  of  profjperity  were  fliut  up 
by  that  government?  How  manv  imprefcriptible  rights  have  beea 
weakened^  and  even  annihilated  by'itf  in  (hort,  how  many 
times  has  not-the  general  intereft  been  forced  to  yield  to  private 
intereft  ?  A  new  order  of  things  ought  fpeedily  to  be  eftabliflied* 
An  aflembly  elededby  the  people  will  finifli  that  beautiful  ediiico 
of  which  your  High  Mightinefles  have  already  laid  the  foonda* 
tiona.  Agriculture,  as  well  as  commerce  and  manufaAures  will 
flourlfli }  all  the  means  of  fubfiftence  will  lie  open  before  every 
citizen.  Every  citizen  will  be  fupported  in  the  quiet  enjoyment 
of  his  rights;  and  by  this  means  the  intereft  of  every  ionabitant 
will  be  infeparably  united  with  the  public  intereft.

V,  Treats  of  the  operations  of  the  National  Convention,  Vfhote 
chief  defign  is  the  eftabliihihent  ofa  conftitution  for  the  people  of 
Batavia.  The  convention  is  charged  with  the  adminiflration  of 
the  department  for  foreign  affairs — ^the  organization  of  the  forces 
by  land  and  fea — the  maritime  and  continental  fyftem  of  defence--* 
the  arming  of  the  citizens.  It  is  to  protect  the  people  againft  the 
oppreflion  of  public  officers — ^to  difpofe  of  the  public  charges 
relative  to  the  common  weal.  It  takes  care  of  the  credit  of  the 
nation — direfts  the  expenditure  of  the  fums  of  money  to  be  dif- 
burfed  to  execute  its  meafures,  and  to  be  fixed  by  extraordinary 
deputies  of  the  provinces.  '  The  provinces  muft  pledge  themfelves 
to  pay  their  refpedive  contingents  at  the  fixed  period,  otherwife 
the  convention  takes  entirely  at  its  own  difpofal  the  finances  of 
thofe  provinces.  The  convention  has  nothing  to  do  with  domeilic 
concerns,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people 
of  the  different  provinces  ihall  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  general 
government  of  the  Republic,  All  the  committees  and  colleges,  to 
whom  the  executive  power  of  the  public  is  entrufted,  are  made  re« 
fponfible  to  the  convention.  ^ 

Vf .  Treats  on  the  mode  of  deliberation.  Every  member  in  the 
convention  is  to  give  his  vote  individually.  The  aflembly  fits  widi 
its  doors  open. 

VII.  Treats  of  the  refponfibility  of  the  members  of  the  con^ 
vention.  All  the  members  are  refponfible  to  the  whole  nation, 
and  not  to  a  part  only.  They  cannot  be  recalled  by  any  part  of 
the  people.  They  are  not  to  be  tried  for  any  advice  they  fhall  give 
in  the  convention.  The  members  of  the  executive  power,  and 
the  minifters  of  the  Republic,  ihall  be  amenable  tojuffice  in  the 
fame  maimer  as  the  members  of  the  convention. 

VII  !•  Fixes 'the  diiFolution  of  the.  convention.  The  conven- 
tion is  to  prepare,  in  a  twelvemonth  at  farlheft  after  its  meeting, 
the  plan  of  theconftitution.  If  the  conftitution  is  univerftlly  ac- 
cepted, a  new  National  Convention  is  to  be  eleded,'and  as  foon  as 
its  members  are  arrived  at  the  Hague,  the  former  are  to  feparate 
themfelves.

The  citizens  Graweld  and  Siter,  members  of  the  States  General 
of  Holland,  and  ambaflfador^  extraordinary  from  the  Republic  of 
the  United  Provinces  to  the  Republic  of  France,  entered  the  halt 
of  the  National  Convention  on  the  5th  of  June,  accompanied  by 
the  members  of  the  committee  of  public  fafety.

Tho^ Batavian 
fia^n,  proud  of  its  union  with  the  firft  people  of  the.  univerfe, 
jppn^  to  difcharge  her  debt.  Too  long  have  the  magnanimovs  and

Batavians  are  ancient  adorers  of  liberty.    Their  an^eflors  fought, 
in  order  to  pull  dpwn  their  tyrant,  the  molt  powerful  defpot  in 
die  fixteenth  century*    The  Batavians  will  never  be  retroghidto  ; 
and  if,  in  marching  under  the  tri-coloiired  banners,  fate^  AoUHl 
betray  their  wiihes  and  their  courage,  the  patriots  will  thethfiAiten 
£g  their  own  grave ;  and  the  people  of  our  provinces,  too  kmg 
nAiftis  t#  flavery,  will  in  future  live  for  liberty,  or  difappearfrem 
the  fiiee  of  the  earth,  with  the  gbry  of  having  combated  for  it.

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ef  the  fraternity  which  unites  U3,  and  of  the  good  faith  with  which 
we  fhall  fulfil  the  facred  engagements  we  have  juft  contrafied."    . 

To  this  Speech  the  President  made  the  following  Reply: 

<<  Minidcrs  plenipotentiary  from  the  Batavian  people !  yourpre-^ 
fence  in  this  hall  recalls  to  our  memory  objects  which  will  eter« 
nally  remain  dear  to  free  men  ;  your  worthy  anceftors  the  JBarne* 
velts  and  the  Witts  proceeded  in  the  difficult  career  of  liberty  long 
before  us  ;  they  have  given  to  the  world  the  example  of  a  people 
riilng  in  favour  of  a  Republic ;  this  example  has  contributed  io 
roufe  the  courage  of  our  firft  great  men.  This  treafure  of  liberty, 
which  you  fird  acquired,  wc  only  had  the  good  fortune  of  redoring 
.  to  you.  We  have,  perhaps,  fome  claim  to  your  gratitude ;  but 
you  have  a  claim  to  the  gratitude  of  all  mankind.  This  liberty,  as 
difficult  to  be  acquired  as  to  be  prcferved,  you  pofleifed  after  fifty 
years  of  combating  and  of  glory:  fome  faults  which  you  committed^ 
dndoubtedly  were  fufficient  to  deprive  you  of  it ;  but  we  fhalleven 
improve  from  your  faults ;  we  (hall,  with  a  firm  hand,  point  out 
the  limits  of  power ;  its  poflefTors  fhaH  be  vigilantly  watched.  The 
French  Republic  is  about  to  have  refpe£led  magiftrates,  powerful 
for  good,  and  impotent  for  evil ;  this  Republic  fhall  never  have  a 
fcourge  like  that  of  a  Stadtholder.  How  happy  are  we  to  have  fo 
ufefully  feconded  you  in  the  hd  conteil  you  had  with  him.  The 
court  of  France,  in  former  times,  had,  from  motives  of  va- 
nity, condefcended  to  offer  an  afylum  to  a  few  kings  who  had 
been  precipitated  from  their  thrones;  at  this  time  the  French  had 
4;he  glory  of  liberating  a  generous  people,  whom  they  have  placed 
among  the  number  of  free  nation$.  Your  enemies  dared  even  to 
outrage  you  during  the  laft  moments  of.their  reign*  The  Stadt* 
holder,  continuing  to  betray,  has  delivered  up  your  rich  cargoes ; 
you  complain  that  the  Engltlh  are  retaining  them,  contrary  to  all 
the  principles  of  public  faith  :  What  elfe  could  you  exped  of  a 
Stadtholder,  and  of  an  Englifli  minilter  ?  We,  however,  believe 
that,  on  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  as  well  as  on  thofe  of  the  Seine 
and  the  Scheldt^  there  exifls  a  far  greater  number  of  friends  to 
juftice  and  humanity  than  tyranny  even' Xufpefls.     TheEnglilh 

¥ople  do  not  approve  of  the  warlike  fyflem  of  theu  government, 
he  Engliih  people  begin  to  be  impatient  under  the  Uir4ex|$  of  tt 
war  undertaken  merely  for  the  benefit  of  miniftera.  MinUlers^ 
their  ambitious  plans,  their  minute  Machiavelian  calculations,  aU 
are  momentary,  and  mufl  pafs  away :  but  two  nations,  mutually 
fupported  by  faithful  allies,  reciprocally  united  by  indifiblublc  ties, 
each  of  them  furrounded  by  her  legitimate  reprefentatives ;  each 
of  them  feated  upon  the  wrecks  of  a  thrpne  ;  two  fuch  nations 
.cannot  pafs  away.  Our  true  riches,  thp  treafuresof  our  indepen* 
df  nf e,  cimnot  be  taken  from  us.  Together  we  ihall  fet  examples 
Io  patigns  worthy  of  imitating  us  i  we  ihskll  give  to  pppt^froi:^  whp 
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are  yet  capable  oriHfemng  to  reafdn/ ufeful  IjcflonSi  whrch  Mrifl 
not  be  loft  to  humanity ;  we  (hall  give  Tiberty  to  the  vaft  empire 
of  the  feas.)-  and  laftly/  to  the  univerfe)  abundance  and  peace.  If 
fome  ambitious  men  at  London  are  ftiil  perflding)  and  there  fway 
the  fceptre  of  their  influence  to  this  banner^  -which  you  are  come 
tf  offer  U8  as  a  fignal  of  our  ofFeniive  and  defenfive  alliance, 
and  which  we  have  received  with  fraternity,  we  Khali  join  the 
three-coloured  flag ;  and  our  colours  we  fhall  tben^  difplay  together 
on  our  naval  forces  on  the  feas.  Rely  upon  the  genius  of  the  Re- 
public, which  will  ferve  you  in  default  of  a  Ruyter,  and  our  bat* 
taiions  will  aflift  you  if  the  Englifli  minifler  perfifts ;  we  fiiall  go 
as  far  as  the  Thames,  to  conquer  another  government^  and  libe* 
rate  another  nation,  Batavian  republicans!  the  National  Con- 
vention promifes  to  you  fecurity  and  indemnity,  full  liberty,  and 
full  independence.  The  National  Ctnvention  promifes  it,  and 
Europe  know$  how  the  French  armies  keep  the  promifes  of  the 
convention. 

On  a  motion  made  by  a  member^  the  prejident  gave  the  fraternal  em* 
brace  to  the  two  ambaffadorsy  in  the  midji  ofburjis  ofapplaufes. 

The  convention  acknowledged  and  proclaimed  the  Citizens  Blaitw  and 
Meyer  in  the  quality  of  mintflers plenipotentiary  from  the  Republic  of  the 
United  Provinces  to  the  Republic  ofFranct,  The  flag  offered  in  the  name  of 
the  States  General  was  accepted,  and  it  was  decreed f  that  itjhould  b$ 
placed  in  the  hallf  united  with  the  colours  of  the  French  Republic,  as  a 
fymbol  of  the  alliance  between  the  two  nations,  and  that  thefpeech  of  the 
miniflersy  as  well  as  the  prejident* s  anfwer,  Jhould  be  printed  andtranf" 
lated  into  fevered  languages. 


Subftance  of  a  Proclamation  of  the  Repnfentatives  of  Holland,  publijhed 

in  June  1795. 

ClNCE  all  the  meafurcs  hitherto  taken  for  the  purpofe  of  levying 
^  the  fums  ncceflTary  for  the  fervice  of  the  Republic,  have  met 
with  a  number  of  dimcuhles  ;  and  thefe  fums  being  very  neceflfary 
in  order  to  pay  to  the  French  nation  the  fums  itipulated  in, the 
treaty,  the  reprefentatJves  therefore  decreed,  that  a  provifionary 
voluntary  negociation  fhculd  be  entered  into  for  that  purpofe, 
namely,  that  thirty  millions  of  guilders  fhall,  during  the  prefent  year, 
be  paid  to  the  French  Republic,  ten  millions  during  the  flrft  fix 
months  of  the  year  1796,  which,  with  the  ten  millions  of  due  re* 
(juifitfons,  amount  to  nfty  millions.  AlHo  fifteen  millions  for  the 
reftoration  of  the  naval  forces,  and  twenty  millions  more  for  the 
re-eftabli(hment  of  the  land  armieji,  and  the  French  troops  taken 
into  the  pay  of  the  Dutch  Republic. 

The  greateft  part  of  thefi  fums  muft  be  ready  in  a  few  months;' 
The  States,  therefore,  have  opeped  a  voluntary  fubfcriptign  for 

the 
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the  period  of  one  year.  Thofe  who  fubfcribe  for  thoTe  (iinM  ^il 
be  paid  on  the  ift  of  July,  17969  by  means  of  the  impolU  which 
ihall  take  place.  Each  citizen  may  fubfcribe  a  fom  accordlog  to 
his  pleafure,  in  good  gpld  or  filver  coin,  in  bank  bilb^  as  well  as 
receipts  of  the  ne wly-eftablilhed  loan  bank,  and  the  bills  diftributed 
by  the  committee  of  finances  as  an  exchange  for  the  French  aifig- 
nats.  Thefe  fums,  however,  muft  be  advanced  a  third  in  fpecie, 
and  two-thirds  in  the  above-mentidned  bills.  The  fubfcribers  will 
ebtain  bills  of  receipts,  and  receive  an  intereil  of  five  per  cent« 
annually.  All  the  municipalities  of  the  town  are  to  fend  about  to 
every  citizen  fubfcription  bills,  which  muft  be  filled  up  within  four 
days  time,  when  they  are  to  fend  thefe  liAs  to  the  committee  of 
finances,  which  will  order  them  to  be  printed  and  puUiflied,  by 
which  means  the  true  patriots  will  be  known.

THE  States  General  have  enjoined  citizen  Van  Haeften,  ttieir 
ambaflador  to  the  court  of  Vienna^  to  notify  to  the  Auftrian 
cabinet  the  treaty  of  alliance  concluded  with  the  French  Republic, 
und  to  tender  to  the  faid  cabinet  its  good  offices  with  that  Republic 
to  haften  a  peace  between  the  two  powevs* 

In  cafe  the  mediation  of  Holland  ihall  not  be  accepted,  citizen 
Van  Haeften  is  charged  to  declare,  that  by  the  treaty,  the  Repub- 
lic of  the  United  Provinces  has  engaged  itfelf  to  confider  as  its  own 
particular  enemies,  all  the  enemies  of  the  French  Republic ;  and 
after  having  made  this  declaration  to  his  orders  to  quit  the  capital 
9S  Auftria  without  taking  leave. 


Hague^  July  i. 


A  Fermentation  has  taken  place  in  this  country.  The  Dutch 
'^^  phlegm  which  was  vifible  in  the  firft  operations  after  the 
deilrudlion  of  the  ancient  govemtn^it,  and  which  (eemed  to  ihrink 
from  deeds  of  blood,  appears  to  have  nearly  vanithed.  Already 
have  difturbances  broken  out  in  feveral  places,  and  particularly  at 
Rotterdam.  The  provifional  reprelentatives  of  the  pei^le  of  Hol- 
land have  publifhed  a  proclamation,  in  which  they  difclofe  to  the 
people  their  apprehenfions  that  they  will  fuffer  tbemfelvesto  be  led 
into  criminal  excefles,  and  in  which  tliey  point  out  thofe  wlio  wiib 
to  produce  thefe  effeds. 

The  following  are  extrads  from  this  proclanuitioa : 
<<  We  recoiled  with  joy  the  predidions  we  anide  upon  jiift  mo- 
tives,  that  pofterity  would  learn  with  fentiments(^  deep  aftonifh* 
ment,  the  manner  in  which  the  people  of  Holland  bad  ad(q>ted  this 

happy 
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happy  revolution  s  how  few  difafters,  in  a  country  in  which  the 
dignity  of  man  had  beep  fo  long  debafed  by  (lavery,  had  accompa- 
nied fo  great  and  extraordinary  a  change  ;  how  little  confuflon  was 
obfarvabie  ;  how  inviolable  the  refpe£l  was  for  order  ;  and  .how 
rigorous  the  fubmiflioh  to  the  law*'* 

After  having  faid  that  their  joy  was  leflTened  by  the  events  of 
Rotterdam,  that  city  fo  cclebratca  throughout  the  world,  the  rc- 
prefentatives  add, 

**  Who  is  there  that  can  really  doubt,  citizens,  that  the  manner 
in  which  one  part  of  the  burghers  of  Rotterdam  has  been  convoked 
and  aflembled ;  the  manner  in  which  they  have  deliberated  and 
alfcd  rcfolutions ;  the  manner  in  which  they  furronndedthe  town 
oufe,  and  extorted  from  the  regents  and  municipal  officers  ap- 
pointed by  the  thirteen  quarters,  refolutions  and  orders  \  who^  we 
fay,  can  dotibt  that  this  manner  of  ading  is  wholly  contrary  to  the 
order  eftablllhed  at  Rotterdam,  by  the  publication  of  the  lOth  of 
February  and  the  15th  of  May.  Who  can  doubt  the  informality, 
illegality,  and  nullity  of  what  has  been  done.  For  rwt  only  is  it 
contrary  to  the  form  fiKed  upon  by  the  burghers  themfclves,  but  U\ 
faft  it  is  diametrically  contrary  to  the  facrcd  rights  of  man,  and  a 
citizen,  whence  liberty  flows,  and  that  form  the  bafis  upon  which, 
as  we  have  already  faid  in  our  publication  of  the  ^tft  of  January 
lad,  wc  ought  to  edablifh  our  actions  and  our  proceedings*  In 
faft,  the  fovcrcignty  of  the  people  is  openly  violated,  when  apart 
of  that  people  can  force  rubmiflion  to  their  will,  or  prefcribe 
rcfolutions  to  the  regents,  whom  the  whole  people  have  ap- 
pointed.*' 

It  is  certain  that  the  inftdious  partifans,  or  the  infatuated  adhe- 
rents of  the  ancient  conftitution  do  not  fufFcr  fuoh  occafions  to 
efcape  them,  in  order  to  deduce  from  liberty  a  falfe  enihufiafm, 
which  may  lead  to  aftions  that  can  never  accord  with  the  principles 
of  juftice,  of  good  order,  and  of  law  ;  that  is  to  fay,  of  the  gene- 
ral v\iU  which  ought  to  be  the  marked  and  promitient  features  of 
every  republican.  Who  is  there  that  docs  not  fee  that  the  Englifh, 
the  Orangiftn,  and  the  Ariftocrats  in  our  country,  whilft  they  are 
watching  the  moment  to  fap  our  happinefs,  and  are  endeavouring 
to  ralfc  the  value  of  fpecic,  will  make  every  effort  to  produce  dif- 
turbances,  to  fow  the  feeds  of  difcord,  todeltroy  public  confidence, 
to  paralyfe  public  credit,  and  confequently  to  render  it  impoflible. 
that  the  operations  of  finance  (hould  be  free  and  tii^fcttercd," 

In  the  alfcmbly  of  the  provifional  rcprcfentatlvcs  of  the  people 
of  Holland,  .1  report  was  made  on  the  ad  of  July,  in  which  it  \h 
faid  that  the  court  of  Berlin  refufed  to  acknowledge  our  republic, 
and  that  qur  ambalfador  at  the  PrufTian  court,  Van  Rheede,  haii 
for  this  rcafon,  folicited  his  recal.  The  country  being  thus 
threatened  by  new  dangers,  it  is  our  duty,  fay  the  provifional  rcni 

Vot.  II Iw — Pakt  li,  H  prcfcniativs;^ 
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prefentatives, ,  to  purfiie  more  vigorous  meaAiits^  in  order  to  main- 
tain our  liberty  and  independence. 

After  the  neceflary  deliberations,  it  has  therefore  been  refolved, 
on  the  3d  inilant,  to  fend  the  citizens  Paulus,  Hahn»  Gevers, 
Bosfieldy  Loncq,  Berkhoud,  Weftwyk,  Fennekel,  Van  Orden, 
Howers,  La  Pierre,  and  H.  Gevers,  as  deputies  of  this  aflembly 
to  the  States  General,  and,  in  the  name  of  this  province,  to  pro- 
pofe,  in  the  moft  earneft  manner, 

L.  That  the  minifters  of  this  Republic  at  Paris  be  informed  by 
the  States  General  of  the  defertion  of  a  part  of  our  army,  encou- 
raged by  the  machinations  of  a  foreign  power,  and  the  reception 
they  meet  with  on  the  foreign  territory. 

II.  That  the  faid  minifters  be  commiffioned  to  inform  the  Com* 
mittee  of  public  fafety  of  thefe  circumilances,  and  to  communi- 
cate to  the  fame  the  laft  difpatches  received  front  our  minifter  at 
Berlin,  Van  Rheede. 

HI.  That  the  faid  minifters  do  alfo  communicate  to  the  fame 
committee,  a  copy  of  tHe  fecret  articles  of  the  treaty  concluded  on 
the  5th  of  April  between  France  and  Pniftia. 

IV.  1  hat  the  faid  minifters  do  earneftly  requeft  the  French  go- 
vernment, without  any  delay,  to  demand  of  the  court  of  Berlin  an 
explanation  concerning  the  reception  i)f  Dutch  deferters  in  the 
PrufTian  dominions,  together  with  a  declaration  that  his  Pruffian 
Majefty  will  never  allow  an  armed  force,  hoftile  to  this  Republic, 
to  be  aflembled  in  his  territory  ;  further  that  contents  of  the  thus 
called  fecret  articles  of  the  fore-mentioned  treaty  be  publicly  con- 
tradided  and  difavowed. 

V.  That  the  faid  minifters  do  earneftly  demand  of  the  French 
government,  to  notify  to  the  court  of  Berlin  the  treaty  of  amity  and 
alliance  concluded  between  this  and  the  French  Republic  ;  that  the 
faid  court  may  adlually  acknowliedge  the  independence  of  the  Ba- 
tavian  Republic,  and  adanit  a  minifter  appointed  by  this  common- 
wealth. 

,   The  States  General  came,  on  the  4th  iiiftant,  to  the  following 
refolutions : — 

.  I.  That  the  neceflary  inftrqdions  (hall  be  fent  to  our  minifters 
Blauw  and  Meyer,  at  Paris,  according  to  the  propoiitipns  made  by 
the  province  of  Holland. 

II.  That  the  army  of  the  State  Oiall  be  immediately  organized* 

III.  That  a  proclamatiop  ^all  be  publiflied  againft  emigrants 
and  delerters,  and 

IV.  That  the  moft  energetic  meafures  fhall  be  adopted  fuc- 
cefsfuUy  to  oppofe  all  ads  of  violence ;  all  confufion  ana  anarchy 
tf om  without,  as  well  as  within  the  country.

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Hague,  July  2i. 

/^N  the  15th  inftaiit  the  reprcfentatives  of  Holland  formally  rt* 
^^  folved  to  cUSt  a  national  convention,  according  to  the  plan 
propofed  to  convene  the  citizens  of  3^tavia.  The  faid  reprefenta*- 
tivcs  have  alfo  refolved,  that  all  the  fccretaries,  &c.  of  the  rcfpec- 
tive  inunicipaUties,  recently  elected  by  the  free  fuffrage  of  the 
people,  fliall  give  proper  fecurity  for  the  truft  repofed  in  them, 

A 'few  days  ago  the  municipality  of  the  Hague  iflfued  a  fevere 
tdiSt,  refpe£ling  every  fort  ot  provifions,  which  are  frequently 
foreitalled,  to  the  detriment  of  the  generality  of  the  citizens,  an4 
fold  afterwards  at  the  mqft  exorbitant  prices.  A  loaf  of  co^rfe  rye 
bread,  of  6lbs.  cods  now  half  a  florin,  a  dearth  never  remembered 
in  the  United  Provinces. 

The  governors  and  dire£hors  of  the  Dutch  colony  of  Surinam 
have  notified  to  the  States  General,  that  intelligence  had  been  re- 
ceived in  that  fettlement  of  the  revolution  which  lias  taken  place 
in  the  United  Provinces^  but  that  it  had  not  made  any  great  fen- 
fation. 

The  difference  which  has  hitherto  fubfifted  in  the  government  of 
Dutch  Brabant  has  been  entirely  adjuded,  and  that  country  will 
join  the  confederation  of  the  United  Provinces  in  the  courfe  of  next 
year,  and  will  form  the  eighth  province* 

The  delegates  of  the  Dutch  Eaft  India  company  have'  made  z 
report  refpeding  that  body,  and  pointed  out  the  advantages  which 
the  Republic  derived  from  that  corporation;  the  merchandize  which 
that  company  fells  every  year,  amounts  to  20,000,000  of  florins ; 
they  proved  that  a  free  navigation  to  India  for  every  citizen  would 
dcltroy  thofe  advantages ;  farther,  that  the  company  is  in  arrear 
ia  the  fum  of  800,800,000  florins,  owing  to  loans,  grants,  &c. 
made  from  1782,  to  1794 ;  and  that  the  chamber  of  Amfterdam 
is  alone  in  arrears  to  the  amount  of  500,000,000.  The  report 
prtlents  means  to  reftore  the  colony  again  to  its  flourifhing  con*- 
dition,  byTupprefl!ing  the  diftribution  6f  fpices,  the  yachts,  the 
building  of  Ihips,  and  the  importation  in  Dutch  bottoms,  the 
at)olition  of  the  fix  chambers,  ot  packets,  &c« 

A  loan  is  ereded  for  the  benefit  of  Amfterdam,  in  which  all 
the  citizens  of  that  city,  worth  above  2000  guilders,  are  obliged 
to  take  a  part ;  for  which  they  are  to  receive  3!  per  cent. 

Upon  the  prooofition  of  the  deputies  of  Friefland  it  was  re- 
folved to  omit,  m  letters,  and  conclufions  thereof,  intended  for 
foreign  countries,  the  words  <<  liberty  and  equality,'*  as  incom- 
patible with  the  titles  of  kings  and  princes.

'T^HE  direftors  of  the  colony  of  Surinam  have  received  a  cofli- 
"■•  munication  from  Frederici,  the  governor,  in  which  he  informs 
them  that  he  had  received  an  order  from  the  ci-devant  Stadtholdcr, 
requiring  him  to  give  a  cordial  reception  to  the  troops  and  (hips  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  friend  and  ally  of  their  High  Mighti-* 
nefleSy  that  a  vigorous  defence  might  be  made  againft  an  attack 
from  the  French.     The  rcquifition  was  dated  Kew,  Feb.  13. 

The  governor  alTurcd  their  High  Mightinefles  of  his  fidelity  to 
the  Dutch' Repubfic,  and  declared  upon  his  honour  as  a  man,  and 
an  officer,  that  he  was  determined  to  provide  for  the  fecurity  of 
the  colony,  and  that,  in  conformity  to  the  orders  of  their  High 
Mightinefles,  he  fliould  without  delay  put  it  in  the  bed  poflible 
ftatc  of  defence. 

Thfe  raeflage  being  read  to  the  aflembly  of  the  provifional  repre- 
fentatives  of  the  people  of  Holland,  the  fpirited  condu£t  of  the 
governor  was  much  applauded,  and  thanks  were  voted  to  him.

'TpHE  treaty  for  taking  25,000  French  troops  into  the  pay  of  the 
^  Dutch  Republic  has  arrived  at  the  Hague,  and  is  fully  figned 
and  ratified. 

The  committee  of  general  confederation  has  written  to  the 
States  General,  that  unlefs  money  is  immediately  had  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  troops,  the  coimtry  will  be  thrown  into  the  greatcft 
confufion,  and  the  caufe  of  freedom  for  ever  loft.  In  confequence 
of  this  reprefentation,  an  office  is  eftabliihed  here,  for  receiving  the 
national  contributions  for  the  intended  payment,  which  will  in- 
(lantly  take  place. 

The  opening  of  our  National  Convention  is  fixed  for  the  ift 
of  September. 

The  province  of  Guclders  has  determined  to  lay  a  duty  on  all 
Englifh  manufactures  and  merchandize. 

Peace  with  Spain, 

On  the  2d  inftant,  thetr  High  MightinefTcs  having  been  extra- 
ordi  narlly  convened,  the  Prcfident  Pypers  hiade  the  following  fpeech

anaounce  to  you,  that  peace  has  been  figned  between  the  French 
Republic  and^he  King  of  Spain,  and  that  our  dearcountry»iscom- 
prifed  in  it. 

'*  It  is  on  this  day  that  I  have  the  happinefs  to  announce  to  you 
that  our  brethren  the  French  have  gained  a  complete  viftory  over 
the  Englilh,  Emigrants,  and  Chouans,  and  that  the  infidious  Eng- 
lifh  minifter  has  again  failed  in  the  attempt  to  impofe  a  govern- 
ment upon  Frances  I  congratulate  you,  high  and  mighty  Lprds  i 
an  extraordinary  courier,  who  arrived  this  mornirj  from  Paris, 
has  brought  thefe  details.  May  the  reading  of  them  take  from  the 
enemies  of  our  liberty  and  independence,  even  the  idea  of  being 
able  to  injure  us  in  the  exercife  of  our  liberty ;  and  may  it  infufe 
into  your  hearts,  as  it  does  into  mine,  the  perfuafion  that  the  days 
of  flavery  are  paiTed,  and  that  the  days  of  permanent  liberty  are 
arrived."

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Ae  welfare  and  tranquillity  of  this  couatiy ;  that  thejr  will  netiim 
Ihofe  fcntiments  by  all  poflible  means,  being  CQBviaced  that  the 
happinefs  of  the  two  natious  is  infeparable  ;  and  that  the  enemy 
m(  the  one  cannot  be  the  friend  of  the  other ;  and  that  the  agita- 
tions which  domeftic  or  foreign  malevolence  may  produce  in  either 
of  the  two  Republics,  cannot  fail  to  have  an  iminediate  influence  on 
d)e  happinefs  of  the  other ;  that  their  High  Mightinefles,  in  order 
to  revive  the  courage  of  the  good  citizens*  and  to  frufirate  the  ma-

npHE  committtce  appointed  by  the  provifionary  reprefentatives 
-*"  of  the  people  of  Holland,  to  inquire  into  the  letter  written  by 
the  Prince  Stadtholdcr  to  the  governor  of  Surinam,  gave  in,  on  the 
29th  ult.  the  following  report  on  the  fubje£l,  to  the  alfembly  of  the 
faid  reprefcntatives : — 

**  Citizens  Reprefcntatives, 
**  You  have  been  pleafed  to  communicate  to  us  the  latter  written 
by  the  ci-drvant  Stadtholder  to  F.  Frederici,  the  governor  of  Suri- 
nam, dated  Kew,  Feb.  7,  1795,  which  contains  the  traitorous 
order,  *  to  admit  at  Paramaribo,  as  well  as  in  other  parts  of  the 
Colony  of  Surinam,  all  fuch  troops  as  (hould  be  fent  thither  by  his 
Britannic  Maj^fty  ;  alfo  to  receive,  in  the  rivers  of  the  faid  co- 
lony, 
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hnf,  all  A|€h  men  of  war^  frigates,  ahd  armed  veflels,  of  his  fatd 
Majefty,  as  ibould  be  detached  to  Surinam  ;  and  to  confider  botk 
thefe  troops  aod  (hips  as  belonging  to  a  friendly  and  allied  power^ 
deftined  to  prevent  the  faid  colony  from  falling  into  the  hands  of 
the  French  i  and  by  means  of  a  decree  pafTed  oh  the  5th  of  Auguft^ 
lo  defire  our  advice  concerning  this  letter." 

We  fliould  long  ago  have  laid  before  you  our  repost  relative 
to  this  writing)  but  for  our  having  fuppofed,  that  «8  levtral  reports 
Aated  the  thus  named  houfe  of  Orange  to  be  on  the  point  cC 
crowning  its  glaring  ingratitude  towards  its  native  country,  by  aH 
open  manifefto  againA)  and  an  armed  invalion^of  the  Republic,  yt>u 
would  have  giveti  us  thereof  the  n^ceffary  informationi  and  deflrod 
us  to  colled):  all  thefe  diiftrent  tranfadions  in  one  iind  the  fame  ro« 
port  ;  but  this  not  being  yet  done,  we  ihall  no  longer  delay  to  lav 
befort  you  our  opinion  on  the  letter*  in  queftion,  concerning  which 
but  few  words  will  be  fufficient  to  fliew  its  heinous  crimitvality  ; 
offending  not  only  the  eternal  fundamental  principles  of  the  law  of 
natioBSt  but  alfo  the  conftitution  of  this  country.     Afllirediy,  after 
thettakorous  part  a^ed  by  William  V.  ever  fmct  the  year  1780, 
after  all  which  has  happened  before,  during,  and  after  the  Englilh 
war;  after  his  wicked  (wpofition  to  the  wifh  of  the  States,  and 
his  leaving  the  Hague  at  that  time ;  after  his  fecret  and  open  con* 
fpiracies  againft  tht  liberty  and  independence  of  the  country  ;  after 
Ids  fcaodaiotis  manifefto,  dated  Amersfort,  the  nth  of  Septembei^ 
17S7 ;  aft^r  having  reduced  the  country  by  a  foreign  army  ;  after 
having  covered  the  famd  with  aflfafrmations  and  plunder  $  after 
having  ruined  and  baniflied  thoufands  of  families,  perfccuted  th« 
beft  patriots^  and,  under  the  title  of  conftitutional  meafures,  efta^ 
btiAied  a  dreadful  government,  compofed  of  his  fadion,  and  fup* 
ported  then  upwards  of  (even  years ;  after  having,  merely  for  his 
owb  iatereft»  involved  this  land  in  the  mod  cj;iinous  war  ever  cnf*» 
lied  on  by  their  High  Mightinefles ;  after  having  wafted  (Ireama  of 
blood,  and  millions  of  public  money ;  after  having  brought  upofi 
the  country  all  the  difailers  and  hardihips  infeparable  from  war^ 
and  efpecially  from  the  prefence  of  bands  of  Englifh  troops ;  after 
having  thrown  into  the  utmoft  confufion  every  branch  of  adminiP-

his  whole  fanrfly»  for  fome  time  to  withdraw,  trufting  that  their 
High  Mightineiles  would  not  difapprove  this  meafure  ;  for  the  rcft^ 
sfoii^  up  prayers  to  the  MMl  Uigh>  ths^  be  woul4  vquchfate  t^ 

(tiowcf 
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fhowcr  down  Ms  choiceft  bleflings  over  his  beloved  native  lanJ, 
&c.  &c.  that  he  iincercly  lamented  not  to  be  able  any  longer  to 
render  himfelf  ufcful  to  the  commonwealth,  and  that  his  two  Tons, 
who  departed  with  htm,  had  laid  down  the  command  of  the  armies 
•—alter  all  this,  and  after  it  had  been  refolved  to  inform  the  colo- 
nels and  commanding  officers  of  the  regiments  in  the  fervice  of 
the  {late,  as  well  as  all  governors  and  commanderSi  that  his 
Highnefs  had  abfentcd  himfelf  for  fome  time,  and  that  his 
two  fons  had  alfo  laid  down  their  command ;  William  V.'has  al- 
lowed himfelf  to  be  fo  far  milled  by  his  traitorous  and  flaviOi  fub- 
million  to  England,  as  to  make  an  attempt,  without  being  inveftcd 
with  the  Icalt  power  or  authority  for  that  piirpofe,  and  of  courft* 
traitoroully  to  feducc  the  governor  of  fo  important  a  colony  to 
commit  an  aft,  the  confequenccs  of  which  would  have  been  highly 

*  pernicious  to  this  country  ;  and  by  doing  fo,  William  V.  has 
clearly  and  prefcntly  rendered  himfelf  guilty  of  the  crime  of  high 
treafon  againil  the  Republic. 

We  muft,  however,  confefs,  that  we  have  by  no  means  been 
furprifed  by  this  criminal  proceeding.  After  all  the  tranfaftions 
we  have  witnclFed,  'there  is  no  crime  againd  the  people  of  the 
United  Netherlands  in  general,  and  againft  the  liberty  and  inde- 
pendence of  Holland  in  particular,  which  may  not  be  cxpeftcd 
from  William  V.  and,  among  all  the  Stadtholders  mentioned  in 
the  records  of  hiftory,  there  is  none  whofe  mifcondu6l  is  equal  to 
that  of  the  la(l  of  them,  and  whofe  a£l  of  accufation  it  would  be 
fo  eafy  to  draw  up,  as  that  of  William  V.

FOR  fevera]  dayi  there  have  been  fome  diAurbances  in  this  cityi 
on  account  of  a  I'uppofltion  that  there  cxills  among  a  part  of  the 
ancient  regency,  a  coalition  with  the  emigrants  at  Oihaburgh* 
Kxtraordinary  patroles  have  paraded  the  (Ireets  during  the  two  uft 
nightSt  and  this  mbrning  the  gates  were  opened  at  a  very  late  hour, 
A  letter  fupporcd  to  have  been  written  from  the  Hague  has  been 
the  principal  caufe.  The  following  declaration  has  been  publiflied 
by  the  French  deputicSi  Thibault  and  Ramel  1 
Citi;&en  Prelident, 

We  learny  that  in  the  city  of  Amderdam  reports  are  circu- 
lated with  avidity,  and  believed  by  fome,  which  the  true  friends 
of  the  two  Republics  cannot  fee  accredited  without  being  indig- 
nant at  them*  It  is  added,  that  they  are  founded  upon  a  letter 
from  the  Haguci  which  is  in  the  pofleiTion  of  tlic  nitniicipallty. 

We  entreat  you  to  communicate  it  to  us  in  as  fpccdy  a  manner 
A  pofTible,  in  order  that  wc  may  inform  the  French  government 
of  it  without  delay.  It  is  not  our  intention,  Citizen  Prefidenr^ 
10  reply  to  what  is  faid  in  that  letter  injurious  to  the  French  Re- 
publici  particularly  in  n  part  which  we  hear  mentions  a  fecret 
negotiation  with  ureat  Britain,  in  which  the  Dutch  government 
is  not  to  participate  ;  fadis,  the  folemnity  of  the  treaty  fworn  to 
by  the  two  nations,  the  loyalty  of  the  deputies  of  the  French  na- 
tion to  the  intereft  of  the  two  Republics,  deftroy  fuch  reporti  in 
too  deciflve  a  manner  to  render  it  neceflary  for  us  to  make  any 
frefli  proteftations. 

But  it  is  neceflary  that  we  fliould  reciprocally  know  our  com* 
oion  enemies ;  and  that  none  of  their  manoeuvres  may  efcape  us^ 
we  are  perfuaded  that  the  municipality  of  Amfterdam  will  difap- 
point  them  by  their  prudence  and  firmnefs ;  and  that  they  may 
appreciate  every  thioff  which  may  coincide  with  the  rumour,  we 
entreat  them  to  be  aflured  that  the  two  Republics  will  unite  their 
(Irengtb,  in  order  that  principles  may  triumph,  that  the  friends 
of  order  and  of  liberty  may  be  fuccelsful,  and  that  their  enemies 
may  have  a  hift  proof  of  the  Inefficacy  of  their  attempts.

vidual ought  to  have  for  order,  have  committed  the  greateft  ex- 
ceffes,  by  making  themfelves  matters  of  the  keys  of  the  gates  of 
the  city  and  of  the  barriers  of  the  port,  and  that  it  is  folcly  to  the 
courage  of  fome  citizens  that  this  city  is  indebted  for  its  preferva- 
tion  from  incalculable  evils,  communicate  to  their  fellow  citizens 
that  they  (hall  continue  to  fulfil  the  duties  which  they  took  an 
oath  to  difcharge,  and  that  they  {hall  fulfil  them  in  fpire  of  dan- 
ger, and  even  death.  They  appeal  to  all  the  true  friends  of  that

npHE  Auftrjan  minifter,  on  Monday  the  ift  of  June,  17951 
opened  the  difcuflion  on  the  motion  for  peace,  agreeably  to 
the  tfnor  of  the  Imperial  decree  of  comnaiflibn,   dat^d   19th  of 
May.^  .^ 

Salzburo,    Bavaria,  and  Austria  left  the  reglfter  open 
without  giving  jheir  votes. 

The  F ruffian  minijler  from  MagDEBURG,  although  waiting  f:r 
further  inflru^ions  relative  to  the  Imperial  decree y  and  the  points  (>J 
deliberation  to  be  propofed  by  the  direSlory  of  the  empirey   made  the 
following  provijionary  declaration : 

He  alTured  the  affembly  afrefli  of  the  moft  fincere,  aflive,  and 
uninterrupted  intereft  which  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruffia  takes, 
and  al'yvays  will  take,  in  meafures  tending  to  the  welfare  and  pre- 
fervation  of  the  German  empire  ;  that  it  is  the  fincere  wifh  of  his 
Majefty  to  give  proofs  of  thefe  fentiments  in  the  prefcnt  proceed- 
ings relative  to  peace.  His  Majefty  refers  to  the  open  and  folenrti 
declaration  which  was  made  in  his  name  on  the  8th  ult.+  to  the! 
didature  of  the  diet  of  the  empire,  aflembled  under  its  fupremq 
chief,  to  his  moft  high  CQ-ftates,  to  ftiew  that  nothing  would  bei 
fo  agreeable  to  his  Majefty  as  to  receive  information  of  the  Impej 
rial  mini fter's  having  in  this  afTembly  made  a  verbal  overture  ii^ 
the  name  of  his  mafter,  in  his  quality  as  fupreme  chief  of  thcj 
empire,  for  taking  a£live  meafures  to  commentie  a  negotiation  foj 
the  eftablifhment  of  peace  to  Germany.  His  Majefty  the  Kin 
of  Pruflia,  on  his  part  declares,  to  have  been  entirely  gtu'ded  b 
his  patriotic  attachment  to  the  whole  empire,  when  he  conclude 
a  peace  with  the  French  Republic,  and  thus  opened  a  road  throne 
ivhich  the  whole  of  Germany,  and  its  ind'^vidual  ftates,  might  ad 
vance  to  embrace  the  bleflings  of  fpeedy  and  lafting  tiraiiquillity 
In  the  eleventh  article,  of  that  treaty,  the  French  Republic  \\4 
promifed  to  liften  favourably  to  amicable  propofals  from  any

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the  princes  or  ftates  of  the  empire  who  (hould  apply  for  his  Ma^ 
jefty's  niediation.  This  mediation  has  already  been  offered'  bj 
his  Majefty  to  all  of  them.  But  his  Majefty  never  intended  to. 
offer  it  partially  to  individual  ftates,  nor,  as  has  been  reprefented 
in  fofiie  places^  with  a  view  to  divide  into  parties  the  general  union 
and  intereft  of  the  empire.  His  Majefty,  on  the  contrary,  fo«- 
iemhly  declares  it  to  be  his  moft  fincere  wi(h,  that  the  whole  em* 
pire  would  delay  no  longer  the  preliminaries,  but  fpeedily  conclude 
a  general  peace,  of  which  it  is  fo  much  in  want ;  and  that  it 
would,  with  zeal  and  unanimity,  fiep  forward,  in  order  to  put  an 
end  to  thU  fruitlefs  and  deftruAive  war,  particularly  during  this 
favourable  period  of  time,  when  a  beaten  road  already  Jbas  been 
opened  for  that  purpofe.  In  cafe  thefe  offers  (hould  be  accepted 
by  the  German  States,  they  might  apply  to  him  as  aco-ftateof 
the  empire,  by  means  of  votes  coUeded  for  that  purpofe  in  the 
aflembly  of  the  diet.  His  Majefty  promifes  to  exert  his  good 
offices  with  the  French  Republic,  having  for  that  purpofe  left  open 
a  channel  for  negotiation. 

After  thefe  well-meant  offers,  his  Majefty  expe£ls  either  to  fee 
the  whole  empire  foon  unite  in  general  negotiations  for  peace^  or 
to  (ee  the  majority  agree  to  it ;.  but,  in  a  contrary  cafe^  any  indi- 
vidual ftate,  urged  by  neceffity,  may,  without  exception,  confide 
in  his  Majefty^s  zealous  mediation  in  promoting  their  welfare* 

AuGSBtJRO  and  Treves  declared^ 

That  his  Highnefs  the  Eledor  is  willing  to  join  in  a  becoming 
peace,  and  in  delivering  the  empire  from  the  misfortunes  of  the 
war  under  which  it  at  prefent  labours ;  that  the  empire  ought  to 
aflemble  under  its  chief,  according  to  the  forms  of  its  conftitu*^ 
tion,  and  maintain  its  independence,  conformably  to  the  laudable 
example  of  our  ancefiors.  Concerning  the  manner  in  which  ne* 
gotiations  are  to  be  carried  on,  he  declares,  ift,  that  his  Imperial 
Majefty  (hould  be  deiired  previoufly  to  fettle  the  preliminaries, 
and  to  communicate  them  to  the  empire  :  adiy,  that  Frankfort  is 
the  moft  fit  place  for  a  congrefs  \  and  in  cafe  this  place  (hoqld  be 
nominated,  meafures  for  its  fecurity  ftiould  be  previoufly  taken : 
^ly,  an  armiftice,  and  a  difconti'nuance  of  all  requifittons  in  the 
territories  of  the  empire,  occupied  by  the  enemy  to  be  agreed  on ; 
and  in  the  negotiations  .to  claim  the  fortreftes  of  Luxembourg, 
Mentz,  Bhilipiburg,  and  all  the  territories  on  the  right  banks  of 
the  Rhine.  Every  individual  ftate  (hall  be  at  liberty  to  fend  att 
ambaiTadpr  to  th^  congrefs  a^embled  for  thefe  negotiations,  to 
reprefent  his  intereft,  and  his  defire  concerning  the  peace  to  fa^o 
clbbliflied. 

At  the  fame  time  it  may,  with  the  utmoft  confidence,  be  ex- 
pe£ted,  from  the  cheerful  afliirance  given  on  the  lath  of  Deoember 
iaft,  by  the  embaflTy  from  the  eledorate  of  Brandenburg,  in  the 
name  of  his  jPcuifian  Majefty,  that  his  Majefty  would  do  all  that 

lies 
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}ks  in  his  power  in  order  to  procure  to  the  empire  lb  dcfiraUe  t 
fe^Qty  by  endeavouring  to  accompliih  this  ohjeSt  by  his  patriotic 
ro-operation,  and  by  powerfully  fupporting  the  articles  of  the 
lk:gotiation,  for  the  intereft  of  the  German  empire;  for  which 
afTurance,  when  repeated  by  the  fame  ambaflkdors  en  the  aad  of 
May  of  the  prefent  year,  due  thanks  had  been  given  by  the  em- 
pire to  his  PniHSan  Majefly^  for  his  declaration  ia  favour  of  the 
Indivifibility  of  the  empire^  and  the  prefervatioo  of  its  conftitu- 
fion.  Therefore,  it  may  with  confidence  be  relied  on,  that  bis 
l^niflitn  Majefty  would,  agreeably  to  his  declaration*  exert  all  his 
influence  to  bring  about  the  fo  much  wiflied*for  peace»  by  his 
patriotic  co-operation.  Laflly,  it  may  be  hoped,  that  a  firm  re- 
iblution  would  be  taken  by  the  dates  to  be  unanimous^  agreeable 
to  German  faith  and  honefty,  and  that  daring  the  n^otiations  the 
army  of  the  ^  empire  (hould  not  be  weakened  by  any  of  the  con* 
ttngentft  being  withdrawn, 

HeSSS  Casssl,  mtwithftamUng  th  Mmhj^iul$n  rf  ihut  Statt 
toaiiedfor  inftru^ions  concerning  the  points  of  dihberations  made  cut  if 
the  DinSfory  of  the  Emfirty  declared  prsvifitmaUy  as  follows : 

The  illuftrious  Landgrave  of  Heffe  Caflel,  not  having  been 
able  to  rcjed  the  peaceable  overtures  made  to  him  in  the  prefent 
'i:ircum  (lances,  on  account  of  the  (huation  and  relations  of  his  do- 
minions, and  having  been  obliged  to  enter  into  negotiations,^  in 
order  to  fecure  his  territories,  M'hich  had  already  fufiered  fo  much 
by  the  iuroads  of  the  French  armies,  and  were  ftill  further  threat- 
«ned  by  the  dreadful  effetfls  of  the  war ;  declares,  at  the  fame  time, 
that  he  is  far  from  deviating  in  the  leaft  from  his  patriotic  attach* 
mcnt  to  the  empire ;  that  he  has  taken  fuch  meafures  for  a  peace 
With  the  French  Republic  as  he  has  felt  himfelf  urged  to  by  the  law 
-rf  ncccflity. 

At  the  fame  time  the  illuftrious  Landgrave  cannot  abftaia 
ivcfsn  confeding  his  wi(h,  that  the  further  interference  of  his  Im- 
perial Majefly,  united  with  the  co-operatioo  of  his  Pniffiao  Ma- 
jeily,  who  ought  to  be  folicited  for  this  purpofe  by  the  empir^ 
might  foon  give  a  durable  peace  to  the  empire^  on  the  footing  of 
ihfc^afus  ^uo  ante  helium. 

The  EleEiorate  of  Saxony  %>^ed  in  the  Ele&orcd  College ^  as  well  as 
$he  Eledarate  £^ Brandenburg,  who  fropojed  as  an  addition^  that 
fhe  votes  JhouM  be  given  as  foon  as  pajjihlcy  in  order  ibat  a  comdajutn 
refpeStiHg  the  negotiation  for  peace  might  fpeedily  be  made. 

The  following  are  the  contents  sf  the  vote  of  ihe  Eit^mwte  ^ 
Saxony: 

ift.  To  invite  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  to  apply  for  a  coo- 
grefs  fcrr  peace  on  his  ocwn  pact  and  that  of  the  empire,  and  to 
fend  to  his  Fruffian  Majefly  the  necefiary  inftruAions.  2dly.  To 
propofe  Frankfort  as  the  place  for  holding  this  congrcfs.     jdly.

That  hifi  Imperial  Majefty  alone  (bould  undertake  the  n^goh 
tiatioM  fer  peaee^  with' the  co-operation  of  the  ftates  of  tfae^empire, 
v^tthout  the  afliftance  of  the  King  of  PniiTia. 

In  thejinings  rfihe  dift  on  tbi  jih  ffjmt^  BRUNawscK-WoL- 
TEraoYTBL  fMf  cdincidid  in  the  vote  if  Metgdelurg.  Badbn, 
ANHvifttT,  ii>t.  -declared  their  wipes  torefA^  the. King  «f  Pruffia^e 
nm^tkn^andfewerful^J/^kviee  in  thefe  negotiations.  Wirtemberg 
voted  for  thejpeedy.  conclulion  of  a  truce  ^  at. a  previous  meafure^  whkb 
vms,h  iaji  titi  the  end  ^ Augufi.  All  the  oiher  votes  given  iheit  daj^ 
CoKSTAMCB  (done  Mceptedy  were  in  favour  of  the  mediation  of  Me 
King  of  Prttgiuy  mid  fropofed  Frankfort  as  the  ftteft  place  for  the 
^^g^^'f9  be  heU.  Hbs^e  Darmstadt  requtred  an  indemnifca-- 
tioa  for  his  great  expences  during  the  wary  tmd  the  r^iiution  of  hit 
demmemsmid  rights  /••  iefecured  to  Urn  in  ij^  ireaty. 

In  thejktings  ofthe>^ih  ^fjune^  the'  Ele&orate  of  HanoVIR,  ^ 
as  ii  is  called  in  the  diplomatic  fijle  of  the  entire ^  "  Brunfwut 
Lunmhirgy"  voted  in  the  Etefforaf  UoUege  as  follows: 

His  MajeAy  the  KHng  of  Great  Britain,  in  quality  of  EIe£tor 
of  finmfwick  I^unenbtirg,  had  not,  as  is  Mrell  known,  in  the  be-- 
ginning  of  the  conteft  with  France,  the  leaft  fufpicion  of  its  ever 
bmdiing  oat  into  a  war  of  the  empire,  and  had  <even  propofed 
sneafures  in  order  to  prevent  fuch  an  event.  After  the  war  of  the 
eaq^ite  had  been  refolved  on,  his  Majefty  in  ho  manner  omitted  to 
fulfil  his  duties  of  a  co-ftate  ;  and  has  even  made  great  facrifkes, 
sad  given -the  moft  adive  ailiftance  tb  the  German  empire. 

Borhoweirer  ftrongly  it  was  the  wi(h  of  his  Majefty,  that  the 
nvar  and  the  defence  of  the  empire  (hould  be  carried  on  with  the 
utmoft  vigour,  circumftances  having  taken  a  different  turn,  bis 
Majefty  is  ready  to  acknowledge  the  juftice  of  the  general  wi(h  of 
Germany  for  ^e  ineftimahle  bleilings  of  peace.  On  the  12th  of 
December  laft  year,  his  Majefty  declared  that  the  overtures  for  a 
peaooy  and  what  part  the  aflembly  of  the  diet  (hould  take  in  them, 
ought  to  be  determined  by  his  Imperial  Majefty,  as  chief  of  the 
empire  ;  and  (ince  the  decree  of  the  Imperial  court  has  lately  been 
laid  fcefere  the  diet,  his  Majefty  thinks  h  a  duty  as  a  flate  of  the 
empife,  to  contribute  on  his  part  ^very  thing  neceflary  for  pro- 
moting the  difcuifions  and  the  refolutions  of  this  aflembly  for  ob- 
uiaiag- tbal  (alotary  and  fo  defirable  an  objedl.  His  Royal  Majefty 

acknowledges 
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affkn6wledges  thsrt  the  propofit Ions  ftated  ia  the  Imperial  decree 
are  perfcAly  conftitutionaL;  and  as  his  Royal  Majefly  coinctdcfl 
entirely  with. the  contents  of  thatdecree,  he  hopes  that  all  the 
flates  will  aA  in  concert^  and  under  the  dire£lion  of  the  chief  of 
the  empire,  in  order  to  accomplifli  this  wiflied-for  peace  to  the 
empire.  But  as  the  deliberations  in  the  prefent  feflion  of  the  z(* 
feaibiy  cannot  poflibly. extend  to  all  the  different  circumftances  re- 
lative to  this  bufmefs,  and  as  it  is  highly  neceflary  to  acquaint  his 
Imperial  Majcfty  previoufly  with  the  fentimcnts  of  the  ftates  of  the 
empire ;  it '  is,  therefore,  the  opinion  of  his  Majefty  of  Great 
Britain,  in  his  quality  of  eledor  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg, 
that  the  empire  fhould  firft  iiitreat  his  Imperial  Majefty  to  take  the 
necellkry  mtafures  for  conmnencing  a  riegotiation  for  the  peace 
with  France ;  leaving  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  to  determine  upon 
the  time,  the  manner,  and  the  place  of  the.  coDgreis ;  and  at  the 
fame  time  to  requeft  of  him  foon  to  acquaint  the  afliDmbly  with  the 
progrefs  of  his  endeavours. 

BaeMBN^  the  Grand  Master  o/thi  Order  of  St*  Johk,  and 
Salz  BURGH  voted  alfo,  that  the  negotiations  be  dire&ed  by  his  ImfC' 
rial  MaJeJIy,  without  any  co-operation  of  the  King  ofPruffia, 

On  the  1  oth  of  June  the  following  declaration  was  made  in  the  name  of 

ihe  Elector  ofCoi.oG^^z  x 

That  his  Imperial  Majefty  (bould  be  requefted  to  propofe  without 
delay,  a  treaty  of  peace  to  France.  The  manner  in  which  this  is 
to  be  done  to  be  left  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  t  the  interference  of 
Brandenburgh  was,  however,  again  to  be  recommended.  That  the 
negotiations  for  peace  ought  to  be  entered  into  immediately,  as 
real  danger  would  be  occafioned  by  delaying  it.  That  Frankfortf 
as  the  place  for  a  congrefs,  ought  to  be  cleared  of  ail  foreign 
troops,  and  to  be  neutralized.  That  an  armiftice  fhould  be  agreed 
upon  during  the  negotiations,  and  all  hoftile  attacks  upon  Mentz* 
&cr  difcontinued.  That  in  the  event  of  a  peace,  the  principal 
obje£t  ought  to  be,  the  integrity  of  the  empire,  and  the  reftituiion 
of  its  territories,  as  before  the  breaking  out  of  hoftilitiea  with 
France,  ought  to  be  the  firft  and  moft  efTential  condition  of  a  peace 
to  be  concluded  ;  that  Germany  ought  never  to  agree  to  a  difmem- 
bermenty  or  the  lopping  off  of  whole  ftates  from  the  empire,  to 
the  end  that  the  cxiftence  and  conftitution  of  the  whole  empire 
{hould  be  fecure.  Finally,  his  electoral  Highnefs  declares,  that 
provided  againft  all  probability  and  expedlation,  the  refult  of  thi^ 
undertaking,  fo  interefting  to  humanity,  (hould  not  anfwer  our 
hopes,  or  the  extravagant  conditions  (hould  make  a  reconciliation 
impoflSble,  and  confequently  a  continuance,  of  the  war  neceflfarvi 
the  refolutions  of  the  empire,  taken  fince  1 791,  ought  to  be  ad- 
hered tp,  and  Germany  ought  to  (hew  with  firmnefs  and  redoubled 
irigour,  thati  little  as  (he  intends  to  trouble  herfelf  about  the  in* 
ternal  conftitution  of  France,  ihe  knows  how  to  rcfift,  in  a  manly 

way. 


mft  and  agreeably  16  her  national  fpirit,  the  domination  of  Mf 
foreign  power*  &c.  His  Highnefs  declares  that  he  will  facri- 
fice  blood  and  treafure,  and  will  confine  entirely  in  the  fu- 
preme  head  of  the  empire*  which  has  already,  during  the 
war,  made  fuch  great  facrifices  for  the  prefervation  of  the  empire^ 
that  it  will  take  the  propereft  meafures  to  lead,  ufe,  and  apply 
that  national  fpirit.  But  Ihould,  on  the  contrary*  (which  it  is 
almoft  impoiTible  to  think, ,  this  national  fpirit,  and  this  attach* 
ment  to  the  conftitutipn,  expire,  and  private  convcniencies  gain 
the  afcendancy,  inconceivable  confurion^  and  a  dilTolution  of  all 
the  dates  of  the  empirei  and  the  whole  of  the  Germanic  body, 
would  be  the  conflbquencei  and  every  one  would  be  brought  to  the 
melancholy  neceffity  to  feek  his  intereft  and  that  of  his  fubje^s  in 
foreign  connexions,  which  we  pray  Divine  Providence  may  avert 
from  our  beloved  country. 

Tbe  Elector  of  Msntz  modi  thi  following  dtclaration: 

It  appears  to  be  neceflary  that  the  wi(b  of  the  empire  to  enter 
iato  nc|R>tiations  for  peace  with  France,  (hould  be  tormally  laid 
before  France  in  the  name  of  the  emperor  and  the  emjpire  ;  and 
in  cafe  of  a  fimilaf  inclination  on  the  part  of  the  French,  the  ne<- 
ceiTary  preliminaries  be  immediately  adjufted^  In  that  cafe  his 
Majefty  fliould  therefore  be  intreated^  the  manner  to  be  entirely 
left  to  his  Imperial  Majelly,  to  communicate  to  France  that  on 
our  fide  a  peace,  and  if  pofTible  an  immediate  one,  was  wiOied 
for;  but  that  notwtthftanding  this  with  for  a  general  peace  fhouki 
not  in  the  lead  hinder  the  fpecial  wi(h  for  a  peace  with  the  empire 
only,  nor  deiay  the  negotiation^  ;  and  that  in  confeqnence  of  this, 
the  opening  of  negotiations  on  the  part  of  the  empire  was  fpcedily 
expeded.  Frankf(^rt,*  as  the  place  for  a  congress,  could  only  be 
guarded  by  the  troops  of  that  city.  It  was  expected  that  in  tho 
preliminaries,  if  not  a  total  armiftice,  at  lead  a  difconttnuance  of 
all  executions,  requifitions^  and  deftru&ion  of  the  dates  of.  the 
empire  occupied  by  the  enemy,  (hould  be  agreed  upon,  and  alfo  a 
previous  declaration  on  the  part  of  France,  that  in  the  expe£ted 
negotiation  no  mention  ihould  be  made  of  places  or  fortiBcattons 
which  at  prefent  remain  unconquered.  His  eleAoral  highnefs  alfo 
wi(hes  that  iu  this  as  well  as  the  fubfequent  negotiations  for  peace^ 
his  Majefiy  the  King  of  Pruflia  might  aflift  with  his  co-operatioa 
in  thefe  and  all  other  propofals  agreed  upon^  according  to  the  con* 
iUtutioa  of  the  empire. 

Swedish  Pomeranxa  declared  as  follows : 

Animated  by  the  fincere  attachment  which  his  Majefly  the 
King  of  ^Sweden  feels  for  the  intereft  of  the  Germanic  empire, 
be  has  obferved  with  forrow  the  breaking  out  of  a  war  which  has 
now  been  carried  on  for  three  years  with  inexprefUbledifadvantage. 
His  Majefty  feels  the  greateft  concern  in  thinking  how  much  dif. 
alter  might  have  been  prevented,  if,  in  a  true  elUmation  of  affairs, 
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tbe  errors  of  mt  neighbours  had  not  been  fubmitted  to  the  decirioH 
of  the  fwordy  but  had  been  left  to  be  fettled  in  an  amicable  manner 
betwixt  the  parlies.  A  very  fmall  part  of  the  enormous  expences 
occafioned  by  this  war  would  have  been  fufficicnt  to  compenfate 
the  damages  fuftained  by  fome  of  the  princes  of  the  empire,  whofe 
injury  is  given  as  the  motive  for,  and  whofe  reimburfement  as  the 
objeft  in  view,  hj  carrying  on  this  war  of  the  empire ;  a  war 
which,  in  its  confequenccs  and  effeSs,  has  brought  devaftation  on 
thofe  countries^  arid  ruin  and  mifery  on  the  whole  empire.  Ger- 
man armies  have  not  proved  vidorious,  ind  redoubled  vigour  has 
Been  infufficient  to  regain  what  had  been  loft.  A  neighbouring 
independent  ftatc  has  been  overpowered,  and  the  north  of  Ger- 
many even  expofed  to  the  dangers  df  an  invafion« 

This  was  the  alarming  fituation  of  the  Germanic  empire, 
when  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Pruffia,  moved  by  the  general  mi- 
fery, in  the  courle  of  the  prefent  year  concluded  a  peace  with 
Fr^ncei  and  fo  opened  the  way  to  Germany  toefFe6\  a  pacification 
with  that'Country.  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Sweden  finding  it  jurt 
io  acknowledge  France  as  a  Republic,  hefitates  not  a  moment  to 
join  in  the  above-mentioned  treaty,  in  the  quality  of  Duke  of  Po- 
fiierania,  and  of  courfe  to  refufe  on  his  part,  all  further  contribu- 
tions tQ  that  war  of  the  empire*. 

The  Prince  Bishop  y  Munsteh  declared 

That  he.  had,  during  this  war,  fulfilled  in  the  moft  cxaft 
tnanner^  all  the  obligations  of  a  ftate  of  the  empire  ;  and  in  order 
to  avoid  all  other  conteft,  he  had  eVeii  refufed  the  moft  advantageous 
treaties  of  fubfidy,  and  recalled  his  troops^  in  order  to  mal&e  theni 
a£t  in  concert  with  the  army  of  tjic  empire*  But  anpxpeAedly  the 
corps  of  Aoftrian  troops,  who  during  the  whole  winter  had  been 
quartered  in  the  neighbourhood  of  iVlunfter,  and  on  the  oppofite 
banks  of  the  Lower  ^hine,  had  all  on  a  fudden  evacuated  thcfe 
cotintriesi  which  forrtrierly  they  fo  glorioufly  defended  ;  and  •then 
the  fafety  of  Munfter  was  entirely  owing  to  the  fpeedy  advancing 
•  of  the  Pruffian  fcroops  into  that  country.  It  was  only  the  prefcncc 
of  the  brave  Pruflian  troops,  and  the.  order  dnd  difcipline  which 
^as  obferved  by  them  during  their  ftay  at  Munfter,  that  procured 
to  that  country  tranquillity^  and  which  guaranteed  it  to  his  ele£lo- 
ral  Highncfs  for  the  future,  leaving  him  only  the  moft  (incere  wilh 
that  the  fame  might  be  extended  to  his  co-ftatesof  the  empire. 

Spires  was  of  opinion^ 

That  the  treaty  of  Weftphalia  fliould  become  the  bafis  of  the 
treaty  to  be  concluded  ;  that  France  ought  to  be  fatisfied  with  the 
rights  and  poiTeftions  guaranteed  to  her  by  that  treaty  between  her 
and  the  empire  ;  he  was  further  of  opinion  that  no  dentation 
from  the  etppire  !houid  he  appointed,  but  that  his  Imperial  Ma* 
jefty  fliould  be  invefted  with  full  powers  to  negotiate  With  this 
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ftferve,  thit  Ills  Imperial  Majefiy  Should  inform  the  dfct  flroow 
time  to  time  of  tl|€  proerefis  of  fuch  negotiation. 

Saxe-Wbymar  vi>tM for  thijpiidy fitting  on  foot  rfntg^ttaticmt  t9 
hi  dinged  b}  thi  Empiror^  with  tpe  co^opiration  of  Prvffia*

firgf  Bambergy  MicilenburgSchwerin^  Michlcnburg-GuflroWf  Hom 
hiHzolhfTM,  IVittirawy  the  fountiis  of  Franconia  and  of  JViftphdia^ 
havi  all  votsdfor  the  mediation  of  Pruffia.  But  the  flates  of  Pefffaup 
Liigit  Kemptin^  Sh^an^nburg^  and  thf  prelates  ofSuabia,  pave  made 
po  mention  of  thai  midiation. 

7i#  Elector  ^Bavaria  voted  in  the  fitting  of  the  ijthjune* 

Amount  other  tliing^i  it  was  expreflvd  that  his  Imperial  Ma-> 
jefty  was  to  be  invited  in  the  name  of  the  empire,  formally  in  his 
own  name  and  in  that  of  the  empire,  tp  propofe  a  negotiation  of 
9eacC|  and  to  procure  provifionally  during  the  negotiation,  a  cef* 
(ation  of  hoftiiitics,  oi  rcqiiifitions^  &c.  in  the  countries  of  the 
empire  at  prefent  occupied  by  the  troops  of  the  enemy, 

xiift  ^le£loral  Highnefs  at  the  fame  time  thinks  it  neceflary  and 
commendable  to  profit  by  the  conilitiitional  and  kind  offers  made  . 
by  the  King  of  Prpflia,  to  facilitate  the  concludon  of  that  univer* 
fally  4elirable  peace.  It  was  neceifary  alfo,  that  the  principal 
points  of  this  future  treaty  of  peace  fliould  be  founded  upon  the 
acknowledgment  of  the  articles  of  the  peace  of  Weflphalia,  as  well 
as  tiiofe  treaties  of  peace  which  had  been  concluded  between  the 
Gennan  enjpire  and  the  crown  of  France,  and  to  procure  a  juft 
lodcmnity  for  the  damages  done  to  the  ftatcsof  the  empire  ;  as  alfo 
a  guarantee  for  its  future  fecurity  and  tranquillity.  And  in  order 
to  offer  this  negotiatloni  a  deputation  from  the  empire  fhall  be 
appointed  under  the  fupertntendance  of  an  Imperial  commiiHon. 

Lubeck  an4  Holjiein-Oldenburgjoin  the  majority  y  Hildijbeim  and 
Padirborn  ^gr^  lo  all propofitions  made  in  thi  diet. 

In  ihijming  of  the  22d  (f  June,  Ratze^i^RO  declared^ 

That  the  manner  in  which  the  propofal  for  peace  (hould  b^ 
made  to  Francei  ought  entirely  to  be  left  to  the  wifdom  of  his  Im^ 

STtal  Majeftyi  according  to  the  a£ts  of  the  empire,  but  that  hf 
ouM  negotiate  in  conjundioa  with  his  Fruiltan  Majefly. 

The  Duke  of  Holstein-Gluckstadt  and  others ^  votedy 
iphat  the  ways  and  means  of  obtaining  a  peace  whh  France,  be 
tetany  I^t  to  the  wifdom  and  prudence  of  his  Imperial  Majeityi 
with  reference  ^t  tbe  fam^  time  to  the  good  offices  of  the  King  ^f 
fniffia. 

Th^  KltfCI  (f  DSKMAR«C  deelaredy  0(  Prince  of  the  Empire, 
Th^t  he  would  joyfully  agree  to  any  arrangements  that  u^ighl 
bring  cjfi  a  fpeedy  pe^^ce  wjth  France. 

In  thtitiing  «f  the  itth  <jf  June^  thirty-two  votex  were  given  for 
feuce  in  ftjj  college  of  /f /^<x«     In  the  college  of  electors ,  feveral  votes 
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fame  In,  efpeciallyfrom  the  eleSfors  of  Cologne^  Brdnieniurgy  Majeneef 
and  the  Palatinate  ^  but  Jeveral  of  them  were  re-capitulations • 

J II  of  them  wijbfor  afpeedy  decifton  of  the  diet^  efpeciallj  the  eleHor 
of  Cologne,  whoy  in  the  fitting  of  the  2(>thy  as  Great  Mafier  of  the  Teu- 
tonic Order,  made  the  following  veryferious  remonftrance  on  the  prejfing 
ftecejfity  of  afpeedy  peace. 

His  eleftoral  Highnefs  of  Cologne  obfcrvcs  withconcern>fjroin  the 
proceedings  ot  the  confultations  of  the  diet,  which  has  lafted  already 
above  a  month,  and  from  the  protocols  made  out  in  confequence 
of  them,  that  fome  individuals  do  not  feem  ferioufly  inclined  to 
haden  negotiations  for  peace,  and  that  it  feems  as  if  this  importaht 
bufmefs,  \vhich  ought  to  meet  with  no  delay,  would  be  fubje^ed  to 
difficulties,  and  protraded  to  an  unneceflary  length.  The  damage 
which  this  may  caufe  will  be  irreparable,  and  muft  be  more  feverdy 
felt  by  thofe  whofe  territories  are  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  who 
by  this  delay  will  be  enabled  to  get  in  their  harveft,  and  convey  it 
to  their  own  dominions.  A  buGnefs  of  fuch  importance  to  the 
whole  empire  requires  activity,  confidence,  unanimity^  and  the  ge- 
neral concurrence  of  all  parties :  any  deviation  from  this,  on  the 
contrary,  will  caufe  the  moft  dangerous  delays,  confufion,  and 
fchifms,  and  the  diflblution  of  the  ties  of  all  the  empire ;  which  at 
laft,  will  oblige  us  to  proceed  to  the  meafures  which  have  before 
been  mentioned  in  the  declaration  of  Cologne  on  the  loth  inftant. 
With  thefc  obfervations,  his  Eledoral  Highnefs  unites  the  moft 
hearty  wifli  that  thefe  ruinous  confequences  may  be  prevented  in 
time,  and  will,  for  this  reafon,  willingly  confent  to  any  meafures 
which  may  be  taken  for  immediate  negotiation,  and  for  avoiding  all 
farther  delays. 

The  Bohemian  ambaffador.  Count  Breuner^  being  prevented  bj  em  in^ 
difpofition^  could  not  attend  the  fitting  on  Friday  the  2btb  of  June  \  but 
being  apprehenfive  lefi  Mentz  might  iffue  a  conclufum^  he  appointed  the 
minfier  of  Treves  to  protefifor  him  in  the  protocol^  againfi  a  too  hajly 
conclufum.  This  caufed  a  declaration  on  the  other  part ^  that  the  elec- 
toral  college  had  thought  of  nothing  lefs  than  to  come  to  a  conclufum  ; 
an'd  tLat  although  it  was  not  intended  to  preclude  a  vote  of  fo  much  con- 
fequi^nce  as  that  of  Bohemia  ;  yet  it  was  high  time  for  the  empire  to 
decide. 

The  EleElor  Palatine  ^  Bavaria  wlflied  for  a  fpeedy  deciflon 
and  termination  of  fo  important  an  object,  particularly  in  thefe 
dangerous  pircumftances* 

The  EleBor  of  Brunswick  declared,  that  in  conformity  with  the 
vote  already  given  on  the  8th  inftant,  his  eledoral  Highnefs  does 
not  befitate  to  repeat  here  the  propofition  which  fo  evidently  will 
bring  abcut  the  wilbed-for  end,  and  is  far  from  any  private  or 
felf-intereded  view,  except  to  contribute  to  a  conclufum  of  the 
diet.  His  Imperial  Majefty,  at  the  fame  time,  ought  to  be 
eatreated  to  take  the  firft  ftep  for  the  opening  of  negotiatioiis  tend* 

ing 
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ingto  a  fpeedjr  pacification  between  the  en\pirie  and  France,  and  to 
take  advantage  of  the  aififtance  promifed  by  his.Majefty  the 
King  of  Pruflia ;  particularly  in  this  refpc^i  his  eleSoral  High- 
nefs  adheres  to  the  declarations  tnade  by  the  eleftons  of  Cologne 
and  of  Saxony. 

The  EliSforof  Saxony  declared  the  fame  opinion.. 

The  Ekifor  of  Brandenburg  referred  to  his  declaration  al- 
ready inferted  in  the  protocols  of  the  id  and  6th  inftant ;  repeat- 
ing in  the  mod  folemn  manner  his  moft  ardent  wifli  to  contribute 
to  this  buHnefsy  which  does  not  peroiit  of  the  leaft  protra£lion  o^ 
delay,  in  order  to  draw  the  whole  empire  of  Germany  out  of  the^ 
dangerous  poiition  in  which  it  is  at  prefent,  and  to  infare  its  con- 
(litution,  and  its  abfolute  integrity  without  the  leaft  divifion.  His 
Pruflian  Majeily  declared  he  would  perfedly  adhere  to  what  wa« 
manifefted  and  propofed  in  fo  patriotic  a  manner  by  the  electors 
of  Cologne  and  Brunfwicky  with  refpe£t  to  the  acceleration  of  the 
deliberations  of  the  diet^  which  have  fo  long  been  protracted,  and 
that  a  conclufum  fhould  be  determined  upon,  relative  to  the  preli-- 
minary  points  of  the  negotiation  of  peace. 

The  EleSior  of  Ment^  declared  his  vote  to  be  the  fame  with 
that  of  Brandenburg,  wifliing  a  fpeedy  conclufum  for  the  prelir 
binaries  of  a  negotiation,  ftating,  that  the  particular  pofition  of 
the  dominions  of  the  eledorate  of  Mentz  entitles  the  eledlor  to 
make  thefe  prppofals. 

The  DireRory  declared,  fince  in  the  difcuflion  of  this  objeft,  the 
acceleration  of  which  is  even  recommended  by  his  Imperial  Ma* 
jelly  himfelf  in  his  decree  of  commiffion,  there  expired,  fince  the 
day  in  which  the  propofition  has  been  made  in  circulo^  an  extent 
of  time,  almoft  equal  to  that  commonly  defiined  in  objeds  of  muca 
lefs  importance.  The  Directory  thinks  that  it  fulfils  its  duty  in 
manifefting  in  the  college  of  the  ele&ors,  its  wi(h.  for  the  a&ual 
termination  of  the  deliberations  on  fo  prefling  a  bufinefs ;  but 
particularly  in  furnifhing  a  new  opportunity  for  ulterior  delibera^ 
tions,  vrhich  will  lead  to  this  wi(hed-for  end.  However,  there 
exifts  as  yet  no  point  which  could  induce  to  an  entire  conclufiou  of 
the  deliberations,  relative  to  the  direSoral  propofition  which  has 
been  made,  to  which  the  above  declaration  from  the  elef^or  of  Bo- 
hemia itiight  apply. 

Therefore  the  Dire6lory  will  wait  for  the  ulterior  declarations 
from  the  illuftrious  ambaflfadors,  inviting  them  to  deliberate  amongd 
themfelves  upon  this  fubje£i,  in  the  hotel  of  the  Dire£lory. 

The  Electoral  Minifter  from  Bohemia  referred  to  the  declaration 
inferted  in  the  protocol,  referving  to  himfelf,  however,  to  regulate 
his  proceedings  according  to  events. 

The  other  eUdoral  miniflers  accepted  gf  the  propofed  confe* 
jcnce.

'  Another  cxtraordtnary  diet  was  held  on  Wednpfday  tht  id  of 
Tilly,  in  which  the  remaining  votes  in  the  college  of  the  princes  of 
the  empire  were  given. 

This  day  is  a  day  of  the  greateft  moment  for  all  Germany,  for 
the  arrival  of  which  we  have  waited  with  the  utmoft  folicltiide. 
The  ele£loral  envoys  went  to  the  council  before  ten  o'clock,  and 
thofe  of  the  princefs  afTembled  much  fooner  than  in  commoAi  and 
^conclufum  paiTed  in  both  colleges. 

On  the  part  of  the  ele£loral  college  an  anxiety  appeared^  that 
their  conclufum  (hould  be  adopted  as  the  ground-woric  of  the  ap- 
probation of  the  empire :  but  after  much  converfation  relative 
thereto,  the  conclufum  of  the  princes  was  agreed  upon  as  the  bafis 
ef  the  approbation  of  the  empire.  On  the  relation  and  correla- 
tion in  the  college  of  the  towns,  in  which  a  few  more  votes  were 
given  to-day,  an  uncommon  and  unexpe£led  occurrence  happened, 
which  conflfted  in  a  particular  refolution  on  the  part  of  the  col- 
lege of  the  towns,  and  from  which  they  could  not  deviate,  ftating 
the  iiccefHty  of  their  conclufum  being  likewife  laid  before  his  Im- 
perial Majefty ;  this  gave  birth  to  many  relations  and  co-relations, 
Ijntil  the  colleges  of  the  towns  declared  their  willingnefs  to  accede 
to  the  conclufum  of  the  two  fuperior  colleges  (fub  ffi  ratijf  and 
thus  the  conclufum  of  the^ princes  was  received  as  the  conclufum 
pf  the  three  coll^gee. 

Thf  A£f  containing  thi  opinion  of  the  Emtlfef  of  which,  as  has  hem 
already  mentionedy  the  conclufum  of  the  College  of  Princes  was  taktn 
4IX  the  ha/is f  is  as  follows : — 

IT  hts  been  deemed  neccflfary,  and  is  refolved,  t.  That  the  firm 
wi(h  and  detertninatLoii  of  the  empire  may  be  dircded  towards  ob-« 
laining,  by  the  undivided  and  flcady  union  of  the  different  ftatcs, 
a  general  peace  for  the  empire,  agreeably  to  iu  conditution  ;  and, 
io  coofequence,  a  reftoration  oif  tlie  integrity  of  ita^ territories,  atvd 
^ts  confiitutlon«  in  the  moft  fpeedy  pofTiblc  manner*  -  7'hat  for  this 
puxpofcf  a*  The  iaclination  and  rcadincfs  of  the  empire  for  open* 
ijig  negotiations  for  peace, oug\it  to  be  declared  to  France,  and  agree- 
«aems  about  the  tivm  and  place  for  a  meeting  of  both  pftrtiea  en- 
Krcd  into.  That,  a.  Tivis  firil  introdit£lioA  fl^ould  be  left  Cokiy  to 
the  wifdom  of  his  Imperial  Majcf^y  ;  he  is,  however,  refjpc£tfully 
defircd  to  forwaifd  it  with  the  uriuoft  fpecd,  to  appoint  Frankfort 
as  the  place  of  Congrefs  i  or,  in  cafe  any  objediona  to  this  place 
ihould  exifl,  to  name  any  other  place  convenient  for  the  parpofc,  to 
tal^e  all  the  oaeafurea  neceflfary  lor  the  full  fecurky  of  the  Congrcfs, 
knd  to  think  U  the  faoie  tirne  (if  it  cao  be  done  conveiiieaily  with- 
out endangering  the  negotiationa)  if  not  an  armifticc,  however,  of 
difcontinuin^  all  reqviiilions  and  dcvaftatioos,  and  to  make  the 
diet  acquainted  with  what  fuccefs  thcfe  proceedings  are  attended. 
4«  Tbat  for  thq  better  gaining  of  this  purpofe^  his  Majcfly  the 

Km.' 
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King  of  iPmflUnay  be  tntde  AcquainW  with  the  ccrfifi<)erk!e  HAd  tlid 
wifh  of  the  empire,  that  he,  according  to  his  frequent  voluntary  and 
confolatory  aflTurances,  would  aflid,  by.  his  co-operation  ^nd  inter- 
ference, in  gaining  a  peace  which  might  fecure  the  integrity  an4 
confiitution  of  the  empire;  And  5.  That,  while  his  Imperial 
Majefty  wsA  thus  occupied  in  taking  the  meafures  neceflary  for  the 
opening  hegotiations,  the  deliberations  on  the  remaining  points  of 
the  Aulic  decree  fhould  be  cohtinued,  and  as  foon  as  pofEbU  the 
conclufioa  of  it  fotwifded. 

On  the  l/l  ofjulyi  C^nt  GvrfHf  the  Pruffian  Mtniftetymadi  a  dedaf'iUim 
U  the  Dif^t  tf  Ratijbon^  in  niarly  the  foUtywing  wurds : 

The  King,  mytnifter,  infifts,  th^t  his  Imperial  Majefty,  ai 
chief  of  the  emptre^  fltall  accept  a  peace,  for  the  Germanic  States, 
as  the  French  nation  defir^s  to  live  ott  a  friettdly  footing  with  every 
other  power.  But  ifj  aftei-  being  informed  of  this,  the  empctoj^ 
fliall  tiot  give  a  fatisfaftory  anfwer,  then  It  is  the  intention  of  hii 
Pruffian  Majefty,  to  t»ke  prdpfer  fteps  fbr  concluding  a  peace  be«» 
twceil  the  Germanic  St&te^  and  the  French  Republic. 

In  confeqlience  cf  t)i[$  declaration,  the  minlfter  of  the  King 
of  Pruflia  has  defired  the  itiinifter  of  the  Eleftor  of  Menti  to  open 
the  pifotocol,  fpr  the  purpofe  of  communicating  this  tefolution  of 
his  Pruffian  Majefty  to  the  Germanic  body. 

Jaly  24..  The  protocol  was  opened  this  day,  fot  ndminating  X 
deputation  to  make  peace  fot  the  empire. 

Magdeburg  propofed  a  deputation  of  eight  ftates,  and  nominated 
on  the  part  of  the  catholics— Mentz,  Aultria,  the  Grand  Maftcf 
of  the  Teutonic  Order ;  and  if  this  laft  had  ntit  a  majority,  Wurtz- 
bourg  to  be  in  his  ilead. 

On  the  part  of  th6  evangelicals,  ©f  protfeftantS'--SaxdfTy,  Bre-» 
men,  Wurtemburg,  (and  if  not  a  majority,  Baaden)  and  the  Im» 
perial  city  of  F^ahkf6H  ;  but  if  the  numbief  of  t^n  Ihould  bd 
thought  better^  Bavaria  and  the  Wetteravian  counts  are  propofed. 

His  Pruffian  Majefty  in  this  cafe  willingly  felirtquilhes  his  Un- 
doubted right  of  di0putation,  atid  declares,  that  in  efFeftihg  a  peace,  ^ 
for  which  his  medJatioA  has  been  defired,  his  principal  objc^  (hafl  * 
be,  preferving  thicohftitution  and  integrity  of  the  empire  inviolate 
as  much  as  poffibly  depends  upon  him ;  and  that  it  is  his  moft 
territft  wilh  to  meet  his  Imperial  Majefty  as  head  of  the  empire, 
in  the  readieft  manner,  and  to  the  belt  of  his  powet  to  cotitributt 
in  every  thing  for  the  tnoft  perfe£l  underlfendihg  With  his  Ittiferial 
Majefty  for  promoting  the  negotiations  of  peace. 

Magdeburg,  atfaort^  others,  voted  for  Brunfwtck  Wolfenbuttel. 

The  feleSor  of  Brunfwick  declared  in  this  feffiorts,  his  deterftii- 
natioil  to  agree  to  the  laft  flf^y  Rt>man  months,  on  condition  of  dt-* 
i^Sdng  the  (^uota  on  account  of  Dentfaeim  ;  and  that  hit  Britannic

Majefty,  a$  eledor  of  Hanover,  expeded  fatisfaftion  tot  his  it* 
m^inds  on  the  empire,  made  long  ago. 

Ne^r  twenty  more  votes  were  given  for  a  deputation  to  eftablifh 
peace.

Ratijboriy  Augicft  6. 

A  T  length  the  long  expeded  and  long  wi(hed-for  ratification  of 
•*^  the  Imperial  court  has  arrived  to  the  Diflator  of  the  diet, 
which  i$  introductory  to  the  bleflings  of  peace  to  the  empire,  and  is 
dated  Vienna,  29th  of  July.  After  reAoringand  eftabiiftiing  the 
joints  contained  in  the  adsof  the  empire,  of  the  3d  of  July,  this 
iihportant  ratification  Aates  verbally,  as  follows : 

His  Imperial  Majedy,  above  all,  returns  his  warmed  acknow- 
ledgments to  the  Eledors,  Princes,  and  States,  for  the  grateful 
fentiments  they  have  expreiTed  towards  his  Majedy  for  his  fincere 
and  zealous  endeavours  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  empire. 

As  chief  of  the  Germanic  body,  he  feels  peculiar  fatisfadlion  to 
find,  that  in  the  fecond  feCtion  of  the  advice  of  the  empire,  it  has 
been  declared  to  be^the  condant  wifh  and  firm  refolution  of  all  its 
members,  to  obtain  a  general  peace  for  the  empire,  in  an  unim* 
paired  and  unalterable  jun6lion  of  all  the  States  of  the  empire  with 
its  fupreme  chief,  as  foon  as  poflible,  in  a  folid  and  conftitutional 
manner.  It  is  moreover  declared,  that  the  full  reftttution  of  its 
territory,  and  fecurity  of  the  Germanic  conftitution,  (hall  form  the 
bafis  of  a  treaty  of  peace,  according  to  the  fundamental  principles 
laid  down  in  the  advice  of  the  empire,  of  22d  December  laft  year, 
and  approved  of  by  his  Majefty,  with  refpeft  to  the  attainment  of 
a  reafonable,  juft,  and  honourable  peace. 

This  defire  and  refolution,  (for  according  to  the  fundamental 
laws  of  the  German  conlUtution,  in  all  matters  concerning  a  peace 
or  war  of  the  empire,  its  fupreme  chief  can  neither  be  feparated  from 
its  members,  nor  the  latter  from  the  former)  is  the  true  and  praifc- 
vrorthy  expreilion  of  conflitutional,  generous,  and  patriotic  fenti- 
ments, and  the  conftitution  of  Germany  may  (till  fubfift  for  a  long 
feries  of  years,  if  the  Ele£lors,  Princes,  and  States,  fenfible  of  their 
duty,  and  animated  by  patriot ifm  and  public  fpirit,  remain  faithful 
to  the  fentiments  thus  folemnly  declared. 

His  Majetty  having  frequently  proved,  and  but, very  lately  de- 
clared in  the  court-decree  of  the  loth  of  May,  his  inviolable  at* 
tachment  to  the  German  conftitution,  and  his  ardent  zeal  for  the 
prefervation  of  all  its  parts,  rights,  and  members,  it  would  be  in 
open  contradidion  with  his  own  declarations  and  aflions,  if  he 
did  not  readily  and  fully  approve  and  ratify  the  aforefaid  fecond 
fe^^ion,  which  fo  perfedly  agrees  with  his  paternal  fentiments 
and  duties,  as  chief  of  the  empire* 

•     .    ^      His 
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Hi$  Imperial  Majeffty  farther  dedares,  that  he  is  ready  to  tate 
upon  bimfelf  the  required  firft  introduction  of  padficatoiy  negotU 
atioosi  which,  as  far  as  it  relates  to  the  place  where  the  ctfngrefs 
is  to  be  held  9  has  been  entirely  left  to  his  Imperial  Majedy's  own 
judgment  and  di(cretion«  •  In  order  as  much  as  poflibie  to  accele-^ 
rate  the  conclufum  of  a  peace  to  the  empire,  punuant  to  the  wifh 
of  the  diet,  his  Imperial  Majefiy,  in  his  quality  as  chief  of.  the 
Germanic  body,  has  for  this  purpofe  already  taken  the  neceflary 
fteps,  of  the  refult  of  which  he  will  not  fail  in  due  time  to  inform 
the  diet,  as  well  as  the  place  where  the  negotiations  for  peace  are 
to  be  carried  on. 

The  queflion.  Whether,  without  any  prejudice  to  the  future  ne- 
gotiations of  peace,  it  will  be  poilible  to  obtain  an  armiftice,  can  > 
hardly  be  decided  before  the  faid  negotiations  are  aAually  fet  on 
foot;  and  in  purfuance  of  the  Imperial  decree,  concerning  the  ad- 
-vice  of  the  empire  of  the  22d  of  December,  a  probable  profpeA 
opens  to  obtain  a  reafonable,  jufl,  and  honourable  peace ;  whence, 
and  indeed  in  every  poflibie  cafe,  there  arifes  the  cruel  neceflity^ 
that  the  Eledors,  Princes,  and  States,  conformably  to  their  duty 
and  their  own  declarations,  do  not  negled,  but  perifft  in  their 
united  and  conftitutioaal  means  of  defence,  until  Germany  has  obv 
tained  the  bleflings  of  a  general  peace  for  the  empire. 

Meanwhile,  the  diet  may  .reft  aflured,  that  if  his  Imperial  Ma* 
jefty  (hould  be  able,  on  behalf  of  fufFering  humanity,  to  obtain  from 
the  prefent  rulers  of  France,  who  feem  to  have  adopted  more  mo- 
derate fentiments,  a  modificatioh  or  temporary  paufe  of  hoftlle  re- 
quifitions  and  devaftations,  he  will  not  fail  to  make,  for  that  pur- 
pofe, the  necelfary  propofals. 

As  to  the  red,  his  Imperial  Majefly  is  of  opinion,  that  hitherto 
no  political  relations  exift,  which  urge  the  neceility  of  ^accepting  a 
mediator,  although  clothed  with  all  the  neceflary  requifltes  in  point 
of  flcill,  prudence,  flncerity,  and  impartiality ;  nor  does  his  Ma'- 
jefty  fee  the  neceffity  of  accepting  the  mediation  of  a  third  perfon* 

If  the  German  empire,  the  iirft  in  point  of  rank,  and  mighty 
and  powerful  in  its  chief  and  its  memberfi,  is  with  true  German 
fpirit  united  for  a  grand  and  momentous  purpofe,  there  is  no  doubt 
but  it  poflefles  fufliciept  authority  and  power  to  obtaiin  a  reafonaUe^ 
jufly  and  honourable  peace.  But  as  the  diet,  according  to  the 
plurality  of  votes,  finds  a  peculiar  fatisfadion  in  feeing  his  Ma* 
jcfty,  the  King  of  Prufl[ia,  co-operate  for  that  purpofe,  his  Imperial 
Majefly — provided,  liowever,  that  it  does  not  tend  to  the  prejudice 
cither  of  the  immediate  negotiations  for  peace  between  the  fupreme 
chief  of  the  empire,  the  deputed  States,  and  the  deputies  of  France^ 
or  of  the  conflitutional  proceedings  in  all  other  refpeds,  readily 
complies  with  the  States  of  the  empire,  and  under  this  prwifo  con* 
fcnts  that  his  Pruflian  Majefty,  according  to  his  own  repeated  vo* 
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luntaty  ofRsrs,  may  on  his  part  employ  Ms  good  offices  with  France 
to  obtain,  on  the  baGs  agreed  and  determined  upon,  a  peace  for  the 
Empire,  which  reftores  Its  integrity,  and  fecures  its  conftitution. 

Laftly,  his  Majefty  repeats  once  more  the  jdeciaration  fet  foith 
in  the  Imperial  court  decree  of  the  icth  of  May,  which  cannot  be 
too  often  repeated,  viz*  that  the  political  importance  of  Gemuiny^ 
reds  on  the  clofe  and  happy  union  between  the  Supreme  Chief  of 
the  empire,  and  the  Eledors,  Princes,  and  States ;  and  its  welfare 
depends  on  the  inviolability  of  its  fundamental  laws.  Thcfe 
ought  to  guide  the  chief,  as  well  as  the  members. 

His  Majefty,  who  not  only  in  virtue  of  his  Imperial  office, 
but  alfo  by  a  foiemn  compact  between  him  and  the  ele£lors,  is 
icharged  with  the  adminiftration  of  juftice,  is  therefore  obliged, 
by  ojpen  and  lawful  means,  to  proted  the  conftitution  againft  all 
unconftitutional  proceedings  ;  left  the  like  proceedings  might  in 
future  times  be  fuppofed  to  contain  a  tacit  abrogation  of  laws, 
which  are  of  the  greateft  importance  for  the  fafety  and  welfare  of 
the  German  empire. 

Aupiji  i6.  The  EleAors  of  Saxony  and  Brunfwick  delivered 
the  day  before  yefterday  their  fuffrages,  in  a  manner  entirely  con- 
formable :  there  is  in  the  mean  time  an  appearance,  that  the  deli- 
beration on  the  obje£l  of  the  deputation  which  has  continued  fo 
long  a  time,  approaches  at  length  to  its  entire  termination  in  the 
college  of  Kledlors  and  Princes :  only  it  appears  that  the  Imperial 
cities,  in  cafe  of  a  non-reunion  with  its  colleges,  will  renew,  in 
the  (ame  manner,  as  on  the  3d  of  July  this  year,  fome  movements. 
Then  the  relation  and  co-relation  will  take  place,  which  was  urged 
fo  ftrongly  on  the  maintaining  of  their  own  proper  conciufum. 

• 

Auguji  1 8.  In  the  fitting  of  the  diet  the  day  before  yefterday, 
Salfl)urg,  which  has  united  itfelf  to  the  other  epifcopal  ambafladors, 
made  a  propofal  in  the  college  of  Princes,  to  unite  to  the  deputa- 
tion an  eccleflaftical  ftate,  in  confideration  of  its  epifcopal  rights ; 
in  confequence  of  which,  the  Eledor  of  Cologne,  in  Quality  of 
grand  mafter  of  the  Teutonic  Order,  and  alfo  as  Biftiop  of  Munfter, 
was  ele&ed  by  a  plurality  of  voices  to  co-operate  with  the  States  of 
the  empire.  The  plurality  of  voices  in  the  college  of  .cities  is 
for  twelve  deputies,  agreeably  to  the  fuffrage  declared  by  Auftria. 

Auguft  24.  On  the  21ft  inftant,  the  point  concerning  the  number 
and  election  of  deputies  was  brought  to  a  conclufion ;  when  the 
oajority  of  votes  was  found  to  be  in  favour  of  the  number  of  ten 
deputies.  A  difFierence  which  arofe  between  the  ^rand  mafter  of  the 
Teutonic  Order  and  Wurtzburgh,  on  account  of  being  both  elecled 
deputies  by  a  parity  of  yotes,  having  been  done  away  by  the  former 
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giving  up  his  claixDy  th^  pro>e£i;  of  the  conclufutn^  Was  rtad  by  the 
^c&ory  of  the  diet,  according  to  which  the  following  States  are 
cleftcd  deputies  of  the  empire : — " 

Of  the  ete£loral  college,  Mt^m  and  Saxony.  , 

Of  the  college  of  princes,  Auftria,  firemen^-  Bavaria,. Heffe* 
Darmibdt,  Wurtzburgh,  Baden.    . 

Of  the  college  of  the  Imperial  cities,  Augfburgh  and  Frankfort. 

As  the  conclufutn  of  the  eIe£ioral  college  was  found  perfe(^ly 
to  agree  with  that  of  the  college  of  princes,  the  college  of  the 
Imperial  cities,  which  at  firft  infifted  on  the  number  of  twelve- 
deputies,  and  the  addition  of  two' States  from  among  thecountsof 
Weuaravia  and  the  prelates  of  Swabia,  at  length  acceded  to  the 
fame ;  the  formpr  concll^fum  is  to  be  made  the  bafis  of  the  advice 
of  the  empire  concerning  the  deputies  for  the  negotiations  of 
peace,  which  will  be  publiihed,  or,  as  the  phrafe  is,  dilated  to- 
morrow, and  is  in  fubftance  the  fame  as  the  faid  conclufum. 

For  the  reft,  the  diet  continues  to  deliberate  on  the  fubjedl  of 
peace,  and  feveral  memoirs  have  been  lately  prefented  by  Salm- 
firaumefels,  Heifi^-Rheinfelds,  Prince'-Biihop  of  Bade,  and  other  > 
ftates,  infifting  on  the  full:  reftitution  of  the  territories  and  re- 
venues occupied  and  feized.  on  by  the  French. 

The  credentials  of  the  Chevalier.  Walpole,  the  new  Engliffi 
envoy,  were  made  public  on  the  2ifl  by  a  decree  of  the  empire* 

September  •  n . 

The  deliberations  of  the  diet  are  now  confined  to  the  inftruc- 
tlons  and  plenipotentiary  powers  to  be  given  to  the  deputies  for 
negotiating  peace.  t 

Wurtzburgh,  in  order  to  prevent  prolonging  the  bufmefs  by^ 
formalities,   has  propofed  that  the  treaty   of  Weftphalia  Ihall  be 
the  bails,   and  that  an  indemnification  for  loflTes.be  propofed.;  but 
it  is  not  likely  that  even  on  thefe  points  the  difcuffidns  will  fooa 
be  finifhed. 

September  l8« 

Count  de  Goertz,  the  comitial  envoy  of  Brandenburg  now  here, 
has  prefented  a  memorial  to  the  diet,  in  which  he  declares,  in  the 
name  of  his  mafter,  that  his  Majefty,  as  a  preparatory  flep  towards, 
obtaining  a  peace,  had  not  the  mod  diftant  idea  of  interfering  in  any 
manner,  without  the  concurrence  of  either  the  head  of  the  empire, 
or  his  co-eftates,  in  the  overtures  for  a  negotiation^  and  that  he 
had  caufed  hisminifter  de  Hardenberg,  to  deliver  a  note  relative 
thereto  to  the  French  plenipotentiary  Barthelemy, — That  his  Ma- 
jcfty,  however^  fees  with  grief,  that,  the  end  of  thefe  overtures, 
although  grounded  upon  the  pureft  intentions  and  wiihes  of  his 
Majefty,  has  i)ot  anfwered  his  patriotic  expedlations,  and  thinks 
it  in  no  wife  necefTary  to  reprefent  to  his  feveral  high.co-eftates^ 
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tUat  the  neceflilf  a^d  jadifpenfability  of  effcAbal  overtures  of  peace 
to  be  made  to  Francei  becomes  froib  day  to  day  more  prefling,  and 
that  the  main  objed  of'  procuring  fecurity  and  tranquillity  to  the 
empire  cannot  be  obtained,  except  by  a  full  good  underftanding, 
and  fpeedy  meafures  in  regard  to  the  pacification. 

In  this  {ituation,  nothing  more  eiTential  remains  for  his  Majefty 
to  do,  before  the  aftual  ovehures  for  peace  be  made  by  the  empire, 
under  the  diredion  of  its  auguft  head,  but  fimply  to  await  the  ilTue 
of  the  faid  negotiations,  although  with  the  moft  lively  wifh  for  its 
fuccefs,  in  accelerating  their  falutary  work. 

His  Majefty,  having  at  all  times  given  the  moft,  lively  and  un- 
deniable proofs,  in  moft  pcrfeft  harmony  with  the  Emprefs,  of 
hi^  a&ivity  in  every  thing  that  is  conducive  to  the  weal  and  fal- 
vation  of  the  German  empire,  wilhes  hereby  to  repeat  his  affu- 
rances,  that  fo  far  from  wifliing  to  withdraw  his  anxious  media- 
tion  and  co-operation  in  favour  of  the  empire  in  general,  and  his 
feveral  co-eftatcs  in  particular,  he  will  contribute,  agreeably  to 
the  expreilion  contained  in  the  high  Imperial  decree  of  ratifica- 
tiin,  on  his  part,  every  thing  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power,  which 
may  appear  of  any  eiFe£t  and  ufe  in  alleviating  the  mifef  ies  of  the 
whole  empire  and  its  opprefled  ftates,  if  even  the  continuation  of 
boftilittes  Ihould  render  the  danger  ftill  more  prefling  and  confi- 
derable,  in  the  manner  ftated  in  his  declaration  of  the  ift  of  July 
of  the  prefent  year. 

His  Majefty,  though  always  willing  ito  interfere  with  his  media-^ 
tlon  and  co-operation,  will,  notwithftanding,  think  it  below  his 
dignity  to  tender  them  in  a  manner  in  which,  agreeably  to  the 
political  fituation  of  affairs,  they  might  not  be  coftfidered  as  ne- 
ceflary,  advifeable,  or  ufeftiU — His  Majefty  will,  neverthelefs, 
make  the  maxim  hereby  declared,  an  abfolute  rule  for  the  future 
meafures  to  be  taken  by  him,  and  at  leaft  enjoy  the  pleafing  fatis- 
fa&ion  of  having  done  every  thing  poflible  to  obtain  for  the  Ger- 
man empire  the  bleflings  of  peace.

In  this  day*s  diet,  numbers  of  ftates  voted  again.     Bavaria  re- 
*peatedly  infifted  on  the  acceleration  of  peace. 

Siptimitr  28. 
This  day  the  Eledor  of  firunfwick  voted  in  the  two  colleges. 
The  Count  de  Lerchenfeld,  minifter  of  the  Elefbor  Palatine, 
commumcated  to  the  diet  the  treaty  of  neutrality  concluded  be- 
tween his  cpurt  And  France. 

The 
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The  EleAor  of  Kf  entZi  in  the  Ufl:  afTembly  of  the  diet,  gave 
the  following  notice  into  the  protocol :— <«  That  on  account  of 
the  gloomy  and  difmal  fate  whicn  has  befallen  the  countries  on  the 
right  banks  of  the  Rhine^  he  thought  it  his  duty  to  add  to  his  for- 
mer votey  that,  in  the  advice  of  the  empire  next  to  be  made,  tho 
extreme  danger  of  the  empire  may  be  nioft  prcfllngly  reprefcntcd 
to  his  Imperial  Majefty  ;  on  which  account,  it  becomes  indifpen- 
fably  necelTary  ultimately  to  open^  in  the  thorteil  poflible  manner, 
the  negotiations  of  peace  with  France  with  efFcxl,  before  other 
difaftrous  occurrences  take  place.  The  EleAor  of  Mentz  looks 
vpon  this  as  his  duty,  as  arch-chancellor  of  the  empire ;  and, 
at  the  fame  time,  as  the  only  means  to  edablifli  a  mutual  co« 
operation  of  all  the  States  of  the  empire^  in  carrying  into  eiFeA  a 
general  peace  of  the  empire.  The  Eledor  declares  his  readinefa 
in  regard  to  this,  immediately  to  fend  his  plenipotentiary  minifter 
to  Bade,  or  to  any  other  placei  in  order  to  agree  in' the  moft 
fpeedy  manner,  and  that  it  will  only  depend  on  the  fame  and  tho 
like  co-operation  of  his  Imperial  Majeily,  and  the  reil  of  the  de<- 
puted  ftates. 

Even  the  EleAor  of  Cologne  again  made  mention  of  his  moft 

freffing  wiAi,  that,  on  account  of  the  unredrained  progrcfs  of  the 
Vench  armies,  the  negotiations  may  be  entered  upTm  with  all 
poflible  expedition,  and  accompliflied  by  fetting  alide  all  impedi- 
ments, and  by  preventing  all  the  injuries  occafloned  by  pro* 
craflination.  The  fame  declaration  was  made  by  Palatine  Deux« 
Ponts,  and  many  other  dates.  The  Eleftor  of  Brunfwick  de. 
dared,  that  the  ftatm  quo^  as  at  the  beginning  of  hodilities,  ought 
to  ferve  as  the  bafis  of  the  peace  between  France  and  the  empire^ 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  even  the  adjudment  of  the  exifting  conteft, 
and  the  formal  limitation  of  the  confines  of  the  German  empire, 
may  be  exprefhiy  (lipulated  and  referved  for  future  friendly  trea- 
ties^, and  that  xh\%  Jiatus  quo  ought^  on  tho  part  of  the  empire,  to 
be  infiltcd  upon. 

Mecklenburgh  Schwerin  required,  at  the  reftoration  of  peaces 
two  canonical  prebends,  of  which  Hie  had*  been  difpoireited  at 
Strafl>urg.

There  was  an  extraordinary  diet  yefterday,  in  which  con- 
clufa  were  palTed  upon  the  laft  points  of  the  concerns  of  peace, 
and,  much  as  the  Audrian  envoy  wi(hed  the  princes*  conclufum 
to  be  received  as  the  bafis,  the  electoral  conclufum  was  adopted 
uithe  ground-work  for  the  approbation  of  the  empire.  The 
collcM  of  the  Imperial  towns  alfented  to  the  conclufum  of  the 
two  iuperior  colleges.    The  fupplements  of  the  approbation  of

the  empire  contains  the  general  fuU  pawer  of  the  empire,  its  fpecial 
full  power,  the  inftrudlions  of  the  empire,  &c.  In  the  approba- 
tion of  the  empire  itfelf,  the  princely  vote  of  Worms  of  the  lOth 
July  is  the  principal  ground- work. 

With  regard  to  the  general  fpecial  full  power,  the  type  of  1697, 
has  been  adopted  as  a  precedent,  and  with  regard  to  peace,  a  mo- 
tion has  been  made  for  rcdoring  xhe  flatus  quo  before  the  war*

The  approval  of  the  empire  in   regard  to  the  deputation  of 
treating  of  peace  for  the   empire  conGfts  of  three  fed  ions.     In 
the  6r(t,  the  general  and  fpecial  full  power  of  the  dates,  named  for 
the  deputation,  is  fpecified.     In  the  fecond,  a  formal  inftruflion 
is  laid  before  the  Emperor  for  his  approbation;  and  in  the  third, 
tlic  plan  of  the  felfions  is  fixed*     The  fpecial  full  power  has  a  re- 
ference to  the  refUtution  and  a  fatisfadion  for  lofles  fuftained  bv 
the  empire.     The  fecond  fed  ion  fays,  the  empire  has  given  no 
caufe  for  the  prefen{  war,  but  that  France  has  prejudiced  the  em- 
pire, &c.     Ger*many  had  limply  endeavoured  to  preferve  its  unity, 
for  which  purpofe  overtures  of  peace  have  already  been  made  on 
her  part.      Afterwards  the  inftrudlions  follow.     It  is  therein, 
amongii  other  things,  faid,  that  if  any  obje£iions  ihouldarife  with 
regard  to  the  outward  form,  the  deputies  are  to  endeavour  to  re- 
move them  by  amicable  conceflions  ;  the  refolutions  of  the  deputa- 
tion are  to  be  deemed  conclufive,  whenever  two  thirds  of  its  mem- 
bers are  allembled  ;  thefe  refolutions  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  Im- 
perial deputies;  thefe,  if  required,  may  make  their  minutes  and 
return  them  to  tlie  general  deputation,  in  a  manner  that  every 
thing  may  be  treated  communicato  conftlio  ;    the   Imperial  plenipo- 
tentiaries are  not  to  treat  upon,  nor  aA  on  any  one  matter,  with- 
out the  concurrence  of  the  deputation  of  the  empire.     Each  State 
interefted  in   the  prefent  war,  is  at  liberty  to  fend  its  own  de- 
puties, who,  howcver,*muft  previoufly  be  qualified  by  the  Eleftor 
of  Mentz ;  and  their  Cull  powers  mufl  be  drawn  in  a  manner  as 
to  make  the  conne6lion  with  the  fyflem  of  the  empire  evident. 
The  general  deputation  are,  in  the  beft  poflible  manner,  to  be  at- 
tentive to  the  intcreft  of  their  particular  plenipotentiaries,  and  to 
do  nothing  without  fubjeding  it  to  an  appeal*     They  are  particu- 
larly charged,  during  the  negotiation,  to  caufe  rcftitution  to  be 
made  to  the  opprefTed  States  of  the  empire,  in  a  more  efpecial 
manner  of  the  equeflrian  order,  as  well  as  to  procure  the  liberty 
of  iuch  of  the  German  princes,  who  as  hoflagcs  have  been  led 
into  French  captivity.     The  deputation  are,  during  the  congrefs, 
to   give,  from    time    to  time,  an    account  t6  the  diet  of  the 
fitua£ion  of  aflPairs.     Laflly,  in  the  third  icQixon  the  plan  of  the 
(eflioh   is  fouled,  according  to  which,    ifl,  ti)e  dire£lora|  table 
is  ordered  ;  ad,  the  deputies  of  the  empire  themfelves  to  fit  upon 
I  chairs. 
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chairs,  hot  tiefere  Ithe  iMe ;  '^dy  the  particular  plen!pbtem!arle0 
ire  not  to  be  feated  behind  the  tabte. 

On  the  patt  df  the  Eleftor  of  Saxony^  not  the  minifter  Count 
de  Loelbenv  but  the  chancellor,  the  Baron  ic  Btirgfdorf;  wUl 
make  his  appearance  at  the  deput^tioil  <5f  the  empire,  in  qiialitf 
of  fub-delegate.  -  On  thfe  part  of  the  Ele^qr  of  Hatidver  (ol:  rather 
of  that  of  Bremen),  either  Baron  jde  Ompffda,  ehVoy  to  the  diet, 
or  the  Count  de  Hardenberg,  ambaflador  to  the  Imperial  court, 
will  be  named.  Two  profeflbrs  of  Gottirigen,  viz.  Mirtensand 
De  Berg  (or  Lufte)  will  be  added. 

November  i.  . 
In  hopes  of  receiving  the  Emperor's  approbation,  an  unanimous 
rcrolution  pafled  in  the  three  colleges  .of  the  diet,  on  the  26th 
ult.  upon  General  Clerfaye's  miifive  to  the  diet,   to  the  foUoiving 
tfk& :  . 

I.  That  the  States  of  the. empire  be  preflingly  invited  forthwith 
to  pay  their  arrears  due  to  the  cheft  of  operations  uf  the  empire, 
without  exception  or  lofs  of  time. 

II.  That,  in  order  to  effeft  this,  the  office  of  cafhier  to  the. 
empire  do  make  an  exad  account  of  all  the  arrears  due  by  each 
ilate,  and  to  lay  the  fame  before  the  diet  in  fix  weeks  time. 

HI.  That  full  confidence  will  be  repofed  in  the  patriotic  fen- 
timents  of  the  refpedive  States,  that  they  will  in  the  prefent  in- 
ilance  make  valid,  liquidate,  and  pay  into  the  cheft  of  operations 
of  the  empire,  not  by  compenfation  and  other  pretenfions,  but 
by  paying  the  arrears  of  the  contributions  of  the  Ronun  months, 
more  efpecially  of  the  fifty  agreed  on  laft. 

IV,  That,  on  the  part  of  the  empire,  it  ought  to  be  taken  into 
the  moft  ferious  confideration,  not  only  to  co-operate  in  obtain* 
ing  the  liquidation  of  thofe  demands,  but,  in  general,  that  ways 
and  means  be  found  for  the  eafieft  method  of  procuring  the  requi« 
iites  for  the  cheft  of  operation  of  the  empire. 

November  27. 

The  decree  of  ratification  of  the  Imperial  court  upon  the  ap- 
probation of  the  empire  of  the  7th  of  Oflober,  refpefting  a  peace 
with  France,  came  this  day  under  the  confideration  of  the  diet, 
and  its  contents  are  very  remarkable  :  it  begins  with  a  tetrofpeft 
of  the  origin  and  progrefs  of  the  hoftile  adls  committed,  by  the 
French  againft  Germany  ;  of  the  different  offences  againil  the 
rights  of  nations  ;  and  of  the  laudable  objeft  of  the  war,  which 
was  forced  upon  the  empire,  and  undertaken  in  conformity  to  the 
decrees  of  the  diet. 

After  this  are  enumeratec)  the  approbation  of  the  empire  of  the 
22dof  December,  1794,  as  well  as  the  feveral  approbaitions  of  the 
etapireof  the  3d  of  July,  aiftof  Auguft,  and  17th  of  Odober^ 
ail  produced  or  occafioned  by  the  Imperial  court  decree  of  the 

19th 
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19th  of  May  lad,  namely,  that  the  empire  fineerely  wflhed  and 
dcflred  the  return  of  peace,  expreiled  in  all  the  feveral  approba* 
lions  dircdcd  t')  hin  Imperial  Majeftyi  under  the  condition  only 
of  its  being  ^  juA  and  honourable  peace,  founded  upon  the  indi- 
vinbility  of  the  empire,  and  the  prefervation  of  the  conftitution. 

It  proceeds  i  <<  His  Imperial  Majefiy  finds  in  this  declaration, 
containing  the  bafis  of  a  peace,  principles  agreeable  to  the  maxims 
laid  down,  by  a  patriotic  acquiefcence,  and  in  thofe  maxims  fo 
near  aconfonance  with  his  own  ideas,  of  the  duty  which,  as  head 
of  the  empire,  he  took  upon  him  on  the  capitulation  of  his  elec- 
tion, as  to  make  no  manner  of  objedion  in  giving  his  confent  to 
the  (aid  approbation  of  the  empire,  in  the  alledged  meafure,  as 
well  as  the  formula  prefcribed/*  His  Imperial  Majefly,  conti- 
nues this  decree,  has  neceirartly  retarded  the  communication  ot 
his  refoltnion  upon  the  lait  approbation  of  the  empire  until  now, 
for  no  other  reafons,  than  previoufly  to  learn  in  what  manner  the 
French  government  had  received  the  overtures  of  peace  made  to 
them  in  the  name  of  the  empire,  in  the  month  of  July,  and  ot 
which  an  accotmt  had  only  arrived  at  Vienna  on  the  firft  of  Oclo. 
t)er  laft. 

That  the  propofal  made  to  France,  as  well  as  the  anfwer  of 
the  committee  of  public  welfare  itfelf  upon  it,  Ihall  be  imme- 
diately laid  before  the  diet,  from  the  contents  of  which  it  will 
evidently  appear,  that  France  is  difinclined  to  meet  the  German 
empire  in  putting  a  period  to  a  war  forced  upon  it ;  and  its  inva* 
liable  rcfoiution  to  enter  upon  no  negotiation  whatever  with  tl.c 
German  empire  for  the  prefent. 

That  the  French  declaration  evidently  proves,  that  France  ha^l 
an  intention  of  protrading  the  war  luitil  (he  thought  herfelf  ena- 
bled to  lay  before  the  German  empire  for  (ignature,  the  coiuii- 
lions  of  peace  in  a  di£tatoriaI  manner,  to  the  eternal  difgracc  af 
the  German  name,  which  intention  is  undeniably  confirmed  by 
fpecches  delivered  in  the  National  Convention  hy  Robcrjot  and 
others,  concerning  the  union  of  Belgium  with  France,  the  incor* 
poration  a^ually  decreed  thereupon  of  the  Burgundian,  and  a 
great  part  of  the  WeOphalian  circle  of  the  empire  ;  and  ladlvr 
by  the  French  army  croifrng  the  Rhine,  by  which  maftcrpiccc, 
their  further  intentions  upon  the  union  of  the  whole  of  the  left 
(hore  of  the  Rhine  with  France,  and  the  fixing  of  thecourfc  u\ 
that  river  as  their  boundaries,  were  to  have  been  enforced  ai^I 
eftablifhed. 

That  in  the  mean  time,  under  the  protedion  of  the  Almighty, 

the  vi£korious  arms  of  his  Imperial  Majedy,  according  to  his  d«  • 

liberate  command,  *^  of  hazarding  every  thing  for  the  falvaticwi 

of  Germany,''  the  plans  of  the  enemy  have  mod  happily  her  n 

defeated,  and  Germany  fortunately  fave^  from  a  crifis  aboundiri^ 

with  the  greated  danger. 

That 
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That  the  vidories  obtained  by  Fi^Id-Marfh^l  Count  de  Clair- 
fayt,  by  which  the  mortaHklow  aimed  at  Germany  had  been 
prevented)  irrefragably  prove,  that  the  enemy,  ahhotigh  fuperior 
in  numbers,  and  their  armies  proteded  by  the  moil  tremendous 
entrenchments,  are  not  invincible  to  German  courage,  and  the 
German  arts  of  war.  ^ 

That  nothing  remains,  therefore,  according  to  the  peculiar 
conclufum  of  the  empire,  and  the  nature  of  affairs,  but  to  force 
and  accelerate  a  juft  and  equitable  peace,  equally  and  earneilly 
defircd  by  the  head,  as  well  as  the  flates  of  the  empire,  with 
fword  in  hand  ;  to  perform  which  ad,  his  Imperial  Majefty  calls 
upon  the  whole  empire,  in  the  name  of  their  country  and  confti- 
(ution,  in  the  name  of  all  the  ft^tes  deprived  of  their  dominions, 
and  upon  the  reft  of  the  members  of  the  empire,  in  the  moft  pref- 
fing  manner,  to  chufe  between  the  difcnemberment  and  the  pre- 
fervation  of  the  empire  ;  between  its  convulfion  and  its  tr^nquiU 
lity ;  between  its  dilFolution  and  its  fecurity  ;  between  its  igno- 
miny and  its  honour.

In  confequence  of  the  conclufum  of  the  diet,  with  refpeft  to 
peace,  empowering  the  head  of  the  empire  to  make  the  firft  over- 
tures, his  Imperial  Majefty  applied  to  the  court  of  Denmark  ; 
the  vice-chancellor  of  the  empire  tranfmitted  to  M.  St.  Saphoren, 
ambalTador  of  his  Dani(h  Majefty  at  Vienna,  a  note  dated  the 
25th  July  1795,  in  which  he  informed  him  of  the  refolution  of 
the  diet,  and  of  the  wiflies  of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  officially  re- 
quefting  his  interference  ;  in  a  fubfequent  note  the  31ft  July)  the 
vice-chancellor  communicated  to  the  ambaflador  the  decree  of  the 
imperial  commiilion  iflued  with  refpe£i  to  the  conclufum  of  the 
diet. 

The  court  of  Denmark  having, agreed  to.  this  ftep  defired  by 
his  Imperial  Majefty,  the  following  notes  were  in  confequence 
written. 

Note  of  the  Count  de  Bemftorff^   Minijler  of  State  of  his  Danijb 

Majefy. 

THE  wifli  of  the  empire  to  tSkd  a  general  and  conftitutional 
peace  with  France  is  well  known,  and  likewife  the  ground^  on 
which  they  are  defirous  it  (hould  be  negotiated,  for  this  puf- 
pofe  they  have  unanimouily  addrefled  the  Emperor  to  entreat  him 
to  take  charge  of  the  negotiation. 

His  Imperial  Majefty  readily  confented  ;  and  as  the  interefts  of 
the  empire  are  infeparable  from  thofe  of  h^  head,  they  confider 
his  interefts  are  equally  united  with  thofe  of  the  ftates  of  the  em- 
pire. 

In  order  to  come  to  an  underftanding  with  France,  his  Impe- 
rial Majefty  thought  the  moft  natural  way  was  to  apply  to  fome 
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neutral  powers  ttttchedto  the  pacific  fyften,  and.rftquofte^the 
King  of  Denmark  to  take  Upon  hi^llKlf  the  talk,  and  {ranfroit  to 
the  National  Convention  his  wifli  that  a  congrefs  tplght  itake 
place,  where  the  oiiiufters  of  the  two  parties  at  war  might,  gfTan* 
blci  in  order  to  treat  and  fettle  upon  the  terms  of  pea^e  ;  and  his 
Imperial  Majefty  propofes  for  that  purpofe  the  city  of  Au^ibourg 
(the  fecurity  of  whith  will  be  guaranteed)  as  that  wh|ch,  trpiQ'  its 
geographical  fituation,  appears  tq  him  the  moft  eligible. 

He  fubjoins  a  wi(h  that  France  would  come  to  an  explanation 
onxthe  fubjeA,  ^s  foon  as  its  importancci  apd  the  benevolent,  in* 
•tention  of  the  proportion  feem  to  demand,  and  )ikewife,i  that  the 
inhabitants  of  the  countries  occupied  by  the  cqntendi|ig  powers 
may  feel  the  advantages  of  the  firft  advfinces  towards  pea^e»  ii| 
order,  at  leaft,  during  the  continuance  of  the  negotiations  to,  be 
exempted  from  military  requifitions,  and  fiT^n^  other  evils  infepa* 
rable  froma  ftateof  a&ual  hoftilities. 

His  Daniih  Majefty  has  liftened  with  pleafure  tq  h^s  rec^uefl. 
He  tranfmits  with  confidence  this  propofition  of  his  Imperis^l 
Majefty,  made  in  his  capacity  as  head  of  the  empire,  and  accom- 
panists it  with  all  thp  fervour  which  can  be  infpired  by  the  mod 
ardent  defire  to  {ee  humanity  confo^ed  biy  the  return  of  peac^.

The  Emperor  having  requefted  to  the  King  of  Penmark  to  in- 
timate to  the  French  government  his  wiih  relative  to  a  ne^tiar 
tion,  in  order  to  treat  in  th^  nanpie  qf  the  empire  for  peace  with 
the  French  Republic,  his  Dlanilh  Majc^^y  has  tranfmitted ,  by  the 
Count  de  BernftorfF  to  the  under-figned  a  minifterial  note,  dated 
the  1 8th  Auguft  (oM  (lil^)  which  contains  the  propoiit^ons  oif 
the  Emperor,  not  only  for  the  formation  of  a  congr^fs  to  be  h^ 
in  the  city  of  Augfbourg,  but  even  for  a  previous  fufperffipn  <^ 
hoftilities  in  favour  of  thofe  countries  of  th^  cppjre  occupied  or 
menafced  by  the  artnits  of  the  Republic; 

The  committee  of  public  fafety  of  the  National  Convention 
bating  the  direction  of  the  exterior  relations,  in  anfwer  to  the 
above  notp,  have  ordered  the  underfigned  to  declare  tq  Count  de 
-Bcrnftorff, 

<  That  the  Republic  will  not  confent  to  the  propofed  truce  ;  that 
the  French  government  will  take  no  fteps  to  appoint  a  congrcTs 
till  peace  be  completed.  The  qnly  oueftiqns  will  be  to  regti-- 
late  and  fccure  all  its  advantages  to  thoie  powers,  who  have  taken 
m  ihare  in  this  cruel  war. 

l^he  committee  of  public  fafety  are  of  opinion  that  a  congress 
cannot  properly  have '  Uhy  other  obje£l :  On  that  account  they 
remain  ipvauriable  in  their  refolutioh,  which^  appearing  likewife 
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to  be  ibt  Wll  calculated  to  put  a  fpeedy  end  to  the  calamities  of 
war/  duinqt  but  be  tponfbrmable  to  the  wiihes  of  the  whole  em- 
pire,  and  particularly  to  the  principles  profefled  by  the  Daniih 
government.  -  -

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The  filhivfng  Letter  gives  an  Account  of  the  Reafons  ttdvanced  iy  the 
Chouans  fir  continuing  the  IVar^  notwithftanding  the  Treaty  that 
had  been  concluded  with  the  Republicans* 

Normandy^  June  29. 
TN  order  to  form  an  opinion  on  the  prefcnt  ntpture  between  the 

^  royalifts  in  firituny  and  the  reoublicant)  it  is  necefliiry  to 
know  the  terms  of  the  late  treaty  of  Mobilay.  According  to  this 
treaty^  all  the  Chovaniy  emigrated  as  well  as  not  emigrated,  were 
to  be  rcinftated  in  the  full  poflfcnion  of  their  property;  a  military 
committee^  comppfed  of  the  principal  chiefs  of  the  royalifts, 
was  to  be  appointed  and  eftablifhed  in  a  certain  place  ;  ambula« 
tory  cpmmittceS)  conflfline  of  the  mod  refpcAable  inhabitants;, 
ana  charged  with  maintainmg  tranquillity  and  order,  and  enfor- 
cing the  execution  of  the  treaty,  were  to  be  ercAed  in  every  de- 
partment vfhich  had  taken  part  in  the  tnfurfcAiom  Thefe  com- 
mittees were  to  correspond  with  the  above  general  committee, 
and  to  have  at  their  diipofal  a  fmall  armed  force,  com^ofed  of 
the  braved  and  mod  faithful  Chouans,  and  commanded  by  chiefs 
chofen  by  the  committees.  Thefe  corps  wore  grey  uniforms, 
with  red  cuffs  and  facinss ;  were  equipped,  fbd,  and  paid,  ftt  the 
expenceMbf  the  Republicv  and  efpecially  chaigod  with  the  police 
of  the  flat  I  country.  -^The  national  guards,  known  under  the 
name  of  the  blue  coats,  from  the  cdoui'  of  their  uniforms,  were 
dedincd  .to  form  the  garrifons  of  this  towns.  As  the  peafants 
could  not  abide  the  republican* uniform^  thefe  troops  were  not 
£t  for  the  country. 

All  the  prieds  were  alfo  to  be  allowed  to  come  forth  ffom  their 
prifons  and  retreats  to  perform  divjne  fervice ;  all  young  mei^  of 
the  requifitions  (hould  have  liberty  to  return  home,  and 'not  be 
forced  to  march. to  th^  frontiers,  of  to  enlid  in  republican  regi« 
ments.  It  is  alfo  affirmed,  5hat  by  a  fecret  article  it  was  ftipulated 
to  re*edabliih  the  ion  of  Louis  AVI.  on  the  throne  of  his^  fore- 
fathers, or  at  lead  to  place  him  at  the  head  of  -the  nation  under 
fome  other  title.  To  entertain  this  idea  in  all  the  revolted  pro- 
vinces was  even  neceflary^  in  order  to  reconcile  the  peafants, 
who  are  warmly  attache4  to  royalty,  with  the  other  ftipulations 
of  the  treaty.       , 

So  uncoipmon  an  organization.of  twodiiFerent  forma  of  govern- 
ment in  the  fame  date,:  could  not  but  beget  quarrels.  -The  chiefs 
of  the  Chouans  were  inJFormed,  that  troops  had  received  orders  to 
marc1\  for  Brittany  ;  that,  in  open  violation  of  the  treaty,  requi- 
fitions of  corn,  forage,  &c.  had  been  fet  on  foot  again ;  that  fe- 
veral  Chouans  had  been  ilUtreated,  (hot,  and  thrown  into  goal ; 
and  that  murders  and  pillage  were  caufed  to  be  committed  by 
difaflfcded  perfons,  for  the  pu^pofc  of  laying  them  at  the  door  of 
the  Chouans.    Moreover,  the  reprefentativcs  of  the  people  pub« 

Ulhed 
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li/he4.  aH'Ordipasicei  which  ftUered  the  uhlfofm  of  the  diotian 
troopsy.  and  ordered  a  corps 'of  foot  chafleur^  to  be  ^aaiaed  in 
the  very  face  of  the  aforefaid  treaty.  The  chiefs:  comfilatned  of 
thefe  proceedings  to  the  dire£lory-of  the  departm<snt  of  Ille-  ahd 
Vilaine,  which  prooufed  redrefs,  but  left  thi^  pronife  ynfulfilfed. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  republicans  reproached  the  chieft  of  tho 
Chouans  with  having  exerciibd  ads  of  fovereigi^ty,  with  having 
Rgreed-to  a  peace-  w^th  no  otheriintentk>n  but  to  enable  themfelVei 
to  re-qommence  the  war,-  and  to  gain  the  neceflary  time  to  form  a 
froalition  w^ih  the  r^yalifts  of  the  other  departa>cnt8y  and  to  re* 
ceive  reinforcements  from  Great  Britain. 

In  this  (late  of  affairs  the  reprefentatives  came  to  a  r^foliitlon 
to  arsefi  all  the  chiefs  of  the  Chouans.  To  carry  this  projeft 
into  cSkQj  all  the  chiefs  were  invited  to  a,  grand  dinner  by  the  re- 
prefei^tative  Boll^t,  gn  a  pretence  to  fettle,  in  a  friendly  manner^ 
ail  the  fubfifting  diiFerenceSi  and  to  concert  the  beft  means  of  efta« 
bliibing  harmooy  :  and .  concord*  jSeveral  of  .the  royalift  chiefs 
fufp^f^d.thi;  Cjf^rp,  4nd  declined  tne  invitation ;  a  few  others  ac« 
ceptedit,  and  were  arrefted  on.  leaving  BaUetf^  The. fame  diiy 
feveral  corps  of  the  Chouans  were  furprifed  at  Aural,  Grand- 
champ,  and  other  different  .places,.  juid.confequently  fuffered  fome 
lofs.  It  is  in  this  manner  that  we  are  again  plunged  into  all  the 
horrors  of  a  ciyil  y^^r.

npHJSft^rritory^pf  liberty  f  has  been  violated  by  Its  mod  mortal 
ei)fn}ie8.  Thcrr^ppblicans  and  they  are  in  the  prefence  of 
each  pth^Tiinthe  /attitude  of  combat.  It  is  necefTary  that  known 
colours  (hould  diilinguiih,  in  a  manner  impofflble  to  bp  miftakeni 
thpCe  whoihave-refolvedtoiight  for  that  liberty,  fxomthofe  who 
have  iqroY^.the  yaifi  .def^n  of  dfftroying  it.  The  confpiratoiay 
on  the  one  hand,  from  the  friends  of  the  rights  of  man  on  the 
other.  A'liiie  of  demarkation  was  never  more  neceiTaiy  between 
tbem.T— Neyer  was  it  mofe  neceflary  that  the  {lamp  of  IgnommyY 
imprinted  0i(i|the  £cont  <oi  rebels^  (hould  blulh  before  civic  headsi, 
Ihaded  with  the  fplci^did  lauriejs  of  patriotifm. — Never  was  it 
more  .eiTqntial  that  .thofe  who  poifon  the  public  fpirit  in  the  coun- 
try,  Qiopld  sQt  therp  continue  i^xei^  moral  ravages,  which  flow 
from  various  corrupted  ^inioos^  all  leading'  to  the  fubverfion  of 
govermneot.  Never,  in  fiioff ,  had  good  men  more  need  of  ciofe 
unioa  and  concert  ia  their  pieditatioas  and  their  conduft.  From 
thefe  coaQdieratioAf  vf e  h^ve  p;^Qe4  the  following  regulations : 

.      "  Article 
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•Article  !•  All  the  fufpcAed  perfons  who  have  retired  I0  the 
rural  communes,  (hall  be  recalled  to  the  chief  places  of  the  dif- 
trials,  and  declared  in  a  ftate  of  being  watched^  if  there'  are  not 
grounds  for  their  imprifonment. 

II.  The  adminiilrations  of  the  didrids  are  charged  with  the 
execution  of  this  regulation,  and  are  enjoined  to  proceed  to  it  with 
circumfpedion,  exai^nefs,  and  celerity. 

III.  The  laws,  concerning  the  wearing  of  the  three-coloured 
cockade,  a$  well  by  men  as  women,  (hall  be  again  put  in  execu- 
tion, and  whoever  <hall  difobey  them,  (hall  be  arrefled  and  punifhed 
in  conformity  to  the  difpofition  of  the  laws. 

IV.  The  conftituted  authorities,  and  particularly  the  muni- 
cipal officers  and  the  commanders  of  ports,  are  charged  with  the 
execution  of  the  preceding  articles,  always  remembering  to  treat 
,with  lefs  feverity/ error,  and  forgetfulnefs,  when  perfons  are  not 
charged  with  bad  intention. 

The  prefcnt  proclamation  (l^all  be  fent  to  the  adminiftrators  of 
departments,  and  commanders  in  chief,  printedi  read,  publi(hed, 
and  ported  up  wherever  it  is  nece(rary.

npHE  intelligence  which  it  is  natural  to  prefume  mud  exift  be- 
■^  tween  the  enemies  who  have  invaded  the  French  territory, 
and  the  relations  of  thofe  who  have  fled  their  country,  only  to 
return  into  jt  with  fire  and  fword/  compels  us  to  decree  as  fol- 
lows: 

Article  I.  The  fathers,  mothers,  brothers,  fifters,  wives,  and 
children  of  emigrants,  (hall  be  immediately  imprifoned,  and  con- 
duced to  forts  and  fortified  places,  therein  to  be  detained  as 
hoftages. 

IL  The  adminirtrators  of  the  departments  and  dirtri£ls  are 
charged  with  the  execution  of  the  preceding  article,  and  they  may 
make  fuch  exceptions  to  it  they  think  fit. 

III.  The  non-juring  priefts,  whofe  liberty  has  been  lately 
reftored,  and  who  may  be  fufpe£led  of  not  having  fmcerely  made 
the  declaration  to  live  in  Tubmillion  to  the  laws,  and  faithful  to 
\\it  Republic,  (hall  be  arretted  and  imprifoncd  as  above. 

IV.  The  prifoners  of  war,  either  Englifh  or  of  other  nations* 
with  whom  peace  is  not  concluded,  who  were  at  liberty  upon  their 
parole,  or  otherwife,  (hall  be  again  imprifoned. 

The  prefent  proclamation  (hall  be  addrelfed  to  the  departments, 
who  (hall  tranfmit  them  officially  to  the  adminirtrators  of  the 
dirtri^l^.     Both  are  charged  to  watch  ov^  its  execution  in  fuch 

a  man- 
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t  tnafincf  as  to  reconcile  humaaity  with  the  fevcrif  y  of  thofe  prut 
cautions  which  the  public  fafety  requbes^.

Arret  of  the  Committee  of  Public  Scfety^    ordered  on  the  27/A  ^ 
June ;  fiuck  up  in  the  Departments  of  the  fVefi. 

npHE  committee  of  public  fafcty  having  obferved  that  the 
^  pacification  made  in  La  Veodiee,  and  with  the  Chouapa, 
has  not  produced  in  thofe  departments  the  happy  effeSs  which 
the  Republic  had  a  right  to  expeft  from  it ;  that  in  many  places 
the  brigands  had  chofen  new  chiefs  in  the  place  of  thofe  who  had 
treated ;  that  various  attempts  to  decoy  the  republican  troops 
continue  to  be  naade ;  that  their  fupply  of  provifions,  and  that  gf 
many  of  the  great  communes,  have  been  obftruded;  that  the 
brigands  have  even  penetrated  into  the  diftri6ts  and  communes, 
where  they  continue  to  (hew  that  warlike  difpofition  fo  contrary 
to  the  pacific  intentions  they  had  manifefled  ;  that  the  fyftem  of 
pillage  and  devaitation  has  not  cealedi  and  many  Frenchmen  have 
fallen  vi6lims  to  their  too  great  confidence  in  the  pacification, 
confidering  alfo  that  diftruft  on  one  fide»  and  want  of  confidence 
on  the  other,  have  tended  to  prolong  that  fyftem  of  diforder;  but, 
that  at  the  moment  the  convention  wiihes  that  its  engagements 
be  pundualiy  executed,  it  cannot  fufFer  that  any  outrage  ihould  be 
made  on  the  law,  or  any  attack  againft  the  fecurity  of  perfons  or 
property,  public  the  following  arret : 

1  he  arret  enforces  the  obfervance  of  the  treaty  concluded  with 
the  Chouans  ;  declares  all  aifemblies  of  armed  or  unarmed  men, 
without  requifition,  to  be  illegal ;  and  confiders  the  wearing  of 
the  white  cockade  as  a  counter  revolutionary  mark  ;  and  orders 
the  revolted  phief«  and  Chouans  to  be  profecuted  and  punilhed.

npHE  moment  is  cofne  to  tear  afide  the  veil  which  has  but  too 
•*■  long  concealed  the  true  and  fecret  caufes  of  the  treaty  of 
peace  of  La  Vendee ;  and  to  acquaint  the  brave  Vendeans,  all  good 
Frenchmen,  and  all  Europe,  of  the  motives  by  which  we  were 
1^  to  this  apparent  conciliation  with  theJCelf^naoaed  French  Re-

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pfublic.  After  a  two  year's  cruel  and  bloody  clvib  war,  carried 
on  in  a  manner  nnparalleled  in  the  annals  even  of  the  moft  bar-^ 
barous  ages,  loaded,  as  it  wcr^,  with  the  whole  weight  of  the  mil- 
fortunes  of  the  people,  whofe  fupport  and  chiefs  we  were,  wc 
could  not  but  wi(h  to  obtain  for  them,  if  not  a  definitive  and  folid 
peace,  which  was  impoffible,  at  lead  a  fliort  relief  for  the  difafters 
we  had  witneffed.  Our  fenfibility  and  humanity  led  us,  even 
againrt  the  wi(h  of  the  people,  unfortunate,  yet  proud  and  prodigal 
of  their  blood,  to  procure  for  theqi  repofe  which  they  were  unwil- 
ling to  accept. 

Deputies  from  the  convention  *  were  fent  to  us. — Canclaux,  the 
commanding  general  of  the  republican  armies,  and  Ruelle,  reprc- 
fentative  of  the  people,  prefented  themfelves  to  us  with  a  femblancc 
of  good  faith,  fenfibility,  and  humanity,  and  made  propofals  of 
peace.  They  were  informed  of  the  caufes  and  motives  which  in- 
duced us  to  arm  ;  they  knew  our  conftant  love  for  the  unfortunate 
<^pring  of  our  kings,  and  our  inviolable  attachment  to  the  reli- 
gion of  our  forefathers.  They  decoyed  us  into  feveral  fecret  con- 
ferences. <*  Your  wifties  (hall  be  fulfilled,  they  faid ;  we  agree 
with  you  in  opinion  ;  our  deareft  hopes  are  the  fame  as  your's  \  no 
longer  feparate  yourfelves  from  us,  but  exert  yourftlves  in  concert 
with  us,  and  within  fix  months  at  moft  all  your  wiftes  fhall  be 
granted,  and  Louis  XVII.  be  feated  on  the  throne.  We  will  caufc 
all  the  Jacobins  and  Maratifts  to  be  arrefted  and  removed,  and 
monarchy  (hall  be  eftablifhed  on  the  ruins  of  popular  anarchy. 
To  the  glory  already  required,  you  will  add  the  diftinguilhed  honour 
of  having,  in  a  dire£i  and  aflive  manner,  co-operated  to  bring 
about  this  fortunate  change,  and  to  reftore  the  happincfs  of  your 
country,  as  well  as  of  all  the  other  provinces  of  France." 

In  order  to  evince  the  fincerity  of  their  intention,  other  repre- 
fentatives,  MoriflTon,  Gaudin,  Delaunay,  and  others,  affurcd  us,  in 
feveral  conferences,  at  which  we  thought  ought  ourfelves  obliged 
to  allift,  thai  the  whole  convention  was  of  the  fame  fentiments, 
but  that  prudence  made  it  neceflary  to  adl  with  circumfpeftion,  and 
not  to  fly  in  the  face  of  the  public  opinion,  but  by  little  and  little 
to  prepare  qnd  bring  on  the  new  order  of  things* 

The  more  to  convince  you  of  the  fincerity  of  oor  profcflUons, 
(they  obferved)  we  aik>w  you  to  retain  your  arms.  No  kind  of 
hoftilities  Ihall  be  exercifed  againft  you  and  your  country.  In  ap- 
pearance, you  will  organize  your  military  force,  under  the  name  pt 
territorial  guards  ;  but,  in  fa6l,  it  will  remain  the  fame.  Wepro- 
mife  even  to  deliver  into  your  hands,  fome  of  the  criminals  who 
have  pillaged  and  defolated  your  unfortunate  country ;  and  fupply 
you  with  pow  der  and  all  other  ammunition  you  may  want,  &c. 

Joy  began  now  to  revive  in  our  bofom.  We  felt  that  we  were 
Frenchmen,  and  conceived  the  blifsful  moment  to  draw  nigh,  when 
tranquillity  (hould  be  fully  reftored  to  this  unfortunate  country, 

part 
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part  of  which  had  yet  been  fpared  from  the  flames  and  the  a(Iaflin*s 
dagger:  and  we  agreed,  although  with  the  iitmoft  reld^lance,  to 
rhofe  external  demonftrations  which  were  demanded  of  us :  we 
Overcame  our  reludance^  and  appeafed  the  cravings  of  revenge* 
From  the  fame  motives,  the  chiefs  of  the  infurgents  of  Brittany, 
Anjou,  Normandy,  Peche,  Maine,  and  other  provinces,  known  by 
the  name  of  ChouanSf  followed  our  example^  and  made  the  fame 
facrifices  of  their  felf-lpve  and  glory. 

The  mild,  pacific,  and  kind  treatment  the  Vendeans  met  with 
on  the  part  of  the  republicans,  increafed  our  hopes.  The  former 
thoyght  themfdves  happy  in  finding  the  cities  open  to  them  to  pro- 
cure provifions,  which  the  unfortunate  inhabitants  of  thofe  towns 
flood  in  need  of*  Our  credulity  was  fliU  more  heightened  by  Can- 
claux,  Ruelle,  Morifibn,  and  Gaudin,  fending  us  the  promifed 
powder  and  ammunition,  and  delivering  to  us,  with  the  utmoft  care 
and  circumfpedion,  fuch  foldiers  as  they  thought  fit  to  give  up  as 
vidims  to  thejufl  rcfentment  of  a  people  enraged  by  their  cxceflTes. 

But  how  great  was  our  adonilhment,  or  rather  our  indignation, 
when  we  found  bur  confidence  abufed,  and  our  expedlations  fruf- 
trated  by  thofe  faithlefs  and  fliuffling  intriguers,  who  are  tytt 
guided  by  the  circumftances  of  the  moment  j  when  we  faw  the 
chiefs  of  the  Chouans  arrefted,  imprifoned,  and  furrendered  to  fan- 
guinary  tribunals  \  when  we  faw  the  chiefs  of  the  Vendeans  treated 
in  the  fame  n^aYiner,  fome  of  our  infantry  and  cavalry  difarmed, 
our  provifions  carried  off*,  all  forts  of  hoftilities  committed,  and  all 
the  atrocities  and  horrors  of  civil  war  renewed  ;  laftly,  when  we 
learnt,  that  the  ill-fa^dfon  of  our  unfortunate  monarchy  our  Kingy  had 
been  cowardly  poijoned  by  that  impious  and  barbarous  fe Si ^  whichy  far 
from  being  dejlroyed^  fiill  defolates  Our  unfortunate  hingdom. 

What  was  it  then  our  duty  to  do  ? — ^That  which  honour  and 
our  inviolable  attachment  to  the  throne  and  the  altar  diflated ;  that 
which  the  people  themfclves,  more  enrag^ed  than  ever,  demanded 
and  defired.  We  have  taken  up  arms  again,  and  renewed  the  in- 
violable oath  never  to  lay  them  down,  until  the  heir  apparent  to  t^e 
crown  ihall  be  feated  on  the  throne  of  his  forefathers,  and  the 
Roman  Catholic  religion  acknowledged  and  faithfully  refpedted. 

Frenchman,  ye  that  flill  deferve  this  name,  judge  and  decide  on 
our  fentiments  and  conduct :  join,  or  rather  imitate  us.  Rife  at 
lad  from  that  daftardly  (lupor  and  indifference  wherein  you  have  fo 
long  languiflicd.  Rally  around  the  common  centre  of  the  honour 
and  glory  of  Frenchmen  \  ceafe  to  be  in  appearance  the  guilty 
alTociares  of  your  enemies,  and  to  ferve  your  eicecutioners.  Let  ex- 
perience tutor  you  \  and  prefer  a  glorious  death  to  a  life  branded, 
with  crimes.

'  ral  of  the  Kingdom^  in  virtue  of  the  Powers  given  him  by  Monfteur^ 
Regent  of  France ^  at  4he  Head^quarters  of  Camacp  the  ^Oth  oj' 
Jufie,  1795. 

Frenchmen, 

IN  the  name  of  God,  of  your  King,  and  of  your  lawful  princes, 
we  come  to  you  with  words  of  peace.  Let  the  voice  of  ha- 
tred, revenge,  and  miftruft  be  heard  no  longer !  Let  every  odious 
party  denunciation,  that  rallying  fignal  of  the  tormentors  of  our 
ill-fated  country,  be  deftroyca  for  ever  ;  liften  to  us  without  pre- 
pofleffion,  as  we  (liall  fpeak  to  you  without  difguife,  and  let  Europe 
bear  and  judge  us ! 

If  it  be  true,  that,  from  one  corner  of  the  kingdom  to  the  other, 
a  general  out-cry  has  been  heard  againft  tnat  parricide  fa£lion> 
which,  for  thefe  five  years  pad,  has  caufed  all  your  misfortunes ; 
if  it  be  true,  that  at  length  a  fpirit  of  moderation  and  juflice  guides 
thofe  who  afFcfl  to  reprefent  you  ;  and  if  this  moderation  is  not 
merely  a  fpecious  cloak  for  the  fecret  defign  of  difplacing  rivals  to 
reign  in  their  {lead,  and  to  plunge  ypu  again  into  the  convulfions 
of  faflion  and  the  horrors  of  anarchy,  why  arc  thofe  of  your  fel- 
low-citizens, who  were  forced  to  fly  from  th^t  tyranny  which  your 
prefended  reprefentatives  afFeA  to  difapprove,  not  recalled  into  the 
Dofom  of  iheir  families,  and  re-e(labliihed  in  the  poiTeflion  of  their 
•rights  and  elates  ?  Why  is  the  intereding  and  auguft  oflFspri  ng  of 
So  many  kings,  the  fon  of  that  unfortunate  monarch,  who,  think- 
ing he  threw  himfelf  on  the  love  of  his  people,  precipitated  him- 
felf  into  the  arms  of  his  aflaflins,  not  proclaimed  kmg,  and  re- 
ftored  to  the  throne  of  his  forefathers,  furrounded  by  thofe  guardi- 
ans and  councils  that  nature  and  law  point  out  to  him  ?  why  \<^ 
that  holy  religion,  which,  for  fourteen  centuries  paft,  has  rendcirJ 
happy  and  comforted  the  people,  not  rcftorcd  to  the  full  liberty  ot 
worihip,  and  the  public  profeflion  of  its  miniftcrs  ?  In  fine,  after 
having  baniihed  the  mifcrcants  who  defolated  France,  Why  do  th<  \ 
feemingly  endeavour  to  preferve  their  work,  and  to  reap  the  frUlt.^ 
of  their  crimes  ? 

We  alfo  are  defirous  of  peace ;  but  what  name  dcferves  a  peace, 
which  he  who  figns  it  has  no  power  to  guarantee,  and  the  ftahility 
and  duration  of  which  depend  on  tht  triumph  and  momentary 
power  of  a  fadion  ?  Have  you  not  marked  the  rapid  fucceflion  ot 
thofe  ephemeric  tyrants,  who,  having  attained  the  pinnacle  of 
power,  brought  one  another  to  the  fcaffbld,  along  with  the  peace- 
ful cititenj  who,  fcarce  acquainted  with  the  name  of  thofe  he  had 
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to  obey,  was  the  tiext  day  font  to  tfaeguiAoiitta  for  havbg^ ob&nred 
the  decree  of  the  day  btfore*  We  alfo  love  moderation. and  juf^ 
tier ;  but  the  people  are  no  longer  to  be  deluded  by  empty  foundi« 
I'lHorcd  by  the  fad  experience  of  paft  miifortunePt  they  know  how 
io  diftinguiih  the  cauiev  and  authors  of  their  difallers.  The  fpell 
of  political  quackery  is  broken*  The  terms  of  juftice  and  mode-» 
ration  were  alfu  on  the  Upeof  Roberfpierre  and  Marat,  while  they 
butchered  their  fellow-citlzens;  and  was  it  not  by  profsiiing  the 
facred  names  of  virtue^  humanity,  and  juftice,  that  all  impoAors 
impofed  on  mankind|  and  overflowed  the  world  with  ftreame  of 
blood  ) 

Let  thofe  who  obAinatclv  perfift  in  the  exercife  of  an  ufufped 
power,  provci  by  reitoring  it  to  (he  lawful  owner,  that  their  piio« 
felSons  of  moderation  and  juftice  are  flncere,  and  that  they  are  09 
accomplices  of  thofe  criminals  whom  they  now  profecute.  Di* 
vine  juftice  has  ;ilready  employed  them  as  inftruments  to  puniHi  the 
guilty  )  fome  of  themare  yet  unpunifliedi  But  eminent  fervices 
can  obliterate  great  crimes ;  and  men  ongngcd  in  the  caufe  for 
which  we  are  fighting,  ought  to  rePign  to  heaven  the  taflc  of 
puniihment  and  rcvcnge» 

And  ye,  generals,  officers,  and  foldiers,  who,  tired  of  being  tho 
tools  of  opprclTion  and  crimes,  refufed  to  become  the  executioner! 
of  their  brethren :  ye  who,  by  means  of  corrcfpondcnce  lately  efti^ 
blidicd  between  us,  have  learnt  to  appreciate  our  fentime^ts,  eely 
on  our  word,  and  take  in  our  ranks  the  places  that  arc  ofTcred  you.

Monfieur,  now  Louis  XVI  n.  On  the  i6th;  the  Prince  of  Conde 
celebrated,  in  the  middle  of  his  camp,  a  folemn  fervicc  for  the  re« 
pofe  of  the  foul  of  the  late  Louis,  after  which,  the  army  being 
ranged  in  order  of  battle,  the  Prince  made  the  following 

PROCLAMATION: 
Gentlemen, 

Scarcely  had  the  tombs  of  the  unfortunate  Louis  X  VL  his  au* 
guil  conforti  and  his  refpcAable  fifter,  been  clofed,  when  they  have 
again  been  opened  to  unite  to  thofc  illuflrious  vi£lims  the  mod  in- 
icrclling  obje£l  of  our  love,  our  hope,  and  our  eilecm.  The  young 
defcenthnt  of  fo  many  kings,  whofp  birth  alone  could  fccure  the 
happinefs  of  his  fubjeAs^  it\fomuch  as  the  blood  of  Henry  IV. 
and  of  Maria  Therefa  flowed  in  his  veins,  has  juft  funk  under  the 
weight  of  his  fetters,  and  of  a  mifcrable  exidcnce.  It  is  not  the 
firft  time  that  I  have  called  to  your  recollection  this  principlei  that 
the  king  never  dies  in  France.

In  the  National  Convention^  on  the  l2th  MeJJidory  Tuefdayy  June  30, 
Trellhardi  in  Nanie  of  the  Committees  of  Public  and  General  Safety y

npliE  virtues,  the  firmnefs,  the  perfcverancc,  the  triumphs  of  the 
"*•    French  people,  the  treaties  of  peace,  the  hopes  of  men  of  pro- 
perty, the  opinions  of  men  of  letters,  all,  all,  at  length,  fan£lion  the 
Republic.     It  would  be  as  abfurd  as  it  would  be  criminal  to  doubt 
it.     The  moment  is  therefore  arrived  to  direS  your  attention  to 
the  family  of  Capet ;  the  fafety  of  the  people,  and  the  fuprcmc  law 
required  the  imprifonment  of  that  family,  and  you  did  not  fuffcr 
foreign  pdwers  to  intermeddle  in  an  affair  which  depended   folely 
upon  the  people   and  their  reprefentatives.     You  are  now   too 
ftrong  to  render  fuch  a  rigorous  meafure  necelfary.     You  diredcii 
that  this  family  fhould  be  imprifoncd  for  the  public  fafety  \  it  is

TMTY  aulic  council  of  war  has  given  me  an  account  of  your  re- 
^^  port  of  the  15th  of  July,  and  of  the  ^document  which  has 
been  remitted  to  General  Sfein  by  General  Pichegni,  relative  to  the 
Princefs  Maria  Therefa,  daughter  of  Louis  X  VI.  my  coufiny  and 
the  other  princes  and  princefles  of  the  family  of  Bourbon.  In 
all  other  circumdances,  the  conditions  upon  which  the  liberty  of

RqMibU^  is  at  W4r>  and  who  have  enterecj  France  fince  the  ift  of 
January,  179^,  are  cujoiixed  to  depart  from  thence.     . 

II.  They  £hall  quji  the  conimunes  in  which  thj?y  refide  within 
the  fpace  of  three  days,  r.eckoning  from  the  publication  of  the  pre-^ 
fent  law.  They  ftiall,  belides,  be  allowed  one  day  for  every  feven 
leagues,  between  the  place  they  arc  to  quit  and  th^  frontier. 

HI  They  fbaU  declare  before  the  municipaUtieSj  and  at  Paris, 
before  the  civil  committees  of  the  feSion,  what  roiife  they  intend 
to  take  :— This  route  will  be  defcribed  on  the  pafsports  to  be  de- 
livered to  them. 

IV.  Enery  foreigner  comprehended  in  the  prefent  lavy,  who 
after  the  delay  poiikted  out  by  the  fecond  and  third  articles  ihall  b& 
found  on  the  territory  of  the  Republic,  or  who  f(iall  flray  from  the 
road  traced  oiit  to  him.j^  Ihall  be  put  under  arrefl*.  ^ 

V.  The  4if{poiitiioiis  of  the  preceding  articles,  (hall  apply  to 
foreigci^^  who  pFetending  to  have  been  born  in  countries  either 
allied  ajr  neutral,  ihall  not  be  rccognifcu  ^nd  acknowledged  by  their 
refpedlive  ^mbafl^dors  and  agent?.

2.  Foreigners  born  in  the  countries  In  friend(hip  and  alliance  with 
France,  whofliall  be  acknowledged  by  the  ambaifadors  or  agents 
of  the  powers  with  which  the  Republic  is  at  peace. 

VII.  To  each  foreigner  there  Ihall  be  delivered  a  paper  con- 
taining his  dcfcription  with  thefe  words  on  the  top — "  Hofpitility  ! 
Security!*'  The  word,  **  Fraternity"  (hall  be  added  for  foreigriers 
born  in  the  countries  wirh  which  the  Republic  is  at  peace. 

VIII.  Every  foreigner  found  in  a  feditious  aifemblage  (hall  be 
confidered  as  a  fpy,  and  punifhed  as  fpch. 

IX.  Every  foreigner,  at  his  arrival  in  a  feaport,  or  in  a  frontier 
commune  of  the  Republic,  (hall  appear  before  the  municipality. 
He  ihall  there  pre(bnt  his  pafsport,  which  is  to  be  immediately 
iranfmitted  to  the  committee  of  general  f^ifety  for  examination. 
He  (hall,  in  the  n^oan  time,  be  tender  the  charge  of  the  municipal 
^cers,  who  (hgU  give  him  a  provifloo^l  card  pf  fecurity,  point- 
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X.  The  councils  general  of  communes  may,  neverthelefs,  give 
proviHonal  authorizations  to  the  merchants  of  allied  or  neutral 
countries  who  (hall  enter  France.

*|^HE  too  cxtenfive  line  which  we  occupy,  has  determined  me

Know,  that  in  all 
the  combats  which  have  lately  taken  place,  the  foldiers  of  the  Re- 
public have  generally  (hewn  a  courage  truly  republican  >  that  the 
enemy  has  lod  4000  men  in  killed,  wounded,  and  prifoners  ;  and 
that  our  lofs,  like  wife  comprifing  killed,  wounded,  andprifoners, 
is  only  800  men.  Know,  that  on  the  fide  of  the  Col  de  Tenda, 
the  enemy  have  made  feveral  attacks ;  but  they  have  been  always 
repulfed  and  beaten. 

My  comrades,  we  will  go  and  beat  the  enemy  again  ;  nume* 
rous  reinforcements  are  arriving  to  us,  and  your  general,  ftrong  in 
your  energy  and  courage,  will  not  allow  himfelf  to  doubt  but  that 
viftory  will  accompany  and  follow  every  where  the  arms  of  the 
Republic.

The  National  Reprejentativesy  Tallien  and  Bladj  Members  of  the  C^m 
mittee  of  Public  Safety^  fent  on  an  extraordinary  MiJ/ion  into  /' 
wejkrn  Departments^  to  the  Citizens  of  thofe  Departments. 

/^ITIZENS,  honoured  with  the  confidence  of  the  National  Cor 
^^  vention  and  the  committee  of  public  fafety,  invefted  with  al 
the  power  to  do  good,  and  reprefs  malevolence,  we  bring  you  \\\\ 
words  of  peace  and  fraternity  ;  we  come  to  oppofe  the  languaui 
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•f  resifon  and  of  candour  to  the  impoftors  and  illnfions  by  which 
an  efFort  is  made  to  fediice  you.  Ltften  to  us,  and  fee  on  which 
fide  are  your  true  friends,  and  your  true  interefts. 

What  is  the  pofition  of  the  Republic  ?  After  fix  years  of  heroic 
ftniggle  againft  all  the  enemies  of  her  independence,  France  is  on 
the  eve  of  reaping  the  fruits  of  her  efforts  and  her  facrifices^  of  fo 
many  fuccefle^  and  fo  many  reverfes.  Her  armies  are  every  where 
triumphant ;  and  fome  part  of  that  coalition,  the  members  of 
which,  in  idea,  divided  our  territory,  is  diffolving  daily.  The 
reign  of  the  laws  fucceeds  to  that  of  terror ;  the  indefatigable  la- 
bours of  your  reprefentatives  are  about  to  give  you  a  beneficent 
and  healing  conAitution.  Every  preparation  is  making  for  a 
fpeedy,  glorious,  and  durable  peace :  and  if  fome  local  calamities, 
if  (bme  political  clouds,  ftill  obfpure  the  profpeft  of  happinefi 
Tvhich  is  held  out  to  us,  they  will  fpeedily  difappear  before  the  tried 
conflancy  of  twenty  millions  of  faithful  republicans. 

At  this  moment,  when  thefe  corlfolatory  hopes  are  about  to  be 
realized,  perfidious  enemies  are  united  to  defeat  them  by  all  the 
means  with  which  intrigue,  rage,  and  wickednefs,  can  fupply 
them*  They  re-kindle  the  torch  of  civil  war,  which  we  thought 
had  been  quenched  in  feas  of  blood  and  tears  \  they  employ  every 
means  to  unite  their  caufe  with  your's,  and  to  hurry-  you  down  the 
precipice  from  which  they  have  a  double  intereft  in  plunging  you! 
But  how  would  they  fucceed  in  this  ?  how  contrive  to  palliate 
their  bad  faith,  and  the  bafenefs  of  their  fubterfuges^ 

They  announce  to  you,  with  emphafis,  that  the  princes  arc 
about  to  fight  at  your  head :  they  fight !  the  cowards ;  whence  are 
they  to  derive  their  courage,  and  during  four  years  what  have  they 
done?  Where  were  they  while  your  miflaken  brethren  (hed 
rivers  of  blood  at  Savenay,  at  Saumur,  at  Mans,  at  Noirmoutier, 
under  the  walls  of  Nai^tes  and  Granville,  and  on  the  bapks  of 
the  Ocean  and  the  Loire  ?  When  were  they  ever  feen  to  emerge 
fr<Hn  the  infignificance  to  which  nature  has  condemned  them,  if  it 
Jiasnot  been  to  hurry  thcmfelves  into  all  the  excelTesof  vice,  and 
to  welter  in  the  filth  of  the  vikft  debauchery  ? 

And  thefe  emigrants,  thefe  prelended  regenerators  of  France, 
iSx^k  foi'difant  exclu five  inheritors  of  valour  and  French  royalty  ; 
thefe  heroical  knights,  fo  brave  at  a  diAance,  fo  terrible  in  their 
fpeeches,  fo  courageous  in  their  writings,  where  have  they  been 
to  be  found  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  war  ?  Wherever  the 
danger  was  not.  Demand  of  the  inhabitant^;  of  the  country  in 
what  way  they  treated  even  thofe  who  held  the  fame  fentiments 
with  themfelves  ?  Demand  of  the  nations  who  have  foftered  theif 
vagabond  wretchednefs,  what  reward  they  have  received  from 
them  ?  The  fcourges  and  the  difgrace  of  nations !  they  have 
known  only  how  to  fhun  peril,  to  violate  the  laws  of  hofpitality, 
and  to  rpvenge  their  ignominy  by  dint  of  crimes*

Who  Icindlcd  up  at 
Lyons  and  at  la  Vendee  the  torch  of  civil  warf 

Such  are  the  bleflings  prepared  for  you  by  thofe  who  now  wifli 
you  to  confider  them  as  your  generous  deliverers.  Judge  from 
thence  what  you  have  reafonably  to  expeft  from  them. 

What,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been  done  by  the  National  Con- 
vention, regenerated  lince  the  memorable  revolution  of  the  9th 
Thertnidor?  It  has  punifhed  the  decemvir  and  the  devourersoif 
the  nation  ;  it  has  overthrown  the  fcaflFolds,  and  re-eftabli(hed  the 
reign  of  juftice;  it  has  opened  the  jails  in  which  innocence  was 
lodged,  to  fill  them  with  brigands  and  confpirators  ;  it  has  annihi- 
lated the  maximum^  the  requifltions,  and  the  other  laws  that  ha- 
rafled  commerce  and  agriculture.  It  has  reftored  to  you  the  free- 
dom of  worfhip,  and  an  accefs  to  yotir  churches.  And,  laftly,  it 
has  repaired,  as  far  as  poffible,  the  calamities  which  the  bribes  of 
Pitt,  and  the  black  intrigues  of  thofe  he  has  protected,  brought  on 
France. 

Ufeful  agriculturers,  do  not  be  deceived ;  it  would  be  their 
aim  to  opprefs  you  more  efpccially. 

Of  what  do  thefe  bands  cf  emigrants,  the  fliips  of  England 
have  juft  vomited  on  your  coafls,  con  fill  ?  They  are  thofe 
Seigneurs,  thofe  monks,  thofe  prefidcnts,  thofe  counfellors,  thofe 
regiftrers  of  courts,  thofe  pro£lors,  all  the  voracious  vermin,  in 
fhort,  which  for  fifteen  centuries  have  fattened  on 'the  fubftance 
of  the  honeft  farmer.

Would  you  be  ruined  afrefh,  and  tor- 
mented in  «very  way  by  intcndants,  fub-intendants,  and  lawyers? 
And  would  you  prefer  all  this  to  a  wife  conftitution  which  fecures 
your  independence,  your  property,  liberty  of  confcience,  and  the 
Tcpofe  of  yourfelves  and  families. 

Good  citizens!  it  is  time  for  you  to  pronounce ;  and  your 
filence  would  be  dangerous.  Woe  will  betide  him  who  (hall  join 
the  ftandard  of  the  rebels,  of  the  eneihies  of  the.  nation»-^And 
Wretched  will  be  his  lot  who  fliall  encourage  their  devaftations 
and  counter-revolutionary  plans !  At  our  call,  numerous  battalions 
haden  from  the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  the  Meufe,  the  Sambre,  and 
the  Mofelle.  Driven  back  and  furrounded  on  all  fides,  what  ef*« 
forts  can  the  enemy  oppofe  to  republican  energy  and  conftancy  f 
The  cilertiy!  The  hour  of  their  complete  deftruftion  approaches. 
Friends  of  the  laws,  friends  of  good  order  and  peace,  be  worthy 
of  yourfelves;  be  what  you  have  always  been  ;  the  viftory  is  cer- 
tain.; and  thefe  laft  attempts  of  an  atrocious  government  and  a 
parricidal  band  will  merely  haften  the  moment  when  you  will

MANIFESTO- 

Uuisy  by  the  Grace  ofGody  King  of  France  and  Navarre ^  to  all  out 

Subje£iSf  greeting. 

TN  depriving  you  of  a  kirtg^  whofe  whole  reign  was  pailed  in 
^  captivity,  but  whofe  infancy  even  afforded  fufficient  grounds  for 
believing  that  he  would  prove  a  worthy  fucceflbr  to  the  beft  of 
lyings,  the  impenetrable  decrees  of  Providence,  in  tranfmitting  his 
crown  to  us,  have  impofed  the  neceflity  of  tearing  it  from  the 
hands  of  revolt,  and  the  duty  of  faving  the  country,  reduced,  by 
a  difaftrous  revolution,  to  the  brink  of  ruin. 

Th&  fatal  conformity  which  fubfifts  between  the  commence- 
ment of  our  reign  and  the  commencement  of  the  reign  of  the 
fourth  Henry,  operates  as  an  additional  inducement  with  us  to 
take  that  monarch  for  our  model,  and  imitating,  in  the^rft  in- 
fiance,  his  noble  candour,  we  (hall  now  lay  open  our  whole  foul 
before  you.  Long,  too  long,  have  we  had  to  deplore  thofe  fatal 
circumftances  which  imperioufly  prefer ibed the neccffity  of  filence; 
but  now  that  we  are  allowed  to  exert  our  voice,  attend  to  it. 
Our  love  for  you  is  the  only  fentiment  by  which  we  are  adiuated ; 
our  heart  obeys,  with  delight,  the  diSates  of  clemency  ;  and  fincc 
it  has  pleafcd  heaven  to  refervc  us,  like  Henry  the  Great,  to  re- 
cflabli ih  in  our  empire  the  reign  of  order  and  the  laws,  like  him 
we  will  execute  this  divine  tafk,  with  the  afliftance  of  our  faith- 
ful fubjeSs,  by  uniting  kindnefs  with  juftice. 

Your  minds  have,  by  dreadful  experience,  been  fufficiently  in- 
formed of  the  extent  and  origin  of  your  misfortunes.  Impious 
and  faiElious  men,  after  having  feduced  you  by  delufive  declama- 
tionsy  and  by  deceitful  promifes,  hurried  you  into  irreligion  and 
revolt.  Since  that  time,  a  flood  of  calamities  has  rufhed  Ih  upon 
upon  you  from  every  fide.  You  proved  faithlefs  to  the  God  of 
your  forefathers^;  ahd  that  God,  juftly  offended,  has  made  you 
feel  the  weight  of  his  anger ; — you  rebelled  againft  the  authority 
which  be  had  edablifhed,  and  a  fanguinary  defpotifm,  and  an 
anarchy  not  lefs  fatal,  have.  In  alternate  fuccef&on,  continued  to 
harafs  you  with  incefTant  rage. 

Confider,  an  inflant,  the  origin  and  progrefs  of  the  evils  with 
which  you  are  overwhelmed.

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Yoa  fird  condgned  yoiir  intcrcfts  to  falthlefs  Kprefentatlves^ 
who,  betrtiying  the  confidence  which  voii  had  rcpofcd  in  thcmii  ^ 
and  violating  the  oaths  which  they  had  taken,  piavcd  the  way  for 
tJicir  rebellion  agiunlt  their  king)  by  treachery  and  perjury  tOi^ 
wank  you  \  and  they  rendered  you  the  inltrumcnts  ot  .their  paf* 
iions,  and  uf  your  own  ruin. 

You  next  fubmitted  to  the  defpotic  Tway  of  gloomy  and  auftere 
tyrantsi  who  contertcd  with  each  other — while  the  contell  waa 
marked  with  mutual  mairacres— the  right  of  opprefling  the  na« 
tion ;  and  they  ampofcd  upon  you  a  yoke  of  brufsi 

You  afterwards  permitted  their  blood-ltained  fccptre  to  para 
into  the  hands  of  a  rival  fadioui  which,  in  order  to  fccure  tneir 
power,  and  to  reap  the  fruit  of  their  crimes,  allumed  the  matk  of 
moderation,  which  it  fometimes  lifts  up,  but  which  it  dares  not 
yet  venture  wholly  to  throw  afule  i  and  you  have  changed  fan*> 
guinary  defpots,  whom  you  abhorred,  tor  hypocritical  defpots^  ' 
whom  you  defpifck  They  conceal  their  wcukneffs  beneath  an  ap« 
pearance  of  mildnefs,  but  they  are  adtuatcd  by  tl\e  fame  ambition 
which  influenced  the  condudt  of  their  predeccifors : — The  reiga 
uf  terror  has  fufpendcd  its  ravages  \  but  they  have  been  re- 
placed by  the  diforders  of  anarchy.  Lefs  blood  is  (hed  in  France^ 
but  greater  mifery  prevails.  In  (hort,  your  llavcry  has  only 
changed  its  form,  and  your  difuAcrs  have  been  aggravated. 

You  have  lent  a  favourable  ear  to  the  calumnious  ron^orts  that 
have  been  propagated  againd  that  ancient  race  which,  during  fo 
long  a  period,  reigned  as  much  in  your  hearts  as  over  France : 
and  your  blind  credulity  has  incrcafed  the  weight  of  your  chaing^ 
and  prolonged  the  term  of  your  misfortunes. 

In  a  word,  your  tyrants  have  overthrown  the  altars  of  your 
God  and  the  throne  of  your  king,  and  have  completed  the  fum  of 
your  wretchednefs. 

Thus,  impiety  and  revolt  have  been  the  caufe  of  all  the  tor- 
mcnta  you  experience  : — In  order  to  (lop  their  progrefs,  you  muft 
dry  up  their  lource. 

You  mud  renounce  the  dominion  of  thofe  treacherous  and  cruel 
tifurpers  who  promiicd  you  happinefs,  but  who  have  given  you 
oMy  fatninc  ami  death  ;  we  wifli  to  relieve  you  from  their  tyranny ; 
which  has  fufficientiv  injured  you  to  infpire  you  with  the  refolu- 
liou  of  (haking  it  oil.  « 

You  mud  return  to  that  holy  religion  which  has  drawn  down 
upon  France  the  blenin|;s  of  heaven.  We  wifh  to  rellore  its. 
altars,  by  prefcribing  judice  to  fovereigns  and  fidelity  to  fubje£ls ; 
it  maintains  good  order,  enfvires  the  triumph  of  the  laws,  and 
produces  the  felicity  of  empires.  You  mud  rcdore  that  govern- 
ment,' which,  during  fourteen  cqnturics,  condit\ited  the  glory  of 
Fiance,  and  the  delight  of  her  .inhabitants,  which  rendered  our 
country  the  mod  Hourilhing  of  dates,  and  yourfclves  the  happied 
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cf  people.  It  IS  our  wifli  to  reftore  it.  Have  not  the  various  revo- 
lutions which  have  occurred  tp  augment  your  dHlrefs,  fince  the 
period  of  its  deftrudion,  convinced  you  that  it  is  the  only  govern* 
ment  that  is  fit  for  you  i 

Give  no  credit  to  thofe  rapacious  j^nd  ambitious  men,  who,  in 
order  at  once  to  violate  your  property,  and  to  engrofs  all  power, 
have  told  you  that  France  had  no  con(Htution,  or,  at  leaft,  that 
its  conftitution  was  defpoti^ ;  its  exiftence  is  as  ancient  as  the  mo- 
narchy of  the  Franlcs  ^  it  is  the  produce  of  genius,  the  mafter- 
piece  of  wifdom,  and  the  fruit  of  experience. 

In  compofing  tlie  body  of  the  French  people  of  three  <liftin£l 
orders,  it  traced  with  precifion  that  fcale  of  fuhordination,  with* 
out  which  fociety  cannot  exift.  But  it  gives  to  neither  of  the 
three  orders  any  political  right  which  is  not  common  to  all;  it 
leaves  all  employments  open  to  Frenchmen  of  every  clafs;  it 
affords  equal  protection  to  all  perfons,  and  to  all  property  ;  and, 
'by  this  ifieans,  in  the  eye  of  the  law,  and  in  the  temple  of  juftice, 
all  thofe  inequalities  of  rank  and  fortune  difappear,  which  civil  or- 
der neceflarily  introduces  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  fame  empire. 

Thefe  are  great  advantages;  but  there  are  others  ftill  more 
efloitial.  It  fubjeds  the  laws  to  certain  fpecific  forms  prefcribed 
by  itfelf,  and  the  fovereign  himfelf  to  the  obfervance  or  the  laws, 
in  order  to  guard  the  wifdom  of  the  legiQature  againit  the  fnares 
of  feduSion,  and  to  defend  the  liberty  of  the  fubjed  agatnft  the 
abufe  of  authority  ;  it  prefcribes  conditions  to  the  eftablifliment 
of  impofts,  in  order  to  fatisfy  the  people  that  the  tributes  which 
they  pay  are  neceflary  for  the  prefervation  of  the'  ftate.  It  con* 
fides  to  the  iirft  body  of  the  magiftracy  the  care  of  eriforcing  the 
execution  of  the  laws,  and  of  undeceiving  the  monarch,  if  he 
fhould  chance  to  be  impofed  upon.  It  places  the  fundamental 
laws  under  the  protedion  of  the  king,  and  of  the  three  orders, 
for  the  purpofe  of  preventing  revolutions,  which  are  the  greatell 
calamities  that  the  people  can  poflibly  fuftain.  It  has  adopted  a 
multiplicity  of  precautions,  in  order  to  fecure  to  you  the  advan* 
tages  of  a  monarchical  government,  and  to  fcreen  you  from  its 
dangers.  Do  not  your  unexampled  misfortunes,  as  much  as  its 
venerable  antiquity,  bear  tedimony  to  its  wifdom  }  Did*  your 
anceftors  ever  experience  the  evils  which  you  have  borne  fince 
the  hands  of  ignorant  and  obftinate  innovators  have  overthrown 
their  conftitution  ?  It  was  the  common  fupport  of  the  cottage  of 
the  poor,  and  the  palace  of  the  rich ;  of  perfonal  freedom  and 
public  fafety  ;  of  the  rights  of  the  throne,  and  the  profperity  of 
the  ftate.  The  moment  it  was  'overthrown,  property,  fatcty» 
freedom,  all  ceafed  to  exift.     No  fooner  did  the  throne  become  a 

{)rey  to  ufurpers,  than  your  fortunes  were  feized  by  plunderers ; 
he  inftant  the  aegis  of  roval  authority  ceafed  to  proteft  you,  yon 
were  oppreflTed  by  defpotifm,  and  funk  into  flavery« 
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To  thtt  amique  and  wife  conftitution,  whofe  fall  has  proved 
your  ruiiiy  we  wilk  to  reftore  all  its  purity^  which  time  had  cor- 
rupted; all  its  vigour,  which  time  had  impaired;  but  it  has^ 
itfelf,  fortunately  deprived  us  of  the  ability  to  change  it.  It  is 
our  holy  ark  ;  we  are  forbidden  to  lay  raih  hands  upon  it ;  your 
happinefs  and  our  glory,  the  wifh  of  all  true  Frenchmen,  and 
the  knowledge  which  we  have  acquired  in  the  fchool  of  misfor« 
tune,  all  tend  t6  confirm,  in  our  mind,  the  neceflity  of  reftor- 
ing  it  entire.  It  is  becaufe  France  is  dear  to  us,  that  we  are 
anxious  to  replace  her  under  the  beneficent  prote£lion  of  a  go- 
vernment, the  excellence  of  which  ha;^  been  proved  by  fo  long  a 
continuation  of  profperity^ ;  it  is  becaufe  we  feel  it  to  be  our  duty 
to  quell  that  fpirit  of  fyftem-making,  that  rage  for  innovation^ 
which  has  been  the  caufe  of  your  ruizjt  that  we  are  anxious  to  re- 
novate and  confirm  thofe  falutary  laws  which  afe  alone  capable  of 
promoting  a  general  unity  of  fentiment,  of  fixing  the  general 
opinion,  and  of  oppofmg  an  infurmountable  barrier  to  the  revq- 
lutionary  rage  which  every  plan  of  a  change  in  the  conftitution  of 
our  kingdom,  would  again  let  loofe  upon  the  public. 

But  while  the  hand  of  time  gives  the  (lamp  of  wifdom  to  the 
inftitutions  of  man,  his  paflions  are  (iudious  to  degrade  them^ 
and  either  put  their  own  work  at  the  (ide  of  the  laws,  with  a 
view  to  weaken  their  efFedl,  or  make  it  ufurp  the  place  of  the 
laws  in  order  to  render  them  ufelefs.  In  thole  empires,  which 
have  attained  to  the  higheft  pitch  of  glory  and  profperity,  abufes 
tnuft  generally  prevail,  becaufe  in  fuch  ftates  they  are  the  leaft 
likely  to  attrad  the  attention  of  thofe  who  govern.  Some  abufes 
had  therefore  crept  into  the  government  of  France,  which  were 
not  only  felt  by  the  lower  clafs  of  people,  but  by  every  order  of  the 
ftate*  The  deceafed  monarch,  our  brother  and  fovereign  lord  and 
mafter,  had  defcried,  and  was  anxious  to  remove  them.  In  his 
laft  moments  he  charged  his  fucceflbr  to  execute  the  plans  which 
he  had,  in  his  wifdom,  conceived  for  promoting  the  happinefs  of 
that  very  people  who  fufFered  him  to  perifh  on  the  fcafFold* 

On  quitting  the  throne,  from  which  crime  and  impiety  hadl 
hurled  him,  to  afcend  that  which  Heaven  had  referved  tor  his 
virtues,  he  pointed  out  to  us  our  duties  in  that  immortal  will» 
the  inexhauftible  fourcc  of  admiration  and  regret.  That  king  I 
that  martyr !  fubmiifive  to  the  God  who  had  made  him  a  king^ 
followed  his  example,  in  dying  without  a  murmur,  in  rendering 
the  inflrument  of  his  punimm^nt  a  trophy  to  his  glory,  and  ia 
amending  to  the'  welfare  of  his  people  at  the  very  time  Whea 
they  were  completing  the  fum  of  his  misfortunes  I 

What  Louis  XVI.  could  not  eflFe£l,  we  will  accomplifh. 

But  though  plans  of  reform  may  be  conceived  in  the  midft  of  ^ 
confuflon,  they  can  only  be  executed  in  the  bofom  of  tranquil- 
lity ;  to  replace  upon  its  ancient  bafis  the  conflitution  of  the  king«

dom,  to  give  it  its  primitive  impulfc,  to  put  all  its  parts  in  mo- 
tion, to  correft  the  vices  which  had  crept  into  the  adminiftration 
of  public  affairs,  is  the. work  of  peace.  Religious  worfliip  mull : 
be  re-eftabliflied,  the  hydra  of  anarchy  deftroyed,  the  regal  au- 
thority be  reftorcd  to  all  its  rights,  before  we  can  execute  our  in- 
tentions of  oppofingabufes  of  all  kinds  with  invincible  iirnmefs,  of 
feeking  them  with  diligence,  and  prefcribing  them  with  decifion. 

The  implacable  tyrants,  who  hoW  you  in  fubje£lion,  alone  re- 
tard that  happy  moment.  They  do  not  attempt  to  deny  that  the 
time  of  illuHon  is  part  ;  and  that  you  feel  all  the  weight  of  their 
ignorance,  their  crimes,  and  their  depredations.  But  thofc  frau- 
dulent promifes,  of  which  you  are  no  longer  the  dupes,  are  fuc- 
ceeded  by  the  dread  of  punifhment  which  they  alone  have  dc-  ^ 
fcrved.  After  having  robbed  you  of  your  property,  they  reprc- 1 
fent  us  to  you  as  an  enraged  avenger,  who  means  to  deprive  you 
of  life,  the  only  good  that  you  now  have  left.  Difmayed  by  the 
reproaches  of  their  confcience,  they  wifh  to  make  you  partake  of 
their  fate,  that  they  may  profit  by  your  defpair  ;  they  endeavour 
to  infpire  you  with  falfe  alarms,  that  they  may  be  able  to  quiet 
their  own  apprehenfions  ;  but,  know  the  heart  of  your  fovereign, 
;ind  leave  to  him  the  talk  of  preferving  you  from  the  machinations 
of  your  enemies. 

We  (hall  not  only  forbear  to  magnify  eri'ors  into  crimes,  but 
crimes  themfelves,  which  have  originated  in  error,  we  (hall  be 
ever  ready  to  pardon.  All  Frenchmen  who,  abjuring  pernicious 
opinions,  fhall  throw  themfelves  at  the  feet  of  the  throne,  will  be 
received.  All  Frenchmen,  who  have  only  become  criminal  in 
confeqiience  of  being  mifled,  far  from  finding  in  us  an  inflexible 
judge,  will  difcover  a  compaflionate  father  ;  thofe  who,  in  the 
midft  of  revolt,  have  preferved  their  fidelity — thofe  who,  by  an 
heroic  facrifice,  have  become  the  companions  of  our  exile,  and 
our  aflbciates  in  misfortune  •,  thofe  who  have  already  (haken  off 
the  bandage  of  illufion,  and  the  yoke  of  revolt ;  thofe  who,  ftill 
retained  by  a  cruel  perfeverance,  (hall  haften  to  return  to  rcafon 
and  to  duty,  (hall  all  be  treated  as  our  children.  If  one  part  of 
thefe  have  preferved  their  charafter  and  their  rights  by  un(hakcn 
fidelity,  the  other  part  have  recovered  them  by  a  falutary  re- 
pentance ;  and  they  (hall  all  (hare  in  our  aflFedion.  We  are 
Frenchmen — a  title  which  the  crimes  of  a  few  individuals  can  no 
more  degrade,  than  the  enormities  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans  can 
pollute  the  blood  of  Henry  the  Fourth. 

This  title,  which  was  ever  dear  to  us,  v(\\\  aJTo  render  us  dear 
to  thofe  who  bear  it.  We  compaflionate  thofe  men  who  arc  ftill 
retained  in  the  path  of  error,  from  weaknefs  of  mind,  or  by  the 
^rts  of  feduSion  ;  we  water  with  our  tears  the  a(hes  of  thofe 
brave  men  who  have  fallen  viSims  to  their  fidelity ;  we  lament 
the  fate  of  thofe  who  h^ve  |>eri(hed  in  fupport'  of  rebellion  and 
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ickifm,  and  whofe  refloration  to  the  bofom  of  the  church  and  the 
monarchy  would  hav«  given  us  the  mod  pleafing  fatisfadion. 
The  evils  which  you  experience,  conftitute  our  only  fufFerings  ; 
and  to  cure  thofe  evils  is  the  only  felicity  which  we  can  hence- 
forth hope  to  enjoy. 

The  excefles  of  which  the  people  have  been  guilty,  are  cer- 
tainly dreadful ;  but  we  cannot  forget,  that  fedudion  and  vio- 
lence have  had  greater  influence  over  them  than  opinion  and  in- 
clination ;  anc^we  know,  that  even  while  they  favoured  the  re^ 
volutionary  fchemes,  their  hearts  remained  faithful,  and  fecretly 
difavowed  the  condu£l:  which  terror  direded.  That  people,  al- 
ternately deceived  and  fubdued,  but  always  more  deferving  of 
pity  than  of  cenfure  ;  that  people,  who  have  been  fufl5cientl){, 
nay,  too  feverely  punifhed,  by  fix  years  of  flavery  and  oppreffion  ;, 
by  that' multitude  of  calamities  which  they  have  drawn  upon  their 
own  heads  ;  that  people,  who  were  always  dearly  beloved  by  the 
kings  our  predeceflbrs,  will  make  us  amends  for  the  cruel  tor- 
ments we  have  fufFered,  by  affording  us  an  opportunity  of  loading  , 
them  with  our  benefactions. 

Who  would  have  ventured  to  believe,  that  perfidy  and  rebellion 
could  ever  have  infeded  that  army,  which  was  erft  the  fupport  of 
the  throne,  and  was  at  all  times  devoted  to  honour  and  to  their 
fovereign  ?  Their  fuccefles  have  prpved  that  courage  is  never  to 
be  extinguifhed  in  the  heart  of  a  Frenchman ;  but  how  many , 
tears  ought  you  to  fhed  over  thofe  fatal  fuccelTes  !  They  have  been 
the  principle  of  the  general  oppreffion  ;  they  have  confiituted  the 
fupport  and  increafed  the  audacity  of  your  execrable  tyrants ; 
they  are  the  inflruments  employed  by  the  hand  of  God  for  the 
chadifement  of  France  ;  what  foldier  is  there,  who  will  not, 
when  he  returns  to  his  home,  find  the  ftill  bloody  tracps  of  thofe 
calamities  which  his  vidories  have  occafionfed  ?  But  the  French 
army  cannot  long  remain  the  enemy  of  its  king.  Since  it  has 
preferved  its  ancient  valour,  itiwill  refyme  its  primitive  virtues  ; 
fince  honour  is  not  extinguifhed  in  its  bofom,  it  will  follow  her 
didates ;  it  will  liflen  to  her  voice.  Soon,  we  doubt  not,  the 
cry  of  f^ive  le  Rot  will  re-place  the  clamours  of  fedition  ;  foon 
will  the  army  return,  fubmiffive  and  faithful,  to  re-eftablifh  our 
throne  ;  to  expiate,  at  our  feet,  even  its  own  glory,  and  to  read 
in  our  looks  oblivion  of  pafl  errors,  and  pardon  of  pail  crimes.  ' 

We  might  let  jultice  take  her  courfe  againfl  the  criminal  au^ 
thors  of  the  people's  errors,  againfi  the  chiefs  and  inftigators  of 
the  revolt ;  and  perhaps  we  ought  fo  to  do,  though  how  could  wc 
palliate  the  irreparable  injury  which  they  have  done  to  France  ? 
But  thofe  whom  Divine  jufiice  has  not  yet  overtaken,  we  will 
leave  to  their  own  confcience — that  will  be  punifhment  enough* 
May  they,  overpowered  by  this  excefs  of  indulgence,  and  rc- 
iQaining  fubmiifiveljr  attached  to  their  duty,  jufiify  us  in  our 
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0wn  minds  of  the  unexpe£ted  pardon  which  we  fliall  have  graAted 
them  ! 

But  there  are  crimes  (why  can  they  not  be  eiFaced  from  our 
recollo'v^ion,  and  from  the  memory  of  man  i)  There  arc  crimes^ 
the  atiDcity  of  which  exceeds  ihe  bounds  of  royal  clemency* 

In  tli:it  horrid  fttting,  in  which  fubje£ls  had  the  au«iacity  to 
bring  the  ir  king  to  trial,  all  the  members  who  fat  as  judges  were 
accomplices  in  the  crime*  But  we  are  dill  willing  to  believe  that 
that  thofc:  whofe  votes  were  calculated  to  fave  his  lacred  head  from 
the  parricidal  axe,  were  only  induced  to  mix  with  his  aflaflins  by 
their  defire  to  prcferve  his  life ;  and  that  motive  may  fuffice  to  en- 
fure  their  pardon*  But  thofe  mifcreants,  whole  facrilegious 
tongues  dared  to  pronounce  the  fatal  fentence,  all  thofe  who  co- 
operated in,  and  were  the  direfl  and  immediate  inftrumehts  of 
his  death ;  the  members  of  that  tribunal  of  blood,  which»  after 
having  given  the  capital  the  fignal,  and  fet  it  the  example  of  ju* 
dicial  maflacres,  crowned  their  atrocious  deeds  by  fending  their 
queen  to  the  fcaffold,  a  queen  ftill  more  exalted  in  her  prifon 
than  upon  her  throne ;  a  princefs  whom  heaven  had  formed  to  be 
the  finiihed  model  of  every  virtue  ! — all  thofe  monfters,  whom 
pofterity  will  never  name  without  horror,  are  devoted,  by  the 
general  wi(h  of  the  French,  to  the  punifliment  which  their  crimes 
deferve. 

That  fentiment  which  leads  us  to  confine  the  vengeance  of  the 
law  within  fuch  narrow  bounds,  is  a  certain  pledge  to  you  that 
we  will  never  tolerate  any  ads  of  private  revenge  ;  therefore  dif- 
mifs  every  appreheniion  which  the  idea  of  being  expofed  to  fuch 
revenge  may  have  excited. 

The  faithful  princes  of  our  houfe  have  the  fame  principles,  the 
fame  aiFedions,  and  the  fame  views  with  ourfelf :  you  are  as  dear 
to  them  as  to  us:  like  us,  they  are  only  anxious  to  fee  the  end 
cf  your  fufierings ;  the  only  objed  of  their  labours,  as  well  as  of 
ours,  is  your  deliverance ;  and  if,  in  thefe  days  of  mourning  and 
of  crimes.  Providence  fliould  have  doomed  us  to  perifli,  fuccef*- 
lively,  by  rebellious  hands,  you  would  fee  the  fceptre  pafs  from 
one  to  the  other,  without  perceiving  the  fmalleft  alteration  in  the 
cxercife  of  the  royal  authority. 

Thofe  Frenchmen,  who  have  remained  among  their  country- 
men, to  fet  them  an  example  of  unfhaken  fidelity,  will  only  pity 
thofe  who  have  not  had  the  refolution  to  imitate  their  conduct ; 
and  that  unchangeable  virtue  which  they  have  oppofed  to  the  tor- 
rent of  corruption,  will  not  be  debafed  by  criminal  animofity. 

Thefe  minifters  of  a  God  of  peace,  who  have  only  fled  from 
the  violence  of  perfecutioh  to  preferve  your^  religious  faith,  filled 
with  the  zeal  that  enlightens,  with  the  charity  that  forgives,  will 
teach,  as  well  by  their  praAice  as  their  precepts,  o)>livion  of  in- 
juries^ and  the  love  of  their  enemies*   Could  jou  poffibly  fear  that 
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Aay  iroold  tarmfli  the  immortal  fplendor  which  thehr  generous 
condud,  and  the  blood  of  fo  many  martyrs  have  refle£led  on  the 
Gallican  church  } 

Our  magiflrates,  who  have  ever  been  didinguifhed  for  their  in- 
tegrity in  the  adminiftration  of  jufl;ice»  will  fet  an  example  of 
obedience  to  the  laws,  whofe  minifters  they  are  ;  inacceflible  to 
the  paffions  which  it  is  their  duty  to  reprefs^  they  will,  by  a  due> 
exertion  of  impartial  iirmne(s,  give  eiFe£l  to  thofe  feutiments  witfii 
which  clemency  infpires  n^. 

The  nobility,  who  have  only  left  their  country  the  better  Xq 
defend  it ;  who  have  only  drawn  their  fwords  in  the  firm  perfuafion 
that  they  were  fighting  for  France,  and  not  againft  it ;  who  offer 
you  afliftance  even  at  the  time  when  their  duty  compels  them  to 
fight  you;  who  oppofe  to  the  attacks  of  calumny  their  firmnefs 
in  adverfity,  intrepidity  in  battle,  humanity  in  the  moment  of 
viftory,  and  their  invincible  attachment  to  the  principles  of  ho« 
Dour.  Thofe  nobles,  againfl  whom  every  effort  is  made  to  excite 
your  hatred,  will  not  forget  that  they  are  deflined  to  enlighten, 
toaf&ft,  to  fupport  the  people  ;  they  will  place  their  glory  in  their 
magnanimity  ;  they  wilj  ennoble  thb  numerous  facrifices  they  have 
made,  by  the  facrifice  of  their  refentment ;  and  that  clafs  of  emi- 
grants, who  are  their  inferiors  in  birth,  though  their  equals  in 
virtue,  thofe  worthy  Frenchmen,  whofe  fidelity  is  the  more  de- 
ferving  of  praife,  fro^i  the  additional  temptations  which  they  had 
to,  refifl,  would,  if  it  were  necefTary,  offer  themfelveS  to  you  as 
pledges  for  the  fincerity  of  thofe  generous  fentiments  which  they 
have  fo  often  witnelFed.  Who  .would  dare  to  inflid:  vengeance 
when  the  king  forgives  I 

But  the  mercy  which  will  fignalize  the  firfl  days  of  our  ireigp, 
will  be  invariably  united  with  firmnefs  ;  that  love  of, our  fubjedts, 
which  lead^  us  to  be  indulgent  teaches  us  to  be  juft. — ^We  fhall 
forgive,  without  regret,  thofe  men,  criminal  as  they  are,  who 
have  lisd  the  people  aftray  ;  but  we  (hall  treat  with  inexorable  ri- 
gour all  thofe  who  may  hereafter  endeavour  to  feduce  them  from 
their  duty.  We  will  open  our  arms  to  thofe  rebels,  who  may 
be  induced  jby  repentance  to  return  to  us  ;  but  if  any  of  them 
ihould  perfifl  in  rebellion,  they  will  find  that  our  indulgence  will 
ibp  at  the  limits  which  juftice  prefcribes,  and  that  force  will  re- 
duce thofe  whom  kindnefs  has  proved  inadequate  to  attach. 

That  throne,  which  the  revolution  has  twice  depriWd  of  its 
lawful  fovereign,  is  not  to  me  an  object  of  ambition  or  enjoy- 
ment. AlasT  Ilill  fmoaking  with  the  blood  of  our  family,  and 
wholly  encompaffed  with  ruins,  it  can  promife  us  nothing  but 
fofrowful  recolle&ions,  labours,  and  pains.  But  Providence  or- 
ders  us  to  afcend  it  ;  and  it  is  our  duty  to  obey.  We  are  called 
thither  by  our  rights^  and  we  khow  how  to  defend  them ;  we 
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tnay  there  fee  able  to  promote  the  happinefs  of  France,  and  that 
motive  gives  us  courage  to  proceed.  If  we  (houM  be  reduced  to 
the  ncceflity  of  conquering  our  country,  confiding  in  the  jufticc 
of  our  caufe,  and  in  the  zeal  of  triie  Frenchmen,  we  will  ad- 
Vance  to  the  conqucft  with  indefatigable  perfeverancc,  and  with 
undaunted  courage  :  we  will  advance  to  the  conqueft,  fliould  it 
be  neceffary,  through  the  cohorts  of  rebels,  and  the  poignards  of 
aflaflins.  The  God  of  St.  Louis,  that  God  whom  we  call  to 
witnefs  the  purity  of  our  intentions,  will  be  our  guide  and  our 
fupport. 

But  no  :  we  (hall  not  be  reduced  to  the  necefltty  of  ufing  arms 
againft  deluded  fubjedls — No :  to  themfelves  alone,  to  their  re- 
gret, to  their  love,  fhall  we  be  indebted  for  the  re-eftabli(hmcnt 
of  our  throne  ;  and  the  mercy  of  Heaven,  moved  by  their  tears, 
will  make  religion  once  more  ilourifh  In  the  empire  of  the  motl 
chriftian  kings. 

This  pleafing  hope  revives  our  heart.  Misfortune  has  removed 
the  veil  which  was  placed  before  your  eyes  ;  the  harfh  leflbns  of 
experience  have  taught  you  to  regret  the  advantages  which  you  have 
loft.  Already  do  the  fentiments  of  religion,  which  (hew  them- 
felves with  eclat  in  all  the  provinces  of  the  kingdom,  prefent  to 
our  fight  theimage  of  the  glorious  ages  of  the  church.  Already 
does  the  impulfe  of  your  hearts,  which  brings  you  back  to  your 
king,  declare  that  you  feel  the  want  of  being  governed  by  a  fa- 
ther. 

But  it  is  not  enough  to  form  barren  wi(hes;  decifive  refolution*; 
muft  be  adopted  :  it  is  not  enough  to  groan  beneath  the  yoke  ot 
your  oppre(rors,  yoil  muft  be  aflifted  in  (baking  it  o(F. — Shew  the 
world  how  the  French,  reftored  to  their  fenfes,  can  efface  faults-, 
in  the  commiflion  of  which  their  hearts  were  not  concerned  : — 
Prove,  that  as  Henry  the  Great  has  tranfmitted  to  us,  with  hi- 
blood,  his  love  of  his  people,  fo  are  you  alfo  the  defcendants  ot 
that  people,  one  part  of  whom,  always  faithful  to  bis  caufe, 
fought  to  reftore  him  to  his  throne  ;  and  the  other  part,  abjuring 
a  momentary  error,  bathed  his  feet  with  the  tears  of  repentance. 
Remember  that  you  are  the  grandfons  of  the  conquerors  of  Ivry 
and  Fontain  Francaife. 

And  you,  invincible  heroes,  whbrfl  God  has  appointed  to  re- 
ftore the  altar  and  the  throne,  and  whofe  miflion  has  been  at- 
tefted  by  a  multitude  of  prodigies ;  you,  whofe  pure  arul 
triumphant  hands  have,  in  the  heart  of  France,  kept  alive  the 
torch  of  faith  and  honour's  facred  fire  ;  you^  who  have  been  the 
conftant  objeds  of  our  afFeflion,  and  in  whofe  labours  we  ha\c 
been  inceffantly  anxious  to  (hare  ;  who  were  always  our  confola- 
tioo  and  our  hope  ;  illuftrious  catholic  and  royal  armies,  worthy 
models  for  all  Frenchmen  to  imitate^  receive  this  teftimony  (<t 
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your  fovereiga's  falisfaftion.    Never  will  he  forget  your  ftrvlcw, 
your  courage,  the  integrity  of  your  principles,  and  your  unfhakeri 
fidelity.

HTHE  royalifts  of  La  Vendue  Ire  about  X6  lay  their  fentitnents^ 
^  their  wifhes,  and  their  hopes,  at  the  feet  of  the  greateft  and 
moft  generous  of  fovereigns.  For  thefe  three  years  pad,  we  have 
not  ceafed  to  combat  for  the  re-eilabli(hment  of  the  throne  and  of 
the  altan 

Whild  France,  either  the  vi£lim  or  accomplice  of  the  tyrants 
by  which  fhe  is  governed,  threatens,  fmce  that  period,  as  well 
with  her  principles  as  her  arms,  all  the  ftates  leagued  againft  her^ 
a  handful  of  Frenchmen,  faithful  to  their  God  and  their  King, 
brave  all  dangers,  furmount  all  obftacles,  in  order  to  reftore  happi- 
nefs  to  their  country,  and  tranquillity  to  Europe. 

Sometimes  conquered,  and  oftener  conquerors,  our  defeats  as 
well  as  our  victories  have  coft  the  armies  of  the  convention  more 
than  300,000  men  ;  but  unfortunately,  fuch  an  important  diverfion 
in  favour  of  the  combined  powers  has  hitherto  ferved  only  to  ex- 
hauil  our  means,  and  to  weaken  us,  inftead  of  procuring  us  the 
aififtance  which  we  had  a  right  to  expe£^,  as  well  from  found  po<« 
licy,  as  from  the  promifes  of  thofe  who  were  allies  of  the  caufe 
which  we  defend. 

At  lad  we  learn  that  the  white  flag  is  floating  on  the  coafts  of 
Brittany.  The  emigrants,  thofe  honourable  vi£lims,  to  whom 
your  Majbfly  had  given  fo  generous  a  reception  in  your  ilatcs,  have 
at  lad  been  reftored  to  their  country,  preceded  by  the  wiihes  of 
thofe  who  in  France  remained  attached  to  royalty.  They  un- 
doubtedly will  foon  fee  their  arms  triumph,  as  well  as  the  caufe 
for  which  they  combat.  Already  does  the  repentance  of  one  part 
of  the  French,  and  the  ardour  of  others,  which  has  hitherto  been 
rcpreiTed,  urge  immenfe  multitudes  to  advance  to  meet  them.  In 
every  quarter  the  utmod  difcontent  prevails  ;  the  royalids  of  La 
Vendee  have  alfo  refumed  the  ^rms  which  they  had  for  a  moment 
been  mduced  to  lay  down,  in  confequcnce  of  a  formal  promifc  that 
•fforts  (hould  be  fpeedily  made  for  the  re-edabli(hment  of  royalty. 

Not  only  deceived  in  our  expedations,  but  threatened  in  the 
perfons  of  our  chiefs,,  fome  of  whom  have  been  bafely  mafTacred^ 
others  arreQicd,  in  violation  of  treaties,  our  battalions  are  again 
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tffembled,  and  feveral  viStories  have  already  iignalized  the  new 
campaign  which  we  have  recently  opened.  It  is  thus,  then,  Slrey 
with  thofe  arms  in  our  hands  which  are  deftined  to  combat  the  ene- 
mies of  kings,  that  we  prefent -ourfelves  before  your  Majefty,  and 
that  we  folicit  you  to  unite  your  armies  to  our*s,  to  concur  in  the 
re-eftabii(hmenc  of  our  lawful  fovereign  on  the  throne  of  his  an- 
ceftors.  Long,  too  long,  has  the  blood  of  England  and  of  France 
been  flowing ;  the  two  nations  feel  the  neceflity  of  a  jufl  and  ho- 
nourable peace  ;  but  fuch  a  peace  can  only  be  procured  from  a 
monarchy.  Did  an  opportunity  more  precious  to  your  Majefty's 
heart  ever  occur }  Did  one  ever  exifl  more  glorious  than  that 
which  now  prefents  itfelf,  for  concurring  in  the  re-eftablifhment 
of  a  king  upon  the  throne  of  France  ?  No  ;  fuch  a  tafk  could 
only  offer  itlelf  to  the  fovereign  of  a  great  and  powerful  nation ; 
for  him  was  rcferved  the  immortal  glory  of  twice  aUifting  the 
Bourbons  to  re-conquer  their  crown.  Following  the  example, 
then,  of  the  great  Elizabeth,  you  will  fend.  Sire,  your  brave  and 
generous  foldiers  to  join  our  martial  bands*  Accompanied  by  our 
princes,  and  commanded  by  a  chief  alike  magnanimous  and  expe^ 
rienced,  they  will  not  fail  to  march  from  viSory  to  vi6lory.  Our 
wicked  enemies  will  tremble  at  their  approach  ;  and  their  defeat 
will  foon  prove  to  the  world,  that  it  is  as  dangerous  as  it  is  horrid 
for  a  people  to  revolt  again  ft  their  fovereigns. 

Such,  Sire,  are  our  wiihes  ;  fuch  alfo  are  our  hopes :  apd  your 
royal  heart  is  too  magnanimous  to  fuffer  us  to  be  difappointed  in 
our  expeflations.  Relyiiig  on  the  generous  protefiion  of  your 
arms,  .we  will  continue  to  combat  your  enemies  and  our  own. 
Acquiring  an  acceffion  of  ftrength  from  ailiftance  thus  powerful, 
our  foldiers  will  become,  if  poHible,  niore  formidable  than  ever. 
Until  the  arrival  of  that  happy  epoch,  wc  will  not  ceafe  to  addrefs 
our  vows  to  Heaven  for  the  prefervation  of  your  Majefty's  life, 
and  for  the  welfare  and  profperity  of  your  fubje&s. 

With  thefe  fentiments,  joined  to  thofe  of  the  moft  profound 
refpe£l,  we  befeech  your  Majefty  to  believe  us  ever.  Sire, 
Your  moft  obedient  and  moft  humble  fervants.

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In  thi  National  Convention^  in  the  Sitting  of  the  a  0th  ofJugufip  the 
Pre/ident  Danou  announced  the  Commencement^  of  the  Feajt  in  Cele^ 
hration  of  the  loth  ^  Auguji^  and  after  many  patriotic  Pieces  of 
Mufic  had  been  ferfomud^  addrejfed  the  Affitnbly  in  the  following 
Speech. 

p^REE  countries  are  the  only  temples  in  which  national  feafti 
'*'  fliottld  be  celebrated.  Under  the  government  which  you  over- 
turned on  the  memorable  day  of  the  loth  of  Aiiguft ;  under  that  go« 
vemtnenty  equally  abje£t  and  abfurd,  where  public  rejoicings  as  well 
as  the  iawSy  eftablifhed  the  (hameful  fydem  of  the  grandeur  of  one^ 
and  of  the  nothingnefs  of  all  ^  where  an  immenfe  people  feemed  only 
to  be  attentive  to  the  deftiny  of  itsoppreffors,  their  very  joy  rnuft 
have  been  hypocritical  and  fervile.  While  every  heart  rankled 
with  the  deteftation  of  tyranny,  'twenty-five  millions  of  men  were 
compelled  to  raife  their  hands  towards  Heaven,  and  to  contemplate 
their  own  humiliations  in  the  poilure  of  gratitude.  The  annals  or 
a  whole  country  were  narrowed  or  effaced  to  make  room  for  the 
hiilory  of  one  family  ;  and  it  was  there  that  the  nation  was  con- 
demned to  look  for  the  caufes  of  its  exultation,  and  the  annual 
periods  of  its  public  rejoicings. 

Citizens,  in  free  dates,  public  feflivals  are  ordained  to  cele« 
brate,  and  to  confecrate  only  the  immortal  events  of  the  national! 
family^  At  the  fame  time  that  they  hold  up  to  the  eyes  of  the 
people  the  titles  and  the  monuments  of  their  power,  they  may  alfo 
be  faid,  in  fome  manner,  to  refrcfli  and  reproduce  its  glory,  its 
triumphs  and  fucceffes.  They  raife  the  foul  to  fplendid  adions  by 
reviving  glorious  recolle£lions  ;  and  if  they  are  among  moral  infti« 
tutions^^  all  that  is  delightful  and  ennobling,  they  are  alfo  all  that 
is  moft  ufeful  and  advantageous,  fince  they  are  urong  incitements 
to  mankind  to  purftie  every  thing  that  is  wife,  and  attach  them* 
felves  to  every  thing  that  is  good. 

Such,  efpecially,  citizens,  is  the  republican  folemnity  which 
you  this  day  celebrate.  The  cannon  of  the  I4tb  of  July  awakened 
French  liberty,  and  the  thunder  of  the  loth  of  Augud  laid  prof^ 
trate  on  the  ground  all  the  powers  that  rival  the  national  fovereign* 
ty,  and  levelled  all  the  eminences  that  gave  umbrage  to  riling 
equality.  The  antique  fabric  of  a  vail  monarchy  was  feen  in  % 
few  hours  to  ciumble  into  duft  ;  the  prejudice  in  favour  of  the 
folidity  of  old  thrones  was  confounded  and  difpelled  in  th^ 
fpace  of  one  day;  the  very  vanquilhers  of  royalty  were  them* 
felves  aftoniihed  at  the  facility  of  their  triumph,  and  the  lurk* 
tng  fecret  of  the  weaknefs  of  tyrants  was  revealed  and  dragged 
into  public  day.  Together  with  this  throne,  that  had  been  prop* 
pcd  on  fourteen  ages  of  oppreflion,  of  ignorance,  and  of  errors* 
the  loth  of  Aiiguft  alfo  beheld  the  fall  of  the  code  of  179 1,  a  work 
begun  by  patriotifqti,  furrounded  by  a  conftellation  of  geniufesi 
and  compfeted  by  fadion.  amidfl  the  chaos  of  hitrigue  ;  that  mo* 

O  a  narcbical 
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narchical  conftitution  whofe  every  part  confpired  to  organize 
feeblenefs,  in  order  to  fow  with  it  the  germ  of  new  explofions>  of 
whigh  they  nouriflied  and  fomented  the  hope.  Thus  the  fame  day 
TV'hich  appalled  the  pride  of  kings,  by  the  iropofing  fpedacle  of  the 

{)ower  of  nations,  held  out  at  the  fame  time  a  folemn  and  fevere 
eflbn  to  legiflators,  by  expofing,  through  the  medium  of  this 
ftriking  example,  the  perilous  inftabiHty  of  thefe  fluctuating  and 
Talfe  tranfaSions  which  attempt  to  fleer  between  freedom  and 
tyranny.  The  fpirit  of  faSion  has  never  been  known  to  fow  in 
the  conftitution  of  nations  any  thing  but  difcordant  and  deftniSive 
elements.  It  is  the  general  intereft  alone  that  ought  to  prefide  over 
political  combinations  ;  the  conceptions  of  private  intereft  are  nar- 
row, ephemeral,  and  feeble,  like  the  caiife  that  gives  them  birth. 

In  order  to  prepare  the  downfall  of  the  throne,  the  limits  of 
Jiberty  had  been  too  far  over-leaped  ;  too  great  a  fhock  was  given 
to  thofe  principles  of  vigour,  which  alone  in  a  great  ftate  are  able 
to  maintain  fubmiflion  to  the  public  laws,  and  the  empire  of  focial 
virtues.     Savage  anarchy  was  not  backward  to  blend  its  rage  with 
the  generous  tranfports  of  patriot!  fm  ;  a  vile  fwarm  of  robbers  dared 
to  mix  with  the  heroes  of  the  Republic,  and  for  a  longtime  pre- 
vented them  from  becoming  its  effe£lual  founders.     Thus,  while 
^e  bring  back  our  recolledion  to  the  period  of  the  loth  of  Augufty 
wp  behold  for  the  fpace  of  three  years  the  jdeftiny  of  the  country, 
and  we  imagine  that  we  at  the  fame  time  run  over  two  careers,  one 
of  crimes,  of  fervitude,  and  difgraces ;  the  other  of  virtues,  of 
happinefs,  and  of  triumphs.     Trampled  on  within  by  the  moft 
fanguinary  and  degrading  defpotlfm  ;  without,  you  afioniflied  Eu- 
rope, and  difcomfiteci  its  armies.     As  if  it  were  the  lot  of  France 
to  experience  at  the  fame  time  the  influence  of  thefe  two  principles 
invented  by  religioirs  fefts,  while  the  genius  of  wickednefs  was 
employed  in  extinguifhing  morality,  in  digging  graves  wherein  to 
jcntomb  alive  an  entire  generation,  in  drowning  in  floods  of  blood 
both  talents  and  virtues,  the  genius  of  freedom  and  of  vtAory  pour- 
ed forth  pn  every  point  of  our  frontiers,  battalions  of  heroes  re- 
pelled the  fatellites  of  kings,  to  the  very  feet  of  their  tottering 
thrones,  and  Ihrouded,  as  it  were^  under  a  veil  of  glory,  the  internal 
'calamities  that  cjeformed  the  country. 

The  French  arinics  have  not  only  triumphed  over  kings— we  are 
^uftified  even  ir>  fayiqg  that  they  quelled  internal  fa6lions,  merely 
Iby  avoiding  the  fhame  of  begoming  tools  to  any  ;  and  infulated  as 
It  were,  both  from  ali  diflenfions  and^all  treafons,  they  were  alive 
only  to  the  int.ereft  of  the  Republic,  and  moved  in  no  paths  but 
thofc  of  vidtory.  It  was  their  inflexible  patriot! fm  which  rendered 
impotent  and  vain  both  the  confpiracy  of  the  kings  of  Europe,  and 
the  horrid  coalition  of  fo  many  crimes  that  plotted  in  the  bofom  of 
France  :  the  confjp irators  have  pafled  aw^v-^our  triumphs  apd  our 
liberty  remain,     '   ' 

•  .  It 
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It  is  our  duty,  citizens,  in*  this  great  feftival,  to  ofier  up  this 
folemn  and  juft  homage  to  the  magnanimous  devotion  of  your  dcfen* 
ders.  It  is  impoflible  to  celebrate  the  d6wnfall  of  royalty,  without 
thinking  of  thofe  who  confounded  and  difmayed  the  phalanx  that 
was  armed  to  re-e(lablifh  it ;  and  the  day  of  the  loth  of  Aughft  lis 
too  much  adorned,  too  well  confolidated  by  the  vidories  of  Jemlippe, 
of  Fleurus,  of  Quibcron,  to  permit  us  to  feparate  in  our  minds  thefe 
glorious  recolledions.  It  exhibits  an  inftrudive  and  important 
fpe£bcle,  to  behold  France  tried  and  exercifed  fince  1792  by  every 
fpecies  of  peril  and  calamity.  Kings  coalefced  againft  it ;  its  own 
children  tearing  its  bowels  ;  the  inflammatory  rage,  both  of  poli-* 
tical  and  religious  fanaticifm  ;  the  mafiacre  of  the  fathers  of  liber* 
ty ;  the  triumph  of  its  mod  inveterate  and  infolent  enemies;  every 
vice  deified,  every  virtue  degraded  ;  treafon  preparing  for  foreign 
powers  the  only  advantages  they  were  able  to  gain  over  French* 
men ;  malignity  and  robbery  organizing  famine ;  digging  the 
abyfs  in  which  the  public  fortune  was  on  the  point  of  being  in* 
gulphed. 

Such  was  the  volcano  over  which  the  Republic  has  beeil  moving 
for  the  fpace  of  three  years — a  fpace  into,  which  are  comprefled 
the  events,  the  revolutions,  the  experience,  and  the  glory  oP'three 
entire  ages.  To  this  too  faithful  piAure  of  our  dangers  and  our 
misfor^nes,  you  may  now,  citizens,  proudly  oppofe  the  fpedacle 
which  France  this  day  exhibits  to  the  a(loni(hed  world.  The  thea»» 
tre  of  war  contra£led,  and  almoft  clofed  by  the  hand  of  vidory  ; 
kings  foregoing  the  hope  of  conquering  us,  and  foliciting  to  bo 
united  with  us  by  folemn  treaties ;  fraternity  and  found  policy 
confpiring  to  draw  the  bonds  of  union  clofer,  which  hatred  and 
prejudices  had  diflfolved.  France,  fo  lately  infulated  in  the  great 
map  of  Europe,  has  already  attached  to  its  alliance  and  to  its 
glory,  Pruflia,  Holland,  Spain,  and  Tufcany,  which  are  become 
docile  to  the  voice  of  their  true  intereft,  and  have  replaced  them- 
felves,  together  with  us,  in  the  balance  of  European  powers. 

The  £ngli(h  people  are  already  indignant  at  court  perfidy,  of 
which  they  feem  to  be  only  made  the  inftrument,  while  they  are 
in  reality  the  vidlm.  The  Britifh  government  terrified  in  its  turn 
at  its  fudden  folitude  and  derelidlion,  and  reduced  to  behold  from 
the  top  of  its  imavailing  fleets,  the  fcaffold  of  its  accomplices  whom 
it  has  betrayed  :  and  in  the  interior  of  the  Republic  abolifhlng  on 
all  fides  the  fmalleft  veftiges  of  that  reign  of  terror,  the  fole  execra* 
tton  of  which  (hould  live  for  ever  in  our  hearts.  Humanity  vifiting 
every  corner  of  this  fpacious  country,  to  obliterate  from  it,  by  kind* 
nefs  and  confolation,  the  flighted  traces  of  villainy  and  of  blood ; 
equity  tearing  from  the  code  of  our  laws  the  black  pages  which 
monfters  had  engraved  ;  republican  courage  fruftrating,  during  the 
days  of  Germinal  and  Prairbl,  jthe  efforts  of  reviving  utdition,  and 
g:ulhin  g  vuder  the  weight  of  their  new  Crimea  the  rafb  proraotev s  of 

anarchy. 
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anarchy.  Such  is  the  pi£lure  which  we  are  enabled  to  h^ld  out  to  the 
French  people  with  one  hand,  while  we  prefent  to  them  with  the 
other  a  conflitution  folicited  with  impatience  by  the  wi(hes  and 
the  wants  ,of  the  country,  and  in  which  every  legiflator  ihall  have 
depofited  the  tribute  of  his  patriotifm,  his  experience  and  his 
talents* 

Yes,  citizens,  this  is  the  day  upon  which,  for  the  iirft  time,  we 
are  enabled  truly  to  celebrate  the  anniverfary  .of  the  Republic*  In 
1793  we  alM^d  only  at  a  funeral  folemnity,  where  liberty,  in 
weeds  of  woe,  wept  at  the  approach  of  its  moft  faithful  and  elo- 

!ruent  defenders,  ready  to  fall  and  to  bleed  under  the  dagg^er  of  af« 
aflins.     It  was  a  folemnity  that  truly  referobled  that  of  royalty, 
and  alfo  was  a  tyrant  who  had  prepared  its  apparatus* 

In  vain  did  they  therein  proclaim  a  fpedre  of  a  conftitution 
which  they  had  impofed  upon  France,  and  which  they  had  pre- 
pared to  ferve  as  a  momentary  veil  to  conceal  their  flagitioufnefs  ; 
la  vain  did  they  difplay,  with  a  perfidious  oftentation,  the  monu-» 
ments  of  their  moft  (hocking  triumphs  ;  the  filence  of  horror  in- 
leriiipted  their  lugubrious  thoughts;  the  prefenttment  of  public 
misfortunes  opprelied  every  foul ;  and  if  the  impatient  adivity  of 
wickednefs  manifefted  itfelf  on  fome  countenances,  the  mournful 
expreilion  of  defpair  gloomed  on  every  other*  That,  citizens, 
was  far  from  being  the  feftival  of  the  freedom  of  the  people  ;  it 
was  the  prelude  of  llavery,  and  the  inauguration  of  terror. 

On  the  loth  of  Auguft  laft  year,  you  had  already  ilruck  to  the 
ground  the  chief  of  fhe  decemviral  tyranny,  but  you  were  ftill  fur- 
rounded  by  the  greater  number  of  his  accomplices,  and  virtue 
bluflicd  to  rejoice  in  the  prefence  of  every  crime*  The  di^lator- 
ftiip,  it  is  true,  was  .no  more;  but  you  had  not  as  yet  fufficient 
time  to  fap  the  many  props  of  its  favage  fyAem  ;  and  amidft  the 
ftill  remaining  inditutions  of  terror  and  anarchy,  when  the  prifons 
fcarce  began  to  admit  a  glimpfe  of  day,  and^to  permit  the  efcape 
of  fo  many  vi£lims  ;  when  a  frantic  fociety  laboured  under  your 
eyes  to  re-organize  its  baneful  domination,  it  was  not  in  your 
power  to  hold  out  to  the  nation  the  fignal  of  gladnefs,  and  at  bed 
you  could  but  have  celebrated  the  feflival  of  your  hopes 

The  vanquifhars  of  royalty  had  gladly  pulled  down  the  diflferent 
props  that  fupported  it,  before  they  were  able  toextinguifli  royalty 
Itfelf*  But  you,  reprefentatives  0/  the  people,  you  attacked  on  the 
Oth  Thermidor,  a  tyrant  for  whofe  fall  no  preparations  were  made* 
You  ftruck  him  down  in  the  midft  of  his  favourites,,  his  fatellites, 
and  all  the  fell  inftruments  of  his  iron  reign;  and  this  circumftance, 
which  (beds  fo  much  glory  on  your  firmnefs  and  vidory,  did  not 
promife  you  fo  foon  to  enjoy  the  fruits  of  your  fuccefs,  but  placed 
you  in  the  neceflity  of  confummating  by  the  toils,  the  perils,  and 
the  prudence  of  a  year^  the  courage  ana  the  triumph  of  one  im* 
mortal  day^ 

This 
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This  day,  citizens,  you  are  called  apon  to  thank  Heaven  for 
the  emancipation  of  the  French  people ;  for  their  prefent  fafetyi 
their  trophies,  and  their  alliances ;  it  is  the  feftival  of  the  conque- 
rors of  the  14th  of  July,  of  the  loth  of  Auguft,  of  the  vigors  of 
the  9th  Thcrmidor,  and  of  the  viftims  of  the  31ft  of  May.  They 
all  Kave  triumphed,  or  have  fallen  with  equal  honour  in  the  fup. 
port  and  vindication  of  the  fame  rights.  They  will  for  ever  infe- 
parably  unite  their  wifhes,  their  interefls,  and  their  glory  ;  this 
they  fwear  to  their  country,  amidft  the  pomp  of  this  awful  folem- 
nity,  which  it  is  their  lot  to  celebrate  with  the  reprcfentatives  of 
the  republics  of  both  worlds ;  with  the  illuftrious  envoys  of  thofe 
flouriihing  and  faithful  nations  whom  inviolable  treaties  have 
united  to  France,  now  victorious  and  free.  May  this  feftival  of 
liberty,  citizens,  may  it,  I  fay,  be  alfo  the  pretude  of  the  general 
pacification  of  Europe,  and  of  the  union  and  concord  of  every 
French  heart]  May  this  day  extinguiih  the  torch  of  vengeance, 
and  may  impartial  and  mild  equity,  while  it  perfecutes  wicked* 
nefs  and  pardons  error,  for  ever  chain  down  the  furious  pafiions  1 
that  are  heard  continually  to  roar  around  it,  in  order  to  eternize 
revolutions,  and  evoke  royahy  from  the  midd  of  difcord  and  diffen- 
(ions.  On  this  day,  citizens,  the  fir(V  (lone  of  the  altar  of  clemency 
(hould  be  laid ;  nor  is  it  alone  the  oath  to  be  jufl,  but  alfo  the  oath 
to  be  brothers,  and  to  be  humane,  that  vse  ought  now  to  pro- 
nounce, in  order  to  decorate  and  eternally  to  preferve  foe  the 
French  Republic,  this  palace,  which  has  beheld  the  downfall  of  a 
throne  that  fixty  kings  had  filled,  and  which  fmce  has  feen  hurled 
from  this  tribune  a  monfter  far  more  horrible  than  they  ;  but  it 
ihall  hereafter  acknowledge  no  other  dominion  than  that  of  virtue, 
no  other  fceptre  than  that  of  the  laws.

On  the  a^dThermidor — Auguji  lOy  Defermon,  in  the  Name  of  the 
Committee  of  Public  Safety ^  prefented  the  following  Report  on  the 
Navy  of  France. 

Y  OUR  committee  of  public  fafety  is  inceffantly  employed  in  re- 
^  pairing  the  evils  done  to  our  marine,  by  the  ancient  govern- 
ment, and  by  the  ignorant  agents  or  traitors  whom  that  govern^* 
ment  had  employed.  Your  committee  finds  itf^lf  frequently. 
Ibackled  by  the  fatal  effc&s  of  fuch  Unflcilfulnefs ;  but  it  will  fuc- 
cecd  in  regenerating  our  naval  force,  and  will  flill  be  able  to  make 
it  formidable  to  our  enemies. 

Already  its  wakeful  vigilance  has  examined  all  our  arfenals, 
their  magazines,  and  (hip-yards.  Your  committee  was  almoft 
(very  where  diiheartened  by  the  moil  difcoura^ing  appearances^ 

but 
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but  we  (lill  confide  in  the  amplitude  of  our  refources,  and  eveiy 
thing  that  is  deficient^  will  be  foon  repaired*  It  is  aided  and 
backed  by  a  wife  and  enlightened  adminiftration ;  it  confults  the 
experience  of  general  officers,  'deeply  verfed  in  their  art ;  it  fingles 
out  from  among  the  captains,  thofe  who  are  the  mod  worthy  to 
command  ;  and  it  has  accufed  before  courts  martial  ail  thofe  who 
are  fufpecied  of  cowardice  ;  it  has  expreffed  an  eagemefs  to  recal 
to  the  fervice  all  the  officers  who,  diftinguiihed  for  their  patriotifm 
fince  the  revolution,  not  lefs  than  for  their  talents,  had  been  for- 
gotten or  iraprifoned  only  from  the  effect  of  the  diforganizing 
fyilem,  the  fatal  reign  of  which  had  but  too  long  endured. 

Thofe  officers  tried  by  misfortune,  return  to  the  fervice  with  a 
generous  defire  to  contribute  to  the  naval  triumphs  of  the  Republic. 
Your  committee,  moreover,  exerts  all  its  diligence  to  combine  all 
the  materials  which  may  enable  them  to  lay  before  you  the  mod 
effe£lual  means  of  organizing  your  marine  on  true  and  (lable 
principles  ;  thus  the  National  Convention  fhall  deliver  into  the 
bands  of  its  fucceffors,  and  of  the  executive  directory,  elements  of 
glory,  and  principles  of  fuccefs,  from  which  paft  misfortunes  and 
pad  faults  have  hitherto  debarred  them.  The  new  fyftem  of  naval 
attack  which  your  committee  of  public  fafety  has  adopted,  is  the 
mod  agreeable  to  our  political  {ituation,  and  cannot  fail  to  infure 
us  the  mod  permanent  advantages.  This  new  fydem  will  far  better 
confult  the  true  intereds  of  the  nation,  than  the  proud  and  odenta- 
tious  difplay  of  naval  power,  which  at  lead  can  only  flatter  perfo- 
nal  pride,  while  they  exhaud,  to  no  purpofe,  the  refources  of  the 
Republic. 

We  have  but  one  t)bje£l  to  accompliOi,  and  in  that  objed  arc 
concentered  all  our  folicitudes,  all  our  fchemes  and  combinations ; 
its  main  drift  is  to  proted  our  commerce,  to  harafs  and  annihi- 
late that  of  our  enemies  ;  it  is  to  convince  the  Englidi  nation  of 
the  perfidioufnefs  of  its  government,  and  to  open  before  its  eyes, 
the  dread  gulph  into  which,  by  that  government,  it  infallibly  muil 
be  plunged.  The  Englifli  government  may,  if  it  pleafes,  pride 
itfelf  upon  the  parade  of  its  fquadrons,  and  make  them  move  in 
all  the  folemn  order  of  taftics,  the  French  will  content  themfelvcs 
in  attacking  it  in  what  it  holds  mod  dear,  in  what  conftitutes  its 
happinefs  and  very  cxidence— its  wealth. 

The  fole  objeS  of  all  our  plans,  of  all  our  cruifings,  and  of  a'l 
our  efforts,  both  in  our  ports  and  at  fca,  Ihall  be  to  annoy  and 
cxtinguifh  its  commerce,  to  ruin  and  difperfe  its  colonies,  and 
ultimately  to  fmk  it  into  diameful  bankruptcy,  an  end  not  un- 
worthy of  a  proud  and  defpotic  government,  abjefi  in  adverfity, 
in  fole  nt  and  cruel  in  profperity  ;  who,  by  its  infulting  and  greedy 
ambition,  has  kindled  the  hatred  and  refcntmcnt  of  all  the  govern- 
ments of  Europe  ;  a  government,  to  the  artifices  of  which  ihc 
EngUQi  nation,  once  jealous  of  its  liberties^  and  zealous  abettors 
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of  pafriotifmi  htgia  sit  length  to  open  their  eyes,  and  will  not  fail 
to  unmafk  its  manoeuvres  to  their  fellow  citizens. 

Your  committee'has  not  only  formed  the  projeft  to  employ  all 
the  force  which  it  c^n  command,  in  order  to  accomplifli  its  end, 
but  it  has,  moreover,  been  delirous  to  aflbciate  in  this  grand  en- 
tcrprize,  the  whole  body  of  the  French  marine,  and  even  foreign- 
ers, who  are  either  open  or  fecret  enemies  of  this  Machiavelian 
government.  Already  inftruftioris  arc  given  throughout  all  the 
ports,  and  all  the  great  commercial  towns  of  the  Republic;  al- 
ready the  minds  of  our  fellow-citizens  are  cledlrified,  ktid  you  will 
impnefs  on  the  fyftem  propofed  to  you  a  rapid  and  direft  motion, 
which  fhall  multiply  the  refult  of  our  fyftem,  by  decreeing  the  re- 
eilaUiihment  of  privateering,  the  obje<9:  v^hich  we  have  juft  fct 
before  you.  The  committee,  while  employed  in  the  means  of 
reviving  your  naval  commerce,  has  difcovered  in  all  the  ports  a 
lamentable  ftagnation,  the  neceflary  confequences  of  a  general  naval 
war  againft  a  numerous  and  coalefced  enemy* 

Your  committee  was  of  opinion,  that  by  multiplying  armed  pri- 
vateers, they  might  re-kindle  in  maritime  towns  that  ardour  and 
aftivity  without  which  commerce  cannot  for  a  moment  exift ; 
that  at  the  fame  time  they  would  admit  into  circulation  immenfe 
capitals  that  languiihed  for  peace  ;  that  they  give  new  elafticity  to 
oor  merchants,  to  our  mechanics,  and  to  thofe  patriotic  adven- 
turers, who  upon  great  fpeculations,  accomplilh  a  double  objeft, 
that  of  enriching  their  own  country,  and  of  impoverilhing  the 
enemy.  This  is  a  kind  of  warfare  that  lights  up  heroes,  that  ex- 
pands and  propagates  courage,  by  furnifhing  a  thoufand  occafions 
for  great  and  brilliant  aftions.  It  is  this  that  forms  a  feminary  of 
warriors  and  accomplifhed  feamen,  who  afterwards  becoming  the 
commanders  of  fhips  of  the  ftate,  are  enabled  to  defend  with  intre- 
pidity the  national  flag. 

Foreigners  and  neutral  nations  will,  as  heretofore,  crowd  to  man 
your  privateers ;  they  will  acquire  a  kind  of  attachment  for  our 
marine  and  navigation  ;  they  will  naturalize  in  France  both  theit 
courage,  their  talents,  and  their  profits  ;  and  it  is  thus  that  you 
will  increafe,  wnile  we  wait  for  peace,  and  all  the  commercial 
combinations  that  depend  thereon,  both  the  elenients  of  ydur  ma- 
rine, and  your  marine  itfelf,  fince  your  naval  glory  muft  reft  on 
the  number,  the  experience,  and  the  valour  of  feamen. 

Above  all,  by  deftroying  the  Englifh  commerce,  on  which  alone 
hangs  its  political  exillence,  you  will  gratify  and  fatiate  the  juft 
cravings  of  revenge  which  every  French  republican  is  defirous  to 
\cnt  againft  the  Britilh  government,  which  has  endeavoured  to 
organize  in  the  bofom  of  our  country,  famine,  civil  war,  burn- 
ings, devaftations,  and  all  the  crimes  upon  which  it  feeds  its 
ictcftable  policy.

The  National  Conventioiiy  on  the  leport  of  the  comnutlte  o( 

public  fafety,  decree^-— 

Art.  I.  Every  French  citizen  is  permitted  to  arm  ptiirateers,  in 
order  to  annoy  the  commerce  of  thie  enemy. 

If.  The  commiffion  of  marine  and  of  the  colonies  is  authorifed 
to  deliver  out  letters  of  marque  to  fuch  privateers,  (igned  by  five 
-members  conipofing  the  committee  of  public  (afety,  wad  coimtci- 
figned  by  the  commifliooers  of  the  navy. 

III.  All  thofe  who  ihall  be  inclined  to  snn  privmteers,  (hall 
addrefs  themfelyes  to  the  commiflion  of  the  marine  and  of  the  colo- 
nies, and  expofe  to  it  the  nature  and  the  advantages  of  the  arma- 
ment they  propofe;  the  commiffion  (ball  give  in  an  account  thereof 
to  the  committee,*  and  if  expedient^  (hall  ifiiie  out  letters  of 
marque. 

IV.  The  owners  of  fuch  privateers  ihall  enjoy  the  benefit  of  tht 
law  of  the  31ft  of  January,  1793,  old  ftile. 

V.  Except  the  article  of  powder,  which  government  will  fell 
them,  they  (hall  be  obliged  to  provide  them felvea  with  ev^ry  arti- 
cle necedary  to<  complete  their  armament.  They  may  neverthclefs 
be  fornilhed  from  the  magazines  of  the  ports  with  whatever  arti* 
cles  they  may  be  proved  to  ftand  in  need  of,  without  however  being 
prejudicial  to  the  wants  of  the  marine  of  the  Republic. 

VI.  All  who  arm  privateers,  (hall  be  obitged,  by  way  of  cau- 
tion, to  give  a  written  fecurity  for  the  fum  of  50,000  livres. 

VII.  The  ordinances  and  laws  of  police  and  difcipline  relative 
to  privateering,  and  to  the  diftribution  of  prizes  taken  by  the  pri* 
vateers,  (ball  continue  to  be  executed  in  whatever  is  not  otherwife 

'  difpofcd  of  by  the  prefent  decree. 

VIII.  An  amnelty  is  granted  to  all  Teamen  who  have  deferted, 
On  any  pretext  whatever,  except  they  be  under  trial  for  other 
faults  than  their  defertion.  They  (hall  nol  enjoy  the  benefit  of 
this  amnedy,  unlefs  they  afcertain  their  having  entered  on  botrd 
(hips  of  the  Republic  or  privateers  within  the  fpace  of  a  month) 
counting  from  the  publication  of  the  prefent  decree*

^  have  circulated  among  the  public,  a  report  of  a  pretended 
capitolation  between  the  republican  troche  who  pecaptured  the 
peninfula  of  Quiberon,  and  the  emigrants  who  were  there  made 
prifoners:  they  have  even  gone  fo  far  as  to  fay,  that  the  latter  did 
not  lay  down  thtfir  arms,  unlefs  on  a  poiitive  promife  that  their 
lives  diould  be  faved.  We  owe  to  truth,  to  the  army,  and  our- 
(elves,  a  refutation  of  fuch  a  fali'eiiood.  Republicans,  read  our 
declaration  to  the  military  commiHionschargetl  to  try  the  pri  Conors ;

ProclamatUn  to  the  People  of  France^  upon  the  Completion  of  the  Con- 
Jiitutlon,  ordered  to  he  ijfued  by  the  National  Convention  on  the  23^ 
of  Auguji, 

Men  of  France, 
FTER  long  ftorms  you  arc  about  to  decide  upon  your  fate  by 
pronouncing  upon  your  conftitution.     Long  has  the  country 
loudly  called  for  a  free  government,  the  wifdom  ot  whofc  princi- 
ples ihould  be  the  guarantee  of  its  duration. 

Have  your  reprefcntatives  attained  this  end  ?  They  think  they 
have— they  have  at  Icaft  defired  to  attain  it.  Citizens,* who  Icvc 
order  and  tranquillity,  accept  the  pledge  of  it :  it  confifts  in  the 
government  that  is  offered  to  you  :  that  alone,  by  giving  us  peace, 
can  reftore  profperity  and  plenty. 

Men  of  France,  citizens  of  all  profeflions,  of  all  opinions,  rally 
for  the  intereft  of  the  country.  Above  all,  do  not  make  rctrogadc 
ftcps  to  the  point  from  which  you  fet  out. 

Ages  have  paflTed  within  fix  years;  and  though  the  people  may 
be  tired  of  revolution,  they  arc  not  tired  of  liberty.  You  fufFcr, 
it  is  true  ;  but  it  is  not  by  making  frefh  revolutions,  it  is  by  com- 
pleting that  which  is  begun  that  you  will  terminate  your  ttiiferies. 

No,  you  will  not  impute  to  the  Republic  which  hitherto  has 
not  been  organ! fed,  the  ills  which  cannot  be  reproduced  under  a 
government,  free  without  licentioufnefs,  and  ftrong  without  dcf- 
potifm. 

Sovereign  people,  hear  the  voice  of  your  reprefentatives.  The 
project  of  the  focial  compaft  which  thoy  offer  to  you  was  diflated 
by  the  defire  of  your  happincfs  ;  it  is  for  you  to  attach  your  dcf- 
tiny  to  it.  Confult  your  intereft  and  your  glory,  and  the  country 
is  faved. 

The  proclamation  was  ordered  to  be  printed  and  fent  to  the  de- 
partments, armies,  and  primary  afTemblies. 


Proclamation^  by  Sir  Gilbert  Elliot^  Viceroy  of  Corfiea* 

In  tjhe  Nam^  of  the  King. 

T^HE  faSs  that  have  occurred  in  fome  diftrifts,  and  the  errors 

'*'    committed  by  a  part  of  the  inhabitants,  feduced  by  turbulent 

jnlndsj  have  induced  me  to  expofe  to  the  view  of  all  the  Corficans, 

the 
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the  grievous  confequences  of  fuch  conduA,  in  order  to  prererre 
them  from  the  bad  example ;  to  maintain  them  in  the  obfervance 
ot  the  laws  J  and  in  juft  obedience  to  his  Majefty't  government. 
It  is  well  known  that,  from  certaiii  circumftancesi  and  paft  events, 
Corfica  was  reduced  to  a  fmurion  the  mod  dangerous  for  any  na- 
tion to  experience.     It  was  this  fituation  that  moved  the  magnanU 
mity  of  his  Majefty  to  afford  it  a(fiftance»  and  with  the  fovereigntjf 
to  accept  the  charge  of  rendering  it  happy.     It  is  not  neceflary  to 
repeat  the  facrifices  that  have  been  made,  and  how  much  En^lifli 
blood  has  been  bravely  and  generoufly  flied  for  the  completion  of 
that  enterprife*     In  the  circumftances  in  which  it  is  incumbent  on 
his  Majefty  to  fupply  the  mod  conflderable  expences^  he  has  not 
ceafed  to  communicate  with  the  utmod  liberality,  in  whatever  he 
thought  neceflary  for  the  defence  of  the  liland.    The  Englifli  troops 
have  been  employed  to  proteft  it ;  feveral  Cordcan  battalions  raifed 
and  maintained  by  his  Majcdy's  beneficence,  and  an  arfenal  efta« 
bliifaed  at  Ajaccio ;  navigation  has  been  redored,  and  care  has  been 
taken  to  protefl  it  from  the  enemy  ;  indudry  has  found  a  compen* 
fation  in  riches ;  and  the  means  of  confumption  increafed  by  the 
ftation  of  the  army  and  navy  ;    the  national  credit  has  been  re- 
fpe^ed  by  foreigners,  and  fupported  by  all  the  political  influence 
of  his  Majefty  ;  laws  have  been  framed  according  to  the  conftitu- 
tion  of  the  kingdom ;  the  public  authorities  regulated  and  prote£led ; 
individual  liberty  preferved  inviolate,  and  every  motive  for  intedine 
dividon  fupprefled.     The  exercife  of  the  religion  of  your  anceftors 
has  been  re-edabli(hed,  and  a  happy  concluGon  to  the  articles  pre- 
fented  by  the  Parliament  to  his  holinefs  the  Pope  may  foon  be  ex« 
peded  ;  and>  in  fine,  a  rapid  progrefs  in  every  point  towards  a  per- 
(eSt  organization  of  the  lydem  of  government  efFeded  with  the 
applaufe  and  confent  of  the  whole  nation.    But  when  we  promifed 
ourfelves  that  the  moral  efkSks  of  thefe  changes  would  have  been 
fuflicient  for  the  maintenance  of  tranquillity  and  obedience  to  the 
laws,   and  to  dire£l  the  national  adiivity  towards  indudry,  and 
every  means  of  accelerating  the  general  good,  it  was  with  •  much 
difpleafure  that  in  fome  places  we  perceived  tumults  formed  for 
the  purpofe  of  forcing  peaceable  and  well-behaved  fubjeds  to  par- 
ticipate in  licentious  and  turbulent  adions,  viz.  to  burn  the  public 
magazines  ;   to  declare  and  refolve  againft  the  payment  of  public 
impods  ;  to  fearch  the  houfes  of  individuals  with  an  armed  force, 
and  threaten  the  lives  of  citizens,  with  feveral  other  inconveniences, 
manifeded  and  executed  in  a  fpirit  of  infubordination  to  the  go- 
vernment, and  the  didblution  of  every  good  principle  of  fociety, 
€hara6lerifed  by  traits  unworthy  of  perfons  who  poflefs  any  dimu- 
ius  of  refpeA  for  themfelves,  or  attachment  to  their  country. 
However,  it  has  been  fome  confolation  to  us  to  perceive  that  thefe 
proceedings  are  held  in  abhorrence  by  the  greated  part  of  the 
kingdom,  and  regretted  by  perfons  of  credit  and  refpedlability*    It 
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make  me  rerponfible  for  the  confequences  that  inay  refult  frond 
them ;  at  the  fame  time  that  they  feek  to  pervert  the  reditude  of 
■your  intentions  into  turbulence  and  difloyalty  towards  our  graci* 
©us  fovereign,  for  the  purpofe  of  difcouraging  his  Majcfty  from 
purfuing  the  accomplifhment  of  the  beneficent  intentions  manifeft- 
cd^  in  his  royal  muniiicencey  towards  the  people  of  this  ifle. 

Dear  countrymen^  the  confidence  that  you  have  conftantly  .re- 
pofed  in  me  during  my  public  life»  and  in  vtrhich  you  ftill  gene- 
rouily  per fevere»  animates  me  to>3ddrefsyou  with  equal  confidence 
vn  this  important  occafion,  and  to  intreat  you,  in  the  moft  earned 
manner,  to  confute  the  ilanderous  affertions  and  infinuations  of 
your  enemies,  by  purfuing  a  condudl  worthy  of  yourfelves,  and 
not  undeferving  the  approbation  and  favour  of  his  Majefty,  who 
has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  take  upon  himfelf'the  government 
of  our  country,  under  a  free  conftitution,  and  our  own  laws,  after 
having  previoully,  in  the  magnanimity  of  his  heart,  contributed, 
with  his  royal  forces,  to  our  deliverance  from  a  ferocious  enemy, 
who  threatened  us  with  utter  annihilation. 

You  cannot  have  forgotten,  that  the  beneficence  of  his  Majefty 
towards  this  nation  was  manifefted  during  the  diftrefsful  period, 
when  your  necks  were  forcibly  bowed  to  the  French  yoke,  and 
long  before  his  affumption  of  its  government ;  and  I  do  folemnly 
proteft,  that  none  (hall  furpafs  me  in  the  zeal  and  readinefs  with 
which  I  ihall  feel  myfelf  conftantly  animated,  in  fecuring  and  fup- 
porting  his, royal  prerogative  in  this  kingdom; — a  prerogative 
which,  from  a  happy  combination  of  circumftances,  even  indepen- 
«iently  of  his  perfonal  renown  and  magnanimity,  our  gracious  fo« 
vereign  Cannot  exercife  but  for  the  happinefs  of  his  people.  My 
efforts  to  this  end,  though  deriving  additional  ftrength  from  an  ever- 
lafting,  deep,  and  grateful  fenfe  of  perfonal  obligations,  well  I 
know,  would  be  but  too  weak,  if  I  were  to  depend  on  my  indivi* 
dual  means  and  capacity  alone :  but  I  rely,  with  the  utmpft  aflii* 
ranee,  on  the  facred  loyalty  of  your  fentiments  towards  the  King, 
as  well  as  on  your  conftant  aSedion  and  generofity  towards  me, 
that  I  fliall  always  find  you  ready  to  unite  with  me  in  evincing  to 
his  Majefty,  on  all  occafions,  by  your  operations  and  condud,  the 
faithful  fubmiflion  of  this  people  to  his  government,  and  the  high 
rcfped',  veneration,  and  thankfulnefs,  that  his  royal  virtues,  no  lefs 
than  the  multiplied  inftances  of  his  royal  beneficence  towards  this 
country^  have  indelibly  impredcd  on  the  hearts  of  the  Corficans. 

I  therefore  infift  on  earneftly  recommending  to  you  a  becoming 
moderation  ;  a  fubmiffion  to  the  laws,  which  you  muft  look  upon 
as  your  own  work,  and  the  refped  due  to  government,  and  to  th« 
reprefentatives  of  that  gracious  fovereign,  on  whofe  munificence 
and  goodnefs  chiefly  refts  the  profped  of  the  future  profperiiy  of 
this  iiland — Wait  with  patience  andcalmnefs  for  the  re-affembling 
of  your  Parliament,  which  will  take  place  ere  lopg ;  and  then 

alone 
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addrefs  yon  on  this  occafion  ;  not  only  to  confound  the  (landerout 
ifiTinuatioos  iflfued  againft  me,  but  to  enligbten  vou  with  rtCpeSt  to 
your  moft  important  interefts  and  concerns,  at  lo  alarming  acrifls^ 
I't'hich  you  can  coniider  in  no  other  light  than  as  the.  work  of  the 
fecrec  machinations  of  fome  inlidious  individuals,  who  are  the  in- 
veterate enemies  of  our  prefent  happy  fydem. 

The  difoontent  which  has  of  late,  to  my  great. grief,  manifeiled 
itfelf  throughout  the  ifland,  againfl  fome  of  the^  individuals  em- 
ployed by  goveiiiment,  in  a  fubordinate  (lationy  hath  occafioned 
rcmonftrances  from  different  quarters  to  his  Majefly-s  reprefenta- 
tive  in  this  country. — There  can  be  doubt  but  that,  in  fo  doing, 
you  have  availed  yourfelves  of  a  right  folemnly  confecrated  by  the 
conftitutional  ad ;  and  I  (hall  not  attempt  to  conceal  from  you^ 
that  I  think  your  complaints  are  grounded  on  fads,  which  are 
fcarcely  liable  to  any  foiid  objedion  :  if,  therefore,  they  ihall  be 
found  conformable  to  the  laws,  and  to  have  been  expreifed  with 
the  refped  due  to  the  dignified  charader  of  the  perfon,  under  whofe 
confideration  they  are  legally  to  come,  you  are  intitl^d  to  exped, 
from  his  known  wifdom  and  zeal  for  your  welfare,  that  attention 
will  be  paid  to  your  wifhes.  ' 

You  (hall  have  my  fupport,  as  long.as  your  wifhes  /hall  be 
marked  by  the  charader i (lies  I  have  mentioned ;  but  I  (hall  be  the 
iirft  to  raife  my  voice  againft  them,  and  to  (hew  my  refentment^ 
in  union  with  alt  the  loyal  fubjedsof  his  Majefty,  asfoonas  they  « 
ihall  be  foundteha/vea  tendency  toconipromifethe  national  honour, 
and  coftfequcntly  liable  to  incur  the  jufl:  indignajtion  of  our  com« 
mon«gracious  fovereign. 

I  (hall  not  diiremble  to  yoo,  that  I  entertain  fome  doubts,  not  as 
to  the  fubftance  of  your  petitions,  but  as  to  the  time  chofen  for 
prefenting  them :  but  I  am  willing  to  believe,  that  if  you  have 
miflaken*  the^  proper  time  ornrK>de  of  delivering  it,  you  have  \  not 
forgotten  the  decency  and  refped  that  are  due  to  government.  I 
muitnoc  fsil,  at  the  fame  time,  on  this  occafion  to  recal  to  your 
mind,  that  there  are  among  you  many  old,  as  well  as  recent'enc« 
mies  of  our<  liberty  and  welfare,  who,  notwith(tanding  we  have 
firuftrated  their  repeated  efibrts  to  oppofe  the  vin^dication  of  our 
national  independence,  and  our  fubfequent  happy  union  with  the 
Brtti(h  empire,  (lill  indulge  the  wicked  hope  of  fucceeding  at  laft 
in  their  perfidious  deftgns,  and  endeavout  to  avail  themfelves  of  the 
prefent  circutnftancts,  in  order  to  break  the  recent.bonds  of  unkm 
that  conned  m  with  that  mighty  nation^  and  to  deprive  us  of  the 
bleflingsof  our  happy  fituatton,  in  the  attainment  of  which  fo 
much*  blood  has  been-ihed.  I  am  fy\\y  aware,  that  aU  their  povirere 
are  now  exerting  in  the  defperate  attempt ;  and  to  their  perfidious 
infHgatioos  alone,  I  mufl  impute  the  illegal  proceedings,  which,  I 
bear,  have  occurred  in  Tome  placee,  and  of  which  calumny  is  eager 
te  hnad'Oiejtt^  an  accomi^icei^  nay,  as  the  principal  author)  end  to 
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Conddering  that  this  tranquillity  cannot  be  diAurbed,  nor  the 
folidity  of  thefe  principles  ihaken  or  impaired^  by  the  enlargement 
of  an  aged  valetudinarian^  worn  out>vith  infirmities,  generally  ac- 
knowledged principally  to  arife  from  his  long  imprifonmqnt  in  an 
unwholefome  habitation,  and  in  a  climate  unfriendly  to  his  con- 
ftitution,  by  whofe  influence  his  health  has  been  confiderably 
impairQci. 

Confidering  finally,  that  the  decree  of  the  12th  Meflidor  uh. 
pointed  at  the  approaching  period,  on  which  the  members  of  the 
Bourbon  family,  who  are  imprifoned  at  Marfeilles,  might  expert  a 
term  to  their  imprifonment,  and  that  the  negotiation  was  far  ad. 
vancedj  relative  to  the  exchange  of  the  daughter  of  the  late  King 
of  the  French,  warrant  us  to  believp  that  no  political  convenience 
can  be  injured  by  the  zQ.  of  juftice  which  the  petitioner  folicits : 
Refolved  for  the  prefent, 

I.  That  Louis  Francois  Jofeph  Bourbon  Conti  {hall  be  im- 
mediately liberated. 

II.  That  he  (hall  retire  into  the  commune  of  Autun,  thereto 
refide  provifionally  under  the  infpedion  of  the  municipality,  and 
beftow  on  the  re-eflabliftiment  of  his  health,  every  remedy,  and 
mode  of  cure  which  that  fituation,  and  its  mineral  waters  may  af- 
ford. 

They  alfo  refolve  for  the  prefent,  that  Louifa-Maria-Terefa- 
Bathilde,  of  Orleans,  of  the  Bourbon  family,  likewife  imprifoned 
for  the  motives  and  for  the  fame  period,  in  the  Fort  Jean  at  Mar- 
feilles,  and  in  whofe  favour  militate  all  the  above-mentioned  con- 
fidcrations,  fhall  immediately  be  fet  at  liberty,  on  condition  that 
Ihe  retire  to  the  commune  of  Moulins,  there  provifionally  to  re- 
inain  under  the  infpedlion  of  the  municipality. 

The  procurator  of  the  commune  of  IVfarfeilles  is  charged  with 
the  execution  of  the  prefent  decree.

DECREE  RELATIVE  TO  THE  FRENCH  COLONIES. 

In  the  National  Convent  ion^  on  the  4th  o/AuguJi,  the  following  Decrei 

was  paff'ed : 

TTHE  French  colonies  in  the  old  and  new  world  form  an  intc- 
^  gral  part  of  the  French  Republic,  and  are  fubje£t  to  the 
fame  conditutional  laws. 


THE  NETHERLANDS. 

Report  frefented  to  the  National  Convention  in  the  Beginning  of  Sept* 
1795,  iy  Roiertjotf  refpe£ling  the  future  Boundaries  of  the  French 
Empire. 

TXTHAT  naturally  pref^nts  it(*elf  firft,  is  the  queftion,  whether 
it  behoves  the  Republic  to  unite  the  countries  conquered 
by  the  armies  of  the  north,  the  Sambrc  and  the  MeuTe,  tp  its 
territory ;  whether  this  union  fhall  comprehend  the  whole,  or 
only  a  part;  and  in  this  cafe  what  (hould  be  the  limits  ? 

This  propofition  requires  the  mod  ferious  examination  :  I  (hall 
confidcr  it  in  every  point  of  view. 

The  French  nation^  finding  itfelf  in  a  capacity  to  ai£iate  the 
terms  of  peace  to  a  formidable  enemy,  (hould  didate  it  with  all 
the  conditions  t^at  may  tend  to  increafe  his  weaknefs^  and  to  fe-* 
cure  its  own  force. 

As  the  boundaries  are  to  be  fixed  by  the  treaty  of  peace,  they 
(hould  be  traced  fo  as  to  fecure  the  utmoft  (lability  ;  and  the  ar« 
tides  of  the  treaty  (hould  be  calculated  to  prevent  any  future  dif* 
putes. 

Ambition^  jealoufy,  and  a  fpirit  of  rival(hip,  may  again  in« 
ducetbaf  enemy^  in  other  times  and  places,  toattempt  frefh^en- 
terprizes  againft  the  French  nation;  this  treaty  (hould  diminifh 
as  far  as  poflible  his  means,  if  it  cantiot  deftroy  them  entirely. 
The  difpolition  of  the  convention  (hould  be  fo  defined,  as  for 
every  claufe  to  tend  to  the  advantage  and  e(labli(hment  of  the  Re« 
public. 

Thefe  principles  being  granted,  and  it  is  impoHible  to  conteft 
tbeir  juftnefsi  we  can  eaOly  refolve  the  propofed  quedion. 

S  a  There 
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Tfierc  are  generally  three  opinions  with  regard  to  the  future 
ftate  of  the  conquered  countries. 

One  opinion  is,  that  it  is  confiftcnt  with  found  policy  and 
juftice  to  abandon  thefe  countries,  and  refume  our  own  frontier, 
contenting  ourfelves  with  having  repulfed  the  enemy* 

Another  is,  to  carry  the  limits  of  our  territory  to  the  courfe  of 
the  Meufc. 

The  third  is,  to  carry  them  to  the  Rhine. 

The  firft  mud  have  its  fupport,  on  the  neceflity  of  making 
peace,  on  the  inconvenience  that  might  refult  from  too  extenfive 
territory,  and  on  the  neceflity  for  depriving  the  enemy  of  every 
reafon  or  pretext  to  attack  us  ;  attempts,  which  he  wo\ild  not 
fail  to  make,  fay  the  partizans  of  this  opinion,  if  he  were  de- 
prived of  countries,  the  lofs  of  which  mutt  occafion  a  lading  re- 
'  fentmcnt  and  regret. 

The  fecond  is  founded  on  this  con (i deration,  that  the  territory, 
comprehended  between  the  Meufe  and  the  ocean,  belonging  to 
France,  will  facilitate  and  promote  the  advantages  to  be  expeded 
from  the  opening  of  the  Scheldt  and  the  navigation  of  the  Meufe, 
fccured  by  the  treaty  of  peace  with  Holland.  ' 

On  this  principle,  that  it  is  jutt  and  proper  that  the  French  na- 
tion ftiould  be  indemnified  for  her  expences  in  defending  her 
liberty  by  thofe  who  ft  rove  to  ravilh  it  from  her  ; 

On  the  alTurance  that  this  territory,  from  the  richnefs  of  its 
foil,  and  induftry  of  its  inhabitants,  cannot  fail  of  being  profitable 
to  the  Republic. 

Thofe  who  maintain  this  opinion,  think  that  a  greater  extent 
'  of  territory  would  not  be  advantageous. 

I^aftly,  the  third  is  founded  on  the  principle  of  giving  a  firm 
eftablilhment  to  the  Republic,  which  they  think  can  only  be 
done  by  making  the  Rhine  its  boundan'  ; 

On  the  impoffibility  in  which  Auftria,  with  fuch  limits,  would 
be  placed,  of  forming  frefh  enterprises  againft  the  French  ; 

On  the  indemnify  juftly  due  to  the  nation  for  the  expences  of 
a  three  years  war  ; 

On  the  obflacles  which  this  arrangement  would  put  to  the  am- 
bition of  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  the  power  of  which  it  is  nccelTary 
to  diminifh. 

It  is  founded  alfo  on  the  neceflity  for  opening  frefh  fMnces  of 
commerce,  which  the  union  of  all  this  country  would  aifure  us, 
by  enabling  ils  to  form  a  beneficial  commercial  intercourfe  whh 
the  north,  and  fomc  of  the  circles  of  Germany,  and  to  augment 
onr  maritime  trade. 

Hence  alfo  would  refult  the  free  navigation  of  the  Rhine,  the 
fmalleft  interruption  of  which  renders  whatever  other  portions 
of  it  we  might  poflefs  of  no  advantage,  whilft  the  profits  of  its  co- 
ti^e  navigntion  are  incalculable. 

T« 
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To  thcfc  Cdnfidetatloni  are  to  be  added,  the  certainty  of  hence 
ropplantingy  in  fome  important  branches  of  commerce,  the  Eng-* 
liihi  our  mod  ardent  enemies ;  the  good  difpofition  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  countries  between  the  Meufe  and  the  Rhine,  ivhp 
have  repeatedly  addreflfed  the  National  Convention  to  be  incorpo- 
rated with  the  Republic,  and  the  general  with  of  the  French  peo- 
ple to  make  peace  only  on  favourable  condition^. 

Firji  Opinion,"^ A  Return  to  th  antient  Limits^ 

I  ihall  not  dwell  long  in  refuting  this  opinion  ;  it  is  chiefly 
that  of  the  partizans  of  Auftria,  and  of  thofc  who  too  readily 
conceive  falfe  aUrirrs. 

In  admitting  this  principle,  we  (hould  voluntarily  give  up  all 
the  advantages  which  France  has  to  expeft  from  the  opening  of 
the  Scheldt,  and  the  navigation  of  the  Mcufe,  which  will  be  two 
great  means  of  c^nriching  the  frontier  departments. 

The  nation  would  degrade  itfclf  in  the  eyes  of  Europe,  if  it 
were  fo  lightly  to  abandon  the  fruits  oT  its  vidtories ;  it  wiiuld 
leave  to  Auftria,  fo  jealous  of  our  profperitv,  all  the  means  of  in- 
juring us  :  for  (he  would  be  enabled  to  break,  whenever. Hie  chofe, 
our  commercial  connexions  in  thofe  countries,  and  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  firft  favourable  occafion  to  overturn  the  edifice  of 
our  liberty,  and  to  rcverige  the  humiliation  which  her  armies  ex- 
perienced in  the  laft  campaign* 

It  would  be  cotiferring  upon  our  enemy  the  means  of  recover- 
ing frdm  the  exhaufted  ftate  into  which  it  has  been  plunged  by 
the  lolTcs  of  the  war,  to  erjable  him  foon  to  rally,  to  form  new 
combinations,  and  taking  advantage  of  our  diiVenfions  or  our 
wants,  by  plans  more  maturely  digefted  and  better  concerted,  to 
levy  a  freih  war  againft  us. 

It  is  then  neither  politic  nor  juft  to  return  to  our  antient  limits. 

Boundary  of  the  Meufe. 

Let  us  now  examine  the  fecond  opinion.-^Although  it  may  be 
mora  calculated,  in  certain  refpedls,  to  confolidate  the  Republic 
tiian  the  firft,  yet  there  are  perfons^who  confider  the  boundary  of 
the  Meufe  as  by  no  means  a  fufficient  or  a  fure  one. 

They  admit,  that  the  French  nation  would,  in  the  countries 
teferved  to  her  by  that  boundary,  have  a  proportionate  indemnity 
for  the  greatcft  part  of  the  expcnces  occafioned  by  the  war  \ 
but  that  is  not  the  only  point  of  view  in  which  the  queflion 
ihould  be  confidered :  we  muft  confider  whether  we  ihould  not 
leave  to  Auftria  the  means  of  re^poireirmg  herfelf  of  the  countries 
thus  retained  by  us  \  and  whether  fuch  a  fettlement  would  be 
conducive  to  a  permanent  peace  ? . 

The  river  of  the  Meufe,  its  bed  and  fltuatlon,  do  not  offer  a 
fuflicient  obftacls  to  prevent  an  enemy  from  attempting  a  pafTage, 

and

tnd  to  invade  the  tenitoty  on  the  other  fide  :  it  cannot  then  ferve 
as  a  frontier  to  fecure  the  country  between  it  and  the  ocean.  Its 
only  ufe  would  be  to  fix  the  limits  betw;een  the  two  powers  free 
from  difpute,  without  pi'efenting  a  rampart^  means  of  fecurity, 
or  fufHcient  points  of  defence. 

The  enemy,  placed  between  the  Meufe  and  the  Rhine,  will 
always  be  able  to  aflemble  his  forces,  to  furniih  himfelf  with 
proviiions,  to  procure  iron  in  great  quantities  for  the  fervice  oi 
the  artillery,  to  equip  his  troops  with  the  cloth  of  Limburg;  the 
territory  furniilies  all  thefe  refources. 

The  country  between  the  Meufe  and  the  Rhine  is  rich  in  po- 
pulation, in  produdlions  of  every  fort,  in  horfes,  induftry,  mines; 
it  required  all  the  courage  of  the  French,  their  enthufiafm  for 
liberty,  that  intrepidity  which  is  acquired  by  a  fucceffion  of  vic- 
tories, the  terror  and  difcouragement  infpired  into  an  enemy 
conftantly  defeated,  the  afcendancy  given  by  the  perfuaGon  that 
men  are  ihedding  their  blood  for  the  falvation  of  their  country, 
and  not  for  a  maftcr  ;  that  they  are  fighting  for  themfelves,  for 
their  own  good  and  that  of  their  brethren — it  required  all  thofe 
caufes  to  enable  the  French  armies  to  drive  the  Auftrians  from 
thefe  countries  beyond  the  Rhine. 

The  limits  fixed  by  the  courfe  of  the  Meufe  do  not  fufficiently 
fecure  the  liberty  of  the  French  people :  the  enemy,  it  is  true, 
would  be  Icfs  powerful  to  declare  war;  but  he  would  ftill  have 
fiifficient  means  to  do  it,  whenever  he  Ihould  think  it  for  his  in- 
terell  to  attack  us. 

Ad^o  ant  ages. of  the  Boundaries  of  the  Rhine  ^ 

Let  us  novv  confider  the  third  opinion,  againft  which  there  is 
a  great  number  of  opponents,  and  which  it  is  perhaps  not  the  in-» 
terefl  of  one  power,  with  whom  we  have  treated,  to  fee  adopted. 

Thofe  who  hold  that  opinion,  are  perfuaded  that  by  the  adop- 
tion of  this  plan,  Auftria  and  the  circles  would  be  difabled  from 
rnaking  frelh  enterprizes.  This  river  differs  much  from  the 
Meufe.  Its  current  is  more  rapid  ;  its  bed  is  generally  of  double 
the  width  ;  its  depth  is  proportionally  great  J  it  is  in  every  refped^ 
more  difficult  in  its  navigation  and  piflTage. 

In  taking  the  Rhine  for  our  boundary,  there  is  then  greater 
fecurity  than  in  taking  the  Meufe  ;  but  that  is  not  the  only  con- 
fideration  that  fhould  make  us  aJTume  the  Rhine  for  our  frontier. 

I  have  already  obferved,  that  the  country  between  the  Meufe 
and  the  Rhine  offers  immenfe  refources  to  the  enemy  that  may 
occupy  it  ;  and  that  he  -would  always  find  abundance  of  provi- 
itons,  and  other  articles  neceffary  for  an  army.  It  is  then  our 
intereft.to  take  advantage  of  circumftances  to  flrip  our  enemy  of 
thofe  poiTeflions,  the  benefits,  refulting  from  which  would  be 'the 
greater  to -us  :  as  the  Auftrians,  forced  to  occupy  the  right  bank 
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of  the  Rhine,  could ^not  maintain  themfelves  there  long,  but  at-t 
conliderable  expence^  which  wonW  foon  oblige  them  to  ceafehofr 
tiltties. 

For  many  years  we  have  felt  the  ambition  of  the  houfe  of 
Auftria;  this  iaft  war  is  a  convincing  pVoof  of  it*  It  was  lefs 
to  reftore  the  ci-devant  king  to  his  priiline  privileges,  than  to 
wreft  fome  province  from  France,  that  Aiiftria  entered  into  the 
coalition.  To  ft  rip  that  houfc  of  a  territory  that  rnay  ferve  to 
nourifh  its  ambition,  to  force  It  to  content  itfelf  with  a  dominion 
which  good  policy  can  maintain,  and  of  which  nature  has  traced 
the  limits,  would  be  to  ferve  the  intereft  of  the  nation. 

Our  generofity  towards  fuch  an  enemy  fliould  not  be  fo  great, 
as  to  make  us  lofe  fight  of  the  happinefs  of  our  fellow-citizens 
for  the  time  to  come.  Thefe  motives  alone  might  be  fufficient 
to  determine  Frenchmen  to  extend  their  boundary  to  the  Rhine  ; 
but  there  are  other  confiderations  which  the  partizans  of  that  opi- 
nion may  urge,  ^nd  which  fliall  be  developed.  ^  ^ 

It  imports  us  to  endeavour  to  acouire  an  advantageous  balance 
of  trade,  fince  that  is  the  fource  or  relative  power.  It  is  well 
known,  that  hitherto  it  has  been  againft  ifs,  though  nature  has 
been  favourable  to  the  French,  and  their  genius  has  urged  theni 
to  attain  it. 

Now  It  is  eafy  to  prove  that  France,  by  this  union,  will  obtain 
that  advantage,  fmce  to  the  eiFe£ls  of  her  own  induftry  and  the 
produce  of  her  foil,  will  be  added  all  that  is  the  refult  of  both  in 
the  new  territory.  Thefe  countries  are  enriched  with  ^  producQ 
that  by  more  than  two-thirds  exceeds  their  confumption. 

Another  motive,  not  lefs  urgent  for  the  prefervation  of  this/ 
country,  is  the  prodigious  advantage  that  would  refult  from  the. 
ftee  navigation  of  the  river.  Aflured  already  by  what,  we  pof- 
fefs,  and  by  a  treaty  with  Holland,  of  a  confiderable  part  of  its 
courfe,  (hall  we  without  neceflity  deprive  ourfelves  of  the  pro- 
rpeft  of  advantage  beyond  calculation,  and  confent  to  barriers, 
and  interruptions  that  would  ferye  only  to  impoverifh  |js,  and  to 
enrich  our  neighbours  or  our  enemies  r 

But  one  of  the  great  caufes  that  fhould  engage  us  to  take  the 
courfe  of  the  Rhine  for  our  frontier  is,  that  we  iball  be  enabled 
(0  appropriate  to  ourfelves  fome  cpnfiderable  branches  of  com- 
merce, which  England  has  got  hold  of.  In  uniting  thefe  coun** 
tries  to  France,  we  fliall  immediately  releafe  them  from  the  re- 
ftridions  that  were  put- upon  their  trade  ;  they  will  at  once  have 
the  liberty  of  exporting  freely  ;  they  will  furnilh  the  fame  com- 
modities with  the  Englifh ;  and  the  moderate  price  of  labour,  the^ 
facility  of  tranfport,  tlie  exemption  from  taxes  of  pafTage  (per-f 
mits)  will  foon  eftablifli  a  competition  that  will  fet  the  Engli(l\ 
at }  diftancei  fmce  they  v^ill  not  be  able  to  furniQi  articles  at  fa 
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lo^  1'  price,  and  the  Republic  will  enjoy  dircftly  that  branch  of 
commerce,  to  the  exclufion  of  its- enemies. 

Many  other  collateral  advantages  will  ariie  ;  arts  and  induilry 
will  acquire  a  fre(h  fpring ;  the  greateft  part  of  the  neighboiiring 
nations  will,  in  preference,  purchafe  in  the  united  countries,  and 
commercial  connexions  extending  will  increafe  the  commerce  of 
the  French  nation. 

^Jh  of  the  Inhabitants  t<f  he  incorporated  ivith  Francf, 

Another  reafon  for  retaining  the  country  to  the  Rhine  arifes 
from  the  wi(h  fo  often  expreflfed,  and  declared  at  your  bar,  of  a 
majority  of  the  inhabitants.  Wrthout  doubt  there  are  amongft 
them  fome  enemies  to  the  liberty  of  nations,  brought  up  in  the 
midft  of  oppreflion,  with  prejudices  in  favour  of  flavery,  and  in-r 
terefted,  perhaps,  in  the  maintenance  of  the  old  fyftem.  Thefe 
perfonages  would,  no  doubt,  wifh  to  eflablifh  their  will,  as  that 
of  their  fellow-citizens  ;  but  you  have  only  to  traverfe  thofecoun* 
tries  to  be  convinced  of  the  contrary* 

Great  errors  prevail  refpeAing  the  ftate  of  thofe  countries,  [t 
IS  commonly  thought  that  they  are  lefs  enlightened  than  the 
French ;  and  it  has  been  imagined  that  the  climate  and  manners 
are  fo  different,  that. our  principles  and  our  revolution  could 
never  take  root  there ;  that  their  union  to  France  would  be  a  new 
fource  of  troubles,  and  that  the  effects  of  it  might  even  fpread  into 
the  interior  of  our  departments. 

They  are  held  to  be  entire  ftrangers  to  our  caufe  ;  nevertbelefs 
they  follow  the  progrefs  of  the  revolution  with  an  a(loni(7ting  ac- 
tivity ;  they  execute,  in  a  great  meafure,  the  French  laws ;  they 
created,  at  the  moment  of  invalion,  admini(lrations  iimilar  to  our 
departments  and  diftri3s ;  they  eftabliflied  tribunals,  juftices  of 
the  peace,  and  municipalities.— •The  great  epochs  of  the  revoluo 
tion  are  celebrated,  as  in  France,  by  civic  fcftivais. 

There  is  a  mixture,  indeed,  of  idipms,  but  the  French  Ian*r 
guage  is  generally  fpoken,  particularly  fmce  the  entrance  of  the 
French  armies.  J^here  is  no  more  difference  between  thofe 
people  and  ours,  than  there  is  between  the  people  of  our  northern 
and  the  fouthei-n  departments.  Their  ufages  and  cufloms  are 
indeed  different,  but  they  are  more  fuitable  to  a  republican  go- 
vernment even  than  our  own. 

The  abolition  of  religious  worfhip  was,  it  is  true,  an  infur- 
mountable  obftacle  to  the  union ;  but  as  the  people  will  have  the 
fneans  of  following  it  as  ti^ey  think  proper,  and  as  the  civil  re- 
form of  the  clergy  will  not  deprive  them  of  that  confolation,  that 
obftacle  will  fubfift  no  longer.  Leave  to  this  people  its  form  of 
worfhip  and  its  miniflers,  its  ceremonies,  and  its  creeds,  and  you 
will  attach  it  to  your  princi|)Jes,  your  lot  and  liberty, 
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Primifis  made  to  the  Inhalitants* 

Votgei  not  that  you  gaire  re^/bn  to  the  people  to  exp^£l  tht^ 
Union ;  they  trufted  to  your  word.  The  reprefentatives  of  thd 
people^  Whd  muft  be  slc^tiaint^d  with  your  intentions,  proclainiecl 
It  loudly.  Your  committees  of  government  recommended  that 
the  minds  of  thofe  people  (hould  be  prepared  for  an  union  with 
France.  Steady  to  ftilfil  yoUr  piirpofes^  they  omitted  no  opportu^ 
nity  of  freely  declaring  that  we  (hould  foon  be  brethren  and  friends;. 
Will  you,  when  you  can  put  yout  prpmifes  in  execution,  break 
them,  to  their  lofs  tnd  your  (hame  r  No  \  your  good  faith  woulct 
urge  you  to  th6  performance  of  them;  even  if  the  general  intereft 
did  not  prefcribe  it. 

Another  moti'Oe  is,  an  Iridemnity  for  thi-Expericei  of  ihe  PVar. 

Finally,  after  fo  many  vi£lories  and  fucceflfes  over  the  (;oaIition^ 
after  the  French  nation  has  exhauded  itfelf  io  fuAatning  a  war 
made  againft  it  by  injudice,  hatred  of  liberty,  jealoufy  of  its 
rifing  profperity,  and  all  the  paHions  united  to  link  and  dedroy  it, 
will  it  be  politic,  will  it  be  right  to  exadl  no  indemnity  froni  our 
enemiesi  to  take  no  meafure  for  retrieving  our  iintncesi  increafing 
our  commerce,  opening  our  ports  to  abundance  of  produftionsp 
tod  thus  repairing  the  lofles  which  the  war  has  occafioned  ?  Is  it 
becoming  fo  generoufly  to  devote  ourfelves  to  weaknefs  and  to 
want,  when  we  have  the  means  of  fatisfying  the  latter^  and  repair* 
iog  the  former }  We  ihould  iniift,  then,  on  this  indemnity.  It 
is  to  be  found  in  the  retention  of  the  extenfive  countries  now  occu*^ 
pied  by  our  armies. 

Our  firft  objed  in  terminating  the  war,  in  making  peace  with 
the  powers  ranged  againft  us,  is  to  eftablilh  the  Republic^  Tho 
happinefs  and  profperity  of  France  depend  on  that  government. 
What  nations  will  dare  to  venture  upon  our  territory,  when  we 
are  fortified  with  fuch  means  of  refiftance  i  What  potentates 
when  we  have  a  frontier  fo  eafy  to  defend,  a  force  (o  formidable 
2nd  compact  will  dare  to  attack  us  ? 

Peace  is  not  onlv  the  means  of  confolidatlng  the  Republic;  ouif 
tnemies  might  agam  attempt,  when  recovered  from  their  exhauded 
ftatei  to  overturn  the  edifice  of  our  liberty  ;  but  with  pdace,  an  in-^ 
creafe  of  territoryi  an  augmented  force  and  increafed  riches,  the 
revolution  is  confirmed,  the  Republic  eftablilhed,  and  the  profpe- 
rity of  the  nation  fecured  for  ever  ! 

The  queftioHy  whether  the  Netherlands  Jbould  orjhould  not  he  incof;* 
foraied  with  Prance  f  was  ordered  to  be  again  Jaken  into  eofj/ideration

TJE  ftatcd,  how  unworthy  it  would  be  of  the  French  people  to 
**  abandon  a  natron  to  which  they  had  promired  liberty,  to  the 
refcntments  of  Hs  old  rulers.  He  thought  the  Republic  intercfttd 
in  this  cafe,  in  fulfilling  the  engagements  (he  had  contraded.  It 
is  of  importance  to  us,  faid  he,  not  to  allow  Auftria  to  approach 
our  frontiers,  .and  to  withdraw  from  them  as  far  as  pofSblc,  thole 
governments  that  will  ftill  for  a  long  time  be  our  {ccret  cnemits. 
It  is  of  impqrtance  to  us  to  multiply  our  refources  of  commerce  and 
navigation,  arid  hot  to  feparate  ourfclves  from  Holland,  where 
England  will  unccftifingly  multiply  her  intrigues  and  plots,  to  reco- 
ver there  her  old  dcfpotilm.  It  is  important  to  us  that  the  Belgians 
and  people  6f  Lie^e  (hall  be  no  further  fiec,  but  as  they  fhall  be- 
come French,  to  defeat  the  ftratagcm'sof  the  malevolent,  who,  as 
was  the  cafe  at  the  commencement  of  the  revolution,  may  try  to 
detach  from  France  the  northern  departments  and  Pas  de  Calais, 
And  finally,  it  is  important  to  us  to  increafc  (till  the  pledge  of  our 
affignats,  by  that  immenfe  quantity  bf  ecclefiaftical  and  emigrant 
property,  which  we  (hall  find  in  thofc  countries  as  foon  as  their 
union  with  France  (hall  be  pronounced,  and  which  «miount  at  Icall 
to  the  Value  of  two-thirds  of  our  afl'rgnats.  Thcfe  condderatiuns 
alike  apply  to  the  other  countries  fubdued  by  our  victorious  arms, 
it  woula  be  as  daft^Hly  as  imprudent  to  furrcndcr  them  once  again 
to  6ur  enctnies.  A  thoufand  times  have  you  crowned  with  your 
'  applaufcs  thofe  who  declared  that  th6  Rhine  was  the  natural  barrier 
of  the  Republic.  Thcfe  priridplesare  ihofe  of  your  eomtnittee ; 
but  we  can  at  this  time  declare  our  will  relative  to  a  great  part  of 
ilie  conquered  territories ;  there  is  n'othing  in  our  treaties  with 
Pru(lia  and  HelTc  Caflel  that  t^pofes  fuch  a  mcafure*  The  intc- 
yeft  of  the  commonwealth,  the  necefKty  of  depriving  the  Emperor 
of  every  hope  of  making  peace  at  the  expence  of  Belgium,  the  de- 
fire  of  extending  the  empire  of  liberty ;  every  thing,  in  fhort,  calls 
on  you  to  determine  without  delay  on  this  great  queftion.  Tfic 
following  is  what  I  have  to  propofc  as  the  plan  of  a  decree  on  the 
conquered  territories ; 

I,  The  decrees  prccedingly  enabled  for  uniting  to  France  the  dc- 
J)artmelnt6of  Gemappc,  Auftrian  Flanders,  Brabant,  the  territory 
Cf  Li<^ge,  &c.  (hall  be  carried  into  execution  without  delay. 

IL  All  the  other  countries  which  the  houfe  of  Auftria  po(re(rcd 
^  the  commenceoient  of  th^  .ivar^  on  the  French  fide  of  the  Rhine» 
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Tuchas  Li4nbourg,  LuxemUouigf  ikc.  ;sgrev^fo;aCQroorate.d  yiri.d^ 
France,  «s  are  lik^ wife  thofeifpccijipdia  lh«jtr^y,pf.g^  cgiiV 
eluded  between  the  French  ajul  Batavian  Republics*  \ 

III.  The  French  Republic  accepts- alfo .thpdcfirc  cMreffe^  fox* 
the  union  of  the  cities  of  Ypresi  Nsu»ui;,  JowfOay*  Ghept,.  f^rid! 
Mons.  .      .'       ,   .

h  the  National  Convention  j  on  it  he  tfi^fOBoUr^  Merlin^  of  Dwas, 
in  the  name  of  the  Committee  of  Puiiic  ff^elfan;  read  ajecmd  tifn$ 
his  Report  on  the  Union  of  Belgium  and  the  Country  if  Liege ^  Juhm 
milting  his  Plan  of  Decree  to  the  Difcuffton  if  the  Converitiai.  .  j 

TJE  recalled  to  the  mind  of  the  convention  the  dec/ees  of  the  15th 
"*^  of  December,  1792,  of  the  31ft  of  January,  17.9  J,  of  the  2d* 
of  March,  &c.  which  ordered  the  convocation  of  the  primary 
ailemblies  in  sBelgi^nn,  and  in  the  country  of  J^i^l^  and  acc6ded 
to  the  wi(h  of  the  citizens  of  thofe  countries.  He  itated  fome  hSi^' 
with  a.  view  .to.  refute  the  csjumnies  fpread  by  Dumourier  and  h'ii 
partizans  againft  the  liberty  granted  to  thofe  citizens  to  declare 
their  wUl,     , 

Whilft  you-  iflued  thcfe  decrees,  (continued  he,)  vvhJlft  by  wife 
deliberations  you  aggrandi;»ed  the  dooninion  of  liberty,  intrigue  andf 
the  force  of  arms  aded  in  concert,  to  deliver  .up  your  own  terri- 
tory to  -the  cpaUtion  of  kings !  Ciur  generous  warriors  were  obli- 
ged to  evacuate  dicceflively  the  country  of  It^iege^  Brabant,  the 
county  of  Naoaur,  JFlandcrs,^  H^^inajult,  and  the  county  of  Tour-f 
nay  ;  however,  in  evacuating  thefe  places,  they  fworc  by  theit 
arms  to  return  vidorious ;  and  foon  after,  when  reinforced  by 
thofe  brilliant  yquths,  of  whom  your  decree  of  the  23d  of  Auguft,' 
1793,  had  fuddenly  eftabliihed  tbrmidable  Jegions,  they  fulfilled 
their  oath.  The  vi£lories  of  Moubron,  of  Courtray,  of  Fletlrus,'^ 
br6ke  the  new  yoke  which  AuHria  had  impofed  on  tnd  unfottunat  j 
Belgians;  and  on  the  loth  of  .Thermidor,  that  ever-memorable 
qay  when  the  National  Convention  ftrpck  within  tbeir  own  alTem** 
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bly  the  oionfters  who  tyrannifcd  France,  our  armed  brethren  re^ 
Acred  liberty  to  the  brave  people  of  Liege,  and  drove  from  that 
country  the  prieils,  who  had  again  feized  the  fceptre  of  defpotifm, 
^s  well  as  the  fword  of  vengeance. 

Then  arofe  ihe  qucflioh,  whether  the  decrees  of  union,  pafled 
in  the  jpreceding  year»  ought  to  be  e^cecuted  or  reported  ?  a  qucf- 
tion  which  has  fo  long  been  adjourned  ;  but  it  ought  now  to  be 
refumed,  and  fubmltted  to  adifcuifion  worthy  of  the  reprefentativcs 
of  a  great  people. 

This  queftion,  as  you  fee,  is  complex,  and  muft  be  reduced  to 
the  following  three  points : 

I  ft.  What  part  does  juftice  command  us  to  take  with  i^gard 
to  the  people  of  Liege,  and  thofe  of  Belgia  } 

2d.  What  Sfre  the  interefls  of  the  French  Republic  in  this 
ipfpca? 

'3d.  Is  it  prudent,  is  it  politic,  under  exifling  circumftances,  to 
pome  to  a  decifion  upon  this  point  ? 

With  regard  to  the  firft  quedion,  there  is  one  principle  which 
•  feems  alone  fufficient  to  influence  a  decifion,  namely,  contradls 
between  nations  are  as  obligatory  as  thofe  between  individuals. 
•  When  the  people  of  Liege  and  of  Belgia  had  voted  for  thcii* 
^pnion  yrit^i  the  Republic,  and  when  you  acceded  to  their  wifh, 
ffoni  that  moment  acontraA  exifted  between  them  and  the  French 
people,  in  the  name  of  whom  you  had  united  them  together :  a 
cor)tra£t  which  at  prefent. ought  neither  to,|}e  t>foken>  nor  to  re* 
ipain  ysr^thout  execution, 

.  Is  vt  in  your  power  to  detach  from  the  great  fociety  of  which  the 
the  French  Republic  is  compofed,  the  departments  of  the  North, 
cf  the  Pas  de  Calais,  of  the  Upper  or  Lower  Rhine  i  No !  cer- 
tainly, Welly  according  to  principles,  the  inhabitants  of  thefo 
four  departments  have  no  more  right  to  remain  {frenchmen  than 
the  people  of  Belgium  and  of  Liege« 

Would  it  i^pt|  bei}des,  be  ap  infult  tp  the  national  charaficr,  to 
(iippofe  you  capable  of  reftoring  to  their  ancient  mailers,  men 
whofp  fetters  you  have  yourfelves  broken,  and  whom  you  your- 
(elves  baye  invited  to  enjoy  the  bleflings  of  liberty. 

Let  us  not  be  told  that  without  replacing  them  under  the  yoke  of 
their  former  itiafters,  there  is  po  neceflity  for  rendering  them 
Frenchmen,  and  that  it  would  be  fuflficient  to  form  them  into  a 
feparate  Republic,  in  order  to  render  them  as  free  as  they  would 
1^^  by  ^n  union  with  France,  ' 

This  idea  we  know  is  very  pleafing  to  the  friends  of  England, 
who,  in  its  execution,  already  fee  infallible  meaps  of  /peedily 
producing  a  civil  war  in  Belgium,  and  by  that  means,  of  bringing 
them  under  the  reign  of  a  new  Stadtholder,  which  the  houfe  of 
^runfwick  keeps  ready  for  them  ;  and  particularly  of  breaking 
without  the  leait  effort,  by  phyfically  feparating  us  from  Holland^ 
{jY  '^  iatermedii^te  ftate^^  the  tips  of  ftUifUicp  which  unite  the  Bata« 
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vian  Republic  with  that  of  France:  an  alllantei  the  happy ^fFeda 
of  which  the  Englifh  government  has  well  calculated  to  us  and  uur 
fiicndsy  as  well  as  the  fatal  confequences  which  muft  rcfult  from 
it  to  them  and  their  adherents. 

But  above  all,  it  is  impoflible  for  any  man  of  common  fcnfe  not 
to  fee  that  the  intered  of  the  Republic  accords  with  its  duty,  and  * 
that  in  this  cafe,  as  well  as  iii  all  others,  it  is  of  confequence  for 
the  Republic  to  b^  juft. 

It  is,  indeed,  of  confequence  to  the  Republic,  that  the  houfe 
of  Auftria  (hould  never  more  enter  a  country,  which,  by  keeping 
it  in  perpetual  contact  with  us,^wouId  make  it  continue  to  be  what 
it  has  long  been,  the  caufc  and  the  theatre  of  two  or  three  wars  in 
every  century,  as  long  as  they  vvere  bloody. 

It  is  of  confequence  to  the  Republic,  that  the  houfe  of  Auftria 
fliould  no  longer  find,  in  the  riches  of  thofe  countries,  refourccsto 
nourifli  its  ambition,  in  order  incelTantly  to  difturb  the  tranquillity 
of  Europe, 

It  is  of  confequence  to  the  Republici  to  multiply  its  means  of 
defence  agjainft  governments,  who,  even  after  having  laid  down  the 
arms  which  they  at  prefent  carry  againd  it,  will  ever  remain  itk 
fecret  enemies,  and  will  not  be  long  in  finding  out  a  favourable 
moment  for  declaring  a  new  war. 

It  is  of  confequence  to  the  Republic  to  fccure  a  preponderance 
in  the  fcale  of  commerce,  and  to  take  from  the  Engmh  fevcral 
branches  of  the  trade  which  they  carry  on  with  fo  much  advan- 
tage ;  and  confeauently,  not  to  fufFcr  to  efcape  from  its  hands  the 
incalculable  pront  to  be  derived  from  the  poircflion  of  a  country 
the  productions  of  which  condantly  exceed  the  wants  of  its  nume* 
roos  population,  by  two-thirds. '  Not  to  be  deprived  of  the  advan- 
tages fecured  by  the  free  navigation  of  the  rivers  and  canals,  which 
have  always  proved. the  greateil  fources  of  public  profperity ;  to 
entertain  with  the  Batavian  Republic  immediate  conncdionS^ 
which  woiild  weaken  daily,  and  would  entirely  be  annulled,  if  an 
immediate  neighbourhood  did  not  exiil  between  the  nations,  and 
iffcntimentsof  amity  were  not  to  be  guaranteed  by  local  proxi- 
mity. 

It  is  of  confequence  to  the  Republic  to  extend  its  territoties  in 
fuch  a  manner  that  the  north  and,  the  fouth  (hould  balance  each 
other,  and  afltbrd  a  reciprocal  fupport,  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the 
central  commune  of  the  government  (hould  no  longer  be  at  fo 
great  a  diftance  from  the  centre  of  the  countries  governed,  as  it  is 
at  prefent ;  in  fuch  a  manner,  in  (hort,  that  Paris  may  fornr  the 
centre  of  a  circle. 

It  is  of  confequence  to  the  Republic,  and  I  call  the  attention  of 
its  true  friends  to  this  point  in  a  particular  manner,\  for  its  objeft 
is  to  defeat  an  intrigue  v^hich  perhaps  has  already  fucceeded  in  a 
(cftaiQ  degro^i  4nd  which  tends  to  nothing  lef^  than  to  the  dif- 
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membtrmcnt  or  dcflruftion  of  the  Republic,  It  is,  I  fay,  of 
confcquence  to  the  KcpubliCy  that  the  inhabit.nits  of  Belgium  and 
tf  Liege  (hmild  be  no  farther  free  and  in^U  pendent  than  a><^  French* 
men.  Why  ? — ficcaufe  if  they  were  to  form  a  fcparate  Republic, 
they  yrould  be  too  weak  to  rcfilt  the  attacks  of  their  ancient 
malicrs,  and  would  ultimately  bo  incapacitated  from  fcrving  us  as 
a  barrier  agninfl  our  natural  enemies ;  bccaufe,  if  they  were  to 
affociatc  themfclvcs  with  the  United  Provinces,  and  were  by  that 
^eans  to  add  their  territorial  power  to  the  maritime  power 
of  Holland,  there  mii^ht,  one  dav  or  other,  proceed,  from 
fuch  amalgamation,  conlequences  which  we  ihould  not  have  much 
reafon  to  be  pleafed  with ;  becuufc,  above  all,  in  this  hill  caic» 
an  immenfc  advantage  would  be  given  to  intriguers.  What  do  I 
fiiy  ?  To  the  confpirators,  who,  at  a  certain  epoch  of  the  rcvohi- 
tion,  have  flattered  themfclvcs  with  the  hopes  of  pcrfuading  the 
departments  of  the  North  and  the  Pas-dc-Calais,  that  their  rii;lu 
and  intereft  accord  in  the  propriety  of  detaching  themfclvcs  fri>in 
France,  to  unite  with  their  ancient  brethren  in  the  Ncthcrlamls 
afnd  to  realize,  in  conjun£lion  with  thetii,  the  ancient  plan  of  a 
confederacy  of  the  fcvcntecn  provinces;  becaufe,  itt  all  events,  the 
French  Reiniblic  mi^ht  one  day  experience,  even  from  the  republi- 
can government  of  Liege  and  Belgium,  an  a£t  of  ingratitude,  ot 
i^'hich  the  moft  modern  diplomatic  fyftem  would  furnilh  an  exam- 
ple. I  mean  to  fay,  that  exerciling  their  right  of  fovcreigntv, 
and  availing  themfelves  of  fome  momentanecnis  embarrafTnicnt  in 
which  France  might  be  involved,  the  Liegois  and  Belgians  might, 
influenced  by  perhdions  counfcis,  enter  into  a  treaty  with  the  ene- 
mies of  the  French  Republic,  by  which  means  we  (hould  be  re- 
duced to  the  fame  fituation  as  if  our  enemies  had  remained  muilns 
M  Belgium  and  the  territory  of  Liege. 

It  is,  ladly,  of  confcquence  to  the  Reptiblic,  and,  indeed,  ol' 
the  greateft  eonfequence,  to  difpel  the  fear  which  malevolence  aiul 
folly  have  conjointly  excited,  on  the  infufficicncy  of  the  prcfent 
frcurity  for  our  nrtignats,  and  confcqucntly  to  Orengthen  that  fccu- 
rity  by  the  domains  which  the  clergy  and  the  houfe  of  Auilria  pol- 
felled  in  Belgium  and  in  the  country  of  liege. 

F.'ir  from  us  be  the  thought,  that  either  prudence  or  policy  re- 
quire the  rcfcrvation  of  a  means  for  making  peace  with  the  houfe 
of  Belgium  and  of  Auftria,  at  the  exprnce  ot  the  people  of  Liege  < 
I  have  already  proved,  that  the  French  Republic  cannot,  under  «wiv 
circumthmces,  abandon  her  friends,  her  adopted.children  ;  and  our 
brave  armies  ufliire  us,  that  our  enemies  (hall  uever  acquire  fuch 
an  afcendancy  as  will  make  us  conclude  a  difgraceful  peacc,whic!i 
muft,  of  necclTny,  prove  illulive,  fince  it  would  replace  our  ene- 
mies at  our  doori  and  fupply  them  with  the  moll  powerful  meaus 
oi  aggreflion, 

1  he  qucftion  then  is  reduced  to  this  one  p,olnt :  (hall  we  wait. 
in  order  to  complete  an  union  which  was  voted  and  decreed  neatly 
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thr^e  years  ago,  until  the  houfe  of  Aullria  tnd  the  Blfliop  of  Liegf 
ihall  be  pleafed  to  give  it  their  fandion  ?  I  propofethe  followiog 
decree : 

Art.  I.  The  decrees  of  the  National  Convention  of  the  2d  and 
4th  of  March^  and  of  the  8th  of  May,  1793*  which  annexed  tho 
countries  of  Liege,  Stavelot,  Logne,  and  Malmidy,  to  the  French 
territory,  ihall  be  executed  according  to  their  form  and  tenor. 

II.  The  decrees  of  the  National  Convention,  of  the  ift,  2d, 
6th,  8th,  9th,  nth,  19th,  and  23d  of  March,  which  annexed  to 
the  French  territory,  Hainault,  Tournaifis,  the  country  of  Na- 
mur,  and  the  majority  of  the  connmunes  of  Flanders  and  Brabant« 
&all  be  in  like  manner  executed. 

III.  The  National  Convention  accepts  the  wifhes  exprefled  in 
1793,  ^y  ^^  communes  of  Ypres,  Grammont,  and  other  com- 
munes of  Flanders,  of  Brabant,  and  that  part  of  Auftrian  Gueldret 
not  comprifed  in  the  faid  decrees,  for  their  union  to  the  French 
territory. 

IV.  All  the  other  countries  on  this. fide  the  Rhine*  which  were 
before  the  prefent  war,  under  the  dominion  of  Auftria,  and  thofe 
which  have  been  preferved  to  the  French  Republic  by  the  treaty 
concluded  at  the  Hague,  the  27th  of  laft  Floreal,  between  their 
plenipotentiaries  and  thofe  of  the  Republic  of  the  United  Provinces, 
to  which  none  of  the  difpofitions  of  the  prefent  decree  attach,  (hall 
be  alfo  united  to  the  French  territory. 

V.  The  inhabitants  of  the  countries  of  Liege,  Stavelot,  Logne^ 
Malmidy,  and  thofe  of  the  communes  of  Belgium,  comprifed  ia 
the  articles  two  and  three  of  this  decree,  ihall  enjoy  from  the  pre^ 
fent  moment  all  the  rights  of  French  citizens,  provided  they  other*« 
wife  poflefs  the  qualifications  required  by  the  conftitution. 

VI.  With  refpedl  to  the  communes  comprifed  in  the  fourth 
article,  the  inhabitants  ihall  enjoy,  until  it  has  been  otherwifQ 
provided,  all  the  rights  guaranteed  by  the  conftitution  to  ftrangert 
who  refide  in  France,  or  poflefs  property  there. 

VII.  The  countries  mentioned  in  the  four  iirft  articles  pf  thci< 
prefent  decree,  ihall  be  divided  into  nine  departments,  viz*  ih^ 
Dyle,  (BruiTels,  chief  place  ;)  the  Scheldt,  (Ghent,  chief  place ;) 
Gennappes,  (Mons,  chief  place  ;)  Des  Forets,  (LuxemboMi^, 
chief  place  ;)  the  Sambre  ^nd  Meufe,  (Namur,  chief  place  ;)  £)o 
Lourthe,  (Liege,  chief  place  ;)  LaMeufe  Inferieure,  (Maeftricht, 
chief  place  ;)  Des  DeuxNettcs,  (Antwerp,  chief  place  ;J  La  Lyip 
(Bruges,  chief  place.) 

VI I L  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  fent  to  Belgium  aro 
charged  with  fixing  the  different  boundaries  of  thefe  departments, 
and  to  divide  them  into  cantons  like  other  parts  of  the  Republic 

IX.  They  ihall  nominate  proviiionally  the  fun£lionaries  who 
ihall  compofe  the  adminiftrations  of  the  departments,  thofe  of  th# 
cantons,  ^nd  the  tribunals  of  tha  cauntrics  of  Liaal^ourg^  Luxem- 
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bourgy  Maeftricht,  Venloo,  and  their  depcndcndes,  with  Dutclf 
Flanders. 

X.  The  legiflative  body  (hall  determine  the  number  of  rcprefcn-* 
tatives  of  the  people  that  each  of  the  departments  formed  according 
to  article  VII.  ihali  nominate,  conformably  to  the  conftitutiopr 
at  the  epoch  of  its  rencwalj  which  (hall  take  place  the  5th  year 
of  the  Republic. 

XI.  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  fcnt  to  Belgium  (hall  take 
care  that  the  extraordinary  contributions  levied  on  thefe  countries, 
and  forming  their  contingent  of  the  cxpences  of  the  wai*  of  liberty, 
be  levied  and  paid.  A 

XII.  The  cuftonl-hpufcs  nowexilling,  whether  between  Franco 
and  the  countries  mentioned  in  the  four  iird  articles  of  the  prefent 
decree,  or  between  the  different  parts  of  the  fame  countries^ 
ihall  be  fuppreflfed.  Thofe  which  are  edablifhed  between  thefc 
fame  countries,  the  United  Provinces,  and  the  countries  not  an- 
nexed between  the  Meufe  and  the  Rhine,  (hall  remain  as  before. 

The  above  decree  was  faffed  with  great  applaufe. 


Proclamation  of  his  Majefy^  as  Ek£for  of  Hanoi)er* 

/"^EORGE  III.  by  the  grace  of  God,  &c.  &c.  Whereas  the 
^^  depots  of  different  bodies  of  emigrants,  and  other  free  corps, 
formerly  ftationed  in  the  field  with  our  army,  were  proviforily 
quartered  in  our  German  territories,  till  fuch  time  as  they  could 
be  removed  elfewhere ;  but  whereas  a  continuance  of  their  ftay 
produces  diforder,  and  becomes  grievous  and  burthenfome  to  our 
fubjeds,  and  whereas  we  have  alio  long  ago  caufed  to  be  declared 
our  acquiefcence  in  the  treaty  of  peace  concluded  on  the  5th  of 
April  of  the  prefent  year,  at  Bafil,  between  his  PruflSan  Majefty 
and  France  :  We  do  therefore  will  and  command  by  thefc  pre- 
fents,  that  each  and  all  emigrants,  and  other  foreign  corps,  be  em* 
barked  without  delay,  and  removed  from  our  Gertnan  territories, 
and  that  in  future,  fuch  corps  be,  in  no  Ihape,  permitted  again 
therein  to  remain  :  on  which  account  we  give  this  information  to 
all  our  fubjefis,  that  they  vpay  aft  accordingly,  and  we  command 
our  oflBcers,  &c.  throughout  our  German  territories,  not  to  grant 
to  any  fuch  corps  or  detachments  of  men,  from  the  moment  of  the 
impending  embarkation,  Any  refidence  or  quarters,  and  (ItU  lefsto 
fuffer,that  the  kaftdepots,detachments,orpofts  of  thcembarkcd  corps 
do  remain  behind  any  where,  nor  to  let  any  tranfports  of  recruits 
belonging  to  them,  march  into  or  pafs  through  the  faid  territories^ 
but  immediately  to  (lop,  fend  off,  and  fupprefs  all  fuch  tranfports, 
detachments,  or  corps ;  to  conduft  them  beyond  the  frontiers  of 
our  territories,  or  to  deliver  them  to  the  next  garrifon,  to  be  tranf- 
ported  further  \  and  to  require,  if  there  fhould  be  need,  the  aflift* 
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ence  of  the  militiiry  for  that  purppfe  ;  all  >hich  things  ought  to 
be  moft  pun£lually  attended  to^  as  all  Aich  officers  as  may  be 
guilty  of  negled  ihall  be  refponfible  for  thefitnie.

hnperial  Court  Decree^  concerning  the  feparate  Treaty  of  Peace  con-^ 
clucked  between  the  Landgrave  of  Hejfe  CaJJel  and  the  French  Re- 
public^ publi/hed  at  Ratijboni  themth  of  September y  1795. 

•THE  diet  of  the  empire  declared  but  very  lately  in  the  fecond 
part  of  the  advice  ofthe  3d  Jrrly,  occafioned  by  the  Imperial* 
court  decree  of  the  19th  of  N^y,  before  all  Germany  and  Europe, 
in  the  moft  folemn  and  pofitive  manner, 

That  it  dill  remained  the  conftant  wilh  and  firm  determination 
of  the  empire,  in  undilfoived  and  unalterable  junSion  of  all  the 
inembeis  of  the  empire,  with  its  chief,  by  conllitutional  means  to 
obtain  a  general  peace  for  the  empire,  and  through  it,  the  reftoration 
of  the  integrity  of  its  dominions. 

The  political  relations  of  the  Germanic  empire,  and  the  prefling 
urgencies  of  the  prefent  podure  of  affairs,  feemed  to  require  that 
his  Majefty  (hould  anfwer  this  truly  patriotic  declaration  vrith  the 
fame  clearnefs  and  undifguifed  franknefs  which  becomes  the  father 
of  the  empire.     His  Majefty,  therefore,  declared,  in  the  court  de- 
creeof  the  29th  of  July,  <  that  the  aforefaid  conftantwifh  and  re- 
folve  did  not  only  afford  him  peculiar  fatisfa£lion  in  his  quality  as 
fupreme  chief  of  the  empire,  but  that  alfo  (as  according  to  the  fim-* 
damental  laws  of  the  German  inftitntion  in  all  matters  concerning 
both  the  conclufion  of  a  peace  and  the  determination  on  a  war  of 
the  empire,  neither  the  fupreme  chief  could  be  feparated  from  the 
members,  nor  the  latter  from  the  former)  the  faid  declaration 
was  the  genuine  and  glorious  expreflion  of  conftitutional  and  pa** 
triotic  fentiments ;  and  that  the  Germanic  conftitution  might  itiU 
flourifli  for  a  long  feries  of  years,  if  the  eledlors,  princes,  and 
ftates,  fenflble  of  their  moral  and  legal  obligations,  and  animated 
by  a  becoming  public  fpirit,  would  remain  faithful  to  their  fo^mn 
profefRons :   that,   therefore,    his  Imperial  Majefly,  having  fo 
often  and  £0  lately  teftified  hi«  zealotis  attachment  to  the  Germanic 
conditution^  and  the  prefervation  of  all  its  parts,  members,  and 
tights,  wouM  aA  in  open  contradi'6lion  with  his  own  a£lions  and 
declarations,  if  he  did  not  readily  fandion  th^  whoie  tenor  of  the 
aforefaid  fecond  part,  which  fo  perfedly  agreed  both  with  his  pa« 
tcrnal  affeAion  for  the  empire,  and  his  duty  as  chief  of  it. 

Purfuant  to  thefe  fentiments,  thus  folemnly  declared  by  the  diet, 
and  fandioned  by  his  Imperial  Majefty»  the  former  continued  tb 
dellBerateon  the  Imperial  court  decree  of  the  19th  of  May,  efpc- 
cially  concerning  the  concurrence  of  the  ftates  of  the  empire  in  the 
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Aitttre  AegoUations  for  peace  with  Fraocey  and  pn)po(ed  for  that 
purpofe  aa  extraordinary  deputation,  confiding  of  ten  meoabers 
of  the  Germanic  body.  His  Imperial  MajeOyi  in  order  to  pro* 
mote  the  faiH  negotiationsi  was  pieafed  moft  gracioufly  to  fan^ion 
this  advice  of  the  empirei  and  its  legal  infeparability  from  its 
chief)  and  by  co-operating  with  patriotic  German  perfeverance  in 
the  important  bufmefs  of  a  peace  of  the  empire,  would  conftitu* 
tionally  endeavour  to  fupport  and  promote  the  common  intereft  and 
welfare  of  the  German  empire.  Since  the  7th  inft.  the  diet  has 
•gain  been  conftantly  employed  in  deliberating  on  the  remaining 
objeAs  pointed  out  by  the  faid  court  decree,  and  efpectally  on  the 
Important  inftrud^iona  which  ought  fully  and  clearly  to  prefcribe, 
pot  only  the  terms  of  peace,  but  alfo  the  manner  of  treating. 

Whilft  the  Germanic  empire,  united  under  its  fupreme  chief, 
endeavoured,  and  ftill  endeavours,  by  conftitutional  means,  to  ob- 
tain a  general  peace  of  the  empire,  private  negotiations  for  a  fc- 
parate  peace  were  carried  on  by  his  Serene  Highnefs  the  Landgrave 
of  Heue  Caflel  with  a  French  deputy,  the  refult  of  which  appears^ 
by  the  adjoined  printed  copy  of  a  treaty  of  peace  and  amity,*  con- 
cluded on  the  28th  of  Augud,  the  ratification  of  which  is  to  be  ex- 
changed within  a  month's  time,  or  fooner. 

His  Imperial  Majefiy  will  yet  fupprefs  his  juft  feelings,  rouTcd 
by  an  event,  which,  on  account  of  the  above-mentioned  folemn 
declaration  of  the  diet  of  the  empire,  of  the  3d  of  July,  he  had  fa 
little  reafon  to  expeA.  This  event,  if  fome  reports  are  to  be  cre- 
dited,* may  be  followed  by  tranfaAions  of  a  fimilar  nature,  whereby 
the  defence  of  Germany,  and  the  attainment  of  the  redoration  of 
the  integrity  of  the  empire,  and  fafety  of  its  conftitution,  by  means 
of  a  juft,  reafonable,  folid,  and  honourable  peace,  would  be  ren- 
dered more  difficult,  if  fingle  ftates  have  it  in  their  power,  at  their 
own  pleafure,  thus  to  withdraw  from  the  confederacy  of  the  Ger- 
man empire,  by  feparate  treaties  of  peace  and  fecret  articles^  to  fc- 
parate  their  intereft  from  the  general  intereft  of  theempire,  and  to 
^ilblve  the  latter  into  mere  feparate  concerns. 

His  Imperial  Majcfty  finds  a  confolation  in  propofing  thefe  very 
ferious  coofideiations  and  confequeaces,  together  with  feveral 
others  of  the  higbeft  importance  for  the  Germanic  conftitution,  to 
the  patriotic  deliberation  of  the  diet,  and  he  places  In  the  eledors, 
princes,  and  ftates,  the  fiilleft  paternal  confidence  that  they  will 
'take  the  faid  occurrence  into  that  feriotis  confideration  which  its 
iniporunce  demands,  and  fupply  him  not  only  with  full  and  fatis- 
fx&OTj  advice,  concerning  the  light  in  which  this  treaty  of  amity 
and  peace  ought  to  be  confidered,  but  alfo  recommend  to  him 
the  meafurea  which  it  will  be  moft  advifeable  to  purfue,  in  order 
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)t)  maintain  the  German  conflitution,  and  to  aflTert  the  nnity,  dig- 
nity, and  independence  of  the  Germanic  body. 

The  diet  cannot  but  be  fenfible  that  the  deputation  appointed  by 
the  late  conclufum  of  the  empire,  together  with  the  initrudions  to 
be  drawn  up  for  the  deputed  ftates,' would  be  altogether  nugatory 
and  ufelefs,  and  be  at  beft  only  the  honour  of  figning  the  future 
treaty  of  peace,  if  the  exifting  doubts  were  not  previoufly  removed 
by  means  of  the  demanded  advice :  and  if  even  other  flates,  whd 
experience  the  difafters  of  the  war,  (hbuld  follow  the  examples  al- 
ready exifting  fin  the  fifth  article  of  the  Heflian  treaty  of  peace> 
the  general  peace  tq  be  concluded  between  France  and  the  German 
empire  is  no  longer  called  a  general  peace  of  the  empire,  but  a 
peace  to  be  fettled  by  the  other  parties  as  yet  concerned  iri  the  war 
with  France),  For  this  reafon  it  becomes  the' more  urgent,  that 
the  advice  of  the  empire^  demanded  by  his  Imperial  Majefty  in  his 
quality  as  chief  of  the  empirei  ihould  be  delivered  with  ail  poflible 
fpecd,

Pr9  Memoria^  or  Note^  delivered  by  the  PruJJian  Dire^orial  Envoy  /d. 
the  States  of  the  Circle  of  Franconia^  afjembltd  at  Nuremberg.* 

T^HE  epoch  has  arrived,  in  which  his  Majefty  the  King  of  PfuflBa 
^  can  publicly  denote  the  value  which  his  Majefty  fets  upon 
that  confidence,  which  his  co-eftates  in  the  circle  of  Franconia 
have  teftified1)y  the  letter  of  the  I3thpf  Mayoftheprefentycar.  Im- 
mediately after  the  conclufion  of  peace  at  Bafle,  his  Majefty  apprized 
the  circle  of  Franconia  of  the  meafures  which  he  was^alfo  about  to 
take  for  the  welfare  and  fafety  of  this  circle,  though  that  juftice  has 
not  been  done  to  his  endeavours  which  his  Majefty  could  claim* 
Though  the  underfigned  envoys  have  not  yet  received  the  definitive 
declaration  demanded  in  their  notes  of  the  2d  and  9th  of  May,  his 
Majefty  has  neverthelefs  weighed  the  various  coincident  confidera- 
tions,  and  is  refolved  to  devote  farther  his  care  and  attention  to  the 
welfare  of  this  circle,  regardlefsof  all  other  matter^,  and  thereby, 
to  convince  it  of  the  generous  extent  which  his  Majefty  is  ftill  in- 
dined  to  give  to  his  relations  and  duties,  as  diredor  of  the  circle, 
or  couvocating  prince,  and  as  co-ftate.  The  facrifices  of  the  King> 
and  his  continual  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  Germany,  for  the  pre-* 
fervation  of  its  conftitution,  and  the  return  of  peace,  are  publicly 
manifefty  and  univerfally  acknowledged  by  the  Germanic  empire. 
The  moft  recent  occurrences,  after  the  pafTage  on  the  Rhine  by  the 
French  array,  have  probably,  by  this  time,  juftificd  the  advantages, 
and  the  value  of  thofe  endeavours,  with  the  ftates  of  the  empire,  as  * 
like  wife  their  motives ;  they  have,  no  doubt,  convinced  all  Ger- 

U  a  mauy 
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many  Tvith  yrhat  ardour  his  Majefty  drove  to  make  his  co*ilate$ 
feeU  as  much  as  it  depended  on  him,  and  in  moments  of  the  moit 
imminent  danger,  the  efFcdls  of  his  zeal  for  the  welfare,  the  tran- 
quillity and  the  fafety  of  Germany,  In  confequence  of  thofe  pa- 
triotic fcntimcnts,  and  (leady  principles,  his  Majeily,  notwithitand- 
ing  the  filence  of  the  dates,  and  rclinquifhing  all  other  confidera- 
tiuni;,  has  procured  refpcdt  to  the  line  of  demarcation,  dipulated  ia 
the  additional  convention  of  1 7th  of  May.  In  confequcnce  of  thefc 
fcntiments,  his  Majefty  has  hitherto  generouily  granted  the  folicitcd 
protedUon  to  all  his  co-iUtcs  and  their  dependents,  who  fought  re- 
luge  in  his  territories. 

cut  now  the  time  is  come,  in  which  general  and  uniform  mca- 
fures  ought  to  be  taken,  in  which  the  Kmg  mull  pofitively  know, 
how  far  it  is  intended  to  make  ufe  of  his  patriotic  fentiments,  how 
far  he  may  unfold  his  partiality  to  his  co-dates  in  this  circle,  and 
his  care  for  their  fafety.  The  eventual  declaration  of  his  fcrenc 
Highnefs  the  Hereditary  Prince  of  Hohenlohe,  commander  ii\ 
chief  of  his  Majcdy*s  troops,  dedincd  to  obfervc  the  line  of  dc* 
marcation,  proves,  that  his  MajoHy  is  inclined  to  fet  no  other 
bounds  to  his  noble  endeavours,  but  fuch  as  the  fentiments  of  his 
co-dates  fliall  pleafe  to  trace  out.  His  Highnefs  the  commander  in 
chief  is  ready  to  draw  that  cordon  on  the  line  of  demarcation^  and  for 
its  fafety,  refpefling  which  the  annexed  fupplemcnt  contains  a  full 
explanation.*  The  underfigncd  envoy  of  his  Majedy  is  now  conic 
to  the  point,  of  requiring  a  definitive  declaration  of  the  circle  ut 
IVauconia  j  whether  or  not  It  be  intended,  on  the  part  of  th«  circle, 
to  make  ufe  of  the  King's  generous  offers  ?  To  provide  afterward* 
farther  for  the  faid  cordon,  for  the  troops  of  which,  who  will  IiikI 
their  own  provifions,  nothingbutquartcrs  will  be  required,  thoui;h 
the  fafety  of  the  territories  of  the  date  be  their  fole  dedination. 
The  open,  generous,  magnanimous,  plain,  and  difintcrcdcd  manner 
in  which  his  Majedy  marks  his  conduft,  even  in  this  cafe,  will  furely 
be  every  where  anfwcred  by  the  fentiment  of  its  full  value,  and  by 
thankfulnefs,  as  it  is  in  other  refpc£ts  fuperior  to  each  and  all  cqni'> 
voques.  The  experience  which  the  circle  has  hitherto  had  of  the 
King's  patriotifm,  of  his  attachment  to  the  conditution  of  the  cm- 
pirc  and  the  circle,  of  his  care  for  the  tranquillity  of  his  co-datci 
and  their  territories,  the  dangers  which  threaten  thefc  in  the  vicilli- 
tudes  of  the  occurrences  of  the  war,  and  the  duties  for  the  fafety  of

ftates  their  decifion*  The  urgent  relations  of  the  time,  and  the 
meafaxtes  which  depend  on  it,  render  it  unavoidable,  to  expeO.  pe- 
remptorily, and  once  for  all,  the  faid  definitive  declaration  in- 
clufively  till  the  7th  indant.  His  Majefty  is  far  from  forcing  the 
effe£l  of  his  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  Germany  and  his  protedioh 
upon  the  circle  ;  but  his  Majedy  owes  it  to  the  facrifices  and  la- 
bours, which  he  till  now  continued,  for  the  profperity  of  Ger- 
many i  his  Majefty  owes  it  to  his  dignity,  to  make  bimfclf  in  a  mo« 
ment  fure  of  the  fentimcnts  of  the  circle.  Should  the  circle  of 
Franconia,  contrary  to  the  fenfeof  its  letter  of  the  13th  of  May» 
addrefled  to  his  Majefly,  not  deem  it  proper  to  make  ufe,  in  tho 
fecial  union,  to  which  his  Majedy  himielf  belongs,  of  the  meafures 
propofed  for  its  fafety,  or  to  declare  itfclf  pofitivcly  upon  it  within 
the  faid  period,  his  Majeily  mud  renounce  with  regret  the  execu- 
tion of  his  patriotic  intentions,  and  confine  himfelf  to  meafures  of 
fafety  for  his  own  territories,  and  to  that  protedion  which  his  Ma- 
jcdy  has  hitherto  granted  to  thofe  dates  who  claimed  it  by  namey> 
and  not  deny  it  to  thofe  who  may  yet  claim  it,  till  the  expiration  of 
the  above-mentioned  period.  Then  it  will  no  longer  depend  upon 
his  Majedy  to  alter  any  of  the  meafures  taken  for  that  purpofe; 
his  Majedy  will  fee  its  cordial  intered,  if  the  circle  of  Franconia, 
againd  all  events,  will  find  means  in  another  manner  to  provide  for 
its  own  tranquillity  and  fafety,  and  for  that  of  its  dependents. 

But  his  Majedy  could  then  noj'arther,  finely  or  wholly,  talce 
any  (hare  in  if,  and  would  be  obliged  to  leave  it  entirely  to 
thofe  of  his  co-edatcs,  who  ihall  not  have  made  any  ufe  of  his 
Majedy's  offer,  how  they  diall  efFedlually  fecure  themfelves, 
their  fubjeds  and  property,  againd  all  danger ;  his  Majedy 
\yill  zealoufly  continue  his  gooii  odicef  for  the  redoration  of 
the  general  tranquillity  of  Germany,  and  tranquillize  himfelf  in 
the  confcioufnelis  of  his  pure  intentions  for  all  the  fatal  con- 
fequcnces  of  a  too  great  and  fuppofed  fafety,  or  of  the  non-ac- 
knowledgment of  the  purity  of  the  faid  intentions ;  and  while  his 
Majedy,  in  the  face  of  all  Germany,  gives,  by  this  declaration,  a 
frelh  and  unequivocal  proof  of  his  Germanic  patriotifm,  his  Ma- 
jedy may  alfo  expefi  from  all  Germany,  and  from  the  circle  of 
Franconia  in  particular,  the  judice  to  have  done  all  that  depended 
en  him,  to  avert  from  his  co-edates  and  their  fubjeAs  the  unhappy 
confcqueqces  of  the  war,  and  to  have  fulfilled,  in  the  mod  gene- 
ruus  anddifintereded  manner,  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  him  in 
all  his  relations  as  a  date  of  the  empire.

"^  ing ;  that  all  expedients  crumble  to  pieces  in  their  hands  ; 
that  the  raoft  fatal  cataftrophe  threatens  to  fwallpw  up  the  Repub- 
lic, if  it  does  not  fpeedily  talce  fome  meafures.  That  for  want  of 
the  circulation  of  proviftons  and  of  money,  they  fear  we  (hall  pe- 
riih— that  the  uncertainty  refpefting  the  finances  heightens  the  evil 
—that  the  refonrccs  of  the  public  trcafury  are  exhaufted — and  that 
IRTQ  verge  on  the  period  ot  our  exigence,  if  the  fihances  are  not 
%eedily  reftored. 

The  dire£lory  adds,  that  the  depreciation  of  aflignats  is  fuch, 
that  their  eflfedive  value  for  the  public  fervice  becomes  the  molt 
urgent  of  our  wants.  It  thinks  that  the  only  means  of  ex tri cat* 
ing  us  from  this  embarrafTmcnt  is  to  order  a  forced  loan  of  fix 
hundred  millions  in  fpecie,  to  be  levied  on  one  million  of  citizens ; 
to  break  Ton  the  \\\  Germitial)  the  machinery  for  fabricating  aflig- 
niics,  ami  to  exchange  the  uiBgnats  for  a  hundredth  part  ot  their 
nominal  value.

'T'*HF-  miiiiftcr  at  war  has  feveral  times  already  expofed  the  wants 
-^  which  the  armies  have  manifefted  on  all  fides.  It  is  in  con- 
fcquence  of  this  urgent  neceffity  that  I  afTured  the  diredory  yef- 
terday,  that  there  ihould  be  depoftted  in  the  hands  of  the  minifter 
of  war  a  part  of  the  commercial  bills  which  are  in  the  treafury, 
and  that  to  fatisfy  the  contra^ors  for  the  armies  of  the  Rhine,  Sannt- 
bre,  and  Meufe,  and  the  north,  the  treafury  (hould  even  this  morn- 
ing negotiate  a  part  of  the  cotnmercial  bills,  in  order  to  pay  in 
Ipecie  the  drafts  of  the  minifter  of  wan 

The  dire£lory  are  not  ignorant  of  the  increafing  value  of  the 
louis  on  the  exchange.  Ail  kinds  of  negotiation  are  extremely 
difficult*  It  was  not  poflible  to  negotiate  to»day  bills  upon  Spain, 
the  only  bills  which  the  treafury  have  at  this  moment. 

At  five  in  the  evening  I  wrote  to  the  treafury  to  fend  agents  to 
all  the  capitaliils  who  have  money,  to  propofe  to  them  to  furnifli 
mpiiey  immediately,  becaufe  600,000  Uvres  would  be  wanted  to- 
morrow. The  treafury  dates,  that  it  is  poflible  to  procure  them; 
on  the  other  hand,  the  treafury  will,  this  evening,  adppt  means  to 
exchange  bills  upon  Spain  for  other  bills,  which  may  be  made  ufe 
^  in  the  armies^  or  for  fpecie.

I  muft  do  the  trcafliry  the  juftice  to  fay  that  they  do  every  thing 
in  their  power ;  but  you  have  heard  and  read  an  account  of  their 
fituation.  But,  citizens  dire&ors,  neither  the  treafury  nor  myfelf 
can  (urnifl)  sefources  as  fpeedily  as  wants  occur.  We  cannot  fub^ 
ftitute  plenty  for  poverty.  It  is  my  duty  to  prefent  the  naked 
truth  to  you  ;  if  I  were  to  difguife  it,  I  fliould  accufe  myfelf  of 
inv(4ving  you  in  a  fatal  fecurity,  and  I  fhould  perhaps  prevent  you 
from  adopting  the  means  of  faving  the  public  weal. 

If  the  war  departments^  the  marine,  and  the  interior,  require 
millions  in  fpecie,  and  immenfe  fums  in  aflignats,  there  are  nfo meant 
of  fatisfyingthem.    I  have  already,  by  my  own  private  connections, 

Erocured  the  treafury  credit  upon  divers  foreign  commercial  places  ; 
ut  thils  is  a  refource  which  takes  up  ten  or  twelve  days,  and  is 
much  inferior  to  the  demands,  which  are  multiplying  daily.  The 
length  of  the  debates  in  the  Icgiflative  body  upon  the  plan  of 
finance,  which  ought  to  furniOi  the  executive  diredory  with  re- 
(burces,  paralyfes  every  thing. 

The  zeal  of  the  direftory,  and  their  devotion  to  the  good  of  the 
Republic,  are  not  fufficient  to  fave  it.  We  muft  have  means-^ 
thefe  means  cannot  exiA  without  being  able  to  pay  for  them. 
What  payments  can  the  dire6lory  make  i  The  arrears  of  expendiw 
ture  increafe  daily.  Already,  before  the  produce  of  the  fabrication 
of  aflimats  is  felt,  the  knowledge  6f  there  being  new  paper  to 
multiply  the  affignats,  produces  the  mod  fatal  cflPeSs  upon  change* 
If  in  two  days  we  gain  by  the  number  of  affignats  paid  in,  we  lofe 
as  much  and  more  bv  their  depreciation. 

In  four  lines  the  following  is  the  flate  of  the  public  treafury. 

It  owes  feventy-two  millions  in  fpecie,  it  has  not  wherewithal 
to  pay  it ;  twenty  millions  in  bills  of  Magon  upon  Spain  require 
time  to  be  converted  into  cafh.  One  hundred  millions  in  affignats 
per  day  have  not  hitherto  fupplied  a  third  of  the  fum  wanted.  Fif- 
teen hundred  millions,  which  will  be  paid  in  within  this  decade, 
will  produce  but  a  feeble  fenfation. 

Citizens  dire£tors,  fuch  is  the  affiiding  portrait  which  I  fubmit 
to  you*  We  muft  have  n>eafures  to  put  an  end  to  this  frightful 
fituation  of  affiiirs. 

I  leave  it  to  your  wifdom  to  determine  what  is  beft  te  fave  the 
public  weal.  It  is  my  duty  to  flate  to  you  the  urgent  nature  of 
circumftances.  I  am  ready  to  demonftrate  my  devotion  to  your 
glory,  «nd  above  all  to  the  liberty  which  you  defend.  But  not  bet- 
ing able  to  create  means  where  they  no  longer  exift,  I  have  bees 
willing  to  addrefs  you  in  the  language  of  franknefs  and  truth.

n^HE  commiflion  to  which  the  meflage  of  the  executive  diieftorr, 

relative  to  the  neceflity  of  a  forced  loan,  had  been  referred^  having 

prefented  their  report^  the  councilof  five  hundred,  in  confequence  of 

that  report  paiTed  the  following  decree  on  the  loth  of  December : 

The  council  of  five  hundred  having  taken  into  confideration  the 
urgency  of  the  meflage  received  from  the  directory,  on  the  1 6th 
inftant^  (Dec*  6.)  refpe£ling  a  loan  for  fix  hundred  millions  in 
fpecieyiefolves  that  pron^pt  and  effeiSiual  meafures  Ihall  be  devifed. 

The  council,  after  deciding  on  the  pretfure  of  the  occafion,  re* 
folves,  that, 

1.  In  order  to  defray  the  expences  of  the  country,  there  (hall  be 
a  fund  inftituted  in  form  of  a  loan,  coUc&ed  from  the  rich  citi- 
zens of  each  department,  and  in  their  ufual  place  of  refidence. 

2.  This  loan  (hall  attach  only  upon  a  quarter  of  the  citizens 
mod  liable  to  be  taxed  In  each  department. 

3«  The  adminiftrators  of  each  department  are  charged  to  give  In 
without  delay,  a  lift  of  the  citizens  who  are  liable,  in  virtue  of  the  pre- 
ceding article,  to  contribute  to  the  loan.  1  hey  (hall  defcribe  their 
condition  ,either  according  to  the  tax-roll ,  or  accordi  ng  to  the  notoriety 
of  the  moveable  e(reds  and  eftates,  including  the  produce  of  their 
induftry,  and  the  amount  of  their  funded  and  moveable  property. 

4.  The  lenders  (hall  be  arranged,  according  to  their  abilities,  in 
Cxteen  clafles,  all  containing  an  equal  number  of  names,  except 
the  laft.     The  quota  of  each  clafs  (hall  be  regulated  as  follows:

The  1 6th  clafs  (hall  be  compofed  of  perfons  po(re(red  of  a  capi- 
tal of  500,000  livres  and  upwards,  according  to  the  eftimate  of 
1790*  The  tax  impofed  upon  this  rank  (hall  be  from  2500  to 
6000  livres  in  a  ratio  proportioned  to  their  fortune. 

5.  Such  citizens  as  do  not  appear  upon  the  roll,  and  who  may 
wi(h  to  become  fubfcribers  to  this  loan,  may  contribute,  what 
(urns  they  may  think  proper. 

6«  The  loan  (hall  be  paid  in  fpecie,  or  in  gold  and  filver. 

7.  Should  riot  the  fubfcribers  be  polfeircd  of  fpecie,  &c.  grain, 
according  to  the  edimate  of  1790,  (hail  be  received  in  lieu,  and 
flowed  in  the  national  granaries  for  the  ufe  of  the  Republic. 

Aflignats  (hall  likewife  be  received  in  lieu  of  money,  at  the 
rate  of  a  hundredth  part  of  their  nominal  value. 

The  above  refolution  was  tranfmitted  to  the  council  of  ancients^  h 
which  it  was  immediately  approved  of^  »  Sulfianct 
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^Suljlance  of  a  Meffage  tranfmltted  by  the  French  DlreSiory  to  the 
Council  of  Five  Hundred  on  the  State  of  the  Marine, 

ARDUOUS  as  is  the  taflc  impofed  upon  the  dire6iory,  tliey 
do  not  fhrink  from  it.  Already  they  have  given  orders  \i> 
concenter  in  our  ports  all  the  element*  of  a  powerful  marine,' 
to  recall  to  habits  of  induftry,  men  whom  a  relaxed  ftate  of  dif^-: 
cipline  has  rendered  deaf  to  the  voice  of  duty  ;  to  purge  the  marine 
of  royalifts,  of  cowardly  and  unflcilful  feameh,  who  at  prefent 
(iifgrace  it,  to  man  our  fleets  with  experienced  and  brave  repub- 
licans, who  burn  with  ardour  to  meet  and  vanquifli  the  foe,  whofe 
political  perfidy  at  once  juftifics  our  refentment,  and  calls  for  our 
vengeance,  Jn  order  to  attain  this  defirable  objeS,  the  dircfloryr 
have  not  confined  their  efforts  tb  fimple  meafures  of  government^ 
they  have  fought  new  refources  in  the  maritime  orgauixation> 
lately  decreed  by  the  National  Convention  ;  but  they  have 
perceived  with  regret  that  this  organization,  the  work  of  their. 
laft  moments  decreed,  amidft  that  confufion  of  events  and  li-^ 
hours  of  all  forts  which  perplexed  and  embarraffed  their  laft 
operations,  prefented  to  the  government  nothing  but  obfcacles  and. 
difficulties,  and  (they  openly  declare  it  to  you)  fettered  them  in  all 
their  means  of  execution.  The  executive  direSory  will  rapidly^ 
(ketch  the  motives  which  induced  them  earneftly  to  requeft  thei  le-j 
gillativc  body  to  apply  their  attention  in  order  to  eftablifli  ncwprin*? 
ciples  of  maritime  organization. 

The  objeft  of  a  government,  which  wiflies  to  create  a  navalr 
force,  is  to  be  able  to  equip,  and  fend  out  fliips,  fleets,  and  navalr 
armaments*     A  naval  armament  is  then  the  fole  and  grand  object; 
of  many  military,  adminiftrative,  and  commercial  combinations*: 
The  cftablifliment  of  •  naval  arfenals,    dock-yards,    workftops,* 
their  magazines,  all  is  created  to  build,   refit,   and  equip  vcfleb,: 
The  finiftiing,  completing,  and  the  whole  refiilt  of  fo  many  la- 
bours is  committed  to  failors,  officers,  and  admirals.     They  are  the; 
pcrfons,  who  in  the  moft  remote  feas  direft  and  preferve  the  whole 
fleet  in  motion. — They  are  exclufively  charged  till  their  return: 
into  the  docks  of  France  with  the  movements,  .the  repairs,  the 
fnpplies,  and  all  the  mechanical  operations  of  the  naval  art*    They. 
have  even  the  direft  fuperintendance  of  all  that  relates  to  refponfi* 
bility.     It  is  evident  that  every  thing  whrch  relates  to  the  building, 
the  arming,  and  the  equipping  of  (hips,  and  to  the  fuperintendance. 
of  all  the  elements  which  compofe  them,  cannot  b^  foreign  to  the 
military  fiinflions  of  naval  officers  ;  and  it  is  upon  this  principle 
that,  in  the  artillery,  all  the  adminiftrative  details  have  been  com-, 
mitted  to  oflficers  in  that  corps  ;  and  yet,  by  the  organization  lately 
decreed,  admirals  and  fea  officers  are  interdifled  from  all  infpc£tioa 
and  all  authprity  in  thofe  arfenals,  where  are  produced  the  elements.

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of  their  perfonal  gloryi  which  is  in  this  inftance  fo  infeparable 
from  the  public  intereft.  fiv  the  fame  organixation  an  admiral  is 
forced  to  commit  himfelf  to  the  oceans  to  brave  tempefts,  and  to  en- 
counter the  enemy»  in  (hips,  of  which  he  has  received  the  com- 
mand, without  having  any  means  of  nautical  experience*  The 
defeds  of  this  regulation  are  not  the  only  obje£tions  which  occurred 
to  the  direAory,  as  applied  to  the  new  organization  \  for  inftance, 
in  the  prtfent  ftate  ot  our  ports,  furrounded  as  they  are  by  domedic 
and  foreign  enemies,  is  it  prudent,  is  it  poflible  to  put  under  the 
immediate  and  exclufive  controul  of  officers  of  adminillration, 
grangers  to  the  art  of  command,  fuch  an  immenfe  number  of 
failors  and  workmen,  as  fill  our  ports,  and  to  withdraw  them  from 
the  dire&ion  and  authority  of  their  own  officers,  who  are  called 
npon  by  their  duty  to  command  them  in  the  momenjt  of  a£lion, 
(and  who  are  beft  qualified  for  the  tafk  i  The  legiflators  muft  un- 
doubtedly be  convinced,  that  the  principle  of  unity  and  fubordina- 
tion  ought  to  be  preftrved  in  the  ports  ;  that  confequently  a  fuper-* 
intendant-eeneral  ought  to  be  chofen  in  all  the  different  clafles,  in 
lill  the  civil,  military,  or  adminiflrative  profeflions,  and  that  he 
ought  indifpenfably  to  have  had  feveral  years  experience  of  the 
^aval  fervice,  at  leaft  ten,  on  board  the  national  fleet. 

The  fuperintendant-general  ihall  correfoond  with  the  minif- 
ttrs  of  the  marine,  and  mall  be  invefted  with  authority  over  all  the 
civil  and  military  fund^ionaries ;  the  fervice  (hall  be  fimple,  aSive, 
uniform  ;  and  the  fuperintendant-general,  being  himfelf  well  ac- 
quainted with  naval  details,  (hall  prefent  the  adminiftration  of  the 
l^orts  with  the  plans  for  the  equipment  of  fliips,  and  all  the  muU 
ttpHed  and  extenfive  details  conneded  with  that  bufmefi^— a  refpon* 
iioility  which  cannot  be  eluded.  In  order  to  avoid  a  confufion  of 
powers,  and  facilitate  to  each  the  difcharge  of  his  particular  duty, 
the  adminiftration  ought  then  to  be  divided  into  two  great  diredions,

The  military  dircftion  (hall  incttide  the  officers,  the  troops,  the 
police,  and  the  guard  of  the  port,  the  building,  keeping  up,  and  rc^ 
pairing  the  (hips,  their  military  Aores  and  equipment,  the  manu- 
facturing of  cables,  the  manoeuvres,  and  in  general  all  the  dil- 
ctpline  of  the  port  \  whatever  relatcjs  to  the  artillery  (liail  be  under 
the  controul  of  this  military  direftor. 

The  civil  direftion  (hall  include  the  fupplies  of  provifions,  the 
management  of  labour  at  the  arfenal,  and  the  fuffiticncy  of  mate- 
rials, the  office  for  arms,  and  the  didribution  of  prizes,  the  review 
oif  the  civil  and  military  e(lablifl)ments,  the  adminiftration  and  po- 
lice of  baggage  and  hofpitals,  the  refponfibility  and  coqtroul  of 
funds,  and  the  infpefiion  of  provifions.  Each  of  thcfe  great  di- 
redliens  (hall  be  fubdivided  according  to  the  feries  and  fubordination 
of  fun£lions,  and  each  (hall  be  fubjedk  to  the  fuperintendant-gene* 
iral, .  We  ihall  thus  ol)tain  ths^(  concentration  of  force,  which  tho 
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prefent  ftate  of  the  tharine  fo  imperioufly  ^etnsiticis.  We  (liatl 
avoid  all  that  interference  of  powers,  which  injures  the  ferVicc,  and 
ruins  fobordinaiion,  by  giving  rife  to  endlefs  contefts.  Ftf  :h  find- 
ioghimfelf  in  his  proper  ftation,  the  ports,  inflead  of  prefenting^ 
as  they  have  too  frequently  dbne,  the  fcandalous  exhibition  of  a 
perpetual  warfare  between  the  civil  and  military  adminiftrationsi 
wiJldifpIay  a  grand  and  important  fpedlacle,  worthy  of  a  great  Re- 
public, which  is  defirous  to  have  its  marine  on  a  refpeftable  footing* 

Citizens  legtflators,  thofe  principles  of  organization,  which  we 
prefent  for  your  deliberation,  are  the  fame  which  have  brought  to 
their  prefect  pitch  of  improvement  the  navies  of  thofe  powers  the 
moft  diftinguilhed  fcir  their  maritime  (Irength,  They  at  firft 
aded  upon  the  fame  maxims  which  we  adopted  in  the  infancy  o£ 
our  maritime  adminidration ;  but  experience  demondrated,  that  in 
order  to  carry  on  the  naval  art  in  the  ports,  as  well  as  at  fea,  it  wars 
neceiTary  to  call  in  the  aid  of  (kilful  and  experienced  feamen.  It 
was  thus,  by  reforting  to  the  proper  means,  and  Amplifying  the 
plan  of  th^ir  adminidration,  they  were  able  to  produce  thegreateft 
effeds. 

imprefled  by  thofe  living  examples,  the  executive  direAory^ 
fupported  by  your  wife  laws,  hope  to  be  able  to  difentangle  the 
marine  from  that  confufion  of  different  powers,  which  retards  aftd 
cmbarrafles  its  operations,  while  it  exhaufts  the  national  treafury* 

Sudi,  citizens  legiflators,  are  the  obfervations  which  the  execu- 
tive diredory  think  themfelves  bound  to  prefent  to  you,  inviting 
you  take  them  into  your  mod  ferious  confideratjon. 

In  addrefling  to  you,  as  the  fird  of  their  labours,  their  obferVa- 
tioDS  on  the  (late  of  the  marine,  and  the  means  of  re^ifying  what 
appears  at  prefent  to  be  defedive  in  its  organization,  they  conceived 
that  they  only  gave  a  juft  preference  to  that  great  objeA,  on  which  de« 
pend  the  glory  and  happinefs  of  France,  a  fpeedy  peace,  founded  oh 
the  defeat  and  humiliations  of  our  naval  rivals.  Such  is  the  obje£t 
of  their  wilhes,  fuch  will  be  the  end  of  their  labours,  fuch  is  the 
unanimous  demand  of  all  France.

'T'HE  direfiory  employed  in  enfoncing  the  moft  fpeedy  and  com- 

^    plete  execution  of  the^law  of  the  19th  Frimaire,  (Dec.  lO.) 

rtbtire  to  the  forced  loan,  thkik  it  th^ir  duty  not  to  negle£t  tb^ 

adoption  of  a  meafure  equally  conformable  with  judice  and  with 
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the  intereft  of  the  public,  which  is  calculated  to  increafe  Us  pro- 
duce. 

The  perfons  who  a^e  fubjcS  to  the  operation  of  the  law  are  di- 
vided into  fixtecn  claiFes  ;  the  laft  of  which  comprifes  all  thofe,  the 
capital  of  whofe  fortune  amounts  to  500,000  Hvres  and  upwards, 
eftimated  at  the  value  of  property  in  1790. — This  defcription  of 
perfons,  whofe  contributions  ar«  fixed,  the  loweft  at  1500,  the 
higheft  at  6000  livres,  appears  to  us  to  be  rated  too  low* 

If,  on  the  one  hand,  this  clafs  includes  rich  patriots,  who  will 
eagerly  contribute  to  the  utmoft  extent  of  their  ability,  it  contains, 
on  the  other,  a  multitude  of  perfons,  whofe  zeal  requires  aftimu- 
lus,  although  they  have  made  new  fortunes  by  immenfe,  and  per- 
haps unlawful  profits,,  on  the  Republic. 

The  directory  think  they  perceive,  in  the  public  opinion,  a  ge- 
neral wifli  to  give  a  greater  latitude  to  the'diftribution  of  the  fourth 
loan  upon  the  fixteenth  clafs  ;  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  juft  that  the 
contributions  of  men,  whofe  fortunes  confiderably  exceed  the  fum 
of  500,000  livres,  ihould  be  increafed  in  proportion.

Indian  corn,  oatmeal,  bread,  and  other  articles  of  dry  provifions, 
received  by  a  fpecdy  channel,  and  in  quantities  proporlionaic  to 
their  wants  from  the  countries  now  under  the  fovcr^ignty  of  the 
United  States  of  America :  that  by  no  internal  refource  can  they 
render  themfelves  independent  of  fuch  a  fiipply,  accepting  by  a 
iptal  change  of  their  agricultural  fyftem,  at  the  experice  of  ihtir 
commerce  and"  revenue  of  the  mother  country  ;  and  that  exjK- 
rience  dearly  bought  on  fuch  occaflons,  has  now  fufficiemly 
evinced,  that  by  no  other  external  channel  can  fuch  a  fupply, 
adequate  to  their  wants,  and  fuited  to  the  emergency  of  circum- 
fiances,  be  obtained. 

That  befides  the  important  articles  of  food,  timber  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  building  their  houfes  and  manufadlories,  and  ftayes  and 
heading,  of  which  to  form  packages  for  their  produce  \  horfes 
and  other  cattle  for  aojricultural  ufes  (the  indifpenfable  vehicles  of 
thufe  benefits  which  Great  Britain  derives  from  thcfe  iflands)  can- 
not in  many  cafes  be  obtained  at  all ;  and  in  no  cafe,  on  reafon- 
able  and  advantageous  terms,  excepting  by  an  intercourfe  with  the 
United  States  of  America. 

That  the  Britifh  colonies  of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia,  and  St. 
John,  inftead  of  fupplying  the  Weil:  India  Iflands  with  lumber 
and  provifions,  have,  upon  a  fair  experience,  been  found  nearly  at 
all  times,  to  confume  their  own  produflions  of  thefe  articles ; 
and,  upon  fomc  occafions,  even  to  need  a  fupply  from  their  neigh- 
bours of  the  United  States.    - 

That  many  obftacles  ftand  in  the  way  of  the  Weft  Tndia  colo- 
nies obtaining  lumber  and  provifions  from  Great  Britain,  or  any 
other  country  in  Europe  ;  more  particularly  the  precarious  cir- 
cuinttances  of  fuch  a  fupply  ;  its  diftance  in  time  of  emergency, 
and  the  periftiable  nature  of  the  articles  of  food,  which  forbids  a 
provilion  of  large  llores  from  a  refource  fo  remote;  and  even 
were  it  praflicable  for  the  colonics  to  exift  under  a  dependence 
of  the  necelfaries  of  life^and  cultivation,  upon  means  fo  uncer-' 
tain,  yet  the  enormous  ex  pence  of  thofe  means,  particularly  ia 
refpeft  to  lumber,  muft  prevent  their  cqltivating  their  lands  to 
any  beneficial  purpofe,  either  to  themfelves  in  the  ifirfl  inftance,  or 
tinally  to  Great  Britain. 

That  the  Briti/h  colonies  have  found,  in  an  intercourfe  with 
the  United  States,  a  market  for  their  fupcrfluous  produce  beyond 
the  European  confumption,  and  particularly  for  tiie  article  of 
rum  ;  for  which,  at  different  times,  the  European  market  would 
not  iaiford  the  cod  of  package  and  tranfport,  and  that  exclufive  of 
rum  and  molaffes,  the  exports  from  the  Weft  Inciia  Iflands  to 
America  have  been  to  an  inconfiderable  amount. 

That  fince  the  feparation  of  the  United  States  from  Great  Bri- 
tain, their  intercourfe  with  our  iflands  having  been  reftriSed  to 
Eri(i(h  vefTels  only,  the  price  of  lumber  and  provifions  at  the  Weft 

India 
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India  market^i  under  the  mod  favourable  circumllances  of  peace 
and  regular  fupply,  has  arifen  frona  fifty  to  one  hundred  per  ctnt. 

That  the  intercourfe^  while  confined  to  Briti(h  veflfelsy  has  for 
various  reafons  been  principally  carried  on  by  a  dire&  trade  be* 
tween  the  iflands  and  the  United  States^  in  velfels  conftru&ed  and 
fitted  for  the  purpofe,  which  nruft  evidently  have  the  advantage 
over  veflels  employed  in  the  circuitous  trade  fronn  Great  Britain  ; 
as  the  laft  could  not  be  at  once  proper  for  the  tranfport  of  lunaber 
from  America  to  the  iflands,  and  for  that  of  produce  from  the 
iflands  of  Great  Britain  ;  nor  aiford  means  of  barter  in  rum  and 
molaflesy  nor  be  navigated  on  equally  advantageous  terms  with 
thofe  fmaller  veflels,  nor  ecjuall^  fuit  their  expedition  to  the  wants 
of  the  iflands  and  to  the  ftate  of  markets. 

That  upon  the  breaking  out  of  a  war  with  France*  thefe  fmall 
and  defencelefs  veflels  have  cither  fallen  a  prey  to  the  enemy,  or 
been  empIoye4  in  other  trades  ;  and  that  this  cannot  b«  accounted 
a  circumflance  accidental*  or  that  admits  of  future  remedy;  fince 
the  nature  of  the  intercourfe  in  qneflion  forbids  an  eflablifliment 
of  regular  convoys  to  and  from  all  the  iflands  at  fuch  times  as  may 
be  fuited  to  their  wants  \  and  the  immenfe  expenfe  of  outfit,  fea- 
men*s  wages,  and  infurancei  difcourage  adventure  in  a  trado  at« 
tended  with  fuch  imminent  rifle,  and  which,  if  a  fupply  by  fuch 
means  were  even  poflible,  mud  fwell  the  expence  beyond  thofe 
bounds  which  the  cultivators  in  thofe  iflands  can  poflTibly  fupport. 

That  notwithflanding  the  exifling  or  fimilar  reflridtions,  the 
governors  of  the  Wefl  India  Iflands  have,  at  different  times,  im* 
pelled  by  invincible  neceflity,  opened  the  ports  of  the  refpeSive 
iflands  to  American  veflels ;  and  yet,  even  by  this  extraordinary 
meafure,  as  it  could  not  have  the  eflFe6l  of  a  regular  fyftem  of 
intercourfe,  a  partial  and  very  expenflve  fupply  has  only  been 
obtained ;  articles  of  food,  or  of  immediate  neceflity,  having  been 
fold  occaflonally  at  three  hundred  per  cent,  beyond  what  was  the 
average  price  of  markets,  fubfequent  to  the  American  war. 

That  a' fcarcity  of  provifions  in  the  Weft  India  Iflands,  dread- 
ful as  muft  be  its  eflx'ds,  may  arife  from  accidents  which  human 
abilities  cannot  avert,  and  againfl  which  hutnan  prudence  is  un- 
able  to  provide;  a  convuHion  of  tlie  elements  may  deftroy  at  once 
the  few  internal  refources  thofe  iflands  poflefs,  and  overwhelm 
them  in  one  fndden  and  general  afllidion  of  famine  and  peftilence; 
that  ^gainft  fuch  a  calamity^  (tores  cannot  be  laid  up  of  an  arti- 
cle fo  perifliable  in  warm  climates  as  grain  ;  and  that  the  extra* 
ordinary  meafure  of  opening  the  ports  in  fuch  emergencies,  has 
been  found  to  afford  but  a  tardy  and  ineifeflual  relief;  that  hu* 
manity  and  policy  feem  to  didate  that  an  extremity  of  diftrefs, 
at  once  fo  probable  and  fo  extenlive,  fliould  be  guarded  againft 
by  a  regular  fy ftem  of  fupply,  through  the  moft  fpeedy  and  natural 
channel. 

That 
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That  the  Britifli  Weft-India  iflands  hare  at  prefent  to  conttod 
with  the  ufual  concomitants  of  war,  in  a  very  great  addition  to  the 
expences  of  freight  and  infurance  on  the  tranfport  of  their  produce 
to  the  Britifli  market ;  circumftances  which  equally  zfFtSt  the  coft 
of  every  article  they  import  from  thence,  comprehending  nearly 
the  whole  of  their  confumption ;  that  the  expences  of  their  eN 
tablifliment,  &cc.  have  been  fwelledy  beyond  all  former  example, 
and  that  they  have  moreover  at  the  fame  time,  contrary  to  all  paft 
experience,  to  ftruggle  with  greatly  and  fuddenly  reduced  prices 
of  their  produce  at  market;  owing  at  once  to  accidents,  which 
impede  and  diminifli  confumption,  and  to  the  opening  of  new 
fources  of  permanent  fupply  from  countries  in  fome  indances  no 
way  fubje£l  to  colonial  regulations,  not  encumbered  with  any  of 
thofe  rellridions  which  in  the  intention  of  benefitting  the  com<* 
merce  of  the  mother  country,  have  been  laid  upon  the  Britifli 
Weft^India  iflands;  and  that  under  fuch  difadvantages,  a  perfe-i 
verance  in  the  prefent  fyflem  of  their  intcrcourfc  with  America 
muft  form  an  accumulation  of  burthen,  which  will  entirely  pre« 
elude  a  fair  competition  with  their  rivals  in  cultivation,  will  flimu* 
late  and  aflift  the  progrefs  of  cultivation  in  the  Dutch  and  Spanifll 
fettlements,  and  immediately  tend  to  the  diflrefs  and  ruin  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Britifli  Wefl-India  colonies,  and  of  the  nu« 
merous  clafles  of  their  fellow  fubje£ls  in  Great  Britain  and  Ire* 
land  connected  with  and  dependent  upon  them. 

That  had  your  memoriaiifts  lefs  of  (Irong  neceflity  on  their  own 
fide  to  plead,  yet  they  would  beg  leave  to  fugged,  that  policy  in 
rcfpeS  to  the  general  commercial  intercfts  of  Britain  feems  to  re- 
quire, that  America  Ihould  be  encouraged  to  perfevere  in  the 
agricultural  fyflem,  to  which  flie  mud  in  a  great  meafure  be  led, 
by  a  re^dy  means  of  fupplying  the  Wefl-India  colonies,  inflead  of 
being  driven  to  objeAs  of  manufa£lijre  ;  whether  impelled  thereto 
by  necefliity,  induced  by  policy,  or  urged  by  refentment ;  and 
which  muft  happen  fliould  we  deprive  her  of  thofe  advantaged 
which  flie  has  hitherto  enjoyed,  in  an  intercourfe  with  fome  of 
the  Weft.>India  iflands  ;  that  a  very  fmall  extenfion  of  our  prefent 
fyftem»  while  its  accompliflied  ends,  fo  important  to  ourfelves, 
would  anfwer  the  purpofe  of  keeping  the  induftry  of  the  American* 
direded  to  fuch  obje&s,  as  mull  beft  accord  with  the  interefts  of 
Great  Britain* 

That  upon  confiderations  flmilar  to  the  foregoing,  but  what 
have  fince  received  the  fan£lion  of  experience,  the  Weft-Indian 
planters  and  merchants  have,  upon  former  occafions,  earneftly 
entreated  from  his  Majefty's  miniflers,  the  permiflion  of  an  in* 
tercourfe  with  the  United  States,  under  certain  regulations  of  wife 
and  liberal  policy,  in  American  veflels  ;  and  there  is  .good  reafon 
to  believe,  that  had  they  obtained  their  wifli,  the  comparative  in« 
mefc  of  flupping  aad  fes^mcn  to  Great  Britain^  ariilng  from  fo 
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natura]  and -evident  an  encoiiragcnneht  to  the  ciihivation  and  com- 
merce ot  the  Bri'iih  colonies,  wonld  have  far  niore  than  countcr- 
biftlanced  any  benefits  of  a  fimilar  nature,  which  in  the  Ml 
ictiance  might  have  been  conceded  to  America  ;  -that  upon  this 
head  it  is  iinpofllble  to  avoid  remarking,  that  our  f)fteni  of  cxclu- 
five  pofleffion  of  thofe  benefits  has  been  found  in  tinjcs  of 
emergency  impra'i^icable,  and  that  the  participation  which,  at 
fuch  limcs^  we  have  granted  to  America,  has  had  neither  the  merit 
of  a  eonccirion  with  that  country,  nor  the  advantage  of  etFeftual 
relict  to  ourfcrlvcs. 

That  deeply -i in prefTed  with  confiderations  fo  interefling  to 
them,  your  memorialiils  indulge  at  this  junfture,  a  confoiatorv 
hf>pe,  that,  indept^nJcnily  of  the  intrinficweight  of  their  cafe,  ami 
tlie  leilimony  it  has  derived  from  experience,  they  may  tind  in  the 
recenr,  very  confiderable  extenfion  of  the  Britifh  WeiKlntiia 
colonics,  (in  confvrqiicnce  of  the  fucccfs  with  which  his  Majelty's 
arms  in  thai  partot  the  world  have  been  crowned}  new  and  un- 
anfwerable  arguments  in  favour  of  a  rovifion  and  extenfion  of 
the  fyflem  on  which  their  intercourfe  with  America^  and  confe- 
qucntly  much  of  their  future  welfare,  muft  depend. 

That  the  conquered  illands  have  in  a  great  meafure  derived 
their  profpcrity,  which  was  fo  clfentially  felt  in  the  commercial 
balance  and  naval  power  of  France,  from  the  privileges  which  in 
this  very  inllance  that  country  granted  to  her  colonies  ;  privilegis 
l^'hich  your  memorialiils  have  underdood,  will  at  leaft  have  tem- 
porary continuance  under  the  Briiilh  government ;  and  that  they 
tanr.ot  but  underftand  fuch  contimiaiicc  as  a  pledge  that  the  faith- 
ful fubjefts  of  Britain  in  her  old  colonics,  fliall  not  remain  in  a 
worfc.footing  refpefting  an  objod  of  fuch  importance  to'  their 
Welfare,  than  the  inhabitartts  of  conquered  iflands  ;  nor  are  tluy 
wiihout  hopes,  tijat  a  jult  fenfc  ol  the  evil  of  extending  the  dil- 
fic.uhies  of  the  pie  Tent  fyftein  to  polfedions  large  and  populous, 
and  unprepared  to  combat  with  them,  together  with  the  confciouf- 
ncfs  of  the  fuperiority  of  which  (3reat  Britain  now  holds.in  a  co:u- 
D[)crce,  the  direcl  and  rclaiive  advantages  of  wiuch  are  almoft  be- 
yond ertiraation,  will  call  upon  the  Icpillature  for  new  and  liberal 
Regulations  and  provilions,  which,  difrcgarding  the  femblance  of 
a  trivial  facrifice  in  the  means,  tnay  be  direfled  to  the  important 
end  of  eilablilhing  beyond  competition  the  profperity  of  the 
Biitiih  Wert-India  colonics,  and  confequently  of  the  Britilh 
empire. 

That  your  memorialiils,  therefore,  humbjy  pray,  that  his  Ma- 
jefty's  miniftcrs  will  be  pleafcd  to  recommend  to  Parliament, 
that  the  temporary  privileges  ^ranted  to  the  conquered  iflands, 
refpecling  their  intercourfe  with  America,  may  be  extended 
10  the  Britilh  illands  ;  and  alfo,  that  fuch  alterations  may  take 
place  in  the  exilVmg  laws  relative  to  that  intercourfe  as  may 
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provide  dgalnfl  the  tiecellities  of  the  colonies^  ivithout  inteN 
ter^nce  with  the  permanent  benefits  which  the  mother  coun- 
try  derives^  and  ought  at  all  times  to  derive  from  them»  in 
refpeft  to  commerce  and  navigation*

indrc  Rigaudi  Commander  In  Chief  of  the  armed  Force,  in  the 
Southern  Departments,  and  the  adjacent  ^farters  ^  and  Louis 
Gavnon,  Civil  Governor  of  the  f aid  Di^ric^J, 

pONTINUALI/Y  occupied  in  lucrcafing  aftivity  in  every 
^  part  of  adminiifration  committed  to  our  care,  we  have  not 
fccn  without  the  molt  lively  fcnfations,  the  enormous  abufes  that 
have  crept  into  the  condiidl  of  fomc  of  the  captains  of  our  pri- 
vateers ;  it  is,  therefore,  our  duty  to  employ  cflicacious  means  of 
rcprcffing  the  fame,  which,  if  they  were  allowed  to  continue, 
would  tend  to  nothing  lefs  than  the  dedroying  that  activity,  which^ 
on  the  contrary,  it  is  fo  neceffary  to  encourage. 

It  is  of  reiterated  pillages,  committed  by  the  crews  of  fomo 
privateers  on  board  of  velfels  fallen  into  their  hands  by  the  chance 
of  war,  that  ve  wilh  to  fpeak.— We  have  fccn  with  indignation 
and  furprize,  French  republicans,  forgetting  what  ihey  owe  to 
thcmfclves,  and  what  they  owe  to  the  rights  of  nations ;  not  con- 
fidcring  that  they  have  not  acquired  the  right  of  property  over  any 
vclfrl  taken  by  them,  until  the  judgment  of  conlHluted  authori- 
ties have  declared  it  a  good  prize  ;  we  have  fcen  them,  wc  fay,  ap- 
propriate Indifcrlminatcly,  every  thing  that  fell  into  their  hands, 
and  go  even  to  the  length  of  dripping  of  their  clothes,  individuals 
on  board  the  vefFcIs  taken  by  them. 

Thefe  reproaches,  ilndoubtcdiy,  cannot  fall  upon  the  officers  of 
the  privateers ;  we  hope  better  of  them  ;  but  they  cannot  by  any 
tncans  efcape  the  jull  reproach  of  not  keeping  fufficient  fub* 
ordination  among  their  crews. 

Another  abufc,  not  lefs  fliocklng  than  the  firfl,  is  that  which 
i^  (till  allowed  on  board  fome  privateers,  viz.  to  treat  as  enemi^ 
the  crews  of  neutral  veflcls  which  they  have  fearched,  or  which 
they  have  thought  it  their  duty  to  detatDi  on  account  of  contra- 
batxl  trade.  In  thefe  infUnceSi  they  have  equally  committed  piU 
'^g^Sf  they  have  taken  provifions  by  force,  and  what  is  more  in- 
tolerable, they  have  maltreated  the  people  very  much.  Un- 
<loubtedly  republicans  ought  to  make  War  generoufly,  not- at 
pirates. 
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Privateers  have,  befides,  lefs  right  to  difpofe  of  any  thing  on 
board  of  a  neutral  vcird  ftoppcd,  as  firft  it  muft  be  determined^  if 
they  had  a  right  to  Hop  her,  and  afterwards,  fuppofing  her  to  be 
confifcated,  a  third  part  only  comes  to  the  captors.  This  right  of 
ftripping  is  not  eftabliflied  by  the  laws  of  war,  but  takes  place 
only  on  account  of  any  infringement,  and  the  privateer  (captor) 
in  this  cafe,  having  only  done  an  a£l  of  watch fulnefs  over  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  laws  concerning  tlie  navigation  of  neutral  veflels, 
thefe  laws  grant  to  her  for  that  watchfulnefs  only  a  third  part  of 
the  coniifcation. 

It  becomes  then  indifpcpfably  neceflary  to  remedy  in  the 
prompted  manner,  the  abufes  we  have  fuftained — What  would  be 
the  effeft  of  our  ncgle£ting  to  do  it  ?  On  the  one  hand,  captains 
would  not  wiih  to  rifle  their  property  at  fea,  with  the  appre- 
henfions  of  being  pillaged  by  thofe  even  in  whom  they  would  put 
their  truft,  fearing  befides  their  being  held  anfwerable  for  the 
damages,  &c.  juftly  due  to  neutral  vefFels  found  to  be  improperly 
detained,  or  thofe  who  were  plundered  or  maltreated,  they  would 
ceafe  from  arming,  and  would  not  undertake  it  again ;  on  the 
other  hand,  neutral  veflels,  fearing  to  be  plundered  and  maltreated 
upon  falling  in  with  any  privateer,  would  ceafe  to  frequent  our 
coafts,  would  deprive  us  of  objefls  the  mod  effential  to  us,  and 
in'carrying  their  claims  before  their  own  governments,  would  give 
rife  to  difafFeftions  that  would  cxpofe  the  dignity  of  the  French 
Republic. — Wifhing  to  remedy  all  which,  we  order  as  follow : 

Article  L  The  laws  which  forbid  plunder  on  board  of  any 
prize  made  by  privateers,  fhall  be  executed  according  to  their 
ftfidleft  form  and  tenor.  We  therefore  forbid  all  captains,  offi- 
cers, volunteers,  and  feamen,  belonging  to  French  privateers,  to 
open,  on  board  of  any  veflel  captured  by  them,  any  cheft$,  bales, 
bags,  pipes,  barrels,  cafks,  or  arm-che(ls,  or  to  take  away  or 
fell  any  goods  from  the  prize;  we  llkewife  forbid  any  perfon 
from  purchafing  or  concealing  the  fame  until  the  prize  has  been 

i'udged,  or  it  has  been  ordered  by  juilice,  on  pain  of  tiie  offenders 
leing  purfued  and  judged  according  to  the  utmolt  rigour  of  the 
law. 

II.  As  foon  as  the  captain  of  a  privateer  fliall  have  made  him- 
felf  mafter  of  any  vellel,  he  fliall  feize  all  permits,  palFports, 
fiiiling  dire£tions,  charter  parties,  bills  of  lading,  and  all  other 
papers  concerning  the  freight  and  deftination  of  the  veflel,  toge- 
ther with  the  keys  of  the  cherts,  arm  chefts,  and  flate  rooms. 
He  (hall  caufe  to  be  fluit  the  hatches  and  other  places  where  they 
may  have  goods,  and  fliall  place  Teals  upon  every  place  that  is 
capable  of  holding  goods. 

III.  In  cafe  of  there  being  found  on  board  any  yeflcl  captured, 
any  ammunition  or  proviiions,  of  which  the  privateer  ftands  in 
need,  the  captain  will  iirft  fet  forth  that  need,  and  his  urgency^ 
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by  a  declarattph,  figned  by  tlie  officers,  and  (hall  afterwards 
oaufc  to  be  made  out' a  circumftantial  account  of  the  ammunitioa 
and  provifions  which  he  has  taken  out  of  the  prize,  which  decla- 
ration and  accoutit  (hall  be  preferred  to  the  adminidration,  ^s 
well  as  to  the  admiralty,  immediately  upon  the  arrival  of  the 
privateer  into  any  port ;  in  default  of  thefe  formalities,  as  well  as 
thofe  precautions  pointed  out  in  the  preceding  article,  the  captain 
of  the  privateei"  (hall  be  perfonally  refponfible  for  every  article, 
milling  on  board  the  prize,  and  fhall  himfelf,  with  his  crew,  re- 
main in  the  hands  of  the  law. 

IV.  We  cxprefsly  forbid  all  captains,  volunteers,  and  feamen 
of  privateers,  to  difpofe  of  any  thing  found  on  board  the  neutral 
veffels,  which  they  may  have  occafion  to  fearch  or  to  detain,  on 
pain  of  being  proceeded  againll  in  an  exemplary  manner,  and 
punifhcd  to  the  utmoft  rigour  of  the  law. 

If  ever  they  fhould  be  in  want  of  provifions,  they  may  aflc  of 
the  captains  of  the  neutral  velTels  they  fearch  a  fupply  ;  in  which 
cafe,  they  (hall  get  from  the  captain  of  the  neutral  veiTel  a  de- 
claration that  they  have  paid  for  the  things  they  have  received, 
and  his  declaration  (hall  be  prefented  upon  their  arrival. 

They  ihall  neverthelefs  be  bound  to  take  the  fame  precautions 
on  board  neutral  veflels  which  they  (hall  detain,  as  pointed  out 
by  article  2d,  under  the  fame  penalties  implied  in  article  3d.  ■ 

V.  We  equally  forbid  all  captains,  officers,  volunteers,  and 
feamen  of  privateers  to  maltreat,  either  by  words  or  aftions,  in- 
dividuals become  their  prlfoners  by  chance  of  war,  or  the  crews 
of  neutral  veiTcls  which  they  (hall  detain,  under  pain  of  the  offen- 
ders being  punifhed  in  the  mod  exemplary  manner. 

VI.  The  detaining  of  neutral  veflels,  and  their  confifcation, 
being  only  in  confequence  of  a  breach  of  the  laws  of  commerce, 
and  not  by  the  laws  of  war,  and  privateers  in  thefe  cafes,  only 
performing  an  aft  of  watchfulnefs  over  the  execution  of  thefe 
laws,  there  does  not  go  to  the  crews  of  the  faid  privateers,  but 
one  third  part  of  the  nett  produce  of  the  confifcation  produced 
againft  the  neutral  ve(rels,  which  they  have  topped  and  carried 
into  port,  the  remaining  two-thirds  go  to  the  Republic,  agreeable 
to  the  fame  laws. 

The  prefent  article  will  be.  in  force  from  the  day  of  the  pre- 
fent  proclamation,  even  againft  the  privatefers  now  at  fea,  in  cafe 
they  (hould  detain  any  veflels  ;  there  being  nothing  therein  con* 
tained  of  a  new  import,  being  only  a  confirmation  of  the  things 
contained  in  former  proclamations. 

VII.  All  captains  of  privateers  now  in  the  road,  thofe  who 
arrive  there,  or  any  who  in  future  arm  privateers,  are  bound  to 
famifh  themfelves  with  a  copy  of  the  prefent  proclamation,  which 
Ihall  be  delivered  to  them  at  the  o(Hces  in  taking  their  papers. 
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They  Aall  be  likewife  bound  to  make  tiiem  read  to  their  crews 
every  time  they  are  going  upon  a  cruize,  and  the  reading  (hall 
be  attefted  at  the  bottom  of  the  copy  by  the  ofiicerSy  and  proved 
immediately , upon  again  coming  mto  port.  In  default  of  the 
execution  of  the  prefent  article,  the  captain  (hall  fuflfer  the  pe- 
nalty contained  in  the  third  article. 

The  prefent  proclamation  (hall  be  printed,  publifhed,  and 
fixed  at  every  place  v^here  occafion  requires,  regidcred  at  the 
office  of  the  comptroller  of  the  marine,  ana  at  all  the  offices  of 
admiralty  in  the  louthern  department,  and  fent  to  all  the  military 
commanders  in  adminiftration  in  the  ports  of  the  faid  department.

the  expiration  of  this  month  for  the  Mole,  St.  Marc,  Port-au- 
Prince,  or  the  Grand  Ance,  as  they  may  chufe ;  in  default  of^ 
ivhich  their  fubfiftence  is  to  be  immediately  (lopped,  and  the 
cbmmiflfary  will  have  orders  to  ftiip  them  by  the  firft  opportu- 
nities to  North  America  ;  and  fuch  as  are  proprietors  in  St.  Co- 
rn ingo,  and  do  not  repair  to  the  general  defence  of  the  colony* 
will  not  be  permitted  hereafter  to  return  to  their  habitations  until 
his  Majefty  s  pleafure  is  known.

DECLARATION. 


OREAT  Britain  having  been  involved  in  a  war  with  the  French 
^^  nation,  the  officers  engaged  in  his  Britannic  Majefty's  fer*" 
vice,  in  fituations  and  circumftances  as  extraordinary  as  novels 
have  endeavoured  all  in  their  power  to  permit  no  ad  of  hoftility 
to  be  committed,  but  what  the  licence  of  civilized  warfare  has

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authorized,  nor  employed  any  mean?  of  annoyance  that  has  not 
been  warrant.ed  by  ihe  ufages  and  pradices  of  'other  European 
iiates. 

In  all  nuiitary  enterprizes  which'  have  been  undertaken  in  the 
Weit  In  liy^s,  t\\e  fvvord  has  not  been  wantonly  exercifed,  nor  fire 
employed  to  deftroy  works  and  buildings  which,  in  their  nature, con- 
tributed nothing  to  offence  or  defence.  '  The  rights  of  individual? 
have  been  refpC(Slcd  ;  nor  have  the  political  combinations  of  (o- 
.cicty  in  the  jfiands  been  difturbcd.  The.  hand  of  the  flave  has  not 
been  excited  againft  its  mailer.  Prifoners  of  all  ranks  have  been 
fubjedl  to  neither  indignity  nor  infult — they  have  not  had  to  com- 
plain of  want  of  food  or  cloathing  ;  nor  can  it  be  urged  with  truth 
that  they  Uave  been  rigoroufly  imprifoned,  or  devoted  to  (laughter. 
If,  after  capture,  it  has  been  found  necelFary  to  configp  them  to 
floating  prtfoMS)  the  meafure  wasjuftifi'ed  by  policy,  which  would 
tiot  admit  of  communication  with  their  countrymen  On  Ihore, 
whofe  principles,  whenever  opportunity  offered,  they  tampered 
-with,  and  endeavoured,  to  corrupt.  Health  has  not  been  injured, 
or  comforts  of  any  kind  reftrained,  by  this  mode  of  confinement. 
Jf  repubHcan  coloniits  have  been  fliipped  from  the  iilands,  or 
fuffered  by  obtaining  pafTports  to  retire  to  America,  or  the 
joeutral  iflands,  treatment  far  from  unmerciful,  it  is  juftlfied  by 
Ih^  fame  pricciple  of  political  expediency,  of  not  permitting  men 
lo  xemaJiQ  in  tW  bofom  of  a  country,  who,  when  protected,  and 
eojoying  tranquillity,  were  daily  projedting  fchemcs  for  the  in- 
tiodudiion  of  anarchy  and  bloodlhed. 

His  Majefly's  officers  have,  in  every  inftance,  confuJted  the 
dignity  of  their  own  charaSer^  and  the  honour  of  the  Britilh 
nation  ;  and  as  the  law5  of  war  are  interwoven  in  the  code  of  the 
Jaw  of  nations,  it  was  expelled  that  they  would  be  held  in  equal 
obfervance  by  the  enemy  ;  but  the  falutary  reft ri<3 ions  which 
thefe  laws  prefcribe  have  been  upon  all  occafionr.  violated.  In- 
i^ad  of  fair  and  honcxurable  means  of  warfare,  arts,  pradiccs, 
,3jnd  adverfe  operations,  have  been  introduced,  long  fince  ex- 
ploded by  the  ufagcs  and  opinions  of  civilized  nations..  Procla- 
mations have  been  from  time  to  time  iiTued,  and  as:  (ingularly 
introduced  to  the  notice  of  the  Britilh  commanders:  thefe  writ- 
ings, teeming  with  arrogance,  replete  with  falfehoods,  and  deal- 
ing out  the  mod  vulgar  perfonal  refleftions  and  abufe,  caa  never 
tfondnce  to  the  end  and  obje6l  of  the  war  ;  they  may  exafpcrate 
the  animofity  and  hatred  of  an  enemy  ;  but  they  never  can  ex- 
fcauft  his  refbiirces,  weaken  his  fpirit,  or  deaden  the  vigour  of 
his  enterprizes.  If  the  fabricators  of  them  mean  to  cafl  an  oblo- 
quy upon  the  conduft  of  the  Britifh  generals,  or  an  odinm  upon 
the  reputation  of  Britifh  arms,  they  defeat  their  own  purpofes, 
the  calumny  recoils  upon  themfelves,  and  the  neutral  powers,  to 
whom  they  ftrongly  appeal,-  will  examine  by  what  principles  the 

republicans 
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rfpnbli<Jans  have  been  aSuated,  and  what  have  been  the  dtiltn* 
guifliing  features  of  their  a6ls  and  achievements  iiuce  they  got 
footing  in  the  Weft  IiKiies. 

It  will  be  found  that  the  horrors  and  calamities  of  war  have 
been  aggravated  by  them  to  an  extent  never  known,  cveti  to  the 
mod  rude  and  barbarous  nations.  Neutral  ftates  might  doubt 
that  the  chief  of  a  nation,  which  claims  to  be  civilized,  nay, 
which  prcfumptuoufly  fets  up  to  illuminate  and  civilize  the  other 
nations  of  the  globe,  difturbed  the  long-buried  remains  of  a  fol- 
dier;  yet  they  muft  credit  it,  when  they  read  that  chief's  procla- 
mation, glorying  in  having  difintcrred  the  earthly  part  of  Major- 
Gcneral  Dundas,  and  thrown  it  to  the  winds! 

The  fick  and  wounded  Bricifti  foldiers  found  in  the  town  of 
Petit  Bourg,  in  the  itland  of  Guadaloupe,.  incapable,  from  their' 
fituation,  of  annoying,  and  ever  regarded  as  objcfts  of  mercy 
and  relief,  were  all  indifcriminately  put  to  the  bayonet. 

The  fick  and  wounded  at  Uerville  Camp  were  fuffcred  to  pe-  ^. 
ri(h,  without  medical  afTiilance,  without  fredi  proviflons,  and 
without  comfort  of  any  kind.  The  brave  garrifon  who  furvived, 
although  exprefsly,  by  capitulation,  ftipulated  to  return  to  Eu- 
rope, remains  yet,  officers  alid*men,  rigoroufly  and  indifcrimi- 
natciy  confined  in  prifon  (liips,  in  the  fickly  port  of  Point-ah 
Pctre,  a  prey  to  difeafe  and  death  I 

'I'he  fame  hard  lot  feems  to  await  all  that  the  chance  of  war 
throws  into  their  hands  ;  for,  as  a  refinement  of  cruelty,  they 
2rc  totally  cut  off  frotn  the  purchafe  of  frefti  provifions  and  com- 
I'^rts,  all  comnnunication  from  the  (hore  being  prohibited. 

The  loud-proclaimed  and  much-vaunted  exploits  and  fMCceffef 
of  the  republican  armies  in  the  iflands  of  Grenada  and  St.  Via- 
c'-nt,  would  make  any  other  European  nation  blufh  to- be  engaged 
iru  None  but  a  people  dead  to  national  honour  wotild  prefumc 
to  boaft  of  them  ;  for  what  liave  been  the  means  employed  in  thofe. 
iflands. 

In  the  ifland  of  Grenada,  the  principles  of  revolt  were  fown 
with  filent  diligence  among  the  flaves.  The  minds  of  the  French 
white  and  coloured  refidents  (fubjefts  of  Great-Brirain  fince  the 
i.'-(lion  of  the  colony,  in  the  year  1762J  were  excited  to  treafon 
ind  rebellion.  A  handful  of  republicans,  who  had  ftolen  into 
tJjc  ifland,  Was  fulficient  to  light  the  (lame  ;  it  blazed  forth  in  the 
f'ight,  and,  like  all  other  plans  in  which  fuch  diabolical  agency 
is  exercifed,  the  footftepa  of  the  perpetrators  were  marked  ivith 
raoghter,  plunder,  and  dcvaftation.  The  inhabitants  bf  the  towns 
(•f  Lebaye  and  Guoyave,  aflcep  in  their  beds,  fell  unfufpedling 
Mctims  to  the  fury  of  thofe  perfidious  and  unrelenting  barbarians. 
Sugsir-works,  buildings*,  and  cane-ficlds,  have  been  equally  ob* 
jcds  of  their  fury  and  deftrudlion.  One  enormity  itands  hor* 
ridly  prominent  jn  this  pidure  of  modern  republican  warfare, 

the 
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the  murdering  in  cool  blood  forty-four  gentlemen  of  the  ifland  of 
Grenada,  at  the  head  of  w  hom  ftands  Lieutenant-governor  Home, 
who  had  been  furprrzed,  and  were  in  their  power  as  prifoners  of 
war!  an  event  which  will  confign  all  that  pretend  to  the  name  of 
French  republicans  to  the  execration  of  the  lateft  poflerity. 

In  the  colony  of  St,  Vincent,  the  fpecimens  of  republican  hof- 
tility  have  been  equally  otitrageous,.fanguinary,  and  unprecedent- 
ed. The  claiming  treaties  of  alliance  and  amity  with  a  body  of 
Caribs,  long  and  univerfally  known  to*  have  taken  the  oaths  of 
allegiance  and  fidelity  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  to  be 
living  in  harmony  and  friendfhip  in  the  fame  territory  with  his 
fubje£ls,  is  a  new  fpecies  of  political  connexion,  and  worthy  of 
the  republican  name.  The  urging,  by  bribes  and  inflammatory 
correfpondence,  this  people,  whom  Britifh  generofity  fpared  in  the 
year  1772,  and  again  pardoned  in  1783,  to  fall  upon  and  murder 
the  unfufpediing  planters,  their  wives  and  children ;  to  burn,  lay 
wafte  their  eflates, and  malfacre  their  flaves,  without  the  fmalleft  pre- 
vious notice  of  hoRility,  is  fuch  a  new  and  enormous  tranfgreilion 
of  all  that  has  ever  been  held  facred  among  civilized  nations,  that 
the  heads  that  could  devife,  and  the  hands  that  have  executed, 
muft  be  held  in  the  fame  deteftation,  and  devoted  to  the  fame 
infamy. 

The  reprefentativ^s  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  in  thefe  colonies 
have  been  boldly  reprehended  for  the  legal  punifhments  infiided 
on  the  Caribs  of  St.  Vincent,  and  the  French  traitorous  refident 
fubje(9s,  both  of  that  ifland  and  Grenada — even  infolent  threats 
of  reprifals  have  been  proclaimed.  The  honour  and  dignity  of 
the  Britifh  nation  can  never  fuflFer  by  unfounded  or  imaginary  im- 
putations of  cruelty  and  inhumanity ;  nor  will  empty  threats  of 
retaliation  deter  its  officers  from  proceeding  with  the  utmoft  feve- 
rity  againft  all  ading  the  parts  of  traitors  and  rebels.  The  gene- 
ral laws  of  war  cannot  be  applied  to  men  who  aft  in  open  con- 
tempt and  violation  of  them  ;  much  lefs  can  they  be  claimed  by 
perfons  who  are  not  within  their  reach  or  influence.  The  King 
of  Great  Britain  was  not  at  war  with  the  Caribs,  or  with  his 
French  refident  fubje£ls;  on  the  contrary,  they  were  living  within 
his  peace,  and  enjoying  the  benefit  of  his  laws,  and  the  favour  of 
his  proteftion.  The  moment,  therefore,  either  refident  Carib, 
Frenchman,  coloured  perfon,  or  flave  rofe  in  arms,  with  a  defiga 
to  levy  war  iq  thofe  colonies,  he  forfeited  his  life  as  a  traitor  to 
his  acknowledged  fovereign,  the  King  of  Great  Britain*  Death 
muft,  indeed,  be  deemed  a  mild  punifhrnent  for  mifcreants  whofc 
views  were  not  conqueft,  but  extirpation,  and  whofe  tracks  were 
methodically  marked  with  conflagrations,  rapine,  and  murders. 

A  late  attempt  upon  the  ifland  of  Martinique  is  a  continuation 
of  the  fame  abominable  fyftem  of  the  republican  chiefs.  The 
yigilance  of  the  guards  upon  its  coafts,  and  the  afiivity  of  one  of 

his 


his  Majefty*s  ci-uizers,  liave  fhiftrated  that  dari/l^  and  mifchievonil 
cnterprize.  ft  fully  difcovers  to  the  world  the  unnatural  hoftjlity 
in  which  the  enemies  of  Gre^t  Britain  are  determined  to  perfeverc ; 
it  fhaws,  that  jhe  noble  aqd  open  confli As,  by  which  the  fpirit  and 
courage  of  nations  are  tried,  are  totally  thrown  afide  ;  it  proves, 
that  the  glory  of  arms,  and  the  honour  of  a  flag,  are  empty  names, 
and  trodden  under  foot ;,  and  that,  by  republicans,  are  fubftituted 
the  diffemination  of  treafon,  the  promotion  of  crimes;  the  difTo- 
lution  of  focial  ^order^  and  the  extenfion  of  every  human  calamity. 

We,  therefore,  the  undcrfigned  commanders  in  chief  of  his 
Majefty'sland  and  fea  forces  in  the  Weft  indies,  do  hereby  de- 
dare,  that  no  a£ls  have  been  committed  by  us,  or  thofe  under  our 
command,  in  thefe  illands,  contrary  to  the  known  rules  of  war, 
or  ufages  of  civilized  nations  ;  and  that,  if  punilhments  haVe  been 
infli£led  in  the  iflands  of  Grenada  and  St.,  Vincent,  they  have  beea 
lawful  and  juft  retributions  for  treafon,  rebellion,  and  murder. 

And  we  do  hereby  further  declare  the  charges  of  cruelty,  rapine, 
and  violence,  made  againft  the  Britifti  officers,  and  againit  the 
honour  of  the  Britilh  arms,  in  the  Weft  Indies,  in  various  pro- 
clamations, to  be  foul  and  illiberal  aflertions,  calculated  by  the 
republican  chiefs  to  inflame,  and  ftill  more  to  miflead  their  infa- 
tuated and  unfortunate  followers. 

And  we  do  hereby  further  declare,  in  order,  if  poflijble,  to  re- 
ftrain  the  barbarous  and  unparalleled  fyftem  of  republican  war- 
fare in  the  colonies,  that,  whenever  humanity  is  wantonly  vio- 
latod,  and  recourfe  had  to  pradtices  and  operations  of  war  un- 
licenfed  by  the  ufages  and  opinions  of  civilized  nations,  the  moft: 
ample  retaliation  fliall  inftantly  follow  ;  and  that,  if  anv  rafh  and 
impudent  experiment  (hall  again  be  tried,  fecretly  to  put  fofiall 
numbers  on  (hore,  to  foment  rebellion,  and  excite  commotion  in 
the  colonies,  we  (hall  not  regard  the  perfons  landed  and  fo  engaged 
as  fair  and  decided  enemies,  but  as  fpies,  and  who,  when,  taken, 
fliall  be  delivered  ove^  to  military  tribunals,  to  be  treated  accord- 
ingly. 

And  we  do  hereby  further  declare,  that  all  Frenchmen,  free 
coloured  perfons,  or  flaves,  in  this  ifland,  or  in  any  other  ifland  or 
colony,  who  have  fworn  allegiance  to  the  King  of  Great  firitain, 
or  who  may  be  living  under,  or  .prote3ed  bv  his  flag,  and  wl^o 
fliall  conceal  or  harbour,  or  aid  ana  aflift,  in  any  manner  whatever, 
fuch  perfons  fo  clandeftinely  landed,  or  who  (hall  be  found  |n 
arms,  or  otherwife  co-operating  with  them,  to  difturb  the  peace 
of  the  government,  will  be  confldered  as  traitors  and  rebels,  and 
puniflied  with  death. 

And  we  do  hereby  further  declare  and  promife  moft  amply  to 

reward  any  white  or  free  perfon  in  the  ifland  of  Martinique  wEo 

fliall  difcover  or  apprehend  any  perfon  or  perfons  that  may  have 

ken  put  on  -fhore  on  the  evening  of  Saturday  laft,  near  Pr^cur^ 
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er  who  may  hereafter  be  landed  in  a  (imilar  manner ;  and  to  all 
flaves  making  the  fame  dircoveryy  and  arrefting^fuch  perfon  or 
perfons,  and  bringing  them  to  head  quarters,  we  do  hereby  offer 
immediate  manumiirion. 

And,  laftly,  we  do  hereby  declare,  that  (hould  the  enemy  land 
in  an  open  and  avowed  manner  to  conteft,  by  force  of  arms,  the 
fuperiority  of  the  two  nations  to  the  fovereignty  of  any  colony, 
\ve,  and  thofe  under  us,  (hall  condufi:  ourfelves  towards  them  in 
all  refpeds  as  the  laws  of  civilized  hoflility  warrant ;  and  in  cafe 
the  fortune  of  war  (hould  throw  them  Into  our  hands,  they  (ball 
receive  that  humane  treatment  which  has  ever  diftinguifhed  the 
Britifli  nation  towards  its  prifoners.

PROCLAMATION. 

Btlefine  Lavauxj  General  and  Governor  of  St.  Domingo* 

THE  moft  falutary  of  all  revolutions  has  juft  now  imprefled 
on  the  hearts  of  the  French  an  energetic,  indelible  chara&er« 
The  Convention  have'eredled  the  monument  of  their  admirable 
conftitution,  on  the  bafis  of  liberty,  equality,  and  fraternity*  and 
they  have  at  lad  confolidated  its  foundation  on  the  innumerable 
vidories  which  they  have  obtained  over  their  exterior  and  interior 
enemies. 

Too  long  the  French  Republic  has  been  a  prey  to  the  villainy 
of  the  infolent  Briti(h,  whofe  aim  was  to  convert  all  France  into 
one  vaft,  profound  grave,  to  inter  its  innumerable  viftin^is,  to  an-j 
nihilate  a  free  people,  and  to  find  in  its  dell  ruction  new  means  of 
over-fwaying  the  other  nations  whofe  ruin  they  had  bafely  pur? 
chafed. 

The  Briti(h,  like'the  impetuous  torrent  which  feems  to  preci- 
pitate from  the  top  of  a  rock,  to  abforb  its  limited  channel,  and 
fpends  its  impetuoHty  againft  a  public,  have,  at  laft,  in  biting  the 
dud  at  Quiberon,  impaired  their  infolent  pride  ;>  they  are  v^n^ 
qoiihed  by  French  patriots ;  they  are  forfaken  by  every  powe^ 
they  intended  to  involve  in  their  downfall ;  all  the  kings  have 
opened  their  eyes,  and  are  intimate  with  our  principles,  and  pri- 
vate intereft  has  induced  them  to  folicit  peace  with  this  free  peo- 
le.  Genero(ity,  which  is  the  bads  of  their  treaties  made  v^itli 
miliay  Hollanc^  and  Spain,  evinces  that  the  French  no  lefi; 
cheriih  humanity  than  liberty  \  that  in  the  midft  of  yiSories  they 
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ftudy  to  reign  over  the  hearts  of  their  neighbours,  and  not  over 
corpfes. 

Citizens  of  all  Colours, 

France  calls  us  to  (hare  in  her  fuccefles  ;  we  all  are  children  of 
the  country  which  we  defend;  fhe  has  declared  that  the  colonies 
were  integral  parts  of  its  forces,  and  that  nothing  could  diflblvc 
her  indivifibillty.  Let  us  be  worthy  of  this  glorious  advantage, 
by  co-operaring,  with  all  our  might  and  the  faculties  of  our  foul, 
to  the  re  eflablifh*mentx)f  that  order  and  harmony  which  always 
govern  a  free  people. 
Citizens  in  Arms, 

The  National  Ccnvention  have  decreed  honourable  mention 
of  us,  and  have  decreed,  that  all-  the  men  armed  in  the  Wind- 
ward Iflands,  for  the  defence  of  the  Republic,  have  deferved  well 
of  the  Republic,  have  deferved  well  of  the  country. 

If  we  have  deferved  well,  let  glory  increafe,  if  ppflible,  our 
zeal.  ^ 

The  duty  we  have  to  fulfil  towards  our  country,  is  a  facred 
duty  }  it  lays  on  us  the  obligation  of  Ihcdding  our  blood  for  the 
defence  of  the  country  when  endangered ;  it  imperioufly  com- 
mands us  to  blindly  obey  our  chiefs  who  command  us  in  virtue  of 
the  law  •;  it  orders  us  to  proteft  in  his  field  the  peaceful  inhabi- 
tant, whom  the  demands  of  life  call  to  another  occupation,  no 
kfs  honourable,  and  far  more  ufeful  than  that  of  the  warrior  ;  to 
proteft  trade  and  commerce,  by  which  the  ftates  flourifli.  Finally, 
to  refpeS  properties,  and  to  caufe  them  to  be  refpefled,  is  the 
moft  facred  or  our  duties. 
Citizens  Cultivators, 

This  is  the  period  to  crufh  the  enemies  of  your  rights,  who  in 
their  impotent  ferocity  want  to  perfuade  you  that  your  liberty  is 
not  compatible  with  a  love  of  induftry.  Now.  is  the  time  to 
ihew  thoic  convulfionaries  that  experience  has  taught  you,  that 
you  are  indebted  to  nature  for  every  inftant  of  your  life,  and  that 
your  hearts  and  arms,  freed  from  bondage,  attend  only  to  fcnti- 
ment,  and  yield  only  to  the  love  of  induftry. 

In  your  induftry,  my  friends,  lie  your  happinefs,  the  profpe* 
rity  and  education  of  your  children,  and  the  itabiltty  of  the  rights 
of  men,  to  which  you  are  called  by  the  French  people. 

The  treaty  of  peace  with  Spain  gives  to  the  French  Republic 
the  entire  poffeffion  of  St.  Domingo. 

Let  henceforth,  and  fro'm  this  day,  all  hoftilities  ceafe  between 
US' and  the  Spanifh  nation  \  let  harmony  and  friendftiip  prevail  in 
our  cohdu(Si  ;  let  all  refentment  be  extinguiflied,  fince  they  have, 
by  an  happy  peace,  become  our  allies, .  our  friends,  and  our  bre- 
thren. 

Charged  by  the  French  nation  with  a  great  extent  of  power 
and  authority,  ac(]^uainted  w*»th  her  will,  animated  by  the  prin- 
ciples 
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ciples  of  ju (lice  which  char afterize  heo  I  announce  to  the. peo- 
ple who  inhabit  the  Spanifh  part  of  St.  Domingo^  which  after 
the  promulgation  of  peace  (hall  be  fubmitted  to  my  command, 
that  they  all  w,ill  find,  in  the  republican  government,  fafety  and 
protefiion  for  their  pdrfons^  and  the  utmoit  refpe£l  for  their  pro- 
perties. 

I  inform  them,  that  if  they  are  attached  to  the  foil  of  the  ifland, 
cither  by  their  fortunes  or  family,  they  will  be  at  full  liberty  to 
become  citizens  and  inhabitants  on  the  conditions  prefcribed  by 
the  laws,  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  advantages  which  the- 
French  citizen  enjoys,  without  even  prejudice  to  the  privileges  of 
worfhip,  which  a  free  people  has  a  right  to  choofe,  and  which 
our  conflitution  authorifes. 

The  friendfhip  which  this  day  unites  our  nations  (hall  be  the 
pledge  of  the  folidity  of  my  promlfe. 

Ye  Africans,  and  ye  offspring  of  Africans,  who,  by  falfe  pro- 
mifes,  have  been  feduced  into  error,  come  now  to  the  bofom  of 
this  country,  which  has  adopted  you  all  for  her  children  ;  come^ 
enjoy  the  blifs  of  liberty;  come  to  your  families,  be  citizens  like 
us;  come  to  recognize  your  rights;  forget  your  errors,  and  we  will 
forget  our  wrongs. 

We  have  other  enemies  to  fight  befides  the  ferocious  Britifh 
and  the  French  emigrants;  let  us  eradicate  out  of  the  foil  of  li- 
berty th6fe  enemies  fold  to  egotifm  and  cupidity  ;  let  us  not  fofter 
within  our  bofom  a  den  ot  (ycophants,  whofe  poifoned  breath 
woulcf  taint  our  happinefs  ;  let  the  divine  impulfe  of  virtue  crudi 
beneath  our  feet  the  idol  of  (lavery,  and  (hiver  into  annihilation 
the  fceptre  of  tyrants. 

Polverel  and  Sarthonax,  who  firft  have  at  St.  Domingo  been 
bold  enough  to  dare  the  bloody  dagger  of  thofe  venders  of  human 
flcfhj  and  to  proclaim  the  general  emancipation,  have  juft  now 
received  the  glorious  recompencc  of  their  toils ;  they  have  not 
only  defeated  their  enemies  (and,  of  courfe,  yonr's  and  our*s,)  by 
the  eminence  of  the  caufe  which  they  have  pleaded  before  the 
tribunal  of  human  juftice ;  biit  they  have  the  two-fold  pleafure  of 
feeing  the'aufpicious  decree  ratified  by  the  Convention* 

Formidable  means  are  expeded  from  Europe  to  aid  us  in  our 
toils. 

Citizens,  in  order  to  complete  thofe  tolls,  and  compel  all  the 
nations  to  admire  our  virtues,  let  the  ftrifteft  fraternity  be  hence- 
forth our  guide ;  let  us  forget  every  fubjedt  of  difaffeftibn  :  let  us 
become  one  body;  fliould  we,  in  the  indifpenfable  intimacy  which, 
ihould  unite  us,  be  prompt  to  feek  for  viftory,  we  fureiy  (hould 
wrench  her  from  the  hands  of  our  enemies,  and  we  could,  after 
attaining  her,  reft  with  our  laurels. 

Let  not  the  error  of  our  mifled  brethren  ftimulate  us  to  ven- 
geange.    Let  us  learn  how  to  diftinguifh  the  guilty  traitor,  who 
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fought  againft  his  own  country,  ^rom  him  whom  either  a  Mind 
ignorance,  or  the  treacherous  promifes  of  a  perfidious  nation, 
have  detached  from  our  tri-coloured  ftandard.  Let  all  tKofe  who 
Ihould  be  called  to  the  bleffings  of  forgivenefs  be  fure  of  finding  it 
in  our  hearts. 

Let,  on  the  contrary,  vengeance  be  our  a6luat!ng  principle  t^ 
Wards  fuch  defpicable  Frenchmen  as  have  turned  their  arms 
againfl  us.

TJIS  Britannic  Majefty,  feeling  for  the  diftreflcs' of  the  colony  of 
'*"*•  St.  Domingo,  has  received  favourably  the  fubmiflipns  of  a 
j;reat  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  every  quarter,  and  granted 
them  his  protedlion. 

It  was  to  be  believed,  that  all  who  had  been  inftruAed  by  the 
excefs  and  the  univerfality  of  calamities,  would  have  halted  to 
unite  themfelves  under  his  tutelary  authority. 

Thus  his  Majefty  did  not  think  it  proper  at  firft  to  difplay  that 
appearance  of  pow^r  which  would  have  announced  the  conqueror 
jrather  than  the  emancipator.  He  feni  only  a  fmall  force,  which 
was  fuf&cient  to  fecure  the  general  police,  if  the  eflPervefcence  ot 
X)pinions  had  been  calm,  but  infufficient  for  reducing  by  force  the 
^reat  body  of  the  miftaken  inhabitants. 

The  beneficent  views  of  his  Majefty  have  been  partly  fruftrated, 
-when  he  concentrated  his  forces  on  fome  particular  diftridts  to 
which  he  has  reftored  their  tranquillity,  their  worfliip,  and  their 
Dpulence. 

He  has  abandoned  for  a  moment,  and  with  regret,  the  remain- 
iler  of  the  colony  to  the  ravages  of  anarchy.  ' 

But  his  Majefty  owes  it  to  the  glory  of  his  arms  to  complete  by 
force  the  work  which  he  undertook  from  generofity.  He  owes 
it  to  public  morals  to  annihilate  a  fyftem  deftru£live  of  all  the  fo- 
;£ial  bonds  which  unite  the  colonifts  among  themfelves,  and  which 
Jinite  the  whole  to  one*  fovereign. 

He  o>^es  it  to  his  perfonal  fenfibility  to  hold  forth  a  fuccourin^ 
\^X\A  to  a  multitude  of  worthy  men,  who  groan  in  every  part  of  the 
ifland,  and  invoke  his  protection.  He  owes  to  his  ckmency  tht3 
jpardoipiDg  of  errors.     In  fine,  he  owes  to  his  jullice  the  punilli 
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ttitnt  of  tliofb  who  perfid  in  refufing  the  paftrnal  atid  regtikr  |o« 
Vernment  which  18  oiFered  them,  and  who»  afterbaving  made  zStB 
of  fubmi/fiony  break  their  oaths  by  committing  aAs  of  rebellion^ 

His  Majefty  by  a  continuation  of  naval  vidories  has  fo  reduced  tfaa 
marine  of  the  French  Republic,  that  it  is  abfolutely  impoffible  fot 
the  government  of  that  country  to  fend  any  aid  to  its  partizans  itt 
St.  Domingo.  He  has  even  forced  the  convention  itfeif  to  pro- 
claim, by  an  exprefs  decree,  its  impotency  in  that  refpeft. 

His  Majefty  has,  therefore,  determined  to  fend  to  St.  Domingo 
fuch  a  body  of  forces,  that  all  refiftance  (hall  henceforth  be  im^* 
poflible. 

In  confiding  to  "us  the  command  of  his  forces  by  fea  and  land^ 
his  Majefty  has  commanded  us  to  fulfil  exa£lly  the  views  by  which, 
he  is  himfelf  direded. 

We  brmg,  ihen,  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  St.  DomingOi  and  t^. 
each  individual,' peace  or  war,profperity  or  deftrudion. 

We  promife  in  the  name  of  the  King,  that  thofe  who  fubmit 
willingly,  fhall  find  under  the  protedion  of  his  Majefty  the  pardoa 
of  their  errors,  individual  fafety,  and  the  prefervation  of  their  pro* 
petty, 

Thofe  who,  after  a  voluntary  fubmiftion,  wifh  to  leave  th« 
ifland,  fhall  be  at  liberty  to  embark  for  the  American  continent,  or 
for  France,  upon  taking  an  oath  not  to  bear  arms  againft  his  Ma* 
jefty  during  the  war.

of  England,  already  exhaufted,  will  fail  in  oppofmg  the  genius  oi 
liberty ;  and  the  rum  of  thofe  atrocious  men,  whofe  avarice  de- 
vours us,  will  be  the  confequence  of  their  own  manoeuvres.

keep  peace  at  a  diftance  in  the  chimerical  hope  of  deftroyi::^ 
France,  and  reducing  it  to  the  fate  of  Poland. 

A  generous  indignation  againft  fo  many  bafe  and  criminal  pro- 

Je£ls  will  redouble  your  energy  and  your  courage :  all  of  you  IhoulJ 

unite  yourfelves  to  give  fuccefs  to  the  meafures  which  can  alor.e 

fecure  to  the  indigent  his  bread,  and  to  the  opulent  his  life  ar.i 

fortune.

't^HE  executive  direSory  can  no  longer  defer  to  call  the  moft  fc- 
rious  attention  of  the  legiflative  body  to  the  emigrants  in  the 
Qploniet.  X 

•  The,  National  Convention  thought  proper  to  adjourn  thfs  dif* 
^uffion  of  the  greateft  urgency  and  importance ;  on  the  -5th  Meffi* 
dor,  third  year,  when  the  committee  pf  public  fafety  propofcd,  in 
a  report  concerning  the  ftate  of  St.  Domingo,  to  enforce  the  exe-r 
.ftutioR  of  the  laws  refpe^ing  emigrants  in  the  colonies,  as  w^l  as 
in  tha  mother  country.  The  moment  is  arrived  when  the  legifla- 
ton  of  the  Republic,  fenfible  of  the  mifchief  of  too  much  induU 
gence,  ought  10  cri>(h.  with  their  anathema  the  moil  irreconcileablc 
#iiemie$  of  liberty  and  equality.  It  is  necefTary  that  the  emigrants, 
in  whatever  place  they  refide,  or  whatever  difguife  they  aifume, 
&ovld  no  longer  be  able  to  elude  the  fentence  of  the  law  pro* 
Siounccd  againu  them. 

*  Any  diftindion  between  the  emigrants  of  France  and  thofe  of 
tho  colonies  would  be  extremely  unjuft  ^nd  impolitic.  It  would 
occafion  the  lofs  of  our  colonies,  whom  liberty  alone  can  attach  to 
Us^  and  along  with  the  lofs  of  our  colonies,  would  deftroy  every 
kope  of  re-^ftab!ifliing  our  commerce,  and  of  procuring  to  the 
Republic  an  inexbauftible  fource  of  real  opulence  and  profperity. 

The  National  Convention  was  for  a  long  time  led  into  an  error 
in  confequence  of  the  prevalence  of  a  faditious  and  unfounded 
4>pinion#  They  retained  an  idea,  that  it  was  poffible  to  difpenfe 
with  nature  and  juftice  with  refpe^  to  the  freedom  of  the  blacks, 
and  to  fave  our  colonies  by  committing  a  crin^inal  outrage  againd 
the  rights  of  man. 

Some  Icglflators,  deceived  by  the  artifices  of  the  colonial  arifto- 
cracy,  were  ignorant  of  the  real  caufcs  of  thofe  calamities  which 
defolated  our  colonies ;  but  the  report  of  the  commiflion  appointed 
to  inveftigate  the  trutht  which  fo  much  intrigue  had  been  employed 
to  conceal,  could  not  fail  to  open  theh*  eyes. 

Will  tlie  protedors,  the  defenders  of  the  emigrant  colonics,  \v;ho 
have  fucceflSvely  been  demagogues^  royalifts,  and  moderes,  accord- 
ing to  the  different  periods  of  the  revolution,  ftill  be  able  to  intereil 
your  compaflion,  by  reprefentlng  to  you  the  lofs  of  their  fortune, 
and  deftitute  fituation  in  which  they  are  placed  f 

But  have  not  the  clergy  and  nobility  of  France,  and  all  the  emi- 
grants in  Europe,  caufe  to  regret  the  lofs  of  the  privileges  on  which 
they  founded  the  flavery  of  the  people  ?    And  nave  they  not  been 

.1^  authors  of  their  own  wretchednefs  and  difgraoe  i

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.  They  alfo  appeal  to  the  compaflion  of  the  FfchcIi  people-^^heyr 
alfo  ftile  themfelves  the  vi£tims  of  a  revolution,  which  has  coin^ 
pelled  them  to  abandon  their  homes,  and  yet  the  conditatioa  fof 
ever  interdrAs  all  of  them  from  returning  to  the  country* 

Will  thefe  emigrant  coloniils  fay,  that  they  only  retired  to  the 
United  States  to  avoid  the  horrors  of  war^  and  that  they  have  re-> 
oiained  in  a  neutral  country  ? 

But  did  not  a  great  number  of  thofe  very  emigrants  from  France^ 
who  occafioned  fo  many  mifchiefs  to  the  country,  refort  to  a  neu- 
tral country  ?  Why  did  not  thefe  coloniils,  always  rebels  to  the  laws, 
not  take  up  arms  to  defend  them,  as  well  as  the  magidrates,  who 
were  their  organs  ?  It  can  now  be  no  longer  doubted,  from  letteis 
that  have  been  intercepted,  and  the  official  reports  of  the  agents  of 
the  Republic,  that  Philadelphia  was  the  feat  of  an  Englifb  com* 
mittce,  which,  without  doubt,  eluded  the  vigilance  of  the  Ameri- 
can government,  and  of  which  the  coloniils  were  the  agents,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  the  Auftrians  at  Bafle  were  the  more  oftenfible 
agents  of  an  Auftrian  committee. 

Even  fuppoflng  that  the  emigrant  colonics  were  only  fo  cowardly 
as  to  withdraw  themfelves  from  the  evils  of  the  war,  which  thqr 
provoked  by  their  refinance  to  the  laws  refp.ding  the  emancipation, 
of  the  blacks,  and  that  they  only  fought  an  afylum  in  the  United 
States,  ought  they  not  to  have  taken  the  fird  fafe  and  honourable 
opportunity  which  prefented,  in  order  to  return  to  ths  French  ter- 
ritories? Yet  in  vain  did  the  minlftersof  the  Republic,  in  Ame- 
rica, invite  them  by  official  intimations,  by  journals,  and  by  pla- 
cards, to  return  to  France,  offering  them  a  free  pafTage  aboard  the 
Ihips  of  the  Republic.  They  ftill  refufed,  hoping  that  the.triumpht 
of  England  and  of  Spain  would  fpeedily  facilitate  their  return  td 
their  native  foil  again,  polluted  by  flavery,  and  would  enable  them 
to  carry  along  with  them  the  pride  of  dominion,  infolence,  and 
death.  Men  who  call  themfelves  refugees,  ami  vidiras  of  perfe- 
cution,  to  whom  the  Republic  ftretches  out  her  arms  when  ihe 
has  the  right  to  be  fevere,  and  who  rather  chufe  to  keep  at  a  d if- 
tance  during  that  revolution,  which  calls  for  the  united  efforts  of 
all,  are  not  fuch  in  reality  emigrants  ?  After  this  (latement,  is  it 
poilible,  without  criminality,  to  make  any  diftin£):ion  between  the 
emigrants  of  France,  and  thofe  of  the  colonies  ?  Undoubtedly, 
citizens  legiflators,  you  never  can  be  of  that  opinion,  agj  your  juf. 
tice  will  never  be  difarmed  by  the  arts  of  perfidious  men,  who  now 
bafely  and  hypocritically  cringe  before  the  triumphs  of  the  Re* 
public. 

Their  property,  juftly  forfeited  to  the  Republic,  will  amount  to 
two  milliards  of  crowns,  when  it  fhall  have  been  reilored  to  itt 
proper  value  by  wife  and  difi:reet  management.  You  will  thus» 
by  enforcing  the  jiift  feverity  of  the  laws,  find  a  new  fund  for  the 
ixpenceof  feveral  campaigns;  which  the  wifdomand  moderation  of

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Ihc^copV  clay  not  be  able  to  avoid,  or,  in  cafe  of  pc:^ce,  a  particu.

MightlneJTes  the  States  General ^  in  anjwer  to  a  Deputhtiort  fcnt  ts 
them  by  their  High  Mightinejfes : 

'TXTILL  not  a  people,  animated  with  a  defirc  of  liberty,  do^  every 
^^  thing  to  fanftion  that  liberty,  and  to  defend  it  by  all  mcan^. 
sgainft  all  kinds  of  external  and  internal  violence  i  Do  nor  i\\2 
people  of  Friezland  admire  the  triumphs  of  the  French  a^In^, 
and  of  the  French  convention,  over  their  internal  enemies  r  i^iit 
has  not  the  epoch  of  this  conventional  power  been  the  m(<;t 
horrible  of  w^hich  hiftory,  in  tracing  the  horrors  that  have  over- 
Dirhelmed  the  human  race,  makes  mention  ?  Did  not  that  epodi 
crcft  fcaffolds  in  all  parts  of  France  ?  Were  not  the  prifons  hlltJ 
with  innocent  viflims  ?  And  did  not  the  blood  of  the  mott  ardent 
friends  of  liberty  flow?  By  how  much  the  Friezland  people  love 
liberty,  by  fo  much  they  dctcil  violence,  and  tremble  at  the  hor- 
rors which  always  accompany  unlimited  power. 

Certainly  the  French  convention,  by  the  heroic  courage  of  their 
legions,  and  their  own  concentrated  hrmnefs,  have  a(ljni(hed  all 
Europe.  But  has  not  the  Batavi^n  nation  in  former  times  done 
the  feme  without  a  convention  ?  Was  it  an  unlimited  national 
aflembly  that  oppofed  the  proud  and  powerful  Philip  ?  Was  it  a 
national  aflembly  that  produced  the  payment  of  a  tribute  to  thcTc 
provinces  from  each  quarter  of  the  world  ?  Was  it  a  national 
alfembly  that  immortalized  the  Ruyters,  Tromps,  and  fo  many 
heroes?  It  is  not  to  be  denied,  that  the  regime  at  our  contedera- 
tion  ought  to  be  redified,  and  that,  not  only  lor  the  prcfent  (tutc 
of  aifairs,  but  alfo  for  the  future.  If  we  wifh  to  fix  the  revoht- 
tion  upon  a  firm  bafis,  we  (hould  give  power  to  the  executive 
government.  On  this  head,  the  reprefentativcs  of  Friezland,  as 
cfpecially  charged  with  the  will  of  the  people,  do  not  defirc  better 
than  to  concur  with  the  deputation  of  their  High  MightinefTcs.

'T'HE  executive  direflory,  jealous  of  firmly  fiipporting  the  exe- 
^  cution  of  the  laws,  and  of  evincing,  on  all  occafions,  its 
imihaken  refolution  to  keep  up  the  republican  fpirit,  and  to  in- 
fplre,,from  age  to  age,  hatred  againft  royalty,  enads  and  ordains 
a§  follows :

hold  any  place  under  government  and  receive  any  pay  frono  the 
Republic,  fliall  meet  on  the  ift  Pluviofe,  the  day  correfponding 
with  the  2ift  of  January,  in.  the  chief  place  of  the  canton,  and 
(hall  there  declare,  in  the  prefence  of  tJie  people,  ^hat  they  are 
fincercly  attached  to.  the  Republic,  and  that  they  vow  an  eternal 
hatred  to  royalty,  A  verbal  procefs  fliall  be  drawn  up  of  the  de* 
claiation  made  by  every  one  of  the  public  fun£tionaries  who  ax^t 
prcfcnt.

III.  In  thofe  communes  which  are  the  feat  of  the  adminiftra- 
tive  bodies  of  the  departtvent,  the  public  fundionaries  (hall  meet 
under  the  prefidency  of  the  prefident  of  the  admtniftrative  body, 
«nd  the  f<7cretary  of  the  department  (hall  draw  up  the  verbal  pro- 
cefs. 

IV.  The  verbal  proccfs  (hall  be  (igned  by  all  the  public  func« 
tionarieS)  and  the  names  of  the  abfentees  (hall  be  inferred  in  the 
verbal  procefs,  and  further  (late  what  fort  of  public  fun£lions  they^ 
perform  in  the  canton. 

V.  The  commanders  of  the  land  and  fea  forces  are  to  adopt 
fuch  mearnres  as  they  (hall  think  moft  proper  to  caufe  thai  feftival 
to  be  celebrated  by  the  different  trot^ps  who  arc  under  their  orders.

^T^HE  enemies  of  France  have  fpoken  of  peacei  but  it  was  to 
•^  relax  our  preparations,  while  they  themfelves  redoubled  their 
efforts  for  continuing  the  war;  they  wi(h  to  weaken  the  courage 
of  our  defenders,  by  lulling  them  with  the  hopes  of  approaching 
peace,  which  they  themfelves  do  not  ceafe  to  elude  by  the  moil 
evaftve  forms,  and  the  mod  frivolous  pretexts.  This  perfidy  on 
their  part  is  not  new,  and  the  reports  they  have  affeAed  to  circu- 
late on  this  fubjeA,  Hnce  the  commencement  of  hoftilities,  have 
always  been  feized  and  believed  by  the  foreign  lEsdion  which  they 
maintain  among  us.  But  thefe  manoeuvres  have  never  been 
countenanced  by  the  executive  dlreAory,  who,  in  offering  peace 
to  the  coaleded  powers,  on  conditions  as  moderate  as  are  con- 
fiftent  with  the  national  dignity,  have  negleded  nothing  for  affur* 
ing  new  triumphs  to  the  republican  arms.

If  tnuft  crown  a  vigorous  campaign^  and  we  have  reafon  to  think 
that  that  which  is  about  to  be  opened  w^U  yield  in  nothing  to 
that  of  the  third  year.  The  government  already  acquires  ihengtb 
every  day,  and  the  hopes  of  the  enemies  of  the  interior  of  a  dif- 
agreement  between  the  legiflative  body  a«d  tlie  dircftory  difappcar 
every  day  ;  the  circulation  of  proviHons  begins  to  be  re-eilabliih-: 
ed  \  (he  young  citizens  are  defirous  of  rejoining  their  colours ; 
the  general  activity  contributes  to  fccond  the  falutary  and  decifive 
meafure  of  the  forced  loan  ;  the  certaint^y,  in  (hort,  ot  feeing  all 
the  fadious  puniihed,  whether  their  royalifm  be  Qpen  or  conceal^ 
CO,  whether  they  dilfcmble  it  under  the  laft  forms  of  anarchy  t 
every  thing,  in  thort,  announces,  that  if  we  are  forced  by  our 
implacable  enemies  to  cover  flill  their  bloody  plains  with  our  foN 
dicrs,  it  will  be  to  gain  foon  now  laurels,  to  enjoy  from  hencefor- 
ward the  unalterable  repofe  that  is  alFured  by  the  conftitution, 
fworn  to  by  all  Frenchmen,  and  the  reiurn  of  morality  and  juf- 
tice,  the  love  of  labour  and  ceconomy.  Citizens  legiflators,  you 
arc  aware  of  what  renders  the  fervice  fo  painful  in  the  prefent 
QDoinenty  notwithftanding  the  prodigious  refources  which  are  dill 
to  be  found  in  the  Republic,  is  the  abfence  of  reprefentative  figns 
of  exchange,  fwallowed  up  by  that  avarice  which  renders  it  im* 
poflible  to  provide  the  necelFary  fupplies  for  the  armies.  We 
muft  devife  fonie  fubftitute,  and  the  diredory  can  perceive  no 
other  except  that  of  railing  articles  in  kind,  at  lead  thofe  jvhich 
are  at  prefent  mod  neceffary  and  indifpenfable,  fuch  as  horfes  for 
carriages,  and  for  the  ufe  of  cavalry. 

The  principle  caufe  of  the  little  fuccefs  of  the  lad  campaign 
was  the  deficiency  of  the  means  of  conveyance,  and  the  fupe- 
riority  of  our  enemies'  cavalry.  The  evil  increafed  every  day, 
and  we  are  obliged  to  tell  you,  citizens  legiflators,  that  if  therd 
is  not  taken,  in  this  refpe<^,  a  meafure  prompt  and  efficacious,  we 
muftexped  defeats.

Experience  aflures  the  fuccefs  of  this  meafure;  all  others  will 
only  have  doubtful  confequences,  flow,  and  attended  with  much 
expence,  and  the  fending  out  a  prodigious  quantity  of  fpeciet 

The  diredory  had  determined  not  to  make  to  the  legiflative 
body  the  propofition  of  an  extraordinary  levy  of  horfes  till  after 
the  fubjea  had  been  long  confidered,  and  it  fhall  be  fenfible  that 
there  exid  no  other  means  of  affuring  the  fervice* 

Thu  levy  fhall  be  made  by  the  adminiflrative  bodies.  The 
legiflative  body  may  itfelf  flate  the  mode  of  the  execution,  or 
leave  it  to  the  direAory,  who  will  follow  the  mod  oeconomical 
4nd  the  lead  vexatious  to  the  citizens;  whatever  decifion  yon  may 
ma|ce  in  this  refpe£l,  «ircumdapccs  require  that  this  naeafure  may

Letter  of  Congratulation  of  the  Diet  on  Account  of  his  Imf trial 
Majejiys  Vi^ories. 

TXTE  have  perufed  the  contents  of  this  letter  of  congratulation 
^^  and  of  thanks  which  the  general  diet  has  very  humbly  ad- 
drefled  to  us  under  the  date  of  the  27th  ult.  This  folemn  ex- 
torelTion  of  the  mbft  lively  gratitude  for  the  extraordinary  facri- 
nces,  ^nd  the  generous  efforts  which  we  have  made,  for  the  ener- 
getic and  perfevering  afliftance  which  we  have  furnilhed;  and  for 
bur  indefatigable  folicitude  for  the  fafety  and  prefervation  of  the 
Country  and  conftitution  of  the  German  empire — the  noble  and 
patriotic  expredion  of  the  fincere  part  which  the  diet  takes  in  the 
Drilliant  and  ever-memorable  viQories  which -we  have  obtained, 
imder  the  proteftion  of  the  Moft  High,  by  our  unconquerable 
firrpncfs,  and  the  bravery  of  our  armies,  have  excited  in  us  the 
mofl  agreeable  fcntiments.  We  order  you,  in  confequencc,  to 
teftify,  in  our  name,  to  the  general  diet  of  the  empire,  our  fatis- 
fadion  as  fupreme  chief  of  the  Germanic  body. 

The  fate  of  Germany  would  have  been  decided  by  the  lofs  of 
the  richeft,  moft  populous,  and  moft  confidcrable  provinces,  it 
the  enemy,  full  of  confidence  in  their  projeft  of  fchifm,  tending 
to  favour  the  full  execution  of  .their  plan  of  aggrandizement  and 
conqueft,  had  fucccedcd  m  ftriking  the  laft  blow  which  they  were 
Preparing  againft  the  Gernian  empire. 

•  We  explained  ourfclvcs  in  a  very  detailed  manner  on  this  fub- 
jcft,  according  to  the  importance  of  the  objeft,  in  the  decree  of 
commidion  which  we  fent  to  the  diet  on  the  19th  of  November, 
hi(l  year  \  we  join  to  it  the  very  remjjrkable  proclamation  of  the 
reprefcntative  of  the  French  people,  Merlin  of  Thionville,  to 
the  inhal^itants  of  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  of  which  we  have 
|uft  xcceiyed  information. 

This  proclamation  furni(hes  a  new  and  irrefragable  proof  of 
the  formal  and  decided  projeft  of  the  enemy  to  take  all  the  left 
^nk  of  the  Rhine  as  the  boundaries  of  their  conquefts,  and  to  lay 
as  a  bafis  for  the  approaching  peace  the  difmemberment.of  that 
part  of  the  body  politic  of  Germany.  The  viftories  gained  by 
my  generals  fmcc  the  middle  of  Oftober,  are  fo  much  the  more 

important. 
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important,  inafmuch  as  they  have  turned  afide  the  mdrtal  b'bnf 
direded  againft  the  empire  of  Germany  and  the  conftitution* 

At  the  fame  jtime  it  refults  from  the  faithful  expofure  of  the 
aflual  ftate  of  the  political  relations  contained  in  the  decree  of  ra- 
tificatiari>  and  principally  in  the  reply  of  the  committee  of  public 
fafety,  to  the  firii  overtures  of  peace  made  by  us,  in  our  name^ 
and  in  that  of  the  empire,  that  it  is  the  decided  expreflion  of  pa- 
trtotifm,  harmoiiy,  warlike  valour,  and  perfeverance,  thfit  caa 
alone  bring  the  enemy  to  a  juft  and  permanent  peace  ;  and  it  i9 
only  with  arms  in  our  hands  that  we  can  accelerate  the  peace  of 
the  empire,  which  we  fo.  ardently  defire. 

However  agreeable  the  folemn  exprellion  of  the  gratitude  and 
congratulations  that  have  been  cxpreflcd  to  us  may  be,  we  (hall 
think  it  proper,  neverthelefs,  to  fet  very  ftrid  limits  to  the  juft 
confidence^which  we  ^  have  in  the  patriotifm  of  the  ftafes  of  the 
empire,  if  in  the  part  which  they  take  on  one  (iand>  in  the  glo<* 
rious  vi&ories  gained,  and  on  the  other,  in  every  thing  that  may 
aflure  the  prefervation  and  profperity  of  Germany,  we  do  not  re- 
cognize the  convidion  of  the  indifpenfable  neceility,  and  the  re- 
newal of  the  conftitutional  aflurance,  of  co-operating  with  th^ 
greateft  energy  in  this  fo  important  and  decifive  moment,  by  th^ 
general  union  and  the  moil  vigorous  exercife  of  ail  the  'ariinod 
force  of  Germany,  in  the  defence  and  fupport  of  the  country,  and 
in  the  prefervatiofi  of  its  liberty  and  conflitution :  and  thii  fdc 
the  purpoTe  of  accelerating  a  peace  which  ihall  not  diflionout  th« 
German  name,  and  of  putting  an  end  to  all  the  inevitable  buf« 
tbens  and  evils  of  a  war  to  which  the  empire  was  forced. 

No  one  can  mifunderftaod  the  reditude  of  our  views  in  the(<l 
fentiments,  which  we  manifeft  with  confidence,  in  our  quality  of 
fupiemeh^  of  the  empire,  and  which  you  will  communicate  with- 
out delay  to  the  counfellors,  ambafladorS,  and  minifiers  ol  tht 
general  diet  of  the  empire.

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The  reigning  Duke  oiT  Brunfwick  has  (cnt  a  letter  to  Count 
de  Weftphalia,  of  Furftenberg,  the  Imperial  envoy  at  the  drcle 
of  the  Lower  Rhine,  dated  December  ii,  of  ivhich  the  fuUow- 
}ng  is  the  fubdance : 

'  I  have  received  the  honour  of  your's  of  the  26th  ult.  in  which 
you  were  pleafcd  to  acquaint  me  with  his  Imperial  majefty's 
court  decree  of  the  19th  uh.  di  reded  to  the  diet  aflembled  at  Ra- 
tifbon,  refpedting  an  honourable  peace  for  the  empire.  My  en- 
voy  has,  in  the  mean  time,  fent  to  me  the  faid  decrees  of  ratin- 
cation,  in  which  I  perceive  with  true  veneration,  the  fentimenrs 
of  his  Imperial  Majefty,  and  find  myfelf  greatly  moved  by  thofe 
mod  noble  maxims  contained  therein,  by  which  the  integrity 
fuitable  to  the  honour  and  the  true  weal  of  the  empire  can  only  be 
maintained,  and  its  conditution  be  inviolably  preferved. 

To  the  moft  wife  difpofitions  made  by  his  Imperial  Majefty^ 
the  prudent  condu<El  of  his  generals,  and  the  truly  heroic  valo'jr 
of  his  armies,  the  empire  folely  muft  afcribe  the  falvation  of  fuch 
of  its  provinces  as  groaned  under  the  yoke  of  an  enemy  fuperior 
in  numbers,  the  prefervatjon  and  deliverance  of  the  important 
fortrefles  of  Meptz  and  Ehrenbreitftein,   and  the  re-conquerin: 
of  Manheim.     This  meritorious  fervicc,  never  to  be  forgotten 
which  the  fupreme  head  has  lately  rendered  to  the  empire,  ougr 
to  infpire  it,  and  all  its  patriotic  inhabitants,  with  the  moft  live  v 
gratitude ;   and  you  will  lay  me  under  infinite  obligations,  byj 
availing  yourfelf  of  an  opportunity  in  reprefenting  to  his  Impe 
rial  Majefty,  how  far  my  duty  makes  me  feel  it.     The  moft  be 
neficial  confequences,   may,   under  the  aufpices  of  Heaven,  b 
looked  for  from  thefe  fortunate  occurrences,  as  an  honourable  ar 
lafting  peace  is  only  to  be  cxpeded  by  prudential  and  effect'j:^ 
meafures  from  an  enemy,  who  indifputably  had  the  weakenir 
and  diftblution  of  the  empire  in  view.

the  vi^orious  arms  of  his  Imperial  Majefty  will  foon  reft  ore  thj 
empire  and  all  Europe  to  the  enjpyment  of  a  happy  peace.

yanuary  17-  Auftria  made  the  propofition,  and  declare 
thereon,  that  taking  a  decided  part  in  regard  to  the  opening  0 
new  ways  and  means  now  fo  much  wanted,  as  the  French  h: 
declined  to  liften  to  the  propofals  of  a  juft  and  equitable  peace,  ^ 
appears  molt  clearly  by  the  Imperial  court  decree  of  ratificat 
of  the  19th  of  November,  no  o;her  means  therefore  fecm  to  b 
left,  than  to  force  the  enemy  to  accept  the  faid  peace,*  with  arr 
in  hand,  agreeably  to  the  approbation  of  the  ratification  of  tr 
empire,  of  theaad  of  December,  17*94;  namely,  to  keep  pr 
pared  with  the  univerfal  union  and  ftrength  of  the  princes  ot  id 
empire,  and  by  ufing  the  proper  means,  zcaloufly  and  fpecdily  t

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the  empire,  and  for  the  welfare  of  the  country,  according  to  the 
c<Micluiions  of  the  eoipire  already  pafled. 

In  the  vote  itfelf,  in  which  Auftria  prefles  hard  for  the  grants 
ing  of  the  f  oo  Roman  months,  it  is  principally  entreated,  that 
the  full  complement  of  the  army  of  the  empire  may  appear  in  the 
field  without  lofs  of  time ;  and  although  his  Imperial  Mayefty 
has,  in  the  courfe  of  this  war,  with  the  greateft  exertion  of  the 
ftrength  of  bis  eftates*  contributed  every  thing  in  his  power  for 
the  defence  of  the  German  Empire ;  and  has  more  efpecially 
refctsed  it  latterly  from  the  moft  perilous  fituation  ;  he  is,  never- 
thelefs,  ready  and  willing  boldly  to  pcrfevere,  and  not  to  Ia3r- 
dowrn  his  arms,  until  the  enemy  (hall  be  compelled  to  hearken  to 
juft  and  equitable  propofals.  His  Majefty  expels,  therefore,  of 
his  co-eftates,  that  they  will  make  every  conftitutional  prepara* 
tion  for  the  unavoidable  profecution  of  the  war,  for  the  purpofe 
of  defending,  with  united  ftrength,  and  all  poffible  exertion,  the 
honour  of  the  German  nation,  and  receiving  due  and  ample 
fatisfadion  for  the  manifold  injuries  occafioned  to  them. 

The  Eledor  of  Saxony  is  not  fpecific  as  to  the  number  of 
Roman  months,   but  declares,   upon  convidion,  that  the  moft 
powerful  fupport  of  the  cheft  of  operations  of  the  empire  is  th# 
fared  means  for  accelerating  an  acceptable  and  dedrable  peace  ; 
on  which  account  he  has  never  been  found  backwards  either  in  juftly 
difcharging  his  quotas  of  money  with  punctuality,  or  in  fulfilling 
every  other  of  his  obligations  foi^  the  general  defence.     That^ 
however,  the  prefent  want  in  the  cheft  of  operations  of  the  env 
pire  obvioufly  and  principally  proceeds  from  an  increafe  of  ar« 
rears  of  feveral  quotas,  and  fliould  it  fo  happen  that  a  number  of 
the  flates  of  the  empire  ftiould  either  be  backward  in  making  their 
payments,  or  totally  withhold  theqi,  a  burthen,  entire  unconfti- 
tutional,  muft  inevitably  fall  upon  the  ftates  that  do  pay.     For 
which  reaibn,  and  in  confideration  of  the  very  conliderable  (hare 
that  falls  to  his  lot,  the  Eledor  ought  to  ad  on  the  referve,  ia 
order  not  to  load  himfelf,  his  country  and  fubjedts,  with  a  burthen 
that  ought  to  be  borne  by  others.     His  Elcdoral  Highncfs,  how- 
ever, convinced  of  the  necefQty  of  rsufing,  in  the  preient  fituation^ 
the  neceifary  means,  as  a  proof  of  his  patriotic  readinefs  in  contri* 
buting  all  in  his  power  to  the  common  weal  of  the  empire,  will 
not  withhold  his  confent  to  the  granting  of  a  conftitutional  num- 
ber of  Roman  months. 

Magdeburg,  Bremen,  &c.  keep  their  votes  in^referve  ;  the  pttt* 
rality  of  votes  in  the  Princes'  college  is  for  lOO  Roman  months,  to 
which  the  ducal  envoy  of  Brunfwick,  Gemmiligenf  alfo  aflented 
immediately,  on  the  firft  day. 

January  19.  In  the  fitting  of  the  diet  yefterday,  there  were 
fome  more  fufFrages  given  in  the  college  of  Princes.     Bafle  voted 
for  100  Roman  months,  under  the  xefervation,  however,  of  in- 
ability 
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abilUj  to  furnifli  them.  The  Gxand  MaAer  of  the  order  of  Sf« 
John  voted  for  60  months  ;  Saxe  Gotha,  Saxe  Affenburg,  Wur-* 
temburg  and  Montbeillardy  v6ted  for. 50. 

January  %\.  On  the  farther  confultations  oi  the  diet,  on  the 
propriety  of  granting  the  new  Roman  months,  feversd  flates,  thofe 
of  Baden  and  Wurtemburg  among  others,  the  latter  of  which 
voted  for  50  Roman  months  only,  urging  the  necelEty  of  endea- 
vouring to  make  new  propofals  for  peace*  Wurtemburg  ex* 
prelTes  itfelf  in  the  following  manner : — ^that  hk  Imperial Majefty, 
in  confideration  of  the  great  calamity  in  which  the  empire  is  fn« 
volved,  and  in  confideration  of  the  fituation  of  affairs  being  in 
fon>e  meafure  ahered,  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  renew  his  en- 
deavours with  the  French  Republic,  and  to  prefs  for  a  categorical 
declaration,  whether  they  are  inclinefd  to  give  their  affiftance  in 
bringing  about  an  equitable  and  juft  peace,  or  mean  to  abide  by 
the  fentiments  of  the  lat^  committee  of  welfare  ?  Even  in  Francei 
>where  the  prefent  deflru6liive  war  i^  productive  of  the  greateft  mi^ 
feries,  the  finances  are  in  a  moft  lamentable  condition  \  that  go- 
vernment is  under  greater  neceffity  than  any  other,  to  ftrengthen 
their  conflitutipn  by  the  alive-branch  of  peace.  Such  motives 
^ve  reafon  to  expedi  that  the  new  French  government  would  offer 
an  aiding  hand  to  procure  an  acceptable  peace  much  more  now 
than  before.  Even  the  £le&or  of  Mentz  evinced  an  ardent  deiire 
for  an  honourable  peace* 

January  23.  On  the  19th,  the  Ele&or  Palatine  of  Bavaria  voted 
ift  the  two  colleges.  He  declared  that  he  could  no  longer  furnifh 
xaoney  for  his  territories  on  the  Rhine :  as  to  his  eftates  in  Bavaria 
be  voted  for  50  Roman  months.  On  the  fubjeft  of  peace,  he  re- 
ferred to  his  former  declarations.  HeiTe  Darmftadt  and  Schwarzen*- 
burg  voted  for  100  months. 

The  EleQor  of  Brandenburgh  flatcd,  thiit  agreeably  to  his 
former  declarations,  to  which  he  ftill  adhered,  ke  ooukl  take  no 
{ttrt  in  the  prefent  deliberations,  oi  in  their  refult. 

February  i.  On  the  a^th  ult.  the  general  aflemfbly  of  the  em^re 
uoanimouily  refolved,  in  all  the  three  colleges,  to  pay  the  farther 
ium  of  100  Roman  months,  fn  the  aA  of  opinion  of  the  empire 
ient  tp  his  Imperial  Majefly,  it  is  fiated — that  as  the  French  go- 
vernment had  refufed  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  German 
empire,  it  was  abfolutely  neceflary  to  ^arfy  into  tStSi  the  decree 
of  the  empire,  made  on  the  22d  of  December,  17949  for  the  ex- 
frfefs  purpofe  of  njeeting  fuch  an  ^tnx^  to  unite  all  their  ftrength, 
and  pu^thomfelves  in  both  an  ofienfive  and  defensive  fituation,  ft) 
aa  to  compel  jJie  ejaemy  tp  comply  with  the  wifli  of  the  head  of  the 
empire,  and  all  the  dates,  to  conclude  a  peace^  on  the  grounds 
already  fpecified ;  and  that  for  this  purpofe,  the  cheft  of  the  empire 
conCcnts  to  pay  100  Roman  months,  the  payment  of  which  to  be 

iiiade  in  four  different  tcrms^  the  fixA  in  four^  and  the  three  otheif^ 
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nt  the  end  of  fix  weeks  fucceffively  ;  and  that  all  |he  arrears  are  to 
be  demanded  with  the  greateft  ftridiners. 

The  conclufum  of  the  Princes  was  laid  down  as  the  baits  of  the 
opinion  of  the  empire,  when  granting  the  lOO  Roman  months  by  a 
majority  of  voices.  The  college  of  Cities  in  their  refolutions  had 
not  named  a  fixed  number,  but  left  this  to  the  majority.  The 
duchy  of  Bremen,  with  the  reft  of  *the  Brunfwick  votes*  and 
Lubeck  and  Holftein-Glucknadt  declared  on  the  29th,  that  they 
had  not  received  any  indrudions.  HefTe  CaiTel  declared  that  it 
could  not  take  part  in  the  confultation . at  all;  and  Magdeburg^ 
Bavaria,  &c.  referred  to  their  former  declarations.

npHE  provifionary  reprefentatives  of  Holland,  on  the  7th,  pub* 
lifhed  a  declaration,  of  which  the  following  are  the  articles : 

1.  That  the  primary  atfemblies  ihall  aflemble  on  the  26th  of 
thi$  month  of  January,  throughout  the  whole'Batavian  Republic, 
to  chufe  eIe£tors  zr\i.  fuppleans. 

2.  On  the  next  day,  the  27th  of  January,  the  elefiors  of  each 
of  the  30  primary  afTemblies  mail  meet  at  places  affixed  by  the  re** 
prefentatives  of  each  province,  in  order  to  ele£l  the  reprefentatives 
and  Juppleans  for  the  general  najtional  aflembly  ;  and  that  on  ths 
i8th  of  February  next,  the  general  national  aflTembly  (hall  meet 
here,  at  the  Hague. 

After  this  was  publiflied,  the  deputies  from  the  provinces  who 
were  adverfe  to  the  convocation  of  a  national  convention,  have 
further  explained  themfelves  thereon,  Thofe  from  the  provinces 
of  Groninguen  fent,  on  the  7th  inflant,  a  refolution  to  the  States, 
in  which,  in  approving  the  conduA  of  their  deputies,  upon  the 
refolutions  of  13th  and  30th  December,  relative  to  the  deliberations 
concerning  the  national  aflembly,  the  reprefentatives  of  this  pro- 
vince declare,  that  they  will  convoke  the  primary  aflemblies  on  the 
26ih  January,  and  next  day  they  will  chufe  eledors,  but  infixing 
again,  once  more,  that  all  poflible  condefcenfion  (hould  be  made 
in  order  to  engage  all  the  confederates  to  accede  to' the  national 
aflembly ;  upon  which  it  was  rcfolved  to  pray  the  deputies  of 
Zealand  and  Friefland  to  ufe  all  their  intereft  with  their  conftltu- 
cms,  to  perfuade  them  to  concur  in  a  national  convention. 

Monday,  the  i  ith  of  January,  the  deputies  from  the  province 
of  Zealand  gave  in  to  their  High  Mightineifes  the  refolution 
of  their  con(lituq|its,  in  which  they  confider  the  conclufion 
made  on  the  30th  December  for  the  convocation  of  a  national 
convention,  as  irregular  and  abfurd,  judging  that  the  refolution 
of  that  day,  and  the  regulations  annexed  thereto,  do  not  leave  the 
leaft  fhadow  of  fovereignty  to  the  provinces,  they  declare  that  the 
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faid  regulations  are  an  impolitic  monfter  to  which  they  cannot 
concur ;  and,  after  feveral  remarks  in  fupport  of  this  opinion,  they 
declare— that  they  will  wait  quietly  for  any  thing  which  may 
happen  ;  and  that,  firm  as  a  rock,  they  will  not  fi^er  themfelves 
to  be  ihaken ;  referving  to  themfelves  to  take  fuch  liieafures  as  they 
may  judge  neceiTary  for  the  prefervation  of  the  fovcreignty  of  Zea- 
land^ and  the  independence  of  the  people  of  their  province.  Thofe 
of  the  province  of  Overyflel  Hkewife  gave  in  a  refolution,  in  which 
their  conitituents  declare — they  would  accede  to  the  national  aifem- 
bly ;  that  on'  the  nth  January  they  had  invited  all  citizens  to  give 
in  their  grievances,  in  cafe  they  had  any,  on  account  of  the  want  of 
unanimity  among  the  confederates,  and  defiring  themfelves  that  every 
means  might  be  employed  to  gain  over  the  confent  of  thofe  provin- 
ces who  oppofe  the  meafure.  In  effeft,  we  learn  that  the  province  of 
Friefland  has  declared-— that  fhe  would  (horiiy  prefer  fome  further 
propofittons  to  their  High  Mightinefles  on  the  propofed  national 
convention. 

The  States  General,  oh  ^heir  fide,  have  intreated  the  reprefen- 
tatives  of  Zealand,  that  as  it  was  underftood  the  reprefentativcs  of 
Friefland  would  fend  deputies  to  fmooth  the  difficuhies  which  were 
in  the  way  of  a  national  convention,  they  alfo  would  fend  fome  on 
their  fide,  charged  with  a  like  million,  and.  in  order  to  prevent

/^N  (h^  25th  inftant,  the  reprefentativcs  of  Holland  declared  in 
'  ^^  an  extraordinary  fitting  of  the  States  General,  convened  at 
their  particular  requeft,—- vthat  the  reprefentafives  of  Holland,  tired 
of  the  oppofition  to  the  convening  of  a  national  convention  made 
by  fome  provinces,  had  now  refolvied,  without  any  further  hefita- 
tion,  to  carry  intoeffe^l  the  refolution  of  the  States  General  of  the 
30th  of  December,  on  that  fubjefl :  that  they  were  determined  to 
wave  any  further  deliberation  on  this  head,  until  the  ditfentient 
provinces  fhould  have  given  in  their  ultimatum,  by  which  it  ought 
cle^irly  to  appear,  that  they  would  accede  to  the  faid  meafure,  if  in 
one  or  other  article  their  opinion  were  adopted  by  the  States 
General. 

Purfuant  to  this  declaration,  through  the  whole  province  of 
Holland,  (Amflerdam  alone  excepted,  on  account  of  its  great 
population)  the  reprefentatives  of  the  people  in  the  national  con- 
vention arc  already  appointed  by  the  eledors  chofen  by  the  primary 
aifemblies. 

Friefland  has  a^  lafl:  declared  to  the  States  General,  that  it  ^ill 
confent  to  a  national  convention,  and  convene  the  people  oq  the 
$tbjDf  Februairy,  on  conditionj  lA.  that  infl^ad  of  the  prefen^ 
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committee  of  confederacy,  committees  beapj^ointed  by  the  ha<* 
tional  convention  ;  the  one  for  the  diredion  of  the  finances,  and* 
the  other  for  the  war  department ;  by  which  means  from  thirty-fix 
to  forty-four  thoufand  guilders  would  be  yearly  faVed^  and  the  exe<-. 
cutivc  government  more  ftfengthencd.  adiy.  That  the  oooventton 
do  immediately  nominate  a  committee  for  foreign  affairs.     And 
3dly,  appoint  an  executive  diredory,  compofed  of  members  of 
the  committees  of  finance,  marine,  war,  the  Eaft  arid  Weft  India 
trade,  aod  foreign  affairs.     Laftly,  in  cafe  the  new  conftitution 
(hould  not  be  accompli  (hed  within  a  twelvemonth',  thefe  memberi 
be  relieved  by  others  of  the  fame  committees*

YESTERDAY  the  deputies  from  Fricfland  agreed  to  the  calling^ 
of  a  national  convention,  to  which  they  have  been  impellea 
I  by  the  divifions  and  difturbances  which  prevailed  among  them« 
'  Yefterday  all  the  deputies  of  Zealand  announced  to  the  Statea 
General,  that  their  province  had  alfo  agreed  to  the  calling  of  a 
oational  convention.  All  the  feven  provinces,  including  Drenthtf 
and  Dutch  Brabant,  have  therefore  now  agreed  to  the  calling  of 
the  long-wiflied-for  national  convention ;  and  preparations  are 
making  every-where  to  aflfemble  it  by  the  i8th  of  this^nonth,. 
Amfierdam  will  finifh  ^he  nomination  of  420  ele&or^  for  the 
fourteen  diftrids  this  day,  and  will  proceed  to-morrow  to  the 
eledion  of  reprefentatives* 


PROCLAMATION. 

THE  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  to  all  thofe  who 
may  fee  or  hear  thefe  prefents,  health  and  fraternity  t  Be  it 
known,  that  in  compliance  with  the  wi(h  and  defire  of  the  Bata* 
vian  people,  and  the  approbation  of  the  refpedive  confederates^ 
we  have  pafled  an  ad,  according  to  which  a  general  national  af* 
fembly  for  the  adminiftration  of  foedefal  affairs,  as  well  as  to 
form  the  plan  of  a  conAitution  for  all  the  Republic,  to  be  fub« 
initted  to  the  approbation  or  refufal  of  the  Batavian  nation,  fhould. 
be  convoked  and  put  in  adivity  :  that  this  important  work,  of  (q 
great  an  intereft  for  our  country,  has  been  conduced  a^uallyt 
under  the  Divine  benedi£tion,  by  the  choice  of  the  citizens  having 
the  right  of  fuffrage  in  all  the  Republic,  to  the  point  that  the 
meqnbers  who  will  compofe  this  general  national  aifembly,  and 
who  will  reprefent  together  all  the  Batavian  people,  have  beeo 
effedively  eleded,  or  will  be  ele£led,  are  ready  to  begin  theif: 
laboDrs.  In  confequence  whereof,  we  intreat  and  charge  the 
Vol..  IIL— Part  ii.  Cc  eledcA 
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«}ftAed  cminWrsy  ferarmuch  as  they  are  not  yet  amvod  heie>  at 
the  Hague,  to  repair  there  imine.diately>  in  oxcier  to  aiTemble  on 
Tuefday  the  fird  of  March  next,  at  the  place  defined,  by  eleven 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon^  that  they  may  be  enabled,  by  a  com^ 
xniflion  to  be  named  by  us,  conformably  to  the  ad  paffed,  to  open 
their  aflembly  ;  that  thus  on  the  point  of  terminating  our  proceed- 
ings, at  the  moment  when  this  afiemhly  (hall  be  conftituted,  we 
have  thought  it  our  duty  folemnly  to  inform,  by  our  prefent  pro* 
ctamation,  our  fellow-citizens  thereof,  and  to  teftify,  in  the  firft 
place,  our  gratitude  to  the  Supreme  Being,  that  in  the  tnidft  of  all 
the  difficulties  which  have  weighed  down  this  Repmblic  fmce  the 
revolution  of  the  month  of  Jan.  1795,  and  which  have  menaced 
even  the  tqtal  lofs  of  its  liberty  and  of  its  independence,  we  behold 
at  lad  the  defired  ilfue  of  our  continual  cares,  that  our  political 
liberty  and  independence  have  been  confirmed,  and  that  alfo  the 
liation  will  fee  itielf  perfeftly  and  really  reprcfented  by  an  aflem- 
bly eleftcd  by  herfelf,  and  which  will  be  in  effefi  boneuired  with 
her  confidence,  a  circumftr^nce  which  never  yet  happened  to  our 
anceftors  ;  for  which  reafon  we  may  with  good  caufe  expeS  from 
It  fuch  a  plan  of  a  conftitution,  under  the  approbation  of  the  whole 
peopJe,  as  may  be  proper  to  regulate  andeUablifh  its  bappinefs  on 
^  ftable  footing,  and  may  alfo  afTure  ourfelves  firmly  that  thisaf-- 
Ifembly  will  employ  the  power  and  authority  which  have  been 
trufted  to  it,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  may  be  neceflTary  for  the  fafety 
and  well-being  of  our  country;  by  means  of  which  all  and  each 
i^itl  be  able  to  enjoy  individual  liberty,  under  the  prdeSlion  of 
the  law,  to  defend  their  own  interefts  in  union  with  the  general 
interefts,  and  to  affift  the  prpfperity  of  the  Republic  to  advance  in 
fuch  a  manner  as  that  flie  may  be  reftoredto  her  ancient  fplendour, 
and  that  her  importance  abroad  may  be  re-eilabliflied  and  defended 
as  in  fprmer  times. 

We  pray  anif  require,  therefore,  the  reprefcntatives  of  the  people 
ill  the  refpeftive  provinces,  the  country' of  Drenthe  and  Balavian 
Brabant,  to  publifh  and  affix  our  prefent  proclamation  in  all 
places  where  it  h  the  cuftom  to  make  fuch  publication  and  affix- 
ing :  \ve  order  at  the  fame  time,  all  and  every  one  whom  it  may 
i:on<;crnj  to  acknowledge  the  faid  national  alFembly  as  fuch,  and 
ip,  obey  it  according  to  the  aft  pafTed  before ;  and  we  inform  by 
the  prefent,  the  military  as  well  as  others,  that  ^  fooa  as  this 
national  aflembly  fliall  be  folemnly  coniVituted,  they  will  pafs  iin- 
ttiediately  into  the  f^rvice  of  the  faid  aflembly,  and  will  be  obliged 
to  pay  it  the  fame  obedience  they  have  until  now  owed  us  ;  foraf- 
^uch  as,  we  declare,  by  our  prefent  proclamation,  publicly  and 
folemnly,  that  all  authprity  which  may  have  belonged  to  our  aflem« 
biy  will  then  pafs,  with  our  confent^  into  the  hands  of  the  abovo- 
pajned  xK^tronal  aflembly, 
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Done  and  decrecxl  in  the  above-mentioned  aflelnbly  of  the'  Lords 
of  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  at  the  Hagoei 
chil  KQth  day  of  February,  1796.

7^e  Speech  of  Peter  Paulus  to  the  Batavtan  Nalknai  AffimHf^ 

Citizens  Reprefentatives, 

'T'HE  day  fo  long  defired  appears  then  at  laft,  in  which  a  national 
*^  aflembly,  convoked  by  the  whole  Batavian  people,  begins  its 
fittings  t  This  grand,  this  glorious  day,  in  which  the  general  in^ 
terefts  and  the  deared  intereds  of  this  fame  people  will  be  difcufled 
openly,  and,  as  it  were,  in  its  very  prefence,  and  will  no  more,  as 
heretofore,  be  fubjeded  to  everlaffing  deliberations  1  This  day* 
then  at  kft  appears,  which  the  greated  of  o«r  ancedors  defired,  but 
ef  which  they  never  dared  to  hope  the  real  exidencc,  becaufe  the/ 
confidet^  it  as  the  indubitable  dawn  of  true  liberty  and  indepen-* 
dence,  as  well  exterior  as  interior,  and  confequently  of  fo  great 
happinefs  and  fo  great  national  profperity,  that  it  itemed  too  grand 
and  too  brilliant  ever  to  fall  to  the  lot  of  this  people ;  and  confer 
quently  they  confined  themfelves  to  the  defire*.  We  therefore  hav« 
advanced-farther  In  the  fpace  of  little  better  than  a  year,  than  our 
forefathers  haVe  been  able  to  do  in  more  than  two  ages.  *  We  havd 
feen  the  executive  power  of  this  country  indttuted  in  a  fimple  and 
uniform  manner  in  all  its  parts  :  we  have  feen  it  freed  from  thd 
obftades  and  delays  with  which  its  adminidration  was  formerly 
(hackled  ;  its  diredion  of  the  military  edabliihment,  together  with 
all  which  netefiarily  depends  on  it^  was  fo  much  divided,  as  to  be 
incapable  of  unity  of  government ;  and  the  admiralty,  with  the  di* 
reAioo  of  the  important  poiredtons  belonging  to  the  date*  in  the 
two  Indies,  was  feparated  into  as  many  parts,  often  incoherent^ 
as  there  were  colleges,  chambers^  or  colonies  in  America,  to  fuch 
a  d^ee  that  nothing  good  could  be  expeded  from  it«  We  have 
feen  the  provincial  government  of  the  countries  edablidied  upon  A 
fimple  and  itidivifible  footing  ;  the  courts  of  judice  reformed,  and 
the  foundations  laid  upon  which  the  fuperdru6lure  could  after^ 
wards  be  raifed.  And  after  all  this  was  completed  and  finiihed^ 
we  have  feen,  but  not  without  long  deliberations,  this  work  crown* 
ed  by  the  aj^poimment  and  edablifliment  of  a  national  aiTeinbly; 
I  can  thert,  citizens  reprefentatives,  fince  you  have  been  p leafed  te 
name  me  the  fird  prefident  of  this  aflembly,  fincerely  congratulate 
you  and  the  whole  nation  that  yon  reprefent,  upon  fo  importam  in 
event,  whioh  our  enemies,  internal  and  external,'  have  forefeeft 
with  ftar  atiddiffnay,  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  they  have  negleded  at>b 
thing  td  tern  «$  from  it}  and  to  nuiko  ufe,  en  the  contrary,  of 
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he  only  tnetns  of  fafety  that  remained  to  us  in  the  circumftanres 
ive  found  ourfelves,  to  divide  us,  and  thus  \o  kindle  in  the  midfl: 
of  U5  a  civil  wari  yirhich  would  inevitably  bring  on  our  total  de- 
ftruflion.  They  have  been  unable,  through  the  dire&ion  of  an 
adorable  Providence,  to  fucceed  in  their  bafe  defigns,  ftnce  all  our 
provinces  and  our  coufitries  have  folemnly  confentcd  to  the  fitting 
of  this  aflcmbly,  and  thofe  amongft  them  which  were  at  firft  irtti- 
midated  by  the  novelty  of  the  thing,  and  the  grand  overthrow  it 
would  bring  about  of  the  ancient  government,  have,  notwithftand- 
ing,  finally  acceded  to  it,  either  through  the  conviflion  of  what 
would  neceflarily  have  taken  place,  or  through  deference  to  the 
opinion  of  their  allies ;  a  proof  that  although  the  confederates, 
who  in  general  love  their  country,  may  fometimes  differ  as  to  the 
means  of  faving  it,  yet  in  the  end  fee  the  necefTity  of  making  their 

erticular  views  give  way  to  the  general  intereus  of  the  people, 
ow  could  it  be  poflible  to  remain  divided,  upon  the  holding  an 
aflembly  which  would  unite  in  itfelf  all  the  power  and  all  the 
force  of  which  the  government  of  this  country  was  cqnftantly  de- 
prived, and  by  means  of  which  it  was  fo  often  obliged,  at  the  iifue 
bf  feveral  diflcnfions  between  the  provinces,  and  the  troubles  they 
occafioned  among  the  people,  to  introduce  the  Stadtholderian  go- 
vernment, to  fucceed  one  evil  by  another  ;  and  always  to  return 
to  the  faYne  point  from  whence  it  fct  out,  and  at  which  it  was  fo 
much  embarralTed  ?  The  default  of '  being  unable  to  conclude  by 
the  plurality  of  voices,  affairs  of  the  utmod  importance,  as  well 
to  the  provincial  as  to  the  general  government  of  the  country,  has 
been  the  caufe  why  the  mod  preffmg  objeAs  could  not  be  decided, 
that  things  of  the  greateft  neceflity  for  the  wants  of  the  general  con-^ 
federation,  both  by  fea  and  land^  could  not  be  agreed  upon  ;  that 
nothing  was  effefied  in  proper  time ;  and  that  the  Republic,  in 
cafe  of  war,  which  is  often  prevented  by  an  impofing  appearance ; 
or  when  it  was  threatened,  always  found  itfelf  attacked  before  the 
means  of  defence  v^cre  prepared,  which  could  only  be  put  in  mo- 
tion at  the  mod  preding  moment  of  danger,  or  even  when  it  was 
too-  late :  a  fltuatipn  of  affajrs  which  has  produced  to  the  Republic, 
for  more  than  two  ages,  mod  bitter  confequences,  and  to  which 
tnay  principally  be  attributed  thc-difadvantageous  treaties  of  peace, 
conclud/sd^in  1674,  1678,  1748,  1783,  and  X785,  without  add- 
ing, that  all  the  aflemblies  where  the  grand  interefts  of  the  people 
fhould  have  been  difcuffed  and  terminated,  ancf  where  the  members 
could  not  vote  individually,  contained  within  themfelves  the  feeds 
of  their  own  impotence  and  their  own  diffolution  ;  and  if,  befides, 
all  ihtSe  aflemblies  arc  not  founded  upon  principles  of  population, 
of  power,  or  of  riches,  upon  which  the  aflembly  of  the  States 
General  of  thefe  countries,  juft  now  diffolved,  never  was  founded, 
they  cannot  fail  of  coining  to  nought,  and  muft  eive  place  to  other 
difpofitions  more  analogous  to  the  deftin^tioo  ofmani  m^^  which 
I  "xeft 
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left  upon  reaTon^  and  upon  the  true  and  eternal  prlndpks  of  Hbertjr 
and  equality.  The  national  aflemblyt  ivhich  as  prelidentj  I  have 
jnft  declared,  in  the  name  of  the  people,  to  be  the  reprefentativ^ 
body  of  the  fiatavian  people,  will  have  the  diredion  of  foreign  re- 
lations ;  of  peace  and  war ;  of  the  conclufion  of  treaties ;  of  the 
forming  alliances  with  foreign  powers  i  of  the  fending  ambalTadorsp 
other  oainifters  or  agents  abroad  ;  and  alfo  of  all  that  concerns  the 
coin,  the  fea  and  land  forces,  and  their  equipment ;  to  determine, 
to  require,  and  in  cafe  of  need,  to  caufe  them  to  be  reported.  All 
this,  by  the  plurality  of  voices,  without  the  members  of  this  af- 
fembly  being  in  the  leail  fubje£tcd  to  provincial  rcfolutions,  in- 
ftru£lions,  or  revocations,  or  any  other  thing  of  the  fame  nature  ; 
but  ruling  by  individual  vote,  withont  the  lead  confufion,  the 
comaion  interefts  of  the  whole  Republic.  And  the  decrees  of  this 
aflembly  cannot  be  contradicted  by  any  provincial  authority,  nor 
their  execution  delayed. 

Every  member  of  the  aflembly  is  a  true  rcprcfentative  of  the 
whole  fiatavian  people,  and  is  to  be  conHdcrcd  by  every  one  as 
having  loft  all  provincial  relations,  fo  much  fo,  that  after  the  com- 
oiilSon  for  the  conftitution  (hall  be  named,  the  names  of  the  pro- 
vinces are  no  more  to  be  pronounced  here  ;  and  it  will  be  confidered 
as  a  dired  infradlion  of  the  rule  made  for  this  aflembly,  (ince 
from  this  moment  all  provincial  relatFons  and  interefts  are  confider- 
ed as  ended,  and  the  intcreft  of  the  whole  Hatavian  people  is  become 
for^very  one  the  fuprcme  law.  The  obligation,  citizens  repre- 
ientatives,  which  remains  on  this  aiTembly  to  operate  the  true 
bappinefs  and  felicity  of  the  people,  becomes  the  more  important 
on  each  of  us,  in  proportion  to  the  facility  and  the  amelioration 
the  means  of  execution  acquire.  There  remains  much  for  us  to 
do ;  fo  much,  that  we  cannot  expe£l  to  attain  the  end,  without 
the  re-union  of  all  the  power,  all  the  zeal,  all  the  ailiduity,  and 
ail  the  conAancy  imaginable  in  the  daily  a£ls  and  decrees  of  this 
aflembly.  Happy  epoch,  when  after  fo  many  ftorms  and  fo  many 
teqnpefts,  the  bappinefs  and  the  profperity  of  the  nation  will  be 
preferred  to  the  particular  intereft  of  cities,  of  members,  and  of 
provinces ;  when  the  dawn  of  unity  and  indiviflbility  in  the  go- 
vernment of  the  country  begins  to  appear  !  Happy,  thrice  happy^ 
that  we  have  been  able  to  attain  it,  without  the  furpriPing  revolu- 
uon  which  has  taken  place  in  this  country,  and  in  all  parts  of  the 
governnjent,  being  fullied  by  thofe  fccnes  of  horror  which  have 
marked,  alas!  thofe  of  othc/  countries,  and  which  have  been 
granted  fo  the  people  to  enable  them  to  profit  by  fo  dreadful  an 
example;  to  learn  them  prudence,  wifdon^,  and  moderation. 
This  Republic  fees  itfelf  in  the  midft  of  a  violent  and  bloody  war, 
into  which  it  has  been  drawn  by  the  perfidious  conduA  of  the 
Englifli  minifter*  The  firft  and  principal  work  of  this  aflembly 
;hen  will  be^  to  learn  the  means  of  carrying  it  on  with  vigour, 

and 
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ktii  thereby  obtain  an  honourable  peaces  It  wilt  be  prtndpanf 
h^ceiiary  to  equip  a  refpedable  fleeti  to  line  our  frontiers,  and 
to  keep  tip,  as  may  be  iieceifary,  our  army  already  fo  fine  au^  fo 
IK^ll  organized  ;  for  if  we  fucceed  in  well  fecuring  our  froatiecs, 
ftnd  in  fending  a  fleet  to  fea  as  formerly,  by  which,  with  the  aid 
•f  our  allies,  we  may  be  in  a  (late  to  counterbalance  the  naval  force 
Df  England,  and  to  procure  for  the  liberty  of  navigation,  as  well 
as  to  our  coloniLS;  -he  necclTary  aid  and  alliflance,  then  there  can 
be  nodoubt  that  England  will  find  herfclf  obliged  to  think  feriouily 
of  peace,  and  to  terminate  on  realonable  cbnditions  a  war  curfed 
by  every  honed  EngliOiman,  as  b^  all  the  people  of  the  earth,  and 
which  has  had  no  other  end,  during  the  whole  of  its  exiftehce,  than 
the  eftablifliment  of  defpotifm  among  men.  And  why  fliould  we 
Hot,  if  we  wifh  to  do  it  really  with  all  our  power — why  fhoold  we 
not  go  and  feize  by  force  our  eallern  colonies,  bafely  given  up  by 
William  V.  to  the  Lngliih,  after  he  had  abandoned  during  the  war, 
without  the  confent  of  the  States  General  or  the  refpe£liv6  confe- 
derates, his  charges  and  his  dignities  by  a  dilhonourable  flight, 
from  the  hands  of  the  perfidious  pofTeffors  ;  and  fhew  to  India  that 
the  arms  i>f  the  B^tavian  people,  while  they  are  not  under  foreign 
influence,  are  as  powerful  as  eVer  ?  What  the  marine  of  the  ftate 
has  done  in  nine  months,  ought  to  convince  of  what  it  is  capable, 
fince  in  this  (hprt  fpace  77  large  and  fmalt  veHels  have  been  taken 
up  or  put  into  fervice,'  all  which  will  be  ready,  unlefs  we  fail  in 
ftien  or  money,  to  go  to  fea  in  the  fpring  ;  a  great  part  of  them 
iias  already  been  at  fea.  and  we  recently  had  the  fatisfadion  of 
feeing  a  large  divifion  fail  under  the  orders  of  experienced  com* 
Inanders  :  without  fpeaking  of  the  conftrujiion  of  different  other 
fliips,  frigates,  &c.  at  different  dock-yards  in  thd  country.  Yes, 
Citizens  rcprefentativcs,  if  the  Bativian  people,  whom  you  repre- 
fent,  would  unite  all  its  force  to  advance  and  procure  the  national 
happinefs,  glory,  and  profpertty,  by  giving  Up  all  perfonal  idte- 
felt,  all  prejudice,  and  all  fpirit  of  party,  I  dare  affure  myfelf  we 
Ihall  focm  fee  reftored  the  glorious  times  of  Tromp  and  De  Ruyter, 
tnd  with  them  the  happieft  days  of  the  Republic :  I  dar«  affure 
myfelf  that  the  naval  force  of  the  Country,  th^  true  foundatioa  of 
the  Ba'tavian  profperity  and  greatnefs,  will  foon  be  able  td  mtiafure 
bk\f  with  the  enemy,  who  fhew  at  all  times,  as  again  laft  year  on 
the  coafl  of  Norway,  that  they  nevet  dare  approai^h  it  but  with 
fear,  and  a  great  fuperiority  of  force  :  but  then  they  have  no  flianie 
in  openly  violating  the  rights  of  nations,  or  making  ufe  of  the 
inoft  vile  means  to  get  them  in  their  power,  in  order  that  they  oaay 
BOt  one  day  meet  their  united  force. 

To  iurnini  the  neceffary  funds  to  the  executive  power  ift  its 
Afferent  relations,  in  order  to  enable  them  to  accoiflplUb  the 
dbove  putpofes,  becotnes  then  the  firfl  and  principal  objaft  of 
the  labours  of  this  afiembly,  and  it  is  in  ^ome^ueoce  of  thi$» 

citizens 
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^idzent  repr^G^ntatiVfs,.  that  I  recamtnend  with  all  pofllble) 
fo^rgy  to  yovr  *cal,  to  your  lov«  for  your  country,  and  to  youp 
good  intentions.  The  wants  are  great — I  confefs  it  ^  but  will 
dl  means  of  afiiftaiv::e  fail,  if  tha  Batavian  people  want  themi 
Would  any  pne  prefer  being  rich,  if  the  country  was  poor,  and 
could  only  be  faved  by  dint  of  money  r  Would  the  Bataviaa 
people  be  lefs  dlfpofed  to  make  as  many  facrifices  for  the  acquifii* 
tion  of  true  liberty,  and  of  a  good  peace  for  the  future,  than  our 
Vrothera  the  French  have  been,  to  their  immortal  glory  ;  who. 
have  devoted,  and  (till  daily  devote,  body  and  goods  \  who  havo 
fuffered,  for  a  long  fpace  of  time,  famine,  and  the  abfoiute  want 
of  the  moft  indifpenfable  neceifaries  of  life  ;  who  have  thereby 
given  to  all  the  nations  of  the  earth  the  glorious  example  of  what 
a  people  refolved  to  be  free  can  do  and  endure  ?  Do  the  Batavian 
peopW  of  our  days  poiTefs  lefs  valour,  lefs  ccnftancy,  lefs  love  of 
liberty  than  the  French  and  Americans  i  lefs  than  our  anceftors 
proved  in  the  war  with  Spain  i  Do  you  wt(h  that  the  continually 
triumphant  arms  of  our  ally,  the  powerful  French  nation^  lhoul4 
alone  protect  you.?  I  cannot  believe  it — and  I  think  I  can  afTura 
tayi^lf  that  my  words  will  be  fuperfluous  to  make  you  obferve, 
that  ail  poflible  diligence  is  necelfary  for  the  execution  of  thefe 
means,  and  that  fuccefs  will  chiefly  depend  on  the  unanimity  and 
the  vigour  with  whicli  they  will  be  concluded  and  maintained* 
Let  us  unite  then,  citizens  reprefentatives,  our  hearts  and  hands 
to  accomplilh  the  arduous  talk  which  remains  for  us  to  perform, 
Hod  the  Batavian  people  expe£t  from  us — Let  us  take  care  nevet 
to  be  milled  by  difcord  and  divifion — Let  us  remember  always^ 
that  the 'enemies  within  and  without  keep  watch  at  this  hall  of 
council,  to  find  out  by  what  means  they  may  be  ens^bled  to  throw 
down  the  apple  of  difcord,  to  the  end  that  the  alfembly,  occu-^ 
pied  therewith,  and  lofing  fight  of  the  grand  intent  of  its  inftitu* 
tion,  they  may  have  time  and  opportunity  to  divide  the  Republic 
within,  and  attack  it  without  1  May  the  true  fraternity,  which 
is  always  open,  never  fufpiciotis,  be  eilabli(hcd  permanently 
within  us,  and  remain  to  the  end  in  the  bofom  of  this  aflembly ! 
May  this  aflembly,  by  its  grand  and  glorious  example,,  l>e  th« 
rallying  point  for  all  hearts  I  May  the  people  one  day  know, 
what  they  have  never  feen  before,  that  this  is  no  longer  a  (Irife 
between  ftadtholderian  or  an  anti-datholderian  government ;  fo^ 
we  have  too  long  feen/tli^.  folly  and  the  incompatibility  of  thefe 
forms  of  government,  to  difpute  on  that  point ;  but  that  this 
aflembly  Is  really  formed  to  edablini  the  happinefs  and  national 
profperity  of  the  people  upon  immoveable  foundations,  by  pro- 
curing peace  within  and  without;  and  laftly,  a  conflitution 
founded  upon  the  eternal  and  imprefcriptible  rights  of  man,  and 
of  citizens.  Then  Europe,  already  aftonifhed,  but  often  im- 
|ioMu|KX}  by  falfe  reports^  will  do  you'jultice.    Thei;  (he  will 

be 
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be  eonvi.nced  that  this  aflcmbly  is  not  the  c6njunAion  of  a  fa&ioii> 
but  that  it  is  really  compofed  of,  a  free  people,  legitimately 
eleded  and  affembled.  She  will  then  do  juftice  to  your  decrees, 
and  will  no  longer  think  of  infringing  them  by  violence.  Your 
refolutions  will  then  be  refpe&ed  as  thofe  of  the  nation,  fmce, 
without  that,  all  government  would  be  placed  on  foundations 
not  very  folid  ;'  and  becaufe,  in  fa£l,  all  national  refolutions  are 
not  eafily  overturned.  As  tar  as  concerns  myfelf,  citizens  re- 
prcfentativcs,  fince  you  have  done  me  the  honour  to  <  name  me 
the  prefident  of  this  aflcmbly,  I  can  aflure  you  I  will  exert  all 
my  efforts  to  work  with  you  to  thiseffeft,  to  aid,  to  direft  your 
deliberations  and  your  refolutions,  fo  that  they  may  attain  the 
propofed  ends,  and  that  the  whole  work  may  be  happily  finiflied. 
I  cannot  abftain  from  remarking  here,  that,  although  infinitely 
fenfible  to  the  diftinguiftiing  mark  of  confidence  with  which  you 
have  been  pleafed  to  honour  me,  and  by  which  you  fecm  to  in- 
tend placing  the  feal  of  your  approbation  on  the  part  I  have  had 
in  the  c6ndu£t  of  affairs  fince  the  revolution  ;  and  although  I 
am  entirely  ready  to  anfwer  the  confidence  you  have  placed  in 
me,  it  will  often  happen  that  you  mud  take  the  will  for  the  deed, 
and  fupport  my  weaknelTes  and  my  defaults  ;  becaufe  the  year 
}uft  finifhed  has  fo  much  wafted  my  flrength  by  the  weight  of  the 
burden,  that  I  am  not  in  a  fituation  to  fupport  a  fimilar  load. 
I  promife  folemnty  to  aid -in  protedling  and  maintaining,  by  all 
poilible  means,  the  dignity. and  authority  of  this  affembly,  as 
well  within  the  walls,  as  without,  during  the  time  of  my  pre- 
iidency ;  and  I  truft  myfelf  in  this  rcfpeft  to  your  encourage- 
ment and  powerful  proteSion.  And  thou,  aU*goodand  heavenly 
God,  bountiful  Father  of  all  creatures,  allift  us  all  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  impofed  on  us.— Grant  us  thy  powerful 
proteflion,  that  we  may  lay  fome  (tones  in  the  auguft  edifice  of 
liberty,  which  has  been  conllruSed,  or  is  now  conftrudling,  in 
>America,  France,  here,  and  elfewhere*  May  we  never  want  a 
Wafhington,  aPichegru,  ajoufdan,  aMoreau,  or  other  heroes, 
to  proted  our  liberty  and  our  country  without,  both  by  fea  and 
by  land.  Make  every  thing  concur  to  the  advancement  of  the 
national  happinefs  of  this  people  !  Accept  favourably  the  folemn 
offering  we  make  thee  of  their  gratitude  for  the  poifeilion  of  fo 
many  bleflings  !  and  may  the  fincere  vow  we  now  make  between 
thine  haaids  be  agreeable  to  thee—**  That  we  will  fave  our  coun- 
try,  or  die  at  our  polls  !'* 
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Declaration  of  General  TP*nnnfer* 

TjNDERSTANDING  that  much  induftry  was  ufed  in  clr- 
^  culating  a  report,  and  ftairping  upon  it  the  fennblance  of 
authenticity,  refpedling  my  conduS  prior  to  and  during  the 
ficge  of  Manheim,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  notice  tl)at  report.  I 
am  charged  with  difcovering  a  difpofition  to  accede  to  a  precon- 
certed neutrality  with  refpeA  to  that  fortrefs,  and  with  having 
a6lually  treated  on  the  fubjcft  with  the  French  commander. 

I  (hould  have  adhered  to  my  original  intention  of  treating  this 
calunmy  with  contemptuous  filcnce,  did  I  not  feel  it  a  duty  in- 
cumbent upon  mc,  to  fet  myfclt'  right  in  the  opinion  ot  the 
public^  and  to  prevent  them  from  forming  an  erroneous  judg* 
mcnt  on  the  fubjcdl. 

1  do  therefore  mod  folemnly  declare,  that  I  never  entertained 
the  inoft  didant  i(<ca  df  acceding  to  any  Aich  propofitions  as  are 
imputed  to  me,  which,  if  I  had,  would  have  exceeded  my  in- 
ftru£tions,  difgraccd  the  fcrvice  in  which  I  was  engaged)  and 
would  have  proved  highlv  injurious  to  the  general  intcrefts  of  the 
Imperial  armies.  The  report  is  an  impudent  fabrication)  circu- 
lated for  the  gratification  of  private  rcfentmcnt)  and  calculated 
to  excite  difcontents  in  the  minds  of  the  people.  I  am  no  lefs 
.  furprized  at.  the  ipalicious  and  audacious  rumour  of  an  inclinatioa 
on  our  part  to  facrifice  Mentz,  in  order  to  fecure  Manheim. 
The  event  has  proved,  that  there  was  no  rcafon  to  regret  the  vi- 
gorous defence  that  was  made  for  the  prefervation  of  both  thefo 
fortreflTeS)  fo  important  to  the  general  interefts  of  the  empire.

Citizens  LegiflatorS) 
VOUR  rcfolution  of  the  20th  of  this  month  relative  to  the 
creation  of  "  Territorial  Mandats,'*  payable  to  the  bearer,  is 
one  of  thofc  grand  and  happy  meafurcS)  which  at  the  moft  criti- 
cal xras  of  the  revolution,  have  operated  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Republic.  But  it  would  be  fatal  if  you  did  not  hailen  to  make 
an  addition  which  is  indifpenfablc,  by  giving  to  thofe  mandats  a 
compulfivc  currency.  Without  fuch  a  law,  the  new  paper  and 
tile  old  would  both  fall  into  equal  depreciation.  The  (lock- 
jobbers  would  feize  upon  both,  they  would  plunder  the  nation  o£ 
its  demefnes,  and  the  government  of  its  refources. 

Vol.  II  IMPART  ut  Dd  Ccruiul/ 
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Certainly  wlien  paper  money  has  but  a  remote^  a  doubtful,  or 
inrullicicut  fccurityi  nothing  fliort  of  dcTpotlfm  can  force  its  cur- 
rency. Such  would  be  the  cafe,  if  it  were  intended  to  rccal  the 
artignats  to  their  nominal  value,  before  their  mafs  was  reduced  to 
the  amount  of  the  national  property  at  the  difpofal  of  govern- 
ment. Hut  it  would  be  a  weak  abandonment  of  the  rights  ot 
the  people,  to  leave  to  malignity  and  avarice  to  fix  the  value  of  a 
mandat,  which  a\\)  be  immediately  converted  Into  real  property, 
at  the  choice  of  the  bearer,  amongfl  the  beft  poUcfllons  of  the  Hr- 
public.  The  citizens  may  be  deceived  as  to  their  real  intcrclls 
by  the  cruel  manof uvrcs  of  (lock-jobbing.  They  have  been  dc- 
rcived,  and  will  be  fo  (lill,  unlefs  their  reprcfentativcs  forcfcc  and 
warn  them  of  the  danger. 

Have  you  not  been  compelled  to  pronounce  certain  penalties 
agaitid  thofc  uho  reftifcd  the  republican  money,  though  it  was 
evideruly  of  more  value  than  that  which  bore  the  royal  (lamp? 
Why  (hould  you  hclitatc  to  take  the  fame  part  againft  thofe  who 
may  wHh  to  depreciate  a  paper,  which  has  more  need  of  confi- 
dencr,  as  it  is  not  divifiblc  into  fmall  portions,  and  therefore  kl'i 
iitttd  for  ordinary  tranfac^Vuuis  ?  If  you  du  not  take  this  ilcp, 
this  paper  mull  fall,  arul  with  its  own,  will  infallibly  caufe  the 
Tuin  of  the  alllgnais. 

It  IS  in  yoiu*  power,  on  the  contrary,  to  raifc  the  one  through 
the  other,  and  to  breathe  tlius  new  life  throtigh  all  the  ramifica- 
tions of  the  body  politic,  lobuil  in  itfcif,  but  weakened  and  dri<.J 
lip  through  the  want  of  circulation. 

There  arc  thofe,  however,  who  feem  to  defcry  in  this  pap<'r 
the  annihilation  of  the  allignuis.  Tins  is  an  error  to  which 
tl(H  k-jobbors  will  labour  16  give  credit,  as  wifhing  to  monopolize 
•  liiis  rcprelentativc  fign,  and  to  poUcfs  themfelvcs  of  the  public 
t'ortime.  liut  it  is  evident,  that,  on  the  coi\trary,  dock-jobbing' 
will  (ind  its  death  in  the  compulfivc  circulation  of  this  paper,  arul 
that  in  twetity  (our  hours  the  govcrnnoent  will  triple  the  value  ot 
nfliiMiats. 

The  allignat  is  now  at  the  three  hundredth  part  of  its  nominal 
value.  When  the  manduts  (hall  be  at  par  with  money,  the 
allignats  arc  to  be  cxchanced  at  every  odice  in  the  Republic  lor 
the  hundredth  part  of  thoir  nominal  rate.  Thus  is  their  value 
ttiple<l.  In  a  word,  the  aflignats  thus  exchanged  arc  to  be 
burned,  until  there  (hnll  be  no  more  than  three  milliards  in  cir» 
culation.  The  circtilation  will  then  be  brought  back  to  its  ufnal 
Courfe,  and  the  paper  to  it:;  natural  proportion  to  the  land  whi^^h 
it  reprcfents.  The  innndat  being  on  a  par  with  money,  and  the 
relation  of  the  aftignats  with  the  former  being  pixfcribed  by  the 
lawii,  (lock-jobbing  can  no  longer  maintain  its  ground.  It  diets ; 
stnd  France  is  delivered  from  a  fcourge  more  horriole  than  git  the 
kfli^iiions  of  her  combined  enemies  1 
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This  proportion  of  one  to  an  hundred  between  the  mandat  andl 
the  ^flignat  appears  to  be  more  Aiitable  for  the  prefent.  It  ac- 
cords with  the  meafures  which  have  been  taken  for  raifing  the 
forced  loan.  It  leaves  to  the  nation  the  refources  which  may  be 
neceffary  for  its  occafions,  until  the  fyfteni  of  contribution  (hal} 
be  fettled,  and  the  receipts  colle£led  regularly.  In  proportion 
as  the  circulating  mafs  of  afllgnats  ihall  be  diminiflicd  by  burn- 
ing thofc  which  are  exchanged,  the  relative  value  of  one  hundred 
for  one  may  be  gradually  ameliorated  until  the  equilibrium  fhall 
be  reftored  without  any  flioclc  between  the  remaining  adignats 
and  the  demefnes  which  form  their  fecurity. 

But  it  is  neceflary  for  this  purpofe,  that  fevere  penalties  (hall 
be  decreed  againd  thofe  who  attempt  to  make  the  fmallefl  altera* 
tion  in  the  relative  value  of  republican  money.  Thofe  who  ex- 
change mandats  againft  money  otherwife  than  at  par,  mud  be 
rigorouily  puniflied.  It  was  by  relaxing  from  this  clfcntial  point 
that  afltgnats  have  fallen  into  their  prefent  date  of  depreciation, 
and  that  it  is  impodible  to  raife  them  fuddenly  to  their  primitive 
value,  without  pafling  beyond  the  value  pf  the  fecurity,  and  drip- 
ping the  nation  of  its  lad  refoiirce. 

It  i«  folely  from  your  firmncfk  and  fidelity  in  the  adoption  and 
execution  of  thefe  meafures,  that  France  can  be  faved  and  revivi- 
fied, and  that  die  can  arife  free,  glorious,  and  happy,  after  all 
the  dorms  of  the  revolution. 

We  invite  you,  therefore,  citizens  legiflators,  to  give  this  mef- 
f^igean  immediate  condderation.

•'  It  tl^e  holders  of  them  (ball  be  entitled  to  claim  of  the  adminif- 
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trators  of  the  department  in  \vhich  it  is  lituatedy  any  domain, 
after  the  eftimatlon  that  (hall  have  been  made,  and  fhall  be  put  in 
poflefTion  on  paying  in  mandats  the  eflimated  price. 

V.  (This  article  was  adjourned.) 

VI.  The  forefts,  containing  more  than  300  acres,  and  the 
buildings  deilined  for  the  public  fervice,  are  not  included  in  the 
above  national  domains.

IL  When  in  France  they  (hall  produce  their  paflTports  ;•  in 

Paris,  in  three  days,  to  the  minifter  for  foreign  affairs,  and  to 

the  miniiler  of  police ;  and  in  the  departments,  to  the  commif- 

fioners  of  the  directory, 

III.  The  paflports  (hall  contain  the  name  of  the  ftrangers,  and 
ihall  be  renewed  every  three  months. 

IV.  The  prefent  refolution  Ihall  be  printed,  and  immediately 
fent  to  the  council  of  ancients  ^by  a  meiTenger  of  ftate. 


Proclamation  of  the  Executive  Dire£iory  of  the  French  Republic. 

Frenchmen,  '  , 

"^OUR  legiflators  have  juft  created  a  new  fpecies  of  money, 
•^  founded  at  once  upon  juftice  and  the  neceflity  of  providing 
for  the  immenfe  wants  of  the  ftatc  ;  they  have  conciliated  the  in- 
tereft  of  the  Republic  with  the  intereft  of  individuals,  or  rather 
it  is  in  this  private  intereft  even  that  they  have  found  new  and 
abundant  refourccs  for  the  government ;  and  fuch  will  be  aU 
ways  the  calculations  of  a  true  and  only  policy.  In  (horf, 
after  fo  terrible  a  war,  after  fo  many  violent  (hocks,  the  na- 
tion is,  all  at  once,  lifted  bv  the  creation  of  territorial  mandats 
to  the  fame  ftate  of  fortune  and  of  means  which  (he  poflTeflTed  in 
the  firll  period  of  the  revolution.  To  render  thefe  meails 
fruitful — to  recover  the  fame  degree  of  opulence  and  fplen- 
dour,  we  muft  only  have  the  fame  latitude  of  confidence  in  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  nation — the  fame  obedience  to  the  laws— 
the  fame  fraternal  union  between  citizens. 

Your  fate,  O  Frenchmen  !  is  then  entirely  in  your  hands;  let 
the  law  relative  to  territorial  mandats  be  faithfully  obferved,  and 
France  will  come  out  from  the  revolution  happy  and  triumphant; 
if  the  law  be  defpifed,  a  profound  abyfs  will  be  immediately  dug 
under  all  our  feet. 

The  territorial  mandats  have  a  precious  advantage  which  the 
aflignats  had  not — it  was  the  want  of  it  that  occafioned  their  de- 
preciation.—This  advantage  is  the  faculty  attached  to  the  mandat 
of  being  realized  in  a  moment,  without  hindrance,  obftacle,  or 
fale,  by  the  immediate  and  inconteftable  transfer  of  the  national 
doQoain,  upon  which  the  bearer  of  mandats  may  have  fixed  his 
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choice  in  the  whole  extent  of  the  Republic.  It  is  a  territorial 
banki  with  funds  well  afcertained,  whofe  notes  may  l>e  ex- 
changed in  open  market,  and  whofe  guarantee  is  fortified  by  the 
authority  of  the  law  which  gives  tlicm  the  forced  currency  of 
money.  It  was  necefTary  thus  to  prevent  the  criminal  efforts  of 
Aock-jobbing  and  difaffedion,  which  inceffantly  endeavouring  to 
convert  the  moft  whoiefome  remedies  into  poifon,  would  not  have 
failed  to  have  depreciated  and  monopolized  the  new  money  before 
the  mafsof  the  citizens  could  have  been  informed  of  its  real  value. 

When,  bv.his  fordid  avarice,  the  ftock-jobber  depreciates  by 
one  fol  a  note  of  lOO  franks,  it  is  not  folely  the  one  fol  ot  which 
he  has  robbed  tiie  public  credit,  it  is  a  lofs  to  the  national  treafury 
of  fo  many  fols  as  there  are  ipo  franks  in  the  Treafiiry ;  it  is  an 
immenfe  fum  v.-hich  he  has  annihilated  in  the  public  banks,  and 
in  the  hands  of  all  the  bearers  of  bills.  He  has  ruined  his  fellow- 
citizens,  he  has  alTafllnated  his  country  ;  and  it  is  not,  therefore, 
by  the  fmallnefs  of  his  robbery  in  itfclf  that  we  muft  meafure 
his  crime,  it  is  by  the  enormity  of  mifcry  which  it  produces. 
Never  was  it  more  evidently  true,  that  the  fafcty  of  a  whole  na- 
tion may  refide,  and,  in  fad,  does  refide,  in  the  inviolable  pro- 
(  bity  of  all  the  members  that  compofe  it. 

Yes,  morals  and  obedience  to  the  laws,  each  day  ought,  French- 
men, to  convince  you,  are  the  fole  fafeguard  of  free  countries. 
The  flighted  attack  made  upon  thein  (hakes  the  ftate  to  its  foun- 
dation* All  our  evils  arife  from  our  dilFenfions,  from  the  fpirit 
of  rapacity,  the  negledl  of  labour,  from  refufal  to  pay  the  con- 
tributions, from  the  depreciation  of  the  national  money. 

Thefe  evils  cannot  be  cured  but  by  a  contrary  regime^  by  the 
reciprocal  efleem  of  citizens,  by  their  eagernefs  to  acquit  them- 
felves  to  the  public  treafury,  by  the  relForation  of  indu(lry>  by 
the  rigorous  fupport  of  the  integral  value,  and  without  the  leaft 
alteration,  of  the  money  eflablifhed  by  the  legiHature. 

The  executive  diredory  will  know  how  to  difplay,  on  this 
important  occafion,  the  whole  extent  of  the  power  depofited  in 
their  hands ;  they  will  make  the  national  will,  expreifed  by  the 
reprefcntatives  of  the  people,  be  refpeded. 

It  is  to  you,  good  citizens,  friends  of  wifdom  and  liberty  ;  im- 
menfe majority  of  Frenchmen!  Lt  is  to  you  that  it  belongs  to  fe« 
cond  the  efforts  of  the  government  \  form  a  facred  league  to  defend 
the  conflitutional  edifice,  which  rcils  now  upon  the  fuccefs  of  the 
mandats  ;  repel  thofe  who  flatter  you  to  draw  you  into  a  fright- 
ful abyfs.  You  can  only  fave  yourfelves  by  auftere  truths. 
What  have  thefe  operated  for  your  good,  who  have  laboured 
hitherto  to  render  you  immoral ;  who  have  only  irritated  alter- 
nately and  cherifhed  your  pafTions ;  who  have  fliarpened  hatred 
jonong  you,  and  formed  parties  ?  What  elfe  have  they  done  but 
favoured  your  external  enemies,  who  long  ago  would  have  dc- 
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manded  peace,  of  you,  if  they  had  not  been  enabled  to  fet  yoa 
againft  each  other^^  and  to  make  you  tear  out  your  entrails  with 
your  own  hands  ? 

It  is  againft  thefe  external  enemies  that  we  muft  wake  the 
vengeance  of  the  ilate.  Cover  with  indignation  and  contempt 
their  eternal  advocates  ;  thofe  cowardly  writers  who  connefl 
themfelves  with  traitors  ;,  who  have  nothing  to  prefent  but  fright- 
ful portraits ;  who  avail  themfelves  of  an  obje£l  only  to  make 
the  citizens  miferable,  and  divide  to  defame  them.  It  is  time 
that  each  of  us  ihould  be  proud  of  being  Frenchmen  !  What  are 
the  crimes  of  fome  mifcrable  men  to  the  national  glory,  men  whpm 
nature  has  caft  upon  the  territory  of  freemen  ?  View  the  revo- 
lution with  the  fame  eyes  that  pofterity  will  view  it ;  with  the 
fame  eyes  which  the  foreigners  whom  you  combat  view  it.  Re- 
fume  that  proud  energy  that  produced  vi£lory  ;  recoIle£i  your 
triumphs,  and  let  them  be  the  pledge  of  new  triumphs. 

Frenchmen,  be  aflured  of  this  great  truth  ;  it  is,  that  the  fafety 
of  all  and  each  of  you  is  in  the  rigid  execution  of  the  law  relative 
to  mandats.  Already  have  the  happy  effefts  of  their  creation 
been  felt  by  the  bearers  of  afllgnats,  which  increafe  in  value  ra- 
pidly, although  it  has  been  pretended  that  it  would  complete 
their  depreciation. 

Let  no  infringement  be  made  upon  this  law,  and  foon  a  bene- 
ficent dew  will  vivify  the  happy  foil  that  nature  has  adjudged  to 
us.  France  will  rile  from  that  deplorable  languor,  a  devouring 
ftock-jobbing  will  ceafe  her  ravages,  adlivity  in  arts  and  com- 
merce will  fucceed,  the  roads  and  canals  will  no  longer  be  in 
ruins,  the  public  fun£lionaries  of  the  ftate  will  be  indemnified 
for  their  painful  labours,  the  long  fufFerings  of  the  creditors 
and  penfioners  of  the  ftate  will  be  at  an  end,  the  melancholy 
Jot  of  our  intrepid  brethren  in  arms  will  be  ameliorated,  and  the 
nauonal  felicity,  which  a  diabolical  fpirit  had  thought  to  be  able 
to  feparate  from  public  probity  and  the  fecial  virtues,  will  revive 
and  ^{fume  new  life  in  thofe  immortal  and  fruitful  fources  of  all 
profperity.

Proclamation  pf  the  Dutch  NaiiGnal  Convention formannlng  the  Navy^ 

publijhed  at  she  Hague ^  March  i6. 

Citizens  of  the  Netherlands  1 

Dear  Countrymen, 
npHE  unjuft  and  deftruflive  war  in  which  we  have  been  in- 
volved  by  the  Britifh  miniftry  cannot  but  attrad  our  whole. 
9^tteot4on«     It  is  the  firft  obje£l  of  our  folicitude,  that  by  our 
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courage  and  prudence  in  the  condii£l  of  it^  we  may  procure  an 
honourable  peace,  firmly  eftablilli  our  freedom,  and  maintain  the  in- 
dependence of  the  ftate,  and  the  glory  of  our  anceflors*  Our  navy, 
under  Divine  Providence,  is  the  natural  and  only  means  to  fet 
bound<:  to  the  immeafurablc  infolcnce  of  the  Britilfa  miniftry,  and 
to  defend  our  country  againfl  their  treacherous  conduS  and  cruel 
treatment.     To  tnis  objedl  the  endeavours  of  the  beft  patriots 
liave  been  uniformly   direftcd  fince  the  time  when  our  heavy 
clrMrr^   \vcre   broken   by  the  afliftance  of  our  French  brethren, 
f:r/:e  the  day  when   the  Stadtholder  left  the  Batavian  fhores,  the 
c:.y  \.hen  \»e  began  to  breathe  a  freer  air,  and  were  at  liberty  to 
e:  f  rt  .mifelves  tor  the  improvement  of  the  fources  of  our  prof- 
rc/i;y,    t\r  trade,  our  fifheries,  our  navigation,  our  colonies, 
:...d  cur   nK.iiufadlnres.     By  their  navy,  fellow  citizens,  did  our 
i*iv:eiu«rs  become  great.     The  Batavian  flag  was  known,  feared, 
ar.d  honoured  in  each  of  the  four  quarters  of  the  world.     Under 
our  late  goveinmciit  it  v.  liS  infulted,  and  became  the  ridicule  of 
rations.     It   is  therefore  our  firft  duty  to  reft  ore  our  marine. 
The   zeal  of  the  committee  of  marine  has  done  much,  where 
no'hing  fcarcely  had  before  been  done.     Its  exertions  were  in- 
ceiTant.     But  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  our  navy,  all  hands  feem  to 
have  loft  the  habits,  and  all  hearts  the  inclination  ncceflary  for 
the  fervice.     1  he  Batavian  youth  are  no  longer  accuftomed  to  the 
labours  requifite  on  board  the  armed  fleets  of  their  country.     Is 
our  nation  then  lefs  brave,  lefs  indignant  againft  its  enemies  ;  or 
do  we  lefs  love  our  native  land  than  in  the  lime  of  a  Ruyter  or  a 
Tromp  ? — No,    fellow  citizens,    no  ;    far   from  us  be  fuch  a 
thought !    We  rely  with  confidence  on  your  patriot ifm,  and  can- 
not doubt  but  you  will  aft  with  vigour^  in  the  prefent  critical 
fituation  of  our  country  ;  for  why  ftiould  we  conceal  that  fuch  is 
our  fituation,  when  to  make  it  known  muft  procure  the  remedy  ? 
Our  {hips,  which  are  very  numerous,  and  more  than  fufficient 
to  fecure  us  a  fuperiority  in  our  feas,  and  to  cut  oflF  from  the 
enemy  all  fupplies  of  provifions  and  ftores  from  the  north,  and 
thus  compel  them  to  peace — our  (hips  are  in  want  of  men.     The- 
recruitings    proceed    with  languor,    and  the   meafures  hitherto 
taken  have  had  little  efFeft.     Nor  (bould  this  excite  our  wooden 
they  were  of  a  partial  nature,  and  not  in  confequence  of  the  ex  - 
prcffion  of  the  will  of  the  alfembly,  reprefentative  of  the  whole 
Batavian  Republic.     This  will  is  now  made  known  :  fupported 
by  you  it  fhall  deliver  our  country.     Let  the  people  be  called  to- 
gether in  all  the  towns  and  villages  of  the  Netherlands.     JLct 
the  example  of  Haerlem  be  propofed  to  them^;   that  town   fo 
zealous  for  liberty,  that  it  has  already  raifed  two  hundred  younsr 
men  for  the  navy.     Let  all  the  conftituted  authorities  remind 
the  Batavian  youth,  that  their  country  looks  up  to  them  for  her 
defence  j  they  will  not  be  deaf  to  bcr  call.    The  time  of  op- 
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preflion  is  pad.  The  fleet  of  the  jlcpublic  i$  under  (be  CQrmnsfn^ 
of  true  patriots^  'who  do  not  confider  their  coinr94^s  as  (laveSy 
but  as  fellqw  citizens. — Tbe  ^ittentipn  ot  the  rep'refentatiyes  of 
the  people  \yill  be  continpaljy.^ircded  to  proviqe  for  the  wan](s 
of  the  mariner^  and  they  will  conridei*  the  rewarding  of 'heVpifAi 
and  faithful  fervice,  as  the  moil  pleaflng  part  of  their  great  labour^. 
Let,  therefore,  fathers  ejthort  their  fons  ;  fillers,  their  brothers  ; 
and  tlie  people  in  general^  the  youth  of  the  country,  tp  a£ls  df 
heroifmi  and  to  engage  in  the  naval  fervicei  to  maintain  tne 
honour  of  the  Batavian  flag,  and  defend  their  native  land.  When 
they  (hall  thus  nobly  have  fulfilled  their  duty,  they  will  find  their 
reward  in  our  tender  care  for  them  and  their  relatives,  in  the  a'6* 
probation  of  every  noble  inind,  and  the  congratulation^  and  gra- 
titude of  all  their  countrymen.

Thi  Executive  DireSfory  to  the  Citizens  of  Paris, 

T>  OYALISM,  at  length  defpairing  of  being  able  to  feduce  yoa 
^  in  its  own  colours,  now  takes  to  bring  you  under  its  odioua 
yoke,  a  way,  perhaps,  more  winding,  but  far  more  perfidious  and 
lefs  dangerous.  For  fever^l  days  incendiary  papers  aiid  placards 
have  been  profufely  difi:ributed«  Sedit^ojus  propofitions  and  me- 
nacing diicourfes  are  heard,  and  groups  are  formed  In  the  public 
fquares.  The  heads  of  the  party  ho  longer  conceal  their  objeft' ; 
they  audacioufly  declare  it.  They  wjfli  to  overturn  the  republi- 
can conftitution,  to  deftroy  the  national  reprefentation  and  tHe 
goveiTiment ;  to  put  in  force  the  atrocious  and  'impra£ticable 
code  of  1793  ;  and  to  efTe^  the  pretended  equal  divifion'of  all 
property,  even  in  the  moil  inconfiderable  nature,  fuch  as  little 
ftops,  &c.     They  are  defirous  of  plunder. 

They  are,  in  a  word,  defirous  to  re-erefl:  fcaffolds,  and  to  batjhie 
as  formerly. in  ypiir  blood,  gorging  themfelves  with  your  rlchia 
and  the  fmalleft  produce  of  your  labours.  y\\t  foreigner  "who 
pays  them  knows  very  well  that  the  prefent  goverrimerlt'  beitig 
once  dedfoyed,  the  multitude  wearied  at  length  tvith  various 
agitations,  which  mufl:  tend  to  augment  their  fufferih^s,  will 
throve  themfelves  in^o  the  arms  of  a  king.  The  'miferabl'e  agi- 
tators, w^om  he  makes  his  inftruments,  mud,  themfelves  defire 
this,  to  place  their  plunders  under  the  fafeguard  of  an  authority 
which  would  be  their  worjk,  and  to  fecure  the  means  of  commit- 
ting frclh  ones  with  impunity,  by  iharin^g  in  all  employments. 
Who  can  indec^  doubt  but  that  they  are  in  a^rectilent  with  fo- 
reigners to  royalife  France, 'or  to  reduce  it  to  a  ftate  of  debility 
and  copAifion,  the  ineyitable  confeqlience  of  which  would  be  It^ 
difmembermccLt.     0o  our  moi^  declared  enemies  Hold  Another 
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language  and  anolTier  condu£l  ?  Thcj  fay  openly  that  they  will 
carry  ravage  and  fire  everj^  vrhere,  rather  ihan  allow  peace  to  be 
made  ;  and  at  the  fume  time  they  circulate  a  thouFand  lying  re- 
port$  to  difcredit  the  national  money,  and  thns  deprive  the  go- 
vernment of  the  means  of  fecuring  to  our  armies  the  facalty  of 
haftening,  hy  new  trials,  a  glorious  and  durable  peace,  which 
is  the  conftant  objed  of  the  views  of  the  direfiory,  and  the  aim 
of  all  its  labours.  To  thefe  odious  manoeuvres  they  add  atro- 
cious calumnies,  to  deprive  the  government  of  the  force  it  needs ; 
they  even  afTert  that  the  executive  diredory  has  done  nothing  to* 
wards  the  confolidation  of  the  Republic.  Well-intentioned  men ! 
CO  back  to  the  moment  of  the  inftallation  of  the  diredory,  and 
judge  whether  in  a  few  months  it  could  have  done  more.  La 
Vendee  has  been  difarmed,  and  its  chiefs  either  killed  or  taken. 

The  revolt  in  Tlndre  and  le  Cher  was  extinguiflied  at  the  very 
moment  when  it  broke  out ;  and  the  war  againft  the  Chouans  is 
carried  on  with  adivity  and  fnccefs.  The  armies  which  i^ere 
in  a  complete  (late  of  diiTolution  are  now  re-organized,  and  are 
in  a  condition  to  cope  with  the. enemy,  and  to  fix  vidory  on  the 
ilandard  of  liberty.  Severe  meafures  againft  the  refradury 
priefts  and  the  emigrants  have  been  called  for,  and  thofe  which 
cxifted  have  been  executed  with  vigour.  Adminiftrators,  whofe 
patriotifm  was  fufpeded,  have  been  replaced  by  energetic  republi- 
cans; and,  finally,  fubfiftencies  have  been  procured,  and  their 
circulation,  which  was  impeded  on  all  fides,  re-eftablifhed. 
Thefe  emiflaries  of  foreigners  dare  to  add,  that  the  diredory  docs 
not  cherifh  the  patriots,  but  abandons  them  to  profecution.  Cer- 
tainly it  does  not  ceafe  to  cherifli  them  ;  it  has  not  defifted,  and 
will  not  defift  to  fupport  and  defend  the  patriots,  and  will  never 
fufier  the  errors  into  which  they  may  have  been  led,  by  an  ardent 
zeal  for  liberty,  to  be  confounded  with  guilt.  It  has  an  affec- 
tionate r^rd  for  thofe  pure  and  (incerc  patriots,  who  unite  wif- 
dom  to  the  ardour  of  a  burning  civifm ;  who,  impatient  of  every 
yoke  but  that  of  the  bws,  are  equally  averfe  to  the  dtabliihment 
of  their  own  nomination.  It  will  alwaytkiibw  bow  to  diftin- 
gui(h  thefe  from  the  difgiiifed  partizans  of'  royalifm,  from  the 
brigands  who  ufurp  the  glorious  title  of  patriots,  merely  to  dif- 
honour  it.  The  diredory  is  the  warmeft  friend  of  the  patriots ; 
and  are  not  the  fate  df  the  patriots  and  that  of  die  dtredory  in- 
timately conneAed  \  Are  not  their  deftintet  coomon  ?  Cirizers 
and  you  generous  defenders  of  the  country,  intruded  fay  a  long 
experience,  you  have  repulfed,  -  with  contempt,  thefe  d^ftardly 
and  atrocious  mifcreants.  You  are  not  ignorant,  bnnre  warriors, 
that  if  the  government  is  deftroyed,  the  "Republic  -is  foft.  You 
will  know  how  to  preferve,  by  the  wifflom  and  energy  of  yoor 
condud,  a  liberty  fecured  by  vour  triumphs.  You,  citizens, 
who  live  by  the  fruif  of  your  bSoorSf  vrill  not  forget  the  inag- 
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pificent  piomifes  which  the  tyrants,  covered  with  a  cloak  of  po- 
pularity, have  fo  o^ten  made  to  youj  and  which  have  never  hzd 
any  other  xefult  than  their  own  fortune,  and  the  public  mifervr 
You  will  cbnftantly  perceive  that  a  regular  governments^  folidly 
eftahliflfpd^  cai^  alpn^  fec^r^  good  order  and  tranquillity,  which 
00  their  fide*  c^n  alone  procure  the  refburces  neceflary  for  the 
fupport  pt  your  faipiljes.     You  who  are  apprehenfive  for  your 

i^ropevty,  judgp  yi^hat  you  hjUVe  to  expe£l  frqn^  the  fyflpm  noyf  on 
oot,  if  ihuead  of  rallying  round  the  republican  conrntutioh,  yoii 
favour  by  your  negle^  the  diirolution  of  the  government.  As  to 
us,  faithful  to  oi^r  duty,  we  will  maintain  the  Republic  and  the 
c(M)ftitution  yf\tT\  an  unihaken  firmnefs ;  we  will  caufe  public 
order  to  be  refpeAecj ;  we  wi]I  Iseep  a  watch  on  thofe  who  atl 
tempted  to  di(lur)>  it,  and  will  reprefs  them  with  all  the  force  of 
the  lawsy  the  executjoif  of  whici)  is  confided  to  us.  Incapable 
of  being  the  accomplices  or  ^le  ipArpinents  of  any  fa£l!bn,  we 
will  return  ^ith  honour  to  the  private  life  which  awaits  us,  or 
will  periilb  with  glory  ^t  the  pqft  tp  which  we  have  been  called.

^ion,  and  when  the  fcourge  of  war  extended  to  other  efi»pirM, 
the  Statei  General  of  ihe  United  Province!  were  careful  to  ob. 
ferve  a  ^iltK  nciurality  ;  they  did  not  fuffer  Dutch  TcfTeli  to 
tranfport  any  other  comn»odlfIti  to'  America,  thofe  excentcd 
which  were  declared  free  by  the  exprefi  termi  of  treatlea*  The 
moll  eflicaciou*  precautioni  were  carefully  taken  io  prevent  war- 
like ftorefc  from  D^ing  conveyed  to  the  Atncrlcan  colonic*,  %%  well 
g»  to  prevent  any  fraudwU'nt  commerce  from  being  carried  on 
with  tncm  ;  precautions  which  did  not  a  little  fliackle  and  Injure 
our  own  commerce  to  the  Weft  Inrjiei. 

It  availed  the  Repuljl{C|  however,  but  little,  to  obferve  the 
conditions  of  trcatici  wi^h  ex^^tnef^i  ai  to  what  waf  by  them 
prohibited';  i\\t  Cngliih  miniftert  conlUlting  merely  their  tern- 
forary  conveni^nM,  went  fo  ht  u  to  difpute  what  fhefc  very! 
freaticf  allowed ;  t)»iy  would  not  fuifer  the  Rennblic  to  enjoy' 
<hofe  very  advantagei  of  treaty  which  England  nerfrtf  had  tn« 
joyed  in  a  flmilar  cafe  ;  but  violating  the  rights  of  nation*,  they 
,pondemned  the  cargoes  $is  prizes  to  the  crown^.and  employed 
the  material*  in  'he  royal  arfenals ;  other  vciFcls  were  ffrntttti 
by  the  arbitrary  fcntcn^es  of  partial  courts  of  Juflice.  The  yn^ 
vateers  and  afmcd  (hips  of  Englandi  (eeing  that  their  fir^rki 
were  legglizcdi  multiplied  their  depredations,  and  the  merchani 
Veflels  of  Holland  daily  became  the  vlftims  of  their  brutalltKi^ 
yinally,  the  atr^Jcitics  of  the  BritKh  miniderS  were  carried  ttj 
fuch  a  point,  that  thty  no  Umytr  rcfpeftcd  the  flag  of  the  8tat«^5i 
hut  carried  a  convoy  of  Dutch  vcHTeU  into  the  ports  of  England] 
declaring  (Tiips  rjchly  laden  to  be  lawful  prizes,  and  violating,  aj 
well  in  r.uropc  a«  elfcwherc,  our  neutral  territory,  TTie  ouU 
inode  which  could  be  adopted  to  put  a  (Inp  id  thefe  iinprr^^^ 
sicnted  i'njuAices,  without,  however,  breakin((  with  the  ktnfjdom 
of  Great  BritaiOf  wa<i  employed  by  their  High  Miffhtinefflr:*.-^ 
This  mode  confifted  in  joining  with  all  poflibic  fpceiT the  allian*  j 
of  the  three  northern  powers,  concerted  by  the  Lmpreft  of  knfl 
fiu,  and  deflined  io  protect,  by  the  force  of  arms,  the  right*  oj 
the  neutnil  nations,  each  of  them  more  or  lefs  violated  by  Kngi 
land* 

Their  High  Mi;'hrineffe«,  we  fay,  wotild  have  acceded  to  tWi 
treaty,  had  not  an  obftacic  been  thrown  in  the  way  by  the  perfi 
dious  machinations  of  the  Englifl)  cabinet*  This  waf  the  Ugnn 
%rbicb  led  England  to  bre^k  cyerf  tre^  to  diftrfbute  letters  « 
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snarqUe  for  making  cepHfalt  on  the  ihkabitanfs  of  .the  Republic 
and  their  pofleflionfty  and  to  declare  ofien  war  againft  the  United 
States.  A  miniftry  to  which  all  means  were  alikb,  could  not 
want  pretexts  for  that  purpofe.  It  was  not  at  the  fame  tinne  dif« 
iicult  tor  their  High  Mightinefles  to  detnonf^rate  ^he  frivolity  of 
all  thefe  pretended  grievances ;  but  what  purpdfe  could  this  an« 
fwer  with  a  rapacious,  obftinatC)  and  unjufl  miniftryi.  whicii 
was  deiirous  to  .reven^  on  a  peaceable  ally  the  lofs  of  the  BritifU 
colonies,  and  to  appeafe,  for  a  time  at  leaft,  by  the  booty  ob« 
tained  by  an.  unforefeen  attack,  the  murmurs*  df  the  Englim  na«^ 
tion  ?  ♦    ..      . 

It  was  foon  after  learned,  that  the  fq>jadrons  and  airmed  vefTelt 
of  England  captured,  by  virtue  of  orders  already  furhiihed,  the 
Dutch  veifelsthey  fell  in  with  beyond  feas,  without  the-fmalleft 
fufpicion  on  our  fide*  and  againft  the  faith  of  treaties/ "We 
learned  the  cruel  imanner  in  which  ihe  iflabd  of  St.  EuAatia  was 
devafiatedy  by.ieizing.on  the  pofleflibps  of  the  raterdiantSi  which} 
whencoUedked,  formed  treafu res ;  while  richly  laden  veJTels  ratovn* 
ing  from  the  ocean^  were  furprifed  unawares!  n  the  tihalancrby 
fmall  veflTels, .  which  readily  ma^e  them  their  Pfey.'  By  fuch  vilcl 
means,  unworthy  of  a  generous  nation,  did  tne  Biltifh  miniflen 
diihonour  the  flag  of  their  king ;  for  can  it  be  cbnfidered  ih  anjr 
other  point  of  view,  than  that  of  a^linjg,  under  the  rdyal  flag;  this 
part  of  pirates  i.  < .  ..•  .././.        t 

The  Batavs:an  Republic  wis  at  lengthy  after  fo  jnany  }ofles» 
forced  to  provide  for  her  defehccy  to  maintain  Her  rtght^'and  inC 
dependence  by  the  dint  of  arms^  and  to  prote£l  her  commerce  aai 
her  pottefltons.  Ah  I  if  ilie  could  then  have  combated  under  tiUb 
banners  of  liberty,  how  would  the  EngIKh  miniftry:  have  re^' 
pented  of  its  rafhnefs  and  perfidy !  But  the  Engliih  cabinet  :knew 
all  its  influence  in  this  country.  It  was  aware  that  itcould  fuci> 
ceed  in  fhackling  within  the  Ropublic  the  preparation;^  of  war  c 
it  was  certain  of  finding  in  Holland  partizans*  who  would  cdnr 
trive  to  put  into  its  poffemon  our  ihipsofwari  and  whd  would  find 
the  means  to  prevent  thedifplay  of  all  our  ftrength.  The  event 
foon  proved  that  the  Englifli  mlniflers  were  not  miftaken.  They 
mocked  our  feeble  eflTortl,  which,  even  before  they  Ivere  carried 
into  tffcQf  were  paralized  in  their  ou'tfet  by  the  adherents  they 
had  in  this  country.  Thefe  adherents  fupplied  them  with  intcl^ 
ligence  of  all  that  was  concerting  here.  Supported  by  the  StadI- 
holderian  iniBuence,  they  even  contrived  to  render  nugatory  the 
orders  given  by  their  High  MightineiTes  for  the  junAton  of  the 
Bacavian  fquadron  with  the  French  fleet.  It  was  eafy  for  thb 
Englifli  miniftry,  after  fuch  trcafons,  to  obtain  focceiles  in  that 
war.  And  this  is  what  they  call  slory  t  But  when  a  particiilir 
oocafion  prefented  itfelf— -when  a  fleet  belonging  to  the  States  ae« 
cidentally  met  with  an  opportvmity  to  difplay  its  courage  and  its 
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valoufy  the  Batavian  marlnerit  although  aovsotf  la  fighting* 
proved  that  they  had  not  degenerated  from  the  bravery  of  their 
anceftort.  They  drove  the  fnglifli  fleet*  covpred  with  confufion 
and  (hamci  into  iti  own  port*  without  having  loft  one  of  the  mer« 
chant  yelTcls  they  had  under  convoy. 

A  war  carried  on  in  fuch  a  way  neceflarily  terminated  in  a 
treaty  of  peace  burthenfome  to  the  Statei*  Inftead  of  being  !n« 
dcmnifiedfor  the  incalculable  loHcs  they  had  fuftained  in  tlicir 
commerce^  they  conAdercd  themfelves  at  fortunate  to  be  enabled 
by  the  fpeedy  afliftance  of  the  French  forcef,  which  checlced  the 
En^lifti  in  the  two  Indiei,  to  fave  a  part  of  their  pofleflious ; 
wtule  they  found  tlhemfelvei  obliged  to  yield  to  the  enemy  the 
important  fadorv  of  Negapatnam  on  the  coaft  of  Corooiandcl ; 
and  to  allow  to  Briti(h  veifeli  the  free  navigation  of  the  coads  of 
the  Molucca  Klandf*  notwithftanding  it  might  have  been  forefcen 
that  the  navigation  of  the  Engliflb  in  thofe  feaf  would  tend  to 
nothing  left  Uian  tlie  complete  deftruAioo  of  our  trade  in  ihe 
Eaft  Indiei* 

We  ihall  not  ent^  into  detaili  concerning  what  paflfed  in  ilie 
fequel,  when  the  fiatavian  nation*  feeing  liovx  much  its  interclU 
were  conftantly  every  where  facrificed  to  thole  of  ita  ancient  rival* 
even  by  the  perfona  appointed  to  defend  iti  righta*  meditated  a 
fundamental  regeneration  in  thcT  form  of  die  government*  We 
ihall  not  retrace  how  England*  knowing  that  the  Umiution  of  the 
fcandalout  ufurpation  of  power  and  influencci  on  the  part  of  the 
Stadtholder^  would  alfo  aiminifli  iti  influence  in  thi»  Republic* 
How,  We  fay*  the  Britifli  miniArv*  far  from  interceding  for  the 
fiatavian  nation*  or  coming  to  iti  uiccour*  when  legloui  of  foreign 
troopf  feized  on  thefe  countries*  committing  the  moft  atrocious 
diforderi*  piUagei*  and  violenccsi  conr&dered,  on  the  contrary*  tint 
4leva(lation  anathii  oppreflion  with  a  malignant  fatisfafUon  ;  and 
concurred*  when  the  mifchicf  was  completed,  in  guaranteeing*  in 
n  folemn  manner*  the  fyftem  of  a  t^rann^  which  refulted  from  it. 

When  the  French  nation*  weaned  with  tlie  infupportable  ty» 
rannv  of  icings*  (hoolc  off  its  voice*  and  formed  itfel/  into  an  indc- 
pencient  Republic*  the  Britim  miniders  thought  that  they  coiild 
not  have  a  octter  opportunity  to  difmember  a  part  of  that  (mc 
empire*  They  accordingly  united  in  the  treaty  cunchidcd  at  IM- 
nitz*  on  the  27th  of  AuguU,  1791*  by  the  princes  of  Germany. 
The  French  Republic*  well  knowing  that  that  of  tlie  United  Pro* 
vinces  of  the  Netherlands  would  b&  constrained  by  England  to 
take  a  part  in  this  plot  againtt  its  liberty*  declared  war  agaioft  the 
Briti(h  miniflers*  as  well  as  againft  their  fubieA  William  V« 
Sudtholder  of  the  Seven  United  Provinces*  and  his  partisans.-- 
It  is  thus  that  the  Batavian  nation  was  once  more  drawn  againil 
iu  will  into  this  bloody  war  bv  bs  dependence  on  thofe  fame  mi- 
niftess :  iu  treafures  were  Uvi(heil*  and  iu  arfenak  nearly  tmpticd* 
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to  aid  the  extrtvigtht  plans  of  Pitt  and  hts  cabal*  Aukittaff 
Englifli  troops  were  fcnt  to  this  Republici  and  when  a  defeat^ 
fufoiined  near  the  Meufe  by  a  part  of  the  French  annyi  had  pro* 
cured  a  momentary  advantagey  the  army  of  the  States  was  forced 
to  paft  the  limits  of  our  frontiers,  and  thofe  of  France,  and  to 
wage  an  offenfive  war  on  the  French  territory.  Soon,  however^ 
the  vidorious  French  repulfed  their  enemies  On  all  ndes,  ahd  from 
day  to  day  the  armies  of  England  and  the  States  retrograded  to- 
wards our  frontiers.  The  Republic  found  itfelf  on  the  brink  of 
its  ruin,  fince  appearances  pointed  out  that  the  theatre  of  wat 
would  be  removed  to  the  very  heart  of  its  provinces,  and  all  the 
coontry  inundated.  Never  were  the  States  m  fo  critical  a  pofition 
fince  the  war  with  Spain ;  but  this  danger  brought  about  their 
delivennce ;  Providence  defeated  the  perfidious  plans  of  Its  ene- 
mies, who  were  defirous  rather  that  the  Republic  Ihould  be  de- 
ftroyed  than  that  it  Ihould  be  free.  When  the  froft  permitted  tht 
«:rofling  of  the  rivers,  the  valorous  French  troops  drove  before 
them  the  Englifli  bands  with  fo  much  fpeed,  that  the  latter  had 
not  time  to  efFeft  their  infernal  defign ;  they  fled,  but  their  road 
was  traced  by  fire  and  pillage.  It  vras  nothing  but  their  fpeedy 
and  precipitate  retreat  that  preferved  the  Republic  from  a  totu 
devaftation.  We  foon  witneiied  the  extraordihary  fpedacle  which 
the  citizens  prefented  on  all  fides,  holding  out  their  arms  to  their 
conquerors  as  to  their  only  deliverers.  We  faw  the  allied  ttoops 
fack  and  plunder,  and  thofe  who  were  called  our  enemies  refpeft 
public  and  private  properties. 

It  was  thus  that  the  Netherlands  were  delivered  ftom  their 
mod  dangerous  enemies.  The  Stadtkolder  abandoned,  in  a  daf- 
taidly  way,  his  country  and  his  friends,  and  fought  an  afylum  at 
the  court  of  the  King' of  England.  The  flandard  of  liberty  was 
pfamted  in  all  plac^,  while  tne  French  Republic  declared  the  Bff* 
tavtan  nation  free,  and  re-eftabli(hed  it  in  its  primitive  rights. 

The  Britlfli  miniiters,  enraged  at  feeing  this  Republic  Itill  exift 
without  lieing  in  their  hands,  attempted  at  leaft  to  deftroy  it  ano- 
ther way,  by  totally  undermining  its  extenfiye  Commerce.  Up- 
wards of  one  hundred  (hips,  the  greater  part  richly  laden,  which 
either  through  foul  winds,  or  as  a  meafure  of  precautiony  had 
fought  flidter  in  Etritifh  ports^  as  well  as  feveral  Dutoh  ibips  of 
war,  were  laid  under  embargo,  as  if  to  prevent  them  from  falling 
into  the  hands  of  the  French.  Their  High  Mightinefles,  it  la 
tnie,  fent  c^mmifltonei^  ta  London  to  claim  them,  demonftrating 
by  the  moft  folid  proofs,  that  the  Batavian  Republic  was  no  longer 
under  the  doiKiinion  of  Prance  ftnce  the  folemn  declaration  of  its 
independence,  and  that  England  ought  to  condud  itfelf  towards 
the  Batavian  nation,  as  towards  a  free  people ;  they  added,  that 
the  Datth  merchants  wouM  dm  rifque  the  entry  of  their  vcfleis 
tato  the  |om  at  file  ftepilbUCi  if  it  was  for  no  other  purpofe 

than 


Ihm  to/ furrl^nder  tbem  |o  th^  French^  Th^  BritiA  tnibijlert 
|iad»  however,  already  m^d^  up  their  muds  to-  appropriate  this 
booty  to  themselves ;  tind»  to.augtnent  it,  they  diSpminated  oa  all 
fides  fal£:  rumours  touchiogthe.  fitiuuion  of  affairs  in  thiscoUQtry, 
fo  the  end  that  they  might,  in  the  fitme-way,  allure  into  their 
ports  the  poerchant  veflfeis  belonging  to  the  Republic,  which  were 
llill  at  fea.  They  have  iince.eatirely  violated  the  rights  of  na- 
tions ;  and  all  the  Dutch  vefleU,  to  which  his  Majefty  the  King 
'«rf  Great  Britain  had  granted  his  high  proteAion,  were,  in  vio- 
ifttkm  of  the  treaty  of  Breda,  periidioufly  declared  lawful  captures. 
-  But  what  puts  the  feal  to  the  ads  of  hoftility  and  bad  faith 
iirbich  the  pre£:nt  Britifli  minifters  have  exercifed  againft  this  Re- 
public, is  the  treacherous  mode  in  which  they  have  e^deavpured  to 
•viake  themfelves  mafters  of  her  colonies.  For  this  purpofe  they 
ient  letters,  (igned  by  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  dated  at  Kew, 
:|lte  7th.  pf  February^  I79S>  to.feveral  of  the  colonies  of  the  Re- 
jmblic  of  the  Netherlands  in  the  Eail  Indies,  and  to  the  Cape  of 

/  «<Sood  Hope.  In  thefe  letters,  this  perfidious  and  ci-devant  mi- 
ijiifier  aod  comnaander  in  chief  of  thefe  States,,  after  having  aban- 
doned all  his  ppfts,.  ordered,  on  his  individual  authority,  the 
IiefyoSive  governors '  to  put  the  colonies  of  the  States  under  the 
jprote^ion  of  the  BxitiQi  arms  ;  that  is  to  fay,  in  the  artful  and 
'.cufiomary  language  of  the  Engjilh  miniftry,  to  furrender  them  to 
;EngIand»  Notwtthftanding  this  felonious  ftratagem  has.  failed  io 
.the  greater  part  of  the  colonies,  through  the  fidelity  of  their  go- 

^  ¥emors,  it  was  impoflible  to  prevent  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
fscm  falirpg  into' the  bands  of  the  flnglifh;  and.feveral  important 
pofieiEonabf  thefe  States,  in  the  E^  Indies,  have  fliared  the 
jame  fate. 

While  all  this  was  taking  place,  the  Britifli  miniftry  conceived 
the  plan  of  atj^cking  aUb  by  land  this  free  Republic^  and  of  em- 
ploying for  that  purpofethofe  foldiers,  who,  oeing  oeiore  attached 
%6  the  Prince  of  Orange  than  to  their  country,  emigra|:ed  pn  the 
•iattering  promifes  of  England.— Thefe  fugitive^' were  npt  only 
well  received  in  the  States  of  his  Britannic  Mlijefty  in  jSerinany, 
•but  we^e  even  kept  in  the.  pay  of  England ;  and  if  .the  idefertion 
'of  the  greater  part  of  the  army  of  the  Republic  could  have  been 
brought.about,  there  is  no  doubt  but  they  would  have  been  led 
.ag^inft  their  country  under '  Engiiih  commanders,  for  the  pufpofe 
of  renewing  here,  if  the  fa^  were  poflibte^  the  fcenes  of  1787  : 
of  kindling  up,  as  in  La  Vendee,  a  difaftrous  civil  war»  and 
of  thus  deftroyihg  tlie  Batavian  Republic  by  intedine  commotions. 
Is  it  therefore  furprifing  that  the  Batavian  nation,  now  free, 
feeks  to  reinforce  itfelf  againft  fuch  unprecedented  and  numerous 
outrages,  by  an  intimate  alliance' with  a  Republic  which  fnatched 
it  from!  the  gripes  of  its  eneAiies  i  A  treaty  of  pe^ce  and  ^li* 
anoe  waa  accordingly  cpocbid^d  at  tba.H^gHC^  qa  t^e  .|6th  of 
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May,  I795,*b«tween  the  two  free  Republics  of  France  and  Hol- 
land. Th^t  tr^tjt  of  mutuftl  ^^i)c<^  by  which  ti\eindt(pendcii\ 
fiatavian  nation)  fupported  by  a  powerful  neighbour,  and  uii^' 
(kaken  by  the  influence  of  a  foreign^  ininifler,  ^U^bep^t  in  a;  ooza* 
dition  to  emplpy  for  the  futuri^  if&'forces  again(\  its  aggf^or^i  and 
of  payihg  tbeoi  in  their  own  coin^  I^s  alu)  been  cemented.  .. 

His  Majefty,  the  Kii>g  of  GrqaL  ^ri^ain,  af^erfo  many  hoi|i-^ 
lities  have  been  exercifedi  was  s^t  lei^igth  pleafed  to<  pfoclainiy  Q^l 
the  19th  of  September,  17959  l?)f  his  cpupqil  of  (late^  a  maitifefto,, 
of  war  a^inft  this  ILepubljc,  but  ia  which  x\o  ground  of  com-^ 
plaint  was  alledge^*     Ijis  Majcfly,  i^  is  true,  fays  in  this  manir* 
feftoy  <<  that  fjx  ibme  time  divers  a&s  of  outrage,  contrary  to  the, 
honour  of  his  Majefty'si  crown,,  and  of  the  legiticpate  rights  oC. 
his  fubjeds,  had  been  comnaitted  in  ti>e  ynltcd  Provinces,  aa^- 
that  the  Qiips  o£  war  which  failed  fron)  the  ports  o£  the  Uiilted. 
Provinces,  had  received  orders  to  tak;e  and  fink  all  Brixiib  v)^(^els•'^ 
The  ads  contrary  to  th«;  honour  of  his  Iifajeily*s  grown  wbicbw 
have  been  oomini^ed  in  the  Netherlands,  are  the  a£ls  of  his  Ma<r^ 
jefty's  own  iroops,  ar^d  the  Ef)gliil^  i^f^tiai^  will,   undoubtedly^! 
fooner  or  later,  puni(}i  their  authors ;  an^  wjtl^  refpe^  to  the 
orders  given  ^o  Ihe  (h|ps  of  ^sir  of  the  l^epublic,  to  repel  violence! 
by  Violence,  has  not  thi^  indepeadeat  Republic,  £a  cruelly  tre^tedy 
a  right  of  refiftance  ?  his  Majefty  had  foi^otten  that  the  Nether* 
lands  were  ho  longer  under  th^  $tadtholderij^n  yoke,  and  that  his- 
Majefty's  minifters  hiad  loft  fpr  qvcf,  as  we  tryft,  for  the  fafety^ 
of  the  country,  all  influence  qver  the  independent  Batavian  Re* 
public. 

It  is  therefore  with  a  pe^fed  fron$dence  in  that  love  of  the 
country,  in  thjit  energy,  and  in  that  courage  with  which  liberty 
glone  can  infpir^  a  nation,  for  a  long  time  inftilted  and  oppr^fled,^ 
that  the  independen^Batavian  nation  folemnly  declaires  in  the  face 
of  Europe,  through  the  orgaoof.its  legitimate  reprefentatives» 
that,  obliged  to  defend  itfelf  aga^inft  the  ^£ls  of  perfidy  and  vio- 
Itnce  of  the  neighbouring  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  it  v^ill  repel, 
every  ad  of  aggreiTion  on  its  liberty,  its  independence,  its  rights^ 
and  its  legitimate  poiTeffions ;  and  that  it  will  put  in  execution  zl\ 
poffibte  means  to  receive  fatisfadiop  and  indemnity  for  the  incal* 
culable  lofles  it  has  fuflained  through  a  perfidious  ally  : — ^in  the 
firm  hope  that  Divine  Providence,  who  has  fo  miraculoufly  pre^, 
ferved  this  country  from  a  total  ruin,  will  blefs  its  arms,  and  will 
not  allow  violence  and  oppreflion,  ever  to  fix  their  fatal  abode  o^ 
its  free  territory.

T\EFENDERS  of  the  country,  the  moment  approaches  when 
■^^^  you  arc  again  to  take  up  your  vidlorious  arms ;  the  moment 
approaches,  when  you  are  to  quit  a  rcpofe  to  which  you  confentcd, 
in  the  hope  alone  that  it  would  lead  to  an  honourable  peace  ;  bm 
the  feas  of  blood  which  have  flowed  have  not  yet  fattated  the  rage 
of  your  enemies.  They  unqueftionably  imagine,  that  we  arc 
about  to  abandon  the  fruits  of  our  vidories,  at  the  very  moment 
when  fuccefs  is  ready  to  crown  them.  They  imagine  that  we  arc 
about  to  demand  of  them  as  cowards  a  peace  which  we  have 
offered  them  as  generous  enemies.  Let  them  conceive  thefe  un- 
worthy expe£Vations :  we  will  not  be  furprifed  ;  they  have  never 
combated  for  liberty — but  what  they  cannot  be  ignorant  of,  is, 
that  the  brave  armies  with  which  they  wifti  again  to  try  their 
ftrcngth,  are  the  fame  by  which  they  have  been  fo  often  fubdued. 
No  ;  they  have  not  forgotten  the  prodigies  of  French  valour ; 
they  ftill  recolleft  with  terror,  both  the  redoubts  of  Gemappc, 
and  the  plains  of  Fleurus,  and  the  frozen  rivers  of  Holland:  they 
recolleft  that  the  Alps  and  the  Pyrenees  have  oppofed  to  you 
*  but  feeble  barriers,  and  that  the  peninfula  of  Quiberon  became 
the  tomb  of  all  the  parricidal  flaves,  who,  in  the  hope  of  fubjed- 
ing  you  to  the  yoke  of  a  mafler,  dared  to  fet  their  feet  on  the 
foil  of  the  Republic.  If  thev  could  have  forgotten  all  this,  you 
will  bring  it  to  their  recolledions  by  blows  ftill  more  terrible; 
you  will  learn  them  finally,  that  nothing  can  refift  the  efforts  of  a 
great  nation  which  determines  to  be  free. 

Brave  warriors,  you  have  afforded  the  example  of  a  difintered- 
cdnefs  which  cannot  exift  unlefs  among  republicans.  Oftentimes, 
in  the  midft  of  the  greateft  fcarcity  of  provifions,  of  an  almoil 
srbfolute  w^nt  of  the  moft  indifpenfable  objefis,  you  have  difplayed 
that  heroical  patience,  which,  joined  to  vour  impetuous  valour, 
ib  eminently  diftinguiihes  you,  and  will  fignalize  you  to  all  na- 
tions, and  to  the  eyes  of  pofterity.  Republican  foldiers,  you  will 
preferve  this  great  charader;  and  at  the  moment  when  your  fitu- 
fttion  has  been  ameliorated,  when  with  an  unanimous  voice  the 
reprcfcntatives  of  the  nation  have  taken  meafures  to  provide 
cfficacibully  for  your  wants,  you  will  redouble  aifo  your*  vigour 
and  courage,  to  put  ^n  end  to  a  war  which  can  be  terminated  by 
new  viftories  alone, 

In  vain  has  the  French  government  manifefted  to  all  the 
powers  which  wage  war  againft  France,  a  fincerc  wi(h  to  rcftore 
at  length  the  repofe  of  exhaufted  Europe ;  it  has  in  vain  made  to 
them  the  moft  juft  and  niodcrate  propofitions  ;  nothing  has  been 
capable  of  removing  th^if  deplorable  blindnefs.  Yes,  brave  war- 
xioi[s^  we  muft  l^iU  have  vidories  \  ^;\d  it  is  your  energy  alone 
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that  can  put  a  flop  to  this  devaftating  Icotirge.  Prepare,  there* 
fore,  for  a  lafl  effort^  and  let  it  be  decifive ;  let  every  thing  yield 
to,  let  every  thing  be  diflip^ted  by  your  phalanxes ;  let  the  new 
flags  of  your  enemies,  carried  on  by  your  triumphant  hands^ 
form,  with  the  preceding  ones,  the  trophy  with  which,  in  the  name 
of  France,  always  great  in  her  misfortunes,  always  ju(l  in  her 
profperity,  the  equitable  peace  you  will  give  to  the  world  will  be 
proclaimed. 

And  you,  generous  defenders,  who  Khali  have  cemented  that 
peace  with  your  blood,  you  will  foon  return  to  the  bofom  of  your 
families  among  your  fellow  citizens,  to  enjoy  your  glory — terribly 
ftill,  in  your  repofe,  to  all  the  eneniies  of  the  Republic.

TT  having  been  circulated  in  the  refidence  of  the  diet  of  the

the  Imperial  Court  had,  through  the  medium  of  Count  Carletti, 
entered  into  negotiations  at  Paris ;  that  thefe  negotiations  had  al- 
ready advanced  to  the  point ;  that  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine 
(hould  be  abandoned  to  the  French,  on  condition  that  the  French 
fliould  facilitate  the  exchange  of  the  Low  Countries  for  Bavaria; 
and  that  in  confequence  of  this  convention,  the  enemy  would  in- 
ftantly  take  poflfeffion  of  thefe  countries  ;  it  is  neceflary  to  declare 
formally  that  this  report  is  puerile  and  abfurd,  and  ought  to  be

You  may  reft  aflured.  Sir,  that  you,  as  well  as  the  oflicei^  lindi 
troops  under  your  orders,  and  all  the  loyal  inhabitants  of  the  ifliaiKl 
who  fliall  acknowledge  the  royal  authority,  "^ill  be  amply  reWafd-** 
cd  by  their  own  King,  as  much  as  by  my  fovereign,  I  have  on 
board  two  French  commiflioners,  invefted  by  the  commander  in

Sire, 

THE  royalifts  of  La  Vendee  are  about  to  lay  their  fentimcnts, 
their  wilhes,  and  their  hopes,  at  the  feet  of  the  greateft  and 
moft  generous  of  Sovereigns,     ror  thefe  three  years  paft  we  ha\e 
not  ceafed  to  combat  for  the  re-cftablilh4?ient  of  the  throne  and 
of  the  altar.     Whilft  France,  either  the  viftim  or  accomplice  of 
the  tyrants,  by  which  (he  is  governed,  threatens,  fince  that  period, 
as  well  with  h<^r  principles  as  her  arms,  all  the  ftates  leagued 
againft  her,  a  handful  of  Frenchmen,  faithful  to  their  God  and 
their  King,  brave  all  dangers,  furmount  all  obftacles,  in  order  to 
reftore  happinefs  to  their  country,  and  tranqtiillity  to  Europe. 
Sometimes  conquered,  and  oftener  conquerors,  our  defeats,  as  well 
as  our  vifiories,  have  coft  the  armies  of  the    convention  more 
than  three  hundred  thoufand  men  \  but  unfortunately  fuch  an  im- 
portant diverfioo,  in  favour  of  thq  combined  powers,  has  hitherto 
ierved  only  to  exhauft  our  means,  and  to  yeaken  us,  inftcad  of 
procuring  us  the  afliflance  which  we  had  a  right  to  expect,  as  well 
xrotn  found  policy,  as  from  the  promifes  of  thofe  who  were  allies 
of  the  caufe  which  wx  defend.     At  laft  we  learn  that  the  whlie 
Jlag  is  floating  on  the.  coafts  of  Brittany.     The  emigrants,  thofc 
honourable  victims,  to  whom  your  Majefly  had  given  fo  generous 
a  reception  in  your  ftates,  have   at  laft    been  rcftored  to  their 
country,  preceded  by  the  wiflies  of  thofe  who  in  France  remained 
attached  to  royalty.     They  undoubtedly  will  foon  fee  their  arms 
triumph,  as  well  as  the  caufe  for  which  they  combat.     Alreadv 
does  the  repentance  of  one  part  of  th«  French,  and  the  ardour  or 
others,  which  has  hitherto  been  reprefled,  urge  immenfe  multi- 
tudes to  advance  to  meet  them.     I n  every  quarter  the  utmoft  dil- 
content  prevails ;  the  royalifts  of  La  Vendee  have  alfo  refumcd 
the  arms  which  th^y  had  for  a  mom^ent  been  induced  to  lay  down, 
in  confequence  of  a  fofmal,promife  that  efforts  ihould  be  fpeedily 
made  for  the  re-eftabliihmcnt  of  royalty. 

Not  only  deceived  in  our  expectations,  but  threatened  in  the 
peribns  of  our  chiefs,  fome  of  whom  have  been  bafely  maffacred, 
aethers  arrefted,  in  violation  of  treaties,  our  battalions  are  again 
a^embled,  and  feveral  vidories  have  already  fignalized  the  new 
cati^paign  which  we  have  recently  opened.  It  is  thus  then,  Sire, 
with  thofe  arms  in  our  hands,  which  are  dcftined  to  combat  the 
memics  of  kings,  that  we  prefent  ourfelves  before  your  Majeftx* 
and  that  we  folicit  yon  to  unite  your  armies  to  ours,  to  concur  in 
the  re-eftabllftiment  of  our  lawful  Sovereign  on  the  throae  of  hi^ 
anccftors. — Long,  too  long,  has  the  blood  of  England  and  ot 
France  been  flowing  ;  the  two  nations  feel  the  necefEty  of  a  ju.t 
and  honourable  peace  \  but  fuch  a  peace  can  only  be  procured 
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from  ^  fnotiarcby.  Did  an  opportunity  more  prcdous  to  yonf 
Majefty*s  heart  ever  occur?  Did  one  ever  exift  more  glorious 
than  that  which  novr  prefents  itfelf,  for  coticurring  in  the  re^efta- 
bliihment  of  a  king  upon  the  throne  of  France  ?

1WAS  far  from  expefling  that  it  (hould  have  been  my  lot  to 
fend  you  a  detail  of  the  events  which  took  place  on  the  fatal 
day  that  brought  me  hither,  and  to  have  a  fevere  examination  in* 
ftituted  on  the  conduct  of  the  falfe  and  daftardly  traitor  who  hat 
ruined  our  caufe.  M.  de  Puifaye  having  ordered  me  to  take  a 
pofitioHt  rn  which  I  was  to  wait  his  orders,  took  the  fingular  pre« 
CMitton  of  )iafieiiin£  to  a  (bip,  which  he  fecured  for  his  retreat^ 
and  thus  abandoned  to  their  bard  deftiny  a  multitude  of  viAima 
mhcm  he  ikcrificcd* 

The 
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Ttie  garrifori  of  the  fort  having  been  forced,  and  the  left  wing 
of  the  divifion  been  already  turned,  tlie  only  refourcc  that  re- 
mained was  precipitately  to  re-embark,  which  was  nearly  ren- 
dered iropraaicable  by  the  proximity  of  the  enemy*  The  regi- 
ments of  Hervilly  and  of  Drefney  abandoned  or  maflacred  their 
officers.  The  greater  part  of  the  foldiers  judging  fo  bad  a  pofi- 
llon  dcfperatc,  difperfed  into  the  country.  I  found  myfclf  hem- 
med in  by  the  rock  at  the  extremity  of  the  ifland,  with  two  or 
three  hundred  gentlemen,  and  a  few  of  the  men  who  ftill  remain- 
ed faithful  to  liSy  who  were  left  unprovided  with  cartridges,  none 
having  been  furniflied,  but  to  the  guards  of  the  fort,  notwith- 
ftanding  repeated  requeRs  on  my  part ;  no  doubt  but  M.  Puifayc 
bad  his  own  reafons  to  juftify  this  condud,  which,  we  hope,  he 
will  condefcend  to  explain. 

A  number  of  veflbls  that  ftill  remained  on  the  coaft,  might 
"have  afforded  me  the  difgraccful  retreat  which  M.  de  Puifaye  fo 
vigilantly  feized  ;  but  the  dereliction  of  my  companions  in  arms 
would'  have  been  far  more  fhocking  to  me  than  the  lot  which 
awaits  me,  fl  believe,  to-morrow  morning).  I  am  bold  to  fay, 
1  deferved  a  better  ;  and  this  yon  will  acknowledge,  together, 
^ith  all  thofe  who  know  me,  if  chance  will  ever  permit  any  of 
the  companions  of  my  misfortunes  to  reveal  to  the  world  the  myf- 
tcries  of  this  fatal,  this  unexampled  day. 

The  conllernation  of  an  undii'ciplined  and  di formerly  body  of 
men,  deferted  by  their  commander,  in  whom  explicit  confidence 
had  been  placed,  rendered  it  impollible  from  his  ftupid  fecurity, 
to  take  thofe  meafures  for  the  general  fafety,  which  he  fo  provi- 
dently fecured  for  himfelf. 

Thus  bereft  of  every  refource,  I  agreed  to  a  capitulation,  in 
order  to  fave  what  could  not  efcape,  and  the  general  cry  of  the 
army  gave  me  to  underftand,  that  every  emigrant  would  be  made 
prifoner  and  fpared,  like  the  others,  but  that  I  alone  would  be 
excepted. 

Many  will  fay,  what  could  he  do  ?  fome  will  anfwcr,  he  ought 
to  have  died.  Doubtlefs  I  ihall  die  ;  but  as  I  reuiained  the  only 
perfon  to  watch  over  the  lot  of  thofe  who  the  evening  before  had 
twenty  leaders,  I  could  only  exert  what  efforts  were  left  in  my 
power,  and  thefe  were  ineffeftuah  Thofe  who  left  me  no  other 
to  adopt,  might  refcuc  me  from  this  refponfibility, 

I  make  no  doubt  but  that  the  daftard  will  endeavour  to  giv* 
fome  colour  to  his  flight :  btit  I  call  on  you  by  the, laws  of  ho- 
nour to  com.municate  this  letter  to  the  public;  and,  no  doubt, 
Mr.  Windham  will  be  fo  good  as  to  add  to  it  the  letter  I  addrefTed 
to  him  from  Portfmouth.  Farewel !  1  bid  you  farewel  with  that 
calm nefs  which  can  alone  refult  from  purity  of  confcience,  and 
the  cfttmatton  of  all  the  brave  men  who  at  prefent  (hare  my  mif- 
fortune,  and  who  prefer  it  to  the  efcape  of  the  cowaifd,  who,  not 

having 
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having  courage  to  fight  with  us,  ought,  at  leafti  to  have  forc- 
U'arned  me  :  that  efteem  I  value  as  a  pledge  of  immortality.  I 
fall  a  vi£^im  to  his  cowardice,  and  to  the  force  of  thofe  arms, 
that  were  for  a  length  of  time  not  unfortunate  to  me.  In  this 
lad  moment  I  derive  a  fource  of  enjoyment,  if  any  can  be  tailed 
in  a  Htuation  like  mine,  from  the  edeem  of  my  companions  in 
misfortune,  and  that  of  the  enemy  by* whom  we  are  conquered^ 
Farcwcl  I  farewel !  all  the  world  !

'TPHE  (hort  ftay  which  I  made  at  London  not  having  permitted. 
^  me  the  honour  of  feeing  you  more  than  once,  and  my  fudden 
departure  having  prevented  me  from  converfing  with  you  on 
Tcveral  points  of  importance  to  me,  in  my  prefent  fituatioa,  I 
have  fufficient  confidence  in  your  fagacity  to  be  convinced,  that  [ 
fliall  find  fuch  inflrudlions  as  will  ferve  me  for  a  guide,  and  enable 
me  to  fupport  the  refponfibility  attached  to  my  condu£t>  as  well 
towards  you,  as  towards  the  troops  under  my  command. 

A  full  convidion  of  the  neccflity  of  fubordination,  joined  to  a 
tealous  devotion  to  the  caufq  in  which  I  have  embarked,  induce 
nic  to  fly  with  precipitation  at  the  firft  fignal  I  receive,  and  never 
allow  me  to  urge  the  fmallcft  obje(flion.  I  fay  nothing  of  th« 
difcretion  v^hich  a  government  has  a  right  to  exped  from  thofls 
u  employs ;  I  have  long  fmce  given '  fuffcicnt  proofs  of  mine  ;

'T^HE  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  his  Pruflian  ma- 
^  jefty  has  the  honour  to  communicate  to  M«  Barthelemy, 
ambaiTador  pf  the  French  Republic,  th$  refolution  which  the» 
Germanic  empire,  aiTembled  in  a  body,  has  recently  taken,  by  a 
conclufumt  dated  the  3d  of  this  month,  of  requefting  the  Empe- 
ror^ ip  his  qt^Iity  of  bead  of  the  Empirej  to  adopt  every  poflible 

*  meafure 
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meature  that  may  bring  about  and  accelerate  a  peace  between  the 
Empire  andFrance,  The  Empire  having,  at  the  lame  time,  claimed' 
the  interpofition  of  his  Prufliah  Majefty,  his  Majcfty  deems  it  his 
duty  not  to<ielay  an  inftant  in*co-operating  withliisco-eftates,>jvhile 
the  Emperor  on  his  fkie  rtiay  be  expefled  to  ptrrfufe  every  meafure 
that  can  contribute  to  the  attainment  of  this  very  defirable  end. 
His  Pruffian  Majefty,  while  he  undertakes,  with  the  moil  finccre 
fatisfa£lion,  everjr  thing  that  can  promote'  the  happy  return  *of' 
the  bleflings  of  peace,  as  well  for  Germany  as  for  France,  enter- 
tains no  doubt  but  that  the  French  Republic,  animated  by  the 
fame  fentiments,  confiders  this  great  bbjeft  Hinder  the  fame  point 
of  view. — His  Majefty  hopes  that  the  Republic,  having  bound 
itfelf  to  the  5CIth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Bafle,  to  accept  the  good 
offices  of  his  Pruffian  majefty,  in  favour  of  fuch  States  of  the. 
Germanic  empire,  as  may  be  inclined  to  enter  direftly  into  a. 
negotiation  with  the  French  Republic  ;  having,' moreover,  con- 
ftnted  not  to  treat  as  enemies,  for  the   fpace  of  three  months,. 
after  the  ratification  of  the  above-mentioned  treaty,  fuch  princes, 
and  ftates  o^  the  Empire  as  are  fituated  on  the  left  bank  of  the. 
Rhine,  in  favour  of  whom  his  Pruffian  Majefty  is  ready  to  inter- 
pofe  i  having,  befides,  acceded  to  a  neutrality  with  the  greater 
part  of  Germany,  by  the  fecret  convention  of  the  17th  of  May/ 
The  French  Republic  will  not  hefitate  to  accept .  the  efficacious 
interpofition  of  his  Pruffian  Majefty  in  favour,  of  the  whole  Em- 
pire ;    an^  likewife  concur  in  the  military  arrangements,    the 
more  to  as  France  itfelf  appear?  interefted  in  feeing  the  moft;. 
fpeedy  comriiunicatiori  re-eftablilhed,  and  commerce  reviVed,  and* 
reftored  t6  a  free  circulation  the  whole  length  of  the  Rhine,  and 
a  term  put,  drat  leaft  a  diminution,  to  the  enormous  expehces 
which  a  cdntihUation  of  hoftilities  muft  require. 

His  Pruffian  Majefty  propofes,  without  interfpring  immediately 
with  the  negotiation, 

I.  That  by  adopting,  from  the  prfefent  rhoment,  and  during 
the  pendent  negotiations,  the  J}atus  quo^  a  general  armiftice  may. 
be  agreed  upon  between  France  and  the  Empire. 

II.  That  during  this  armiftice,  all  contributions,  requifitions, 
and  hoftile  ineafures  fhali  ceafe  in  the  countries,  or  Germanic 
fortrcfles,  occupied  by  the  French  troops, 

III.  That  the  city  of  Frankfort  on  the  Main  be  fixed  on,, 
agreeably  to  the  wifh  of  the  Empire,  for  the  feat  of  the  negotia- 
tions i  that  thii^  city  Is  to  be  guarded  by  its  own  foldlers  ;  and  that 
all  foreign  troops,  even  thofe  of  bis  Pruffian  Majefty,  fliall  with-

That  the  French  Republic  is  fpeedily  to  fend  thither  a 
minifter  plenipotentiary,  to  treat  for.peac^  with  the  imperial 
commiitioner,  and  the  deputation  to  be  named  for  that  purpofe 
by  the  Enrtpire.

t"  HAVE  not  omitted  communicating  to  the  committee  of  public 
•■•  fatety  of  the  national  convention,  the  note  which  his  excel- 
lency the  Baron  de  Hardenberg,  Member  of  State,  and  Plenipo- 
tcntiai'y  of  his  Pruflian  Majefly,  hais  honoured  me  with,  on  the 
aSth  of  July  laft.  The  committee  of  public  fafety  has  taken  it 
into  particular  confideration,  and  orders  me  to  give  this  anfv^er 
to  the  Baron  de  Hardenberg,  that  though  it  defires  to  promote  on 
all  occafions  the  wifhes  of  his  PrufTian  Majefly,  if  they  be  per- 
fe£lly  (incere,  as  they  can  have  no  other  object  than  the  mu* 
tual  interefts  of  the  two  powers,  the  principles  which  it  has 
adopted  for  the  *Tu1e  of  its  C()ndu(^,  and  which  it  has  mani- 
felled  in  formal  negotiations,  do  liot  permit  it,  under  the  prefent 
circumAances,  to  confent  to  an  armiflice  between  France  and 
the  Germanic  empire ;  but  thoroughly  perfuaded,  that  fuch 
armidice,  far  from  favouring  the  progrefs  of  the  pacification, 
would,  on  the  contrary,  only  ferve  to  retard  the  proceedings  of 
the  negotiations  which  are  intended  to  be  fet  on  foot. 

The  French  government  obfcrves,  with  fatisfaftion,  that  the 
Germanic  empire,  weary  of  a  war,  the  caufe  of  which  becomes 
daily  more  foreign  to  it,  folicits  the  interpofitfon  and  co-opera- 
tion of  his  PruiTian  Majefty  for  the  re-e(labli(hment  of  peace  for 
the  French  Republic  ;  and  it  is  on  the  prefent  occafion  that  it 
lakes  an  opportunity  of  renewing  its  aflurances  of  the  particular 
intereft  with  which  it  will  always  be  difpofed  to  accept  of  that 
interpofition,  as  well  in  favour  of  the  Empire  in  general,  as  of 
each  of  the  particular  Stales  that  compofe  it,  I  therefore  feel  a 
fincere  fatisfaftion  in  being  able  to  aiTure  Baron  de  Hardenberg, 
agreeably  to  the  orders  which  I  have  received,  that  the  good 
oflSces  of  his  PrufTian  Majefty  (hall  ^Iways  have  with  the  French 
government  that  efficacy  which  it  may  reafonably  expeA  in 
every  matter  that  does  not  tend  to  prejudice  the  intereft  or  the 
dignity  of  the  Republic*  It  depends,  therefore,  on  the  Germanic 
empire  to  avail  itfelf  of  thefe  ^^micable  difpofitions  towards  the 
court  of  Berlin,  by  opening  direflly  with  the  French  government 
a  negotiation,  in  which  the  interpofition  of  his  Pruflian  Majefiy 
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may  prove  fo  advantageous  to  the  States  of  the  Empire.  It  being 
expreifed  in  the  inftrudions  which  I  have  juft  received  from 
Paris,  that  the  propofltion  of  the  armiftice  cannot  be  adopted, 
the  Baron  de  Hardenberg  will  eaflly  perceive  that  the  fame  muft 
be  obferved  with  regard  to  the  other  articles  propofed  in  his  note^ 
iiflce  they  are  the  natural  confequences  of  the  firft  article.

AN  the  18th  Thermidor,  we  received  your  letter  of  the  atft  of 
July.  We  are  as  defirous  as  you  are  that  the  olive  of  peace 
fhould  take  confidence,  and  extend  its  beneficent  (Iiade  to  the 
fturdy  oak,  on  which  we  would  fondly  fufpend  our  trophies; 
btjt  our  only  bufinefs  with  the  armies  is  to  lead  our  brave  batta** 
lions  to  battle.  We  are  not  empowered  to  enter  into  any  diplo- 
matic difcullions.  Our  government  alone  can  fufpend  our  march  ; 
it  cannot  fail  to  be  rapid,  for  it  has  been  long  and  maturely  me- 
<litated.  Wc  feel  much  regret  at  not  being  able  to  comply  with 
youi"  wiihes ;  but,  peculiarly  fubmiiflve  to  the  laws  of  our  coun- 
try, we  ihall  continue  to  fight  jts  battles  till  it  has  faid  to  us-* 
Stop — We  have  granted  peace  to  the  Empire.

A  S  the  affembling  of  the  emigrated  Dutqh  military,  which  has 
a£lually  taken  place  in  the  duchy  of  Ofnaburgh,  cannot  but 
have  attraded  the  attention  of  the  French  govern^ient,  the  un« 
derfigned  takes  the  earlieil  opportunity  of  communicating  to  the 
French  Charge  d'AfFaires,  M.  Pinfot,  the  official  eacplanation  he 
has  received  on  this  fubjed:,  in  the  laft  difpatches  from  his  court. 
His  Pruffian  Majefty  has  been  unable  to  confider  the  aflem*- 
bling  of  an  armed  force  in  that  province,  in  any  other  light  than 
as  being  contrary  to  the  (lipulations  of  the  agreement  added  to  the 
treaty  of  Bafle  ;  and  dangerous  to  the  tranquillity  of  that  part  of 
the  empire  which  is  prote&ed  by  the  line  of  neutralitv  agreed  on. 
So  important  a  con&deration  did  not  allow  his  Majefty  to  rem^ia 
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an  indlilerent  fpcdator  of  this  txznb&idti,  and  he  has  thereford 
given  orders  to  the  commanders  of  his  troops,  as  well  as  the  go- 
vernors of  his.  towns,  not  to  countenance  the  paflage  o(  thofs 
emigrants,  and  at  th^  fame  time  he  has  intimated  to  the  Kegenc'ies 
of  Hanover  and  Ofnaburgh,  that  his  Majelly  could  not  remain 
an  unconcerned  fpedlator  with  rcfpefl  to  the  like  proceedings 
.  taking  place  within  the  aforeTaid  line  of  demarkation  ;  and  that 
he  therefore  advifed  them,  as  foon  as  poflible,  to  prevent  the 
dilaereeable  confequences  which  naturally  mud  thence  atife. 

The  undcrfigned  rcquefts  the  French  Charge  d'Affaires,  M, 
Pinfot,  to  make  fuch  ufe  of  this  official  declaration  as  he  thinks 
mod  proper,  to  do  away  the  unfavourable  impreiTton  which  the 
fald  occurrence  may  have  occafioned.  He  flatters  himfelf,  that 
the  meafurcs  adopted  by  the  King,  his  mafler,  for  difperfing  the 
troops  already  aiVembled,  will  leave  no  doubt  concerning  the 
iinccrity  of  his  Majefty's  fcntiments,  and  his  anxious  defire,  by 
the  moft  exaft  fulfilling  of  the  ttipulations  contained  in  the  treaty 
of  Bafle,  carefully  to  avoid  whatever  may  tend  to  didurb  the  good 
undcrrtanding  which  prevails  between  his  Majetty  and  the  French 
Republic.

Woe  be  to  thote 
who  would  introduce  among  you  this  fanguinary  rule  !  it  would 
be  the  ruin  of  your  commerce  ;  it  would  banifh  far  from  you 
induilry,  and  the  arts ;  and  your  unhappy  country  would  foon  be 
only  a  gulph,  in  which  your  opulent  cities  would  difappear.-— Re* 
prcfsy  then,  thofe  atnong  you,  who  in  the  delirium  of  ambi- 
tion or  vengeance  would  lead  you  to  meafures  of  terror  and  fe- 
rocity* Believe  in  our  experience.  Your  enemies  will  aflftime 
among  you  all  kinds  of  mafks ;  they  will  fow  difcord  and  divi- 
fioa ;  they  will  infpire  yon  with  diftruft  of  us ;  they  will  even 
pufli  their  impudence  fo  far  as  to  attempt  perfuading  you  that  the 
French  nation  is  capable  of  departing  with  refpe£t  to  you  from- 
the  faith  flie  has  fworn,  and  of  hafely  giving  you  up  to  the  yoke 
broken  with  her  own  hands. 

Batavians  I  you  will  not  believe  it ;  the  alliance  which  unites 
the  two  nations  has  been  cemented  with  our  blood ;  it  will  be 
durable,  becaufe  its  objed  is  to  defend  the  rights  of  men  and  na- 
tions againft  the  crnninal  enterprizes  of  their  oppreflbrs ;  it  will 
be  durable,  becaufe  it  refts,  as  its  foundation,  on  the  happinefs  of 
the  two  nations  ;  it  will  be  durable,  becaufe,  on  the  nrft  figt^al 
of  war,  we  have  fworn  to  combat  and  difperfe  its  enemies. 

And  you,  blind  partizans  of  a  government   which  no  more 
exifts,  will  you  retain  the  criminal  hope  of  overturning  the  go- 
vernment which  has  been  fo  happily  fubftituted  in  its  (lead? 
Will  you  cherifh  the  horrible  deure  of  again  feeing  the  proud' 
Kngliflimen  domineer  over  your  country  i   Will  you  ftill  fee, 
vfiih  marks  of  barbarous  joy,  your  cities  bombarded,  and  the 
blood  .of  your  fellow  citizens  fpilled  ?  Have  you  forgotten  with 
what  cowardice  thefe  hordes  of  banditti  abandoned,  after  having 
filled  it  with  carnage  and  devaftation,  a  country  which  they  en* 
tcred  under  the  impoiing  title  of  friehds  and  defenders  i    Afe  you 
not  weary  of  fo  many  evils  and  miferies,  and  will  you  refufe  to 
concur  in  the  re-e(labli(hmcnt  of  peace  and  repofe  among  you  ?' 
The  French  nation  is  the  obje^  of  your  hatred  ;  we  know  it ; 
your  fury  reprefled,  not  appeafed,  the  infolent  declamations  of  your 
hired  libellers  ;  the  difgulting  calumnies  of  your  bribed  preachers 
have  too  well  aflured  us  of  it — but  be  juft :  have  we  ufed  toward^ 
you  the  rights  of  war }  Have  we  thrown  you  into  frightful  pri« 
fons,  as,  in  1787,  you  threw  your  countrymen?  Have  we,  as* 
you  yourfelves  have  dd^ne,  filled  your  cities  with  fear  and  terror, 
by  caufing  maflTacre  and^cath  to  circulate  in  tokeQ  of  rejoicings  ^ 
•  i  'Fhc' 
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The  men  wliom  you  have  denounced  to  humanityf  as  can- 
nibals and  atheiftsy  declared  enemies  of  all  religion  and  all  focial 
erder^  have  moderated  the  paflions  of  thofe  of  yoar  countrymen, 
ivfaofe  houfes  and  property  you  fo  unmercifully  plundered  in 
1787^  and  have  fet  them  the  example^of  clemency  and  genero- 
fity.  It  is  to  your  conquerors  you  are  indebted  for  more  liberty 
than  you  could  exfcA  after  fo  many  ads  of  violence  and  crime  ; 
and  yet  your  hatred  ftill  purfues  them !  Ah !  blu(h  for  your  falfe- 
hoods  and  your  injuHice  in  the  prefence  of  the  people  you  have 
deceived !  Your  country  calls  upon  you  to  unite  \vtth  her  chil- 
dren, and  contribute  to  her  fafety  !  But  if  you  (hould  be  fo  unfor- 
tunate as  not  to  liilen  to  her  voice,  as  to  found  a  guilty  hope  upon 
domedic  divifions,  know  that,  invariably  united  to  the  reprefen- 
tatives  of  the  Batavian  people,  we  will  treat  as  enemies  thofe 
ivho  attempt  bringing  back  tyranny ;  that  it  (hall  be  only  over 
the  expiring  bodies  of  our  brothers  in  arms,  Batavians  and 
Frenchmen,  that  our  enemies  ihall  approach  the  frontiers  of 
either  Republic,  or  rather,  that  all  their  blood  (hall  expiate  the 
blacknefs  and  the  multitude  of  crimes  which  have  too  long  difbo- 
noured  Europe. 

Watch  then,  Batavians !  the  danger  of  your  country  impofes 
it  upon  yon  as  a  law*  Abjure  vain  quarrels  and  dividons  of 
parties  to  lock  yourfelves  together  around  her  altar !  Come  to- 
gether to  fupport  in  common  the  expences  of  the  war !  Caft  your 
eyes  on  the  immenfe  facrifices  which  the  French  nation  continues 
to  make.  When  we  fuiFer  for  liberty,  a  murmur  is  a  blafphemy, 
and  a  complaint  a  crime.  Grant  to  your  legitimate  reprefentatives 
the  confidence  fo  neceilary  to  fupport  them  amid  their  important 
labours*  Let  courage  and  prudence  find  mutual  fupport !  Fear 
neither  the  perfidious  Englilh  nor  the  cowardly  deferters>  who 
^iffume  the  air  of  aflenibling  to  difturb  your  frontiers.  Our 
triumphant  legions  fliall  go  to  meet  them  ;  and  we  fwear  by  the 
vidories  of  Ocmappe  and  of  Fleunis,  byth^  ever-memorable 
paflage  of  the  Rhine,  that  we  will  difperfe  them.  But  you,  Ba- 
tavians, you  will  not  be  the  idle  fpe6lators  of  our  combats  :  full 
of  confidence  in  French  fincerity,  you  will  rally  under  the  Hand- 
ards  which  have  proved  vidorious  over  all  Europe  ;  you  will 
bring  to  them  the  courage  of  the  conquerors  of  Philip  II.  You 
mri^l  fupport  your  generous  defenders  in  their  neceilities.  You 
will  not  forget  that  our  lot  is  the  fame,  and  that  we  muft  con- 
quer or  die  together.  You  will  unite  to  preferve  the  ineftima- 
blc  bleding  of  liberty,  to.  repel  with  vigour  the  efforts  of  foreign 
enemies,  and  to  difconcert  the  plots  of  domeftic  enemies  ;  to  re- 
axumate  your  commerce  and  your  manufa&ures,  to  organize  your 
land  forces,  to  re-edablifh  your  marine,  to  carry  powerful  fuc- 
cours  to  your  menaced  colonies,  to  ravifh  from  proud  Albion  the 
infolent  empire  (he  has  arrogated  on  the  feas,  and  to  force  her 
to  fubfcribe  to  9n  honourable  and  folid  peace—  worthy  ^objed  of 

our 
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cur  common  efforts,  \(rorthy  recompence  of  all  the  blood  that  hat 
been  lhed>  and  of  all  the  facriikes  which  each  of  the  two  hationa 
ihall  make  for  the  liberty,  the  independence,  and  the  happinefsof 
our  country.

THE  underfigned  miniflcr  plenipotentiary  from  the  French  Re- 
public requefts  you  to  communicate  to  their  High  Mighti- 
neflTes  the  happinefs  he  experiences  in  having  to  inform  them,  that 
the  firft  aA  of  the  conftitutional  government  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic, with  regard  to  them,  is  a  formal  declaration  of  its  intention  to 
fiipporty  by  all  the  tneans  in  their  power,  the  Republic  of  the  United 
Provinces. 

It  is  with  eagernefs,  therefore,  that  the  underfigned  difcharges 
fo  pleafmg  a  duty,  by  giving  their  High  MightineiTes,  in  the  name 
of  the  executive  direflory,  the  moft  poTitive  aflurancc  that  the  treaty 
of  peace  and  alliance  between  the  two  nations  (hall  not  prove  illu- 
fory.

the  goo^  faith  ot  its  allies.  It  is  not  a  nation,  who  has  heen  the 
firft  to  fet  an  example  of  api)tyiQg,to^{l6litic%  tft  aH  (heir  rigour^ 
the  principles  of  natural  iuftice  and  equity^  that  can  be  fufpe£led  of 
facnficing  thofe  principles  at  the  very  moment  that  it  has  given 
to  itfelf  a  conftitution,  ^hicK  has  confecrated  them  in  an  immii- 
table  manner.  In  vain  does  periidtous  England  foment  inteftine 
diviftons  with  her  gold  in  Holland  as  in  France. 

France  has  learnt,  by  her  misfortunes,  a  leflbn,  which  (be 
offers  to  her  allies^  They  will  both  of  them  add  to  the  power 
of  their  arms,  wifdom  in  the  councils,  which  dired  their  interniali 
government,  and  will  know  how— one  of  them  to  complete  the

The  executive  direftory  have  determined  to  prefs  the  final  dif« 
perflon  of  the  troops  aflembled  at  firemen  and  Ofnabrucki  Thejr

T  HAVE  now  for  a  confiderable  time  been  among  the  Chouans, 
citizens  reprefentativesi  and  have  not  written  to  you  till  the 
prefenr  moment ;  do  not,  however,  I  intreat  you,  accufe  me  o£ 
negle£l,  but  rather  afcribe  the  delay  to  my  wilh  not  to  communi- 
cate to  you  our  (ituation,  till  I  was  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  cauie,  and  had  invelligated  the  particulars  ;  for  I  was  anxious 
to  flate  to  you  nothing  which  was  not  ftridly  true  and  fubdan- 
tiated  by  proof.  The  difarming  of  La  Vendee,  and  the  con- 
tinued and  perfcvering  purfuit  which  has  been  made  after  the 
banditti,  has  driven  a  great  number  of  them  into  this  country  ; 
they  paflcd  the  Loire,  and  joined  the  other  banditti,  known  by  the 
appellation  of  Chouans;  thefe  ruffians  have  been  reinforced  by 
all  the  nobles  and  prieOs  of  the  adjoining  countries,  by  the  agents 
of  the  ancient  government,  by  the  clerks  of  Gabelle,  by  the 
fmiigglers,  and  by  thofe  emigrants  whom  England  has  at  differeot 
pertoiis  vomited  forth  upon  our  coa(l  during  the  night,  by  means 
of  fmall  flat-bottomed  boats.  Such  are  the  auxiliaries  of  the 
Chouans,  who  are  fo  clofely  linked  with  them,  that  they  co-ope- 
rate  together  in  every  enterprize,  animated  by  the  fame  fpirit  of 
plunder,  and  indigated  by  the  fame  interefts.  As  to  the  Chouans 
themfelves,  they  are  reti^rned  emigrants  \  the  nobles»  the  prieQs 
of  the  country,  reinforced  by  fome  young  men  of  the  firft  rcqui*- 
fition,  who  did  not  chufe  to  join  the  armies,  by  a  crowd  of  de* 
fertersy  and  by  almofl  all  the  great  proprietors,  farmers,  and  inn- 
keepers. Thefe  hordes  united  are  under  the  command  of  Ji 
council  general,  in  which  Scepaux,  a  noble  of  Angers,  Charette* 
Rochtbrunei  and  feveral  other  priefts  and  bilhops  prefide ;  they 
bold  their  ordinary  fittings  at  the  Chateau  of  Bourmont  .and 
Pouant^j  a  departn>ent  of  Maine  and  Loire.

dur  patroles;  and  not  a  day  pafles  in  which  flcirmilhes  and  ren- 
contres do  not  take  place,  it  appears  that  tht  banditti  are  or- 
ganised in  military  ^ivifionB)  which  afliime  the  ancieqt  names  of 
die  provincial  fubdivifions  of  France,  They  have  few  cavalry, 
And  are  badly  equipped :  but  they  have  excellent  fpies,  becaufe 
nine-tenths  of  the  inhabitants  are  fubfervient  to  them  from  fear, 
and  they  are  pcri'edly  acquainted  with  all  the  local  details  of  a 
country,  which,  from  its  nature,  is  particularly  calculated  to  fa- 
vour their  ambufcades.  In  order  to  furprize  our  convoys,  famifti 
our  troops,  and  intercept  our  communications.  Such  is  the  ftate- 
mcnt  of  the  war  in  which  we  are  engaged  ;  daring,  if  they  arc 
fuperior  in  force ;  invifible,  if  they  have  the  difadvantage ;  they 
attack  with  their  mufquetry,  and  feldom  come  to  clpfe  a£kion. 

Our  republican  foldiers  oppofe  to  them  patience,  a  courage 
Vyond  all  euloeium.  If  proper  fteps  be  adopted  to  nrjelitfraie 
their  (ituation  ;  if  protcftion  and  fuccour  be  granted  to  the  indi- 
viduals and  communes  who  have  remained  faithful ;  if  advantage 
be  taken  of  their  fidelity  to  fow  divifion,  and  keep  up  a  fecret 
Cofrefpondcnce  in  the  very  heart  of  the  enemy ;  if  all  the  necef- 
fary  operations' be  condu£ted  with  dexterity  i^nd  difpatchi  this  war 
will  be  quickly  terminated^

The  direftory  ardently  defires  to  procure  for  the  French  Republic 
a  juft,  honourable,  and  folid  peace.  The  ftep  taken  by  Mr* 
Wickham  would  have  afforded  to  the  dlreflory  a  real  fatisfaftion, 
if  the  declaration  iifelf  which  that  miniftcr  makes  of  his  not  having 
any  order,  any  power  to  negotiate,  did  not  give  room  to  doubt  of 
the  fincerity  of  the  pacific  intentions  of  his  court.

f^HE  court  of  London  has  receivad  from-  its  minifter  in  Swit- 
'*'  zerland,  the  anfwer  made  to  the  queftions  which  he  had  been 
charged  to  Monlieur  Barthelemy)  in  refpefi  to  the  opening  of  a . 
sefl^tiation  for  the  re*ellabli(hing  of  general  tranquillity. 

This  court  has  feen,  with  regret,  how  far  the  tone  and  fpirit  of 
that  anfwer,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  demands  which  it  coo- 
tainsy  and  the  manner  of  announcing  them,  are  remote  from  any 
diipofition  for  peace. 

The  inadmiilible  pretenfion  is  there  avowed  of  appropriating  to 
France  all  that  the  laws  a£iuallyexifting  there  may  have  comprired 
under  the  denomination  of  French  territory.  To  a  demand  fuch 
as  thioy  is  added  an  exprefs  declaration,  that  no  propofal  contrary 
to  it  will  be  made,  or  even  liflened  to.  And  even  this,  under  the 
pretence  of  an  internal  regulation,  the  provifions  of  which  are 
wholly  foreign  to  all  other  nations. 

While  thefe  difpofitions  fhall  be  perfifted  in,  nothing  Is  left  for 
the  King,  but  to  profecute  a  war  equally  ju(l  and  neceflary. 

Whenever  his  enemies  fhall  manifeft  more  pacific  fentiments, 
his  Majefly  will,  at  all  times,  be  eager  to  concur  in  them,  by 
lending  himfelf,  in  concert  with  his  allies,  to  all  fuch  meafures  as 
fhall  be  bed  calculated  to  re-cflabliih  general  tranquillity  on  con- 
ditions jufl,  honourable,  and  permanent,  either  by  the  efta*

T^E  have  at  length  got  into  our  hands  that  English  firebrand

fct  fire  to  the  (hipping  and  noaga^ines  at  Havre.  The  man,  in  a 
word,  who  had  folemnly  fworn  and  promifed  to  Pitt,  that  he  would 
convert  all  our  harbours  and  marine  into  a  heap  of  afties.

It  is  not  among  the  conquerors 
of  Montenotte,  of  Millefimo,  of  Dego,  and  Mondovi — all  bum 
to  carry  afar  the  glory  of  the  French— all  would  humble  thofe

Citizen, 

I.  nr  HE  meafnres  which  prudence  prefcribes  to  me  to  take,  vrith 
"*  refped  10  my  colleagues,  have  ftill  prefided  in  the  digeftion 
of  the  difpatcljts  figned  by  them,  which  treat  of  the  infurre£lion 
of  the  wellern  countries,  and  of  the  repreffive  means  adopted  by 
the  government'.  I  have  allowed  them  to  be  confined  to  the  giving 
of  a  faithful,  but  naked  recital  of  events;  the  reflexions  therein 
contained  fcarcely  exceed  the  conclufions  eafily  deducible  from  the 
chara£ler  aflbmed  by  the  public  prints.  I  have  referved  myfelf  to 
give  you,  as  far  as  I  am  able,  a  key  to  the  fa£ts  detailed  in  our 
reports.  When  it  comes  in  queftion  to  explain,  either  by  con- 
jedurc  or  by  certain  data,  the  fecrct  views  of  a  foreign  government, 
it  would  be  imprudent  to  run  the  rifque  of  indifcretions,  and  to 
give  one's  felf  up  to  men  whofe  known  partiality  to  that  govern- 
ment, and  fimilitude  of  palTions  and  interefts  with  its  chiefs,  might 
lead  to  confeqiiences  the  iflue  of  which  is  incalculable.  Befides 
the  precious  confc (lions  of  Mr.  Randt^lph  alone  throw  a  fatisfadory 
light  upon  every  thing  that  comes  to  pafs.  Thefe  I  have  not  as 
yet  communicated  to  my  colleagues.  The  motives  already  men- 
tioned lead  to  this  referve,  and  itill  lefs  permit  me  to  open  myfelf 
to  them  attheprefent  moment.     I  ihall  then  endeavour,  citizen,

In  oi;der  to 
fee  the  real  caule,  in  order  to  calculate  the  eiFcSi  and  the  conf<^ 
quencesi  we  mud  afcend  to  the  origin  of  the  parties  exifting  in  tlve 
iute»  and  retrace  their  proffrefs. 

3*  The  prefent  fvftem  of  government  has  created  maUcontents. 
This  18  the  lot  of  all  new  things.  My  predeceflbrs  have  given  in* 
formation  in  detail  upon  the  parts  of  the  (yftem  which  have  parti- 
cularly awakened  clamours,  and  produced  enemies  to  the  whole  of 
it.  The  primitive  divifionsof  opinions  as  to  the  political  form  of 
the  ftate,  and  the  limits  of  the  fovereignty  of  the  whole  over  each 
ftate  individually  fovereign,  had  created  the  federals  and  the  anti* 
federals.  From  a  whimfical  contruft  between  the  name  and  the 
real  opinion  of  the  parties,  a  contrail  hitherto  little  underftood  in 
Europe,  ^he  former  aimed,  and  ftill  aim  with  all  their  power^  to 
annihilate  federalifm,  whilft  the  latter  have  always  wi(hed  to  pre- 
ferve  it.  The  contraft  was  created  by  the  confulidators  or  the  con- 
ftitutionalifts,  who  being  the  firft  in  giving  the  denominations,  (a 
matter  fo  important  in  a  revolution,)  took  for  themfelves  that  which 
was  the  moft  popular,  although  in  reality  it  contradiftcd  their 
Ideas,  and  gave  to  their  rivals  one  which  would  draw  on  them  the 
attention  of  the  people,  notwithftanding  thoy  really  wifhcd  lo  prc^' 
ferve  a  fyftem  who(e  prejudices  Ihould  cherllh  at  Icull  the  memory 
and  the  name* 

4.  Moreover  thefe  firft  diviflons,  of  the  nature  of  thofe  to  be 
dcftroycd  by  time,  in  proportion  as  the  nation  fliouKl  huvc  ad- 
vanced in  the  experiment  of  a  form  of  government  which  rendered 
it  flouriOung,  might  now  have  completely  difappearcd,  if  the  fyf- 
tem of  finances  which  had  its  birth  in  the  cradle  of  the  conftitution, 
had  not  renewed  their  vigour  under  various  forms.  The  mode  of 
organizing  the  national  credit,  the  confolidating  and  funding  the 
public  debt,  the  iutroduflion  in  the  political  oeconomy  of  the  ufage 
of  ftates  which  prolong  their  exiftence,  or  ward  off  their  full  only 
by  expedients,  imperceptibly  created  a  financiering  clafs,  who 
threaten  to  become  the  ariftocratical  order  of  the  llatc.  Several 
citizens^  and  among  others,  thofe  who  had  aided  in  eftablilhing 
independence  with  their  purfes  or  their  arms,  conceived  thcmfelvea 
aggneved  by  thofe  fifcal  engagements.  Hence  an  oppufltion  which 
declares  itfelf  between  the  farming  or  agriciiUural  iutercft,  and  that

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©f  Ac  fifcal ;  f^deralifm  and  anti-fedcralifm,  which  arc  fbu*id<id  oh 
thofe  new  denonfiinations,  in  proportion  as  the  trcafury  ufurpsa 
preponderance  in  the  government  and  legiftation  ;  thence  in  fine, 
the  ftate,  divided  into  partifans  and  enemies  of  the  treaftrrer  and  of 
his  theories.  In.thi§  new  claflification  of  parties^  the- nature  of 
things  gave  popularity  to  the  latter :  an  innate  inftinft,  if  I  may 
ufe  the  expremon,  caufed  the  ears  of  the  people  to  revolt  at  the 
name  alone  of  treafurcr  and  ftock-jobber  ;  btit  the  oppofite  party, 
In  confequetice  of  its  ability,  obftinatcly  perfifted  in  leaving  to  its 
^dverfarics  the  fufpiciousname  of  anti-federallft,  white  in  reality 
they  were  friends  of  the  conftitution,  and  enemies  only  of  the  cx- 
crfcfcencies  which  financiering  theories  threatened  to  attach  to  it. 

5*  It  isufel^fs  to  (top  longer  to  prove  that  the  monarqhJcal  fyflctn 
was  interwoven  with  thofe  novelties  of  finance,  and  that  the 
friehds  of  the  latter  favoured  the  attempts  which  were  made  in  order 
to  bring  the  conftitution  to  the  former  by  infcnfible  grhdatiows. — 
The  w/itings  by  influential  men  of  this  party  prove  it ;  their  r^al 
opinions  avow  it,  and  the  journals  of  the  fenate  are  the  dcpofitory 
ot  the  firft  attempt$, 

6.  Let  us,  therefore;  free  ourfclves  from  the  intermediate 
fpaces  in  which  the  progrefs  of  the  fyftem  is  marked,  (incc  they 
can  add  nothing  to  the  proof  of  its  exiftence.  Let  irs  pafs  by  its 
fympathy  with  our  regenerating  tnovements,  while  running  in  mo- 
narchical paths  ;  let  us  arrive  at  the  fituation  in  which  our  repub- 
lican revolution  has  placed  things  and  parties, 

7.  The  anti-federalifts  difembarrafs  themfelves  of  an  Infignifi- 
cant  denomination,  a;id  take  that  of  patriots  and  of  republicans. 
Their  adverfaries  become  ariftocrats,  notv^rithflinding  their  eflfbrts 
to  preferve  the  advantageous  illufion  of  antient  names  ;  opinions 
clafli  and  prefs  each  other ;  the  ariftocratic  attempts  which  for- 
merly had  appeared  inlignificant,  are  recoUcflcd  \  the  treafurer, 
who  is  looked  upon  as  their  firft  fpurce,  is  attacked  ;  his  opera- 
tions and  plans  are  denounced  to  the  public  opinions  ;  nay,  in  the 
feffions  of  1792  and  1793,  ^  folenui  inquiry  into  his  adminiftration 
was  obtained.

9.  Such  was  the  fituation  of  things  tewafds  the  clofe  of  the  hft 
and  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  year*  Let  us  pafs  over  the  di(^ 
contents  which  were  tnoft  j^enerally  expreflfed  in  thefe  critical 
moments*  They  have  been  tent  to  you  at  different  periods,  and  in 
detail.  In  every  quarter  are  arraigned  the  imbecility  of  the  go<* 
vemment  towards  Great  Britain,  the  defencelefs  (late  of  the  coun* 
try  againft  poflible  invafionsi  the  coldnefs  towards  the  French 
Republic  :  the  fydem  of  finance  is  attacked,  which  threatens  eter- 
nifing  the  debt,  under  pretence  of  making  it  the  guaranty  of  pub-^ 
lie  happlnefs ;  the  complication  of  that  fyftem  which  withholde 
from  general  infpe£lion  all  its  operations  ;  the  alarming  power  of 
the  influence  It  procures  to  a  man  whofe  principles  are  regarded  as 
dangerous  $  the  preponderance  which  that  man  acquires  from  day 
today  in  public  meafures  ;  and  in  a  word,  the  immoral  and  impo^ 
iitic  modes  of  taxation,  which  he  at  firft  prefents  as  expedients, 
and  afterwards  raifes  to  permanency* 

10.  In  touching  this  la(l  point,  we  attain  the  principal  complaint 
of  the  weftern  people,  and  the  oftenfible  motive  of  their  move- 
ments. Republicans  by  principle,  independent  by  charaAer  and 
fituation,  they  could  not  but  accede  with  enthuftaun  to  the  crimi- 
nations which  we  have  iketched*  But  the  excife  above  all  affefts 
thttn.  Their  lands  are  fertile,  watered  with  the  fined  rivers  in 
the  world  ;  but  the  abundant  fruits  of  their  labour  run  the  rifque  of 
perifliing  for  the  want  of  means  of  exchanging  them,  as  thofe 
more  happy  cultivators  do  for  objc£ls  which  (j^fire  indicates  to  all 
tncn  who  have  known  only  the  enjoyments  which  Europe  procures 
them.  They  therefore  convert  the  excefs  of  their  produce  into 
liquors  im^perfcAly  fabricated,  which  hadly  fupply  the  place  of 
thofc  they^  might  procure  by  exchange.  The  excife  is  created, 
and  ftrikea  at  this  confoling  transformation  ;  their  complaints  are 
anfwcred  by  the  only  pretext  that  they  arc  otherwife  inaccelfiblc 
to  every  fpecies  of  import.  But  why,  in  contempt'of  treaties,  are 
they  left  to  bear  the  voke  of  the  feeble  Spaniard,  as  to  the  Miflif- 
fippif  for  upwards  of'^  twelve  years  ?  Since  when  has  an  agricul- 
tural people  fubmitted  to  the  unjuft  capricious  law  of  a  people 
explorers  of  the  precious  metals  ?  Might  we  not  fuppoie  that 
Madrid  and  Philadelphia  mutually  aflided  in  prolonging  the  ilavery 
ef  the  river ;  that  the  proprietors  of  a  barren  coaft  are  afraid  left 
the  Mi(Ii(Tippi,  once  opened,  and  its  numerous  branches  brought 
into  a&ivity,  their  fields  might  become  deferts,  and  in  a  word, 
that  commerce  dreads  having  rivals  in  thofe  interior  parts,  as  foon  a# 
Aoir  inhabitants  (hall  ceafe  to  be  fubjeAs  i  This  lad  fuppofition  re 
fcut  too  well  founded  ;  an  influential  member  of  the  fenate,  Mr. 
Iz^alj  one  day  in  converfation  undii^uifedly  announced  it  to  me.  • 

iz.  Khali 


.  ft.  I  Oiatl  be  0MNfe  brief  in  my  obfisrvaUons  <m  the  iiiunBufs 
excited  by  the  fyftem  for  the  fale  of  lands*.  It  is  conceifed  to  be 
tmjuft  that  thefe  vaft  and  fertile  regions  Ihould  be  fold  by  provinces 
an  capitaliftsy  who  thus  enrich  themfelves^  and  retail  with  immcnfc 
profitS)  to  the  hofiiandnicn,  pofleflions  which  they  have  never 
iten.  If  there  were  not  a  latent  defign  tt>  arreft  the  rapid  fettle- 
jnent  of  thofe  iand^,  ahd  to  prolong  their  infant  flate,  why  not 
open  in  the  weft  land,  officeS)  where  every  body  without  diftinc- 
tion^  Oioald  be  admitted  to  purchafe  by  a  fmall  or  large  quantity  f 
Why  referve  to  fell  or  dtftribute  to  favourites,  to  a  clan  of  flatter- 
era*  of  courtiers,  that  which  belongs  to  the  ftatc>  and  which 
ihould  be  fold  to  the  griiateft  pbflible  profit  of  all  its  members  ? 

la.  Such  therefore  were  the  parts  of  the  public  grievance  upon 
which  the  weftern  people  mod  infifted.  Now^  aa  the  common 
difpatches  inform  you*  thefe  complaints  were  fyftematizing  by  the 
converfations  of  influential  men,  who  retired  into  thofe  wild  cotsn- 
tries*  and  who  from  principle,  or  by  a  feries  of  particular  heart- 
burntngSy  animated  difcontent,  already  too  near  to  eServefcence, 
At  laft  the  local  explofion  is  efieded.  The  weflern  people  cal- 
culated on  being  fupported  by  fome  diftinguiflied  charaders  in  the 
eaft,  .and  even  imagined  they  had  in  the  bofom  of  the  government 
fome  abettors,  who  might  (hare  in  their  grievances  or  their 
principles. 

13.  From  what  I  have  detailed  above,  thofe  men  might  in<)cci 
be  fuppofed  numerous.  The  feiTion  of  1793  ^^^  '794  had  given 
importance  to  the  republican  party,  and  folidity  to  its  accufations« 
The  propofiiions  of  Mr.  Madifon,  or  his  proje£t  of  a  navigation 
a6l,  of  which  Tvf  r.  JeiFerfon  was  originally  the  author,  fapped  the 
Britifli  intered,  now  an  integral  part  of  the  financiering  fyikm. 
Mr.  Taylor,  a  republican  member  of  the  fenate,  publithed,  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  fcifion,  three  pamphlets,  in  which  this  hA  is 
explored  to  its  origin,  and  developed  in  its  progrefs  and  confe- 
quences  with  force  and  method ;  in  the  lad  he  aflerts,  that  the  de* 
creptd  date  of  affairs  refulting  from  that  fyftem,  could  not  but 
prefage,  under  a  riling  government,  either  a  revolution  or  a  civil 
var. 

14*  The  firft  was  preparing ;  the  government,  which  had 
forefeen  it,  re-produced  under  various  forms  the  demand  of  a 
difpofable  force  which  might  put  it  in  a  refpeflable  ftate  of  de- 
fence* Defeated  in  this  mcafurc,  who  can  aver  that  it  may  not 
have  haftened  the  local  eruption,  in  order  to  make  an  advas- 
tageous  diverflon,  and  to  lay  the  more  general  ftorm  which 
it  faw  gathering  i  Am  I  not  authorized  in  forming  this  conjec- 
ture from  the  converfation  which  the  fecretary  of  ftate  had  with 
Uie  and  Le  Blanc  alone,  an  account  of  which  you  have  in  mf 
difpatch.  No.  3  ?  £ut  how  may  we  exped  that  the  neir  piaa 
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wiii  be  executed  ?    By  exarperating  and  levere  meafures,  aatho* 
rized  by  a  law  which  was  not  folictted  tUI  theclofe  of  tlie  feffion* 
This  law  gave  to  the  one  already  exifting  for  colleding  the  afiize 
a  coercive  force^  which  hitherto  it  had  not  poiieflfed,  and  a  de» 
oiand  which  was  not  ventured  before  to  be  made.     By  means  of 
this  new  law,  all  the  refra&ory  citizens  to  the  old  one  were 
aufed  to  be  purfued  with  a  fudden  rigour ;  a  great  number  cf 
writs  were  iflued.    Doubtlefs  the  natural  confequences  from  m 
condud  fo  deciflve  and  fo  harih  were  expefied ;  atid  before  theTe 
yftrt  manifeftedy  the  mearts  of  reprelfion  had  been  prepared. 
This  was  undoubtedly  what  Mr«  Randolph  meant  in  telling  me, 
that  under  pretext  of  giving  energy  to  the  government,  it  was  in* 
tended  to  introduce  abfolute  power,  and  to  miflead  the  Prefidettl 
in  paths  which  would  condu£t  him  to  unpopularity* 

15.  Whether  the  explofion  has  been  provoked  by  the  govern* 
ment|  or  owes  it^  birth  to  accident,  it  is  certain  that  a  commio* 
tion  of  fome  hundreds  of  men,  who  have  not  (ince  been  found  in 
arms,  and  the  very  •  pacific  union  of  the  counties  in  Braddock""* 
field,  a  union  which  has  not  been  revived^  were  not  fymptonijs 
which  CQuid  juftify  the  raifing  of  fo  great  a  force  as  1 5,000  men, 
Befldes  the  principles  uttered  in  the  declarations  hithertb  made 
public,  rather  announced  ardent  minds  to  be  fubdued.  fiut  ia 
order  to  obtain  fomething  on  the  public  opinion,  prepofleQel 
againft  the  demands  contemplated  to  be  made,  it  was  neceffaiy 
to  magnify  the  danger,  to  disfigure  the  views  of  thofe  people^  to 
attribute  to  them  the  defign  of  Uniting  themfelves  with  England^ 
to  alarm  the  citizens  for  the  fate  of  the  conditution,  whilft  in 
reality  the  revolution  threatened  only  the  minifters.  This  ft» 
fucceeded  ;  an  army  is  raifed  ;  this  military  part  of  the  fuppreK 
Coo  is  doubtlefs  Mr.  Hamilton's,  the  pacific  part  and  the  tend* 
ing  of  commiflions  are  due  to  the  influence  of  Mr.  Randolph  over 
the  mind  of  the  Prefident,  whom  I  delight  always  to  believe,  and 
whom  I  do  believe,  truly  virtuous,  and  the  friend  of  his  fellow* 
citizens  and  principles. 

16.  In  the  mean  time,  although  there  was  a  certainty  of  hav^ 
ing  an  army  ;  yet  it  was  neceflary  to  aflure  themfelves  of  co* 
operators  among  the  men  whofe  patriotic  reputation  might  iti* 
Suence  their  party,  and  whbfe  lukewarmnefs  or  vsrant  of  emrgf 
in  the  exifting  conjedures  might  compromife  the  fuccefs  of  the 
plans.  Of  all  the  governors  whofe  duty  it  was  to  appear  at  the 
niead  of  the  requifitions,  the  governor  of  Pennfylvania  alone  en* 
joyed  the  name  of  republican  ;  his  opinion  of  the  fecretary.of  the 
trearury,  and  of  his  fyftems,  was  known  to  be  uitfavourable. 
The  fecretary  of  this  State  poiTeifed  great  influence  in  the  popular 
fociety  of  Philadelphia,  which  in  its  turn  influenced  thofe  of  other 
States;  of  courfe  he  merited  attention*  n  It  appears,  therefore^ 
dut  thefie  ocny  with  others  unknown  to  mc^  all  having,  without 
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ddubty  Raadplph  at  their  h^d,  Mett  bflUancing  to  ^ide  on  their 
party*  Two  or  three  days  before  the  proclamation  was  pub« 
lilhed,  and  of  courfe  before  the  cabinet  had  refolved  on  its  siea- 
(tfreSf  Mr.  Randolph  came  to  fee  me  with  an  air  of  great  eag^r- 
nefs»  and  made  to  me.  the  overtures  of  which  I  have  given  you 
an  account  in  my  No.  6*  Thus  with  fome  thoufandff  of  dollars 
the  Republic  could  have  decided  on  civil  war  or  on  peace  1  Thus 
the  cunfcicnces  of  the  pretended  patriots  of  America  have  already 
their  prices  1  ^  It  is  very  true  that  the  certainty  of  thefe  conclu- 
(ions,  painful  to  be  drawni  will  for  ever  cxifl  in  our  archives ! 
What  will  be  the  old  age  of  this  government,  if  it  is  thus  early  dc 
crepid  !  Such,  citizen,  is  the  evident  confequence  of  the  fyftem  of 
finances  conceived  by  Mr*  Hamilton.  He  has  made  of  a  whole 
nation  a  ilock*jobbing  fpeculating  felfiih  people*  Riches  alone 
have  fix  confideration ;  and  as  no  one  likes  to  be  defpifed,  they 
are  univerfally  fought  after*  Neverthelefs  this  depravity  has  not 
yet  embraced  the  mafs  of  the  people ;  the  effects  of  this  pernicious 
Ifftem  have  as  yet  but  (lightly  touched  them.  Still  these  are  pa- 
triotSf  of  whom  I  delight  to  entertain  an  idea  worthy  of  that  im* 
poiing  title.     Confull  Munroe,  he  is  of  this  number ;  he  had 

3 prized  .me  of  the  men  whom  the  currettt  of  events  had  dragged 
Mfig  as  bodies  devoid  of  weight*  His  friend  Madifoa  is  alio 
|n  honed  man*  Jeiferfon,  on  whom  the  patriots  caft  their  eyes 
to  fucceed  the  Prelident,*  had  forefecn  thefe  crifes*  He  prudently 
vetired  in  order  to  avoid  making  a  figure,  againft  his  inclination) 
in  fcenes,  the  fecret  of  which  will  foon  ox  late  be  brought  to 
light. 

17.  As  foon  as  it  was  decided  that  the  French  Republic  )>ur- 
chafed  no  men  to  do  theii;  duty,  there  were  to.be  fcen  individual, 
about  whofe  conduct  the  government  could  at  Icaft  form  imeary 
conje^kures,  giving  themfelves  up  with  a  fcandalous  oftentatioti 
ta  its  views,  and  even  feconding  its  de(;lai:ation6.  The  popular 
focieties  foon  emitted  refblutions  (lamped  with  the  Gune  fpiritt 
and  who,  although  they  may  have  been  advifed  by  love  of  order, 
ini^t  neverthelefs  hive  omitted  or  uttered  them  with  lefs  folem- 
liity.  Then  were  fcen  coming  from  the  very  men  whom  we  had 
been  accuftomed  to  regard  as  having  little  friendfhip  for  the 
(yftem  of  the  treafurer,  harangues  without  cud,  i«  order  to  give 
a  new  dire£lion  to  the  public  mind.  The  militia,  howevei^  ma- 
ftifeft  ibme  repugnance,  particularly  in  Peni\fylvama,  for  the  A  r- 
vice  to  which  they  were  called.  Several  ofiicers  refign  ;  at  la:t, 
hj  excurftons  or  harangues,  incomplete  requifitions  are  obtained, 
Md  fcattcr^  volunteer  corps  from  different  parts  nttke  up  the 
deficiency.  How  much  more  interefting  than  the  changeable 
l&en  whom  I  have  painted  above,  were  thofe  plain  citizens  who 
anfwered  the  folicitaiions  which  were. made  to  them* to  join  the 
volantecrs-***^  If  we  ut  recjiured  JMt  wiil  march  f  becaufe  ^ve 
2  do 
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do  not  wifli  not  ta  have  a  government^  but  to  al'nEi  ourfelves  as 
rokinteers  wopid  be  in  appearance  fttbfcribing  implicitly  to  the 
excife  IVftem  which  we  reprobate. " 

iS.  What  I  have  faid  above^  authorises  then  our  reding  on 
the  opinion,  become  inconteftable,  that  in  the  crifis  which  has 
burfty  and  in''  the  means  employed  for  reftoring  order,  the  true 
qucftion  was  the  deflrUdion  or  the  triumph  oJF  the  treafurer's 
plan.  This  being  once  eftablifhed,  let  us  pafs  over  the  fa£ts 
related  in  the  common  difpatches^  and  fee  hovy  the  government 
or  the  treafurer  will  take  from  the  very  ftroke  which  threatens  his 
fyftem  the  fafe  opportunity  of  humbling  the  adyerfe  party,  and 
of  filencing  their  enemies,  whether  open  or  concealed.  The 
army  marched;  the  Prefldent  made  known  that  he  was  going 
to  command  it ;  he  fat  out  for  Carlifle  ;  Hamilton,  as  I  have 
underilood)  requested  to  follow  him ;  the  Preiident  dared  not  to 
Tcfufe  him.  It  does,  not  require  much  penetration  to  divine  the 
objefi  of  this  journey  ;  in  the  Preftdent  it  was  wife,  and  might 
alio  be  his  duty  ;  but  in  Mr.  Hamilton  it  Was  a  confequence 
of  the  profound  policy  which  dWtSt  all  his  fteps ;  a  meafure 
didated  by  a  perted  knowledge  of  the  human  heart*  ^as  it 
not  intereiUng  for  him,  for  his  party,  tottering  under  the  weight 
of  events  without,  and  accufations  within,  to  proclaim  an  inti- 
macy more  perfe£t  than  ever  with  the  Prefldent,  whofe  very 
name  is  a  fufllicient  (hield  againft  the  mod  formidable  attacks  i 
Now  what  more  evident  mark  could  the  Prefldent  give  of  his 
intimacy,  than  by  fufFering  Mr.  Hamilton,  whofe  name  even  is 
undcrdood  in  the  wed  as  that  of  a  public  enemy;  to  go  and 
place  himfelf  at  the  head  of  the  army,  which  went,  if  I  may  ufe 
the  expreflion,  to  caufe  his  fydem  to  triumph  againd  the  oppo*> 
(ition  of  the  people?  The  preftnce  of  Mr,  Hamilton  with  the 
army  mud  attach  it  more  than  ever  to  his  party  ;  we  fee  Avhat 
ideas  thefe  circumdances  give  birth  to  on  both  udes,  all  however 
to  the  advantage  of  the  fecretary. 

19.  Three  weeks  had  they  encamped  in  the  wed  without  a 
fingle  armed  man  appearing.  However,  the  Prefldent,  or  thofe 
who  wiihed  to  make  the  mod  of  this  new  manoeuvre,,  made  it 
public  that  he  was  going  to  command  in  perfon. — ^The  feflion  of 
Conzrefs  being  very  near,  it  was  wiflied  to  try  whether  there 
could  not  be  obtained  from  the  prefles,  which  were  Aippofed  to 
have  changed,  a  fllence,  whence  to  conclude  the  poflibility  of^ 
infringing  the  confiiiution  in  its  mod  eiTential  part;  in  that 
which  fixes  the  relation  of  the  Prefldent  with  the  legiflatiire. 
But  the  patriotic  papers  laid  hold  of  this  artful  attempt.  I  ;.m 
certain  that  the  omce  of  fecretary  of  date,  which  alone  remained 
at  Philadelphia ;  for  while  the  minider  of  finance  was  whh  the 
army,  the  minider  of  war  was  on  a  tour  to  the  province  of 
Maine  (400  miles  from  Philadelphia)  maintained  thocei^txoverfy 
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in  favour  of  the  opinion  vrhich  it  was  dcfircd  to  •flab1i(h«  A 
cooiparifon  botwcen  the  Pr/s fident  and  the  Engliih  monarch  wat 
introduced,  who»  far  removed  from  Weftminfter,  yet  firictly 
fulfils  his  duty  of  fanflioning ;  it  ivas  tnuch  infiftcd  on  that  the 
conflitution  declares  that  the  Prefidcnt  comnuuids  the  arni<J 
force.  This  flmilitudc  was  treated  with  contempt.  The  confc- 
quence  ot  the  power  of  commanding  in  perfon,  drawn  from  (lie 
right  to  command  in  chief,  or  diredl,  the  force  of  the  ft^te,  y?^ 
ridiculed  and  reduced  to  an  abfurdiiy,  by  fuppofing  a  fleet  at  ki. 
and  an  army  on  land*  The  refult  of  this  controverfy  was,  thut 
fome  days  after  it  was  announced  that  the  Prefident  would  con.c 
to  open  the  approaching  feflion. 

20.  During  his  flay  at  Bedford,  the  PrefHlent,  doubtlefs,  con- 
certed the  plan  of  the  campaign  with  Mr*  Lee,  to  whom  he  Ictt 
the  command  in  chief.  The  letter,  by  which  he  delegates  the 
command  to  him,  is  that  of  a  virtuous  man,  at  leaft*  as  to  the 
mnjor  part  of  the  fentiments  which  it  contains  ;  he  afterwards  fit 
out  for  l^hiladelphia,  where  he  has  juft  arrived,  and  Mr*  Hamil- 
ton remains  witn  the  army. 

ai.  This  la(t  circumOance  unveils  all  the  plan  of  the  fecretar)-; 
he  prefides  over  the  military  operations,  in  order  to  acquire  in 
the  fight  of  his  enemies  a  formidable  and  impofing  connderation* 
lie  and  Mr.  J^ce,  the  commander  in  chief,  agree  perfedUy  in 
prin  iples.  1  he  governors  of  Jerfey  and  Maryland  harmoni/c 
entirely  with  them;  the  governor  of^  Pennfylvania,  of  whom  it 
never  would  huvc  been  fufpcdledi  lived  intimately  and  publicly 
with  Hamilton,  bnch  a  union  of  perfons  would  be  matter  fu; - 
iicient  to  produce  rcfi fiance  in  the  weftern  countries,  even  aii* 
mitting  they  had  not  thought  of  making  any. 

22.  The  fuldiers  themfelves  are  afloni(hed  at  the  fcandalons 
gaiety  with  which  thofc  who  polFefs  the  fecrct  proclaim  their  ap- 
proaching triumph.  It  is  aikcd  of  >}vhat  ufe  is  15,000  men  in 
this  country,  in  which  provifions  are  fcarce,  and  where  are  to 
be  fti/ed  only  fome  turbulent  men  at  their  plough  i  Thofe  who 
conducted  the  expedition  knew  this.;  the  matter  is  to  create  a 
great  expencc  ;  when  the  fums  fliall  come  to  be  alTelfed,  noop'^ 
will  be  wiiliiin;  to  pay,  and  (hould  each  pay  his  alfeHhient,  it  will 
be  done  in  cuifing  the  infurgent  principles  of  the  patriots. 

23.  It  is  inipoifible  to  make  a  more  able  manoeuvre  for  t'nr 
opening  of  Congrefs.  The  pallions,  the  generous  indignation, 
which  has  u^^itatcd  their  minds  in  the  la^  feifion,  were  about 
being  renewed  with  Hill  more  vigour;  there  was  nothing  to  an- 
n«»uiRC  of  brilliant  fncccflbs  which  tlwty  had  promifcd.  The  hol- 
tilitics  of  Great  Ihitain  on  the  continent  fo  long  difgui fed,  and 
now  become  evident ;  a  commerce  always  haratfed ;  ridiculous 
ne^^(>!iations  lingering  at  London,  waiting  until  new  conjefiur(> 
(hould  authorifc  new  infults.     Such  was  the  pi£luf€  they  were 
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litrely  to  have  fo  biftr  the  reprereAtatives  of  thte  pwple*  But  thtj  . 
crifisi  and  the  great  movements  made  to  prevent  its  confequencea, 
change  the  ftate  of  things.  With  what  advantage  do  they  de- 
nounce an  atrocious  attack  upon  the  conftitution,  and  appreciatte 
the aflivhy  ufed  to  reprcfs  it;  the  ariflocratical  pafty  will  fooh 
have  underftood  the  fecret ;  all  the  misfortunes  wtU  be  attributed 
to  patri(»t8 ;  the  party  of  the  latter  is  about  being  deferted  by  all 
the  weak  meni  and  this  complete  feflion  will  have  been  gained. 

24..  Who  knows  what  will  be  the  limits  of  this  triumph  ? 
Perhaps  advantage  will  be  taken  by  it  to  obtain  fome  laws  fdr 
ftrengthening  the  government,  and  Hill  more  precipitating  thie 
propenfity  already  viflble,  that  it  has  towards  ariftocracy. 

2$.  Such  are,  citi%cnsi  the  data  which  I  pofTefs  concerning 
thefe  events,  and  the  confequenccs  I  draw  from  them  :  I  wifh  I 
may  be  deceived  in  my  calculations,  and  the  good  difpofition  6( 
the  people ;  their  attachment  to  principles  led  me  to  expeft  it. 
I  h»ve  perhaps  herein  fallen  into  the  repetitions  of  refleAiorfs 
and  fads  contained  in  other  difpatches,  but  1  wifhed  to  p-referit 
together  fome  views  which  I  have  reafon  to  afcribe  to  the  ruling 
party,  and  fome  able  manoeuvres  invented  to  fupport  themfclves. 
Without  participating  in  the  paflions  of  the  parties,  I  obfervt 
them  ;  and  I  owe  to  my  country  an  exad  and  nrt£t  accbunt  of 
the  fituation  of  things.  I  ihall  make  it  my  duty  to  keep  you 
regularly  informed  of  every  change  that  may  take  place  ;  above 
all  I  (hall  apply  myfelf  to  penetrate  the  difpofition  of  the  le^if- 
lature  ;  that  will  not  a  little  aifift  in  forming  the  final  idea  which 
wc  ought  to  have  of  thefe  movements,  and  what  we  (hould  really 
fear  or  hope  from  them.

Extract  from  the  Political  Difpatch^  No.  3,  ofjofeph  FauchU^  to  the 

Mintfter  of  Foreign  Affairs. 

THEN  the  fecretary  of  ftate  appeared  to  open  himfelf  without 
referve.  He  imparted  to  me  the  inteftme  divifions  whiich 
were  rumbling  inthe  United  States*  The  idea  of  an  approachiiO; 
commotion  affefted  him  deeply.  He  hoped  to  prevent  it  by  thS 
afccndancy  which*  he  daily  acquired  over  the  mina  of  the  Prefideat, 
v'ho  confulted  him  in  all  affairs;  and  to  whom  he  told  the  trulls, 
which  his  colleagues  difguifed  from  hlni. 

The  Prifidcnt  of  the  United  States,  fays  he,  is  t^e  mortiA 
enemy  of  ^England,  and  the  friend  of  France. '  I  can  a<- 
firm  h '  ttTi^an  my 'honour. .  But,  not  mixing  with*  the  world, 
he  may  be  circumvented  by -ihe^dark  mMioeilvcei  «f>  Toum) 

1^  n  a  men, 
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*inen»  whp  nyind  themfelvcs  in  an  hundred  wxy»  to  draw  him  into 
Rieafures  which  will  caufe  hiip  to  lofe  all  his  popularity.  Under 
the  pretext  of  givihg  energy  to  government,  they  would  abfolutely 
•make  a  monarch  of  him.  They  deceive  him  as  to  the  true  fpirit 
%cf  the  people,  as  well  as  upon  the  affairs  of  France.  I  am  fure 
that/  at  this  moment  he  efcapes  from  them^  and  that  in  all  thefe 

f perfidious  manoeuvres  they  have  not  been  able  to  difTuade  him 
rom  pronouncing  with  vigour  >againft  the  miniilry  of  England. 
He  has-^but  it  is  impoflible  for  me,  in  confcience^  to  make  you 
this  confeflion.  I  ihould  betray  the  duties  of  my  office.  Every 
thing  which  I  can  fay  to  you,  is,  that  it  is  important  for  our  two 
nations,  that  you  continue  to  vifit  htm  frequently  ;  he  will  be 
touched  with  the  proofs  of  friend  Ihip  wliich  you  fhall  tcftify  to 
him;  and  I  am  fure  that  this  will  be  an  infallible  means  of  caufing 
them  to  be  valued.  I  would  quit  the  pod  which  he  has  confided 
to  me,  if  he  could  be  brought  to  make  any  attempt  upon  the 
rights  of  the  people.  A  bill  has  pafTed  the  houfeof  reprefentativcs, 
which  wounds  liberty.  They  have,  at  leaft,  taken  away  the  article 
which  prevents  the  fale  of  the  French  prizes  in  our  ports.  My 
heart  is  troubled  by  it.  But  I  have  feen  with  pleafure,  that  my 
refledlions  on  this  fubjedt  upon  the  dreadful  crifis  which  would 
rcfult  from  an  abufe  from  it,  have  made  a  deep  impreiEon  upon 
the  mind,  I  will  even  fay  upon  the  heart  of  the  Preiident,  who  is 
an  honourable  man.  Let  us  unite,  Mr.  Fauchet,  to  draw  our 
two  nations  clofer  together*  Thofe  who  love  liberty  are  for  fra- 
tcrnifing  with  the  French  Republic  ;  the  partizans  of  flavery  pre- 
fer an  alliance  with  England. 

I,  he  faid  to  me,  (in  fpeaking  of  the  treaty  of  Jay,)  that  there 
is  no  queftion  in  his  miflion,  but  to  demand  a  folemn  reparation 
for  the  fpoliations  which  our  commerce  has  experienced  on  ihc 
part  of  England ;  and  to  give  you  a  proof  that  Mr.  Jay  cannot 
enter  into  a  negotiation  contrary  to  what  we  owe  to  France^  I  vviil 
give  you  the  part  of  the  inflruAions  which  concerned. 

Although  the  following  note  which  I  have,  written  in  his  own 
hand,  with  a  promife  to  burn  it,  b^  little  important,  I'  annex  it 
hereto. 

if  the  Englifh  miniftry  (hall  infmuate  that  the  whole  or  any  f^^*^ 
of  th^fe  infirudions  (hould  appear  to  be  influenced  by  a  fuppofeJ 
predilection  in  favour  of  France,  you  will  arreft  the  fubjeA  as 
Deing  foreign  to  the  prefent  que(lton»  It  is  what  the  EngUlh  nation 
has  no  right  to  objcdl  to,  betaufe  we  are  free  in  our  fentiments« 
and  independent  in  our  government.

T  TRUST  I  do  not  deceive  myfelf,  while  I  indulge  the  per-

caufe  (A  mutual  congratulation,  and  for  inviting  you  to  join  with

The  termination  0/  the  long,  expeniive,  and  diftrefling  war,

In  the  adjuftment  of  the  terms,  the  fatisfadlion  of  the  Indiaria 
was  deemed  an  objeA  worthy  no  lefs  of  the  policy  than  of  the 
liberality  of  the  United  States,  as  the  neceflary  bafis  of  durable 
tranquillity.  This  obje6l  has  been  fully  attained.  The  articles 
agreed  upon  will  immediately  be  laid  before  the  fenate  for  their 
confideration. 

The  Creek  and  Cherokee  Indians,  who  alone  of  the  fouthem 
tribes  had  annoyed  our  frontiers,  have  lately  confirmed  their  pre* 
exifling  treaties  with  us,  and  were  giving  evidence  of  a  fincere 
difpofition  to  carry  them  into  cffed,  by  the  furrendcr  of  the  pri- 
foners  and  property  they  had  taken :  but  we  have  to  lament, 
that  the  fair  profped  in  this  quarter  has  been  once  more  clouded 
by  wanton  murders,  which  fome  citizens  of  Georgia  are  repre- 
fentcd  to  hdve  recently  perpetrated  on  hunting  parties  of  the 
Creeks ;  which  have  again  fubjedied  that  frontier  to  difquietude 
and  danger,  which  will  be  produdive  of  further  expence,  and 
may  occafion  further  efFufion  of  blood.  Meafurcs  are  purfuing 
to  prevent  or  mitigate  the  ufual  confequences  of  fuch  outrages  ; 
and  with  the  hope  of  their  fucceeding,  at  leaft  to  avert  a  general 
hoftility, 

A  letter  from  the  Emperor  of  Morocco  announces  to  me  his 
recognition  of  our  treaty,  made  with  his  father  the  late  emperor; 
and  confequently  the  continuance  of  peace  with  that  power. 
With  peculiar  latisfa£lion  I  add,  that  information  has  been  re- 
ceived from  an  agent  deputed  on  our  part  to  Algiers,  importing 
thai  the  terms  of  the  treaty  with  the  Dey  and  Regency  of  that 
country  had  been  adjufted  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  authorife  the 
expe£latton  of  a  fpeedy  peace,  and  the  redoration  of  our  unfor- 
tunate fellow-citizens  from  a  grievous  captivity. 

The  lateft  advices  from  our  envoy  at  the  court  of  Madrid 
give,  moreover,  the  pleafmg  information,  that  he  had  received 
aflurances  of  a  fpeedy  and  latisfadtory  conclufion  of  his  negotiat 
tion.  While  the  event,  depending  upon  unadjufted  particulars^ 
cannot  be  regarded  as  afcertained,  it  is  agreeable  to  cherifh  the 
expe£lation  of  an  iflTue,  which,  fecuring  amicably  the  very  eflen}- 
tlal  interefts  of  the  United  States,  will,  at  the  fame  time,  lay  xHik 
foundation  of  lafting  harmony  with  a  power,  whofe  ffiendihtp 
we  have  uniformly  and  fincerely  defired  to  cultivate. 

Though  not  before  officially  difclofed  to  the  Houfe  of  R'cpre- 
lentatives,  you,  Gentlemen,  are  apprifed,  that  a  treaty  of  amitV^ 
commerce,  and  navigation,  has  been  negotiated  with  Great  ffrt- 
tain ;  and  that  the  fenate  have  advifed  and  confented  to  its  ratifi<^ 
cation,  upon  a  condition  which  excepts  part  of  one  article^  Agreed 
ably  thereto,  and  to  the  beft  judgment  I  was  able  to  fOriri  of  the 
public  iiiterefts,  after  full  arid"  mature  dfclibcratiOh,  I  have  added 

O  o  2  m/ 
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my  fandliga.  The  refult  on  the  part  of  his  Britannic  Majcfty  is 
unknown.  Wlien  received,  the  fubjeft  will  without  delay  be 
placed  before  the  Congrefs, 

This  intci citing  fummary  of  our  affairs,  with  regard  to  the 
foreign  ftatcs,  between  wiiom  and  the  United  States  cont rover fies 
have  fubfiftcd,  and  with  regard  alfo  to  ihofe  of  our  Indian  neigh- 
bonrs,  with  whom  wc  have  been  in  a  itate  of  enmity,  or  niif- 
underftanding,  opens  a  wide  field  for  confoling  and  graiifying 
reflediions.  If,  by  prudence  and  moderation  on  every  fide,  the 
extingiiKhment  of  all  the  caiifes  of  external  difcord,  which  have 
heretofore  menaced  our  tranquillity,  on  terms  compatible  with  our 
national  rights  and  honour,  fhall  be  the  happy  refult,  how  firm 
and  hew  prcciuiiij  a  foundation  will  have  been  laid  for  accele- 
rating, maturing,  and  ellabhlhing  the  profperity  of  our  country: 

Contemplating  the  internal  fituation,  as  well  as  the  cxternJ 
'relaticjfis  of  the  Unit^^d  States,  we  difcovcr  equal  caufe  for  con- 
tentment and  fatisfudliun.  While  many  of  the  nations  of  Eu- 
^rope,  with  th^ir  American  dependencies,  have  been  involved  ;n 
a  conteft  unufually  bloody,  exhaufting,  and  calamitous,  in  whi.ii 
the  evils  of  fcrrci^n  wa^  have  been  aggravated  by  domeftic  ccn- 
vulfions  and  infuncclion  ;  in  v\hich  many  of  the  arts  moft  ufcti! 
to  fociety  have  been  expofed  (o  difcouragement  and  decay ;  in 
which  fcarcity  of  fubfiltence  has  embittered  other  fufferinus 
while  even  the. anticipations  of  a  return  of  the  bleflings  of  pcj  c 
*and  repofe  are  alloyed  by  the  fenfc  of  heavy  and  accumulat!: .; 
'burthens,  which  prefs  upon  all  the  departments  of  induftry,  ai!'. 
threaten  to  clog  the  future  fprings  of  government : — our  favours  i 
country,  happy  in  a  ftriking  contralt,  has  enjoyed  general  tran- 
quillity— a  tranquillity  the  more  lUiisfaclory,  becaufc  maintaitu. 
at  the  expence  of  no  duty.  Falihfi:!  to  ourlelves,  wchavc\i" 
lated  no  obligations  to  others.  Our  agriculture,  commerce,  a:.i 
xnanufadlurcs,  profper  beyond  former  CAample  ;  the  molelbtior. 
,of  our  trade  (U)  prevent  a  continuance  of  wl.ich,  however,  V(.r» 
pointed  renjonllrances  have  been  made)  being  overbalanced  by  t^c 
aggregate  benefits  which  it  derives  from  a  neutral  p  )fili<)n.  0: : 
population  advances  with  a  celerity  which,  exceeding  the  \:v ' 
fanguine  expeftations,  proportionally  augmtnts  our  Urcngth  ai  ' 
refources,  and  guarantees  our  future  fecurity.  Every  part  of  tl 
Union  difplays  indications  of  rapid  and  various  iinproveme:  . 
arid  with  burthens  fo  light  as  fcarccly  to  be  perceived  ;  ui'.h  re- 
fources fully  adequate  to  our  *prcfent*exig(':'.C!^s  ;  v.- i:h  govern- 
ment'founded  on  the  genuine  principles  of  rational  liberty,  a:  • 
Vrilh  mild  and  vvholefome  laws  ;  is  it  too  much  to  fay,  that  : 
country  exhibits  a  fpeftacle  of  national  happinefs  never  furpaiie  , 
if  ever  before  equalled  ?  ^  . 

Tlaced  in  a.  fituation  every  way  fo  aufpicious,  motives  of  c^iv^- 
jtnanding  for^re  impel  us,  with  flncerc  acknowledgment  to  Heu- 
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veny  and  pure  love  to  our  count ry^  to  unite  our  efforts  to  prc- 
ferve,  prolong,  and  improve,  our  linmenre  advantages.  Toco- 
operate  with  you  in  this  ilefirable  work,  is  a  fervent  and  favourite 
wifli  of  my  heart. 

It  is  a  valuable  ingredient  in  the  general  eftimate  of  our  welfare, 
that  the  part  of  our  country  which  was  lately  the  fccne  of  diforder 
and  infurredlion,  now  enjoys  the  bleflings  of  quiet  and  order. 
The  milled  have  abandoned  their  errors,  and  pay  the  refpeA  to 
our  contlitution  and  laws  which  is  due  from  good  citizen^  to  the 
public  authorities  of  the  fociety.  Thefe  circumftances  have  in- 
duced  me  to  pardon,  generally,  the  offenders  heire  referred  to ; 
and  to  extend  forgivenefs  to  thofe  who  have  been  adjudged  to  ca- 
pital punilhments :  for,  although  I  ihall  always  think  it  a  facred 
duty  to  exercife  with  firmnefs  and  energy  the  conftitutional 
powers  with  which  I  am  vefted,  yet  it  appears  to  me  no  lels 
confiftcnc  with  the  public  good,  than  it  is  with  tny  perfonal  feel- 
ings, to  mingle  in  the  operations  of  government  every  degree  of 
moderation  and  tend^rnefs,  which  the  national  juflice,  dignity, 
and  fafety,  may  perrtiit. 

Gentlemen, 

Amon^  the  obje£ls  which  will  claim  your  attention  in  the 
courfe  ot  the  feffion,  a  review  of  our  military  eftablifliment  is 
not  the  leall  important^  It  is  called  for  by  the  events  which 
have  changed,  and  may  be  cxpe£led  dill  further  to  change  the 
fituation  of  our  frontiers.  In  this  review,  you  will  doubtlefs  ill* 
low  due  weight  to  the  confiderations,  that  the  queftions  between 
us  and  certain  foreign  powers  are  not  yet  finally  adjufied  ;  that 
the  war  in  Europe  is  not  yet  terminated  ;  and  that  our  weftem 
pofls,  when  recovered,  will  demand  provifion  for  garrifoning 
and  fecuring  them.  A  ftatement  of  our  military  force  will  be 
laid  before  you  by  the  department  of  war. 

With  the  review  of  our  army  eftablifhment  is  naturally  con* 
ncfted  that  of  the  militia.  It  will  merit  inquiry,  what  imper- 
fcftions  in  the  exifting  plan  further  experience  may  have  un- 
folded. The  fubjeft  is  of  fo  much  moment,  in  my  eftimation, 
as  to  excite  a  conftant  folicitude,  that  the  confideration  of  it  may 
be  renewed  until  the  greateft  attainable  perfection  fliall  be  accom- 
plilhed.  Time  is  wearing  away  fome  advantages  for  forwarding^ 
the  objeft,  while  none  better  deferves  the  perfevering  attention  of 
the  public  councils. 

While  we  indulge  the  fatisfaSion,  which  the  ajJiual  CQndition 
of  our  wedern  bordei^s  fo  well  authorifes,  it  is  neceiTary  that  we 
(hould  not  lofe  fight  of  an  important  truth,  which  continually  re« 
ceives  new  confirmations,  namely,  that  the  provifions  heretofore 
made  with  a  view  to  the  prote£tion  of  the  Indians  from  the  vio- 
lence of  the  lawlefs  part  of  the  frontier  inhabitants,  ate  infuffi- 

cicnt. 
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cicnt.  It  IS  demonftratedy  that  thefe  violences  can  now  be  perpe- 
trated with  impunity.  And  it  can  need  no  argument  to  prove, 
that  unlets  the  !nurdering  of  Indians  can  be  redrained,  by  bring- 
ing the  murderers  to  condign  puniibment,  all  the  exertion  of  the 
government  to  prevent  deflrudtive  retaliations  by  the  Indians  will 
prove  fruit Icfsy  and  all  our  prefent  agreeable  profpeds  illufory. 
The  frequent  deftruflion  of  innocent  women  and  children,  who 
are  chiefly  the  vi  aims  of  retaliation,  mud  continue  to  (hock  hu- 
manity ;  and  aa  enormous  expence  to  drain  the  treafury  of  the 
Union. 

To  enforce  upon  the  Indians  the  obfervance  of  juftice,  it  is 
indifpen fable  that  there  (hall  be  competent  means  of  rendering 
judice  to  them.  If  thefe  means  can  be  devifed  by  the  wi(Hom 
of  Congrefsi  and  efpeciaily  if  there  can  be  added  an  adequate 
provifion  for  fupplying  the  neceflities  of  the  Indians,  on  reafon- 
able  terms,  (a  meafure,  the  mention  of  which  I  the  more  readily 
repeat,  as  in  all  the  conferences  with  them  they  ui^e  it  with 
folicitude)  I  (hould  not  hefitate  to  entertain  a  ftrong  hope  of 
rendering  our  tranquillity  permanent.  I  add  with  pleafure,  that 
the  probability  even  of  their  civilization  is  not  diminifhed  by 
the  experimeiit£  which  have  been  thus  far  made  under  the  auf- 
pices  of  government.  The  accompli fhment  of  this  work,  if 
practicable,  will  refle£l  undecaying  ludre  on  our  national  cha- 
ra^er,  and  adminiiler  the  moil  grateful  confolations  that  virtuous 
minds  can  know. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

The  ftate  of  our  revenue,  with  the  fums  that  have  been  bor- 
ro^^ed  and  re-imburfcd,  purfuant  to  difierent  ads  of  Congrcfs, 
will  be  fubmitted  from  the  proper  departments ;  together  with  an 
eftimate  of  the  appropriations  neceflary  to  be  made  for  the  fer* 
vice  of  the  enfuing  year. 

Whether  meafures  may  not  be  advifeable  to  reinforce  the  pro- 
viHon  for  the  redemption  of  the  public  debt  will  naturally  engage 
your  examination — Congrcfs  have  demon drated  their  fenfe  to  be, 
and  it  were  fupcrfluous  \o  repeat  mine,  that  whatfoever  will  tend 
to  accelerate  the  honourable  extindlion  of  our  public  debt,  ac* 
cords  as  much  m  ith  the  true  intereds  of  our  country,  as  with  the 
gener;4  fenfe  of  our  condituents. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 
Houfe  of  Reprefentatives, 

The  datements  which  will  be  laid  before  you,  relative  to  the 
Mint,  will  (hew  the  fituation  of  that  inditution,  and  the  necelEty 
of  fome  further  legiflative  provifion^  for  carrying  the  bufinefs  of 
it  more  pomplctely  into  effeSt,  and  for  checking  abufes  whicb 
appear  to  be  arifing  in  particular  quarters*

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The  progreffi  in  providing  materials  for  the  frigates,  and  iti 
building  them;  the  (late  of  the  fortiScations  of  our  harbours; 
the  meafures  which  have  been  purfued  for  obtaining  proper  fcites 
for  arfenals,  and  for  replenifhing  our  magazines  ivith  military 
(lores  ;  and  the  ftcps  which  have  been  taken  towards  the  execu- 
tion of  the  law  for  opening  the  trade  with  the  Indians,  will 
Uicewife  be  prefented  for  the  information  of  Congrefs* 

Temperate  difcuflion  of  the  important  fubje£ls  which  may 
arife  in  the  courfe  of  the  feflion^  and  mutual  forbearance  where 
there  is  a  difference  of  opinion,  arc  too  obvious  and  neceflary  for 
the  peace^  happinefs,  and  welfare  of  our  country,  to  need  any 
recommendation  of  mine.

TN  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,   on  Monday,  Jan.  4,.  the

A  LETTER  from  the  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  of  the  French 
Republic,  received  on  the  aad  of  faft  month,  covered  an  Addrefs, 
<latcd  the  aift  of  OAober,  1795,  fr<>^  ^he  Committee  of  Public 
Safety,  to  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  United*  States  in  Congrefs ; 

•    ' '  '  and 
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and  alfo  infohned  me,  that  he  was  inftrufted  by  the  Committee 
to  prefent  to  the  United  States  the  colours  of  France  ;  I  there- 
fore propofed  to  receive  them  laft  Friday,  the  firft  day  of  the  new 
year»  a  day  of  general  joy  and  congratulation.  On  that  day  the 
niintder  or  the  French  Republic  delivered  the  colours,  with  an 
Addrefs,  to  which  I  returned  an  anfwer. 

By  the  latter  the  Houfe  will  fee  that  I  have  informed  the  mi- 
nifter,  that  the  colours  will  be  depofited  with  the  archives  of  the 
United  States.  But  it  fcemed  to  me  proper  to  exhibit  to  the  two 
Houfes  of  Congrcfs,  thefe  evidences  of  the  continued  friendfhip 
of  the  French  Republic,  together  with  the  fentiments  cxprelllil 
by  me  on  the  occafion,  in  behalf  of  the  United  States.  They  arc 
herewith  communicated.

Citi^ns  Reprefentativesj 

THE  conneflions  which  nature,  .reciprocal  events,  and  a 
happy  concurrence  of  circumftances,  have  formed  between  two 
free  nations,  cannot  but  be  indifToluble.  You  have  ftrengthencd 
thofe  facred  ties  by  the  declarations  which  the  minifter  plenipo- 
tentiary of  the  United  States  has  made,  in  your  name,  to  the 
National  Convention,  and  to  the  French  people.  They  have 
bpen  received  with  rapture  by  a  nation  who  know  how  to  appre- 
ciate every  teftimony  which  the  United  States  have  given  to  them 
of  their  affedlion.  The  colotirs  of  both  nations,  united  in  the 
centre  of  the  National  Convention,  will  be  an  everlafting  e>i- 
d^nce  of  the  part  which  the  United  States  have  taken  in  the  fuc- 
cefs  of  the  French  Republic. 

You  w^re  the  fird  defenders  of  the  rights  of  man  in  another 
hcmifphere.  Strengthened  by  your  example,  and  endowed  with 
an  invincible  energy,  the  Frencit  people  have  vanquifhed  that 
tyranny,  which,,  during  fo  many  centuries  of  ignorance,  fupcr* 
ilition,  and  bafenefs,  had  enchained  a  generous  nation. 

Soon  did  the  people  of  the  United  States  perceive  that  every 
vidory  of  our's  itrchgthened  their  independence  and  happinefs. 
They  were  deeply  afFeded  at  our  momentary  misfortunes,  occa- 
(loned  by  treafons  purchafed  by  Englifb  gold.  They  have  cele- 
brated with  rapture  the  fucceiT^s  of  our  brave  armies. 

None 
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None  of  thefe  fympathetic  emotions  have  efcaped  the  fcjnfibility 
of  the  French  nation.  They  have  all  ferved  to  cement  the  moft 
intimate  andTolid  union  that  has  ever  cxided  between  two  nations^ 

The  Citizen  Adct/  who  will  refide  with  your  government  in 
quality  of  rainifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  French  Republic,  is 
fpecially  inftrufted  to  tighten  thefe  bands  of  fraternity  and  mu- 
tuil  benevolence.  We  hope  that  he  may  fulfil  this  principal* ob- 
jeft  of  his  million,  by  a  condudl  worthy  of  the  confidence  of 
both  nations,  and  of  the  reputation  which  his  patriotifra  and  vir- 
tues have  acquired  him. 

An  analogy  of  political  principles,  the  natural  relations  of 
commerce  and  induftry  ;  the  efforts  and  immenfe  facrifices  ot 
both  nations  in  defence  of  liberty  and  equality  ;  the  blood  which 
they  have  fpilled  together ;  their  avowed  hatred  to  defpots ;  the 
moderation  of  their  political  views  ;  the  difintereftednefs  of  their 
councils  ;  and  efpecially  the  fuccefs  of  the  vows  which  they  have 
made  in  the  prefence  of  the  Supreme  Being,  to  be  free  or  die-^ 
all  combine  to  render  indcftrudiible  the  connexions  which  they 
have  formed. 

Doubt  ij  not,  Citizens — we  (hall  finally  deftroy  the  combina- 
tion of  tyrants ;  you,  by  the  piAure  of  profperity,  which  ia 
your  vaft  countries  has  fucceeded  to  a  bloody  ftruggle  of  eight 
years ;  we,  by  the  enthufiafm  which  glows  in  the  bread  of  evexy 
Frenchman.  Aftoniibed  nations,  too  long  the  dupes  of  perfidious 
kings,  nobles,  and  priefts,  will  eventually  recover  their  rights^ 
and  the  human  race  will  owe  to  the  American  and  French  nations 
their  regeneration  and  a  lading  peace.

Mr.  Prcfident, 

I  COME  to  acquit  myfelf  of  a  ddty  very  dear  to  my  heart ;  I 
come  to  depoilt  in  your  haods^  and  in  the  midd  of  a  people  judly 
renowned  for  their  courage  and  their  love  of  liberty,  the  fymbol 
of  their  triumphs,  and  of  the  enfranchifement  of  my  nation. 

When  (he  broke  her  chains  ;  when  (he  proclaimed  the  impre- 
fcriptible  rights  of  man ;  when,  in  a  terrible  war,  (he  {baled  with 
her  blood  the  covenant  flie  made  with  liberty  \  her  own  happinefs 
was  not  alone  the  objedt  of  her  glorious  efforts ;  her  views  ex- 
tended  alfo  to  all  free  people.  She  faw  their  interefts. blended 
with  her  own,  and  doubly  rejoiced  in  her  vidories,  which,  ia 
aiTuring  to  her  the  enjoyment  of  her  fights,  became  to  them  nevr 
guarantees  of  their  independence. 

Thefe  fentiments,  which  animated  the  French  nation  from  the 
dawn  of  their  revolution^  havt  acquired  new  ftrength  fince  the 
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foundatioji  of  the  Republic.  France,  at  that  time,  by  the  form 
of  its  government^  aflimilated  to,  or  rather  identified  with,  free 
people,  faw  in  them  only  friends  and  brothers.  Long  accuftomed 
to  regard  the  American  people  as  her  moft  faithful  allies,  (he 
has  (ought  to  draw  clofer  the  ties  already  formed  in  the  fields  of 
America,  under  the  aufpices  of  viAory,*  over  the  ruins  of 
tyranny ! 

The  National  Convention,  the  organ  of  the  will  of  the  French 
nation,  have  more  than  once*  expreflcd  their  fentiments  to  the 
American  people  \  but  above  all,  thcfe  burft  forth  on  that  augiill 
day,  when  the  minifter  of  the  United  States  prcfented  to  the  Na- 
tional Reprefentation  the  colours  of  His  country,  Defiring  never 
to  lofc  recolleftions  as  dear  to  Frenchmen  as  they  muft  be  to 
Americans,  the  Convention  ordered  that  thcfe  colours  (hould  be 

! ►laced  in  the  hall  of  their  fittings.  They  had  experienced  fen- 
ations  too  agreeable  not  to  caiife  them  to  be  partaken  of  by  their 
allies,  and  decreed,  that  to  them  the  national  colours  (hould  be 
prefentcd. 

Mr.  Prefident, 

I  do  not  doubt  their  expeflations  will  be  fulfilled ;  and  I  am 
c?onvinced  that  every  citizen  will  receive,  with  a  pleafing  emotion, 
this  flag,  elfewhere  the  terror  of  the  enemies  of  liberty,  here 
the  certain  pledge  of  faithful  friendfliip ;  efpecially  when  they

The  Anfwer  of  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States  to  the  Addrefs  of 
the  Mtnifier  Plenipotentiary  of  the  French  Republic,  on  his  pre- 
Jmting  the  Colours  of  France  to  the  United  States. 

BOR^,  Sir,  in  a  land  of  liberty — having  early  learned  its 
value— having  engaged  in  a  perilous  confliA  to  defend  it — having, 
in  a  word,  devoted  the  beft  years  of  my  life  to  fccure  its  perma- 
nent eftabliihment  in  my  own  country,  my  anxious  recolledions, 
my  fympathetic  feelings,  and  my  beft  wiflies,  are  irreiiftibly  ex- 
cited, whcnfoever  in  any  country  I  fee  an  oppreifed  nation  unfurl 
the  banners  of  freedom.  But,  above  all,  the  events  of  the  French 
revolution  have  produced  the  deepeft  folicitude,  as  well  as  the 
hlgheft  admiration.  To  call  your  nation  brave,  were  to  pro- 
nounce but  common  praife.  Wonderful  people !  Ages  to  come 
will  read  with  aftoni(hment  the  hiftory  of  your  brilliant  exploits! 
I  rejoice  that  the  period  of  your> toils  and  your  immenfe  facrificcs 
\$  approaching.  I  rejoice  that  the  intefefting  revolutionary 
movements  of  fo  many  years  have  ended  in  the  formation  of  a 
2  .       K  conftitution 
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conftituticm  defigned  to  give  permanency  to  the  great  objeA  for 
which  you  have  contended.  I  rejoice  that  liberty,  which  you, 
have  fo  long  embraced  with  enthuliafm — liberty,  of  which  you 
have  been  the  invincible  defenders,  now  finds  an  afylum  in  the 
bofom  of  a  regularly  organized  government  \  a  governnYent  which 
being  formed  to  fecure  the  happincfs  of  ihe  French  people,  corre- 
fponds  with  the  ardent  wiflies  of  my  heart,  while  it  gratifies  the 
pride  of  every  citizen  of  the  United  States  by  its  refemblance  tp 
their  own.  On  thefe  glorious  events,  accept,  Sir,  my  fincer^ 
congratulations. 

In  delivering  to  you  thefe  fqntiments,  I  cxprefs  not  my  own 
feelings  oiUy,  but  thofe  of  my  fellow  citizens,  in  relation  to  the 
commencement,  the  progrcfs,  and  the  iifue  of  the  French  revolu* 
tion:  and  they  will  cordially  join  with  me  in  pureft  wiihes  to  the 
Supreme  Being,  that  the  citizens  of  our  tiller  Republic,  our  mag- 
nanimous allies,  may  foon  enjoy  in  peace  that  liberty  which  they 
have  purchafed  at  fo  great  a  price,  and  all  the  happinefs  which 
liberty  can  beftow. 

I  receive,  Sir,  with  lively  fenfibility,  the  fymbol  of  the  tri- 
umphs, and  the  enfranchifcment  of  your  nation,  the  colours  of 
France,  which  you  have  now  prefented  to  the  United  States.  The 
tranfa£tion  will  be  announced  to  Congrefs  ;  and  the  colours  will 
be  depofitcd  with  thofe  archives  of,  the  United  States,  which  are 
at  once  the  evidences  and  memorials  of  their  freedom  and  indepen* 
dence.  May  thefe  be  perpetual  1  And  may  the  friendfliip  ot  the 
two  Republics  be  commenfurate  with  their  exigence.

ftruftions  granted  to  Mr.  Jay  relative  to  the  Treaty  with  Great 

Britain  \  and  iff  Reply  to  this  Refue^,  XSenerai  tf^ajhin^n  rt^ 

turned  the  following  Anfwer : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Reprcfentatives, 

TITITH  the  utrooft  attention  I  have  confidcred  your  r^folution 
^  of  the  24th  inilant,  rcquefting  mc  to  lay  before  your  houfe 
a  copy  of  the  in(lru£tions  to  the  minifter  of  the  Unit|d  States,  who 
negotiated  the  treaty  with  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  together  with 
the  correfpon4enc^  and  other  documents  relative  to  tliat  treaty, 
excepting  fuch  of  the  faid  papers  ^s  any  exiting  negotiation  may 
render  improper  to  be  difclofed^ 

In  deliberating  on  this  f\;tbie£^,  }t  was  impoifible  for  me  to  lofe 
fight  of  the  principle  which  fome  have  avowed  in  its  difcvtflion,  or 
to  ayoid  extending  nw  views  to  the  confeq^uienci^  whkh  muft  flow 
from  the  ^dmiffiou  q(  that  principle. 

fya  Itruft 
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I  truft  that  no  p?irt  of  my  condufl:  has  ever  uidicited  a  difpofiiion 
to  withhold  any  information  which  the  conftitution  has  enjoined 
upon  the  Prefidcnt  as  a  duty  to  give,  or  which  could  be  required 
of  him  by  either  houfe  of  Congrefs  as  a  right ;  and  with  truth  I 
affirm,  that  it  has  been,  as  it  will  continue  to  be  while  I  have  the 
honour  to  prefide  in  the  government,  my  conftant  endeavour  to 
harmonize  with  the  other  branches  thereof,  fo  far  as  the  truft  de- 
legated to  me  by  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  my  fenfe  of 
the  obligation  it  impofes,  to  *  preferve,  protedl,  and  defend  the 
-   conftitution,'  will  per.mit. 

The  nature  of  foreign  negotiations  requires  caution  ;  and  their 
fnccefles  muft  often  depend  on  fecrecy,  and  even  when  brought  to 
a  conclufion,  a  full  difclofure  of  all  the  meafures,  demands,  or 
eventual  conceflions  which  may  have  been  propofed  or  contem- 
plated, would  be  extremely  impolitic  \  for  this  might  have  a  per- 
nicious {nfluence  on  future  negotiations,  or  produce  immediate 
inconveniencies ;  perhaps  danger  and  mifchief,  in  relation  to 
other  powers.  The  ncceflity  of  fuch  caution  and  fecrecy  was  one 
cogent  reafon  for  vefting  the  power  of  making  treaties  in  the  Pre- 
fident,  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  fenate  ;  the  principle  on 
vhich  that  body  was  formed  confining  it  to  a  fmall  number  of 
members.  To  admit,  then,  a  right  in  the  houfe  of  reprefentativcs 
to  demand,  and  to  have  as  a  matter  of  courfe,  all  the  papers  re- 
fpcfling  a  negotiation  with  a  foreign  power,  would  be  to  eftablilh 
a  dangerous  precedent, 

•  It  does  not' occur  that  the  infpeftion  of  the  papers  afked  for  can 
be;  relative  to  any  purpofe  under  cognizance  of  the  houfe  of  repre- 
ferftatives,  *  except  that  of  an  impeachment,  which  the  refoluiica 
haj  not  expreffecl.  I  repeat  that  I  have  nodifpofition  to  withhold 
any  information  which  tlie  duty  of  my  ftation^ill  permit,  or  the 
•public  good  fhall  require  to  be  difclofed  ;  and,  in  faft,  all  the 
papers  affeAing  the  negotiation  with  Great  Britain  were  laid  be- 
fore the  fenate,  when  the  treaty  itfelf  vvas  comrnunicated  for  their 
confideration  andadviee. 

The  courfe  which  the  debate  has  taken  on  the  refolution  of  the 
houfe,  leads  to  fome  obfervations  on  the  mode  of  making  treaties 
under  the  conflitution  of  the 'United  States. 

Having  been  a  member  of  the  general  convention,  and  know!:;: 
the  principles  on  which  the  conftitution  was  formed,  I  have  ne\er 
entertained  but  one  opinion  on  this  fubjcdl";  and  from  the  fir:t 
eftablilh ment  of  the  government  to  this  moment,  my  conduft  hjs 
exemplified  that  opinion,  that  the  power  of  making  treaties  isex- 
clufively  vefted  in  the  Prefident,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
fenate,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  fenators  prcfent  concur  ;  anJ 
that  every  treaty  fo  made  and  promulgated,  thenceforward  became 
the  law  of  the  land.     It  is  thus  that  the  treaty-making  power  has 

been 
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been  underftood  by  foreign  nations  ;  and  in  all  treaties  m^de  !i¥lth 
them  we  have  declared^  and  they  have  believed,  that  when  ratified 
by  the  Frefidenty  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  fenate^  the/ 
became  obligatory*  In  this  conflru£tion  of  the  conftitution,  every 
houfe  of  reprefentatives  has  heretofore  acqviiefced  ;  and  until  the 

f^refeot  time,  not  a  doubt  or  fufpicion  has  appeared  to  my  know- 
edge,  that  this  conftrudion  was  not  the  true  one.  Nay,  thef 
have  more  than  acquiefced  ;  for  until  now,  without  controverting 
the  obligation  of  luch  treaties,  they  have  made  all  the  requifite 
proviHons  for  carrying  them  into  eSc£t. 

There  is  alfo  reafon  to  believe  that  this  conftru6lion  agrees  with 
the  opinions  entertained  by  the  (late  conventions,  when  they  were 
deliberating  on  the  conditution,  efpecially  by  thofe  who  objeded 
to  it,  becaufe  there  was  not  required  in  commercial  treaties  the 
cpnfent  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  fenate,  inftead'of  two-thirds  of 
the  fenators  prefent ;  and  becaufe  in  treaties  refpedling  territorial 
and  certain  other  rights  and  claims,  the  concurrence  of  three-fourths 
of  the  whole  number  of  the  members  of  both  houfes  refpe£tively 
was  not  made  necefTary. 

It  is  a  fa£t  declared  by  the  general  convention,  and  univerfally 
underftood,  that  the  conditution  of  the  United  States  was  the  refuU 
of  a  fpirit  of  amity  and  mutual  concellion*  And  it  is  well  known, 
that  under  this  influence  the  fmaller  dates  were  admitted  to  an  equal 
reprefentation  in  the  fenate  with  the  larger  dates,  and  that  thif 
branch  of  the  government  was  inveded  with  great  powers,  for  on 
the  equal  participation  of  thofe  poivers  the  fovcreignty  and  politic 
cal  fafety  of  the  fmaller  dates  were  deemed  eftentially  to  depend* 

If  other  proofs  than  thefe,  and  the  plain  letter  of  the  conditu- 
tion itfelf,  be  necefTary  to  afcertain  the  point  under  confideration^ 
they  may  be  found  in  the  journals  of  the  general  convention, which 
I  have  depofxted  in  the  office  of  the  department  of  date.  In  thofe 
journals  it  will  appear  that  a  proportion  was  made,  **  that  no 
treaty  ihould  be  binding  on  the  United  States  which  was  not  rati* 
fied  by  a  law,"  and  that  the  propofition  was  explicitly  reje£led. 

As,  therefore,  it  is  perfediv  clear  to  fny  underdanding,  that 
the  aflent  of  the  houfe  of  reprefentatives  is  not  necefTary  to  the  va« 
lidity  of  a  treaty,  as  the  treaty  with  Great  Britain  exhibits  in  itfelf 
all  the  objeds  requiring  legiflative  provifion,  and  on  which  thefe 
papers  called  for  can  throw  no  light ;  and  as  it  is  efTentiaf  to  the 
due  adminidration  of  the  government,  that  the  boundaries  fixed 
by  the  condituticfn  between  the  different  departments  fhould  be 
preferved— a  jud  regard  to  the  conditution,  and  to  the  duty  of  my 
office,  under  all  the  .circumdances  of  this  cafe^  forbid  a  compliaqco 
with  your  requcd.

T>  ESOLVED,  that  it  being  declared  by  the  fecond  fefiion  of 
■■^  the  fecond  article  of  the  conftitution,  **  that  the  Prcfident  (hall 
bavc  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  fenate,  to  make  trea- 
ties, provided  two-thirds  of  the  fenate  prefent  concur  ;  the  houfc 
of  reprefcntatives  do  not  claim  any  agency  in  making  treaties; 
but  that  when  a  treaty  (lipulates  regulations  on  any  of  the  Ajbjefls 
fiibmittcd  by  the  conftitutbn  to  the  power  of  congrefs,  it  muft  de- 
pend for  its  execution  as  to  fuch  ftipulations,  on  a  law  or  laws  to 
be  pafled  by  Congrefs  ;  and  it  is  the  conftitutional  right  and  duty 
of  the  houfe  of  rcprefentatives,  in  all  fuch  cafes,  to  deliberate  on 
the  expediency  or  inexpediency  of  carrying  fuch  treaties  into  cffcS ; 
and  to  determine  and  a£l  thereon,  as  in  their  judgment  may  be 
moft  conducive  to  the  public  good." 

Refolved,  that  it  is  neceHary  to  the  propriety  of  any  application 
from  this  houfe  to  the  executive  for  information  defired  by  them, 
and  which  may  relate  to  any  conftitutional  fundlions  of  the  houfe, 
that  the  purpofe  for  which  fuch  information  may  be  wanted,  or  to 
which  the  fame  be  applied,  fhould  be  ftated  in  the  application. 

Refolved,  that  it  is  Expedient  to  pafs  the  laws  neccfTaryfor  car- 
rying into  effedl  the  treaty  lately  concluded  with  certain  Indians 
north-weft  of  the  Ohio, 

Refolved,  that  it  is  expedient  to  pafs  the  laws  neceflary  for 
carrying  into  efFcd  the  treaty  lately  concluded  with  the  Dey  ami 
RegciKry  of  Algiers. 

*  The  houfe  taking  into  confideration  the  treaty  of  amity,  com- 
merce, and  navigation,  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain,  communicated  by  the  Prefident  in  his  meflage  of  the  firll 
day  of  March  laft,  are  of  opinion,  that  it  is  in  many  ^fpe6^s 
highly  injurious  to  the  intercfts  of  the  United  States  ;  yet  were 
they  poflcfted  of  any  information  that  could  juftify  the  great  facri- 
fices  contained  in  the  treaty,  their  fincere  defire  to  cheriih  harmony 
and  amicable  intercourfe  with  all  nations,  and  their  earneft  wi(h 
to  co-operate  in  haftening  a  final  adjuflment  of  the  differences 
fubfifting  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  might 
have  induced  them  to  wave  their  objeftions  to  the  treaty ;  but 
when  they  contemplate  the  conduft  of  Great  Britain,  m  per- 
fevering,  fince  the  treaty  was  figned,  in  the  impreflment  of  Ame- 
rican fcamen,  and  the  fcizure  of  American  veflels  laden  with  pro- 
vifions,  contrary  to  the  cleareft  right  of  neutral  nations ;  whether 
this  be  viewed  as  the  conftru£\ion  meant  to  be  given  to  any  article 
in  the  treaty,  or  as  contrary  to,  and  an  ipfradion  of  the  true 
meaning  and  fpirit  thereof,  the  houfe  cannot  but  confider  it  as  in- 
cumbent on  them  to  forbear,  under  fuch  circumftances,  taking 

at  prcffent  any  adive  meafures  on  the  fubjed :  therefore, 

Refolved, 
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Refolved,  that  under  the  circumftances  aforefauti  and  with  fucli 
information  as  the  houfe  poflefles,  it  is  not  expedient  at  this  time 
to  concur  in  paffing  the  laws  neceiTary  for  carrying  the  faid  treatj 
into  effc£l.* 


Letter  from  Mr.  Jefferjon  to  Mr.  Hammond,  f   . 

Sir,  Philadelphia^  Sept.  5,   X793. 

T  AM  honoured  with  your's  of  Auguft  30.     Mine  of  the  7th  of 

that  month  aflured  you,  that  meafures  were  taken  for  excluding 
from  all  farther  afylum  in  our  ports,  veflels  armed  in  them  to 
cruize  on  nations  with  which  we  are  at  peace,  and  for  the  reftora- 
tion  of  the  'prizes,  the  Lovely  Lafs,  and  the  Jane,  of  Dublin ; 
and  that  ihould  the  meafures  for  reditution  fail  in  their  tStSt^  the 
Prefldent  confidered  it  as  incumbent  on  the  United  States  to  make 
compenfation  for  the  veflels. 

We  are  bound  by  our  treaties  with  three  of  the  belligerent 
nations,  biy  all  the  means  in  our.  power  to  prote£t  and  defend  their 
veflels  and  eifeds  in  our  ports  or  waters,  or  on  the  feas  near  our 
Ihores,  and  to  recover  and  reflore  the  fame  to  the  right  owners 
when  taken  from  them*  If  all  the  means  in  our  power  are  ufed, 
and  fail  in  their  effed,  we  are  not  bound  by  our  treaties  with  thofe 
nations  to  make  compenfation. 

Though  we  have  no  (imilar  treaty  with  .Great  Britain,  it  was  the 
opinion  of  the  Prefident,  that  we  (hould  ufe  towards  that  nation 
the  fame  rule,  which,  under  this  article,  was  to  govern  us  with 
the  other  nations  ;  and  even  to  extend  it  to  captures  made  on  the 
high  feas,  and  brought  into  our  ports,  if  done  by  veflels  which  had 
been  armed  within  them. 

Having,  for  particular  reafons,  forbore  to  ufe  all  the  means  ia 
our  power  for  tne  reflitution  of  the  three  veflels  mentioned  in  my 
letter  of  Auguft  7th,  the  Prefident  thought  it  incumbent  on  the 
United  States  to  make  compenfation  for  them.  And  though  no- 
thing was  faid  in  that  letter  of  other  veflels  taken  under  like  cir« 
cumftances,  and  brought  iti  after  the  5th  of  June,  and  before  the 
date  of  that  letter,  yet  when  the  fame  forbearance  had  taken  place^ 
it  was  and  is  his  opinion,  that  compenfation  would  be  equally 
due. 

As  to  prizes  made  under  the  fame  circumftances,  and  brought 
in  after  the  d^e  of  that  letter,  the  Prefident  detennined  that  all  the

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means  in  our  power  (hould  be  ufcd  for  their  rcftltution.  If  thefe 
fi^il,  as  we  (hould  not  be  bound  by  our  treaties  to  nQak<;  compen- 
fation  to  the  other  powers  in  the  analogous  cafe,  he  did  not  mean 
to  give  an  opinion  that  it  ought  to  be  done  to  Great  Britain.  £ut 
fiiliy  if  any  cafe  (hall  arife  fubfcquent  to  that  date,  the  circutn- 
dances  of  which  (hall  place  them  on  (imilar  ground  with  thofe 
before  it,  the  Pre(ident  would  think  compenfation  equally  incum« 
bent  on  the'United  States. 

InftruSions  are  given  to  the  governors  of  the  diflferent  ftatcs  to 
life  all  the  means  in  their  power  for  reftdring  prizes  of  this  laft  de- 
fcription  found  within  their  ports  j  though  they  will  of  courfe 
take  meafures  to  be  informed  of  them,  and  the  general  government 
has  given  them  the  aid  of  the  cuftoni-houfe  officers  for  this  purpofe, 
yet  you  will  be  fenfible  of  the  importance  of  multiplying  the  chan- 
nels of  their  information,  as  far  as  (hall  depend  on  yoyrfelf,  or 
any  perfon  under  your  dtredlion,  in  order  that  the  governors  may 
life  the  means  in  their  power  for  making  reftitution. 

Without  knowledge  of  the  capture  they  cannot  reflore  it.  It 
would  always  be  beft  to  give  the  notice  to  them  direftly  ;  but  any 
information  which  you  (hall  be  pleafed  to  fend  to  me  alfo  at  any 
time,  fhall  be  forwarded  to  them  as  quickly  as  diftatice  will 
permit. 

'  Hence  you  will  perceive.  Sir,  that  the  Prefident  contemplates 
reftitution  or  compen(ation  in  the  cafes  before  the  7th  of  Auguft; 
and  ifter  that  date,  reftitution,  if  it  can  be  eflfefted  by  any  means 
In  our  power :  and  th^  it  will  be  important  that  you  (hould  fub- 
fiantiate  the  hSt,  that  fuch  prizes  are  in  our  ports  or  waters. 

Your  lift  of  the  privateers  illicitly  armed  in  our  ports,  is,  I  bc- 
Keve,  correft. 

With  refpefl  to  lofles  by  detention,  wafte,  or  fpoliation,  fuf- 
ifiained  by  velTels  taken  as  before-mentioned,  between  the  dates  of 
June  5th,  and  Auguft  7th,  it  is  propofed  as  a  provifional  meafurc, 
fliat  the  coUeftor  of  the  cuftoms  of  the  diftrift,  and  the  Briti(h  con- 
ftxI,or  any  other  perfon  you  pleafe,  (hall  apj^oint  perfons  to  eftablilh 
the  value  of  the  vefTel  and  cargo  at  the  t?me  of  her  capture,  and  of 
her  arrival  in  the  port  into  which  fhe  is  brought,  according  to 
their  vatue  in  that  port.  If  this  (hall  be  agreeable  to  you,  and 
you  will  be  pleafed  to  (ignify  it  to  mte,  with  the  names  of  the 
prizes  underftood  to  be  of  this  defcription,  inftruftions  will  be 

S*  ven  accordingly  to  the  collcftors  of  the  cuftoms  where  the  refpcc- 
.  rp  vcffcls  are.

Letter  iranfmUted  in  June^  I79S>  A^^  General  De  f^lns,  delivered 
to  the  Genoefe  Government  by  the  Aujirian  Cdlonel  Britani. 

'T'HE  French  armies^  rcgardlefs  of  the  neut»ality  adopted  by  the 
'''  tnoit  ilIuflrioUw<(  Republic  of  Genoa^  have  aggreffed  on  its  ter« 
ritories  by  crofTing  the  river  Paucnt^  and  threaten,  an  invafion  of 
Piedmont  and  Auftrian  Lpmbardy.  His  Imperial  Maiefly  hat 
therefore  deemed  it  expedient  to  augment  his  anrfy  of  Italy  foi* 
the  defence  of  his  hereditary  dominions,  and  having  conferred  oa 
me  the  command  of  that  army,  I  feol  it  my  duty  in  my  turn  to 
enter  upon  the  territories  of  the  Republic  at  the  head  of  the  Impe^^ 
rial  army,  for  the  purpofe  of  carrying  his  Majcfty's  order  into 
effeft,  by  repelling  the  enemy,  and  putting  the  Auitrlan  poirefliona. 
out  of  danger.  The  illuftrious  Republic  will,  I  trud,  feel  the 
tieceflity  of  the  flep  which  my  {>erfonal  fituation  compels  me  to 
adopt.  The  meafures  I  intend  to  purfue  will  not  bnly  infure  the 
fecurity  of  the  Auftrian  (htes,  but  v^ill  alfo  preferve  the  tranquillity 
of  the  Republic* 

I  therefore  flatter  myfclf  that  you  Mrill  at  leaft  grant  the  Atiftfiatl 
troops  the  fame  protection  that  you  grant  the  French  ;  and  that  you 
vill  provide  the  army  with  fuch  neceflfariels  as  the  R.epubllc  enables 
you  tofurniih  for  their  accommodation  and  fnpport. 

On  my  part,  I  engage  not  only  to  keep  up  the  lhi£lefl  dlfcipllne^ 
but  likewife,  in  cale  of  the  commidion  of  excefles  of  any  kind^  I 
pledge  my  honour  to  give  immediate  fatisfadion  and  indemnity  td 
the  fulleft  extent.

The  Government  ofGmoa  returned  injiantfythe  follming  Anfwer  : 

THE  illuftrious  Republic  of  Genoa  having,  with  the^unani* 
mous  confent  of  the  belligerent  powcfrs^  adopted  a  fyftem  of  perfeSb 
neutrality,  fhe  did  imagine  that  her  territories  would  hare  been 
fecure  from  aggreflion,  which  is  the  indifputable  privilege  of  ft 
nation  in  a  ftate  of  neutrality  \  but  the  Republic  being  contiguous 
to  a  countrv  in  a  ftate  of  war,  could  not  reflft  the  influx  df  foreign 
troops ;  this  circumflance  has,  however,  always  been  confidere<l 
as  a  violation  of  that  neutrality  ;  and  the  government  did  not 
fail  to  remonilrate  on  the  fubjefi,  but  invariably  maintained  their 
rights  of  neutrality,  even  againit  a  fuperior  force. 

Therefore  the  Serene  Government  cannot  confider  as  an  excuft 

Sthe  plan  being  already  completed ^  the  communication  of  it  which 
iaron  De  Vina  has  made  to  the  fecretary  of  (late ;  more  efpeciallr 
becaufe  the  objed  of  the  Auftiian  army  being  to  dti\t  thd  Ftencn 
Vol.  III.~Pakt  ii^  Q^q  from 
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from  the  Gcnoefe  territory,  the  latter  ftate  would  in  confequefice 
be  converted  into  the  theatre  of  war,  a  moft  powerful  motive  for 
<ietermining  the  Republic  only  to  fubmit  to  it  under  the  circum* 
Ranees  of  a  fuperior  force. 

Thefe  are  the  fentiments  of  the  government  of  Genoa,  which 
they  tranfmit  to  Baron  Devins,  in  reply  to  his  communication. 
It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  on  refledion,  the  .Baron  will  abandon  the 
plan  laid  down  in  his  letter,  and  on  this  account  a  courier  has  juft 
been  difpatched  to  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  Republic  at 
Vienna,  with  inftrudlion  to  remonftrate  with  the  Imperial  cabinet. 
At  the  fame  time  the  government  exprefs  their  fenfe  of  the  good 
difpofition  entertained  by  Baron  De  Vins  towards  the  Republic  and 
the  people  of  Genoa.

TjNABLE,  after  the  murder  which  took -place  yefterday,*  to 
^  reftrain  any  longer  the  indignation  of  the  French  who  refide 
at  Genoa,  I  hereby  inform  thereof  the  minider  of  ftate,  that  he 
may  not  render  himfelf  refponfible  for  the  incalculable  confe- 
quences  which  that  event  muft  naturally  produce. 

As  the  officers  who  commanded  yefterday  at  La  Lauterne  and 
the  Mole  remain  ftill.on  their  ports,  it  is  evident  that  the  Genoefe 
government  connives  with  them,  as  well  as  with  the  governor  of 
the  port,  who  has  concurred  in  the  infamous  order,  purfuant  to 
which  Frenchmen  have  been  affaflinated.  • 


♦  The  French  minifter  alludes  to  the  Frenchmen  killed' and  wounded  on 
board  a  French  privateer,  by  a  grape  (hot  from  the  Gcnoefe  batteries. 
. '  The  French  rtiinifter  ba^  ordered  all  the  privateers  of  his  nation  to  fail 
and  make  prizes  of  any  veflel  carrying  provifions  to  the  Auilhans,  under 
Whatever  flag.  The  Genoefe  government  permitted  their  failing  exprefsly 
tmder  the  condition  not  to  detain  any  veflel  until  twenty-four  hours  had 
elapfed  after  their  departure,  conformable  to  the  laws  of  neutrality.  The 
French  minifter,  however,  intimated,  that  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  affairs, 
that  law  was  not  fo  particularly  binding;  upon  which  the  Gcnoefe  govern- 
ment declared  that  their  cruizcrs  fhould  not  be  permitted  to  fail ;  neverthe- 
lefs  they  perfifted  in  failing,  but  they  were  threatened  to  be  fired  upon  ^ith 
Ijall  arid  grape-fliot,  if  they  did.  One,  however,  ran  the  rift,  and  had  aftu- 
atly  failed  as  far  as  the  bank  of  the  port,  when  Jhe  was  fired  upon,  and  the 
mate  being  thereby  wounded,  was  compelled  to  return.  The  above  note 
was,  in  confequepce,  prefented  to  the  Genoefe  government  by  the  French 
%ninifter,  and  the  officer  on  guard  on  the  banks  of  the  port  wj^s  arreted.  In 
the  interim,  two  French  frigates  and  two  cutters  went  to  fca,  and  protefled, 
Qt  covered  as  it  were^  their  privateers,  who  likewif«  went  tu  £»,  Ruling 
betwqcn  _lhe;n.  .

I.  That  he  confiders  as  hoftilities  againft  the  Trench  Republic 
all  that  for  this  month  pad  has  happened  in  the  port  of  Genoa^  and 
efpecially  the  murder  committed  yefterday,  in  fight  of  the  people  of 
Genoa* 

adiy.  That  by  pointing  out  to  the  Serene  Government  the  mad 
proper  means  of  appeafing  the  juft  indignation  of  the  National 
Convention  and  the  French  land  and  fea  force,  he  has  by  no  means 
taken  upon  himfelf  fully  to  fatisfy  the  revenge  which  the  nation  be 
reprefents  has  a  right  to  claim,  on  account  of  the  fcandalous  infult 
it  has  twice  been  offered  in  the  port  of  this  city.

Whether  the  friendfhip  which  the  Serene  Governipent 
profelTes  to  entertain  for  1"  ranee  is  a  mere  feint,  or  a  true  and  real 
fentiment  on  which  the  French  nation  can  rely.

'T'HE  undcrfigned         ■     ,  thii)k8  it  his  duty  to  cxpofc  to  tho 
^    mod  Serene  Government  the  following  circumftanccs : 

The  report  having  been  circulated  and  credited,  that  on  the  6th 
inft^nti  two  French  privateers  endeavoured  to  fail  from  this  port, 
without  having  previouily  given  tlie  fcciirities  (lipulated  in  the  fixth 
article  of  the  cdi£l  of  neutrality,  long  ago  publi(bed  by  the  mod 
Serene  Government,  and  the  molf  ftrift  execution  of  which  was 
promifcd  in  the  face  of  Europe ;  an  edi£l  which,  among  other 
daufesi  exprefsly  ftatcs,  that  no  V' ifcl  (hall  be  molelted  until 
twenty-four  hours  after  her  failing.  That  the  officer  commamling 
the  battery  of  the  Mole,  endeavouring,  conformably  to  the  exprcU 
orders  he  had  received  from  the  mofl  Serene  Government,  to  pre- 
vent the  privateers  from  failing,  and  thus  obviate  the  manifrfl 
and  infulting  infradiion  of  the  formal  laws  of  thecotmtry,  ordered 
a  gun  to  be  fired  without  ball,  but  this  meafure  having  had  no 
cffcft,  that  the  officer,  refpefling  his  duty,  and  the  exprcfs  orders 
of  the  moft  Serene  Government  on  fuch  occafions,  hrcd  with 
ball,  and  by  this  means  obliged  the  privateer  to  fubmit  to  the  laws 
of  the  port.

HE  under-figned  fecretary  of  the  moft  Serene  Republic  of, 
Genoa  has  the  honour  to  anfwer  to  the  note  of  Mr.  Francis 
Drake,  minifter  plenipotenuary  for  his  Britannic  Majefty,  dated 
the  loth  )i)(tam,  that  fince  many  days  it  is  notorious,  that  on  the 
8th  inftant  the  New-Mole  fired  with  grape-(hot  at  the  French  pri^ 
vafeer  Sibille,  whfch  had  failed  from  this  port  without  the  bill  of 
deaMnce,  'hough  it  was  ftriftly  ordered  to  the  oflScer  commanding 
that  poft  to  enforce  the  execution  qf  the  edi6l  of  neutralitv  com- 
mnnicated  to  all  the  foreign  minifters  and  confuls  at  Genoa. 
However,  he  was  not  jicfrmitted  to  fire  with  grape  (hot,  which  was 
Qever  ufed  on  any  occafion,  and  was  not  prefcribcd  by  the  regula- 
tions and  inftruaipns  given  to  the  commandant  of  the  battery. 

The  government,  on  its  being  informed  of  this  accident,  eve» 
kcfore  the  French  minifter  had  brought  any  complaint  (which  re- 
lated only  to  the  quality  of  the  .(hot,  and  not  to  the  fa£l  itfelf)  was 
affeded  with  that  Airprife  which  it  would  have  felt,  had  it  been  the 
cafe  of  any  other  flag,  and  caufcd  the  gunner,  as  well  as  the  officer, 
to  be  arrelted,  in  order  that  a  trial  might  be  inftituted  according  to 
the  law,  and  the  French  minifter  wps  then  made  acquainted  with 
it.  Such  a  condud,  by  which  the  government  is  alfured  to  have 
afled  in  conformity  with  the  fyftem  of  neutrality,  and  with  the 
cdid,  bv  which^he  mode  of  its  execution  is  prefcribed,  could  not 
be  interpreted  in  an  unfavourable  manner,  but  by  fome  ill-difpofed 
perfons,  and  by  them  infidioully  expofed  to  the  Britifti  minifter,  in 
order  to  determine  him  to  bring  a  complaint. 

The  Republic,  therefore,  has  not  altered  in  the  leaft  its  condu£t, 
nor  has  in  the  leaft  deviated  on  this  occafion  from  that  regularity 
which  is.the  leading  charafter  of  jnftice.  The  Republic,  there-- 
fore,  cannot  help  remarking  its  furprife,  in  obferving  by  the  note 
of  the  Britifh  minifter,  that  (independent  of  the  inftrudions  re- 
ceived from  his  court  upon. the  new  point,  which  conftitutes  the 
fubftance  of  the  faid  note)  he  has  thought  proper  to  infift  upon  an 
explicit  anfwei ,  even  in  regard  to  the  quality  and  obfervance  of  the 
neutrality  of  Geapa^

The  adoption  of  this  diplomatic  meafure' (the  importance  of 
w^hich  cannot  but  be  too  well  known  to  the  Britifli  minifterj  in  re- 
fpc£t  to  a  free  government,  which  never  ceafes  to  conform  its  ope- 
rations to  the.  ilridefl  impartiality,  cannot  realbnably  Ihake  the 
firmnefs  by  which  it  is  dlre£led.  / 

But  as  the  unfavourable  colour  of  the  tranfafliony  which  in- 
volves the  neutrality  of  the  Republic,  muft  yield  to  the  truth  of  the 
fu&f  the  faid  government  reds  alfured,  that  it  will  not^  in  future,

Letter  from  General  de  Fins  to  the  Genoefe  Government  in  Augujl^  ^  795* 

npHE  evils  experienced  by  the  Genoefe  of  the  weftern  coaft  pro- 
'*■  ceed  not  from  the  wilh  of  the  coalefced  armies,  but  from  the 
Serene  Republic,  or  at  lead,  from  thofe  who  advifed  fufFering  the 
French  to  enter  the  territory.  The  attacks  by  which  I  have  driven 
the  French  from  various  ports  have  coll  the  Emperor's  army  blood, 
and  confequently  all  the  ground  occupied  by  the  Imperial  army 
might  be  confidered  as  conquered  from  an  enemy,  not  as  appertain- 
ing to  the  Serene  Republic,  which  took  no  pains  to  preferve  it 
from  an  enemy  ;  hut  the  Republic  is  indebted  to  the  goodnefs  of 
his  Imperial  Majefty,  for  having  left  to  it  all  the  rights  of  fove- 
reignty,  although  the  condudl:  of  the  Republic  has  given  room  to 
treat  it  with  the  fame  enmity  with  which  it  has  a£led  towards  the 
Imperial  army. 

In  fa<S,  fome  perfons  have  been  apprehended  for  having  come 
through  mere  curiofity  to  the  Auftrian  army  at  Dego»  Befides, 
an  afylum  has  been  given  under  the  very  glacis,  to  French  foldiers 
repulfed  by  our  troops,  although  they  had  arms  in  their  hands, 
and  the  Au (Irian  troops,  on  the  contrary,  have  been  fired  upon 
when  they  approached.  Notwithdanding  all  this,  in  conformity 
to  the  clemency  of  my  fovereign,  I  have  caufed  the  ftrifteft  mili- 
tary difcipline  to  be  obferved,  and  every  thing  to  be  paid  for  in 
good  ready  money.  But  my  military  duty  compels  me  to  treat  this 
pountry  in  a  military  point  of  view,  as  a  country  conquered  from 
an  enemy,  and  to  regard  the  country  now  occupied  by  the  French 
as  an  enemy's  country.  I  therefore  confider  the  reft  of  the  weftern 
coaft,  beginning  at  Borghetto,  as  if  it  were  contiguous  to  France ; 
confequently,  in  an  enemy's  country,  all  correfpondence  is  inter- 
rupted ;  and  as  the  French  army  has  fupported  itfelf  for  three  years 
by  commerce  with  the  Serelie  Republic,  this  requires  more  than 
gidinary  rigour,  in  order  that  the  fupplies  which^  under  difTerent 

pretexts 
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pretext's  and  frauds,  the  enemy  has  received  by  commerce,  niay  be 
entirely  cut  off. 

I  know  that  the  French  go  from  houfe  to  houfc  for  grain  and 
provifions;  if  then  I  were  to  fend  corn  and  provifions  to  the  in- 
habitants of  thdfe  houfes,  it  would  be  fending  them  to  the  French 
themfelves,  it  would  be  feeding  an  enemy  who  will  foon  be  re- 
duced to  want  every  thing»  and  fo  abandon  a  country  which  he 
ought  never  to  have  been  permitted  to  enter.  The  French  pur- 
chafe  the  grain  at  Genoa,  and  give  in  exchange  merchandize  of 
every  kind.  To  fuffer  this  merchandize  to  pafs  would  be  to  induce 
traders  to  fend  them  grain  at  all  rifles.  As  to  the  arrefl  of  couriers, 
it  is  a  confcquence  of  the  precaution  necelfary  for  our  o\yn  fafety. 
The  wild  difcourfes  of  fome  individuals  of  Genoa,  who  fpeak  of 
arming  the  people  againft  the  Imperial  troops,  render  it  neceflary 
to  read  all  correfpondeoce.  The  complaints  and  the  malediSions 
of  thofe  who  fuffer  from  thefe  neceffary  laws  cannot  be  addrcffed 
to  me,  but  to  thofe  who  have  given  the  evil  council  of  fufferlng  the 
French  to  enter  the  Genoefe  territory. 


Subftanci  of  the  Anfwtr  of  the  Genoefe  Government. 

'T^HE  reproach  contained  in  the  memorial  of  General  Baron  it 
^  Vins,  that  the  Serene  Republic  gave  the  French  troops  accefs 
to  its  territory,  has  been  alfo  made  to  it  by  the  French  for  fuffer- 
ing  the  entrance  of  the  Auftrian  army.  The  truth  is,  that  neither 
from  the  one  nor  the  other,  is  the  reproach  either  reafonable  or 
merited.  As  we  ihould  have  vainly  oppofed  the  entrance  of  Ge» 
neral  de  Vins,  fo  were  we  unable  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  the 
French  troops.*  This  deilroys  all  the  grounds  upon  which  it  is 
attempted  tocondder  the  ground  occupied  by  the  General  as  con<^ 
quered  country,  and  all  that  the  French  army  occupies  to  Borghetto^ 
as  French  territory.  The  government,,  after  replying  to  the  other 
points  of  the  Auftrian  general's  memorial,  concludes  with  i^rging 
in  very  ftrong  terms,  that  no  oppofition  may  be  m^e  to  fupplying 
the  inhabitants  of  the  coaft  with  provifions,  for  that  there  is  not  a 
moment  lo  lo£e.

A  DECLARATION  had  been  publiflied  by  General  de  Vins, 
'^^  that  in  confequence  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  concluded  between 
France  and  Spain,  all  veflels  loaded  with  grain,  provifions,  or  am-* 
munition,  will  be  ftopt  by  the  Imperialids,  and  confidered  as  good 
prizkt.  , 
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The  Spanilh  envoy,  informed  of  this  dechration,  demanded  the 
following  explanation : 

1.  Does  General  de  Vins  inflft  on  theprojefi  announced  of  in- 
tercepting and  condemning  as  good  prizes  all  veflTels  taking  their 
departure  from  Genoa  to  Spain,  although  provided  with  papers  and 
the  necelFary  documents  to  prove  their  deflination  i 

2.  In  cafe  that  ftiouUi  not  be  his  intention*  what  documents  or 
formalities  will  be  neceifary  to  diflipate  all  manner  of  doubt  from 
the  mind  of  General  de  Vins,  and  to  aflure  him  that*  thevelicU 
are  deflined  for  Spain«  and  no  other  place  ? 

3.  Whether  the  order  of  C  Jencral  de  Vins  extends  only  to  Danifli 
(hips,  or  comprehends  velVcls  bearing  the  Spanifh  flag? 

4.  Whether  the  faid  order  will  uffcA  only  veflels  that  fail  on 
the  account,  and  at  the  rifle  of  Genoefe  merchants^  or  extends  to 
ihofc  of  Spain  ? 

The  anfwcr  of  General  de  Vins  bears  in  fubftance,  that  his  In- 
tentions were  mifuiuicrftood — that  the  prohibitions  in  queftion  rc- 
fpe<^cd  only  provi  (ions  and  ammunition;  as  provifloiis  that  arc 
carried  along  the  coaft  of  France  are  liable,  on  account  of  their 
fcarcity  in  that  country,  to  be  forcibly  detained  ;  and  that  the  bad 
faith  of  the  merchants  takes  away  all  confidence  in  the  letters,  pa- 
pers, and  other  documents,  to  fhew  the  deitination  of  their  fliip^- 
He  adds,  that  he  will  tonfulcr  in  the  fame  light  the  veflels  of  al! 
nations,  that  are  not  now  at  war  with  the  Emperor,'  with  an  ex 
ception  only  to  thofe  that  fupply  the  enemy.  Finally,  he  declares 
that  the  Britilh  miniiUr,  Drake,  afFurcd  him,  that  Spain  had  no 
occafion  for  provifions.  v 

Since  receiving  this  anfwer,  the  Spanifh  minifter  haa  publilhed a 
,X)ote,  in  which  he  fets  forth,  that  without  waiting  to  examine  whe- 
ther he  has  well  underftood  the  intentions  of  the  general,  in  a  fami- 
liar converfation  which  he  had  two  months  before  \^ith  the  Engliili 
miniUcr,  when  this  gentleman  faid,  that  he  did  not  think  the 
Spaniards  were  in  want  of  corn,  becaufe  the  merchants  had  not 

f|iven  the  ufual  orders,  that  it  (hould  not  on  that  account  be  pro- 
bmed  that  they  would  not  have  future  occafion  for  a  fupply,  and 
that  no  rcfolution  of  General  de  Vins  could  take  away  from  th' 
King  of  Spain  his  incontertable  right  to  bring  into  the  ports  ci 
Spain,  ammunition  and  provifions  of  every  kind  from  Genoa,  cr 
any  other  port.

'T^HE  circumdances  of  the  war^  and,  above  all,  the  infolea^ 
of  an  enemy  whofe  unjufl  pretenfions  know  no  bounciGy 
compel  me,  at  length,  to  enter  your  territory,  with  a  part  of 
that  force  which  has  been  entrufted  to  my  command  by  his  lot* 
perial  Majefty.  .     > 

I  am  perfuadedy  that  after  what  has  pafled  at  Genoa,  your  Re- 
public will  confider  the  Imperial  troopj  as  friends.  Far  be  it  that 
they  ihould  do  you  the  leaft  injury  )  their  objeft  is  only  to  prev^t 
the  enemies  of  good  order  from  invading  your  ilates,  the  defence 
of  which  is  committed  to  me. 

The  Republic  may  be  aflured  that  I  (hall  confider  Its  territories 
as  a  friendly  country,  and  that  the  firi£le(l  difcipline  (hall  be 
maintained.  All  provifions,  wood,  and  ftraw,  fhall  be  paid  for 
in  ready  money.  I  require  only  quarters  and  a  free  palu'^^e  for 
my  troops  ;  and  I  truft  the  moft  Serene  Republic  will  ilFue  proper 
orders  that  the  troops  of  his  Imperial  Majedy  may  meet  with  na 
obftacle,  and  that  every  occafion  of  difpute  may  be  avoided.

HTHE  Germart  papers,  Sir,  haveinferted  the  extraft  of  an  in* 
^    ftrudtion,  which  appears  to  have  been  addreifed  in  a  circular 
manner  by  you  to  the  miniftcr  at  Denmark,     at  the  different 
courts,  and  which  concerns  the  refoUitions  adopted  by  his  Ma* 
jcfty,  to  give  to  the  charailer  of  minifter  plenipotentiary  from 
the  Frejich  Republic,  in  which  charadler  I  have  refided  for  two 
years  and  a  half  at  this  court,    a  fuitable  publicity  by  admitting' 
me  to  a  private  audience,     I  have  every*  reafon  to  confidcr  thi^ 
cxtraft  as  authentic,  and  in  this  charaSer  I  feel  myfelf  bound  to 
addrefs  you.     Of  whatever  reflcftions  the  principle  and  fpirit  of 
that  extraft  may  be  fufceptible,  my  defign  is  not  to  comment 
«pon  it  at  all.     The  government,   whofe  rcprefentativc  I  am, 
poneflcs,  as  well  as  myfelf,  a  fcrppulous  refpeft  for  the  indepcn- 
dence  of  governments,  and  even  a  regard  for  their  private  conveni-* 
ence.    The  tyrannical  and  intriguing  fyftem  of-  aiking  on  every 
fubjeft  official  explanations,  would  be  as  contrary  to  their  prin- 
fiples  as  to  my  own  charafter.

In  fpeaking  of  my  aHrntflion,    and  of  the  public  acknowledg* 
tncnt  of  my  charader,  you  fay,    that  this  ftep  is  ifolatedi  and 
meiins  nothing  but  what  it  is  in  itfelf.      Do  you  not  apprehend 
that  the  difai^fled  will  fee,  In  this  mode  of  expreilion,  a  fort  of 
reftridion»  of  implicit  refervc  ;  that  they  may  go  fo  far  as  to  fup- 
ppfe  that  it  alludes  to  I  know  not  what  other  declaration  or  ante- 
rior meafure  which  may  have  been  adopted  to  the  fame  courts  to 
which  your  miniilers  may  have  held  this  official  language  ?  That 
even  attributing  the  publication  to  you,  they  may  give  a  fort  of 
credit  to  their  indubious  ?

meafures ;   yet,  the  value  they  fet  upon  their  connexion  vi:

their  condud.     The  abufe  that  might  be  made  of  your  note,  U'^  -| 
them  much  concern,  and  it  was  with  extreme  fatisfadion  i"^ 
they  received  a  telHmony  of  the  re^itude  of  your  intentions. 
lo/al  government  (loops  not  to  a  difavowal,becaufe  it  afTcrts  not'  i  : 
but  the  truth.     A  wife  government  ought  to  contemn  falfc  r 
ports,  but  a  benevolent  government,  or  only  an  impartial  « ' 
will  not  rejeS  overtures  to  an  explanation,  efpecially  if  it  is  i .

It  is  with  this  view.  Sir,  that  I  now  difcharge  this  imporr 
duty,  a  duly  which,  thoitgh  painful,  is  (lill  neceffary  to  prev 
an  interruption  of  the  exifting  harmony  between  our  rcfpcr  .

T  AM  very  fenfible  and  grateful  for  the  fcntiments  exprefled  in 
"^  the  letter  which  I  have  had  the  honour  to  receive  from  you. 
They  increafe  my  edeem,  and  though  I  cannot  add  any  thing  to 
that  which  I  have  verbally  pronounced  to  you,  [  enter  with  plea- 
fure  into  your  wifhes  ;  and  I  do  not  hefitate  to  give  you  friendly 
explanations,  even  on  the  objcdls  which  do  not  admit  of  mtniderial 
difcuflions.  The  inftruftions  which  I  gave  to  fome  of  the  kiikg's 
miniders  at  different  foreign  courts  are  of  this  kind  :  it  is  become 
public  without  our  knowledge  ;  it  is  nothing  like  a  declaration  to 
thefe  courts.  We  have  made  no  declaration  ;  it  is  a  fimple  of- 
ficial in{lru£lion,  only  defigned  for  the  information  of  thofe  to 
whom  it  is  addrefled,  and  which  relates  to  the  anterior  correfpon- 
dence,  and  which  breathing  only  the  juftice  rendered  to  the  prc- 
fent  French  conftitution,  could  not  furely  involve  us  in  a  difpute 
with  her,  but  rather  with  thofe  who  do  not  love  that  conftitution* 
This  is  fo  clearly  evident,  that  I  fhould  only  weaken  it  by  fur« 
ther  explanation. 

You  know,  b^fides,  that  your  admiflion  has  l)een  without  the 
fmalleft  refervc,  abfolutely  in  the  ufual  and  moft  folemn  forms 
that  we  know.  We  never  do  things  by  half,  and  as  you  are  wit- 
nefs  of  our  conduct  and  proceedings,  I  fhould  love  to  chufe  you 
your felf  as  judge,  and  I  depend  upon  your  impartiality.  In  the 
fame  manner  I  intreat  you  to  believe  in  the  high  confideration  with 
which  I  am,  &c.

'pXCUSE,  citizen  minifter,  the  liberty  which  I  take  of  addrefSng 

to  you  thefe  few  lines  in  confidence.     At  this  moment,  at 

half  pafl  one  in  the  afternoon^  I  am  told  that  the  daughter  of 

Louii 
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Louis  XVI.  is  about  to  begin  her  journey.  Ido  not  wifli  to  know 
any  fecret  of  your's,  but  I  will  frankly  tell  you  mine.  Being  the 
only  foreign  minifter  in  France  who  represents  a  fpvereign,  the 
relation  of  the  daughter  of  Louis  X  VL  if  I  did  not  endeavour  to 
pay  a  vifit  of  compliment  to  that  illuftrious  prifoner,  in  prefence 
of  thofe  whom  the  French  government  may  chufc,  I  might  be  ex- 
po(ed  to  blame ;  efpecially  as  the  negleS  of  this  aft  of  duty  might 
be  afcribed  to  my  political  opinions.  Whatever  may  be  the  de- 
termination of  the  government  on  this  fubjeft,  I  (hall  refpeft  it, 
communicating  only  to  the  Prince,  whom  I  reprefent,  the  ftep 
which  my  duty  towards  him  induced  me  to  take.

I  HAVE  not  heard.  Sir,  of  the  news  which  you  mention  in 
your  note  of'  this  day-  I  do  not  even  believe  that  the  event  to 
which  it  alludes  is  fo  near  as. you  have  been  informed.

Refolution  of  the  Executive  Directory ^  refpeSting  M.  CarlettL 

THE  executive  direftory  having  taken  into  confideration  a  note 
of  M.  Carlettiy  minifter  of  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany,  to  the 
French, Republic,  dated  the  29th  of  November  (oldftile)  corrcf- 
ponding  to  the  8th  of  the  prefent  montjj,  by  which  M.  Carletti  re- 
quefts  permiflion  to  pay  his  compliments  to  the  daughter  of  Louis 
XVL  before  her  departure,  decrees,  that  from  henceforward, 
all  o(6cial  communication  (hall  ceafe  between  M.  Carletti  and  the 
French  government ;  but  that  the  minifter  of  foreign  affairs  (hall, 
notwithftanding,  continue  to  communicate  with  the  Tufcan  eai- 
ba(Iy,  by  means  of  the  firft  fecretary  of  legation,  who  (ball  be  con- 
iidered  as  charge  d'affaires  for  all  bufinefs  that  may  intereft  the  two 
nations.  Decrees  farther,  that  a  copy  of  the  note  of  M.  Carletti, 
and  of  the  anfwer  of  the  minifter  of  the  interior,  (hall  be  officially 
communicated  by  the  French  minifter  to  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tuf- 
cany, afTuringhim  that  this  proceeding  of  the  French  government 
is  entirely  perfonal  toM.  Carletti;  that  the  direftory  hopes  it  will 
not  in  the  leaft  affeft  the  harmony  and  good  underftanding  which 
prevail  between,  the  two  governments  \  that  on  its  part  the  direc- 
tory will  maintain  leltgiouily  the  treaty  of  alliance  and  friend{hip 
which  exifts  between  tne  French  Republic  and  his  Royal  High* 
nefs;  and  finally,  that  it  would  fee  with  pleafure,  his  Royal  High-

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mediately  notified  to  Count  Carletti,  that  he  may,  without  delay, 
withdraw  from  the  territory  of  the  French  Republic.

T  TRANSMIT  to  you,  citizen^  i.  The  copy  of  a  note  from 
Count  Carletti,  addreffed  to  the  minifter  of  the  home  depart- 
ment, dated  tjie  5th  inftant,  in  which  M.  Carletti  requefls  per- 
.  miflion  to  pay  his  refjpedls  to  the  daughter  of  Louis  XVI.  before 
her  departure.  2.  The  anfwer  of  the  minifter  of  the  home  depart* 
ment.  3.  A  refolution  of  the  direSory  for  fufpending  all  official 
communication  with  M.  Carletti,  and  enjoining  him  to  quit  the 
territory  of  the  Republic  with  all  poffible  expedition ;  but  at  the 
fame. time  ftating,  that  the  minifter  for  foreign  affairs  fhould  con* 
tinue  to  tranfadl  all  bufmefs  relating  to  the  two  nations  with  the 
chief  fecretary  of  the  legation  of  Tufcany. 

You  will  perceive,  that  if,  on  the  one  hand,  the  executive  di- 
reftory  have  deeply  felt  the  perfonal  offence  offered  by  M.  Carletti  ; 
on  the  other,  they  are  (tncerely  defirous  that  the  inconftderate  con* 
dud  of  that  minifter  may  not  interrupt  the  harmony  which  fubftfts 
between  the  French  government  and  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tuf- 
cany. 

what  conftitutes,  in  faft,  the  principal  duty  of  an  ambaffador, 
towards  the  government  to  which  he  is  fent  ?  If  every  man  living , 
in  a  foreign  ftatebefubjeA  to  particular  obligations,  how  much 
more  ought  that  individual  to  be  fubjedl  to  them,  who  is  yefted  with 
a  pisUic  and  reprefentative  chara&er  ?  Is  it  not  then  evident^ 
that  M.  Carletti  has  eilentially  violated  thofe  obligations,  by  per* 
ittttting  himfolf,  as  an  ambaffador  to  a  Republic,  to  exprefs  a  wi(h 
to  pay  his  pretended  duty  to  a  perfon,  whom  the  conftitutional 
laws  of  that  Republic  only  confider  as  an  ifolated  in(}ividual,  with* 
out  any  quality,  and  poflfefling  no  other  rights  than  thofe  which 
her  fituation  gives  her  to  the  humanity,  and  to  the  attentioa  of 
thofe  authorities  on  which  her  fate  depends  ? 

M.  Carletti  attempts  to  excufe  a  ftep,  unpardonable  in  every 
point  of  view,  by  faying,  that  it  might  befuppofed,  that  his  poli- 
tical 6pinions'had  induced  him  to  difpenfe  with  this  duty ;  but  you 
willea^y  perceive,  that  this  is  nothing  more  than  a  diplomatic 
ftratagem,  to  which  it  is  impoflible  to  become  a  dupe,  a  tranfpa* 
rent  veil  with  which  M.  Carletti  has  endeavoured  to  conceal  his 
teal  TetiYirtients. 

In  fine,'  M[,  Carletti,  at  the  fame  time  that  he  obferyes,  by  way 
ofi!hreat,  <'  that  he  fhall  only  take  an  opportunity  of  making  known

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point/'  finifficswith  thefe  remarkable  words,  *^  without^  how 
ever,  making  nny  official  demand," 

But  if  M.  Carletti  had  been  authorized  to  take  fuch  a  (lep,  how 
could  he  zSt  otherwife  than  officially  i  And  if  he  Jiad  no  order 
from  his  court,  how  could  he  venture  upon  fuch  an  indifcreet  vio- 
lation of  the  duties  of  his  office^  in  refpeft  to  both  govemmentSy 
as  muft  refult  from  fuch  condud^  if^  it  were  not  juftly  appre- 
ciated ?

Tqurllity,  finds  many  motives  to  be  deeply  fenfible  of  the  confidence 
with  which  his  country  has  honoured  him  by  appointing  him  in 
quality  of  minifter  to  a  Republic,  whofe  exploits  and  whofe  vic- 
tories have  concentrated  the  attention  of  the  whole  earth. 

What  indeed  could  be  more  flattering  and  intcrefting  to  mcr 
than  to  appear  in  the  bofom  of  the  National  Convention  of  Franc?c 
for  tbe  important  purpofe  of  confirming  the  fentiments  of  perfect 
amity,  which  the  Senate  and  Republic  of  Venice  wiih  to  prcferve 
for  the  French  Republic.

Declaration  of  the  Executive  Dtrc^ory^  dated  Paris  f  the  i6th  Cerminalf 

(S  ^pr'^V   ^^  ^*^  Senate  of  Bafle. 

THE  executive  dircflory  is  credibly  informed,  that  laft  year  a 
plan  was  formed  to  attack  the  Fi'ench  frontiers,  by  marching' 
tlie  corps  of*  emigrants  commanded  by  the  Prince  of  Condt,  firft 
into  the  Frickthal,  and  from  thence  through  the  territory  from 
Bafle,  againft  the  department  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  the  Mont-Tcr-^ 
rible,  Doubs,  and  Jura  ;  that  this  plan,  fo  far  from  being  laid  afide^ 
is  again  refumed ;  and  that  preparations  are  adually  making  to 
carry  it  into  cfted.  This  plan  is  fupported  by  feveral  inhabitants 
of  Switzerland,  who  employ  all  their  intereft  and  influence  to  fa* 
cilitate  its  execution.  The  known  fentimentsof  feveral  magiftrates 
of  Bafle,  and  other  inhabitants  of  note,  are  by  no  means  qualified 
toappeafe  the  folicitude  of  the  dire£lory  on  this  head,  it  being  no^ 
torious  that  they  treat  with  as  much  ill-nature  the  friends  of  the 
French  Republic,  as  they  ftiew  predileftion  for  whatever  concerns 
the  Imperial  armies,  and  the  intereft  of  the  Emperor. 

Thus  it  muft  be  fuppbfcd,  that  if,  in  the  execution  of  that  plan, 
the  enemy  violated  the  territory  of  the  canton  of  Bafle,'  the  magi- 
Urates  who  com pofe  the  government  of  this  city,  would  eiideavour, 
by  pleading  the  impoffibility  of  refiftance,  to  ward  off  the  confe- 
quences  of  the  violated  neutrality  of  the  canton ;  of  courfe,  there 
docsnotexiffatppefent,  fuflicient  fecurity  that  its  neutrality  will  be 
refpefted.  Under  thefe  circumftances,  the  diredlory  finds  itfelf 
obliged  to  xleclare  to  the  magiftrates  of  the  city  and  canton  of  Bafle, 
that,  unlefs  they  adopt  vigorous,  fuilicient,  and  unfufpicious  mea- 
fures  for  the  defence  of  their  own  territory,  and  the  maintenance  of 
the  refpe^l  due  to  their  neuXtality,  it  is  refolved  to  take  every  (lep

have  received,  with  your  Excellency's  letter  of  the  i6ih 
Germinal,  (c  April)  a  paper,  coming  from  the  executive 
dire£lory,  and  as  it  appears  cxtraded  from  their  regifters — wc 
pafs  over  this  unufual  form,  becaufe  it  is  to  be  fuppofed  that  it 
was  through  miftake  that  the  paper  was  fo  tranfmitted  to  us,  and 
that  without  doubt  the  intention  of  the  direSory  was  folcly  to 
Uanfmit  to  us,  through  the  medium  of  the  minifler  for  foreign 
affinrs,  the  rcfult  of  their  deliberations.  But  if  the  form  fur- 
pri(ed  us,  the  contents  of  the  paper  excited  our  forprife  in  a 
much  greater  degree;  of  this  our  reply  will  convince  your  Excel- 
lency* 

The  executive  diredory  announce  to  us,  that  the  corps  of  emi* 
grants  meditates  an  invafion  of  our  territory*  It  does  not  bcK,:  .; 
to  us  to  call  in  qutflion  the  proofs  which  the  directory  fay  they 
kave  received ;  we  (hall  confine  ourfelves  to  obferve,  that  at  il: 
opening  of  each  campaign  mention  has  always  been  made  of  a 
projeA  of  this  kind,  and  that  neverthelefs  it  has  never  been  cir- 
cled into  execution ;  fo  that  we  are  flill  to  know,  whether  the  n- 
|Kuls  that  are  fpread  are  merely  a  trick  of  war,  or  whether  fu^h 
a  defign  has  been  renounced  cither  from  ,the  uncertainty  of  dcci- 
five  fuccefs,  or  the  want  of  accordance  with  other  events  thj 
svere  to  concur  with  it;  or  finally,  whether,  and  much  mor.^ 
probably,  it  be,  becaufe  the  Emperor,  faithful  to  his  engagement 
So  refpe^  our  neutrality,  has  forbidden  the  peace  of  an  indepen- 
dent people  to  be  difturbcd,  who  for  feveral  ages,  contented  with 
their  limits,  have  taken  no  part  in  the  diflenfions  of  the  great 
powers  of  Europe.  In  ihort,  we  can  aflure  you  that  at  prefect 
the  danger,  if  danger  does  exift,  does  not  appear  to  be  imminent. 
The  corps  of  emigrants  is  at  too  great  a  diftance  from  our  fron- 
Siers;  it  does  not  form  a  fufficient  force  to  dare  to  attempt  an  in- 
tFa(ion,  and  we  do  not  perceive  yet  preparations  which  are  the 
forerunners  of  hofiilities,  and  indifpenfahk  to  the  execution  of 
iioftilities. 

The  fecond  point  of  the  note  of  the  executive  diredory  con* 
cerns  the  defence  of  our  territory  and  the  demand  of  a  fufficient 
guarantee.  No  people  can  give  fuch  a  guarantee.  If  belligc- 
aent  powers,  with  their  fortrefles,  their  armies,  their  eibrts  ia 
every  fenfe,  cannot  procure  the  gtiarantee,  that  their  territory 
iball  not  be  violated,  much  lefs  can  a  neutral  ftate  procure  and 

r«flRNiibk  forcesi  whofe  mafs  would  perhaps  afibrd  more  umbrage 

than 
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tlian  k  wooU  kfpiie  leciiritf.  Befides  die  expcace  of  fodi  % 
fbrccy  and  the  pnmiioQS  tbaX  .it  would  leipiirc,  are  above  out 
meaosy  winch  the  cucumflances  of  the  times  weaken  note  and 
more.  But  tbeie  is  another  kind  of  guaiantee^  which  we  deem 
mom  fare  than  a  great  aflemhiage  of  troops;  it  is  the  firm  reMa* 
tion  of  all  the  governments  of  Switzerland,  not  to  depart  from 
the  principles  of  nentrality  which  they  have  inherited  from  their 
^aceftorSy  a^d  of  which  all  our  neighbours  have  a  pofitive  con* 
vidxoD  \  it  is  the  facred  word,  which  the  members  of  the  Helvn* 
tic  Body  J  either  fcparately  or  united,  in  folcmn  diet»  have  given* 
It  is  the  local  difficulties  that  would  attend  a  pafia^  through  our 
territoryy  without  being  ezpofcd  to  a  certain  lofs  trom  the  mea* 
fures  of  prudence,  which  the  attacked  canton  might  take*  and 
without  renouncing  every  hope  of  retreat,  by  the  arrival  of  con* 
tingents  from  our  confederates  as  zealous  to  avenge  the  outrages 
offered  to  r^eutrality,  as  religious  in  the  obfervance  of  the  dutiea 
of  neutrality.  It  is  the  difpoGtions  taken  to  be  warned  in  time 
of  every  fpecies  of  danger*  to  circulate  the  alarm,  and  to  be  in  a 
condition  even  to  repel  and  punilh  aggrcflion  when  the  danger 
ihould  have  made  its  appearance.  Finally,  it  is  the  exp^icnce 
and  the  fuccefs  of  thofe  difpofitions,  during  four  years  of  a  ^ 
the  mod  bloody  of  which  modem  hiilory  has  preferved  the 
membrance. 

We  proceed  to  the  accufations,  which  the  executive  direAorj 
have  made  againft  magiftrates  and  private  perfons  c^  our  canton^ 
and  of  the  other  States  of  the  Helvetic  Body.  So  vague  an  ac* 
cufation,  and  of  fuch  a  kind,  is  probably  without  example.  The 
moral  perfon  of  the  fovereign  in  Republics  is  ftianifefted  only  by 
fefolutions  emanating  from  the  council  of  the  ftate,  and  not  nom 
the  particular  opinions  of  individuals;  and  whatever  be  the  dif- 
ference of  opinion  amongft  the  latter,  there  is  a  iirft  optnion^ 
which  is  as  general  as  it  is  effential  and  fundamental ;  it  ts  tho 
love  of  country,  and  the  deep  and  untverfal  convidion,  that  nei»» 
trality  is.  the  bafis  of  our  political  exigence.  It  unites  all  minds^ 
all  counfels,  all  governments*  We  invite  the  executive  direAory 
to  confider  he^e  only  the  aflembly.  We  are  to  be  gained  by  pro* 
ceedings  of  juftice,  benevolence,  and  friendfbip ;  our  hearts  are 
to  be  alienated  by  indefinite  reproaches  and  random  fufpicions* 
What  if  thefe  fufpicions  fhould  perhaps  be  founded  only  on  do* 
pimentSy  dilated  by  men,  whofe  reprehenfible  views  either  of 
vengeance  or  malevolence,  of  ambition  or  cupidity,  fliould  have 
led  thend  to  exa^erate  what  is  infignificant,  to  J>lacken  what  it 
innocent;  and  to  difguife  what  our  political  anions  in  their  true 
point  of  view  would  difclofe  ? 

Finally,  the  executive  diredory  render  us  refponfible  for  the 
&tal  effeds  which  may  refult  from  military  operations.  Govern* 
{nentsji  we  kfixm^  are  refjponfible  for  the  faults  wbteh  they  com* 

mit 
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mit  with  the  intention  of  violating  their  duties.  But  tranquilli  Tl  J 
by  our  principles,  and  proud , of'  the  fenfc  of  the  purity  ar.J 
equity  of  our  mcafures,  we  accept  this  rcfponfibility.  We  are 
one  tor  all  in  the  bofom  of  our  councils,  and  it  is  in  the  fame 
fenfc  that  wc  rely  not  only  upon  all  our  own  refourccs,  but  upi^n 
all  the  members  of  the  Helvetic  Confederation.  Refponilbility 
can  only  alarm  thofe  who,  breaking  the  lies  which  have  united  lor 
fevcral  ages  the  two  nations,  fhould  prepare  evils  of  which  hu- 
man prudence  cannot  calculate  the  ilTue  to  their  authors. 

Very  different  fentiments  have  animated  your  Excellency  dui- 
^  ing  the  courfe  of  your  painful  million.  The  executive  ihrc^lory 
have  tcftified  in  the  renewal  of  your  credentials  their  juft  and  hv>- 
noiirable  fatisfaSion.  We  have  no  doubt  that  they  vill  rccc;\v? 
with  favourable  difpofitions  the  ahfvver  which  we  have  the  honour 
to  addrefs  to  your  Excellency,  after  having  deliberated  in  conccri 
with  the  Helvetic  reprefentatives. 

We  pray  God  to  take  you  into  his  holy  and  powerful  keepir.i;.

Magnificent  Lords, 

'T^HE  orders  of  the'executive  direSory  of  the  French  Republic 
"*"  oblige  me  to  recall  the  attention  of  your  honourable  canton 
to  the  circumftances  and  motives  which  diftated  the  declaration  ot 
the  direSory,  I  was  charged  to  tranfmit  to  you,  on  the  i6ih  ot 
Germinal  laih  ThQ  anfwer  you  have  made  has  not  been  fuch  as 
was  expelled.  Charged  with  the  care  of  the  defence  of  the  it  r- 
yitory  of  the  Republic,  and  of  its  glory,  the  executive  dire d-V^v 
was  bound  to  look  forward  to  events,  and  to  render  abonivc,  i\v 
denouncing  to  you  the  projedts  of  the  enemies  of  l^iancc,  and 
of  its  republican  conftitution.  It  was  bound  to  invite  you  to 
take  meafures  capable  of  removing  its  apprchenfions,  and  m..'k- 
ing  its  neutrality  rcfpedtcd;  and  it  has  demanded  of  you  what 
were  thefe  meafures. 

If  the  terms  of  its  declaration  were  fevere,  it  was  becaufe  the 
objedt  of  it  was  ferious  :  it  was  becaufe  experience  of  the  at- 
tempts and  projedts  of  our  enemies,  already  more  than  once  de- 
nounced, gave  it  reafon  to  conceive  inquietude  and  fufpicion. 
It  was  becaufe  poliiive  reports  announced, .  that  thefe  projects 
were  about  to  be  renewed,     It  was  becaufe  it  >vas  thenli^ceirarv 
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to  hfi  certain^  as  to  the  more  than  equivocal  fentlments  of  many 
of  the  Helvetic  States,  fome  of  whom  had  not  dreaded  to  throw 
a  doubt  on  the  exigence  of  the  French  Republic^  by  refuflng  to 
pronounce  on  the  acceptance  of  the  credentials  of  its  ambaiTador, 
and  deferring  the  epoch  of  their  determination  by  infulting  and 
ridiculous  delays* 

When  a  government  fo  powerful  as  that  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic is  thus  unacknowledged;  when  this  negledlis  founded  on  the 
regard  which  is  thought  due  to  criminal  fugitives,  whofe  whole 
proceedings  tend  only  to  'harafs  their  country,  againfl:  which 
they  are  in  a  permanent  confpiracy,  while  their  meafures  tend 
only  to  involve  in  their  fall  the  States  blind  enough  to  be  mifled 
by  them ;  when  the  •  Swifs  Cantons,  the  ancient  allies  of 
France,  dare  to  hold  a  conduA  fo  reprehenfible,  is  it  very  fur- 
prifing  that  the  executive  direflory  (hould,  for  a  moment,  with- 
hold the  afpe£t  of  kindness,  to  aflume  towards  you  that  of  in-< 
quietude  ?  There  are  flill  other  conflderations,  on  which  I  be- 
lieve I  need  not  enlarge  here.  They  are,  doubtlefs,  painful, 
and  belong  to  the  guarantee,  that  the  French  Republic  experts  to 
find  in  the  fentiments  and  aiTeflions  of  the  governments  and 
people  of  neutral  dates. 

Such  are  the  views  which  have  animated  and  dill  animate  the 
executive  directory.  They  expeS  from  you,  with  the  leaft  de- 
lay, a  frank  and  amicable  explanation,  capable  of  diilipating  the 
doubts  and  reviving  in  our  government  th^  fentiments  of  good- 
will. It  has  given  me  orders  for  my  ultimate  condu£l|  in  cafe 
that  your  anfwer  (hould  not  fulfil  this  end«

TXTE  fee,  with  real  pain,  by  your  Excellency's  letter  of  the 
acth  Florcal,  that  our  fentiment?  feem  to  be  mifundcr- 
ftood,  and  that  we  have  reafon  to  apprehend  the  executive  direc- 
tory of  the  French  Republic  may  fufpend  their  difpofitions  of 
kindnefs  towards  us.  When  the  war  commenced,  we  declared 
tor  a  neutrality,  to  preferve  which  has  (ince  that  time  been  the 
conftant  obje^  of  our  cares,  of  our  zeal,  and  of  our  folicitude ; 
and  no  facrifice  has  been  avoided  for  maintaining  it  in  proportion 
to  the  dangers  to  which  it  was  jn  tcrtain  epochs  expolod,  No^ 
thine  afflids  us  more  profoundly,  than  when  the  fidelity  of  our 
condu£l  and  the  purity  of  our  intentions  feem  to  be  doubted, 
fmce  thefe  form  the  mod  folid  bafis  of  our  happinefs,  indepcn* 
dence,  and  tranquillity, 
Vou  III— Part  ii.  Tt  We 
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Wc  pray  your  Excellency  to  aflure  your  government  that*we 
(hall  never  depart  from  the  principles  that  have  been  tranfmitted 
to  us  from  our  predeceflbrs,  and  that  our  greateft  ambition  is  to 
convey  the  depofit  unimpaired  to  thofe  who  (hall  fgccecd  us. 
This  is  the  firfl  duty  of  our  fituations,  and  the  true  means  of 
conciliating  the  confidence  and  the  gratitude  of  our  fellow-citi- 
zens. It  is,  however,  neceJary  to  obferve,  that  fince  our  letter 
of, the  9th  nt  April,  we  have  not  confined  ourfelves  to  mere 
wifhes  for  the  maintenance  of  our  neutrality.  Our  uneafinefs 
relativf  to  this  objedl  having  been  communicated  to  the  minifter 
of  his  Imperial  Majcfty,  he  has  written  to  us,  by  order  of  the 
Emperor,  that  certainly  he  had  not  the  leaft  thought  of  ading, 
nor  of  permitting  the  emigrants  to  aSi  againfl  the  cantons,  in 
any  manner  which  might  difturb  the  tranquillity  of  their  terri- 
tory. We  have  prepared  our  fignalsand  our  alarm  guns,  which, 
on  account  of  the  armiftice  and  the  winter  feafon,  had  been  ncg- 
lefted ;  and  ii  is  generally  known  that  by  thefe  means  a  very  great 
force  can  be  affembled  in  a  few  days.  We  have  exercifed  our 
troops,  and  they  are  ready  to  march  on  the  firft  (ignal.  They 
will  be  added  to  the  contingents  of  the  other  cantons  which  af- 
femble  in  our's,  and  are  direded  to  redouble  their  vigilance  in  the 
pofts  confided  to  them.  The  reprefentatives  of  the  Helvetic 
body,  deputed  to  us  for  confiderlng  the  ftatc  of  affairs,  for  afling 
in  the  name  of  the  whole  confederation,  and  informing  their 
conftitucnts  of  every  danger  which  may  approach  our  States, 
allow  no  means  to  efcape  them  of  confolidating  the  rcpofe  of  the 
common  counify.  We  have  written  to  our  co-allies,  to  remind 
them  of  the  treaties  which  unite  us,  ;nd  we  have  received  the 
unanimous  ailbrance  that  all  are  ready  to  fly  to  our  aflifbmceaod 
defend  our  frontiers. 

W-e  conclude,  by  praying  your  Excellency  to  tranftnit  thofc 
details  to  the  dircdory  ^  and,  above  all,  to  fortify  them  againft 
the  exaggerated  reports  that  an  excefs  of  zeal  may  have  occz* 
fioncd.

The  f'jllowing  are  Articles  of  the  Concordat  agreed  upon  among  ih 
different  Parties  in  Geneva^  as  well  as  the  Rejolution  taken  t) 
the  Syndics  and  Cctmcil  on  this  Subje£t. 

Art.  L  D  ESPEC  r   to  the  law,   obedience   to  the  magiftratc, 
'*•*'  engage  both  parties  united,  to  maintain  the  govern- 
ment at  the  rifle  of  their  lives,  with  difpatch,  and  .entire  read!- 
nefs,  as  often  as  neceflity  (hall  require  it,  to  fupprefs  every  aft  of

infubordtnation  or  violence ;  to  caufe  the  legitimate  authority  to 
be  rc{fe&td^  and  the  free  and  impartial  adminiftration  of  juftice 
and  the  laws. 

II.  A  full  and  entire  abrogation  of  all  the  fentences  pronounced 
by  the  revolutionary  tribunals^  and  the  flncere  and  loyal  abjuraiioti 
of  all  public  and  perfonal  vengeance  paflcd  againil  any  individual 
whatever.  Such  perfons  fo  prefcribed,  may  j;cft  afluied  of  an  in- 
violable afylum  in  the  bofom  of  the  union  of  all  the  citizens,  for 
which  We  now  labouri  and  of  which  we  (hall  give  an  example.—-. 
This  furclv  (hall  be  pronounced  by  the  nation^  as  the  firft  article 
of  the  preliminaries  upon  which  that  union  (hall  be  founded. 

III.  A  fmcere  mutual  return,  and  inviolable  attachment  of  both 
parties  thu«  united  in  the  three  fundamental  principles,  already 
lonfccratcd  by  our  primitive  laws,  and  the  prefent  coniUtution ; 
namely,  political  equality,  removal  from  public  offices,  and  the  fe« 
paration  of  powers. 

IV.  The  citiiens  who  have  hitherto  exprp(red  a  diflilte  to  the 
revolution  of  1792^  declare,  <*  That  with  refptft  to  the  new  le- 
piflation,  now  in  a  Hate  of  formation,  they  will  confine  themft^lves 
in  demanding  that  a  more  moderate  application  fliould  be  made, 
with  refpe£t  to  the  removal  from  office,  and  the  feparation  of  the 
powers,  than  that  which cxifts  at  prefent;  as  alfo  the  re*eftal)li(h- 
mentof  the  forms  of  our  ancient  government,  which  are  not  in- 
compatible with  the  three  fundamental  principles  announced  above. 
The  citizens  attached  to  the  revolution  of  1792,  acknowledge  that 
thefe  demands  accord  with  the  true  interedsof  the  Republic,  and 
receive  that  declaration  with  pleafure  i  they  confider  it  as  inviola- 
ble  and  fecret,  and  declare,  on  their  part,  that  they  will  formally 
adhere  to  it. 

V.  The  AlTembly  decreed,  that  this  addrefs  (hall  be  printed, 
made  public,  and  lent  to  the  fyndics  and  adminiilrative  council, 
defiring,  that,  in  their  wifdom,  they  will  inccflTantly  confider  of 
the  means  adapted  to  the  public  intereft,  *  and  of  folemnly  confe«> 
crating  the  reciprocal  engagements  contained  therein.

JAMAICA. 

Sptech  of  hh  Excelltncy  the  Ri^i  Homurahk  thi  Earl  9/  Balcar*,':, 
to  thi  Hiufe  of  Afftmbly  <f  Jamaica^  met  on  the  24th  of  Septmho, 
1795,  purfuant  to  Proclamation. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Speaker,  and 
Gentlemen  of  th^  Affembly, 

'TpHE  urgency  of  ptiblic  affairs  has  put  me  under  the  neccflity  of 
•*"    calling  you  together  at  a  very  early  feafon  of  the  year. 

The  unfortunate  infurredlion  which  has  taken  place  among  tl.: 
maroons  of  Ti^elawny  town  is  the  immediate  cauie  of  my  now 
aflembling  you. 

Thefe  infurgents  have  committed  the  mod  daring  aAs  of  unpro- 
voked rebellion. 

I  have  every  reafon  to  believe  that  hodility  has  long  been  pre- 
meditated at  the  inftigation  of  the  convention  of  France,  who!; 
objed  it  undoubtedly  is,  to  throw  this  iiland  into  a  ftatc  of  anarcin 
and  confufion. 

I  have  ordered  the  fcveral  documents  to  be  laid  before  you.  Th  * 
evidence  contained  therein  marks  in  a  ftrong  manner  the  derign<, 
the  progrefs,  and  the  expectations  of  the  enemy  in  fomenting  in- 
ternal commotions. 

.  By  the  blefling  of  Providence,  this  confpiracy  has  been  fruftratcJ 
before  it  had  ripened  into  maturity. 

Their  plans  of  raiting  a  rebellion  might  have  produced  a  co- 
operation  of  the  mod  dangerous  tendency,  and  the  eaily  intimatio:; 
we  have  obtained  thereof  is  truly  fortunate. 

The  precipitate  and  infolent  condud  of  the  rebellion  gave  tli' 
advantage  of  afting  with  celerity  and  vigour  \  for  had  I  pcnnitiai 
hem  to  gain  time,  and  to  manage  the  war  according  to  their  ai 
angemcnts,  and  thofe  of  their  fupporters,  this  iiland  would  hi\: 
been  undone,  and  the  inhabitants  muil  have  fubmitted  to  a  domi- 
nion funilar  to  that  now  cxercifed  in  fevcral  of  the  windwaul 
iflands. 

The  valour  and  condutSl  of  his  Majefty*s  forces  have  fccurcvl 

«very  advanta^  tlut  could  be  obtained  by  regular  manoeuvres. 

The 
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The  troops  now  occupy  a  chain  of  poflis  through  the  maroonf 
di(lri£t ;  they  have  ftormed  and  carried  their  country  ;  they  have 
flormed  their  tovrns,  and  have  driven  the;n  to  faflneiVes  rugged  and 
barren,  where  they  can  fubfift  only  as  a  band  of  robbers. 

The  infurre&ion  has  now  alTumed,  in  Tome  degree,  the  form  of 
a  local  difturbance,  and  it  will  deferveyour  moH;  ferious  confidera- 
tion,  whether  ilatutes  may  be  To  framed  or  amended  as  to  put  pro- 
per and  effitient  power  into  the  hands  of  governm'enti  without 
fuhjeding  the  country  to  the  ferious  inconveniences  that  refuU  from 
the  declaration  of  martial  law, 

Mr.  Speaker  iind  Gentlemen  of  the  AlTembly, 
I  have  to  lament'  the  heavy  expence  incurred  in  confequence  of 
the  meafures  I  have  been  obliged  to  adopt ;  but  as  you  have  wit- 
nefled  the  neceflity  of  (hiking  at  the  root  of  the  rcbeliioni  fo  I  trull 
you  will  grant  fupplies  as  in  your  wifdom  the  exigency  of  the  fer,- 
vice  may  require. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Speakeri  and 
Gentlemen  of  the  AlFembly. 

When  you  refledl  that  the  principles  of  the  prefent  rulers  of 
France  are  to  overturn  every  fydem  of  government  founded  on  fo- 
cial  order,  morality,  and  religion,  you  will  be  aware  that  a  degree 
of  danger  refults  to  you  from  the  general  profperity  hitherto  enjoyed 
by  this  happy  ifland  ;  this  they  will  endeavour  to  deftroy,  and  this, 
I  truft,  your  energy  and  unanimity  will  maintain. 

Great  vieilance  is  requiried  at  this  moment  to  guard  againft  the 
admiflion  of  their  dangerous  fyftems,  and  every  effort  is  neccllary 
to  redd  their  perniciotis  confequences  wherever  they  appear* 

It  is  with  thofe  maxims  that  I  have  entered  upon  the  adminif- 
tration  of  Jamaicai  and  I  now  meet  you  with  the  avowal  of  thofe 
fentiments.  ^ 

It  gives  me  the  hi^hed  fatisfai^ion  to  obferve  the  fteadinefs,  the 
difcipline,  and  the  alacrity  of  the  militia. — It  is  with  every  confi- 
dence I  have  alTured  his  Majefty,  that  in  them  he  is  pofTciicd  of  ^a 
force  which  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  will  be  found  equally  capa- 
ble of  being  prefented  with  eifeft,  to  an  external  ox^  internal  enemy* 

The  glorious  and  important  vi£lory  gained  by  Lord  Bridport^ 
and  the  recent  advantages  by  his  Majefty's  fleets,  aifuredly  leflen 
the  impending  danger  to  this  ifland :  and  the  general  afpedt  of 
affairs  m  the  mterior  of  France  may  fairly  lead  our  hopes  to  an 
honourable  termination  of  the  prefent  war. 

In  calling  to  your  recolledion  the  many  b'efllngs  which  we  have 
enjoyed  under  the  illudrious  Houfe  of  Hanovrr,  vou  will  receive 
with  every  fentiment  of  joy  the  accounts  of  the  lolemnization  of 
the  iharriage  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Wales  with  the 
Princefs  Caroline  of  Rrunfwick.  I  congratulate  you  on  an  event 
fo  interefting  to  his  Majc(ly*s  domedic  luppinefs^  and  tG(  the  ^^  eU 
fare  of  his  people.  ^

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

T  is  Si  great  fatisfadlion  to  me  to  reflect,  thati  notwithftandinc; 

the  many  events  unfavourable  to  the  common  caufe,  the  prof- 
peft  refulting  from  the  general  fituation  of  aiFairft  has,  in  many 
important  rcfpefls^  been  materially  improved  in  the  courfe  of  the 
prefcnt  year. 

In  Italy,  the  threatened  invafion  of  the  French  has  been  pre- 
vented; and  they  have  been  driven  back  from  a  conOderable  part 
of  the  line  of  coaft  which  they  had  occupied^—- There  is  alfo 
reafon  to  hope,  that  the  recent  operations  of  the  Auftrian  armies 
have  checked  the  progrcfs  which  they  had  made  on  the  fide  of 
Germany,  and  frudratcd  the  ofFenfivc  projefts  which  they  were 
purfuing  in  that  quarter. 

The  fuccefles  which  have  attended  their  military  operations 
In  other  parts  of  the  campaign,  and  the  advantages  which  they 
have  derived  from  the  conclufion  of  feparate  treaties  vrith  fomc 
of  the  powers  who  were  engaged  in  the  war,  are  far  from  com- 
penfating  the  evils  which  they  experience  from  its  continuance. 
The  dertnidion  of  their  commerce,  the  diminution  of  their  ma- 
ritime power,  and  the  unparalleled  embarrjflTment  and  diftrefs  of 
their  internal  fituation,  have  produced  the  impreflioH  which  was 
naturally  to  be  expedcd  ;  and  a  general  fenfe  appears  to  prevail 
throughout  France,  that  the  only  relief  from  the  mcreafmg  pref- 
furc  of  thefe  difficulties  muft  arife  from  the  reftoration  of  peace, 
and  the  cftablifhment  of  fome  fettled  fyftem  of  government. 
^  The  dillradlion  and  anarchy  which  have  fo  long  prevailed  in 
that  country,  have  led  to  a  crifis,  of  which  it  is  as  yet  impofliblc 
to  forefcc  th«  illue  ;  but  which  mud,  in  all  human  probability» 
produce  confcquences  highly  important  to  the  interefts  of  Europe. 
Should  this  crifis  terminate  in  any  order  of  things  compatible 
"wiih  the  tranquillity  of  other  countries,  and  affording  a  reafona* 
blc  expcflation  of  fccurity  and  permanence  in  any  treaty  which 
might  be  concluded,  the  appearance  of  a  difpofitlon  to  negotiate 
for  general  peace,  on  juft  and  fuitablc  terms,  will  not  fail  to  be 
met,  on  my  part,  with  an  carnelt  defirc  to  give  it  the  fullefl  and 
fpccdicrt  cffU4.     Put  I  am  perfuaded  you  will  agree  with  me, 
that  nothing  is  fo  likely  to  infure  and  accelerate  this  defirable  end, 
as  to  flicw  that  we  are  prepared  for  cither  alternative,  and  arc  dc- 
trrmiiird  to  profccutc  the  war  with  the  utmoft  energy  and  vi- 
gour,  until  wc  havtt  the  means  of  concluding,  in  conjundioti

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ivith  our  allies,  fuch  a  peace  as  the  juflice  of  our  caufei  and  tha 
fituation  of  the  enemy,  may  entitle  us  to  expefi. 

With  this  view  I  am  continuing  to  make  the  ^reateft  exertions- 
for  maintaining  and  improving  our  naval  fuperiority,  and  for 
carrying  on  adive  and  vigorous,  operations  in  the  Weft  Indies,  in 
order  to  fecure  and  extend  the  advantages  v^hich  we  have  gained 
in  that  quarter,  and  which  are  fo  nearly  conne£led  with  our 
commercial  refources  and  maritime  ftrength. 

I  rely  with  full  confidence  on  the  continuance  of  your  firm 
and  zealous  fupport,  on  the  uniform  bravery  of  my  fleets  and 
armies,  and  on  the  fortitude,  perfeverance,  and  public  fpirit,  of 
all  ranks  of  my  people. 

The  afts  of  hoftility  committed  by  the  United  Provinces,  un-?- 
der  the  influence  and  controul  of  France,  have  obliged  me  to 
treat  them  as  in  a  ftate  of  war  with  this  country. 

The  fleet  which  I  have  employed  in  the  North  Seas  have  re- 
ceived the  mod  cordial  and  a&ive  alliftance  from  the  naval  force 
furniihed  by  the  Emprefs  of  Ruflia,  and  has  been  enabled  effec^ 
tuaily  to  check  the  operations  of  the  enemy  in  that  quarter. 

I  have  concluded  engagements  of  defenfive  alliance  with  the 
two  Imperial, courts;  and  the  ratifications  of  the  treaty  of  com- 
merce with  the  United  States  of  America,  which  I  announced 
to  you  laft  year,  have  now  been  exchanged.  I  have  direded 
copies  of  thefe  treaties  to  be  laid  before  you. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  concern  to  me,  that  the  exigencies  of 
the  public  fervice  will  require  further  additions  to  the  heavy 
burthens  which  have  been  unavoidably  impofed  on  my  people.  I 
truft  that  their  preflure  will,  in  fome  degree,  be  alleviated  by  the 
flouriihing  ftate  of  our  commerce  and  manufa£tures,  and  that  our 
expences,  though  neceflarily  great  in  their  amount,  will,  under 
the  adual  circumftances  of  the  war,  admit  of  confiderable  dimi- 
nution in  comparifon  with  thofe  of  the  prefent  year. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  obferved  for  fome  time  paft,  with  the  greateft  anxiety^ 
the  very  high  price  of  grain,  and  that  anxiety  is  increafed  by  the 
apprehenfion,  that  the  produce  of  the  wheat  harveft  in  the  pre- 
fent year  may  not  have  been  fuch  as  effe£lually  to  relieve  my 
people  from  the  difficulties  with  which  they  have  had  to  contend^ 
The  fpirit  of  order  and  fubmiilion  to  the  laws  which,  with  a 
very  few  exceptions,  has  manifefted  itfelf  under  this  fevere  pref- 
fure,  will,  I  am  fure,  be  felt  by  you  as  an  additional  incentive  tQ 
apply  yourfelves  with  the  utmoft  diligence  to  the  confideration  of 
Aich  meafuresas  may  tend  to  alleviate  the  prefent  diftrefs,  aitdto 
preveoti  as  far  as  poflible^  the  renewal  of  fimilar  embarraflments 
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it!  fitmre*  Nothing  his  hecn  omitted  on  my  ptrt  thit  ipprirtd 
likely  to  contribute  to  this  end ;  and  you  may  be  aflured  of  my 
hearty  concurrence  in  whatever  regulations  the  wtfdom  of  Parlia- 
ment may  adopt  on  a  fubjcfl  fo  peculiarly  intereding  to  my  people, 
vhofe  welfare  will  ever  be  the  objeft  neareft  my  heart*

V^T'E  your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjeQs,  the  Com- 
^^  mons  of  Great  Britain,  in  Parliament  aiFembled,  beg  leave 
to  return  yoiir  Majefty  our  humble  thanks  for  your  moft  gracious 
fpccch  from  the  throncl 

We  participate  in  the  fatisfaftion  your  Majedy  feels  from  rc- 
fle£ting,  that,  not>;v'ithftanding  the  many  events  unfavourable  to 
the  common  caufe,  the  profpeft  refuliing  from  the  general  fiiua- 
tion  of  alfaxrs  has,  in  many  important  refpe^s,  been  materially 
improved  in  the  courfe  of  the  prcfcnt  year. 

We  derive  great  plcafure  from  obferving  the  events  which  have 
taken  place  in  Italy,  and  from  finding  reafon  to  hope  that  a  check 
has  been  given  to  the  progrefs  of  the  French  on  the  fide  of  Ger- 
many, by  the  recent  operations  of  the  Auftrian  army. 

In  contemplating  the  fituation  of  our  enemies,  we  cannot  hut 
be  fenlible  that  the  fuccelFcs  which  have,  in  fome  parts  of  the 
campaign,  attended  their  military  operations,  and  the  advantages 
which  they  h.ivc  derived  from  the  conclufion  of  feparate  treaties 
with  fome  of  the  powers  who  wore  engaged  in  the  war,  cannot 
conipcnfate  for  the  evils  which  they  experience  from  its  continu- 
ance :  and  it  is  natural  to  fuppofe,  that  the  dcftrudion  of  their 
commerce,  the  diminution  of  their  maritime  power,  and  the  un- 
paraiUlcd  embarrairmcnt  and  diftrcfs  of  their  internal  fituation, 
mult  have  produced  a  i^cneral  fenfe,  that  the  only  relief  from  the 
incrcafing  prclUire  of  their  difficulties  mud  arife  from  the  rcftora- 
tion  of  peace,  and  the  eftablUhment  of  fome  fettled  fyftcm  oi 


government. 


Wc  arc  well  aware  how  impoffiWe  it  is  to  forefee  the  ifliie  of 
the  extraordinary  crifis  which  has  arifen  in  that  country  ;''but  ve 
receive  with  the  truefl  fatisfadlion  your  Majefty's  gracious dcclan- 
tio?],  that  fliouKl  it  terminate  in  any  order  of  things  compatib.c 
with  the  tranquillity  of  other  countries,  and  affording  a  reafon- 
able  expe^^lation  of  fccurity  and  permanence  in  any  treaty  which 
niii^ht  be  concluded,  the  appearance  of  a. difpofition  to  negotiate 
for  general  peace  on  jnft  and  fuitable  terms  will  not  fail  to  be  met, 
on  the  part  of  vmir  Majeftv,  with  an  carncft  dcfire  to  give  it  thv 
fullcll  and  fpctdieft  effcd.   '  Wf. 
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We,  at  the  fame  time,  cordially  join  with  jroii];  Majefty  in  th/i 
perfuafiony  that  nothing  isfy  likely  to  enfure  and  accelerate  ilm 
deftrable  end,  and  to  provide  /o/  the  permanent  intcrefts  of  youic 
kingdom,  as  to  (hew  that  we  are  prepared  for  cither  alternative^ 
and  that  we  are  determined  to  profecute  the  wf  r  with  the  utmoi^ 
energy  and  vigour,  until  your  Majeiiy  has  the  means  of  concluding^ 
in  conjun^ion  with  your  allies,  fuch  a  peace  as  the  judice  of  the 
caufe  in  which  we  are  engaged,  and  the  fituation  of  Ihe.  enemy 
may  entitle  us  to  e\pcSt. 

ImpreflTed  with  thefe  fentiments,  we  (ball  feci  it  our  duty  to 
give  your  Majefly  odr  firmed  and  moft  decided  fupport  in  your 
Majcfty's  fartbec  exertions,  and  particularly  in*,thofc  which  are 
directed  to  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  our  naval  fupc- 
riority,  and  for  fccuring  and  extending  the  advantages  VKhich  have. 
been  gained  in  the  Wc(^  Indies,  and  which  arc  fo  nearly  connect'- 
d  with  our  commercial  refources  and  maritime  ftrcngth  :  and  w« 
are  perfuadcd  your  Majefty  may  fecurcly  rely  on  the  uniform  an4 
unfhaken  bravery  of  your  fleets  and  armies,  and  on  the  fqrtitude^ 
pcrfcverancc,  and  public  fpirit  of  all  ranks  of  your  people. 

While  we  cannot  but  lament  that  the  influence  and  controul 
cxercifed  by  France  over  the  United  Provinces^  (houl^  have  pro- 
diiccd  afts  of  ho(l:ility  which  have  obliged  your  Majefty  to  treat-, 
ihcni  as  in  a  ftatc  of  war  with  this  country,  it  miiil  at  the  famcf 
time  afFord  us  much  fatisfadion  to  learn,  that  the  fleet  which  your 
Majcfly  has  employed  in  the  North  Seas,  has  received  the  moft 
cordial  and  a£live  aiTillance  fr^m  the  naval  force  furniihed  by  the 
Emprefs  of  Ruifia,  and  has  been  enabled  e(Fc£lually  to  check  the 
operations  of  the  enemy  in  that  quarter. 

We  acknowledge  your  Majelty's  condcfcenfion  in  having  dl- 
rcflcd  fo  be  laid  before  us  copies  of  the  engagements  of  the  defcnflve 
alliance  which  your  MajeAy  has  concluded  with  the  two  Imperial 
courts ;  and  of  the  treaty  with  the  United  States  of  America. 

4though  we  mull  at  all  times  fee  with  regret  the  neceflity  of 
making  further  addhions  to  the  heavy  burdens  which  have  un- 
avoidably been  impofed  upon  our  conditucnts,  we  feel  it  an  in- 
difpenfable  duty  to  make  fuch  provifion  for  the  different  branches 
of  the  publi^rfcrvice,  as  the  exigency  of  affairs  may  require  ;  and 
it  will  atfbrd  us  great  fatisfaftion  to  find  that  the  prcfTure  of  thcfe 
fcurthcns  is,  in  fome  degree,  alleviated  by  the  flourifliing  ftatc  of 
our  commerce  and  manu failures,  and  that  our  cxpences  will^ 
tJndcr  the  aftual  circumilances  of  the  war,  admit  of  confiderable 
diminution  in  comnarifon  with  thofe  of  the  prcff^nt  year,. 

We  arc  deeply  fcnffble  of  your  Majeliy's  paternal  goodnefs  in 
the  cxprcflions  of  the  anxiety  with  which  your  Vlajefly  has  obferved 
the  high  price  of  grain,  and  of  your  apprehenfion  that  the  producp 
trf  the  wheat  harveft  in  the  prcfent  year,  may  not  have  been  tich 
^  efTcduaUy  to  relieve  your  people  troto  the  diiBcu Jtics  with  which 
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they  hsfe  liad  to  eentend.  The  fpirit  of  order  and  fubmiffion  fo 
the  laws,  which,  with  few  exceptions,  has  manifefted  itfelf  under 
this  fevere  preffure,  will  undoubtedly  be  felt  by  us  as  an  additional 
incentive  to  apply  ourfelves  with  the  v^o^oA  oiligence  to  the  con- 
fidtration  of  luch  meafares  as  may  tend  to  alleviate  the  prefent 
diftrtfs,  •  and  to  prevent  as  far  as  poifible,  the  renewal  of  fimilar 
embarraflmentsi^and  nothing  can  liiord  us  a  higher  gratification 
than  to  iihd  our&Ives  enabled  to  adopt  fuch  regulations  as  may  giv^ 
^ffeSt  to  your  Majcfty's  gracious  and  benevolent  views  for  the  relief 
ind  advantage  ot  you/  people,  on  a  fubjeft  fo  peculiarly  interefting 
to  your  welfare.

"Y^E  heg  leave  humbly  to  entreat  your  Majefty  to  review  the 
events  of  the  three  lad  years,  and  to<:ompare  the  fituation 
and  circumllances  of  the  belligerent  powers,  at  the  period  when 
hoftilities  commenced,  and  at  the  prefent  moment  to  confider  that 
a  great  majority  of  the  numerous  allies,  on  whofe  co-operation 
your  Majefty  chiefly  relied  for  fuccefs,  have  abandoned  the  com- 
mon caufe,  and  fought  for  fecurity  in  peace,  while  others  have 
been  unfortunately  thrown  into  alliance  with  the  enemy. 

That  our  foreign  poffeffions  in  the  Weft  Indies  have  in  many 
inftances  been  over-run,  pillaged,  and  deftroyed,  and  the  fccurit)' 
of  all  of  rhem  put  in  imminent  hazard. 

That  the  expeditions  to  the  coaft  of  France  have  proved  either 
difgraceful  or  abortive  ;  tending,  without  any  rational  profped  of 
public  benefit,  to  tarnifli  the  Britifti  name,  by  a  fhametul  facrifice 
of  thofe  to  whom  your  Majefty's  minifters  had  held  out  the  hope  ot 
public  protection. 

Thatamidft  all  thefe  adverfe  and  difgraceful  events,  there  has 
been  an  expenditure  of  blood  and  treafure  unparalleled  in  the 
Jhiftory  of  former  wars. 

Such  being  the  refult  of  the  meafures  which  have  been  purfued, 
we  cannot  honeftly  difcharge  our  duty  to  your  Majefty,  the  coun- 
try, and  ourfelves,  without  fervently  imploring  your  Majefty  to 
lefleft  upon  the  evident  impracticability  of  attaining,  in  the  pre- 
fent cont^ft,  what  have  hitherto  been  confidered  as  the  object; 
of  it. 

We  therefore  humbly  intreat  your  Majefty  no  longer  to  aft 
upon  the  opinion,  that  the  governing  powers  of  France  are  in- 
capable of  maintaining  the  accuftomed  relations  of  peace  and 
an>ity.  An  opinion  fornaerly  proved  to  be  unfounded  by  the  fitua- 
tion of  the  States  of  America,  and  of  thofe  nations  of  Europe  who 
Jlgve  throughout  maintained  a  fafe  and  dignified  neutrality,  and 
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Tcccndy  by  the  conduft  and  prcfcnt  condition  of  Pruflia  andSpalnf 
tnd  the  Princes  of  the  empire.  But  that  your  Majefty  wiH  be;^ 
gracioufly  pleafed  to  take  decided  and  immediate,  meafures  for 
bringing  about  a  peace  with  France,  whatever  may  be  the  prefent 
or  future  form  ot)ier  internal  government,  and  look  for  indemnity 
^here  alone  indemnity  is  to  be  found,  in  the  refloration  of  in« 
duftry,  plenty,  and  tranquillity  at  home. 

While  we  thus  earneftly  implore  your  Majefty  to  confider,  in 
your  royal  wifdom,  how  fruitlefs  the  purfuit  of  the  war  is  become,', 
and  how  idle  and  imaginary  the  fuppofed  obAacle  to  peace,  we 
declare  that  if  the  exiltinj^powers  in  France  were  to  rejeS  a  pacific 
negotiation  propofed  by  your  Majefty  upon  fuitable  terms,  and  to 
perfevere  in  hoftilities  for  their  own  aggrandifemcfnt;  or  with  4 
view  to  the  eftabliihment  of  their  fyftem  of  government  in  other 
countries,  we  would  firenuoufly  fuppprt  a  vigorous  profecutipn  of 
the  war^  confident  that  the  fpirit  of  the  nation,  when  roufed  in 
fuch  a  caufe,  will  flill  be  able  to  accomplifli  what  is  juft  and  rie- 
ccfTary,  however  exhaufted  and  weakened  by  the  ill-concerted 
proje£ts  of  thofe  who' have  direded  your  Majefty 's  councils.

And  as  the  principal  bar  to  a  negotiation  for  peace  appears  to 
have  been  your  Majeity's  having  been  hitherto  advifed  to  confidcr 
the  order  of  things  in  France  as  preeluding  your  Majefty  from 
meeting  a  difpofltion  to  negotiation  on  the  part  of  the  enemy«  your 
faithful  Commons  now  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty  to  give 
diftind  directions  that  an  immediate  negotiation  may  be  entered  on 
for  the  above  falutary  objedl*

TJ  IS  Majefty  thinks  proper  to  acquaint  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
'*'  that  a  confiderable  divifion  of  fliips,  having  on  board  foreign 
troops  in  the  fervice  of  Great  Britain,  having  been  difperfed  and 
d^hiaged  while  on  their  paflage  from  the  rivers  Elbe  and  Wefer  to 
Spithead,  the  place  of  rendezvous  appointed  for  the  convoy  under 
which  it  was  intended  they  (hoiild  be  fent  on  dtftant  foreign  fer- 
vice, hi^  Majefty  has  found  it  unavoidably  neceiTary  to  order  the 
faid  troops  to  be  difembarked,  and  to  be  ftationed  in  barracks  near 
Southampton,  and  in  the  ifle  of  Wight ;  and  at  the  fame  time  has 
given  diredions  that  they  (halt  be  re-embarked,  and  fent  to  the 
place  of  their  deftination,  as  foon  as  the  tranfports  neceflary  for 
'ditir  accommodation  and  conveyance  ihall  be  in  readinefe  to  re- 
ceive them,  the  neceflfary  orders  for  that  purpofe,  having,  by  hi^

This,  which  would  be  a  duty  incumbent  upon  Parliament, 
were  the  exiftingwar  iever  fo  neceftary,  jiift,  and  fuccefsful,  is 
become  tnoff  urgent  and  indifpen fable,  in  a  coriteft.at  once  blooJy 
and  cxpenfiVe  beyond  example  without  plan  or  objeS,  except  fuch 
cbjefts  as  the  mifconduft  of  the  war  firft  created  ;  attended  with  a 
wafte  of  money  prbfufe  almoft  beyond  imagination,  which  has  al- 
^  ready  reduced  our  trade  to  a  dependence  on  the  very  warfare"  which 
is  fundamentally  deilroying  it,  and  has  fo  exhaufted  our  refourcef, 
•as  to  drive  us  to  the  wretched  expedient  of  reviving  taxes,  whi^r. 
'were  a  few'yiears  fince  repealed,  upon  the  ground  of  thereby  in- 
creafing  tlie  revenue — an  efFedl  which  that  repeal  produced,  and  a 
policy  which  muft,  therefore,  on  the  return  of  peace,  be  agaia 
•reforted  to^  and  which  will  confecpiently  bring  with  it  the  oe- 
ccflity  of  finding  new  taxes,  if  new  and  productive  taxes  can  be 
invented  in  our  then  exhaufted  (late. 

In  a  fituatioii  fo  alarming,  and  fo  manifeftly  tending  to  deftrjy 
the  confidence  of  the  people  in  Parliament,  which  (as  every  re- 
fleding  man  muft  have,  with  deep  concern,  obferved,)  has  for 
foine  years  paft  been  rapidly  on  the  decline ;  it  behoves  Parlia- 
ment, by  a' timely  revival  of  its  ancient  energy  and  integrity,  to 
convince  the  people  that  their  conftitutional  guardians  are  awake  to 
the  common  danger^  and  are  determined  to  come  forward  with  fi^^^ 
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firm  mcafures  of  public  order  and  reform,  as  will  cfTeflnally  re- 
lieve the  fubjeft,  and  remedy  evils  which  if  (till  fuffered  to  accii- 
mulate,  will  be  paft  all  remedy,  and  muft  inevitably  terminate  in 
public  ccmfufion.

Jnthe  Houfe  of  Commons f  on  the  loth  of  May ^  1796,  Mr^  Fox  made^ 

the  following  Motion. 

'PHAT  an  addrcfs  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  moft  hiifnbly  to 
"■•  offer  to  his  royal  confideration  that  judgment  which  his 
faithful  Commons  have  formed,  and  now  deem  it  their  duty  to 
declare,  concerning  the  conduft  of  his  minifters  in  the  commence- 
ment, and  during  the  progrcfs  of  the  prefent  unfortunate  war.  As* ' 
long  as  it  was  pollible.fdr  us  to  doubt  from  what  fource  the  na- 
tional diftreifes  have  arifen,  we  have  in  limes  of  difficulty  and 
peril  thought  ourfelves  bound  to  ftrengthen  his  Majefty's  govern- 
ment for  the  proteftion  of  his  fubjefts,  by  our  confidence  and 
fupport.  But  our  duties  as  his  Majeft;^*s  counfellors,  and  as  the' 
rcprefcntatives  of  his  people,  will  no  longer  permit  us  to  dif- 
fcmble  our  deliberate  and  determined  opinion  that  the  diftrefs,  dif- 
ficulty, and  peril  to  which  this  country  is  now-fubjeflcd,  have 
arifen  from  the  mifconduft  of  the  King's  minifters,  and  are  likely 
to  fubiift  and  Jncreafe  as  long  as  the  fame  principles  which  have 
hitherto  guided  thefe  minifters,  (hall  continue  to  prevail  in  the 
councils  of  Great  Britain, 

It  15  painful  for  us  to  remind  his  Majefty  of  the  fltuation  of  his 
dominions  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and  of  the  high  degree  of 
profperity  to  wliich  the  fkill  and  induftry  of  his  fubjcdts  had, 
under  the  fafeguard  of  a  free  conftitution,  raifed  the  BritHh  cm-, 
pire,  fince  it  can  only  fill  his  mind  with  the  melancholy  recollec- 
tion of  profperity  abufed,  and  of  opportunities  of  fecuring  perma- 
nent advantages  wantonly  rcjefted.  Nor  fliall  we  pr^fume  to 
wound  his  Majefty's  benevolence  by  ^welling  on  the  fortunate 
confequcnces  which  might  have  ^ifen  from  the  mediation  of  Great 
iiritain  between  the  powers  then  at  war,  which  might  have  en- 
fured  the  permanence  of  our  profperity,  while  it  pfeferved  a?l 
Europe  from  the  calamities  which  it  has  fince  endured.  A  media- 
tion which  this  kingdom  was  fo  well  fitted  to  carry  on  with 
vigour  and  dignity,  by  its  power,  its  charafter,  and  the  nature  of 
its  government,  happily  removed  at  an  equal  diftance  from  the 
contending  extremes  of  Ucentioufnefs  and  tyranny. 

From  this  neutral  and  impartial  fyftem  of  policy  his  Majefty's  * 
minifters  were  induced  to  depart  by  certain  meafuyesof  the  French 
government^  of  which  they  complained  as  injurious  and  hoftile  to 
ttiis  coui(^try.    With  what  juftice  thofa  cotinpUints  were  made  wo 
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•f^  not  now  called  upon  to  determine^  fince  it  cannot  be  pretended 
that  the  meafures  of  France  were  of  fuch  a  nature  as  to  'preclude 
the  pofliblity  o([  adjuflment  by  negotiation  ;  and  it  is  impoi&ble  to 
deny  that  the  power  which  (huts  up  the  channel  of  accommodation 
muft  be  the  real  aggreflbr  in  war.  To  rejeA  negotiation  is  to  de- 
termine on  hoililities ;  and  iMhatever  may  have  been  the  nature  of 
the  points  in  queftion  between  us  and  France,  we  cannot  but  pro- 
nounce the  refufal  of  fuch  an  authorifed  comn^unication  witb  that 
country  as  might  have  amicably  terminated  the  difpute,  to  be  the 
true  and  immediate  caufe  of  the  rupture  which  followed. 

Nor  can  we  forbear  to  remark  that  the  pretences  under  which  his 
Majefty*s  minifters  then  haughtily  refufed  fuch  authorifed  commu- 
nication have  been  fufficiently  expofed.by  their  own  conduQ,  in 
fince  fubmitting  to  a  Cmilar  injtercourfe  with  the  fame  govern- 
ment. * 

The  mifguided  policy  which  thus  rendered  the  war  inevitable, 
appears  to  have  aduatcd  the  minifters  in  their  determination  to 
continue  it  at  all  hazards.  At  the  fame  tiniie  we  cannot  but  ob- 
ftrve,  that  the  obftinacy  with  which  they  have  adhered  to  their 
defperate  fyftem  is  not  more  remarkable  than  their  verfatility  in 
the  pretexts  upon  which  they  have  juftibed  it.  At  one  period  the 
ftrength,  at  anothei;  the  weaknefs  of  the  enemy  have  been  urged  as 
'  motives  for  continuing  the  war ;  the  fuccefles,  as  well  as  the  defeats 
of  the  allies  have  contributed  only  to  prolong  the  conteft  ;  and  hope 
and  defpair  have  equally  ferved  to  involve  us  ftill  deeper  in  the  hor- 
rors of  war,  and  to  entail  upon  us  an  endlefs  train  of  calamities. — 
After  the  original  profeffed  objeds  had  been  obtained  by  the  cxpul- 
fion  of  the  French  armies  from  the  territories  of  Holland  and  the  Ai> 
ftrian  Netherlands,  we  find  hisMajefty'sminifters,  influenced  either 
by  arrogance  or  by  infatuated  ambition  and  the  vain  hope  of  con- 
quefls,whichifrealized,  could  never  compenfate  to  the  nation  for  the 
blood  and  treafure  by  which  they  muft  be  obtained,  rejefting  unheard 
the  overtures  made  by  the  executive  council  of  France,  at  a  peru  d 
when  the  circumftances  were  fo  eminently  favourable  to  his  Ma- 
jefty  and  his  allies  that  there  is  every  reafon  to  fuppofe  that  a  nego- 
tiation, commenced  at  fuch  a  jundure,  muft  have  terminated  in 
an  honourable  and  advantageoOs  peace ;  to  the  profpefls  arifir/; 
from  fuch  an  opportunity  they  preferred  a  blind  and  obftinate  per- 
feverance  in  a  war  which  could  fcarce  have  any  remaining  objtil 
but  the  unjuftifiable  purpofe  of  jmpoGng  upon  France  a  govern- 
ment  difapproved  of  by  the. inhabitants  of  that  country;,  anfi  fuch 
was  the  infatuation  of  thefe  minifters,  that,  far  from  being  able  to 
frame  a  wife  and  comprehenfive  fyftem  of  policy,  they  even  reject- 
ed the  few  advantages  that  belonged  to  their  own  unfortunate 
icheme.  The  general  exiftence  of  a  defign  to  interpofe  in  the  in- 
ternal government  of  France  was  too  manifeft  not  to  roufe  ir.to 

aOive  boftility  the  mtional  Jfi^  of  tbat  ^fk  t  but  their  particu- 
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Vr  projt£l5  tivrie  too.  equivocal  to  attraA  the  confidence^  or  pm* 
cure  the  co-operation  of  thefe  Frenchmen  who  ivere  difaftcded  toi 
the  government  o£  their  country.  The  nature  of  thcfe  plans  vras 
t(K>  clear  not  to  provoke  formidable  enemiesi  but  their  ex-tent  was 
too  ambiguous  to  conciliate  ufeful  friends* 

We  beg  leave  farther  to  reprefent  to  your  Majefty,  that  at  fubfe* 

quent.  periods  your  minifters  have  fuiFered  the  mod  favourable 

opportunities  to  efcape  of  obtaining  an  honourable  and  advan^^ 

tageous  pacitication.     They  did  not  avail  thcmfclves«  a$>  it  A¥as> 

their  duty  to  have  done,  of  the  unbroken  (Ircngth^of  tho  generals 

confederacy  which  had  been  formed  againd  France,  for  the  pur- 

pofe  of  giving  eife£l. to  overtaxes  for  negotiation,     They^  faw  thok 

fcceflion  of  feveral  powerful  Hates  from  that  confederacy^  they  fuf-. 

fered  it  to  dilTolve  without  an  effort  for  the  attainment  of  a  general 

pacification*     They  loaded  their  country  with  the  odium<  of  having; 

engaged  in  a  combination,  charged  with, the  moft  queflionabl^i 

and  unjuflifiable  views,  without  availing  themfelves  of  that  com* 

bination,  for  procuring  favourable  conditions  of  peace.     Tha^ 

from  this  fatal  neglefl,  the  progrefsof  hodilities  has  only  ferved 

to  eftablifti  the  evils  which  might  certainly  have  been  avoided  bp 

negotiation,  but  which  are  now  confirmed  by  the  events  of  the  wan 

We  have  felt  that  the  unjuflifiable  and  impraflicable  attempt  t4» 

eflablifh  royalty  in  France  by  force,  has  only  proved  fatal  to  its- 

unfortunate  fupporters.    We  have  feen  with  regret  the  fubjugation 

of  Holland,  and  the  aggrandizement  of  the  French  Republic,  and' 

we  have  to  lament  the  alteration  in  the  (late  of  Europe,  not  onlf' 

from  the  fucccifes  of  the  French,  but  from  the  formidable  acquis 

fitions  of  fome  of  the  allied  powers  on  the  fide  of  Poland,  acqui«* 

fitions  alarming  from  their  magnitude,  but  dill  more  fo  from  the< 

manner  in  which  thev  have  been  made,  thus  fatally  learning  that- 

the  war  has  tended  alone  to  eftablifh  the  very  evils,  for  the  pre-. 

vcntion  of  which  it  was  avowedly  undertaken. 

That  we  now  therefore  approach  his  Majefty  to  afTure  him,  that  > 
his  faithful  Commons  heard  with  the  fincereft  fatisfadion,  hiS' 
MajeAy's  moft  gracious  meiTage  of  the  8th  of  December,  wherein 
his  Majefty  acquaints  them,  that  the  crifls  which  was  depending 
at  the  commencement  of  the  pxefent  feflion,  had  led  to  fuch  an* 
order  of  things,  as  would  induce  his  Majefty  to  meet  any  difpo- 
fition  to  negotiation  on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  with  an  earned  • 
defire  to  give  it  the  fulleft  and  fpeedleft  effed,  and  to  conclude  a  • 
general  treaty  of  peace,  whenever  it  could  be  effeflod  on  juft  and » 
equitable  terms  for  himfelf  and  his  allies. 

That  from  this  gracious  communication,  they  were  led  to  hope* 
for  a  fpeedy  termination  to  this  moft  difaftrous  conteft ;  but  that  • 
with  furprife  and  forrow  they  have  now  reafon  to  apprtht  nd  that ' 
ti^roe moptl^s  wereAiffered  to  elapfe  before  any  fteps  were  taken* 

towards 
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towards  a  negotiation,  or  any  overtures  made  by  bis  Majefty's 

fervants. 

With  equal  furprife  and  concern  they  have  obferved,  when  a 
fair  and  open  condu£t  was  fo^  peculiarly  incumbent  on  his  Ma- 
jefly's  miniftersy  confldering  the  prejudices  and  fufpicions  which 
their  previous  condudl  muil  have  excited  in  the  minds  of  the 
French  ;  that  inftead  of  adopting  that  open  and  manly  manner 
which  became  the  wifdom,  the  charader,  and  dignity  of  the  Bri- 
tiih  nation,  they  had  recourfe  to  a  flyle  calculated  rather  to  excite 
fufpicion,  than  to  infpire  confidence  in  the  enemy.  Every  ex- 
prellion  which  might  be  condrued  into  an  acknowledgment  of  the 
French  Republic,  or  even  an  allnflon  to  its  forms,  was  (ludioofly 
avoided;  and  the  minifter  through  whom  this  overture  was  made, 
was  in  a  mod  unprecedented  manner  intruded  to  declare,  that  he 
had  no  authority  to  enter  into  any  negotiation  or  difcuflfion  relative 
to  the  objeds  of  the  propofed  treaty. 

That  it  is  with  pain  we  refle£k  that  the  alacrity  of  his  Majefty's 
miniders  in  apparently  breaking  off  this  incipient  negotiation,  as 
well  as  the  ftrangeand  unufual  manner  in  which  it  was  announced 
to  the  miniders  of  the  various  powers  of  Europe,  affords  a  very 
unfavoura'ble  comment  on  their  reludance  in  entering  upon  it, 
and  is  calculated  to  make  the  mod  injurious  impredion  refpeding 
their  fincerity  on  the  people  of  France. 

On  a  review  of  fo  many  indances  of  grofs  and  flagrant  mifcon* 
iuGiy  proceeding  irtm  the  fame  pernicious  principles,  and  direflcd 
with  incorrigible  obdinacy  tothe  fame  mifchievous  ends,  we  deem 
ourfelves  bound  in  duty  to  his  Majedy,  and  to  our  conditucnts,  to 
declare  that  we  fee  no  rational  hope  of  redeeming  the  affairs  of  the 
kingdom,  but  by  the  adoption  of  a  fydcm  radically  and  /unda« 
mehtally  different  from  that  which  has  produced  our  prefent  cala- 
mities. 

.  Unlefs  hisMajedy's  miniders  (hall,  from  a  real  convi£lion  of  pad 
errors,  appear  inclined  to  regulate  their  cundu£^  upon  fuch  a  fydeRi> 
we  can  neither  give* any  credit  to  the  fincerity  of  their  profeflions  of 
a  wifli  for  peace,  nor  repofe  any  confidence  in  them  forcondu&ing 
a  negotiation  to  a  profperous  ifTue.  Odious  as  they  are  to  an 
enemy  who  wifh  dill  to  believe  them  fecretly  to  chfcrifli  thofe  un- 
principled and  chimerical  projeds  which  they  have  been  compelled 
in  public  to  difavow,  contemptible  in  the  eyes  of  all  Europe,  from 
the  difplay  of  infincerity  which  has  marked  their  conduA,  our 
only  hopes  red  on  his  Majedy's  royal  wifdom  and  unquedioned 
affe^ion  for  his  people,  that  he  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  adopt 
maxims  of  policy  more  fuited  to  the  circumdances  of  the  times 
than  thofe  by  which  his  Majedy's  miniders  appear  to  have  been 
governed,  and  to  direft  his  fervants  to  take  meafures,  which,  by 
(differing  clfentially  as  well  in  their  tendency  as  ia  the  principle

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tipon  which  they  are  founded,  from  thpfe  which  have  hitherto 
marked  their  condudi   may  give  this  country  fome  reafonaUe 
hope,  at  no  very  diftant  period,  of  the  eflabliftiment  of  a  peace

Parliament. 

The  objefts  which  have  engaged  your  attention  during  the  pre-

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons; 

I  muft  in  a  more  jparticular  manner  return  you  my  thanks  for 
the  liberal  ftipplieS  ^Vhlch  you  have  granted  to  meet  the  exigencies 
of  the  war — While  I  regret  the  extent  of  thofe  demands  which 
the  prcfent  circumftances  neceflarily  occafion,  it  is  a  great  confola.- 
tion  to  me  to  obferve  the  increafing  refources  by  which  the  country 
is  enabled  to  fupport  them.  Thefe  refources  are  particularly  mani- 
fefted  in  the  ftate  of  the  different  branches  of  the  revenue,  in  th^ 
continued  arid  progreffive  (late  of  our  navigatioh  and  commerce, 
iR  the  fteps  which  have  been  taken  for  maintaining  and  imprb^. 
ving  the  public  credit,  and  in  the  additional  provifion  which 
has  been  made  for  the  redu£lion  of  the  national  debt4 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I  fliall  ever  refleft  with  heartfelt  fatisfaSion  on  the  Unifornt 
wifdom,  tcroper>  and  firmnefs  which  have  appeared  in  all  yout^ 
proceedings  fmce  I  firft  met  you  in  this  place.  Called  to  delibe- 
rate on  the  public  affairs  of  your  country  in  a  period  of  foreign 
and  domeftic  traiiquillity,  you  had  the  happinefs  6{  contributing  td 
raife  this  kingdom  to  a  ftate  of  unexampled  profperity.  You  were 
fuddenly  compelled  to  relinquifh  the  full  advantages  of  this  fitua- 
tion,  in  order  to  refift  the  unprovoked  aggreflion  of  an  enemy 
whofe  hoftility  was  direded  againft  all  civil  fociety,  but  more  par-^ 
ticularly  againft  the  happy  union  of  order  and  liberty  eftabliftied  ill 
Ihefe  kingdoms.  The  nature  of  the  fyftem  introduced  into 
France,  afforded  to  that  country,  in  the  midft  of  its  calamities> 
the  means  of  exertion  beyohd  the  experience  of  any  former  time. 
Under  the  prelTureof  the  new  and  unprecedentcid  difficulties  arifing 
from  fuch  a  conteft,  you  have  ftiewn  yoUrfelves  worthy  of  all  the 
bleilings  that  you  inherit.  By  your  counfels  and  condudJ,  tho 
conftitution  has  been  preferved  inviolate  againft  the  defigns  of  fo- 
reign and  domeftic  enemies;  the  honour  of  the  Britifli  name  has 
been  aflerted  ;  the  rank  and  ftation  which  we  have  hitherto  held  in 
Europe  has  been  maintained  ;  and  the  decided  fuperiority  of  our 
naval  power  has  been  eftabliflied  in  every  quarter  of  the  world. 

You  have  omitted  no  opportunity  to  prove  your  juft  anxiety  for 
the  re-eftablifliment  of  general  peace  on  fecure  and  honourable 
terms ;  but  you  have  at  the  fame  time  rendered  it  manifeft  to  the 
world,  that  while  our  enemies  (hall  perfift  in  difpofitions  incom- 
patible with  that  obje<a,  neither  the  refources  nor  the  fpirit  of 
Englifhmen  will  be  wanting  to  the  fupport  of  a  juft  caufe,  and  to 
ihe  defence  of  all  their  deareft  interells. 

A  due  fenfc  of  this  condu<Sl  is  deeply  impreffed  on  my  heart.  I 
tnill  that  all  my  fubje£ls  are  animated  with  the  fame  fetitiment, 
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md  that  their  loyalty  and  public  fpirit  will  enfure  the  continuance 
of  that  union  and  mutual  confidence  between  noe  and  my  Parlia- 
ment,  which  heft  promote  the  true  dignity  and  glory  of  n^  crown, 
and  the  genuine  happinefs  of  my  people. 


IRISH  PARLIAMENT.      . 

On  Thurfday J  January  2l ,  his  Excellency  John  JeffreySj  Earl  Camda:, 
came  in  the  ufual  State,  and  delivered  the  following  Speech  from  the 
Throne: 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
T  HAVE  received  his  Majefty's  commands  to  meet  you  in  Parlia- 
•*•   ment. 

It  gives  me  the  moil  fmcere  fatisfadion  to  be  authorized  to  in- 
form you,  that  notwithftanding  the  advantages  which  the  enem) 
poflefled  at  the  commencement  of  the  laft  year,  and  the  fucceilcs 
which  attended  their  operations  in  the  former  parts  of  the  cam- 
paign, the  general  fituation  of  affairs  is  on  the  whole  moft  eflen- 
tially  Improved. 

The  continued  and  brilliant  fuccefles  of  the  Auftrian  armies  upon 
the  Rhine ;  the  important  captures  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
and  of  Trincomale  by  his  Majefty's  forces,  and  the  decided  fuperi- 
ority  of  his  ileetsi  are  circumftances  of  the  utmoft  importance  to 
the  common  caufe ;  and  their  efFedl  is  ftrengthened  by  the  internal 
diftrefles,  the  ruined  commerce,  and  increafing  financial  embamtT- 
jnents  of  the  enemy. 

The  crifis  lately  depending  in  France  has  led  to  an  order  of 
things  in  that  country,  fuch  as  will  induce  his  Majefty  to  meet 
any  difpofition  to  negotiation  on  the  ^art  of  the  enemy  with  an 
earned  defire  to  give  it  the  fullefl  and  fpeedieft  efFed,  and  to  con- 
clude a  treaty  of  general  peace  when  it  may  be  efic&ed  on  juft  and 
fuitable  terms  for  himfelf  and  his  allies. 

The  treaty  of  commerce  between  his  Majefty  and  the  United 
States  of  America  having  been  mutually  ratified,  I  have  ordered 
copies  of  it,  by  his  Majeily^s  command,  to  be  laid  before  you. 

I  have  the  pjeafure  to  announce  to  you,  that  her  Royal  Highncf^ 
the  Princefs  of  Wales  has  been  happily  delivered  of  a  princefs ;  an 
event,  which,  by  giving  additional  ftability  to  his  Majefty's  aug^i'^ 
houfe,  cannot  fail  to  afford  you  the  higheft  fatisfa&ion. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
I  obfervc  with  the  fmcereft  pleafore  that,  notwithfianding  the 
continued  preflure  of  the  war,  the  commerce  and  revenues  of  thi^ 
kingdom  have  not  in  any  degree  fallen  from  that  flouriflringftateot 
advancement,  which  in  the  laft  feflion  of  Parliament  was  a  fubjeA 
of  fuch  juft  congratulation.  This  crrcumftance  affords  a  decidve 
proof  that  your  profperity  is  founded  on  a  folid  bafis^  and  leads  ai<^ 
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to  indulge  the'flattering  hope»  that  whatever  additional  burthens  you 
may  find  it  necel&ry  to  impofe,  will  not  be  materially  felt  by  the 
people* 

I  have  ordered  the  public  accounts  and  eftimates  for  the  enfulng 
year  to  be  laid  before  you,  and  have  no  doubt  of  your  readinefs  to 
provide  fuch  fupplies  as  a  due  fenfe  of  the  exigencies  of  the  king*- 
dom  (hall  fuggefti  and  the  wife  policy  of  ftrengtheni/ig  his  Majedy's 
exertions  for  procuring  a  folid  and  permanent  peace  (hall  appear  to 
render  neceflary. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  feel  myfelf  obliged  to  advert  to  thofe  fe- 
cret  and  treafonable  aflfociations,  the  dangerous  extent^and  malignity 
of  which  have  in  fome  degree  been  difclofed  on  feveral  trials,  and 
to  the  difturbances  which  have  taken  place  in  fome  parts  of  the 
kingdom.  It  has  at  the  fame  time  been  a  fource  of  great  fatisfaC- 
tion  to  me  to  obferve  the  fuccefsful  and  meritorious  exertions  of 
the  magiftrates  in  feveral  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  the  alacrity 
which  his  Majefty's  regular  and  militia  forces  have  univerfally 
manifefted  in  aid  of  the  civil  power,  whenever  they  have  been  called 
upon  for  the  prefervation  of  the  peace,  and  fupport  of  the  laws.  It 
remains  for  your  prudence  and  wifdoui  to  devife  fuch  mea- 
fures  as,  together  with  a  corltinuance  of  thofe  exertions,  and  the 
additional  powers,  which,  by  the  advice  of  the  privy  council,  I 
have  thought  it  neceflary  to  eitabliih  in  different  counties,  will  pre- 
vent the  return  of  fimilar  excefles,  and  reftore  a  proper  reverence 
for  the  laws  of  the  country. 

The  fuperior  and  increadng  importance  of  the  agriculture  and 
manufa£lures,  and  particularly  of  the  linen  manufadlure  of  the 
kin|dom»  .will  command  your  accuftomed  fup{A>rt.  Under  the 
prelent  (ituation  of  Europe  you  cannot  fail  to  attend  with  peculiar 
vigilance  to  the  general  (late  of  provifions ;  and  if  circumftances 
(hall  at  any  time  render  your  interpofition  advifeable,  I  have  no 
doubt  of  your  adopting  fuch  meafures  as  (hall  bed  apply  to  the  ex- 
ifting  neceflity  of  the  times. 

I  am  defirous  of  pointing  your  attention  to  the  proteftant  charter 
fchools,  and  other  inftitutions  of  public  charity  and  improvement. 

Your  unanimity  and  zeal  can  never  be  of  more  importance  than 
at  the  prefent  crifis,  in  order  to  imprcfs  the  enemy  with  a  thorough 
convidion  of  thetefources  of  his  Majefty's  kingdoms,  and  to  pro* 
cure  a  favourable  termination  to  your  honourable  efforts.  His 
Majefty  has  the  fulleft  reliance  on  your  firmnefs  and  attachment, 
and  on  the  fortitude,  fpirit,  and  per(everance  of  his  people. 

It  will  be  my  ambition,  as  it  is  my  duty,  to  reprefent  your  zeal 
to  his  Majefty*<s  fervice ;  and  it  will  be  my  perfonal  and  moft  anxi- 
ous wilh  to  co-operate  with  your  efforts  in  the  common  caufe  in

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endeavours  fliall  be  ufcd  to  fecure  the  happinefs  and  profpcrity  of 
this  kingdom,  and  to  proted  and  maintain  its  moft  excellent  con- 


ftitution.

IN  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  Mr.  Grattan  moved  an  amendment, 
the  fubftance  of  which  was,  to  enforce  a  vigilant  attention  to 
the  ftate  of  provifions,  and  the  fituation  of  the  lower  orders  of  the 
people,  by  imploring  his  Majefty  to  recommend  to  his  Parliament 
of  Great  Britain  fuch  a  regulation  in  the  commerce  between  both 
countries,  as  fhonld  eftabliih  a  reciprocal  receptioq  of  their  refpec- 
tive  manufaSures,  and  thereby  extend  the  manufadures  of  Ireland 
for  the  employment  of  the  poor. 

The  amendment  was  negatived  by  a  majority  of  122  to  14. 


Speech  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons t  at 
the  Bar  of  the  Irijh  Houfe  of  Lords y  on  prefenting  the  Bills  ofSupph 
of  this  prefent  Sejfton  to  his  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  for  tb 
Royal  Affent. 

1  SHOULD  feel  a  pride  in  repeating  the  fentiments  of  loyalty 
.  which  diredl  the  Commons  in  all  their  deliberations,  but  the 
bills  of  fupply  which  they  now  offer  declare  it  more  efleflually 
than  it  is  in  the  pow^r  of  any  language  to  exprefs. 
*  We  are  a  part  of  the  empire  ;  we  will  ftand  or  fall  with  Britain ; 
it  is  our  repeated  determined  refolution,  and  this  nation  will  exert 
all  its  powers,  and  will  call  forth  all  its  refources,  to  fupport  with 
her  the  common  caufe,  to  uphold  the  fafety  of  the  laws,  the  religion, 
and  the  conftitution,  againft  the  overthrow  which  the  prefent  un- 
provoked and  unexampled  war  attempts  to  threaten  them  with. 

Peace  is  an  objeft  moft  devoutly  to  be  wifhed,  but  an  infecure 
peace  is  only  a  fmothered  war ;  for  a  lafting  and  honourable  one 
(and  none  can  be  lafting  that  is  not  honourable)  we  look  to  the 
powerfiJ  impreflions  which  the  abundant  refources  of  the  empire, 
the  vigour  of  his  Majefty 's  exertions,  and  the  cordial  co*operation 
of  all  his  fubje&s,  muft  make  on  the  common  enemy. 

We  have  accordingly,  with  an  unanimous  voice,  granted  fup- 
plies  to  theutmoft  defire  exprelTed  by  his  Majefty's  minifters,  and 
in  doing  fo  we  look  back  with  great  fatisfadion  on  the  energy, 
wifdom,  and  oeconomy  with  which  the  very  liberal  fupplies  of  the 
laft  feflions  have  been  adminiftered  under  your  Excellency's  go- 
ycrnmcnt. 
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The  (krence  of  the  kingdom  has  ha4  diie  attention  paid  to  it« 
The  fpirit  of  infurreSion  has  been  vigoroufy  fupprcflcd  wherever 
it  has  appeared^  ai^  we  have  the  ftrungef^  hope,  from  the  vigilance, 
the  firmnefs  and  conciliating  moderation  which  have  marked  your 
Excellency's  condud  fince  your  arrival  in  this  kingdom^  that  under 
the  additional  powers  with  which  the  laws  of  this  feflion  will  have 
armed  the  magidracy,  it  will  be  totally  and  fpeedily  fubdued. 


On  Friday i  April  155  his  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  came  in  State 
t9  the  Houje  of  Lords ^  and  being  Jeatcd  on  the  Throne^  delivered  the

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen ^ 
TN  releafing  you  from  farther  attendance  in  Parliament,  I  am  pe* 

culiarly  commanded  by  his  Majefty  to  thank  you  for  that  con- 
fpicuous  zeal  and  unanimity,  fo  honourable  to  yourfelves  and  fo 
impreflive  on  our  enemies,  which  have  marked  your  conduft  through 
the  whole  feflion,  in  promoting  by  your  energy  and  temper  the  in- 
tcrcfts  of  your  country,  and  In  fupportjng  by  your  fpirit  and  libe- 
rality the  common  caufe  of  the  empire. 

His  Majefty  has  taken  the  fteps  which  appeared  moft  proper  for 
fctting  on  foot  a  negotiation  for  gcheral  peace,  if  the  enemy  (hould 
be  difpofed  to  enter  into  fuch  negotiation  on  grounds  conflftent  with 
the  fafety,  honour,  and  intereft  of  his  Majefty's  kingdoms  and  of 
his  allies. 

If  his  Majefty's  views  in  this  refpefl  (hould  fail,  he  has  n<f 
doubt  that  the  valour  of  his  fubjeds,  the  refources  of  his  kingdoms, 
and  the  exertions  of  the  powers  engaged  with  him,  will  ultimatel/ 
produce  this  defirable  end. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
I  am  to  thank  you,  in  his  Majefty's  name,  for  the  cheerfulnefs 
and  liberality  with  which  you  have  provided  for  the  current  fervices 
of  the  year,  and  it  affords  me  the  higheft  fatisfadion  to  refled  that 
thefe  obje£ls  have  been  attained  by  burthens,  fo  judicioufly  impofed, 
that  they  can  fcarccly  aiFecl  the  lower  orders  of  the  people.  It  Is 
equally  fatisfa£lory  to  obfcrve  that  your  ftrength  and  profperity  re- 
main undiminiflicd,  notwithftanding  the  prefllire  of  the  war,  and  it 
v^ill  be  my  endeavour  to  cherifli  your  refources,  and  apply  your 
liberality  with  ceconomy  and  prudence. 

My  Lords  and  Gentleme;), 
The  inquiries  I  had  ordered  to  be  made  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
duce of  the  laft  harveft,  and  the  meafures  taken  by  you  to  prevent  the 
export  of  grain,  muft  relieve  the  public  mind  from  aaapprehcnGon 
of  fcarcity.    If  any  illicit  means  fhould  be  attempted^  to  evade  the 

provifions 
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proviflons  of  the  laws,  which  have  been  cnaftcd  upon  this  im- 
portant fubjcA,  I  (hall  not  be  inattentive  in  exercifing  thofe  powers 
with  which  I  am  entrufted. 

The  vigorous  meafurcs  you  have  adopted  for  the  fuppreflion  of 
infurrccSlion  and  outrage,  and  the  wife  provifions  you  have  made 
for  preventing  the  cxtenfion  of  fimilar  offences,  muft  have  the  moil 
falutary  effci^s^. 

The  new  regulation  of  licences  under  the  fuperintendence  of 
magiftrates,  will  tend  to  promote  tranquillity  and  fobricty.  The 
edablifhment  of  more  frequent  feflions  of  the  peace  will  afford  an 
cafv  and  expeditious  adminiftration  of  iufticc  m  the  different  dif- 
tricls  throughout  the  kingdoiTi.  The  liberal  increafc  of  the  faU- 
lies  of  the  Judges,  and  the  alteration  of  the  civil  bill  jurifdiflion. 
for  the  convenience  of  the  lower  ranks  of  the  people,  will  enfmc 
the  conftant  and  regular  attention  of  his  Majefty's  judges  to  the 
civil  and  criminal  bufinefs  that  will  remain  to  be  done  on  the  cir- 
cuits* 

Theft;  meafures  cannot  but  demonftratc  to  the  people  at  large 
the  firmnefs  and  the  temper  of  Parliament,  which,  whilft  it  is  de- 
termined to  reprefs  the  excelTcs  of  licentioufnefs  and  outrage,  is  at 
the  fame  time  anxious  to  enfure  to  the  country  thofe  permanent 
advantages  of  fecuiity,  peace  and  good  order,  which  are  to  be  de- 
rived from  a  prompt  and  upright  adminiOration  of  jurtice* 

I  cannot  too  ftrongly  recommend  it  to  you  to  give  effcdl  to  thcfc 
benefits  by  your  example  and  prefence,  and  I  am  confident,  that 
when  you  are  relieved  from  your  duty  in  Parliament,  all  ranks  ami 
<lcfi:ripiions  of  his  Majefty*s  faithful  fubjefts  will  feel  themfchcs 
protetSlcd  by  your  exertions  and  authority  in  your  different  counties. 

Your  kind  declaratidns  in  favour  of  my  adminidiation  make  tho 
dccpeft  impreilions  upon  my  feelings.  If  I  have  any  claim  to 
your  confidence  and  good  opinion,  it  arifcs  from  the  fidelity  with 
which  I  have  reprefcnted  to  his  Maiefty  your  loyaltv  and  zeal,  and 
from  the  fincere  defire  I  feel  to  conform  my  conduft  to  your  fcn- 
timents. — (ireat  Britain  and  Irdlantl  form  one  empire  ;  they  are 
infeparably  conneiled  ;  they  muft  ftand  or  fall  together  ;  and  are 
all  equally  engaged,  becaufe  we  are  all  equally  interefted  in  the 
common  caufc  of  defending  and  upholding  our  religion,  oui 
laws,  and  our  conftitution.

1795,  to  Evan  Nefean^  Efq,  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty n 

Sir, 

I  REQUEST  that  you  will  be  pleafed  to  acquaint  the  Lords  Commif* 
iloDcrs  of  the  Admiralty,  that,  on  the  )^th  infta^t,  a  fliip  having 
been  diafed  by  the  fquadron,  a  fighal  was  made  to  me  from  the  Fhae* 
ton,  that  it  was  an  enemy's  frigate ;  but  in  the  evening  Captain  Stop-' 
ford  made  me  a  fignal  that  he  could  not  come  up  with  the  chace,  upon 
which  I  called  him'  in,  and  brought  to  for  the  night,  being  then  in  lati- 
tude 47  deg.  aSmJin.  longitude  5  dtg*  ^7  min.    In  the  morning  of  the 
7tb  a  fail  was  feeii  again  to  the  eaftward.    I  made  the  iignal  for  the 
Phaeton,  Pallas,  and  Kingsfiiher  to  chace,  and  followed  them  with  the 
line  of  battle  jQiips :   it  was  blowing  frefli  from  the  north.     As  we 
came  in  w*iththe  land  feveral  large  (hips  were  feen  under  fail,,  whicb 
proved  to  be  a  French  fquadron,  confiding  of  three  line  of  battle  fhips,' 
lix  frigates^  a  brig,  a  (loop  and  cutter*     Some  of  them  were  at  firil 
ftanding  off  fhpre,.  but  unfortunately  the  wind  was  fair  for  them  to  get 
into  Belleifle  Road,  where  I  faw  feveral  large  fliips  at  anchor.    We 
had  got  very  near  the  enemy's  (hips,  and  1  had  hopes  at  firil  we  (hould. 
iiave  got  up  with  them  before  they  would  have  reached  their  port ;  and . 
I  made  the  fignal  for  the  fhips  to  form  for  rheir  mutual  fupport,  and 
eogigc  the  enemy  as  they  came  up.    The  Phaeton  fn-ed  feveral  (liot, ' 
which  the  line  01  battle  ihips .  returned  from  their  flerns. .  I  followed 
as  far  as  1  thought  it  pr\id^nt,  aqd  then  h'^uled  the  wind.    Soon  after : 
1  law  three  fail  landing  in,  "I  made  the  fignal  to  chace.    There  were 
two  French  frigates,  and  a  large  Dutch  built  (hip  in  tow  of  one  of  them* ; 
They  ftood  round  the  fouth  end  of  Belleifie.    The  headmoft  fhips  got 
within  gun-fliot,  and  feveral  were  exchanged.    The  Kingsfiiher  fi^d 
feveral  broadfidcs  at  the .  ff  igaXei*    They  were  ^obliged « to. caft  off  the 
fliip  in  tow  $  and  rounding  the  point  of  the  iiland  we  caroe  upon  a  cen* 
YoL.  HL  f  ART  i\.  B  voy. 
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▼oyy  chiefly  brigs:  Eight  of  them  were  taken ;  but  the  frigates  run- 
ning in  (bore  among  Ihoals,  the  Triuoiph  and  Phaeton  having  made 
fignals  to  me  of  danger,  were  obliged  to  give  over  the  purfait. 

By  what  I  can  learn  the  convoy  came  from  Bourdeaux,  laden  with 
wine,  and  under  the  charge  of  tne  three  line  of  battle  ihips  and  eight 
frigates.  A  brig  corvette  had  anchored  clofe  in  with  the  iouth  end  of 
the  ifland  in  the  evening,  whilft  the  fri.fates  were  chaced.  At  night  I 
direded  Captain  Stopfo|*d,  in  the  Phaeton,  to  work  in  ihore,  and  if  be 
did  not  perceive  any  works  to  proted  the  corvette,  to  endeavour  to 
bring  her  out.  He  attempted  it  in  the  morning,  but  they  opened  a 
battery  upon  the  (hip  which  he  had  not  feen ;  and  the  brig  having  been 
hauled  very  clofe  in  ihore  ^during  the  night,  Captain  Stopfbrd  very 
properly  thought  it  was  not  an  obje^  pf  confequence  enough  to  balance 
the  lofs  the  (hip  was  likely  to  fuftain,  and  therefore  returned,  having 
liad  one  man  killed,  feven  wounded,  and  two  of  his  guns  difmounted. 
I  find  the-yeifels  have  naval  Hores  as  well  as  wine.  The  fhip  has  can- 
non, and  I  underfland  is  laden  with  naval  aad  ordnance  flores. 

Two  American  veflels,  laden  with  provifions  of  different  kinds  ,  have 
been  detained  by  the  fquadron ;  I  fend  them  in  by  the  Kingstiiher.  I 
hate  ordered  Captain  Goflelin  to  join  me  again  immediately.  *

I  HAVE  the  honour  of  acquainting  you,  for  the  information  of  the 
Lords  Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  on  the  i6th  in  the  morn* 
ing,  ftanding  in  with  the  land,  near  the  Pennnarks,  I  fent  the  Phaetoo 
a-head  to  look  out  for  any  of  the  enemy's  fhips  upon  the  coaft.  I  flood 
after  her  with  the  red  of  the  ihips.*  At  ten  (he  made  a  fignal  for  feeing 
a  fleet  a-head,  and  afterwards  that  they  were  of  fuperior  forotf.  '  Upon 
her  bringing  to,  1  made  the  fignal  to  haul  to  the  wind  upon  the  Itar- 
board  tack.  At  this  time  1  could  not  fee  the  hulls  of  the  ilniage  (ails. 
Thirty  were  counted,  and  fome  of  them  had  all  their  fall  oot  upon  a 
wind,  being  diredly  to  leeward  of  us.    I  flood  upon  the  fiarboard  tack

with 
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with  all  our  (hili  keeping  the  fliips  coUeAed.  Upon  inquiring  by  iignat 
the  enemy*!  force^  Captain  Stopford  anfwered  thirteen  line  ot  battle-  * 
fhipa,  fourteen  frigatci,  two  brigi,  and  a  cutter;  in  all  thirty  lail. 
Near  half  of  them  tacked  in  ihore  in  the  afternoon ;  the  wind  fefl  veiy 
much,  and  came  round  to  the  northward,  off  the  land^  and  of  courfe 
brouffht  thofc  fhips  of  the  enemy,  (which  had  tacked)  to  windwardi 
and  the  otheri  laia  up  for  us.  They  were  i'een  in  the  morning  before 
it  wai  daylight,  upon  both  quarters  of  the  fquadron. 

At  nine  in  the  moruing  one  of  the  front  line  of  battle  fhipi  began 
to  fire  upon  the  Man.  Their  frigatei  were  ranged  up  abreaft  of  us  to 
windward,  except  one,  which  kept  to  leeward^  and  ran  up  upon  the 
larboard  quarter  of  the  Man,  then  yawed  and  iired,  which  wan  fre* 
quently  repeated.  This  was  the  only  frigate  that  attempted  any  thine* 
The  line  of  battle  Ihips  came  up  in  iuccelTion,  and  a  tc;azing  fire;  wi3i 
intervali,  was  kept  up  Iduring  the  whole  day.  In  the  evening  they 
made  a  iliew  of  a  more  ferious  attack  upon  the  Mars,  (which  had  got- 
ten a  little  to  leeward)  and  obliged  me  to  bear  up  for  her  fupport. 
Thia  was  their  laft  effbrt^  if  any  thing  they  did  can  deferve  that  appel- 
lation. Several  fliot  were  fired  for  two  hours  after,  but  they  appeared 
to  be  drawing  off,  and  before  fun*fet  their  whole  fleet  had  tacked  and 
were  (landing  from  us*  The  Mars  and  Triumph  being  the  fternmoft 
(hips  were  of  courfe  more  expofed  to  the  enemy's  fire;  and  I  cannot 
too  much  commend  the  fpirited  conduct  of  Sir  Charles  Cotton  and  Sir 
Erafmua  Oower,  the  captains  of  thofe  (liips.  Lord  Charles  Fitzgerald 
alfo  in  the  Brunfwick  kept  up  a  very  good  fire  from  the  after  guns,  but 
that  (hip  was  the  whole  time  obliged  to  carry  every  fail.  Tht  Bellero« 
phon  being  nearly  under  the  fame  circumftances,  I  was  glad  to  keep  in 
feme  meaiure  as  a  referve,  having  every  reafon  at  firft  to  fuppofe  there 
would  be  full  occafion  for  the  utmoft  exertion  of  us  all,  and  bein^  ra« 
ther  a-head  of  me,  was  not  able  to  fire  much.  I  confidercd  that  (hip  aa 
a  treafure  in  ihore,  having  heard  of  her  former  achievements,  and  ob« 
fcrving  the  fplrit  manifefting  by  all  on  board  when  file  paiTcd  me,  joined 
to  the  activity  and  zeal  fliewed  by  Lord  Cranftoun  during  the  whole 
cruize.  I  am  alfo  much  indebted  to  Captain  Whitby  for  his  adtivitjr 
ind  unremitted  diligence  on  board  the  Royal  Sovereign.  The  frigatca 
(hewed  the  greateft  attention  and  alertnefs.  I  kept  the  Pallas  near  me 
0  repeat  fignals,  which  Captain  Curzon  performed  verv  much  to  my 
fatisfa^ion.  Indeed,  I  (liatl  ever  teel  the  impreifion  wnich  the  good 
x>nduA  of  the  captains,  officers,  feamen,  marines,  and  foldiers  in  the 
huadron  has  made  on  my  mind  $  and  it  was  the  greateft  pleafure  I  ever 
p(  cived  to  fee  the  fpirit  manife(led  by  the  men,  who,  tnftead  of  being  ' 
\  down  at  feeing  thirty  fail  of  the  enemy's  fhips  attacking  our  little 
ladron,  were  in  the  higheft  fpirits  imaginable.  I  do  not  mean  the 
yal  Sovereign  alone,  the  fame  ipirit  was  Siewn  in  all  the  (hips  as  they 
e  near  me ;  and  although  (circumflanced  as  we  were)  we  had  no 
It  reafon  to  complain  orthe  conduct  of  the  enemy,  yet  our  men  could 
t  help  repeatedly  exprefling  their  contempt  of  them. '  Could  common 
idence  have  allowed  me  to  let  loofe  their  valour,  I  hardly  know  what 
ht  not  have  been  accompli(hed  bv  fuch  men. 
.itde  damage  has  been  received  oy  the  (hips  In  general,  except  the 
ms  having  been  very  much  (hook  bv  (iring  the  guns.  The  Mars 
rts  twelve  men  wounded,  but  none  killed  i  the  maln-maft|  foi-e  and 

S  e  for«« 
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fore-top-fail-yard  wounded^  and  her  rigging  and  faib  cut  a  good  deal. 
The  Triunoph  has  fliifted  and  repaired  fome  of  her  fittls,  but  any  da- 
mage (he  has  received  is  fo  trifltngy  at  leaft  in  her  Captain's  eye,  tb^t 
Sir  £rafmus  Gower  has  not  thought  it  worth  reporting ;  indeed,  the 
cool  and  firm  condudl  of  thnt  fhip  was  fuch,  that  it  appeared  to  me  the 
enemy's  ihips  dared  not  to  come  near  her.  It  has  blown  bard  from  ibc 
north -eaft  fince  1  parted  from  the  French  fieet. 

I  take  the  firil  opportunity  of  fending  this  by  the  Phaeton,  Jell,  up^n 
heating  that  the  French  fleet  are  at  fea,  their  Lordfliips  may  be  uiKler

On  ob&rving  us  {landing  towards  them,  they  formed  a  line  of  ba".? 
a-head,  and  waited  to  receive  us.  At  nine^  A.  M.  I  made  the  HufTi.  'i 
fignal  to  prepare  to  engage  the  fecond  (liip  of  the  enemy's  van,  inte ris- 
ing, in  the  Thetis,  to  atuck  the  centre  ihip,  which  appeared  t:/: 
largeft,  witli  the  two  others  that  formed  their  rear. 

'At  half  pail  ten,  the  £ve  French  ihips  hoiiled  their  colours,  the  fe- 
cond ihip  from  the  van  carrying  a  broad  pendant.  By  this  time  we  h .  i 
got  within  half  muiket  ihot,  -when  the  firing  commenced  on  the  iide  ^: 
the  enemy,  which  was  foon  afterwards  returned  by  his  MajeAy's  ihips. 

Before  eleven  we  had  clofed  with  the  enemy,  and  the  Huflar  h:  * 
compelled  the  Commodore  and  bis  fecoad  a-head  to  quit  the  line,  a:.- 
snake  fail  to  the  £•  8.  £. 

The  fire  of  both  fliips  then  fell  on  the  centre  ihip  and  thoie  in  tl. 
rear.  At  a  qnarter  before  twelve  the  three  ihips  (liuck  their  colour^ : 
the  two  in  tl:e  rear,  attempted,  notrrith  (landing,  to  make  off,  one 
which  was  foon  brought  to  by  the  HuiTar.  Within  an  hour  after  t:  r 
largeil  ihip  flruck,  her  main  and  fore-mails  went  over  her  fide.  C' : 
taking  poilefiiont  we  found  her  to  be  La  Prevovante»  pierced  for  2t- 
guns  od  the  main  deck^  with  four  other  ports,  wnich  can  be  cut  on: : 
p!e«fure,  and  ten  poru  below  j  ifae  had  only  24  mounted^  part  of  wh 
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they  fliifted  over  during  the  aAion.  The  (hip  that  the  Huflar  had 
taken  pofleifion  of  is  called  La  Raifon,  carnring  18  gun^  bvt  pierced 
ibr  S4i  which,  with  the  other  three,  had  efcaped  from  Guadaloupe  on 
the  t5th  ult.  and  were  bound  to  one  of  the  American  ports  to  take  in  a 
carflo  of  provifions  and  naval  fiores  for  France.  I  am  forry  toiav,  that 
we  had  6  of  our  bed  men  killed,  and  9  others  wounded,  fome  or  them 
badly ;  the  HufTar  has  been  mor^  fortunatp,  having  only  z  wounded. 

From  the  fire  pf  the  three  rear  flnps  being  principally  directed  at  the 
Thetis,  our  rigging  and  fails  were  almoft  cut  to  pieces,  our  lower  maAa- 
and  yards  (hot  through,  which,  with  the  other  damages  we  received, 
prevented  me  from  purfuing  the  enemy,  and  to  take  pofleflion  of  thofe 
that  had  Aruck.  Tne  damages  fuftained  by  the  Huflar  appeared  to  me 
in  proportion  to  our^s ;  theie  coniiderations,  joined  to  the  information 
I  had  received,  which  I  here  enclofe,  made  it  abfolutely  neceiTary  that 
I  fliould  not  rifle  the  reparation  of  the  two  fhips,  which  muft  have  been  - 
the  cafe,  had  either  of  us  followed  the  enemy, 

I  cannot  fay  too  much  in  praife  of  Captain  Beresford,  for  his  conduft  * 
in  leading  into  a£kion,  and  while  engaged.    He  fpeaks  in  thehigheft 
terms  of  the  behaviour  of  his  officers  and  the  (hip*8  company. 

It  is  a  duty  1  QWe  to  thofe  under  n\y  immediate  command,  to  fa^, 
that  one  foul  feemed  to  animate  the  whole,  defpifing  the  apparent  lu«  * 
periority  of  the  enemy  before  we  clofed  to  feel  tneir  pulfe. 

Allow  me  in  a  particular  manner  to  point  out  the  merits  of  Mr.  Lar« 
mour,  my  firft  lieutenant,  to  whom  I  am  much  indebted  for  the  affif« 
tance  he  afforded  me  durina  the  a£tion.^  His  behaviour  on  this  as  well  i 
as  every  other  occaiion  juftly  entitles  him  to  every  praife  in  my  power  * 
to  beftow,  and  I  hope  may  be  found  defervin^  of  their  Lordfliips'  pro* 
teAion  }  Lieutenapt  Ravbt,  who  was  ftationed  on  the  main  deck,  con* 
dufted  the  fire  of  the  guns  under  his  command  much  to  my  fatisfac* 
tion. 

To  Mr.  Mackie,  the  Mafter,  I  fliall  ever  feel  obliged  for  the  affi& 
tance  he  gave  me  during  the  action.  The  carronades  on  the  quarter 
deck  were  very  ably  ferved  by  Lieutenant  Crebbin,  and  the  marines  un« 
der  his  command.  La  Frevoynnte  is  a1  very  fine  (hip,  about  143  feet 
long,  but  not  fo  broad  as  the  Thetis ;  (lie  can  carry  with  eafe  40  guna ; 
is  only  two  years  old. 

La  Raifon  is  alfo  a  very  fine  ihip,  and  is  coppered ;  and  I  truft  they 
will  both  ani'wer  for  his  Majefty^s  fervice.  Being  employed  in  takin|; 
on  board  the  prifoners,  and  repairing  our  damages  during  the  night,  it 
was  my  intention  to  proceed  at  day^light  after  the  enemy,  in  company 
with  thte  HuiTai*,  leaving  the  prizes  under  the  charge  of  Lieutenant  $a« 
villei  of  the  Prince  Edward  cutter,  who  joined  foon  after  the  aiEtion, 
and  ufed  every  endeavour  to  arrive  up  while  engaged ;  but  a  frefli 
bceeze  of  wino  fpringing  up  e^rly  in  the  rhorning,  enabled  them  to  get 
out  of  fight  before  day-break. 

I,  therefore,  proceed  with  the  Huflar  and  the  prizes  to  this  port,  in 
order  to  obtain  tne  ncceflTary  repairs.

IT  u  with  iincerc  fatisfa6tion  I  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of 
Ae  Lords  Conimiflioners  of  ihe  Admiralty,  that  his  JVJajefiy's  fquadron 
under  my  command  attacked  the  enemy's  fleet,  confining  of  twelve 
Ihips  of  the  line,  attended  with  eleven  frigates  and  fome  fmall  cruizers, 
on  the  23d  inllant,  clofe  in  with  Fort  L'Orient.  The  fliips  which  Aruck 
are  the  Alexander,  Le  Formidable,  and  Le  Tigre,  which  were  with 
difficulty  retained.  If  the  enemy  had  not  been  ppotet^ed  and  ilieltered 
\>y  the  landy  I  have  every  reafon  to  believe  that  a  much  greater  number, 
if  not  all  the  line  of  battle  fliips,  would  have  been  taken  or  deftroyed. 

In  detailing  the  particulars  of  this  fervice,  I  am  to  fiate,  that  at  the 
dawn  of  day  on  the  azd  in({ant,  the  Nymphe  and  Aflrea,  being  the 
look-out  frieates  a-head,  made  the  iignal  for  the  enemy fs  fleet.  I  foon 
perceived  that  there  was  ho  intention  to  meet  me  in  battle ;  confe- 
queniiy  I  made  the  (ignal  for  four  of  the  beft  failing  ihips,  the  Sans 
Fkreil,  Orion,  RufTel,  and  CololTus,  and  foon  afterwards  for  the  whole 
leet  to  chace,  which  continued  all  that  day,  and  during  the  night,  with 
▼cry  little  wind* 

Earlv  in  the  morning  on  the  23d  indant,  the  headmoft  fhlps,  the  Ir* 
itfifiible,  Orion,  Queen  Charlotte,  'RtifTel,  Colofltis,.  and  bans  Pareil, 
were  pretty  well  up  with  the  enemy,  and  a  little  before  fix  o'clock  the 
adion  began,  and  continued  till  near  nine  o'clock.  When  the  ililps 
firuck,  the  Britifli  fquadron  was  near  to  fome  batteries,  and  in  the  face 
of  a  ilrong  naval  port,  which  will  manifed  to  the  public,  the  zeal,  m* 
trepidity,  and  (kill  of  the  admirals,  captains,  and  all  other  officers,  fea* 
men,  and  foldiers  employed  upon  this  fervice ,  and  they  are  fully  enti- 
tled to  my  warmed  acknowledgments. 

I  beg  alfo  to  be  allowed  to  mark  my  approbation,  in  a  particular 
manner,  of  Captain  Domett's  condudt,  fervm?  under  niy  flag,  for  his 
manly  fpirit,  and  for  the  ailiflance  I  received  irom  his  aaive  and  atten* 
five  mind.  I  feel  likewife  great  fatisfa£tion  in  doing  juflice  to  the  me* 
ritorious  cooduA  of  all  the  officers  of  every  clafs,  as  well  as  to  the  bra* 
Very  of  the  feamen  and  foldiers  iu  the  Royal  George,  upon  this  event, 
and  upon  former  occaiions. 

I  judged  it  necelfary,  upon  the  information  I  had  received  of  the 
force  of  the  enemy,  to  put  the  Robuft,  Thunderer,  and  Standard,,  into 
my  line  of  battle ;  but  their  diflance  from  m^  fquadron,  and  under^the 
circumilance  of  little  wind,  they  could  not  join  me  till  after  the  adion 
was  over. 

I  fliall  proceed  upon  my  fiation  as  foon  as  I  have  ordered  a  diftribu* 
lion  of  the  priibners,  and  made  other  neceflary  arrangjements  for  the

ON  the  7tb  of  January  I  Tent  the  OUeau  and  Argonaut  to  cruize,  an4 
on  the  nth  the  Argonaut  returned,  bringing  with  her  the  French  cor* 
vette,  L'Efperance,  which  (he  took  on  the  8th.  No.  ^,  is  a  copy  of 
Captain  Balrf  letter  to  roe,  mentiooing  the  circumftanccs  of  her  ca|>^ 
ture.  As  I  found  L'Efperaoce  completely  fitted  and  in  good  repair, 
gnd  being  much  in  want  of  a  veflel  of  the  kind,  on  the  31  ft  of  Janu- 
ary I  fent  her  and  the  Lynx  to  cruize*  Thefe  veiTels  took  a  privateer 
from^Charleftown,  named  La  Cocarde  Natiopale,  mouqtipg  14  gtms 
and  6  fwiyels,  and  carrying  80  men*  They  alfo  retook  the  fhip  Nor* 
folk,  of  Belfaft,  and  brig  George,  of  Workington*  The  former  they 
fent  to  Providence,  and  the  latter  to  Halifax. 

The  fquadron  re*took  an  American  fliip  called  the  C^res,  laden  with 
Dutch  property,  from  Arofterdam  to  Surinam,  which  had  been  cap*

CAPTAIN  Otway,  of  his  "SSajeft>''s  floop  Thorn,  informed  me, 
that  on  the  s^th  of  Ms^  he  captured  a  Frencn  (hip  of  war,  called  the 
Courier  Nationale,  of  18  nine  and  ilz- pounders,  and  119  men.  That 
on  his  coming  up  with  her,  he  immediately  laid  her  on  board,  and, 
after  an  adtion  of  thirty^five  minutes,  (during  which  two  attempts  were 
made  to  board  the  Thorn)  the  enemy  ftruck.  The  Thorn  had  only 
five  men  wounded,  and  the  French  ihip  feven  killed  and  twenty 
wounded*  from  Captain  Otway's  report,  too  much  praife  cannot  be 
given  to  his  officers  and  flpop's  company  for  their  fpirited  conduft.

YOU  will  be  plcafed  to  inform  their  Lordfhips,  that  I  difpatched, 
on  the  4th  infl.  from  St.  Fiorenzo,  the  ihips  named  in  the  mamo,* 
under  the  orders  of  Captain  Nelfon,  whom  I  directed  to  call  off  Ge- 
noa for  the  Inconftant  and  Southampton  fngatfs  that  were  laying  there, 
and  to  take  them  with  him,  if,  from  the  intelligence  he  might  there  ob« 
taioi  he  Ihould  find  it  neceifary.

On  the  morning  of  t!ie  7th  I  was  much  furprised^  to  learn  that  the 
above  fquadron  was  feen  in  the  oiBng,  returning  into  port,  piirfued  by 
by  the  eoemy'i  fleet,  which,  by  General  dc  Vins's  letter,  (the  latcft 
account  I  had  received,  I  had  reafon  to  fuppofe  were  certainly  at  Tou« 

Immedtately  on  the  enemy^s  appearance,  I  made  every  preparation 
toputtofea  after  them;  and  notwithitanding  the  unpleafant  predica* 
nient  we  were  in,  moft  of  the  (hips  being  in  the  midft  of  watering  and 
refitting,  I  was  yet  enabled  by  the  zeal  and  extraordinary  exertions  of 
the  oflicers  and  men,  to  get  the  whole  of  the  fleet  under  weigh  that 
Jiight,  as  foon  as  the  land  wind  permitted  us  to  move ;  from  which 
time  we  neither  faw  or  heard  any  thin^  of  the  enemy  till  the  r2th» 
when  being  to  the  eaftward,  ana  within  iight  of  the  Hitres  Iflands, 
two  veiTels  were  fpoken  with  by  Captain  Horham  of  the  Cyclops,  and 
Captain  Boys  of  La  Fleche,  who  acquainted  them  they  had  feen  the 
French  fleet,  not  many  hours  before,  to  the  fouthward  of  thofc  iflands : 
upon  which  information  I  made  the  fignal  before  night  to  prepare  for 
battle,  as  an  indication  to  our  fleet  that  the  enemy  was  near, 

Yeilerday,  at  day-break,  we  difcovered  them  to  leeward  of  us,  oit 
the  larboard  tack,  confiiling  of  twenty*  three  fail,  feventeen  of  which 
proved  to  be  of  the  line  s  the  wind  at  this  time  blew  ver}*  hard  from 
the  W.  N,  W,  attended  with  a  heavy  fwell,  and  fix  of  our  (liips  had  to 
bend  main-topfails,  in  the  room  01  thofe  that  were  fplit  by  the^  gale 
in  the  courfe  of  the  night. 

I  caufed  the  fleet,  however,  to  be  formed,  with  all  poflible  expedi- 
tion  on  the  larboard  line  of  bearing,  carrying  all  fail  pomble  to  prefervo 
that  order,  and  to  keep  the  wind  of  the  enemy,  in  the  hopes  or  cutting 
them  off  from  the  land,  from  which  we  were  only  Ave  leagues  didant. 

At  eight  o'clock,  finding  they  had  no  other  view  but  that  of  endea- 
vouring to  get  from  us,  I  made  the  fignal  for  a  general  chace,  and  for 
the  fliips  to  take  fuitable  ftatinns  for  their  mutual  iupporr,  and  to  engage 
Che  enemy  as  arriving  up  with  them  in  fucceflion ;  but  the  baffling 
winds  and  vexatious  calms,  which  render  every  navial  operation  in  this 
country  doubtful,  foon  afterwards  took  place,  and  allowed  a  few  onltr 
of  our  van  fliips  to  get  up  with  the  enemy's  rear  about  noon,  which 
they  attacked  lo  warmly,  that,  in  the  courfe  of  an  hour  after,  we  had 
the  fatisfa£tion  to  find  one  of  their  flernmofl  fliips,  viz.  L'Alcide,  of 
feventy-four  guns,  had  flruck ;  the  refl  of  their  fleet,  favoured  by  a 
iliift  of  wind  to  the  eaflward,  (that  placed  them  now  to  windward  of 
us)  had  got  fo  far  into  Frejus  Bay,  whilft  the  major  part  of  our's  was 
becalmed  in  the  offing,  that  it  became  impoffible  for  any  thing  further 
to  be  effe^ed ;  and  thofe  of  our  fliips  which  were  engaged  had  ap- 

Eroached  fo  near  to  the  fliore,  that  1  judged  it  proper  to  call  them  off 
y  fignal. 

if  the  refult  of  the  day  was  not  fo  completely  latisfa£iory  as  the 
commencement  promifed,  it  is  my  duty  to  fiate,  that  no  exertions 
could  be  nlore  unanimous  than  thofe  of  tne  fleet  under  my  command  1 
and  it  would  be  injuflice  to  the  general  merit  of  all  to  fele6V  individual 
inftapces  of  commendation,  had  not  fuperiority  of  failini;  placed  fomc 
pt  the  fliips  in  an  advanced  fituation,  of  which  they  availed  themfelvcs 
IQ  tbp  jpaoiji  (ItiUnguiihed  and  honourable  manner :  and  amongft  the

somber  was  the  Vidoiy,  liaviag  Rear-admiral  Man  on  board,  who  had 
ihifced  his  flag  to  that  mlp  upon  this  occafion. 

I  am  forty  to  fay  that  the  Alcide,  about  half  an  hour  after  flie  had 
itruck,  by  iome  accident  caught  fire  in  her  fore-top,  before  ihe  was 
taken  poueifion  of,  and  the  names  fpread  with  fuch  rapidity  that  the 
whole  Ihip  was  foon  in  a  blaze  ;  feveral  boats  from  the  fleet  were  dif- 
patched  as  quickly  as  poffible  to  refcue  as  many  of  her  people  as  they 
could  fave  from  the  deftru£iion  that  awaited  them,  and  three  hundred 
of  them  were  in  confequence  prcferved,  when  the  (hip  blew  up  with 
the  moil  awful  and  tremendous  exploiion,  and  between  three  and  four 
hundred  people  are  fuppofed  to  have  periihed. 

Inclofed  herewith  is  a  lid  of  the  killed  and  wotiiided  on  board  the  dif- 
ferent (hips  that  were  engaged,  by  which  their  Lordfliips  will  perceive 
our  lofs  has  not  been  great ;  and  I  have  the  pleafure  to  add,  that  the 
damages  fufiained  by  thofe  fliips  have  been  fuch  as  can  be  eafily  renr.e- 
died. 

Had  we  fortunately  fallen  in  with  the  enemy  any  diilance  fit>m  the 
land,  I  flatter  myfelf  we  (liould  have  given  a  decifive  blow  to  their  na- 
val force  in  thefe  feas  ;  and  although  the  advantage  of  yeflerdav  may 
not  appear  to  be  of  any  great  moment,  I  yet  hope  it  will  have  fervea 
as  a  check  upon  their  preient  operations,  be  they  what  they  may.

jefty'i  ihip  Stag.  On  the  ctzd  inihnt,-  at  one  P.  M.  the  hish  land  of 
Jtdder  bearing  N.  £•  two  fliips  and  a  cutter  were  diicovered  to  wind* 
ward  on  the  larboard  tack,  i^nnding  in  fhore,  on  which  the  fquadron 
made  all  fai!l  after  them,  and  I  .made  the  (ignai  to  prepare  for  battle.

who  will  inform  their  Lordfhnps  of  every  proceeding,  of  the  chace  and 
adtion ;  but  as  the  Alliance  flruck  to  the  Stag,  have  put  Mr.  Patrick 
Tonyn,  her  firfl  lieutenant,  to  take  charge  of  her,  with  orders  to  pro** 
cecd  to  the  Nore.

HAVING  received  information  from  General  De  Vlos,  that  a  con- 
Toy  of  provifions  and  ammunition  was  arrived  at  Alaffio,  a  place  in  the 
pofleffion  of  the  French  army,  I  yefterday  proceeded,  witn  the  fhipa 
named  in  the  marein,*  to  that  place,  where,  within  an  hour,  we  took 
the  veflels  named  m  the  inclofed  lift ;  there  was  but  a  very  feeble  oppo* 
Ction  from  fome  of  the  enemy's  cavalry,  who  fired  on  our  boats  wneii 
boarding  the  veffels  near  the  ihore ;  but  I  have  the  pleafure  to  fay,  no 
man  was  killed  or  wounded.  The  enemy  had  two  tnoufand  horle  and 
foot  foldiers  in  the  town,  which  prevented  my  landing  and  deftroyiog 
their  magazines  of  provifions  and  ammunition.

I  BEG  leave  to  inform  vou,  that  on  the  z5th  Inftant,  in  conl'equence 
of  my  letter  to  their  Lorafliips  from  Falmouth,  I  flood  over  to  the 
French  coaft  in  fearch  of  the  Artoii,  who  joined  me  on  the  xBth,  and 
on  the  aotb,  at  day«break,  having  difcovered  from  the  maft*head  feve- 
ralfail  of  vefiels  in  the  S.  t:^.  E.  the  Saints  bearing  N.  N.  £.  three  or  four 
miles,  I  made  the  figtial  to  the  fcjuadron  under  my  command*  confifting 
of  the  fliipa  named  in  the  margin,^  for  a  general  chace,  and  iq>on  our 
nearer  approach  perceived  them  to  be  a  convoy  of  the  enemy  fteering 
in  for  the  land.  At  ten  A.  M.  being  up  witn  part  of  the  merchant 
fliips,  I  captured  four,  and  ordered  the  Valiant  lugger  to  proceed  with 
them  to  the  neareft  port.  I  continued  in  purfuit  ot  the  men  of  war, 
who  were  forming  in  line  a-head  to  windward,  and  kept  working  to 
come  up  with  the  enemy,  who  J  i<x)n  perceived  were  endeavouring  to 
preferve  their  diftance  from  us,  and  to  avoid  an  a£lioo,  by  their  .tacking 
aifthe  fame  time  with' our  fliipf;  being  gt  krngth  arrived  within  hail 
guniliot  to  leeward,  the  tyyo.  fquadrons  engaged,  and  pa0ed  each  other 
upon  oppodte  tacks.  Imtrcdiately  upon  our  AernmoA  Ai!p  being  clear 
otthc  enemy's  line  I  made  the  fignal  to  tack  and  gairithiei  wind,  which, 
by  making  a  verv  i\iort  board  on  the  ftarboard  tacki  was  obtained ;  per- 
ceiving them  rallying  round  the  Commodore  dofe  in  (bore,  and  begin* 
ning  to  form  agaip,  I  made  the  flgnal  for  our's,  in  clofe  order,  to  en< 
deavour  to  break  their  line  by  cutting  off  tiic  rear  flitps,  and  direfted 
the  Galatea  to  lead  down  for  that  purpoi'e ;  hut  the  enemy  bore  a\yay» 
and  made  all  fail  poflible  from  us,  and  flood  into  the  narow  part  of  the 
Raz  de  Fontenay  among  the  rocks  ;  I  was,  hriwever,  enabled  to  cut  off 
their  rear  (hip.  Ni^ht  approaching,  and  being  unacquainted  with  the 
paflage,  I  dio  not  think  it  proper  to  continue  the  purfuit  farther,  At  the 
rifk  of  lofing  fome  of  our  flups  in  fo  difficult  a  pafi.

Sir, 

I  B£6  you  will  be  pleafed  to  acquaint  nay  Lorcjs  Commiffionerfi  of 
the  Admiralty,  that  on  the  20th  inftant,  about  feven  A*  M.  the  Lizard 
bearing  N.  N.  £.  three  or  four  leagues,  I  received  information  from 
the  Fox  excife  cutter  that  a  French  privateer  had  that  morning  captured 
an  EnglQh  brig^  then  bearing  S.  o.  W.  I  accordingly  gave  chace  ta 
bothy  and  about  Qine  o'clock  retook  the  Diamond^  of  Aberdeen,  George 
Killar,  Mailer,  and  fen^  a  petty  officer  and  men  on  board,  with  orders 
to  make  the  neareil  port,  and  then  flood  after  thjc  privateer.  About 
twelve  o'clock  fhe  carried  away  her  maih-topmafl,  owing  to  her  being 
over-prefTed  with  fail :  about  one  took  pofleflion. 

She  proves  to  be  Le  Coureur  brig,  of  144  tons,  and  80  men,  pierced 
.for  14  euns,  has  but  10  on  board,  $he  fails  remarkably  fafl,  and  lefc^ 
St.  Maldes  the  day  before.  She  had  only  taken  the  veifel  above-men-', 
tionedt  t'ut  was  ip  chace  of  a  large  Englifli  (liip  when  we  (diW  her. 
There  were  feveral  merchant  fhips  in  fi|;ht,  which  fhe  mufl  have  takea 
had  we  not  prevehted'her.

Exiralf  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  Edward  Pellew ^  Captain  of  his  Ma* 
jefifs  Jhip  Indefatigable^  to  Mr.   Nepean^  dated  at  Falmouth^ 
Jdffilzo,   1796. 

I  IHAYli  the  pleafure  to  inform  their  Lordfhips,  that  on  the  i^th  in* 
,  fiant,  at  four  P.  M.  we  fell  in  with,  ^d  gave  general  chace  to  a  French 
frigate  to  windward,  the  Revolucionnaire  being  far  aftern,  was  tacked 
by  fignal  to  cut  the  chacc  from  the  ftiore ;  and  I  had  the  pleafure  to  fee 
her,  juft  before  dark,  in  a  (ituation  to  weather  the  enemy  upon  a  dif- 
ferent board,  which  obliged  her  alfo  to  tack. 

The  night  fetting  in  cloudy,  we  loft  light  of  the  chace  before  nine 
o'clock,  when  ftie  bore  up,  but  not  unobferved  by  that  zealous  and  at- 
tentive oflker  Captain  Cole,  who  purfued  and  clofed  with  her  at  half 
paft  eleven  ;  and  not  being  able  to  prevail  upon  her  commander  to  fur- 
render  without  refiftance,  he  opened  a  clofe  and  well-directed  fire  upon 
her,  which  was  faintly  returned ;  and,  after  a  fecond  broadfide,  the 
enemy  ftruck,  and  proved  to  be  the  National  frigate  La  Unite,  horn 
L'Onent  to  Roc^ifort,  mounting  38  guns,  twelve  and  fix^poiuidertv  and 
manned  with  25$  men,  eight  or  nine  of  whom  were  flaint  and  eleven 
or  twelve  defperately  wounded.  La  Revolutionnaire  happily  had  no 
men  hurt ;  and  it  appears  that^ihe  was  manoeuvced  by  Capum  Cole  to 
the  moft  ofticer-likc  manner,  and  the  attack  made  witn  great  ^illantry.

IliBvethe  h^l^our  tolndofe  the  report  which  he  has  made  of  the 
good  conduA  ot  his  officers  and  ihlp's  company  upon  this  occafion ;

FJlicott,  who  I  know  to  be  a  good  officer,  I  have  thought  proper  to  give 
him  an  order  to  command  the  prize  to  Engiaud.

IT  being  fo  dark  when  I  came  along-fide  the  French  frigate  La  Uait£ 
that  you  could  not  obferve  the  conduit  of  the  two  (hips,  I  beg  leave  to 
report  to  you,  that  not  being  able  to  prevail  upon  the  commander,  Ci* 
tizen  Durand,  to  furrender,  after  fome  minutes  converfation,  I  opened 
a  clole  and  well-direAed  fire  upon  him.  After  we  had  fuftained  the  fire 
of  his  ftern-chafes  fome  time,  and  upon  filing  the  fecoud  broadfide,  he 
called  out  that  he  had  ftruck.  I  had  at  the  Tame  moment  direfted  the 
hehn  to  be  put  to  port,  in  order  to  board  him,  as  the  fhips  were  goic\g 
under  a  prefi  of  ikilat  the  rate  of  ten  knots,  and  drawing  near  the 
Ihore. 

Allow  me,  Sir,  to  exprefs  to  vou  how  much  I  feel  myfelf  obliged  to 
my  firft  lieutenant,  Edward  EUicott,  for  his  very  particular  attenttoa 
in  keeping  fight  of  the  chace,  and  for  his  fleady  and  manly  courage 
whendoie  engaged  :  the  cheerfulnefs  with  which  he  put  himfelf  at  .the 
head  of  the  iMarders  promifed  me  the  happieft  fuccefs,  if  that  event 
had  been  oecefiTary,  and  which  was  only  ilopped  by  the  enemy's  calling; 
to  furrender. 

In  this  iliort  contefl,  the  higheft  praife  is  due  to  mv  officers  and  (hip'a 
eompany,  and  the  effect  of  their  fteady  conduft.  is  itrikiog  in  the  num« 
ber  of  killed  and  wounded,  ot  which  a  lift  is  annexed. 

I  cannot  fufficientl}r  exprefs  my  own  good  fortune  in  not  having  loft 
an  officer  or  man,  which  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  enemy's  firing  at  the 
mafts  and  rigging.

I  HAVE  mod  feu  fibtcpleafure  in  defi  ring  you  to  inform  my  Lords  Com- 
siiffioners  of  the  Admiralty  of  my  arrival  at  this  port,  accompanied  by 
the  French  national  frigate  La  Virginic,  of  44  guns,  eighteen  and  nine- 
poundersi  and  340  men,  commanded  by  Citizen  Bergeret,  capitaiae 
'de  vaiiTcau,  who  faikd  from  Breft  finely,  four  days  ago,  to  cruize  off 
the  Lizard  m  this  favourite  frigate,  which  is  confidered  the  fineft  (hip, 
and  fafleft  failer  in  the  French  navy,  and  of  the  largcft  dimenfions,  be- 
\  ing  158  feet  long,  and  43  broad. 

On  Wednefday  morning  the  toth  inftant,  after  I  had  (ealed  my  dif^ 
patches  for  their  Lqrdfliips,  laying*to  under  the  Lizard,  with  the  iqua- 
dron  waiting  for  the  French  irigate  Ui  Uiut^,  our  prize,  to  weather 
that  point,  I  obfcrred  a  (hip  coming  in  from  the  lea,  which  in  ray 
mind  looked  rather  fufpicious ;  and,  on  her  not  anfwering  the  private 
fignal,  when  (be  tackea  from  us,  I  immediately  gave  chace  to  her,  ac* 
conmanied  by  the  Amazon  and  La  Concorde,  (having  by  iignal  dtreded 
La  Rerolutionnaire  to  attend  her  prize  into  port,  and  the  Argo  topro^ 
ceed  to  Pljmiouth.)  The  fuperior  failing  of  the  Indefatigable  gave  mt 
the  fatisfaAion  of  coming  up  with  her,  af^er  a  chace  of  fifteen  houri, 
and  running  168  miles.  Fortunately  the  wind  prevented  her  from 
fteering  for  ufliant,  or  (he  muft  haveefcaped, 

A  little  paft  midnight  I  commenced  aaion  with  the  enemy,  which 
was  clofely  continued,  under  a  crowded  fail,  for  one  hour  and  forty-five 
minutes.  The  enemy,  who  fought  gallantly,  was  by  this  time  much 
crippled,  her  mizen-maft  and  main-top-maft  being  ihot  away :  the  In- 
defatigable was  not  much  lefs  difabled,  having  loft  her  gaff  and  mizen- 
top-maft,  the  main-top-fail  was  rendered  ufelefs  by  an  unlucky  (hot  cut- 
ting both  leech-ropes.  In  this  (ituation  we  pa(red  the  enemy  without 
the  power  of  avoiding  it,  having  no  after-fail  to  back,  and  I  had  long 
difcovered  we  had  not  only  to  combat  a  fliip  of  large  force,  but  that  her 
commander  was  completely  matter  of  his*  pr6fe({ion,  in  whofe  prefence 
I  could  not  commit  myfelf  with  impunity,  by  ^throwing  my  (hip  in  the 
wind,  without  fubn-iitting  to  be  raked  by  \\\m* 

She  had  not  at  this  time  druik,  and  we  kept  clofe  a-head  of  her,  t^, 
ceiving  new  braces  to  enable  us  to  bring  the  (hip  to,  to  renew  the  at- 
tack* 

At  this  period  La  Concorde  appeared  in  (ighf,  clofe  under  her  ftcrn  ; 
and,  upon  the  enemy  feeing  her,  (be  fired  a  gun  to  leeward,  andftruck 
her  lignt,  as  a  (ignal  of  furrender. 

Although  a  very  few  minutes  would  have  placed  the  Indefatigable 
again  along-fide  ot  her,  1  am  confident  (he  would  not  have  furrendered 
without  further  refiftance,  had  not  the  Concorde  fo  timely  come  up. 

I  am  extKmely  indebted  to  Captains  Hunt  and  Reynolds  for  their 
very  particular  attention  in  keeping  after  us  during  the  night  on  io 
many  courfes,  which  nothing  but  the  moft  delicate  obfervance  of  my 
fignals  would  have  enabled  them  to  do,  their  diftance  afiern  being  lo 
great.

tention  wa[3  paid  to  my  orders  by  every  officer  under  my  command. 

To  Lieutenants  Pellowe,  Thomfon,  and  Norway^  nriy  thanks  are 
above  exprefGon.  Lieutenant  Williams  of  the  marines,  and  Mr.  Bellj 
the  matter,  who  were  immediately  about  my  perfon^  rendered  me  thef 
rooft  eflential  fervices.  The  fliip*s  company,  who  have  been  my  faith- 
ful companions  during  the  war,  and  are  endeared  to  me  by  their  uni- 
form exertions^  manifefled  on  this  occalion  nothing  but  ardour  and 
zeal. 

But  above  all  other  pleafure  I  feel  is,  that  of  informing  their  Lord- 
ihips  th^t  I  have  loii  neither  officer  nor  man  in  the  contefl.  The  enemy 
funered  coniiderably,  having  14  or  1$  killed,  17  badly  wounded,  and 
10  nightly:  the  fliip  much  (liattered  in  her  hull,  and  four  feet  water 
in  her  hold,  from  (hot- holes. 

I  have  fent  La  Concorde  to  Plymouth,  with  La  Virginie,  and  (hall 
proceed  with  the  Amazon,  who  has  loil  her  head,  for  the  fame  place, 
to-morrow,  in  order  to  repair  the  damages  we  have  fuftained  in  the  ac-^ 
tion.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  from  the  tiirie  I  made  the 
fignal  of  the  chace  being  an  enerhy's  cruizer,  I  continued  working  to-  ] 
wards  her.  By  fun-fet  our  fliot  reached  her ;  and  ftiortly  after,  thfe 
fignal  being  made  for  three  fathoms,  I  anchored  within  half  a  cable's^ 
length  of  a  rock,  moft  of  which  was  covered  at  high  water,  and  a  mile 
from  the  main  land  j  a  fpring  was  got  upon  the  cable,  and  a  conllant 
firing  kept  up  till  near  nine  o'clock,  when  I  fent  Meflrs.  Long  and 
Thomplon,  thefirft  and  third  lieutenants^  Mr.  Morgan,  mailer's  mate, 
and  Mr.  Patton,  midfliipman,  in  the  barge  and  cutters,  with  their  crews 
and  {{k  marine*,  giving  dire6tions  to  Lieutenaut  Long  toriet  fire  to  the 
veflel  if  he  could  not  bring  her  off.  At  half  paft  ten  the  boats  returned, 
with  the  fccpnxl  captain,  a  midfliipman,  and  twenty-fix  men,  having  fo 
cffe6hially  performed  this  fervice,  that  at  twenty  minutes  paft  twelve 
llie  blew  up.  It  was  with  great  difficulty  they  got  alongiide  the  enemy, 
the  tide  haviqg  ebbed  confiderably,  and  they  experienced  a  very  oblli- 
nate  refiflance,  the  ereatefl  part  of  her  crew  having  remained  on  board, 
feve'ral  of  whom  loft  their  lives.  She  proved  a  corvette,  lugger  rigged, 
called  L'Ecureil,  mounting  18  four- pounders,  commanded  by  Monf. 
Roulfeau,  having  105  men  on  board:  ihe  was  coppered  and  had  only 
been  launched  two  years.

•The  Leander,  1  find,  ftood  fo  near  the  (hore  as  (lie  could  with  fafety, 
and  iavv  one  of  the  brigs  a-ground  ;  and  trom  the  report  of  the  matter 
of  one  of  the  cuttcis  I  fent  in  fbore,  underftar.d  one  of  them  was  com- 
pletely loft ;  the  other  had  beat  over  a  ftioal,  and  got  to  an  anchor,  but 
as  it  blew  a  perfect  ftorm  the  next  day  on  fhore,  have  reafon  to  believe 
file  is  loft  alio. 

We  ftood  after  the  other  brig,  and  a  little  before  eleven  (lie  ftruck  to 
the  Sylph :  flie  proves  to  be  the  Mercury,  of  16  guns,  (all  of  which^ 
except  two  ftie  had  thrown  over  board  during  the  chace)  and  manned 
with  eighcy-five  men.  We  then  found  ourfeives  far  to  the  eaftward, 
with  the  wind  on  ftiore,  which  obliged  us  to  carry  a  prefs  of  fail,  and  ia 
(he  night  it  came  to  blow  a  very  hard  gale  of  wind,  whtch  continued  the 
whole  of  the  n<xt  day ;  and  the  (lay  following  being  more  moderate, 
lyas  re-joined  by  the  Powerful,  Phoenix,  and  Brilliant,  together  with  the 
Dutch  frigate  and  the  Duke  of  York  bye-boat  from  Yarmouth  to  Ham* 
l^urgh,  which. ^ad  bces]i  captured  by  the  Argo  the  day  before^  and  re*^ 

taken 
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taken  by  the  Phoenix  on  the  12th.  The  frigate  is  in  excellent  condiuon, 
and  in  a  few  days  might  be  got  ready  for  lea,  and  made  a  compleie 
auizer*

I  HAVE  the  honotir  to  inform  yon,  that  two  of  the  Dutch  brigs 
which  we  chac«d  this  morning,  got  clofe  in  with  the  land  about  Bofch, 
im  the  coaft  of  Friezland,  and  finding  by  outfailing  them,  that  the^ 
had  no  other  means  of  efc3pe,  run  on  fliore  clofe  to  ns ;  one  of  them 
floated  off,  but  (lie  afterwards  took  the  ground,  and,  having  touched  it 
ouri'elves,  we  found  it  neceflary  to  iland  off*,  leaving  them  with  iigoals 
of  diftrefs  in  their  fore-top- mait  fhrouds,  and  firing  guns* 

We  fhould  have  endeavoured  to  get  between  them  and  the  land,  but 
could  not  haul  fufEciently  up  without  fhortening  a  great  deal  of  fail^ 
which  would  have  been  the  means  of  letting  them  fore- reach  upon  us  fe 
as  to  get  away.  My  motive  for  giving  this  information,  is  in  the  eveat 
of  the  fiiips  a-fbem  not  having  been  fufiiciently  near  to  have  afcertained  it* 

As  it  would  have  taken  iome  time  to  work  up  to  yon,  I  judged  it 
prudent  to  proceed  in  purfuance  of  the  former  orders  you  gave  me, 
which  I  hope  will  meet  your  approbation.

I  HAVE  the  pleaftire  \o  inform  you,  that  a  ftort  time  after  I  re- 
ceived yonr  orders  on  the  morning  of  the  J2th  inflant,  we  faw  five  i^A 
on  the  lee  bow  in  the  S.  £.  quarter,  upon  a  wind  on  the  (larboard  tack, 
which  we  made  out  to  be  a  frigate,  three  armed  brigs,  and  a  cutter*  I 
immediately  made  fail,  and  foon  difcovered  them  to  be  enemies  ;  at  the 
iiame  time  the  Pegafus  made  the  fignal  for  fuch  to  you.  Upon  our  near 
approach,'  the  brigs  bore  up  and  made  fail ;  the  Pegafus  and  Sylph  fol* 
lowed  them,  who  were  in  chace  with  me,  the  frigate  apparently  unde* 
termined  whether  to  go  at  large  or  keep  by  the  wind,  as  Ihc  often 
changed  her  pofition  during  the  chace,  but  at  length  kept  with  the  wind 
a-beam.  Quarter  paft  eight,  A.  M.  being  clofe  on  her  weather  quarter,  , 
Ihe  hoifled  Dutch  colours,  upon  which  I  ordered  a  ihot  to  be  fired

Maicfty's  (loop  l^  .Si^t^htite  under  my  commandi  the  Lizard  bearing 
,N*  N.  fe.  difiance  fifteen  leagues,  early  yeHerday  morning,  we  difcovered 
a  (ail,  ;ibQUt  fix  mjlcs  to  jvindward,  ^nd  immediately  flood  for  her,  and, 
after  a  chace  of  eleven  hours,  came  up  with  her  among  the  rocks  be- 
tween Uihant  and  the  Main,  flie  bavipg  endeavoured  to  make  her  efcape 
to  Pre^  through  (h?  paiTage  Le  Foui  :  but  1  w;4s  enabled  to  cut  her 
off,  by  the  fuperior  failing  of  the  SuAifante.  We  engaged  her  clofe  oa 
board  for  half  an  hour,  when  (lie  ft  ruck,  and  prpv^i  to  be  the  Revanche 
brig,  Bermudas  builr,  a  remaikable  faft  iailer,  pierced  for  fourteen 
guus,  mounting  twelve  long  four-pounders,  and  eighty-Bve  chol'en  men, 
commanded  by  Mondcur  George  Henri  Diaveman,  lieutenant  de  vaif- 
feau,  an  old  and  Experienced  ieaman.  bhe  was  five  days  from  Havre^ 
t)ound  on  a  cruize,  but  had  taken  nothing. 

I  am  particularly  obliged  to  the  ofhccrs  and  crew  of  the  Suffifante, 
ior'their  cool  ^nd  determined  iconduiSt,  both  in  working  and  fightmg  the 
Hoop,  when  the  Utmoft  exertions  were  neceifary  to  prevent  the  enemy 
Yrom  efcaping,  and  to  avoid  the  rocks  by  which  we  were  iurrounded  oa 
a  lee  fliore. 

I  am  happy  to  add  that  there  was  but  one  feaman  wounded  on  board 
Ihe  Sufifante.  The  Revanche  had  two  men  killed  and  feven  wounded. 
I  am  now  proceeding  to  Plymouth,  in  company  with  the  prize,  and  hope 
fft  ihall  arrive  there  to-night,  .

confiderabie  bodies  of  the  enemy,  the  whole  Spanifli  hne  was  got  undtr  .

In  the  night  from  the  17th  to  the  18th  inftant,  that  part  of  the 
Auftrian  army  which 'was  Rationed  before  Manheim,  alTembled  in  five 
columns,  commanded  by  General  Wurmfer  in  perfon,  to  attack  the  dif- 
ferent poflf  that  the  eoemv  occupied  in  front  of  that  place.  The  dif- 
pofition  was  very  mailerfy,  and  the  fpirited  manner  in  which  it  was 
txecttlcd  anfwered  fully  to  the  wiflx  and  expeflations  of  the  GeperaU 

'  .  After 
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After  a  fevere  aAion,  all  the  works  that  the  enemy  had  throiwn  m  y^et^ 
cariieil;  their  tents  and  a  great  deal  of  baggage  were  taken,  befides 
fome  cannon,  and  feveral  ammunition  waggons. 

Owing  to  an  imf^eneci  able  fog,  which  continued  the  whole  night  and 
great  part  of  che  morning,  the  communtcacion  between  the  difierenc 
columns  was  extremely  difhcuit,  the  prompt  execution  of  orders  was 
intpoirible,  and  the  generals  could  not  c*ondu^  their  attacks  with  any 
degree  ot  certainty.  1  his  unfortunate  circuinflance  enabled  the  enemy 
to  get  off  the  molt  of  their  artillery,  and  prevented  the  Auftrians  from 
following  them  into  the  place  as  General  Wurml'cr  intended. 

The  Aultiians  had  upon  this  occaficn  about  30  ofKcerrand  between 
6  and  700  non-com miilioned  oilicers  and  privates  killed  and  wounded* 
The  French  had  one  general  officer,  twenty-one  officers,  and  between 
/live  and  (ix  hundred  non'^commillioned  officers  and  privates  taken  prt<- 
foners :  their  killed  and  wounded  are  fuppofed  to  amount  to  about 
ft,ooo.  In  confec|uence  of  this  vi<^ory,  Manheim  is  clofely  invefted^ 
and  the  bombardment  will  be  begun  inn  mediately.

From  the  reports  of  the  dilteicnt  corps  which  are  now  collected,  it 
appears  that  the  Auftrians  have  taken  in  all,  during  the  enemy's  retreat, 
about  4,000  priioners,  30  pieces  of  cannon,  and  200  ammunition  wag- 
gons. The  enemy  dellroyed  a  great  quantity  of  military  ifores,  which 
they  had  not  time  to  carry  away.  It  is  impoflible  to  afccrtain  with  any 
precifion  their  number  ot  killed  and  wounded,  but  it  muft  have  been 
very  confiderable,  more  efpeciaily  as  the  pealants  rofe  againft  them  in 
many  places.  The  whole  country  through  which  the  French  have 
marched  on  this  occafion  bear  the  mod  evident  marks  of  their  depreda- 
tions. There  is  no  village,  and  1  may  almoil  fay,  lib  houfe  that  has 
not  ample  reaion  to  lament  this  invafion  ;  for,  however  (liort  its  duration 
has  been,  the  effects  will  be  felt  for  many  years  to  oome. 

The  inhabitants  have  been  plundered  of  their  cattle,  grain,  and  what- 
ever could  be  found  that  was  valuable.  Jn  many  places  what  could  not 
be  carried  ^fF  was  deftroyed.  Even  women  and  children  have  been 
hiiirdered  ;  in  fhort,  the  manifold  a^ls  of  atrocity,  which  are  proved  in 
the  cleared  manner,  are  firch  as  could  only  be  perpetrated  by  men  loft 
to  every  fentimcnt  of  humanity. 

The  Prul^ian  troops  that  were  on  the  line  of  dcmarkation,  and  the 
giiartls  which  they  ftationed  at  different  places  for  the  purpofe  of  afford- 
JDg  protetJ^tiori,  were  ill  treated  and  driven  away  by  the  French  with 
cxpreilions  of  refentment  and  contempt.

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfliip,  that  on  the  a'Sth  in- 
ftant  the  Auftrian  troops,  under  th«  command  n(  General  Wurmfcr^ 
ftormcd  the  Galyenberi;,  an  intrenched  height  which  formed  «n  ad- 
vanccd  poft  to  the  fortrcfs  of  Manheim.  The  poflbdion  of  this  hnpor* 
tant  pomt  facilitates  extremely  the  approaches  agaitil^  the  body  9'  the 
place.

but  as  it  could  not  be  maintained,  being  immediately  under  the  fire  of 
the  town,  they  abandoned  it,  after  fbiking  13  pieces  of  cannon.

My  Lord, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordflilp,  that  Marihal  Clalrfoyt 
attacked  the  enemy^  intrenched  camp  before  Mayence  yelterday,  and 
gained  a  complete  victory.  The  following  is  a  detail  of  this  very  bril* 
.Rant  and  i^tiportant  operation. 

Your  Lordfliip  will  recoiled  that  in  the  month  of  November  laft  tht 
French  took  a  pofition  upon  the  heights  in  front  of  Mayence,  with  their 
right  to  Laubenhcim,  and  their  left  to  Badenheim  ;  both  of  which  ytU 
lages  are  on  the  Rhine,  the  former  above,  and  the  latter  b^low  the  for* 
tiefs.  This  pofition  completely  invefli  the  place  on  that  fide  \  and  from 
the  time  they  fird  occupied  it,  almofi:  to  the  day  of  the  attack,  they  were 
conClantly  employed  in  confiinidtin^  and  perfecting  the  moft  formidable 
intrenchmenti.  Thele  confiKVed  of  two  lines.  The  firll  was  compoied 
of  large  detached  works,  clofed  in  the  rear,  and  covered  and  joined 
with  each  other  by  three  di(lln6t  ranges  of  tr^us  d^  hup^.^  The 
fecond  was  a  complete  conne<^ed  intrenchmenr,  covered  in  the  fame 
manner*  The  ditches  of  both  lines  were  of  a  depth  and  breadth  far 
beyond  what  is  ufual  iu  field  works.  Every  |)ofiib)e  advantage  had  been 
taken  of  the  ground,  which  is  particularly  favourable  for  the  formation 
of  a  fortified  campi  and  the  French  generals  have  been  known  to  fay 
frequently  in  private,  that  ^hey  confidered  this  pofition  ai  wholly  im* 
pregnabl/B. 

Marflial  Clalrfiayt.  after  having  forced  General  Jourdan  to  repafa  the 
Khtne,  returned  with  a  part  ot  his  army  to  the  cattip  of  Wtckert,  about 
five  Eoglifii  miles  from  Mayence ,  and  in  confequence  of  intbrmation 
received  by  him  that  the  enemy  intended  to  reinforce  their  army  before 
Uiat  place  very  cpn/Idembiy,  he,  without  waiting  for  Ihole  ti*oopi  that

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Iiad  advanced  beyond  the  Lahn,  determined  to  attack  General  Schaili 
mho  ocmpied  tKe  intreochintiita  abore  de&ribed  with  fifty«two  battalions 

'of  jni'antiy  and  five  regimenti  of  cavalry. 

The  army  that  was  deftined  for  this  attack  confiftin|;  of  thifty-two 
regular  battalions,  fome  light  infantry,  and  twenty*eight  fquadroni  of 

^tavalry,  taken  panly  from  thie  garrifon  of  Mayeuce,  was  foraied  into 
four  divifions :  one,  of  ten  battalions  and  fix  fquadrons,  under  General 
New ;  one,  of  ten  battalions  and  fix  fquadrons,  under  General  Stader; 
oncy  of  five  battalions  and  fixteen  fquadrons,  under  General  Colloredo; 
and,  one,  of  ieven  battalions  of  grenadiers,   under  General  Werneck. 

.Generals  New  and  Stader  were  to  dirc^  their  march,  the  former  to* 
wards  the  heights  above  Laubenheim,  the  latter  towards  Helligy  Crcutz, 
j[an  old  chnrch  in  front  of  the  enemy's  right  wing)  forming  their  in- 
Tftntry  into  three  lines  and  attacking  the  right  of  the  pofition  in  imme- 
diate connexion  with  each  other,  whilft  the  Warafdtoe  light  infantry 
got  round  the  village  of  Laubenheim ;  and  about  xooo  Sclavonians, 
who  were  embarked  on  the  Rhine,  landed  under  the  protection  of  (ix 
gun  boats  behind  the  enemy's  right,  and  kept  vp  a  heavy  fire  for  the 
purpofe  of  making  a  diverlio;!.  General  Colloredo  was  to  march  to* 
wards  Bertzenhcim,  a  vtirage  in  front  of  the  enemy's  centre,  from 
whence  he  was  to  detach  a  part  of  his  troops,  particularly  cavalry,  to 
vo-operare  with  General  Stader,  and  with  a  part  of  the  remainder  he 
was  to  make  demonftrations  towards  different  points  of  the  centre, 
whilft  two  of  his  battalions  and  two  fquadrons,  with  a  confiderahle  pro- 

Erttof^  of  tveayy  artiller)r,  made  falf«  attacks  upon  Monback  and  Gon« 
^etin«  two  villages  in  front  of  the  enemy's  left.  Some  light  troops 
were  to  land  behind  the  left  of  the  pofition,  for  the  fame  parpofe  as 
thoie  who  landed  behind  the  right.  General  Werneck's  divifion  was  to 
temain  on  the  glacis  of  Mayence  as  a  referve. 

It  muft  be  obfervcd  that  Marfiial  Clairfayt  dire^ed  his  real  attack 
upon  the  moft  commanding  and  by  far  the  ftrongtf^  part  of  the  camp, 
becanfe  the  immediate  retreat  of  the  enemy's  whole  army  Was  the  in* 
evitable  confequence  of  fuccefs  on  that  point. 

•  The  attack  commenced  in  this  order  at  half  an  hour  pafk  five  in  the 
sAoming.  The  difpofition  was  executed  with  the  utmofl  accuracy,  and 
in  a  veij  (bort  time  the  battle  was  decided  in  tavour  of  the  Aiiftrians, 
Ivho  diiplayed  exemplary  diicipiine  and  bravery.  The  general  officers 
finding  that  they  could  not  advance  on  horfeback  on  account  of  the 
tr^ms  df  hu^9  dilmounted,  and  entered  the  intrenchments  on  foot,  at  the 
kead  of  the  troops.  The  enemy  did  not  in  the  lead:  expedt  to  be  at* 
tacked  ;  and  although  they  certainly  had  ibme  time  to  prepare  for  their 
skefence  horn  the  diificulties  that  the  Auftriau  troops  had  to  fumnount 
in  approaching  the  works,  yet  it  is  to  the  citcumftance  of  furprize,  as 
wrli  as  to  the  uncommon  intrepidity  with  which  the  attack  was  executed, 
that  muft  be  attributed  their  havlAg  abandoned,  without  more  refiftance, 
eme  of  the  moft  formidable  pofitions  that  ever  was  occupied. 

One  hundred  and  fix  pieces  of  cannon,  rwo  hundred  ammunition 
waggons,  and  about  two  thouiand  prifoners  (amongfi  theie  two  generals 
ana  iixty  other  ofiicers)  are  air^dy  broughr  into  Mayence  ;  whilfi:  great 
<juanttt)es  of  fior«s  of  vavious  kinds,  coUeded  for  the  purpofe  of  the 
iiege,  have  likewife  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  Auftrians. 
.  The  enen9y*s  *kUkd  and  wounded  are  fuppdfed  to  amount  to  about 
3000.

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The  Auftnans  had  on  this  occafion  bet^reen  60  and  70  officers,  and 
aboiK  I  joo  hon-conunifiioned  officers  and  privates  killed  and  wounded  : 
amongft  the  former  were  Lieutenant  General  Schmextring  and  Major 
General  Wolckenhcim. 

General  Naundorf  crofled  the  tlhine  in  the  afternoon,  with  part  of 
his  troops  that  had  ^een  ilationed  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Gerau,  and 
poJOTeflion  of  Oppenheim.    • 

The  Marilial  is  now  encamped  in  front  of  Mayence,  and  his  light 
troops  are  purfuing  in  all  diredtions.

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfhip,  tliat  Marfhal  Cler- 
faye*8  advanced  gu'aixls  have  followed  up  the  brilliant  viAory  of  the  29th 
with  fo  much  vigour,  that  they  have  taken  forty-three  pieces  of  artillery^ 
in  addition  to  the  hundred  and  fix  mentioned  in  my  laft  repor):.  They 
have  fomnd  the  remains  of  great  qnantities  of  ammunition  waggons 
that  had  been  blown  up ;  ftores  of  all  forts,  partly  damaged,  partly  fer- 
viceable ;  and  wherever  their  march  has  been  directed  they  have  per- 
ceived evident  traces  of  the.  mod.  precipitate  and  diforderly  flight.  Ge- 
neral Schaal's  difperfed  army  has  gone  towards  the  Mofelle* 

.Marfhal  Clerfaye  ha^  occupied  Bingen  and  Kreutzenach,  and  placed 
a  corps  in  each  poiition  behind  the  Nahe  Rivulet  fo  as  to  cut  off  all 
direA  communications  between  General  Jourdan  and  Fichegru.  tio^ 
has  alfo  a  corps  at  AIt2ey,  whofe  advanced  pods  extend  near  Worms. 
Part  of  his  troops  have  returned  from  the  Lahn,  and  the  main  army  is 
now  colieded,  and  encamped  in  frbnt  of  Maycnco  b<bind  the  S^ltz 
rivulet. 

On  the  30th  of  Odober  the  Auftrian  General  Bot'qs  fiirprifed  and 
made  prifoners  700  infantry  who  occupied  the  Niecfer  Wert,  an  ifland 
on  the  Rhine  near  Neuwied.  And  on  the  310:  the  enemy  evacuated 
the  ftrong  works  that  they  had  eredledjto  cover  their  bridge  at  that  place^ 
upon  finding  that  the  Auflrians  were  preparitig  to  ftoriti  them. 

Every  day  frefli  inftances  come  to  our  knowledge  of  the  outrages  ana 
cruelties  exercifed  bv  General  Jourdan's  troops  in  their  retreat.  Th^ 
inhabitants  were  driven  to  defpair  in  many  places,'  arid  fell  upon  thtf 
enemy  with  forks,  fcythes,  and  fucfa  Other  weapons  as  they  cbuSf 
procure.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordihips,  that  Marihal  Cier* 
fsye  marched  yefterday  to  attack  General  Pichegru,  who  occupied  a 
very  firong  portion,  with  his  left  at  Turkheim,  his  right  to  the  wood 
of  Friefenheim,  which  runs  clofe  up  to  the  Rhine  a  little  below  Man- 
heim.  His.  left  whig  and  centre  flood  upon  very  commanding  heights  ; 
the  former  being  covered  along  part  of  its  front,  and  on  its  flank,  by 
an  impaffible  mara& ;  the  latter  by  a  rivulet,  the  banks  of  which  were 
Sbarfhy,  and  interfered  with  feveral  deep  ditches.  His  right  wing  was 
partly  in  the  wood  of  Friefenheim,  and  partly  in  the  villages  of  Ogger* 
fheim,  Epftein,  and  Flomerfheim,  and  the  adjacent  inclofures.  This 
whig  was  al.fo  difBcult  of  approach  from  the  many  broad  ditches  that 
ran  along  its  front,  efpecially  near  the  villages,  and  in  the  wood  of  Frie- 
fenheim :  but,  upon  the  whole,  it  prefented  fewer  obflacles  than  the 
other  parts  of  the  pofition.  Before  the  left  of  his  center  was  the  viU 
lage  of  Lambiheim,  where  he  had  placed  a  body  of  infantry  and  fome 
artillery,  as  it  flood  upon  one  of  the  principal  roads  leading  towards 
bis  camp. 

Marihal  Clerfaye's  tiifpofition  was  as  follows :  The  right,  or  firft  co- 
lumn,- forming  a  feparate  corps  of  five  battalions  and  fixteen  fquadrons, 
under  General  Kray,  was  to  attack  at  Turkbeim,  and  if  they  could  not 
foTCfi  that  point;  they  were  at  leaft  to  ad  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  prevent 
the  enemy's  detaching  from  thence. 

The, right  wing  and  centre  of  the  army,  commanded  by  the  Marfhal 
in  perfon,  was  to  march  in  fix  columns  ;  four,  making  eighteen  batta- 
lions and  twenty-fix  fquadrons,  to  form  oppofite  the  right  of  the  ene* 
my's  left  wing,  and  oppofite  the  left  of  their  centre :  the  two  others, 
making  nine  battalions  and  eight  fquadrons,  oppofite  the  remainder  ot 
their  centre. 

The  left  wing,  under  General  De  la  Tour,  was  to  march  in  three  co- 
lumns ;  one  of  three  battalions  and  four  fquadrons,  towards  the  \i-ood 
of  Friefenheim  ;  one  of  fix  b<ittalions  and  twelve  fquadrons,  towarvis 
Oggerfiieim*;  one  of  five  battalions  and  ten  fquadrons,  towards  Flomer- 
Iheim  and  Foftein. 

The  whole  had  a  proper  proportion  of  heavy  artillery. 

Generals  De  la  Tour  and  Kray  were  dir^6ted  not  to  attack  till  the  vil- 
lage of  Lambfheim,  which  formed  a  fafi en t  point  in  the  enemy*8  pofi- 
tion; was  carried.  Gcjneral  KraJ^  was  then  to.  begin,  and  General  Dc  1 1 
Tour,a*  foon  as  the  i  'g  n  wing  and  centre  began  to  form  and  cannonacc 
the  enemy's  line,  afier  the  taking  of  Lambiheim,  but  not  before,  b<.- 
'*iufe  his  attack  muft  necefiahly  be  fb  much  fecjlitated  by  theiie  aiov<r-

Upon  pe  approach  of  the  Auflrian  armyy  General  Plchegru  quitted 
bis  very  advantageous  pofition,  and  retreated  towards  Frarikentbal  and 
Turkhcim.  The  Auftrians  could  not  arrive  in  time  to  bring  on  a  feri* 
0U8  affair  with  his  rear  guard :  however,  they  took  three  pieces  of  can,- 
non,  feveral  prlfontrs,  and  killed  and  wounded  couiiderable  numbers. 

Marflial  Clerfaye  encamped  with  the  main  army  clofe  to  the  Pfrim 
that  evening  j  Generj^l  Wartenflcbcn  at  Kircheim. 

On  the  X  ith  the  Marfhal  croffed  the  Pfrim,  and  encamped  on  the 
right  of  the  road  that  leads  from  Worms  to  Manheim,  The  enemy 
had  evacuated  Worms  in  the  night,  and  General  De  Ja  Tour,  with 
part  of  the  referve,  drove  them  out  of  Frankenthal,  whilft  the  zrmy 
was  occupying  its  pofition.  He  took  three  cannon  and  above  soo  pn« 
Toners  :  the  enemy,  in  the  courfe  of  this  day,  had  above  i»oo  killed  and 
wounded.  The  advanced  pofts  were  puflied  towards  Manheim,  Turk- 
helm,  and  Keyferilautern, 

To-day  no  movement  of  any  confequence  hat  takf  n  place  on  this 
fide. 

General  Wartenfleben  returned  to  Altzey  the  i  ith,  as  part  of  Gene- 
ral Jourdan's  army  had  appeared  in  front  of  his  poft  at  Kreutzenacb 
and  Bingen ;  and  to-day  he  has  encamped  with  his  whole  corps  between 
thefe  two  places.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lorddiip,  that  in  the  afternoon 
of  yefterday,  after  I  had  fent  off  my  laft  difpatch,  part  of  General  Pi- 
chegi-u's  army  ateacked  the  Auftrian  poft  at  Frankenthal.  The  ground 
in  tront  of  that  town  is  of  fuch  a  nature  as  to  admit  of  the  enemy's  ap- 
proaching to  within  a  very  ihort  diftance  without  being  difcovered  ;  and 
they  profited  of  this  advantage,  by  bringing  a  large  body  of  troops, 
and  above  thirtv  pieces  of  cannon  fo  forward,  before  they  commenced 
the  attack,  as  almoft  to  enfure  their  carrying  the  place,  more  eipecially 
as  ic  was  not  occupied  in  force.  They  fucceeded,  after  a  terrible  fire 
of  grape-fliot  and  mufketry :  but  whUll  they  were  making  their  difpo- 
fitions  to  maintain  the  important  point  which  they  had  gained,  the  Auf- 
trian General  De  la  Tour  advanced  with  two  battalions  and  ten  fqua- 
drons,  attacked  the  town  with  the  utmoft  impetuoiity,  drove  the  enemy 
out  of  it,  took  about  300  prifoners,  and  killed  and  wounded  between 
five  and  fix  hundred. 

The  Auftrians  had,  on  this  occafion,  eight  officers  and  about  soo 
non-commiflioned  officers  and  privates  killed  and  wounded.

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The  French  lofs  in  killed  and  wounded  was  very  great,  according  ta 
•1)  the  reports  of  the  deferters  and  prifoners. 

Daring  the  battle  General  NaundorfF,  who  was  poded  with  a  light 
corps  upon  the  right  of  Gemflieimy  puihed  on  firong  parties  on  the 
roads  leadine  to  Keyferflautern. 

Marfhal  Clerfaye  marches  to-day,  and  encamps  with  his  left  to  the 
Rhine  above  Manheim,  his  right  to  the  mountains  between  Turkheim 
and  Nendadt. 

General  Pichegru*s  retreat  has  rendered  his  communication  with  Gcw 
nerat  Jourdan  more  difficult.  The  latter  has  advanced  with  part  of  his 
amny  towards  General  Wartenilebeni  who  is  polled  behind  the  Nake 
rivulet,  between  Kreutzenach  and  Btngen  ;  and  on  the  lath  he  attacked 
the  poft  of  Kreutzcnach,  but  was  rcpulfed  with  the  lofs  of  a  great  nuna- 
ber  of  men  and  two  pieces  of  cannon. 

The  firil  parallel  before  Manheim  is  opened  at  a  very  fliort  diilance 
from  the  works,  and  the  liege  is  carrying  on  with  the  utmofl  vigour.

ExtraH  of  a  Letter  from  Robert  Craufurd^  Efqm  to  Lord  Gren^ 
vi/Uf  dated  Head  Quarters  of  General  fVurmfer*s  jfrmy,  near 
Afanbeim,  November ,  23,   I795» 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfhip,  that  the  comman* 
dant  of  Manheim  having,  the  night  before  lail,  lent  out  an  officer  to 
General  Wurtnfcr  to  propofe  terliis  for  the  furrender  of  the  place,  a  ca- 
pitulation was  concluded  yeilerday  morning,  by  which  it  was  agreed 
that  the  garrifon  ihould  march  out  with  the  ufual  honours,  lay  down 
their  arnos  on  the  glacis,  and  become  prifoners  of  war. 

As  foon  as  the  capitulation  was  ligned,  the  AuHrian  troops  occupied 
the  out-works,  and  two  of  the  gates  of  the  town,  viz.  the  Heidelberg 
and  Rhine  gates. 

The  garrifon  marched  out  this  morning,  and  the  place  was  taken  pof- 
feffion  of  by  General  Wurmfcr,  in  the  name  of  his  Imperial  Majefty» 
lifter  a  fiege  of  only  twelve  d^ys  of  open  trenches. 

The  French  troops,  which  by  this  event  are  become  prifoners  of  war, 
confift  of  ten  half  brigades,  or  thirty  battalions  of  infantry,  a  propor- 
tionate corps  of  artillery,  fappers,  miners,  &c.  and  a  fquadron  of  huf- 
fars^  making  in  the  whole,  four  generals,  389  officers,  and  9949  non* 
commiffioned  officers  and  privates. 

This  great  diminution  of  force  muft  be  feverely  felt  by  the  enemy, 
at  a  time  when  their  armies  are  fo  weakened  and  difpirited,  and  their 
length  rapidly  declining  by  the  immenle  defcrtion  which  daily  takes 
place. 

The  cnclofed  lift  of  the  garrifon  of  Manheim  is  a  corroborating 
ptoof  of  the  truth  of  the  information  that  is  received  from  all  quarters 
upon  this  fubje^,  as,  of  the  ten  half  brigs^des,  or  thirty  battalions  of 
infantry,  which,  if  complete  ought  to  amount  to  30,000  men ;  the 
actual  Hrength  is  only  8372.  Their  officers  acknowledge  that  (hey  have 
long  iince  ceafed  to  receive  any  recruits*

now  are* 

Anfwer.  The  fortrefs  fliall  be  delivered  up  on  the  twenty-third  of 
November. 

Art*  II.    The  French  troops  fliall  march  out  of  Manhelm,  with  their 

arms  and  bagsage,  as  foon  as  the  means  fliall  be  arranged  for  their  paf* 

ling  to  the  iHt  fide  of  the  Rhine  ;  in  all  cafes  they  fliall  march  on  the

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^itulatton,  figned  bj  the  two  comman'dtn?  generals,  fhall  take  |K>{^ 
ieifion  of  the  fort  at  the  head  of  the  bridge  of  the  Necker ;  of  the  out- 
podst  of  i;  e  gate  of  Heidelberg,  and  of  the  redoubt  of  the  Rhine,  be- 
fore the  gate  of  l^EcluiJe  ;  and  they  fliall  not  enter  into  the  town  till  the 
lafl  divifion  of  the  French  troops  have  marched  out. 

Anf.  After  the  figning  of  the  capitulation,  the  Auftrian  troops  fliall 
take  ptiffeffion  of  the  out-works  of  the  gate  of  Heidelberg,  and  of  the 
gate  of  the  Rhine,  to-morrow,  tlie  22d  of  November,  at  eight  o'clock. 
in  the  morning. 

Art.  IV.  The  carriages  necefTary  for  the  tranfport  of  the  effeiSts  belong- 
ing to  the  Republic,  or  to  the  corps  and  indi\iduals  compofing  the  garri- 
fon  of  Manhcim,  fliall  be  furniflied  to  them  upon  paying  for  the  fame  by 
agreement,  according  to  the  orders  of  Count  de  Wurmfer,  on  the  roads 
bywhich  the  French  troops  flia'.l  pafs. 

Anf.  The  carriages  necelTary  for  the  tranfport  of  the  effefts  and 
property  belonging  to  the  French  officers  fhall  be  fumiflied  to  the  French 
troops  at  the  rate  ulual  in  the  country.  Whatever  belongs  to  thenatioa 
ihail  be  delivered  up  to  the  Auftrian  commiflaries. 

Art.  V.  The  Count  de  Wurmfer  fiiall  give  orders  for  furni(bing  the 
uecelTary  foiage  in  the  places  where  the  French  troops  fliall  pafs,  and 
which  the  ^.arrifon  may  not  be  able  to  provide  at  Manheim ;  as  alfo  four 
days  provifions  for  the  French  troops,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of 
their  departure  from  thence. 

Anf.  Cai<{  flial]  be  taken  to  furnifli  bread  to  the  troops.  The  officers, 
who  fliall  be  dcfirous  of  keeping  their  horfes,  may  purchafe  forage, 
which  fliall  be  delivered  to  them  by  the  conduftors,  at  the  current 
pt  ice. 

Art.  VI.  The  fick  remaining  in  the  hofpital  of  Manheim  fliall  be 
taken  care  of  by  the  ofticei-fof  health  of  the  French  army,  who  fhail 
remain  in  the  place  till  its  entire  evacuation  j  for  whom  the  neceflary 
carnages  fliall  be  provided  to  the  neafeil  town  in  the  pofli:flion  of  the 
French  troops.  General  Montaign  relies  upon  the  humanity  of  the 
Count  de  Wurmfer,  that  they  will  be  fupplied  with  every  afliflance  ne* 
ceflary  for  their  recovery. 

Anf.  The  lick  fliall  be  treated  v^ith  humanity,  which  is  never  refufcd 
in  fuch  cafesj  but ^t hey  fliall  be  attended  by  Auftrian  furgeons.  After 
their  recovery  they  fliall  remain  prifoners  like  the  other  troops. 

Art.  VII.  An  officer  of  engineers  of  the  Fcench  army  fliall  deliver 
to  an  Aiiflrian  officer  the  plans,  maps,  and  effefls  which  the  French  en- 
gineers ha\e  received  iince  their  entry  into  Manheim. 

Anf.  This  article  fliall  have  effect  as  foon  as  the  Auflrian  troops  oc- 
cppy  the  two  above-mentioned  gates  ;  and  it  is  to  be  underftood  that 
all  military  ttfvc^s  are  to  be  dehvered^up,  fuch  as  artillery,  magazines, 
plans,  maps,  &c.  for  which  purpofe  Auftrian  officers  of  the  engineers 
and  artillery  fliall  be  fcnt  into  the  town  on  the  siad  of  November,  ac 
eight  o'clock. 

.  Art.  Vili.  The  regency,  magiflrates,  and  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Manheim,  fliall  not  be  proceeded  again  ft  in  any  manner  on  account  of 
H^c  former  furrender  of  that  town  to  the  French.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  yotu*  Lordfliip  that  Marflia)  Claiffayt, 
with  that  part  of  his  Armv  which,'  during  the  fiege  of  Manheino,  had 
been  encamped  between  tne  Rhine  and  Neuftadt^  arrived  oa  the  a9th  ic^ 
the  neighbourhood  of  Creuttenach,  where  they  forcaed  a  juoKtion  with 

Voi.iU.— Paatu^  /  General 
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Gtneni  Waitenfieben*s  corpii  and  took  aetrljr  the  fame  pofitbtt  ftat 
the  laiter  had  occupied  for  feme  time  paft,  the  right  flank  being  at  Bin* 
gen,  the  left  on  the  height!  behind  Creutzenath  and  Furfeld|  and  thft 
advanced  poftt  pushed  on  bevond  the  Nahe. 

General  Kray,  as  foon  as  he  was  relieved  from  the  poft  of  Neuftadty 
dire^ed  his  march  towards  Wolfftcin  ;  from  whence,  after  having  re- 
ceived reinforcements  from  the  armv,  be  was  to  advance  by  Lautereck 
and  MiiTenheim  to  turn  the  right  ilank  of  the  enemy,  encamped  near 
Zemem,  whilft  the  main  body  of  the  army  (hould  menace  his  front* 

General  Kray  could  not  arrive  at  Lautereck  before  the  ift  inftant. 
In  the  mean  time  General  Jourdan  advanced  with  the  army  of  the 
Sambre  and  Meufe,  confiAing  of  about  fifty-five  thoufand  men,  drove 
back,  on  the  ^oth,  the  Audrian  advanced  piquets  that  were  on  the  other 
fide  of  the  ^fahe,  and  took  a  pofition  oppofite  to  that  of  Marflial  Clair- 
fayt's  army,  his  ri^ht  flank  being  covered  by  one  divifion  pofted  behind 
Lauteteck  and  Meifienbeim  on  the  Glahn,  bis  centre  and  left  extending 
•long  the  banks  of  the  Nahe  to  the  Rhine.  At  Bingen,  which  is  fituated 
at  the  conflux  of  thcfe  two  rivers,  and  on  the  right  bank  of  the  former^ 
there  is  a  (lone  bridge  over  the  Nahe ;  but  it  is  equally  difficult  for 
€?ther  party  to  undertake  anpr  thing  on  this  quarter.  From  thence  to 
QHIftzcnach,  where  there  is  alfo  a  ftone  bridge,  the  nature  of  the 
ground  is  much  more  favourable  for  the  enemy  than  for  the  Au(farians» 
•a  the  hills  on  the  left  bank  (that  is,  on  the  enemy's  fide)  are  very  com- 
manding, and  clofe  to  the  Nahe }  whereas,  on  the  rieht  bank  there  is  a 
flain  ot  confid^rable  breadth,  from  which  the  heights  rife  in  fo  gradual 
flope  as  to  afford,  in  general,  no  pofition  for  the  Auftrian  artillery  near 
enough  to  defend  the  pafl*age  of  the  river  without  being  entii*ely  com* 
snaoded  by  the  French  batteries  on  the  oppofite  fide.  Thele  circum-» 
Ihinces  exift  in  a  peculiar  degree  at  Creutzenach  itfelf;  fo  much  fo^ 
that  infantry  pofied  on  the  hill  called  the  Schlofsberg,  on  the  left  bonk* 
can  fire  quite  into  the  town  and  on  to  the  bridge. 

On  the  morning  of  the  tft  infiant  the  enem^r  were  feen  in  veiy  great 
force  drawn  up  on  the  oppofite  hills.  About  nine  oVlock  a  large  body 
of  infantry,  fupported  by  the  fire  of  artillery  very  advantageoufly  placed 
on  the  heights  behind  the  town,  advanced  to  attack  Creutzenach :  the 
Aufirians  defended  it  with  great  firmnefs,  hut  the  difad vantages  of  the 
iituation  made  it  impoflible  for  them  to  prevent  the.  enemv  ai  lenjnh 
getting  poireifion  ot  it,  which  happened  at  about  eleven  o'clock.  The 
Aufirians,  however,  having  re-formed  on  this  fide  of  the  town,  ad- 
vanced again,  and  attacked  the  French  with  fo  great  bravery,  that  they 
prefentiy  drove  them  quite  over  the  bridge,  andout  of  the  place. 

The  enemy  renewed  the  attack  with  a  large  body  of  trefh  troops, 
and  the  AuOtians  in  thb  town  being  extremely  galled  by  the  command- 
ing fire  of  the  French  artillery,  and  by  that  of  the  infantry  on  the 
Schlofsberg,  and  being  totally  unfupported  by  their  own  cannon, 
^whtch,  from  the  nature  of  the  fituation,  could  not  be  made  ufe  of) 
tney  found  it  impraAicable  to  maintain  the  pad :  they  therefore  aban- 
doned it  a  fecond  time,  and  retired  to  the  heights,  bringing  away  the 
only  piece  of  artillery  th^t  had  been  employed  in  the  affair. 

The  enemy  contept^d  themfelves  witn  occupying  the  bridgei  and  did 
not  venture  to  ihew  themfelves  on  this  fide  of  the  towot 
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The  lofs  of  tbe  Auftriaoft  in  thU  atfkir  amounts  to  neaf  fi^  hundred 
killed  and  wounded. 

Fifty  of  the  enemy  wefe  taken  prifooerii  and  their  lofs  in  killed  and 
wounoed  muft  have  been  confiderable. 

T&e  having  been  obliged  to  abandon  the  poft  of  Creutzenach  is  not  . 
of  any  very  material  confequence,  at  the  army  maintains  exndtly  the 
fameoofition  as  before,  excepting  that  the  part  of  th^  line  which  ia 
oppoitte  that  place  is  thrown  a  licde  back|  in  order  to  occupy  the  moft 
commanding  heights. 

At  the  fame  time  that  th^  above-mentioned  affair  happened  at  Creut- 
cenach,  General  Kray  attacked  and  defeated  a  corps  of  the  enemy  at 
Lautereck,'  and  entirely  cut  to  t)iece8  and  took  two  whole  battalions. 
The  number  of  prifoners  are  eignt  officers^  and  one  hundred  and  fift/ 
men.    General  Kray  occupies  Lautereck*

batulions  at  Alfentz  and  other' villages  to  the  left  to  keep  up  the  com«- 
municatioo  with  General  Kray*s  corps,  which  is  at  Lautereck  and  Wolf- 
fteini  and  has  lately  been  reinforced  by  fome  battalions  from  the  army. 
GcoeralNauendortisin  march  from  Kayferflautern,  which  poft,  and* 
thofc  dependent  on  it,  as  Franckcnftein,  Nipftedt,  and  Hockfpier,  were 
this  day  occupied  by  a  dctachmerit  of  General  Wurmfur's  army.— •Ano- 
ther firong  corps  of  that  army  extends  from  Nc^ftadt,  behind  the  Spe« 
ferbach  and  Rechbach,  to  the  Rhinei  occupying  Speier,  &c.

BY  accounts  from  the  Auftrian  army  it  appears,  that  the  enemy's  lofsi 
in  the  battle  of  the  14th  of  November,  amounted  to  about  five  thoufand 
men,  befides  about  feven  hundred  prifoners;  and  that  twenty-two 
pieces  of  cannon,  with  above  one  hundred  ammunition  waggons,  and 
lomc  confiderable  magaaines  of  different  kinds,  were  taken  by  the 
Auftrians ',  and  other  magazines,  and  numbers  of  ammunition  waggonii 
deftroyed  by  the  enemy  in  their  retreat.

Id  confequence  of  the  advantages  obtained  by  Marlhal  Clatrfayt,  ai 
fiated  in  my  Iaft«.  General  Jourdan,  after  having  attempted  ia  vain  by 
different  manoeuvres  to  fecure  the  right  of  his  armv,  began  his  retreat 
from  the  Nahe  on  the  13th  inft.  and  on  the  i5tn  he  took  a  pofitioa 
upon  the  Hunfruck,  occupying  all  the  principal  pafles  between  fiacha- 
rach  on  the  Rhine,  and  Trarbach,  on  the  Mofelle.  ' 

From  the  1  jth  to  the  prefent  date  feveral  unimportant  a^Hons  have 
taken  place  between  the  advanced  corps  of  thefe  two  armies^  and  the 
Auftrian  light  troops  have  at  different  times  fcoured  the  country  from 
Birkenfridt  to  Treves ;  but  the  ftrength  of  the  enemy's  poiition  in  the 
mountains,  and  the  roads  that  lead  to  it  being  rendered  fo  bad  by  the 
late  rains,  a«  to  make  the  march  of  heavy  artillery  almoft  impoffible, 
have  prevented  Marflial  Clairfayt  from  undertaking  any  operation  of 
confequence/  His  Excellency's  line  now  extends  fcom  Dr^ekhaufen, 
on  the  Rhinei  by  Strombur^  Kirn»  and  Oberftein,  to  Birkenfeldt,  from 
whence  the  left  of  his  army  is  connected  by  a  chain  of  light  troops  with 
Marfhal  Wurmfcr's  right,  which  occupies  Kayferflauterni  by  Neuftadt, 
along  the  rivulet  called  Spirebach,  to  the  Rhine, 

General  Pichegru  has  made  feveral  attempts  to  oblige  the  Auftrlans 
to  abandon  the  poft  of  Kavferflautcrn ;  and  on  the  aoth  ind.  he  attacked 
it  with  very  i'uperior  numoers ;  but,  after  an  adtion  of  feveral  hours,  he 
was  completely  repulfed,  with  the  lofs  of  near  2000  men  and  feveral 
cannon.  The  Auftrians  had»  on  this  occaiion,  twennr-nine  officers,  and 
between  fix  and  feven  hundred  non-commiffioned  officers  and  privates 
killed  and  wounded* 

The  enemy  fometimes  make  demonftrations  from  DufTeldorf,  but  the 
Auftrian  corps  ilationed  upon  the  Sieg  rivulet  keeps  them  completely  In 
oheck  on  that  fide. 

Part  of  Mi9rihal  Wurmfer's  army  and  the  Prince  of  Condi's  corps 
defend  the  right  bank  oi  the  Rhine  from  Fbiliplbourg  to  Bslfle.

THS  eDeroy  ha^og  gained  to  their  caufe  many  of  th^  French  mha- 
bttants  and  negroes  in  Grenada,  and  concerted  meafures  for  raifing  an 
infurreAiOn  in  that  colony,  which,  from  the  perfidy  of  the  inhabitants 
alluded  to,'  they  were  invited  to  attempt^  they  conveyed  to  that  ifland, 
early  in  the  laft  month,  >a  quantity  of  arms  and  ammuokion,  with  a 
fmall  number  of  troops,  which,  fecretly  joining  themfelves  to  the.oonn 
fpiratorS)  appeared  fuddenly  in  arms. 

Lieutenant  Governor  Home  and  many  other  genfiemeo  in  the  country^ 
were  furprifed  and  made  prifoners.  His  Majeily's  croopi  being  «ai» 
ployed  on  many  points,  this  dangerous  revolt  conid  not  be  immediately 
iuppreiTed,  though,  from  the  exertions  of  Captain  Rogers,  of  his  Ab.- 
jeft3r's  ihip  the  Quebec,  and  of  the  garrifon  there,  joIdmI  to  the  militia^ 
they  were  kept  in  checque. 

The  unfortunate  death  of  Brigadier  Genend  Lindfay,  (whom  I  {eiA 
to  command  there)  a  few  days  after  his  arrival,  retarded  the  operatiooa 
agaioft  them«  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  reinforcement,  under  the  coa*^ 
voy  of  Rear  Admiral  Parker,  at  Barbadoes,  two  battalions^  with  a  de» 
tachment  of  royal  artillery,  were  ordered  to  Grenada.

Brigadier  General  Nicolls,  whom  I  have  fent  to  command  there,  will, 
I  am  latisfied,  make  every  exertion  to  fubdue  this  enemy ;  and  I  truft 
ibon  to  receive  good  accounts  from  him. 

I  am  forry  to  add,  that  the  enemy  has  committed  many  a6ts  of  bar- 
barity. '*> 

In  St.  Vincent  the  Charibbs,  inftigated  by  the  French,  and  joined  \f 
aoft  jof  the  French  inhabitantSi  fei/^d  a  favourable  tirne^.  moft  tr^ache*

foufljr,  to  atttck  the  Englifli  infaabitanti  of  that  colony.  The  afts  of 
cnieiqr  which  they  have  commi(ted  upon  defenc^lefs  men,  women,  and 
childreiiy  arc  beyond  defcriptiooi  and  burnmg  every  plantation  in  their 
power. 

Fortunately,  by  General  Seton's  exertions  and  that  of  the  navy  tmder 
Captain  Skinner  of  the  Zebra,  with  the  fpirited  behaviour  of  the  gar^ 
rifon  and  inhabitants,  thev  were  beaten  from  a  pod  they  occupied  over 
Kingfton,  with  the  lofs  of  their  chief;  and  the  arrival  of  the  46th  regi- 
ment  has  enabled  the  governor  a^raia  to  attack  them,  which  he  did  on 
tile  loth  inft^t,  and  fucceeded  in  driving  them  from  their  pofitions, 
with  confiderable  lofs  on  their  fide,  and  but  fmall  upon  our's. 

The  colony,  from  their  devafiation,  is  reduced  to  a  very  diibeficd 
fituation.

I  HAVE  juft  received  an  account  from  St.  Luqg,  that  Brigadier 
General  Stewart,  after  taking  pofleffion  of  Vieuz  Fort  and  neishbou> 
ImkxI,  had  proceeded  to  attadk  the  enemy's  principal  place  of  Srength 
at  Souffriere*  He  was  attacked  by  the  enemy  upon  his  march  on  the 
solh  inilant,  who  had  formed  an  ambufcade.  The  flank  companies  of 
tlie  9th  regiment,  and  the  black  corps  under  Captain  Malcolm,  were  the 
troops  enraged*  The  enemy,  after  a  fevere  confli6^  were  driven  back. 
Captain  Malcolm  and  Captain  Neibitt  of  the  9th  were  wounded^  after 
Wiaviog  .in  the  moil  gallant  manner*  The  troops  continued  their 
aoarch  upon  Souffriere,  near  to  which,  upon,  the  mountainous  ground, 
#ar  attack  was  made^n  the  tad  inftant,  by  Brigadier  General  Stewart, 
and,  notwithftamitng  there  appears  to  have  been  the  greateft  exertions 
made  bv  his  Majef^'s  forces,  they  were  unfuccefsfiil  in  their  objeft* 
Both  fides  appear  to  have  fuffered  coofiderably ;  but,  as  I  have  not  yet 
feceived  any  account  from  Brigadier  General  Stewart,  I  cannot  be  ac* 
curate.  I  have,  however,  reafon  to  believe^  that  our  killed  and  wound* 
ed  exceed  aoo,  with  feveral  officers.

mountahious  part  of  this  ifland.  It  having  been  judged  abfolutely  ne* 
ceflary  to  aflault  the  enemy's  camp  the  Hrft  favourable  moment  1  and 
willing  to  give  every  altiftance  in  my  power,  from  the  navy,  to  infurc^ 
if  poffible,  fucccfs,  Captain  Watkins,  t)f  the  Kcfource,  became  a  wil- 
ling volunteer  on  theoccafion.  A  corps  of  ijomenwas  felcfted  hy 
him  from  the  Refource,  and  volunteers  trom  the  tranfports,  with  whom 
Captain  Browell  ferved  as  a  volunteer.  Inclofed  I  knd  you  Captain 
Watkins^s  letter,  to  which  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  for  the  particulars  of 
our  misfortune.  I  have  not  yet  ieen  a  return  trom  the  army,  though  I 
undcrftaod  the  lufs  amounts  to,  in  killed  and  wounded,  100.  Every

1  BEG  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  have  juft  arrived  at  thii  place  (for  the 
purpofc  of  returning  their  boats  to  the  tranfports)  from  Vicux  Fort, 
which  town  and  its  vicinity,  I  have  the  fati8fa6tion  to  inform  you,  the 
enemy  abandoned  the  day  before  ycfterday,  and  which  was  immedntcly 
taken  pofleffion  of  by  Brigadier-general  Stewart  and  his  Majellv'i 
troops.  I  forthwith  got  under  weigh  from  the  place  where  we  had  dit- 
embarked  the  troops,  and  came  to  an  anchor  off  the  town  of  Vieni 
Port,  where  I  found  an  empty  French  floop  and  fchooner,  and  an  Air.c 
rican  brig,  partly  loaded  with  produce. 

My  ftay  at  Vieux  Fort,  after  the  capture  of  the  place,  was  not  fuff- 
cient  to  enable  n>c  to  tranfmit  to  you  an  account  of  the  ftores  and  am- 
munition found  there  ;  but  I  iindcrftand  that  there  was  inthechiird) 
'and  other  large  buildings  a  confulerable  quantity  of  proviiions  and  I'oct.c 
produce.  I  have  the  pleafure  to  inform  you,  ^at  yefterday,  in  my 
way  here,  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  capture  a  fmall  privateer,  which, 
for  the  prefent,  I  ule  for  a  tender.  1  am  now  getting  under  weigh  to 
retorn  to  Vieux  Fort,  for  the  purpofe  of  co-operating  with  the  fingi* 
dicr-gencral  in  his  future  plans  ;  and  I  hope  very  fliortly  to  be  able  to 
inform  you  that  Souftrierc,  which  is  the  principal  poft  ot  the  enemy,  ii 
once  more  reduced  to  his  Majeily's  authority,  and  that  peace  and  tran- 
quillity are  again  reftored  to  this  colony.

THE  enemy  having  appi^ared  yefterday  on  the  height  above  Callia- 

qua,  tolhe.oiiipber  of  ftiyon  or  eight  h4a4r^>.I  req^elled  Captain 

Carpenter,  with  his  Majedy's  fhip^Ala^ro,  to  mo^  r^nd  (9  ^i^qna

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8aj%  which  he  immediately  complied  with.  They  had  fcnt  two  infuU« 
ing  meflkges  to  Captain  Molefworth,  who  commanded  the  party  therci 
reqtnrins  ntm  to  lurrender  at  dtfcretion.  Being  informed  that  they 
had,  within  thefe  few  days,  been  confiderabfy  reinforced  from  Guada* 
loupe,  and  fufpe£ting,  from  their  number  and  apparent  confidence,  that 
fome  attempt  would  be  made  againft'  the  town  of  Kingfton,  1  fent  a 
party,  under  Captain  Hal),  of  the  46th  regiment,  coniifling  of  one 
fubnttem  and  thirty-three  rank  and  file  of  that  regiment,  forty  militia, 
and  forty  of  the  corps  of  rangers,  with  five  of  the  royal  aitillery,  and 
a  fourteen  poand  field-piece,  to  take  poiTeilion  of  Dorfetfliire  Hill 
jefterday^ forenoon.  About  one  o'clock  this  morning  they  were  attacked 
by  a  body  of  about  300  French  and  Charibs :  our  party  made  a  vigo- 
rous refiihince,  but,  owing  to  the  enemy's  great  luperiority  in  num* 
hRTS,.  they  were  obliged  to  retreat  to  the  poft  on  Sion  Hill,  leaving  the 
field-piece  fpiked.  Knowing  that  the  town  muft  be  inevitably  deftroyetl 
by  the  enemy  if  they  kept  polfeifion  of  that  hill,  I  thought  it  necefiiiry 
tp  ufe  every  exertion  to  dillodge  them,  and  concluding  that  no  time 
was  to  be  loft  in  attempting  it,  I  immediately  detached  bxty  rank  and 
file  of  the  46th  regimentf  under  the  command  of  Captain  Forfler,  100 
of  the  corps  of  rangers,  and  foity  militia,  the  whole  under  the  com* 
mand  of  Lieutenant-colonel,  Secon  of  the  ran^rers,  to  attack  the  enemy 
lit  dav-break.  They  had,  with  great  dexterity,  found  means  to  dear 
th«  neld-piece  of  the  fpike  during  the  ihort  time  they  had  it  in  their 
pofieffiof ,  and  had  been  joined  by  upwards  of  100  French  and  Cha- 
ribs immediately  after  Captain  Hall's  party  retreated:  our  troops  at- 
tacked thecD  wi;h  great  fpirit  at  the  time  appointed ;  and  though  they 
were  unexjxr^tedly  annoyed  by  leveral  difcharges  of  grape-fUot  from  th< 
field- piece,  and,  notwithftandin^  the  enemy  were  in  fuch  force,  in  lefs  than 
half  ar\  hour  they  retook  the  field-piece,  and  got  complete  polTellion  of  the 
hill,  the  enemy  flying  on  all  fides.  In  the  two  attacks  there  were  three 
privates  of  the  royal  artillery  wounded,  three  rank  and  file  of  the  46tli 
j'egiment  k'>iied,  nine  rank  and  file  wounded ;  Captain  Forfier  and  £n- 
(iga  Lee  flightly  wounded  ;  three  privates  of  the  militia  killed;  Captaia 
Rofs  and  twelve  rank  and  file  wounded.  Of  the  enemy,  twenty-three 
Frenchmen  and  nineteen  Chnribs  were  found  dead  on  the  hill,  and  two 
Frenchmen  and  two  Charibs  taken  pnfoners  $  but  it  is  believed  their 
lofs  in  all  was  twice  that  number,  as  man^^  of  them  were  feen  at  fome 
diftance  carrying  off  in  hammocks  after  the  attack.

1  am  infoiTned  that  Captain  Bathe,  who  is  ftifl  in  camp,  has  feventy- 
nine  more  with  him.  There  are  a  number  of  them  difperfed  in  two's 
and  three's  in  the  woods,  that  the  Englifti  negroes  are  in  purfnit  of,  and 
are  hourly  bringing  feme  in.  1  am  lending  out  fmall  parties  of  militia 
(who  have  behaved  uncommonly  well)  to  the  difierent  pariihes,  in  or- 
der to  root  them  out  entirely,  and  hope  very  foon  to  have  to  report  to 
your  Excellency,  that  there  is  not  a  brigand  in  the  ifland.

Sir  jfehn  Vaughan,  dated  Prince  Rupert^ s,  June  2Jf  1795« 

I  HAVE  the  pleafure  to  inform  your  Excelkncy,  that  the  ipvafion 
of  and  the  rebellion  in  this  ifland  is  flow  entirely  fettled|  every  French- 
man that  landed  bein^  either  killed  or  taken  prifoner,  and  the  inhabitants 
of  the  rebellioas  pariflies  fent  prifoners  to  Rofeao,  there  U>  be  difpofed 
i>f  by  the  governor. 

The  enemy  made  a  third  and  a  fourth  expedition  agalflft  this  part  of 
the  iflatid,  but  perceiving  that  we  Were  prepared  to 'give  them  a  proper 
reception,  they  returned  to  Marie  Galantei  firing  9  gun  and  Shewing 
national  colours.

Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  to  your  Excellency,  that  iiacUng  this 
to«yii  extremely  ftraightened  by  the  enemy  having  pofleflion  of  the  Vi- 
gte,  1  }u4ged  it  expedient  to  drive  them  from  it,  as  .the  only  means  to 
relieve  it.  I  informed  myfeif,  from  thpfe  beft  acquainted  with  the 
country,  that  a  height,  callediairbane's  Hilly  conanoanded  the  Vigie ; 
upon  this  I  formed  my  plan  of  attack.  The  greaadiers  and  light  in* 
Itincryi  with  four  companies*  of  the  40th  regiment,  were  to  gain  the 
hiU  o»  one4}uarter,  while  the  59th  regiment,  iupported  by  two  three- 
pounders,  were  to  force  it  on  another ;.  the.  whole  marched  at  three 
•'clock.  y<^rday  morning,  fo  as  to  be  at  the  obje^  by  day^break.  The 
firft  div^lH^  ^ined  the  height  early  jn  the  noorning.virith  confiderable  Jois ; 
tiiie  59th  regiment  was  eaiTy  within  fifty  paces  of  the  enemy*  and  oiade 
iieveral  attempts  to  gain  the  poll,  but  .the  natural,  ftrei^th  of  the  ground, 
4nd/  the  heavy  rain  that  unluckily.  £ril  at  day-break«  rendered  tb^  place 
isacceffible. 

The  troops  .haying  been  expofed  the  whole  of  .the  day  to  great  fa- 
tigues, and  the  weather  being  very  unfavourable  from  violent  ihowers 
during  the  day,  and  having  no  poiSbility  of  providing  the  lead  Ifaelter 
fqf  them,  I  thought  it  moft  advifable  to  return  to  our  former  quarters 
fof  the  night.  Having  fufhcient  reafon  to  fuppofe  tbe.enemy  h»l  aban* 
do^eii.thdr  |X)fts« during  the  oight,  I  ordered  out  early  this  i|[K>mioga 
ilrong  detachment  of  St.  Vincent's  Rangers  to  take  poifleiBpo  of  it ; 
and  I  have  the  fatlsfadion  to  inform  your  Excellency,  that  the  Britiih 
Hag  now  difplays  itfelf  there:  We  found  all  the  cannon  and  ammuni- 
tion there  undeibroyed.  Brigjadierrgeneral  Meyers,  by  his  able  condu^ 
the  whole  day,  aftbrded  me  the  moft  eflential  fefvice ;  and  the  highefl

Hill,  Millar's  Bridge,  Lion-Hill,  Cane-Garden,  Kcaae's  Houfc,  Kingl- 
XntL,  and  Fort  Charlotte.  I  mufl,  however,  obferve,  that  the  very  hvd 
duty  the  men  and  o&ers  are  obtiged  to  do  at  prefent  cannot  be  fup« 
ported  for  any  length  of  time ;  and  tf  fbme  reinforcement  is  not  feitt,  i 
much  fear  that  I  Oiall  be  under  the  neccHity  of  retiring  with  the  troops 
into  Fort  Charlotte,  which  is  a  poft,  in  my  opinion^  not  to  be  taken  bf 
all  the  force  the  enemy  can  bring  againft  it.

I  ftiil  proceeded  to  the  left,  but  from  the  darknefa  could 
Dot  djAingutfii  die  enemy  from  our  own  foldiers  (about  this  tinier 
French  officer  had  got  over  oisr  works,  and  was  taken  prifooer);  and 
not  being  yet  certain  whether  the  enemy  had  taken  poiTemon  of  th«  bair 
tery  to  ttus  left,  I  direded  Major  Harcourt  to  reinforce  that  poft  with 
the  piqiiet  of  the  40th ;  but  before  this  codd  be  done,  I  had  too 
much  reafon  io  beMeve  it  was  taken,  and  immodtately  difpatched  a  mef- 
ienger  to  Lieuteiiafit<olonel  Graham  to  bring  up  the  whole  or  part  of 
the  fecond  Weft  India  regiment ;  but  before  the  melTenger  bad  got ' 
many  yards,  a  firing  was  hea^d  oti  the  right  from  the  enenw,  and  all 
along  the  front.  In  this  fituation  I  left  Captain  Harrifon,  of  the  light 
company  of  the  *C4th  regimeat^  nioft  a£kivdy  employed  in  ufing  every 
exertion  to  keep  the  men  to  their  duty,  and  was  proceeding  to  the  right, 
by  the  40th  regtifjcnt,  to  know  what  was  doing  there ;  but  I  had  fcftrce 
reached  this  regiment,  when  I  heard  the  battery  I  had  left  was  taiken. 
I  inftantlv  turned  about,  direfting  Major  Harcourt,  with  all  the  men  of 
the  40th  he  could  colled,  to  follow  me  and  retake  the  battery.  I  agam 
met  Brigadier-general  Strutt  between  feme  men,  who  informed  me  hia 
lea  was  {battered,  and  Captain  Harrifon  fhot  throueh  the  flioulder.  I 
f^Ul  puflied  forward,  ufinK  my  beft  endeavours,  with  other  officers,  to 
anims^te  the  men  to  their  duty,  many  of  whom,  at  that  moment,  werv 
killed  and  wounded.

r  I  HAD  the  faononr  of  writing  to  your  Etteiteney  nn  the*  af4th  (nft.

a  part  of  the  3d  or  Buffs ;  I  alfo  got  two  fi^-po.uaders  and  a^  five

tud  a  lialf4nch  bowkzer  to  a  ridge  fouth  of  Port  Royal,  and  diilant 
abo.ut  zQoo  yardfl ;  a  battery  was  made  in  the  night  by  the  greatex  er« 
tiooa  of  3revet  Major  O'Mara,  of  the  36th  regiment,  fo  that  by  day* 
light  it  opened  by  the  enemy^  redoubt.  We  favv  the  howitzer  aifcon* 
cert  them  verV  much ;  but  as  it  was  ovu:  ohjzSt  to  cloTe  ^ith  them  aa 
ibon  as  poffible,  I  had  determined  to  get  onr  the  fame  ridge  with  themp 
or  if  I  faw  an  opening,  to  attempt  the  redoubt  by  aflault :  for  this  pur* 
pofi:,  I  thought  it  neceiTanr  to  try  to  diflodge  fome  firong  parties  or  thf 
^nemy,  which  we  law  pou^d  on  the  heights  on  our  left,  as  if  intending; 
to  turn  ordifirefs  that  flank ;  1  accordingly  detached  a  ilron^  black  corps» 
with  fifty  of  {he  88th  reeiment;  the  whole  under  Major  HouAon  ; 
owing  to  the  difficulty  of  the  ground,  it  was  near  two  hours  before 
they  could  get  near  the  enemy,  when  a  heavy  but  diftant  fire  com- 
menced on  Doth  fides,  I  had  previoufly  concerted  with  him,  that  in 
cafe  of  attaining  a  particular  point,  which  would  have  covered  our  ap« 
proach  to  Port  Royal,  he  was  tp  make  a  fignal*  on  which  the  light  com** 
pany  of  the  Buffs,  the  detachments  of  the  8th  aEhd  63d  regiments,  under 
the  command  of  Lieutenant-colonel  Dawfon,  were  to  advance,  while  the 
part  of  the  battalion  of  the  Buffs  that  had  landed  were  to  form  a  re^ 
lerve,  the  whole  uoder  Biigadier-generai  Campbell;  but  fo  far  fiom 
diflodging  the  eaemy,  I  faw  with  regret  our  black  corps  and  the  98t|| 
regiment  retiring,  ^^jor  Houfton  havmg  tried,  without  fuccefs,  to  ac« 
complifii  the  obje^  he  was  fenton:  this  obliged  me  to  detach  the  ^th 
regiment  to  fupport  them,  which  it  did  eSeduaTlv.  .At  this  moment  ao 
alarming  fire  broke  out  in  our  rear,  n^ar  the  place  where  all  the  fiore^ 
we  had  landed  were  depofited ;  but  by  the  exertions  of  our  people,  uo* 
aier  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-colonel  Dyott,  they  were  all  preferved. 

In  the  midft  of  thefe  untoward  circumftances  we  heard  a  firing  froni 
our  ihips  of  war  that  lay  at  anchor,  and  were  foon  informed  that  it 
was  at  two  French  firhooners  that  were  making  into  Marquis ;  the  truth 
of  this  was  foon  confirmed,  for  we  faw  them  enter  and  ancbor«  I  had 
one  of  tti^  fix-pounders  turned  on  than,  as  they  were  well  withui 
reich,  but  unluckily  we  never  firuck  them*  The  fituation  of  affiiirs 
was  now  fo  critical,  that  an  inftant  was  not  to  be  loft.  I  aocprdiogl]^ 
<iircded  Brigs^r-geaeral  Campbell  to  proceed  to  the  afiault»  aad  I 
brought  up  every  thing  in  my  power  to  lupport  him ;  he  therefore  ad* 
vaaccd  wkk  only  the  Buffs  and  63d  regiment,  the  8th  having,  as  I  be«« 
fore  fiated,  been  detached  oii  another  fervice.  I  ordered  up  half  of 
the  •9th  regiment  to  replace  ^emi  and  half  of  the  9th  alfo  to  aflift  if 
seceflary;  but  the  s^h^  that  I  had  to  bring  from  Grand  Bacotlet^ 
tbovgh  they  came  as  foon  as  poiBble,  did  not  join  him  till  after  the 
Buffs  had  met  with  a  check,  from  the  advantage  the  enemy  had  of  the 
ground,  and  from  a  very  galling  fire  to  whicli  they  were  expofed ;  they^ 
however,  foon  fornoed  again  under  the  cover  of  a  hedge,  and  being 
then  joined  bv  the  a9th  regiment,  under  Captain  Clavy,  Brigadier* 
general  Campbell  ordered  the  whole  to  advance  to  the  a^ault,  whicl( 
they  did  in  the  moft  determined  banner,  led  by  the  Brigadier  himfielf* 
They  foon  gained  the  top  of  the  ridge,  the  enemy  then  ran  toward* 
their  redoubt,  and  were  followed  by  oor  people ,  who  fcrambled  in  it 
the  embrafures.  Captain  Clavy,  of  the  a9th,  beipg  the  firft  that  ea* 
tered.  The  enemy  then  flew  ia  the  utmoft  terror  in  all  diredions^ 
ibme  throwing  themfelves  down  precipices,  whilil  others  tried  to  efcapc

ii6\rn  ttic  hill,  through  brufli  and  other  wood ;  but  there  was  to  heavy 
a  fire  kq>t  on  them  trom  the  top  by  our  people,  that  they  endeavoured 
to  cfcnpc  nlon?  a  bottom,  where  the  detachment  of  the  light  dragoons^ 
under  Captain  Black,  and  the  St.  George's  troop  of  light  cavalry;  uhdef 
M.  Burney,  (that  had  jprevioufly  been  formed  under  the  hill  to  prefif 
of  any  occafion  that  offered)  feeing  the  enemy  flying,  ruflied  on  them 
through  a  fire  of  grape  from  the  French  fchooner,  and  cut  clown  every 
man  they  faw,  fo  that  very  few,  if  any,  efcaped  that  had  been  in  Port 
Koyal.  That  p{)ft  was  chiefly  garrifoned,  as  I  hear,  from  the  few  pri- 
foncrs  we, have  taken,  by  the  Sans  Culotte  companies  from  Guadaloupc. 
We  have  to  regret  the  lofs  of  fome  gallant  men,  and  of  two  oflicerf, 
Major  Edwards  and  Lieutenant  Williams  of  the  3d,  who  fell  Icadinc^ 
tbdr  men  on  mod  fpiritedly.  Colonel  Dawfon,  at  the  head  of  the  3d, 
was  wounded  through  the  neck  before  they  got  to  the  bottom  of  Port 
Royal  Hill. — Major  Baillie,  of  the  63d  regiment,  was  then  next  in 
command  to  Brigadier-gen -ral  Campbell,  whofe  condudt  the  General 
reports  to  be  fleady,  collc6^ed,  and-  oflicer-likc.  The  command  of  the 
3a  devolved  on  Captain  Blunt,  whofe  light  company,  as  leading  the 
firft  attack,  fufFcred  feverely.  Both  he,  as  oldeft  captain,  and  Lieute- 
nant Gardner,  1  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  your  Exiellency's  notice 
and  favour.  We  have  taken  but  fix  prifoners ;  among  them  are  the  fe- 
kond  and  third  in  command  to  Mr.  Joifey,  who  commands  the  people 
th-Tt  came  from  Guadaloupe.  Inclofcd  is  a  return  of  our  killed  and 
wounded.  Our  fuccefs  at  Port  Royal  has  been  followed  by  the  evacua'^ 
tbn  of  Pilot  Hill,  by  the  enemy.

I  HAVE  the  fati8fa6lion  to  inform  your  (Srace  of  the  termination  of 
the  Maroon  war. 

Thirty-fix  Trelawny  Maroons,  and  all  the  nmaway  uegrocs  who  had 
joined  them  in  rebellion,  furrendered  their  arms  oh  the  i7thand2zii: 
March. 

The  Maroons  to  windward,  who  had  ftiewn  a  moft  refractory  arid 
dlfobedient  fpirit  fince  the  commencement  of  the  rebellion,  have  chade 
their  fubmiffion,  and  on  their  knees,  in  the  prefence  of  cdmmiflioners, 
have  fworn  allegiance  to  his  Majefty.  I  fliall,  by  the  packet,  inclofe 
the  comyiiffion  and  the  return  upon  it. 

The  moft  perfect  internal  tranquillity  is  reftored  to  the  ifland :  the. 
flaves  on  every  plantation  are  obedient,  contented,  and  happ^. 

Our  operations  againft  the  rebels  have  been. carried  on  with  unre^mt-^. 
tirig  vigour.     In  following  the  enemy  into  their  nejw  receiTes,  the  troopsk  , 
have  undergone  fatigue  hardly  to  be  credited :  the  laft  column  which 
moved  againft  them  were  five  days  without  one  drop  of  water,  except 
what  they  found  in  the  wild  pines. 

The  rebels,  worn  out  with,  fatigue,  continuallv"  haralfed  and  dif- 
tiirbed  in  every  fettlement,  ha:{^e  been  conquered  in  a  country  whero 
no  European  had  ever  thought  of  penetrating. 

The  ver}'  fortunate  clod  of  this  war  is  to  be  afcribed  to  the  aAivity 
arid  good  conduct  of  Major-general  Walpolej  aiidlmuft  humbly 're* 
commend  him  to  his  Majefty's  favour.^

1  HAD  the  honour  of  informing  you,  in  a  former  difpatch,  th.it 
the  Dutch  were  entrenched  in  af  flrong  portion  at  Myfcnbergh,  and  udi 
furniQied  with  cannon^  having  a  deep  mountain  on  their  right  and  twc 
fea  on  the  left,  difficult  of  approach  on  account  of  fliallow  water,  wira 
high  furf  on  the  iliore,  but  which  the  abtblute  neceifity  of  the  p<  ic 
rendered  it  requiiite  that  we  fliould  poflcfs*  and  made  it  obvious  to  M.i> 
jor«general  Craig  and  mylcU  that  it  ought  to  be  attempted. 

For  this  fervice  I  fecretly  prepared  a  gun-boat,  and  armed  the  launches 
of  the  fleet  with  heavy  cannonades,  landed  two  battalions  of  feainen, 
about  looot  under  the  command  of  Captains  Hardy  of  the  Echo,  nr.vl 
Spranger  of  the  Rattlefnake,  and  fent  fhips  frec^uently  around  the  ba}, 
to  prevent  fufpicion  of  an  attack,  when  any  tavourable  opportuni:/ 
might  offer. 

On  the  7th  infbnt  a  light  breeze  fprung  up  from  the  north-weft,  and 
at  twelve  o*cU>«:k  the  pre-concerted  (ignal  wns  made;  when  Major- 
general  Crag,  with  his  accuflomed  readinefs  and  adVivity,  iralantly  put 
the  forces  on  fliorc  in  motion,  and,  at  the  fame  moment,  Commodor* 
Blankett,  equally  zealous  in  the  An^eriia,  with  the  Stately,  Echo,  an  1 
Rattlefnake,  got  under  weigh,  wiulft  the  gun-boats  and  armed  lauiichcj 
preceded  the  nurch  of  the  tioops  about  500  yards,  to  prevent  thc.r 
being  interrupted. 

About  one  o'clock  the  fhipa,  being  abreaft  of  an  advanced  jpoft  of 
two  iiuns,  fired  a  few  fliot,  which  induced  thofe  in  charge  to  depart ; 
and,  on  approaching  a  fecond  poll  <^f  one  j;un  and  a  royal  monar  i-r 
howitzer,  tnc  eflc6t  was  the  fame.  On  proceeding  off  the  camp  t'.: 
confufion  was  inilantly  maniicll,  although  the  diilance  from  the  Hw^^'^ 
was  p;reater  than  could  have  been  wi filed,  but  the  fhaltownefs  preveuicJ 
a  nearer  approach. 

.The  Echo  led,  coramnndcd  by  Cnptnin  Tod  of  the  Monarch,  arJ 
anchored  in  two  and  a  half  fathoms,  followed  by  the  America,  whuii 
anchored  in  four  and  a  half,  when  the  Stately  ana  Rattlefnake^  anchor* 

ing 
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ing  nearer,  in  proportion  to  their  leTTer  drau|ht8  of  water,  off  the 
enemy's  works,  which  began  to  firtf,  and  the  nre  was  returned  by  the 
floops;  but  an  increafe  of  wind  prevented  the  large. (liips  from  acting 
until  they  had  carried  out  heavy  aochors/  Thts  duty  was  perforinea 
by  the  commanders  with  great  coolnefs,  much  to  their  own  honour  and 
their  Country's  credit. 

In  a  few  minutes  after  the  fire  qpened,  which  obliged  the  Dutch  to 
abandon  their  camp  with  the  utmofl  precipitation,  taking  with  them 
only  two  field-jpieces,  and  at  four  o'clock  the  Major*general  took  pof* 
feilion  of  it,  atter  a  fatiguing  march  oyer  heavy  fandy  ground.  .To 
him  I  beg  leave  to  refer  for  the  particulars  of  what  was  taken  therein, 
as  the  fea  ran  fo  high  that  no  perfon  from  the  (hips  or  gun-boats  could 
venture  to  land. 

In  tranfmitting  to  you  the  proceedings  of  the  fleet  under  my  com^^ 
maud,  I  iliall  at  all  times  feel  great  fatisfai^ion  in  doing  juftice  to  the 
merits  of  the  fevcral  officers.  To  their  judgmeht  and  good  coudud^  in 
the  prefent,  inftance  is  to  be  attrifcmted  the  immediate  fucccfs  which  at- 
tended the  attempt ;  it  is  therefore  my  duty  to  recommend  to  iiis  Ma- 
jelly's  notice  Commodore  Bhnikett»  Captain  Douglas,  Lieutenant  Tod 
of  the  Monarch,  commanding  the  £cho,  and  Lieutenant  Ramage,  alfo 
of  the  Atonarch,  commanding  the  Rattlesnake,  and  Mr.  Charles  Adam^ 
of  the  Monarch,  midfhipman,  who  commanded  the  gun-boat.  I  am 
feniibly  obliged  to  them,  each  individually,  for  their  fleady  and  correct 
difcharge  of  my  orders.  ' 

I  muil  further  beg  leave  to  add,  that  it  is  univerfally  agreed  the  Echoes 
fire  was  fuperiorly  directed  and  ably  kept  up ;  and  particular  acknow- 
ledgments are  alfo  due  to  the  officers  and  men,  for  the  general  zeal  and 
activity  which  appeared  in  every  countenance,  of  which  I  was  enabled 
to  juc^e  with  more  precifion,  as  the  ConHnodore  obligingly  permitted 
me  to  accompany  him,  and  to  vifit  the  other  fliips  employed  under  his 
dire6kion  upon  this  fervice. 

The  America  had  two  men  killed  and  four  wounded,  and  one  gun. 
difabled,  being  flruck  by  a  fhot ;  the  Stately  one  man  wounded.  Some 
fhot  pafTed  through  the  fliips,  but  <lid  not  materially  injure  them. 

I  am  fearful  the  Major*general  will  not  be  able  to  write  by  this  con- 
veyance, a  Genoefe  fliip,  which  intends  touching  at  St.  Helena^  as  be 
is  now  at  Myfenbergh.

THE  Dutch  governor  having  not  only  rejeftcd,  in  the  moft  peremp- 
tory terms,  the  propo&ls  which  had  been  made  to  him,  that  the  fcttlc- 
ment  ihould  place  itTelf  under  the  protection  of  Great  Britain,    but 
havinff  alio  adcd  in  a  manner  demonftrative  of  fuch  hoflile  difpofitions 
towards  us,  as  to  juf^ify  the  fufpicion  which  was  conveyed  to  us  of  its 
being  hiti  intention  to  fee  fire  to  Simon's  Town,  from  which  all  the  in- 
habitants had  been  obliged  to  retire  by  his  order,  the  Admiral  and  my- 
felf  concurred  in  thinking  it  expedient  to  prevent  the  execution  of  his 
purpofe,  by  landing  ourfelves,  and  taking  pofTcilion  of  the  place,  which 
\  accordingly  did  on  the  14th  of  July,  witn  the  part  of  the  78th  regi- 
ment under  my  command,  and  the  marines  of  the  fquadron,  the  latter 
amounting  to  about  350  men,  and  the  former  to  450.     Very  few  days 
•elapfed  before  our  patroles  were  fired  upon  by  the  Burgher  Militia  and 
Hottentots,  who  oo^upied  the  hills  round  us,  while  our  people  were  re- 
ftrained  by  the  directions  which  they  had  received,  not  to  commit  any 
aCt  of  houility  towards  the  Dutch  troops.     Iloftilities  being,  however, 
thus  Commenced,  And  as  the  time  approached  when  we  might  reafonably 
expe£t  the  arrival  of  the  troops  and  florcs  which  had  been  rcquefted  ai 
the  Governor  of  St.  Helena,  it  appeared  to  me  to  be  an  objcdt  of  con- 
sequence to  dir|K)irefs  the  Dutch  forces  of  She  poft  which  they  occupied 
at  the  important  pafs  of  Muyzenberg,  as  by  it  we  might  pcrhnps  open 
&  rtiore  ready  conjmunication  with  the  country,  at  the  fame  time  that 
*we  Ihbuld  by^doirig  ib  convince  the  inhabitants  of  the  reality  of  otir  in- 
,  tentions,  of  which  we  knew  they  entertained  doubts.     I  accordingly 
propofed  it  to  Sir  Geof-ge  Elphinftone,  who  immisdiately  agreed  to  it 
with  that  readinefs  which  has  fo  ftrongly  attended  all  the  inltaiiccs  of 
affiftande  Which  I  have  i'eceived  from  him.     Sir  George  having  landed  a 
detachment  of  feamen,  which  was  formed  into  tyro  battalions,  we  were 
only  delayed  by  the  want  of  a  proper  wind,  which  would  not  permit 
the  movement  to  take  place  till  the  morning  of  the  j^th  of  Auguft,  when 
Sir  Georgehaving  tnade  the  fignal  that  it  would  fcrve,  the  America 
and  Stately,  with  the  Echo  and  Rattlefuake,  got  under  weigh  about 
twelve  o'clock,  and  I  marched  at  the  fame  time  with  tl^e  ySch  and  ma- 
rines, together  with  the  feamen,  being  in  all  about  1600  men. 
*    The'pofl  of  Muyzenberg  being  extremely  ftrong  to  the  front,  and 
covered  by  a  numerous  field  of  artillery',  againft  which  I  had  not  one 
gun  to  oppofe,'  our  principal  reliance  was  upon  the  fire  from  the  (hips, 
which,  being  properly  dift>ofed  of  at  the  different  flations  afligned  them 
by  Cotninodore  Biankett,  produced  every  effect  which  could  be  expedted 
'.  '•*     •  '    ••.   •  from

from  it.  The  enemy  were  driven  from  two  twenty-four  pounden, 
which  were  diredted  towards  the  fea,  and  abandoned  the  poft  before  it 
was  poi&ble  for  us  to  arrive  near  enough  to  profit  by  the  circumftance 
fo  completely  as  we  were  in  hopes  of  doing,  as  they  carried  off  all 
their  aitillery,  except  the*  two  heavy  guns  above  mentioned,  and  one 
brafs  fix  pounder,  with  two  eight-inch  howitzers. 

The  enemy  having,  however,  taken  pofl  on  an  advantageous  rid^c/ 
of  rocky  heights,  very  iirong,  and  diiiicult  of  fuccefs,  a  little  beyond 
the  camp,  the  advanced  guard,  under  the  command  of  Major  Mony- 
penny,  of  the  78tb,  fupported  by  the  battalion  of  that  regiment,  at- 
tacked and  drove  them  from  thence  ^yith  the  greateft  fpirit,  although, 
in  addition  to  the  ftrength  of  the  ground,  the  enemy  Were  further  pro- 
tested  by  cannon  from  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  lagoon,  which  covers 
the  poft  of  Muyzenberg  towards  the  Cape  Town.  In  this  affair,  which 
terminated  only  with  the  day,  the  adjvity  and  fpirit  of  the  light  com- 
pany of  the  7Sth,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Campbell,  was  con- 
fpicuoufly  difplayed.  Captain  Scott,  of  the  jBtb,  was  the  only  officer 
wounded  on  the  occafitn. 

The  next  morning  the  enemy,  having  drawn  out  their  whole  force 
from  the  Cape  Town,  eight  field  pieces  advanced  to  attack  us,  but 
iinding  us  ftrongly  polled,  and  being  themfelves  fired  upon  from  the 
pieces  they  had  left  behind  the  preceding  day,  which  had  been  drilled 
'and  brought  forward  by  the  exertions  of  a  company  of  pikemen  under 
Lieutenant  Coffin  of  the  Rattlefnake,  they  thought  it  more  prddent  t© 
deiift  from  the  attempt,  and'  retired,  after  fomc  ikirmifhing,  attended 
with  little  lofs  on  our  tide,  and  only  remarkable  for  the  fteadinefs  dif- 
played by  the  ift  battalion  of  feamen,  commanded  by  Captain  Hardy 
of  the  Echo,  who,  having  croiTcd  the  water  with  the  marines,  received 
the  enemy's  fire,  without  returning  a  iKot,  and  manoeuvred  with  a  re- 
gularity which  would  not  have  difcredited  veteran  troops.  The  ma- 
rines, under  Major  Hill,  difplayed  an  equal  degree  of  fteady  refoiutioii 
on  the  occafion. 

On  the  9th  the  Arnifton  arrived  from  St.  Helena,  with  fuch  affiftance 
^8  (70vernor  Brooke  had  been  able  to  afford  us.    It  coniifted  of  352  rank 
and  file,  with  lome  field  artillery,  and  a  very  limitefd  proportion  of  am- 
i'  xnunition :  they  were  directed  to  proceed  immediately  to  camp,  and  the 
bor^ts  of  the  fleet  were  unremittingly  employed  in  forwarding  ilores  and 
provilionsto  usj  a  work  in  which,  from  the  peculiar  difficulty  of  our  fitu- 
ation,  and  tiie  infuiiiciency  of  our  means,  our  progrcfs  was  very  flow,  and 
frequently  fo  much  interrupted  by  unfavourable  weather,  that  we.  could 
hardly  get  a-head  of  our  confumption.     While  this  neceflary  bufinefii 
was  £nin<:  on,  our  future  operations  became  the  objeA  of  my  moft 
earneil  conlideration.     On  the  one  hand,  as  the  enemy  appeared  nMr 
merous,  and  difpofed  to  an,  obftinate  defence,  for  tlie  which  they  had 
had  ample  time  to  make  the  bell  preparations,  I  could  not  but  be  fea« 
fible  that  the  force  under  my  command  was,  in  point  of  numbers,  in- 
adequate to  liu:  attempt  of  reducing  them  ;  and  I  had  little  to  rely  on 
to  CO  aiterbalance  the  difparity,  but  the  fpirit  of  the  individuals  be- 
longing to  it.     1  pofTefTed  no  cattle  or  carriages  for  the  tranfport  of  am- 
munition or  provifions,  and  a  communication  of  twelve  miles  was  to 
be  kept  up  to  be  furnlAied  with  eitherj  at  lead  till  I  could  open  a  (horter 
•      •  '  one 
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one  with  the  fhips  that  the  Admiral  might  fend  to  Table  Bay,  for  wludi 
the  feafon  was  ftill  veiy  unfavourable. 

On  the  other  hand,  though  thefe  difficulties  were  fnfficiently  difcoo- 
raging,  yet  the  arrival  of  General  Clarke  was  uncertain,  and  the  fiate 
of  our  provifions  was  fuch  as  to  render  the  poifibility  of  our  fiay,  till 
it  fliould  happen,  very  doubtfuL  Under  thefe  circumdances,  I  deter- 
mined on  an -attempt  by  night  on  the  rooft  coniiderable  of  the  enemy's 
out^pods,  in  the  hope?  that  a  fevere  execution  among  the  Burgher  jVii- 
litLi  might  intimidate  them,  and  produce  circum^ances  to  our  advan- 
tage. It  took  place  on  tlie  27th  of  laft  month;  but  unfortunately, 
notwithftanding  every  attention  on  the  part  of  Lieutenant-colonel  Klac 
Xenzie,  who  commanded,  it  failed,  from  the  intricacy  of  the  roads^ 
and  the  timidity  and  ignorance  of  the  guides;  while  it  ferved  only  to 
produce  among  the  enemy  a  degree  of  vigilance,  which  foon  convinced 
oae  of  the  impradticability  of  any  further  attempt  by  way  of  furprife. 

On  the  morning  of  the  ifl  of  September,  the  enemy,  having  lined 
>tlie  mountains  above  us  with  Hottentats  and  Burgher  Militia,  com- 
menced a  fire  of  mufketry  upon  our  camp,  which,  from  the  total  want 
of  cStSt  that  had  attended  a  former  atteippt  of  the  fame  natuns,  was 
Jifile  attended  to,  till- unfortunately  tlic  piquet  of  the  rcferve  being  too 
much  occupied  with  covering  themfelves  from  it,  neglefted  their  front, 
from  whence  the  enemy  poured  in  confiderable  numbers,  and  forced 
them  in  with  ibme  lofs.  Captain  Brown,  with  the  78th  grenadiers,  ad- 
vancing, however,  to  their  fupport,  the  enemy  were  immediately  driven 
^lowfi  the  hill  again,  and  the  ground  of  the  piquets  re-occupied.  la 
this  affair  Major  Monypenny,  of  the  78th,  was  fcvciely  wounded,  and 
we  iHiffci'cd  a  great  lois  in  being  deprived  of  the  alliftance  of  an  officer 
of  diftinguifhcd  zeal  .and  activity  ia  the  command  of  the  referve,  with 
which  he  had  been  charged  fince  our  march  from  Simon's  Town.  Cap- 
tain Dentaffe,  of  the  St.  Helena  troops,  was  alfo  wounded. 

In  a  conference  with  Sir  George  £lphinflone,  on  the  2d  of  Septem- 
ber, it  was  agreed  to  wait  fix  days  longer,  for  the  poUibility  of  the  ar- 
rival of  General  Clarke ;  and  that  if  he  did  not  appear  by  that  time,  I 
jQioold  then  advance ;  and  under  every  difadvantage  of  numbers  aad 
fituation,  try  the  fortune  of  an  attack,  which  however  hazardous,  wc 
deemed  it  our  duty  to  make,  before  the  total  failure  of  our  provifioos, 
put  us  under  an  abfolute  nepelfity  of  feeking  a  fupply  elicwhere. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3d,  however,  the  enemy,  encouraged  by  the 
little  fuccefs  which  had  attended  our  attempt  on  the  lil,  meditated  a 
^neral  attack  on  our  camp,  which  in  all  probability  would  have  been 
dectfive  of  the  fate  of  the  colony  :  they  advanced  in  the  night  with  all 
the  lirength  they  could  (nufter,  and  with  a  train  of  not  Icfs  than  e  ^hteen 
rfield  pieces.  Some  movements,  which  had  been  obferved  the  preceding 
evening,  bad  given  me  a  fufpicion  of  their  intention,  and  we  were 
perfedtly  prepared  to  receive  them.  They  were  on  their  march,  and 
<:r}n^derable  bodies  began  to  make  their  appearance  within  our  view, 
w  hen  at  that  critical  moment  the  fignal  for  a  fleet  fird  difcoocertod 
ihem,  and  the  appearance  of  fourteen  fail  of  large  vefTels,  which  came 
•ki  fight  immediately  after,  induced  them  to  relinquifli  their  enterpriiep 
•and  retire  to  their  former  pofls.  'General  Clarke  came  to  an  ;inch#r  ia 
Simon's  Bay  the  next  morning;  and  for  the  fubfequent  events,  wbieh 
iMLve  been  attended  with  the  capture  of  this  important  colony,  I  do 
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myfelf  the  honour  to  refer  you  .to  his  account ;  trufting  that  his  Ma« 
jefiy  and^our  country  ^ill  do  me,  and  the  troops  and  feamen  under  my 
command,  the  juilice  to  believey  that  k  has  not  been  owing  to  any  want 
of  zealy  6r  of  a  cheerful  determination  to  encounter  every  hazard  ii» 
the  neceffary  difcharge  of  our  duty,  that  the  fame  event  did  not  take 
place  during  the  period  in  which  we  were  left  to  ourfelves.  Under  the 
circumftances  of  our  iituation  I  did  not  think  the  attempt  juAifiable, 
unlefs  compelled  tp  it  by  neceiTuy ;  but  we  were  at  the  fame  time  fully 
determined  nut  to  retire,  in  any  event,  without  making  that  attempt* 
which,  whether  fuccefsful  or  nor,  would  at  Icaft  have  l^en  a  proof  of 
our  zeal  for  his  Majcfty's  fervice.        * 

It  is  impoffible  for  mc  to  clofe  this  report,  Sir,  without  making  my 
acknowledgments  to  Lieutenant-colonel  M^Kenzie  of  the  78tb,  Major 
Hill  of  the  marines,  and  the  Captains  Hardy  and  Spranger  of  the  Echo 
and  Rattlefnake  (loops,  who  commanded  the  t\vo  battalions  of  feamen* 
Animated  by  the  exertions  of  thefe  oHicers,  the  troops  and  feamen  have 
imdergone  great  fatigue  and  hardfliips  with  a  cheerful  rcfignation,  and 
have  encountered  a  more  numerous  enemy  with  an  a^ive  Ipirit,  which 
entitles  them  to  the  mod  favourable  report  from  me  to  his  Majefty* 
Lieutenant  Campbell  of  the  Echo,  who  commanded  a  company  of  fea- 
men, which  I  formed  into  a  light  company,  merits  alfo  that  I  (hould 
notice  his  indefatigable  zeal,  ana  the  ability  with  which  he  conducted  <he 
fervice  in  which  his  company  was  conftantly  employed.  To  thisy  Siri  I 
have  only  to  add,  that  my  fenfe  of  the  obligation  I  am  under  to  Sir 
George  Elphinilonc  is  fuch,  as  I  fhould  not  tio  juftice  to  in  an  attempt 
to  exprefs  it ;  his  advice,  his  a£tive  alTidance  and  cordial  co-operation 
on  evefy  occafion,  have  never  been  wanting,  and  entitle  him  to  my 
warmeft  gratitude.

Sir,  ' 

MY  letters  from  St,  Salvador,  by  the  Chatham  brig,  will  have  ac- 
•  qtminted  you  of  our  leaving  that  place ;  and  I  have  now  the  honour  to 
inform  you,  that  all  the  India  Company's  (hips,  having  troops  on  board, 
arrived  oflF  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  on  the  3d,  and  entered  Simon^s 
Bay  on  the  4th  inltant,  where  I  found  the  Admiral  in  pofleffion  of  the 
harbour,  and  Major-general  Craig  at  Muyzenberg,  a  poll  of  importance 
about  fix  milts  on  the  road  to  this  place,  with  a  corps  coropofecl  of  fca- 
men  and  marines  from  the  fleet,  fix  companies  of  78rh  reg,  that  came  in 
it,  and  a  detachment  of  the  Eall  India  Company's  troops  from  St.  Helena, 
amounting  in  all  to  about  igoo  men,  and  the  enemy  who  had  peremp- 
torily rejected  all  negotiation,  in  a  ftate  of  active  hoftility  againft  us. 
Under  thefe  circumftaiices  it  became  necelTary  to  endeavour  to  etfcft 
the  execution  of  our  orders  without  iofs  of  time :  I  therefore,  in  con- 
jun6lion  with,  and  aided  by  the  Admiral,  difenibarked  the  regiments, 
artillery,  and  neceflTary  ftoies,  and  forwarded  them  to  the  advanced  poll 
as  faft  as  pofiible,  where,  through  his  ardent  z^al  for  the  public  fervicc 
and  indefatigable  exertions,  as  much  provifion  was  colle<fted  as  wc 
hoped  might  enable  us  to  fit  down  before  the  town,  and  go  on  till  wc 
could  communicate  with  our  fliips  in  Table  Bay,  or  draw  fome  affiftance 
from  the  country  behind  us :  and  having  made  the  beft  arrangement 
we  could  for  tranfporting  o«r  provifions,  guns,  -ftores,  ammunition, 
and  ne-'-eflary  atticies  of  every  kind,  by  the  only  means  in  our  power, 
men's  labour,  we  marched  on  the  14th  from  Muyzenberg,  leaving  a 
fufficient  detachment  for  the  proteftion  of  our  camp  and  (lores  at  that 
place.  The  enemy  could  fee  all  our  motions,  and  the  country  through 
"which  we  were  to  pafs  for  feveral  miles  being  very  fisivourable  to  the 
fort  of  warfare  that  it  was  their  bufinefs  to  purfue,  (many  of  then? 
being  on  horfeback,  and  armed  with  guns  that  kill  at  a  great  ditlance) 
I  had  reafon  to  think  we  might  be  greatly  harall'ed,  and  futfcr  much 
on  our  route.  Our  Iofs,  however,  from  the  precautions  taken,  and  the 
fhynefs  of  the  enemy,  fortunately  proved  lefs  than  might  have  been  ex- 
pected, having  only  one  feaman  killed  and  feventeen  foldiers  wounded 
in  our  progrels  to  the  poll  of  Wyneberg,  where  the  enemy  were  in 
force,  with  nine  pieces  of  cannon,  and  had  determined,  as  wc  were 
/told,  to  make  k  ferious  refiilance.  But  having  formed  the  army  from 
columns  of  march  into  two  lines,  and  made  a  detachment  iirom  my 
right  and  left  to  attack  both  their  flanks,  while  I  advanced  with  the 
main  body  and  artillery,  (which,  much  to  tJie  credit  of  Major  Yorke, 
was  extremely  well  condudled  and  ferved)  againlLtheir  centre,  they 
found  themfelves  fo  prefied  by  us^  and  at  the  fame  time  alarmed  by  the 

appearance 
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^ppeai'ance  of  Cotnnioclore  Blanket^  with  three  fhips  the  Admiral  had 
detached  into  Table  Bay,  to  caufe  a  diverfion  on  that  iide,  of  which 
they  were  very  jealous,  that  they  retired  with  the  lofa  of  a  few  meil 
from  our  cannon,  before  we  could  gain  the  top  of  the  hill ;  from  whence 
we  followed  them  clofc  for  two  miles*  butdaik  coming  on,  and  great 
part  of  the  troops  being  much  fatigued  by  the  burdens  they  darried,  and 
the  haraiTment  they  met  with  through  very  fwampy  ground  in  the 
courfe  of  the  day^  I  determined  to  halt  for  the  night  in  the  pofitioh  I 
found  myfelf,  which  proved  favourable  for  the  purpofe,  with  the  ihtea* 
tion  of  profecuting  my  march  at  day-light  next  morninjg* 

In  this  iitYiation,  an  ofiicer  arrived  with  a  flag  and  letter  from  d^vtrhot 
S^uylken,  aiking  a  ceffation  of  arms  for  forty^eight  hours,  to  arrange 
anci  offer  propofals  for  furrendering  the  town }  but  1  did  not  chiiik  it 
prudent  to  grant  more  than. twenty-four,  in  which  time  every  thing  was 
fettled  agreeable  to  the  articles  of  capitulation  that  I  have  the'hcifibur  to 
inclofe,  whereby  the  regular  troops  that  foimed  the  g^rrifon  became 
prifoners  of  war,  and  his  Majcfty  is  put  into  the  full  polfefiion  of  the 
towu  and  colony,  which  1  hope  will  prove  acceptable  to  hint,  and  juftify^ 
the  coinmendation  and  report,  that  I  think  it  my  duty  to  make  of  the 
meritorious  iervicca  of  all  the  officers,  foldiers,  fcamen,  and  marines* 
that,  have  been  employed  in  this  arduous  fervice.  The  (^'ffir  ulties  and 
hardiliips  that  great  part  of  them  have  experienced  are  cxii  me,  and 
the  peneverance  and  chcerfulnefs  with  whidh  they  were  encountered  dd 
them  the  higheft  credit,  and,  1  am  perfuaded,  will  recommend  them 
in  the  ftrongeft  manner  to  his  Mnjefty's  fervice*. 

The  general  charader  of  Sir  George  K.  ElphinftOnc,  and  his  ardent 
defire  to  fervc  his  country,  are  too  well  knoMrn  to  receive  additional 
iuftre  from  any  thmg  I  could  fay  upon  that  fubjedi  i  but  1  (hould  db  «in- 
juilice  to  my 'own  feelings,  if  I  did  not  express  the  obllgatibhs  I  am 
under  for  the  ready  co-operation  and  affiftance  that  he  afforded  upon 
cver^  occaiion,  which  fo  eminently  contributed  to  the  fuccefsful  ilTue  of 
our  joint  endeavours.  • 

^  The  arrangements  made  by  Major-general  Craig  pretious  to  my  ar* 
rival,  and  the  aftive  fervices  he  rendered  afterwards^  claim  my  thankS| 
and  fumifh  the  beil  proof  ofhrs  having  cohdu6^d  his  Majefty's  fervice 
in  a  manner  honourable  to  himfelf,  and  beneficial  to  his  country. 

Lieutenant-colonei  M*Murdo,  deputy  quarter-mafter  general  to  the 
expedition  under  my  orders,  will  have  the  honour  of  delivering  this  dif* 
patch.  He  is  well  qualified  to  give  you  every  information  that  his  (hort 
reiidence  here  will  admh ;  and  I  take  the  liberty,  Sir,  of  recommending 
this  old  and  nioft  valuable  officer  to  yotu*  good  offices^  andhis  Majcfty*i 
favour.

The  capitulation  being;  figned,  the 
caftle  and  the  tolln  muft  be  furrendered  to  a  detachment  oT  biB  Britan- 
nic Majefty's  troops  at  eleven  o^cIock  this  day. 

Hi  The  military  fltall  march  out  with  the  honours  of  wai>  and  ftial) 
fhen  lay  down  their  arms  and  become  prifoners  of  war  \  but  the  oificers 
ihall  retain  their  fwords. — Anf.  Agreed.

Additional  Article. — ^It  having  been  repreiented  to  us,  that  the  utmofl 
confufion  muft  enfue  in  the  colony,  and  that  it  would,  in  all  probabi- 
lity, be  attended  with  the  entire  ruin  of  it,  If  the  paper  money,  now 
circulating  in  it  were  deprived  of  that  fecurity  which  can  alone  give 
any  effect  to  the  eighth  article,  we  therefore  coofent  that  the  lands  and 
houfes,  the  property  of  the  Dutch  Eaft  India  Company  in  this  fettle^ 
ment,  iball  continue  the  fecurity  of  that  part  of  the  money  which  is  not 
already  fecured  by  mortgages  upon  the  eilates  of  individuals,  by  its 
having  been  lent  to  them.  This  is  to  be,  however,  without  prejudice 
to  the  government  of  Great  Britain  having  the  ufe  of  the  buildings, 
&c.  for  public  purpofes.  And  we  will  further  rcprefefit  to  his  Majeily't 
goveriunent  the  infinite  importance  of  this  fubje^  to  the  future  prof- 
pcrity  of  the  colony,  and  requeft  that  they  will  take  it  into  confiderationy 
in  order  to  make  luch  arrangements  as  may  appear  proper  for  its  further 
ieciuity,  if  necelTary,  or  for  its  final  liquidation,  if  practicable.

1  HAVE  the  honoqr  to  inform  you,  that  on  the  3d  inttant  the  India 
Ihips  troin  St.  Salvador,  arrivtd  in  Falfc  Bay;  his  Majcfty's  fliip  Sphpx, 
u'hich  failed  with  them,  having  m^t  with  an  accident,  was  obliged  to 
j-ptura  to  the  former  place  for  repair. 

On  the  4th  General  Clarke  cannc  into  the  harbour,  and,  on  a  confe- 
rence with  him,  it  was  detennined  to  land  the  troops  without  a  moment's 
lois  of  time  ;  but,  notw it h (landing  the  utmoft  exertion  of  the  troops 
and  ieamen,  it  was  the  14th  before  the  provifions,  guns,  ammunition, 
Zee,  could  be  coDeded  to  enable  the  General  to  move  forward  from  the 
camp  at  Muyzenberg. 

On  the  morning  of  that  day  the  army  marched,  each  man  carrying 
four  day's  provilion,  ^nd  the  volunteer  feamen  from  the  India  fliips 
dragging  the  cannon  through  a  deep  fand  ;  the  country  being  difficalt 
to  proceed  on,  they  were  coufiderabty  galled  by  fhe  enemy  during  a 
faiigning  march,  performed  in  hot  weather. 

At  V\  yneberg  the  bulk  of  the  Dutch  made  a  ftand,  but  were  fooo 
dillodged  by  his  MajeflyU  forces ;  and  nearly  at  the  fame  nxxnent 
Comiiiodore  Blankett,  whom  1  had  previouily  detached  for  the  exprets 
pur^ofe  of  alarming  the  enemy,  and  giving  them  a  dtverfion  00  the 
Cape  Town  tide,  appeared  off  Camp's  Bay  with  the  America,  Echo,Rat- 
tlefnake,  and  Bombay  Caflie  India  fhip,  and  performed  that  fervice  in 
the  coinpleteft  manner.  At  eleven  P.  M.  the  Commiflary  Slayflcep  fcnt 
in  a  EdP  of  truce  to  demand  a  ceffation  of  arms  for  torty-eight  hours ; 
^nd  on'  the  following  morning  the  colony  was  furrendeied  to  his 
Majefty. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  letter  without  acknowledging  the  ^oniblation  I 
have  derived  trom  the  friendly  affiftance  and  advice  of  Major-g^eral 
Craig  during  a  tedious  fojournment  before  this  place,  under  raaoy  dif- 
tredi.tg  circumflances ;  and  it  is  a  real  pleafure  to  add,  that,  with  hiro, 
and  alio  fince  the  arrival  of  General  Clarke,  the  fame  fentimcnts  feem 
to  have  adtuated  the  minds  of  the  officers  to  whom  his  Majeily  has  been 
pleafed  to  entruft  the  condii^  of  the  expedition. 

I  beg  leav^  to  notice  the  eminent  fervices  of  Captains  Hardy  and 
Spranger^  the  condqt^  of  the  officers  of  the  fea  and  marine  corps  is 
alfo  ti-uly  praife- worthy,  and  will  be  acceptable  to  hisMajelly:  the 
readinefs  with  which  the  feamen  of  the  India .iliips,  under  the  command 
of  Captain  Acland,  of  the  Brunfwick,  offered  their  fer\*ice,  gave  n;c 
the  highefl  tsitistadtion  ;  indeed  all  ranks  of  men  bore  this  long  iervic;, 
during  bad  weather,  with  the  utmofl  cheerfuln^fs,  though  often  un- 
fivoidably  ill  fed,  and  attended  with  great  fatigu?. 

My  anxiety  to  difpatch  the  Orpheus,  and  the  (hort  time  fincc  our 
obtaining  pollefllon,  will,  I  hope,  plead  my  excufe  for  not  tranfmitting, 
by  this  opportunity,  a  return  of  the  naval  flores  taken,  which  I  under* 
iland  are  (ionfiderable  ;  but  the  variety  of  other  circumflances  at  prcicnt 
occupying  py  tnind  have  hitherto 'prevented  my  attending  to  tha:

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  mj 
Lords  Commifiioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  on  the  i6th  inftant  the 
colony  and  caftle  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  furrendered  by  capitulation 
to  the  Britifli  arms,  in  confequence  of  which  I  proceeded  in  the  Mo- 
narch to  this  bay,  whither  I  had  previoufly  difpatched  Commodore  Blankett 
in  the  America,  with  the  two  (loops  and  an  India  fliip^  for  thepurpofe 
of  railing  an  alarm  on  the  Cape  Town  fide,  in  which  he  fucceeded  zd* 
mirably. 

This  event  has  given  me  great  fatisiaAion,  not  6n1y  from  the  fortti* 
xiate  termination,  but  alfo  from  the  relief  it  affords  to  the  officers,  fea- 
men,  and  marines  of  the  fleet  under  mv  command,  after  a  laborious 
fervice  for  a  length  of  time,  wherein  they  were  continually  fatigued, 
and  often  unavoidably  ill  fed. ,  They  merit  my  warmefl  thanks,  to 
which  the  volunteer  leamen  from  the  Had  India  Company's  (hips  arc 
aifo  entitled,  for  their  readinefs  in  undertaking  to  dra^V  the  cannon,  and 
the  cheerfulnefs  with  which  they  performed  that  duty ;  and  I  muft 
more  particularly  beg  leave  to  notice  the  eminent  fervices  of  Captains 
Hardy  and  Spranger,  which,  however,  are  more  fullv  defcribed  in  a 
letter  from  Major*general  Craig  to  me,  a  copy  of  which  i  have  the  ho* 
nour  to  inclofe,  together  with  a  lift  of  promotions,  wherein  )rou  wiH 
perceive  I  had  given  the  command  of  the  Princefs  to  Captain  Hardy» 
whofe  acknowledged  merit  will,  I  truft,  juftify  my  election,  and  recooif 
mend  him  to  their  Lordfhips'  confifmation.  This  (hip  is  one  of  thoft 
ibund  in  Simon's  Bay,  called  by  the  Dutch  Wilhemftadt  and  BoetzlaWy 
of  I090  tons  burden,  mounting  twenty-fix  guns,  and  moft  completely 
found,  with  copper  in  the  hold  uifficient  to  (heath  her. 

The  (hip  Caflor  and  Star  armed  brig,  late  belonging  to  the  Dutch 
£aft  India  Company,  were  found  at  anqhor  in  this  bay;  the  lattei^ 
being  fit  for  his  S^jefty's  fervice,  and  much  wanted,  I  have  alfo  prQ« 
fumed  to  commiffion.

IN  obedience  to  the  orders  and  inftru£tions  I  received  from  the  go 
tr^omcat  of  Fort  Su  Qpoxg^  aad  Coioaei  Brathwaite,  cpuuuandin^ 
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tlie  King^s  and  Company^s  forces  on  the  coaft  of  Coromaiidd,  I  bare 
the  honour  to  acquaint  you»  for  hit  Majeily's  information,  by  the  Royal 
JVdmiral  under  difpatch  for  Ettrope»  that  the  armament,  with  the  ccko- 
tnand  of  which  I  am  entruiled,  embarked  the  30th  ultimo  at  Fort  St. 
Yjcorge  on  board  his  M^efty's  (hips  of  war  upon  that  ftatioo,  and  die 
tranfports  taken  up  for  the  purpofe  of  convejring  it  to  this  place. 

The  fleet  arrived  in  Back  Bay,  to  the  norchward  of  the  forts  of 
Trincomale  and  Ooftoabnrgh,  on  the  ift  inflant;  and  as  Commodore 
Rainier  and  I  were  particularlv  anxious,  that  the  conunandant  of  thofe 
lorts  ihottld  not  miiapprehend  the  objedt  of  the  armament  under  our 
command,  every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  any  mifapprehenfion 
upon  that  head,  by  explaining  to  him  the  nature  of  it ;  ana  two  days 
were  fpent  in  communications  between  the  fort  and  fleet  for  that 
purpofe* 

As  the  comoKUidant,  however,  did  not  think  proper  to  accede  to  tlie 
jiequifltion  made,  in  the  name  p£  the  King,  by  the  coounodore  and  met 
and  refufed  obeying  the  commands  of  his  luperior,  Mr.Yan  AogjeL* 
beck,  (the  governor  of  Columbo)  to  deliver  up  the  fort  of  Oofteo- 
burgh  to  a  detachment  of  hb  Majefly's  trpc^s,  on  account  of  aa  in- 
foniiality  in  the  order,  the  coounodore  agreeing  with  me  in  die  pro* 
priety  of  landing  the  troops,  they  were  difemiKurked  on  the  3d,  about 
tour  miles  to  tl^  northward  of  the  fort  of  Trincomale,  without  op* 
pofitioo* 

Neither  the  garriibn  of  Trincomale  or  Ooftnaburgh  have  hitherto 
£iven  us  any  moleftation  in  the  laborious  fervice  of  which  the  troops 
have  been  employed,  of  conveying  provifions,  ordnance,  and  flares, 
along  a  flerp  landy  beach,  from  a  diflauice  of  three  miles  j  nor  has  any 
a^  of  open  hoftility  taken  place. 

We  are  flill  employed  in  the  fame  fervice^  as  well  as  in  preparii^ 
naterials  for  the  coDibru^tion  of  fuch  works  as  may  be  necefl^axy  to  re- 
duce the  forts;  and  if  the  commandant  pe^everes  in  bis rcfolutioa  to 
letuie  lis  admittance  as  firiends,  I  hope  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  b^in 
our  approaches  againfl  the  fort  of  Trincomale  to-morrow  night* 

I  cannot  too  nrongly  exprefs  my  obligations  to  Commodore  Rwuer 
for  the  readinefs  with  which  he  has-  afforded  every  affiftance  whidi 
could  be  given  by  the  fquadron  of  his  Majefly's  fliips  nnder  his  com- 
aoahd,  in  conveying  and  landing  the  troops,  flores,  and  provifioos,  and 
in  every  part  of  his  fervice  where  his  aid  and  co-operation  could  be  of 
Vik ;  and  his  zeal  has  been  ably  feconded  by  the  exertions  of  the  officcss 
Vad  fesunen  employed  ia  canying  his  orders  into  efleft.

SOON  after  I  had  the  honour  to  addrefs  you  on  the  17th  mfiant^  in* 
Arming  you  of  my  intention  to  begin  our  apprtiaches  againft  the  fott  of 
Trincomale  on  the  following  day,  drtumftances  occurred  which  in* 
duced  Commodore  Rainier  and  me  to  detain  the  fliips  then  under  diP» 
patch,  in  the  hope  of  that  fucxels  which  I  have  now  the  honoor  to  an* 
Bounee.    We  l^oke  ground  ^n  the  e?enmg  of  the  18th,  opened  onr 
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batteries  on  the  13d,  and  before  twelve  o*clock  on  WedAeftlay  the  tSt!) 
completed  a  prafticable  breach.  Commodore  Rainier  and  I  then  thought 
proper  to  fummon  the  garrifon  to  furrender,  while  preparations  were 
making  for  the  aflauU.  Terms  were  demanded  which  could  not  be  al- 
lowed, and  fuch  as  we  thought  confident  were  tranfmitted  in  return : 
thefe  not  being  accepted  within  a  limited  time,  our  fire  commenced,  and 
in  a  few  minutes  the  white  flag  was  difplayed  on  the  ramparh,  the 
conditions  we  had  offered  were  accepted,  figned,  and  tranlmitted  to 
camp,  viih  two  captains  of  the  ganifou  as  hoilages  for  their  per*  . 
formance. 

1  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  a  copy  of  the  capitulation  oflened  to  thfe 
garrifon,  and  accepted  by  the  commandant,  and  of  fome  expianatory 
articles,  which  were  afterwards  arranged,  with  a  ilate  of  the  garrvfon, 
return  of  ordnance,  and  ftores  taken,  and  a  lift  of  the  killed  and  wounded 
of  the  forces  under  my  command. 

This  e>'eniflfi;  the  prifoneriT  taken  here  will  embark  for  Madras,  f 
fliall  immediatety  take  up  a  convenient  pofition,  add  begin  the  neceflaiy 
preparations  for  the  attack  of  Fort  Ooftenburg,  the  commandant  of 
that  garrifon  having  refufed  to  furrendcr  when  fummoned  on  the  27m 
inftant;  and  I  have  reafon  to  hope  that  that  fort  will  be  very  foon  hi 
odr  |)ofleffion.  « 

His  Majefty's  and  the  Honourable  Company's  troops,  forming  tbe 
foroe  under  my  command,  have  fo  uniformly  diftinguiflied  themlelvcs 
on  every  former  occafion,  that  I  need  only  iay  their  zeal  and  gallantry 
on  the  prefent  fervice  has  been  welt  exerted  to  maintain  the  reputation 
Cb^  have  jiifily  acquired.  ' 

I  am  beyond  meafure  indebted  to  Commodore  Rainier  for  his  cordial 
co-operation,  and  tne  aAive  affiftance  of  the  navy  in  every  department 
of  tne  public  fervice;  andl  have  particular  pleafure  in  affuring  you, 
ti»it  from  the  perfect  harmony  fubfifting  between  all  defcriptions  of  the 
naval  and  land  forces  employed  here,  every  thing  mav  be  expc(^ed  from 
this  divtfion  of  his  Majefty's  troops,  which  is  capable  of  being  attained 
by  their  exerctons.

THE  garrifon  of  Trincomale,  in  confideration  of  the  defence  thc^ 
have  made,  will  be  allowed  to  march  out  of  the  fort  with  the  honours 
of  war,  drums  beating  and  colours  flyins,  to  the  glacis^  where  thef 
will  ground  their  ar^s,  and  furrendor  themfelves  priibners  of  war; 
the  officers  keeping  their  fwords.  Private  property  will  be  fecured  to 
tfaem ;  init  all  public  propevty,  piqoers,  guns,  ftores,  and  proviiions  of 
€very  kind,  moftbc  delivered  up,  in  tbeir  prefent  condition,  to  thec^Kcen 
appointed  bjr  us  to  receive  them. 

The  gamfon  to  march  out,  and  the  Britifli  troops  to  be  put  in  por« 
fefflkm  of  the  fort,  in  one  hour  after  this,  capitulation  is  figned ;  and 
two  officers  of  the  garrifon,  of  the  rank  of  captains,  to  be  deliyored 
immediately  aa  htiflages  for  the  peiformancis  of  this  agreement.  Thefe 
are  tbe  only  tornu  we  the  underfigned  officers,  commanding  his  Bri- 
sannic  Majefiy's  forces,  can  grant.    Major  Forobaueri  if  he  accepts  the 
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condtticms,  wil)  figo  this  paper,  and  return  St  by  the  oiBoen  he  iends  at 
hoftages,  within  half  an  hour.firom  the  time  he  receives  it.

AFTER  clofing  mv  difpatcb  of  yefterday  an  officer  was  fent  to  me 
.by  the  commandant  of  Fort  Ooftenburgh,  requefting  that  1  would  per- 
znit  an  officer  to  meet  him  this  morning,  for  the  purpofe  of  opening  a 
negotiation  for  the  furrender  of  the  fort.  I  accordingly  fent  Major 
Agnew,  the  adjutant-general  of  the  forces  under  my  command,  and 
have  the  fatisfadtion  to  inform  you,  that  the  garrifon  this  day  furrcn« 
dered  themfelves  prifoners  of  war,  'and  that  a  detachment  of  his  Ma« 
jelly's  troops  took  polTeffion  of  the  fort,  and  the  Britifli  colours  were 
hoifted  in  it  before  fun-fet. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inclofe  the  articles  of  capitulation,  but  have  it  not 
at  prefent  in  my  power  to  tranfmit  the  returns  which  will  be  neceflar)*.  as 
Commodore  Rainier  and  I  do  not  thipk  it  proper  to  detain  the  Indiainen 
any  longer,  particularly  as  the  commodore  propofes  recommending  to 
the  government  of  Madras  to  difpatch  the  John  fchooner  in  a  few  da) ) 
to  Europe,  as  a  more  exoeditious  conveyance.

AGREEABLY  to  the  intimation  in  my  laft  letter  of  the  20th  ult.  by 
the  Royal  Admiral,  that  ihip  and  Lafcelles  have  arrived  here,  therefore 
take  the  opportunity,  in  addition  thereto,  to  requeft  you  will  pleafe  to 
acquaint  their  Lordfhips,  thatthe  tranfports  having  received  the  ftores 
and  ammunition,  and  the  troops  embarked,  which,  owing  to  the  unre- 
mitting exertion  and  attendance  of  Colonel  Stuart,  the  commanding  of- 
ficer on  this  fervice,  was  effected  with  much  expedition,  I  failed  fcnora 
Madras,  with  the  Centurion  and  tranfports,  the  z  i  ft  following,  having 
received  on  board  each  of  his  Majefty's  fliips  upwards  of  30«  European 
troops  and  their  followers,  and  moft  of  the  heavy  artillery ;  Colonel 
iltuart  and  his  ftaff  being  with  me  in  the  Suffolk. 

His  Majefty's  fliip  Reliftance,  with  four  European  flank  companies,  a 
tranfport,  and  the  Suffolk's  tender,  with  the  remainder  of  the  troops 
and  baggage  for  the  Malacca  expedition,  failed  the  fame  day,  and  about 
eight  A,  M.  parted  company. 

On  the  23d  anchored  off  Negapatnam,  and  having  ordered  the  troops 
appointed  from  thence  to  be  immediately  embarked  on  boara  his  Ma- 
jefty's fliip  Diomede,  and  the  tranfports  there  provided,  being  all  vef- 
fels  owned  and  manned  by  natives,  left  Negapatnam  Road  the  25th, 
each  of  the  King's  fliips  and  tvvo  of  the  beft  failing  tranfports  ha\icg 
tlie  heavy  failing  vefTek  in  tow. 

On  the  I  ft  of  Auguft  \  anchored  in  Back  Bay  with  the  Centurion, 
being  joined  the  day  before  by  Captain  Gardner,  in  his  Majefty's  fliip 
Heroine,  from  Colombo,  with  Major  Agnew,  deputy  adjutant  general, 
who  had  been  fent  to  the  governor  of  that  place,  the  chief  of  all  the 
fettlements  on  Ceylon,  with  a  letter  from  Lord  Hobart,  and  inilruc- 
tions  for  his  conduct,  under  the  joint- authority  of  Colonel  Braithwairc, 
and  myfelf,  to  explain  to  him  his  Majefty's  commands,  and  the  purpci'c 
€if  the  annament* 

^•Tajor  Agnew  brought,  in  return,  an  order  from  the*  governor  of 
Ceylon  to  the  commandant  of  Trincomale,  to  admit  300  of  his  Ma- 
-jcfty's  troops  to  garrifon  Fort  Ooftenburg;  to  which,  when  prcfentcd 
to  him,  he  refufed  obedience,  under  a  pretence  of  informality  in  the 
order. 

The  latter  part  of  this  day  and  greater  p^rt  of  the  following  was  oc- 
cupied in  receiving  and  replying  to  his  remoi^ftrances  relative  thereto; 
which,  as  they  were  apparently  calculated  to  evade  the  great  cbjecl  oi 
the  expedition,  Colonel  Stuart  and  myfelf  determined  on  landmi;  the 
troops,  aiiM  preparations  were  making  accordingly;  but  moft  untortu« 
lUteiy,  as  his  Majefty's  ihip  Diomede|  with  her  tow,  were  workbg  up 
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fifgMnft  a  ftrong  land  wind  in  the  bay ;  ihe  ftmci  with  lb  much  violence 
on  a  rock,  lying  in  fifteen  iathoms  water,  and  not  delineated  in  our 
charts,  between  Pigeon  Ifland  and  the  outer  Point  of  this  bay,  that  the 
water  the  lliip  made  gained  fo  faft  on  every  exertion  of  both  feamcn 
and  foldiers  at  the  pumps,  there^  was  barely  time  to  take  the  men  out 
before  (lie  foundered,  without  a  poilibility  of  faving  a  iingle  ftore  of ' 
any  confequci;ice  but  the  boats. 

•  The  employment  of  all  the  boats  on  this  preffing  occafion  pfeventcd 
the  landing  the  army  till  the  following  mprniiig,  when  the  firll  detach- 
ment of  530  Europeans  and  no  natives,  and  two  field  pieces,  landed  at 
the  White  Rocks,  within  Elizabeth  Point,  without  oppofition,  and  were 
followed  by  the  remaiixler  of  European  troops  and  natives,  as  fait  aa 
the  boats  could  convey  them. 

The  boats  with  the  firft  detachment  rendezvoufed  on  board  the  Ho* 
roine,  who  was  placed  as  hear  the  landing-place  as  flie  could  anchor 
in  fafety,  and,  on  the  boats  pulhing  off,  prefented  her  broadfide  to  co- 
ver them:  the  hroadlidcs  of  the  Suffolk  and  Centurion  would  alfo  have 
d<>ne  execution,  had  there  been  any  oppofition  made.  In  the  courfe  of 
tlie  next  ten  days  the  ilores  and  provifions  were  landed  with  all  expedi* 
tion«  not  without  the  moft  vigorous  exertions  of  the  oificers  and  feamen^ 
the  land  breeze  blowing  flrong  all  the  time,  as  it  ftill  continues,  and 
keeping  up  the  moft  extraordinary  high  furf  I  ever  remember  to  have 
feen  here:  the  army  had  then  to  move  them  from  the  landing  place  to 
the  camp,  a  diftance  of  three  or  four  miles,  over  a  very  heavy  land. 

Colonel  Stuart  is  making  every  effort  preparatory  to  the  attack  of  the 
lower  fort :  the  Dutch  have  as  yet  given  no  interruption,  as  if  the  com- 
mandant waited  fome  further  authority,  but  appear  to  be  hard  at  work 
within.  1  can  fcarcely  allow  myfelf  to  think  he  will  be  fo  rafli  as  to  rifk 
a  formal  attack,  but  (hould  that  be  the  cafe,  the  event,  from  every  con- 
fideration,  will,  I  have  little  doubr,  be  glorious  to  his  Majelly's  arms; 
a  ihort  time  will  decide.  I  havethefatisfa^ion  to  inform  you,  Sir,  that 
the  utmoft  harmony  fubfiils  between  the  officers  and  men  of  both  fer« 
vicesi  which  has  much  expedited  their  united  labours. 


Suffolk i  Back  Bay ^  Trincomaky  Augujl  y^^  *79S» 

Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  pleafure  to  acquaint  you,  for  their  Lordfliips  informa- 
tion, that  the  lower  fort  and  town  of  Trincomale  furrendered  to  his 
Majcfty's  arms  the  a6th  inft.  the  eighth  day  from  the  opening  of  the 
trenches,  a  work  the  enemy  moft  unaccountably  never  intennipted. 
The  grand  battery  of  8  eighteen  pounders  and  a  ten-inch  mortars,  from 
five  to  ^yi  hundred  yards  diftant  from  the  glacis  of  the  N.  W«  baftion, 
was  fo  judicioufly  planned  by  Colonel  Stuart,  and  the  work  fo  ably 
executed,  as  to  do  amazing  execution  from  its  firft  opening,  difmount- 
ingy  «in  the  courfe  of  the  attack^  almoft  every  gun  the  enemy  could 
bring  to  bear  upon  it. 

There  were  alfo  two  batteries  ere6led  to  the  right  of  the  grand  bat- 
Cer/i  one  of  •%  twelve  pounders,  the  other-  of  2  eight-inch  howitzers, 
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dnt  aim6yed  the  enemy  much*  and  diverted  their  dttenfion'fitMll  A§ 
working  parties  of  the  grand  battery,  which  was  opened  on  the  sjd 
nftant.  During  the  three  firfl  days,  the  enemy  kept  up  a  very  iinait 
fire  from  a)i  their  works  that  looked  towards  our  oatteries,  but  with- 
little  executioD,  and  few  cafualties.  The  breach  was  effe^ed  diredly 
^ver  the  fea-gate  and  landing  place  of  the  fort  at  Back  Bay;  and  when 
pra^icable,  on  the  morning  of  the  26th,  a  fummons  was  fent  by  a 
drum  with  the  conditions  of  furrender*  The  return  was  an  inadmif- 
fible  demand  from  the  commandant  on  the  part  of  the  garrifon.  How-- 
•v^r,  after  fome  Uttle  cereihony,  he  furrendered  on  the  terms  ofiered, 
vithfome  few  explanations;  a  copy  whereof,  with  a  liH  of  the  killed 
and  wounded,  and  return  of  the  ordnance  found  in  the  garriibui  are 
herewith  inclofed. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  operations  of  the  army,  obferving  Colonel 
Stu^  to  be  (hort  of  men  for  working  paities,  the  diftance  of  the  camp 
from  the  trenches  being  nearly  two  miles,  partly  over  a  heavy  fand,  and 
BO  draught  cattle  or  vehicle  of  any  kind  to  aflifl,  I  prefled  him  to  ac- 
cept of  the  feiTices  of  the  feamen  of  his  MajcAy's  ihips,  who  were 
accordingly  landed  as  required,  in  parties  of  one  and  two  hundred,  and 
worked  with  great  cheerhilnefs*  A  party  of  twenty^feven  artillery-men, 
who  had  entered  at  Madras,  their  time  being  expired,  were  alfo,  at 
Colonel  Stuart's  requeft,  landed,  to  affift  in  the  battery  under  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Staines,  one  of  the  midfhipmen  of  the  Suffolk.  Three  of  the 
Suffolk's  upp^r-deck  guns  were  landed,  to  fupply  as  many  found  defeo- 
tive  in  the  grand  battery  from  injury  received  and  falfe  boring. 

Three  hundred  feamen.  and  marines,  under  the  command  of  Cap- 
tain Smith,  late  of  the  Diomede,  were  alfo  under  orders,  to  affift  iq 
ilornaing  the  breach,  had  the  enemy  determined  to  hold  out :  with  the 
feamen  were  Lieutenaikts  Page  and  Hayward,  with  Meilrs.  Clarke^ 
Predge,  Jennings,  Elliott,  and  Percy,  under  Captain  Smith's  orders 
ffix  the  ft^amen,  and  Lieutenants  M^Gibbon  and  Percival  for  the  ma« 
nnes ;  a  confiderable  part  of  both  were  feledted  from  the  Dimnede's 
late  crew. 

I  beg  you  will  afliire  their  Lordfliips  that  every  fervicc  required  of 
the  captains,  officers,  and  feamen  of  his  Majeily's  fhips  under  my  com- 
mand, was  executed  with  amazing  alacrity  and  fl^dinefs,  the  only 
contention  being  who  fhould  be  foremoft  on  every  fervice  required. 

Colonel  Stuart  and  myfelf  have  fent  all  the  prifoners,  with  a  few  ex- 
ceptions, to  Madras,  in  a  tranfport  and  prize,  under  convoy  of  his  Ma- 
jelly's  {hip  Heroine  f  their  number  as  per  liil.-<— There  appeared  fome 
diipofttion  among  the  foldiers  of  the  garrifon  to  mutiny  after  the  fum- 
~  mons  was  delivered,  which  probably  accelerated  the  lurrender.  His 
!Majefty's  forces  were  put  in  poUeflion  of  the  garrifon  that  yery  even- 
ing i  the  Dutch  troops  marcned  out,  and  grounded  their  arms  ia  the 
'  batter}% 

Fort  Oolienburg  was  fummoned  the  day  following;  but  the  com- 
^niandant  refufing  to  furrender  to  the  very  favourable  terms  offered  it^ 
Colonel  Stuart  is  miking  every  preparation  for  the  attackpf  it. 

Previoufly  to  the  furrender  of  Trincomale,  'the  ihips  and  boats  of 
thefquadron  took  two  Imall  veffels  laden  with  provitions  and  fiores  for 
the  garrifon  from  Colombo^  and  fome  imall  aait  bdongipg^to  the  porti 
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baying  alfo  found  one  fmall  ketch,  under  the  guns  of  the  fort,  ladea 
with  r^ce ;  the  whole  of  little  value.

Motives  of  huma« 
nity  alone  induce  us  to  make  this  propofal,  to  prevent  an  unnecelTar/ 
efFufion  of  blood.  You  mull  be  fenfible  that  the  place  is  no  longer  ca« 
pable  of  defence:  by  an  immediate  furrender,  the  lives  and  private 
property  of  the  garrifon  will  be  preferved  ;  but  if  you  rcfolye  to  Hand 
a  florm,  they  muft  prepare  to  meet  thieir  fete.  In  this  event  we  truflfc 
that  the  women  •and  children  of  the  gairifon  may  be  immediately  fent 
out,  and  a  paffport  will  be  granted  for  them  to  proceed  to  a  place  of 
iafety.  One  hour,  from  the  delivery  of  this  fummons,  will  be  allowed 
you  to  form  your  refolution,  during  which  time  all  firing  (hall  ceafe  on 
our  part,  unlel's  provoked  by  a^s  of  hoftilitr  on  vourV.

FORT  Ooftenburg  furrendered  to  his  Majefty's  arras  this  morning;, 
according  to  the  capitulation  inclofed,  which  pleafc  make  known  to 
their  Lordfhips ;  and,  I  flatter  myfelf,  when  it  is  coofidered  bow  much 
time  and  labour  is  faved,  that  the  con{lru6lion  of  batteries,  and  the 
confequent  repair  of  the  works  damaged  when  captured,  would  necef* 
farily  have  required,  the  number  of^  cafualties  prevented,  and  lives  prc- 
ferved,  the  great  advantage  of  obtaining  poffeffion  of  (b  important  a 
fortification  m  an  uninjured,  date,  at  this  advanced  feafun  of  the  year, 
in  the  fecurity  thereby  afforded  to  both  places  from  any  enterprize  of 
the  enemy,  with  the  acquifition  of  the  only  ^^^e  harbour  on  this  fide  of 
India,  and  that  a  very  fine  one,  the  grer.t  obje6t  of  the  expedition,  the 
Talue  of  this  moft  feafonable  furrender  can  fcarcely  be  too  highly  efli- 
ma^ed.  Much  commendation  is  due  to  the  deputy  adjutant  general^ 
Major  Agnew,  for  his  ability  and  dexterity  in  conducting  this  ncgocia- 
tion  with  the  commandant  of  Fort  Ooflenburg. 

I  was  on  the  point  of  difpatching  the  Royal  Admiral  and  Lafcellet 
with  my  former  letters  of  the  14th  and  30th  inilant,  being  uncertain 
as  to  the  event  of  the  bufinefs,  when  the  commandant  of  Ooflenburg 
exprefled  his  inclination  to  furrender;  and  as  I  propofe  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Government  of  Fort  St.  George  to  difpatch  a  packet  with 
this  important  intelligence,  fhall  not  detain  thofe  fliips  any  longer,  but 
leave  to  that  opportunity  to  acquaint  their  Lorddilps  with  the  retura  of 
ammunition  and  flores  found  in  Fort  Ooftenburg. 

Lieutenant  Pulham,  of  the  Suffolk,  cut  out  a  fmall  vefTel  from  under 
Ac  guns  of  Fort  Ooflenburg  the  night  before  laft,  without  receiving 
any  nxoleftation  from  the  enemy,  the  crew  having  abandoned  her.

THE  capture  of  Trincomale,  the  garrifon  of  which  place  furreiK 
dered  yefterday  evening  as.prifoners  of  war,  having  placed  the  Fort  of 
Ooftenburg  entirely  under  your  orders,  we,  the  under figned  officers, 
commanding  the  forces  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  at  Trincomale,  de- 
mand of  you  to  furrender  the  Fort  of  Ooflenburg  to  tha  King  our  maf» 
tert    The  officers  and  European  troops  of  the  garrifon,  if  it  it  their 
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wifli,  will  be  immediately  received  into  the  pay  of  Great  Britain,  with 
the  rank  they  now  hold*  Their  private  property  will  be  fecurcd  to 
them,  and  every  other  reafonable  indulgence  which  you  can  demand 
will  be  granted,  as  far  as*  the  underfigned  are  authorized  by  their  in- 
ilru£lions  to  allow. 

It  muft  be  evident  to  you,  that  refiftance  cannot  long  pref<irve  the 
fort  under  your  command;  if,  therefore,  your  refufal  to  lui render  on 
the  very  favourable  condition  we  now  offer  obliges  us  to  ereft  batteries 
againft  the  place,  no  terms  will  hereafter  be  granted  ;  and  if  you  are 
permitted  to  furrender,  it  muft  be  at  difcretion. 

Major  Agncw,  the  deputy  adjutant  general  of- the  army,  will  have

Sir, 

YESTERDAY,  on  tly^  point  of  failing,  I  received  the  inclofed  letter 
and  papers  fix>m  Captain  Newcome,  givmg  an  account  of  hb  proceed- 
ings, and  particularly  of  the  fuccefs  of  the  expedition,  under  his  own 
and  Major  Browne's  orders,  of  the  HonouratAe  Company's  infantry, 
againfl  Malacca,  thist  place  being  now  in  the  poflcffion  of  the  Britiih 
troops* 

I  feel  a  more  than  ordinary  fatisfa^ion  in  announcing  this  event  for 
their  Lordfliips*  information,  as,  on  account  of  the  original  force  def- 
tined  for  that  fervice  being  reduced,  my  expe^tions  were  lefs  fan- 
guine ;  and  alfo  of  its  great  importance,  from  the  fecurity  thereby  af- 
forded to  thelrade  of  lus  Majefiy's  fubjeds  in  the  freights  of  Malacca 
and  the  Chinefe  feas. 

Being  doubtful  of  the  propriety  of,  my  condufi  in  not  having  oor- 
refponded  with  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Dundas,  on  the  fubjed  of  the 
late  expeditions,  in  which  I  co-operated  in  council  and  execution,  in 
obedience  to  the  -King's  orders  by  him  tranfmitted,  and  as  therein  pre- 
fcribed,  (not  having  then  even  received  their  Loidfiiips'  dire^ons  lo  to 
do,  and  which  are  alfo  filent  on  that  head)  I  have  to  requeft  you  will 
pleafe  to  intercede  with  their  Lordfliips  to  ufe  their  influence  to  remove 
any  culpability  that  may  refleA  upon  my  conduct  for  thb  omtflion;  in 
which,  if  I  have  erred,  it  has  been  through  defeat  of  inibu^tionsy  and 
sny  inexperience  in  the  receipt  of  fuch  kind  of  orders* 

On  the  fucceis  of  his  Majefty's  arms  at  Trincomale  and  Fort  Oofien- 
burg,  and  on  receiving  the  account  of  the  fame  firom  Malacca,  I  took 
upon  me  to  order  faiutes  to  be  fired  by  his  Majefly's  fhips  then  in  port; 
and  on  the  13th  infl.  at  the  fuggeflion  of  my  Lord  Hobart,  I  diredbed 
Captain  Lambert,  of  his  MajeSy's  fhip  Suffolk,  to  fire  feventy-eight 
guns,  funeral-wife,  on  the  melancholy  occafion  of  the  death  of  his 
Majefly's  faithful  ally,  his  highnefs  the  Nabob  Wallajah,  late  Nabt^ 
of  the  Carnatic,  (the  Fort  of  St.  George,  by  his  Lordfiiip's  ordte, 
paying  the  fame  honours)  that  particular  number  of  guns  being  ap> 
pointed  as  correfponding  to  thofe  of  the  years  of  his  Tate  Higboefs's 
age;  which  I  truft  their  Lordfhips  will  approve,  and  notify  to  the 
Board  of  OrdnaacC)  to  be  allowed  in  the  feveral  gunners  monthly  ex*

Sir, 

I  ARRIVED  here  on  the  i;th  inftant,  with  his  Majefly^s  (hip  under 
my  comniand ;  the  Ewer  and  Camatic  tranfports,  and  a  part  of  the 
convoy,  havinff  parted  company  with  his  Majefty's  fliip  Refiftance,  in 
the  mght  of  the  I3tb,  bet^-een  the  Sahdheads.  Captain  Pakenham 
joined  connpaoy  again  in  Malacca  Road  on  the  17th,  in  the  morn- 
ing. 

By  the  inclofed  letters,  you  will  fee  that  we  were  obliged  to  com- 
mence hoftilities,  which  began  by  the  Refinance  firing  a  few  gans  at  the 
Conftantia  (a  Dutch  Indiaman  run  into  the  mud)  which  flie  returned, 
by  firing  two  guns,  and  then  ftriking  her  colours.  From  the  great  af« 
fidance  affordiS  me  by  the  boats  from  the  China  fleet,  &c.  I  was  ena- 
bled to  land  all  the  troops,  with  two  fix-poundem  at  the  fame  time. 
The}r  left  the  (hips  at  feven  P.  M.  on  the  1 7th,  and  reached  the  fiiore 
by  nme  P.  M.  At  half  paft  nine  P.  M«  an  ofHcer  came  on  board  the 
Orpheus  from  the  Governor  to  furrender  the  place  on  our  terms; 
they  then  delivered  over  St.  John's  Poft,  a  commanding  work  well  fur* 
ni(ned  with  cannon,  about  1300  yards  from  the  fort,  aad  aoo  from 
the  place  of  conference,  to  a  fubaltern  with  a  party  of  our  grenadiers, 
and  we  entered  the  fort  with  the  remainder  of  the  Britiih  detachment. 
The  garrifon  being  thus  cpmpletely  in  our  power,  and  unconditio- 
nally, further  than  the  fecurity  of  property,  the  Dutch  guards  were  per- 
mitted to  remain  armed  at  their  pofts,  until  the  Governor,  whom  we 
then  accompanied  to  his  houfe,  gave,  in  his  own  hand-writing  to  Ma- 
jor Brown,  a  detail  of  the  guards,  which  were  then  relieved  by  the  Bri- 
ti(h  troops.  From  the  anxious  defire  of  complying  with  his  Majefty's 
orders,  we  have  agreed  to  the  inclofed  capitulation,  and  every  thing 
now  appears  perfectly  quiet,  and  all  parties  reconciled.

THE  meafures  adopted  by  the  Dutch  government  of  Malacca  fub- 
fequeotly  to  the  amicable  prdpofals  tendered  by  the  naval  and  military 
commanders  of  the  Britifli  forces,  by  the  agenc)r  of  Mr.  Forbes  Rols 
"W'Donald,  appointed  by  Commodore  Peter  Rainier,  commanding  rhc 
Bnti(h  fquadron  in  India,  and  Colonel  John  Brathwaite,  commanding 
the  land  forces  on  the  coaft  of  Coromandet,  having;  rendered  it  nccet- 
fary  tu  debark  the  troops,  towards  which  tiie  poirel&on  *of  the  Con- 
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ftafttk,  i  Dutch  armed  (hip,  which  lay  between  the  £agUlh  fquacfroii 
and  the  fort,  becooung  indifpenfable,  aidtial  hoftilities  commenced  by 
his  Majcfty's  fliip  the  Refiftance  firing  upon,  and,  after  exchange  of 
Ibme  guns,  taking  poiTeffion  of  ber;  and,  having  been  followed  up  by 
the  difcbarge  of  fevcral  guns  from  the  Dutch  battery  upon  the  Brituli 
troops  after  they  had  gained  the  Ihorc,  are  circumftances  which,  toge- 
ther with  the  invitation  fubfcquently  given  to  the  Britifli  commanders  to 
take  'poireflion  of  the  fort,,  cannot  be  confidered  in  other  light  than  ul-

part  to  give  protection  to  public  and  private  property  under  the  above 
refervation,  and  to  defend  tht  intereus  of  the  ancient  Dutch  govern- 
ment agaihfl  their  enemy  the  French,  to  the  utmoft  of  our  power,  under 
the  following  conditions.
